IT  has  become  clear  that  there  are  men  at  our  Universities  who 
would  be  ready  at  the  end  of  their  University  course,  if  the 
way  were  made  open  to  them,  to  offer  themselves  for  I^ay  Mission 
work  in  Western  Canada.  In  some  cases  they  are  men  who,  whilst 
anxious  to  serve  God  in  His  Church,  are  not  clear  that  they  are 
called  to  the  Priesthood.  The  Council  appointed  by  the  Arch- 
bishops of  Canterbury  and  York  to  administer  the  ARCH- 
BISHOPS' WESTERN  CANADA  FUND  is  prepared  to  receive 
and  consider  offers  of  service  from  such  men. 

The  following  are  the  terms  which  the  Council  suggests  might  form  the 
basis  of  agreement : — 

The  applicants  must  be  ready  to  give  at  least  two  years  to  the  work 
of  the  Church  in  Canada,  and  to  put  aside  the  thought  of  marriage 
during  that  time. 

A  Layman  will  be  expected  to  give  loyal  obedience  to  the  rule  ot 
the  house  in  which  he  lives,  and  to  the  Clergyman  under  whose 
guidance  he  works.  Part  of  his  duty  will  be  to  set  the  Clergy  free  for 
their  ministerial  work  by  undertaking  a  larger  share  of  the  household 
and  stable  duties. 

The  Council  would  be  responsible  for  providing  second  class  passage  out, 
all  necessary  expenses  during  the  two  years,  and  return  passage  at  the  end  of 
that  time. 

The  work  of  the  Lay  Evangelist  will  ordinarily  consist  in  visiting  and 
making  friends  with  the  people,  holding  services  on  Sunday,  and  taking  such 
other  opportunities  as  present  themselves  of  teaching  the  elements  of  the 
Christian  faith  and  bringing  it  to  bear  on  the  life  of  the  district  in  which  they 
are  located.  They  will  live  with  and  work  under  the  supervision  of  a 
Clerg}'man.

Tliis  Mission  was  founded  in  1877  with  the  object  of  carrying  on  edu- 
cational and  evangelistic  work  in  Delhi  and  the  South  Punjab  by  the  agency 
of  a  brotherhood  of  Cambridge  men  who  should  be  united  by  the  ties  of 
common  work  on  the  basis  of  a  common  i-eligious  life.  The  Headquarters  of 
the  Mission  are  in  Delhi,  with  out-stations  at  Rohtak,  Karnal  and  Rewari. 
Some  departments  of  the  work  are  :  St  Stephen's  College,  containing  about 
170  students;  Hostels  for  Christian  and  Non-Christian  students  in  the 
College  ;  St  Stephen's  High  School,  with  over  800  boys ;  a  Christian  Boys' 
Boarding  School  ;  an  Industrial  School  ;  classes  for  Catechists  and  School- 
masters ;  Bazar-preaching  ;  Pastoral  and  itinerating  work  in  Delhi  and  the 
surrounding  districts. 

The  Women's  Community  of  St  Stephen  are  responsible  for  the  carrying 
on  of  three  hospitals  with  dispensaries  ;  Queen  Mary's  School  for  high-caste 
girls ;  two  Christian  Girls'  Boarding  Schools  ;  and  a  Home  for  Convalescents, 
Converts  and  Orphans,  liesides  teaching  in  the  Zenanas  of  Delhi  and  in  the 
villages  round. 

The  removal  of  the  Capital  of  India  from  Calcutta  to  its  ancient  seat  at 
Delhi  gives  the  Church  both  a  great  opportunity  and  a  great  responsibility. 
The  people  of  India  have  responded  nobly  to  the  call  of  the  Empire  in  its  hour 
of  need ;  the  best  return  we  can  make  for  their  loyalty  is  to  bring  them  the 
Gospel  of  Christ.

I.— ON   THE   PART   OF  THE   COUNCIL   OF   THE   SOCIETY. 

1.  By  propagating  sound  principles  and  views  in  regard  to  the  administra- 
tion of  charity. 

2.  By  promoting  the  co-operation  of  charitable  institutions  for  the  further- 
ance of  their  common  work. 

3.  By  convening  Special  Committees  to  inquire  into  and  report  on 
comparatively  technical  questions  connected  with  the  administration  of  charity, 
such  as  the  education  of  the  blind,  the  legal  provision  foi  the  afflicted,  con- 
valescent homes,  artisans'  dwellings,  &c. 

4.  By  making  inquiries  for  persons  legitimately  interested,  and  collecting 
information  regarding  the  utility,  objects,  and  mode  of  working  of  charitable 
institutions. 

5.  By  investigating  on  behalf  of  persons  legitimately  interested,  and 
reporting  on  the  appeals  of  begging-letter  writers,  whose  operations  are  of 
a  metropolitan  or  general,   rather  than  of  a  local  character. 

6.  By  supplementing  the  resources  of  the  District  Committees  of  the 
Society ;  by  the  personal  assistance  of  officers  appointed  and  paid,  in  all 
or  part,  by  the  Council ;  by  grants  for  general  purposes,  and,  when  necessary, 
for  relief,  and  by  obtaining  adequate  help  in  cases  of  difficulty. 

II.— ON   THE   PART   OF   DISTRICT   COMMITTEES. 

1.  By  careful  inquiry  regarding  all  applicants  for  assistance  (whether  they 
be  referred  to  the  District  Officers  or  apply  of  their  own  accord),  in  order  to 
ascertain  how  and  by  whom  they  should  be  helped,  and  to  test  the  truth  of 
their  statements. 

2.  By  applying  to  each  case  susceptible  of  permanent  benefit,  and  suitable 
for  assistance  by  charity  rather  than  by  the  Poor  Law,  such  remedies  as  are 
likely  to  make  the  applicant  self-dependent. 

3.  By  obtaining  the  various  kinds  of  help  required  from  those  interested 
in  the  applicants,  from  their  relatives,  from  charitable  institutions,  and  from 
private  persons  ;  by  assisting  by  loans,  or,  when  necessary,  by  grants. 

4.  By  sending  (gratuitously)  to  legitimate  inquirers,  whether  charitable 
agencies  or  private  persons,   reports  on  cases  of  distress. 

5.  By  bringing  into  co-operation  with  each  other,  and  with  the  Poor  Law 
authorities,  the  various  charitable  agencies  and  individuals  in  the  District,  and 
by  making  the  District  Committees  representative  of  local  charities  and  a 
centre  of  reference  for  all  interested  in  charitable  work. 

6.  By  repressing  local  mendicity  by  means  of  investigation  tickets  and 
otherwise.

Election  of  the  Fice-Chancelloi'  and  Proctors 
The  Statutes  require  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  elected 
yearly  some  time  before  he  enters  upon  his  otEce,  but  the  day  of 
election  and  the  day  of  entering  upon  office  in  every  year  is 
prescribed  by  Grace  from  time  to  time  as  the  University  may  find 
expedient. 

The  Regulations  at  present  in  force  are  as  follows  : 
1.     That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  elected  on  the  first  day  of   June  or 
if  that  day  be  a  Sunday  or  a  Monday  on  the  third  day  of  June. 
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2.  That,  ou  the  day  of  the  election  of  Vice-Chaiicellor,  votes  be 
received  from  1  till  3  p.m.:  provided  that,  if  ten  minutes  have  elapsed 
without  any  vote  having  been  tendered,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Proctors 
to  declare  the  Poll  closed  before  3  p.m.  After  the  close  of  the  Poll  the 
Senior  Proctor  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election. 

3.  That  the  Vice- Chancellor  enter  upon  office  on  the  first  day  of  the 
Michaelmas  Term  in  each  year  or  if  that  day  be  a  Sunday  ou  the  day 
preceding. 

4.  That  a  Congregation  be  held  at  9.30  a.m.  on  the  day  api^ointed  for 
the  Vice-Chancellor  entering  upon  office,  at  which  the  outgoing  Vice- 
ChanceUor  shall  deliver  the  keys  and  other  insignia  of  his  office  to  the 
Proctors,  and,  after  the  Vice-Chancellor  elect  has  made  the  declaration 
prescribed  in  the  Statute  for  the  admission  of  the  Chancellor  or  any  other 
officer  to  his  office,  the  Senior  Proctor  shall  forthwith  admit  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  elect  to  the  office  of  Vice-Chancellor,  and  shall  deliver  to  him 
the  insignia  of  the  office. 

The  Pi-octors  ai-e  nominated  by  the  Colleges  in  turn,  two  for 
every  year,  according  to  the  cycle  prescribed  in  the  iStatutes. 
This  cycle  is  printed  in  the  Historical  Register. 

The  persons  nominated  must  be  members  of  the  Senate  who  at 
the  time  of  nomination  have  completed  three  years  at  least  from 
their  creation,  and  are  certified  before  the  end  of  the  Easter 
Term  to  have  resided  in  the  University  during  the  last  two  years 
for  the  greater  part  of  each  of  three  terms  at  least. 

The  Proctors  retire  from  office  on  the  first  day  of  the 
Michaelmas  Term  in  every  year  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  their  successors  are  forthwith  elected  by  the  Senate  in 
the   manner  prescribed  by  the  Statutes. 

If  the  nomination  of  a  Proctor  becomes  void  for  sufficient 
cause  befoj-e  the  day  of  election  the  College  is  allowed  to  make  a 
second  nomination ;  but  if  the  office  becomes  vacant  after  elec- 
tion, the  nomination  of  a  successor  falls  to  Trinity  Hall. 

At  the  last  Congregation  in  May  in  every  year  the  Senate 
elects  two  Pro-Proctors,  who  are  nominated  by  the  Colleges 
according  to  the  cycle  of  Proctors  :  each  College  having  the  right 
of  nominating  a  Pro-Proctor  the  year  next  before  that  in  which 
it  has  the  right  of  nominating  a  Proctor. 

Such  nominations  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  not  later  than  May  15  in  every  year. 

The  Additional  Pro-Proctors  must  be  Masters  of  Arts  or  of 
Law  of  not  less  than  three  years'  standing.  They  are  appointed 
by  Grace  of  the  Senate  in  the  month  of  October  in  each  year  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Proctors  to  hold  office 
until  the  appointment  of  their  successors.

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Professor  to  deliver  courses  of  lectures  on 
English  Literature  from  the  age  of  Chaucer  onwards,  and  other- 
wise to  promote,  so  far  as  may  be  in  his  power,  the  study  in  the 
University  of  the  subject  of  English  Literature.  He  is  required 
to  treat  this  subject  on  literary  and  critical  rather  than  on 
I)hilological  and  linguistic  lines. 

All  appointments  to  the  Professorship  are  made  by  the  Crown. 
The  residence  and  duties  of  the  Professor  are  governed  by 
Statute  B,  Chapter  xi ;  and  the  Special  Board  to  which  he  is 
assigned  is  the  Special  Board  for  Medieval  and  Modern 
Languages. 

The  stipend  attached  to  the  Professorship  is  the  income 
yielded  by  the  Harmsworth  Fund,  so  long  as  this  income  does 
not  exceed  £800  ;  when  the  income  exceeds  this  sum,  the  stipend 
is  £800.  The  stipend  is  subject  to  a  deduction  of  £200  in  any 
year  in  which  the  Professor  holds  a  Fellowship  or  Headship  in 
any  College  of  tiie  University  ;  and  whenever  a  deduction  is 
made  in  accordance  with  this  provision  the  sum  deducted  is 
added  to  the  Harmsworth  Fund.  If  and  whenever  the  income 
of  the  Harmsworth  Fund  exceeds  £800,  the  excess  of  the  income 
above  this  amount  must  be  employed  for  the  furtherance  of  the 
study  of  English  Literature  in  the  University  in  such  maimer  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Senate,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Board  of  Studies.]

The  stipend  is  subject  to  a  deduction  at  the 
rate  of  £200  per  annum  for  any  year  or  part  of  a  year  in  which 
the  Professor  sliall  hold  a  Fellowship  or  Headship  in  any 
College  of  the  University  :  provided  that  if  the  deduction  is 
made  in  respect  of  a  Professorial  Fellowship,  the  sum  deducted 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Common  University  Fund,  but  if  in  respect 
of  a  Headship  or  Fellowship  other  than  a  Professorial  Fellow- 
ship, to  the  Arthur  Balfour  Professorship  Fund.

"  1.  Until  the  end  of  the  academic  year  which  shall  end  next 
before  the  end  of  the  emergency  period  as  defined  in  the  Univer- 
sities and  Colleges  (Emergency  Powers)  Act  1915  t-he  trusts 
contained  in  the  Will  of  the  late  William  Whewell  affecting  the 
Professorship  of  International  Law  shall  be  modified  as  follows 
(that  is  to  say)  in  any  academic  year  the  Professor  may  at  his 
option  give  at  least  twenty-four  lectures  on  or  in  connection  with 
International  Law  instead  of  giving  at  least  twelve  such  lectures 
and  producing  the  certificate  required  under  the  provisions  of 
the  said  Will.  And  if  the  said  Professor  give  such  twenty-four 
lectures  as  aforesaid  then  the  stipend  for  such  academic  year 
shall  be  paid  to  him  as  if  he  had  produced  the  said  certificate. 
Provided  always  that  if  the  said  Professor  cease  at  any  time  to 
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be  subject  to  the  general  conditions  as  to  the  Residence  of  Pro- 
fessors contained  in  Statute  B  Chapter  xi  and  in  the  Ordinances 
relating  to  such  Residence  this  Statute  shall  be  of  no  effect  until 
such  time  as  tlie  said  Professor  again  becomes  subject  to  the 
said  general  conditions  as  to  Residence.

COMMEMOEATION  OF   BENEFACTORS 

The  Service  for  the  Commemoration  of  Benefactors  is  held  in 
Great  St  Mary's  Church  on  the  first  Suuday  in  November  in  the 
afternoon.  The  List  of  Benefactors  was  revised,  and  various 
alterations  approved  by  Grace  of  12  June  1914.  These  are 
incorporated  in  the  Service  as  printed  in  the  Historical  Register. 
The  more  important  are  the  restoration  of  certain  names  of 
Benefactors  of  ancient  date,  e.g.  those  of  Stephen  de  Segrave, 
Chancellor  of  the  University  early  in  the  fourteenth  century,  and 
Sir  Richard  Whittington,  who  were  commemorated  in  medieval 
times ;  and  the  removal  of  the  name  of  King  Sigebert,  the 
connexion  of  whose  School  with  the  beginnings  of  the  University 
appears  to  be  too  dubious  to  justify  his  inclusion  in  the  list.

University  Sermons 

Select  Preachers  (see  list  on  p.  48;  are  appointed  to  preach  in 
Great  St  Mary's  Church  on  Sunday  afternoons  during  term,  on 
the  afternoons  of  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday,  and  Ascension 
Day,  and  on  certain  Sundays  in  the  Long  Vacation.  There  are 
also  Preachers  for  the  Assizes.  Since  the  beginning  of  the 
Michaelmas  Term,  1913,  the  hour  of  the  Sermon  has  been  2.30. 

Arrmigement  of  Seats  at  University  Services 
The  following  recommendations  with  regard  to  the  arrangement 
of  the  seats  at  the  University  services  were  adopted  in  1867" 

(1)  Tbat  the  seats  ou  the  south  side  of  the  Chancel  be  reserved  for 
Noblemen  and  Heads  of  Colleges  and  those  on  the  north  for  Doctors, 
Professors,  and  University  Officers. 

(2)  That  the  first  and  second  seats  on  the  south  side  of  the  Nave 
be  also  appropriated  to  Doctors,  Pi-ofessors,  and  University  Officers,  and 
the  remainder  be  appropriated  to  other  members  of  the  University;  a 
sufficient  number  of  seats,  beginning  from  the  east,  being  reserved  for 
members  of  the  Senate,  and  the  remainder  for  Bachelors  and  Under- 
gi-aduates. 

(3)  That  the  seats  in  the  south  Aisle  of  the  University  Church  be 
reserved  for  the  Ladies  of  the  Heads  of  Colleges,  for  the  Ladies  of  Doctors, 
Professors,  and  Officers  of  the  University,  and  for  the  Ladies  of  members 
of  the  Senate. 

(4)  That  the  seats  in  the  Galleries  be  reserved  for  Bachelors  and 
Undergraduates. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  Regulations,  the  fui-ther  an-angement  of  the 
seats  at  the  University  Services  is  entrusted  to  the  Vice-ChanceUor. 
Approach  to  the  South  Aisle  is  by  the  south-west  entrance  (new  porch) 
and  the  approach  to  the  remainder  of  the  University  seats  by  the  west 
entrance  ;  the  north  door  being  thus  left  for  entrance  to  the  North  Aisle.

The  Litany  is  said  m  the  University  Church  on  Ash  Wednesday 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Senior  Proctor.  Doctors  in 
Divinity  wear  copes.

Recognised   Lecturers 

Lecturers  who  are  not  University  Lecturers  iu  the  technical 
sense  may  nevertheless  be  '  recognised '  under  the  following 
Regulations  by  a  Special  Board  of  Studies. 

1.  Each  Special  Board  of  Stuflies  shall  be  authorised  to  recognise  any 
College  Lecturer  or  graduate  of  the  University  who  proposes  to  give 
lectui'es  open  to  the  whole  University,  as  a  proper  person  to  lecture  in 
some  department  of  study  which  faUs  within  the  province  of  the  Board. 
Application  for  recognition  shall  be  made  in  waiting  and  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  statement  of  the  subjects  on  which  the  applicant  proposes  to 
lecture.  The  Special  Board  may  require  any  evidence  of  comiieteuce 
which  they  thihk  fit.  If  the  recognition  be  given,  the  lectures  of  the 
person  so  recoguised  shall  be  included  in  the  scheme  to  be  framed  by  the 
Special  Board  under  Stat.  B.  chap,  v.,  par.  6,  and  submitted  to  the  General 
Board.  They  shall  be  distinguished  in  that  scheme  by  some  special 
mark. 

2.  The  recognition  shaU  continue  in  force  for  five  years  unless  with- 
drawn by  the  Special  Board,  provided  that  the  lecturer  deliver  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  in  each  academical  year,  or  in  each  period  of  two 
years,  if  a  Special  Board  shall  so  determine,  at  least  one  course  of  lectures 
open  to  all  members  of  the  University  either  freely  or  on  payment  of  a  fee 
approved  by  the  Genei'al  Boai-d  of  Studies.  If  this  conilition  be  not 
fulfilled,  the  recognition  shall  become  void,  but  may  be  given  again  on  a 
fresh  apphcation.  At  the  end  of  any  period  of  five  years  recognition  may 
be  agam  applied  for  and  gi-anted. 

Provided  that  every  Lecturer  who  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  the 
present  regulations  is  recognised  by  a  Si>ecial  Board  shall  be  entitled  to 
such  recognition  unless  and  until  it  is  withdrawn  by  the  Special  Board; 
on  condition  that  he  deliver  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  in  each 
academical  year  one  course  of  lectures  open  to  all  members  of  the  Uni- 
versity either  freely  or  on  payment  of  a  fee  approved  by  the  General 
Board  of  Studies. 

3.  Each  Special  Board  shall  be  authorized  to  include  in  the  scheme  of 
lectures,  but  without  thereby  giving  recognition  to  the  lecturer,  lectures 
oiien  to  the  whole  University  which  any  College  lecturer  or  graduate  of 
the  University  may  propose  to  deliver  on  some  subject  which  falls  within 
the  pro^^nce  of  the  Board,  if  it  appear  to  the  Board  that  lectures  on  such 
subject  are  likely  to  be  useful. 

4.  Each  Special  Board  shall  invite  to  a  conference  once  a  year,  or 
oftener  if  the  Board  think  it  desirable,  the  University  Teachers,  the 
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lecturers  recognised  under  (1),  and,  if  they  think  fit,  the  lecturers  whose 
lectures  have  in  the  previous  academical  year  been  included  under  (3)  in 
the  scheme  of  lectures  framed  by  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging 
a  plan  of  combined  action  in  teaching  and  of  consideruig  and  framing  the 
scheme  of  lectures  prescribed  in  Stat.  B,  chap,  v.,  par.  6. 

5.  The  General  Board  shall  be  empowered  to  recognise  as  lecturers  in 
any  department  of  University  Studies  (on  tlie  i-ecommendatiou  of  the 
Special  Board  connected  with  that  department)  persons  who  are  not 
graduates  of  the  University  on  the  same  terms  on  which  gi'aduates  of  the 
University  may  be  recognised  by  the  several  Boards  of  Studies. 

6.  The  General  Board  of  Studies  is  authorised  to  sanction  the  announce- 
ment of  lectures  by  Professors  and  Readers  in  subjects  which  do  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  any  Special  Board  of  Studies. 
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MATRICULATION 

A  student  who  desires  to  keep  terms  in  the  University  is 
required  to  appear  for  formal  enrohnent  on  the  Register  of  the 
University  ;  and  no  student  can  count  any  Term  before  that  in 
which  he  has  thus  matriculated  unless  he  has  satisfied  the  Council 
of  the  Senate  that  his  matriculation  has  been  deferred  for  grave 
and  sufficient  cause. 

In  the  Michaelmas  Term,  the  two  days  following  (or,  if  either 
of  these  days  be  a  Svuiday,  the  Monday  and  Tuesday  following) 
the  last  day  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  Term,  and,  in  the  Lent  and 
Easter  Terms,  the  day  following  (or  if  that  day  be  a  Sunday,  the 
Monday  following)  the  last  day  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  Term, 
are  appointed  as  days  of  General  Matriculation.  The  Vice- 
Chancellor  is  empowered  to  allow  persons  for  special  reasons  to 
matriculate  on  some  other  day;  but,  with  the  exception  of 
Research  Students  and  members  of  other  Universities  admitted 
by  Incorporation,  every  person  who  matriculates  on  any  other  day 
than  a  day  of  General  Matriculation  is  i-equired  to  pay  an  extra 
fee  of  ten  shillings  and  sixpence. 

INCORPORATION 

Students  in  statu  piipillari  who  have  resided  at  the  Uni- 
versities of  Oxford  or  Dublin  may  be  allowed  terms  corresponding 
to  those  which  they  have  so  kept ;  and  graduates  of  those 
Universities  may  be  admitted  by  incorporation  to  the  same 
Degree  or  Degrees  as  those  which  have  there  been  conferred 
upon  them,  under  the  following  conditions  : 

That  studeuts  in  statu  impillari  who,  before  their  admission  as  members 
of  the  University,  have  kept  terms  by  bond  fide  residence  at  the  University 
of  Oxford  or  at  the  University  of  Dublin  be  allowed  Terms  corresponding 
to  those  which  they  have  so  kept,  provided 

(1)  That  for  each  Term  allowed  they  produce  a  certificate  satis- 
factory to  the  Council  of  the  Senate  that  the  corresponding  Term  or 
Terms  have  been  duly  kept  according  to  the  Regulations  in  force  at 
the  University  from  which  they  have  migrated. 

(2)  That  the  aggregate  number  of  the  days  diu-ing  which  they  have 
resided  at  that  University  in  the  Tenns  corresponding  to  those 
allowed  be  not  less  than  the  aggregate  umnber  of  the  days  during 
which  they  would  have  been  required  to  reside  in  this  University  in 
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order  to  keep  by  residence  the  Terms  allowed:  provided  that,  if  the 

aggi'egate  be  less,  the  deficiency  may  be  supplied  by  cdunting  days 

during  which  they  have  resided  in  some  other  Term  wliirli  t!u  y  have 

kept  wholly  or  in  part  by  residence  at  the  University  from  which  they 

have  migrated. 

The  standing  of  a  student  in  statu  pupillari  who  is  allowed  Terms 

correspouduig  to  those  which  he  has  kept  at  Oxford  or  Dublin  shall  be 

reckoned  from  the  first  of  the  Terms  which  he  has  so  kept. 

With  reference  to  the  conditions  under  which  Graduates  of  other 
Universities  shall  be  admitted  by  incorporation  to  the  same  Degi'ees  as 
those  which  their  own  Universities  have  conferred  upon  them,  the  CouncU 
recommend : 

That  a  Graduate  either  of  the  University  of  Oxford  or  of  the  University 
of  Dublin  be  admitted  by  incorporation  to  the  same  Degi*ee  or  Degrees  as 
those  which  liis  own  University  had  conferred  upon  him,  if  such  admission 
be  approved  by  a  special  Grace  of  which  thi-ee  days'  notice  shall  have  been 
given  and  such  Graduate  have  previously 

(1)  satisfied  the  CouncU  of  the  Senate  that  he  had  qualified 
himself  for  his  Degi-ee  or  Degrees  not  only  by  having  passed  the 
examinations  and  performed  the  exei'cises  required,  but  by  having 
kept  his  Terms  by  residence  in  his  own  University : 

(2)  satisfied  the  Council  that  there  are  adequate  reasons  for 
granting  his  request,  and  obtained  the  Council's  permission  to 
incorporate : 

(3)  resided  during  the  gi-eater  part  of  one  Term  at  the  least  at 
Cambridge,  such  residence  to  be  certified  under  the  hand  and  seal  of 
the  Master  of  his  College,  or  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Unattached 
Students  Board,  or  in  default  thereof  be  holduig  some  office  either  in 
the  University  or  in  one  of  the  Colleges : 

(4)  become  a  matriculated  member  of  the  University. 

The  standing  of  a  Graduate  aihnitted  to  a  Degi-ee  by  Incoi-poration  from 
the  University  of  Oxford  or  tiie  University  of  Dublin  shall  be  reckoned 
from  the  date  at  which  he  was  admitted  to  the  corresponding  Degree  in 
his  own  University. 

For  fees  payable  on  Incorporation  see  p.  151. 

READMISSION 

A  student  who  has  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  University 
can  resume  membership  by  replacing  his  name  on  the  Boards  of 
the  College  or  Hostel  to  which  he  belonged.  The  conditions  of 
readmission  vary  at  different  Colleges. 

A  Master  of  Arts  who  desires  to  replace  his  name  on  the 
Register  of  Members  of  the  Senate  usually  does  so  by  replacing 
his  name  on  his  College  Boards,  but  he  can  also  do  so  by  com- 
municating direct  with  the  Registrary.  In  either  case  he  has  to 
pay  to  the  University  arrears  of  dues  at  -is.  3d.  a  quarter  in  respect 
of  each  quarter  since  his  name  was  removed ;  provided  always 
that  if  these  dues  exceed  £5  altogether,  the  sum  of  £5  is  accepted 
by  the  University  in  lieu  thereof. 

For  the  new  Regulations  affecting  students  admitted  after 
the  end  of  the  Lent  Term,  1915,  see  p.  154. 


Residence 


UNIVERSITY   TERMS 

The  Michaelmas  Term  in  each  year  begins  on  October  1st  and 
ends  on  December  19th.  The  Slichaelmas  Term  thus  always 
includes  80  days. 

The  Lent  Term  in  each  year  begins  on  January  8th. 

Whenever  Easter  Day  falls  on  any  day  between  March  30th 
and  April  16th,  both  days  included,  the  Lent  Terra  ends  on 
March  27th,  and  the  Easter  Term  begins  on  April  18th.  The 
Lent  Term  in  such  cases  includes  79  or  in  Leap  years  80  days, 
and,  as  the  24th  day  of  June  is  appointed  by  the  Statute  to  be 
the  last  day  of  the  Easter  Term,  the  Easter  Term  includes 
68  days. 

Whenever  Easter  Day  falls  on  any  day  before  March  30  or  after 
April  16,  the  Lent  Term  ends^  and  the  Easter  Term  begins  on 
the  days  specified  in  each  case  in  the  following  Table  :

RESIDENCE  89 

Precincts  of  the  University 
The  boundaries  in  and  about  Cambridge  witliin  wliich  terms 
are  to  be  kept  by  residence  are  defined  as  extending  two  miles 
and  a  half  from  Great  St  Mary's  Church,  measured  in  a  direct 
line,  and  are  called  the  Precincts  of  tlie  University. 

RESIDENCE  OF  UNDERGRADUATES 

Every  student,  before  he  can  be  admitted  to  a  degree,  must 
have  completed  nine  terms'  residence  during  three-fourths  of 
each  term  as  a  member  of  a  College,  or  of  a  Public  Hostel,  or  as 
a  Non-Collegiate  Student. 

A  person  in  statu  pupillari  keeping  terms  by  residence  must  reside 
within  tbe  precincts  of  the  University 

(1)     In  some  College  or  Hostel,  or 

('2)     In  a  set  of  lodgings  for  which  licence  has  been  granted  by  the 
Lodging  Houses  Syndicate,  or 

(3)  With  his  parents  or  parent,  or 

(4)  In  his  own,  or  in  his  hired  house,  or  with  his  relatives,  or  in 
exceptional  cases  with  persons  other  than  his  relatives ;  provided  that  in 
each  case  the  permission  of  the  Lodging  Houses  Syndicate  shall  have  been 
obtained  on  application  from  the  Head  of  his  College  or  Hostel,  or  in  the 
case  of  a  Non-Collegiate  Student  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Non-Collegiate 
Students'  Board,  or 

(5)  In  the  case  of  a  Eesearch  Student,  under  special  conditions 
approved  in  each  case  by  the  Lodging  Houses  Syndicate,  on  application 
from  the  Head  of  his  College  or  Hostel,  or  in  the  case  of  a  Non-Collegiate 
Research  Student  fi-om  the  Chairman  of  the  Non-Collegiate  Students' 
Board. 

Eesidence  is  reckoned  by  days,  No  person  in  statu  pupillari  will  be 
considered  to  have  resided  during  any  day  unless  he  shall  have  resided 
during  some  part  of  such  day  and  of  the  following  night  and  shall  have 
complied  with  such  other  conditions  of  residence,  if  any,  as  may  be 
required  by  the  authorities  of  his  College  or  Hostel  or  by  the  Non-Col- 
legiate Students'  Board  ;  provided  that  a  part  of  the  day  on  wliich  such  a 
person  coiiipletes  his  residence  for  the  term  may  be  counted  as  a  day  of 
residence. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  regulation  the  day  shall  be  held  to  extend  from 
6  A.M.  to  midnight. 

Residence  must  be  certified  to  the  University  under  the  band  and  seal 
of  the  Head  of  the  College  or  Hostel  to  which  the  student  belongs,  or  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Nou- Collegiate  Students'  Board. 

The  conditions  under  which  a  term  may  be  allowed  for  illness  or 
other  urgent  cause  are  described  in  Chapter  iii  of  the  Students 
Handbook. 

Under  Statute  A.  c.  xi.  the  following  are  deemed  to  be  in  statu 
jnipillari :  Undergraduates,  and  Bachelors  of  Music,  Law,  Arts, 
and  Surgery.  Bachelors  of  Medicine,  luceptors  in  Arts,  Law, 
and  Surgery,  and  Doctors  Designate  in  Music  are  not  in  statu 
pupillari. 
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RESIDENCE  OF  PROFESSORS  AND  READERS 
Under  Statute  B.  c.  xi.  the  University  has  power  to  determine 
from  time  to  time  by  Grace  for  every  Professorship  and  Reader- 
ship the  time  during  which  the  Professor  or  Reader  shall  be 
bound  to  reside  in  the  University,  care  being  taken  that  the 
Professors  and  Readers  shall  as  a  general  rule  be  resident 
throughout  full  term  time,  provided  that  in  the  cases  of  the 
Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  the  Ely  Professor  of  Divinity 
due  regard  be  had  to  their  obligations  of  residence  and  other 
duties  as  Canons  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Ely.  This  includes 
the  power  in  exceptioual  cases  to  make  for  particular  Professor- 
ships a  permaneut  provision  that  the  Professor  shall  not  be  bound 
to  reside  in  the  University  throughout  full  term  time. 

The  University  also  has  power  to  determine  from  time  to  time 
by  Grace  what  is  to  be  held  to  constitute  residence. 

The  Regulations  at  present  governing  the  residence  of  Pro- 
fessors and  Readers  are  as  follows  : 

1.  All  Professors  and  Readers  who  are  governed  by  Statute  B  shall, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  required  to  reside  dui-ing  that  portion 
of  each  term  (or  in  the  case  of  the  Eegius  Professor  of  Hebrew  and  the 
Ely  Professor  of  Divinity  during  that  portion  of  each  of  two  terms;  in  each 
year  which  is  hereinafter  described  as  full  term. 

2.  Full  term  shall  consist  of  three  fom-ths  of  the  whole  term,  reckoned 
from  the  first  day  of  full  term  as  hereinafter  defined. 

The  first  day  of  full  term  shall  be  :— 

In  the  Michaelmas  Term;  the  Tuesday  or  Friday  which  shall  first 
happen  after  October  9. 

In  the  Lent  Term;  the  Tuesday  or  Friday  which  shall  first  happen 
after  January  13. 

In  the  Easter  Term;  the  first  Friday  after  April  17,  or  if  such 
Friday  fall  in  the  Easter  vacation  then  the  first  Friday  in  the  term. 

3.  The  General  Board  of  Studies  may  grant  to  any  Professor  or 
Reader  leave  to  substitute  for  the  residence  required  of  him,  in  any  one 
term  or  any  part  of  it,  residence  for  an  equal  time  between  July  1  and 
August  31,  provided  that  the  General  Board  of  Studies  are  of  opinion  that 
such  leave  may  be  granted  without  prejudice  to  the  interests  of  the 
University. 

They  may  also  grant  occasional  leave  of  absence  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  one  term  on  account  of  illness  or  other  sufiicient  special  cause 
on  such  conditions,  if  any,  as  they  may  think  fit.  Leave  of  absence  may 
not  be  extended,  except  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  General  Board  of  Studies. 

4.  A  Professor,  or  Reader,  shall  be  regarded  as  resident  in  the  Uni- 
versity when  either 

(A)  he  is  domiciled  within  one  mile  and  a  half  of  Great  St  Mary's 
Church  and  is  not  habitually  absent  from  home  more  than  two  nights  in 
the  week,  or 
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(B)  he  is  domiciled  within  five  miles  of  Great  St  Mary's  Church  and 
habitually  spends  in  Cambridge  at  least  two  hours  between  eight  o'clock 
a.m.  and  six  o'clock  p.m.  in  each  of  five  days  in  the  week,  and  at  least 
fifteen  hours  in  the  week  on  the  whole,  and  is  reasonably  accessible  at 
stated  times  on  at  least  three  days  in  the  week. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Professor  and  Eeader  to  notify  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies  before  the  beginning  of  each 
full  term, 

(1)  If  he  keeps  his  residence  under  clause  (A)  of  Regulation  4, 

the  weeks  (if  auyj  dining  the  preceding  full  term  in  which  he  has 
been  absent  from  home  more  than  two  nights; 

(2)  If  he  keeps  his  residence  under  clause  (B)  of  Regulation  4, 

(a)     the  weeks  (if  auy)  during  the  preceding  full  term  in  which  he 
has  not  spent  in   Cambiidge   at   least   two  hours  between 
8  a.m.  and  6  p.m.  in  each  of  five  days  iu  the  week  and  at 
least  fifteen  hours  in  the  week; 
(&)     his  arrangements  for  accessibility  durmg  the  preceding  term. 
For  the  purposes  of  these  returns  each  week  shall  be  considered  to 
begin  on  Sunday,  and  the  portions  of  full  term  before  the  first  Sunday  in 
full  terra  and  after  the  last  Satm-day  in  full  term  shall  each  be  reckoned 
as  a  week. 

6.  If  in  any  case  the  General  Board  of  Studies  shall  be  of  opinion 
that  the  absences  so  notified  have  been  excessive  and  %vithout  suflicient 
cause  or  that  the  prescribed  conditions  of  residence  have  otherwise  not 
been  adequately  fulfilled,  they  shall  signify  the  same  to  the  Professor  or 
Reader,  and  in  case  the  Professor  or  Reader  shall  continue  to  be  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  negligent  as  to  his  residence  it  shall  be  their  duty  to 
report  the  facts  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Sex  Viri.

Addenbrooke's  Hospital 

The  Hospital  was  opened  in  1766,  having  been  founded  by 
John  Addenbrooke,  M.D.,  formerly  a  Fellow  of  Catharine  Hall. 
It  was  almost  rebuilt  in  1864,  and  a  further  enlargement  has 
just  been  completed. 

In  consideration  of  a  contribution  of  £'300  a  year  to  the  funds  of 
the  Hospital,  the  University  has  the  right  of  claiming  appoint- 
ments on  the  stafif  for  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic  and  the 
Professor  of  Surgery,  with  facilities  for  lecturing.  The  Hosijital 
also  provides  projjer  facilities  for  conducting  the  Univei-sity 
Examinations  in  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery. 

Further  contributions  to  the  Hospital  are  also  made  from  the 
annual  grant  from  the  Board  of  Education  under  the  following 
Regulations  : 

1.  That  iu  addition  to  the  yearly  sum  of  £300  per  aimum  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  Addenbrooke's  Hospital  out  of  the  University  Chest,  there  be 
paid  a  sum  of  £50  a  year  out  of  the  annual  grant  from  the  Board  of 
Education. 

2.  That  a  fiu-ther  sum  of  £100  per  annum,  payable  out  of  the  annual 
gi-ant  from  the  Board  of  Education,  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Hospital.  This  £100  shall  be  expended  only  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  and  on  the  purchase  of  apparatus 
required  by  them  for  special  methods  of  treatment  or  iu  the  teaching 
of  students. 

3.  That  the  following  members  of  the  present  Honorary  Staff  of 
Addenbrooke's  Hospital  (Mr  Wherry,  Dr  Hmnphi-y,  Mr  Deighton,  Dr 
Griffiths,  Dr  Lloyd  Jones,  Dr  Aldren  Wright,  and  Mr  Cookej  be  approved 
as  University  Teachers  [see  p.  74]:  that  they  hold  ofiice  so  long  as  they 
continue  to  be  members  of  the  Honorary  Staff  of  the  Hospital,  and  that 
each  receive  a  stipend  of  £50  a  year  from  the  University,  payable  out  of 
the  aimual  grant  from  the  Board  of  Education. 

4.  That  on  the  nomination  of  the  Professor  of  Pathology  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  Honorary  Staff  a  Pathologist  to  Addenbrooke's  Hospital 
be  appointed  annually  by  the  General  Committee  of  the  Hospital  and  that 
he  receive,  as  a  Teacher,  a  stipend  of  £50  per  amium  from  the  University, 
payable  out  of  the  annual  grant  from  the  Board  of  Education  [see  p.  74] . 

5.  That  the  Special  Board  for  Medicine,  acting  through  the  Kegius 
Professor  of  Phys'C,  the  Downing  Professor  of  Medicine,  and  the  Profes- 
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sors  of  Surgery  and  Pathology,  together  with  two  members  representing, 
and  elected  by,  the  staff  of  Addenbrooke's  Hospital,  be  responsible  for 
arranghig  the  Clinical,  Therapeutical,  and  Pathological  teaching  of 
students  workuig  in  the  Hospital. 

6.  That  the  fees  payable  by  students  in  respect  of  clinical  and  other 
teaching  at  Addenbrooke's  Hosiiital,  hitherto  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital  Staff,  be  applied  towards  defraying  the  expenditure  sanctioned 
by  Regulations  1 — 1  preceding. 

7.  That  nothing  in  any  agi-eement  arrived  at  in  connection  with  these 
regulations  be  construed  as  affecting  the  right  of  the  Governors  to  direct 
and  control  the  whole  administrative  work  of  Addenbrooke's  Hospital. 

8.  That  these  regulations  and  payments  be  conditional  upon  the  receipt 
of  an  annual  grant  from  the  Board  of  Education. 

Certificates  of  attendance  on  the  practice  of  the  Hospital  are 
recognised  by  the  University,  by  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Physicians 
and  burgeons,  and  by  the  other  licensing  medical  bodies.

Balfour  Library 

The  Balfour  Library  originated  in  the  gift  of  Professor  F.  M. 
Balfour's  Library  to  the  University  after  his  deatii  by  a  fall 
in  the  Alps  in  1882.  It  contains  a  valuable  collection  of  Zoological 
books  and  periodicals,  and  is  assigned  to  the  Department  of 
Zoology  (see  p.  119). 

The  Balfour  Library  Endowment  Fund  was  accepted  by  Grace, 
13  Jime,  1912. 

Kegulations  for  the  Balfour  Library  and  for  the  Balfour 
Library  Endowment  Fund 

1.  That  the  Balfour  Library  be  under  the  charge  of  the  Professor  of 
Zoology,  aud  that  it  be  housed  in  the  Department  of  Zoology. 

2.  That  the  Library  be  open  to  students  and  workers  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Zoology,  and  to  sucli  other  persons,  whether  members  of  the 
University  or  otherwise,  as  shall  have  obtained  the  permission  of  the 
Professor  of  Zoology. 

3.  That  rules  governing  the  use  of  the  Library  may  from  time  to  time 
l)e  made  by  the  Professor  of  Zoology,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Vice- 
ChauceUor. 

4.  That  the  income  of  the  Balfour  Library  Endowment  Fund  be  paid 
to  the  Professor  of  Zoology,  to  be  sjDent  by  him  upon  the  upkeep  of  the 
Balfour  Library  or  to  be  added  to  the  capital  of  the  Fund. 

5.  That  the  accounts  of  the  Fund  be  audited  annually  by  the  Financial 
Board. 

Bio-Chemistry 

The  Department  of  Bio-Chemistry,  separately  constituted  in 
1914,  succeeded  to  rooms  previously  occupied  by  the  Department 
of  Physiology.  Facilities  are  here  provided  for  elementary  and 
advanced  teaching  and  for  research.

The   Botany    School  was   opened  by    King    Edward    VII   on 
March  I,  1904. 
The  Herbarium  was  first  founded  by  John  Martyn,  Professor  of 
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Botany  173:?-61.  The  Curator  is  appointed  by  the  Professor  of 
Botany,  witJi  the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  for  a  limited 
period,  not  exceeding  five  years,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Professor  on 
making  the  appointment.  The  duties  of  tlie  Curator  are  to  assist 
the  Professor  in  arranginji:  and  keeping  in  order  the  Herbarium, 
and  to  assist  persons  using  it  for  the  purpose  of  study.  Me  is 
required  to  attend  in  the  Plerbarium  during  such  time  botli  in 
term  and  in  vacation  (being  not  loss  however  than  three  hours 
daily  during  term)  as  the  Professor  may  direct.  The  stipend 
attached  to  the  office  is  £100  a  year. 

The  Curator  of  the  Botanical  ^luseum  is  appointed  in  the  same 
maimer  as  tiie  Curator  of  the  Herbarium.  His  duties  are  to 
assistthe  Professor  in  arranging  and  keeping  in  order  the  Botanical 
Museum,  and  to  assist  persons  using  it  for  purposes  of  study.  He 
is  required  to  attend  in  the  Museum  during  such  time  both  in 
term  and  in  vacation  (not  less  however  than  three  hours  daily 
during  full  term)  as  the  Professor  may  direct.

KuLES  OF  Admission  to  the  Botanic  Garden 

On   Weeh-days 

1.  The  Botanic  Garden  shall  be  open  on  week-days  from  8  a.m.  until 
not  later  than  dusk  during  the  winter  months ;  from  8  a.m.  until  not 
later  than  8  p.m.  during  the  summer  months,  the  precise  hour  being 
indicated  by  a  notice  posted  at  each  gate. 

2.  All  Graduates  of  the  University,  all  Undergraduates  giving  their 
names  and  colleges  if  required,  and  strangers  giving  their  names  and 
addi'esses  if  requii'ed,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Garden  during  the  hours 
above  specified. 

3.  Childi-en  are  not  admitted  except  when  accompanied  by  a  parent, 
or  by  some  trustworthy  person  provided  with  the  i^arent's  or  guardian's 
card  to  be  produced  if  asked  for.     No  games  are  allowed  in  the  Garden. 

4.  Perambulators  and  Cycles  will  be  admitted  by  the  Bateman  Street 
entrance  only,  and  must  be  deposited  m  the  space  provided  for  them. 

5.  The  Plant-houses  may  be  visited  by  Members  of  the  Senate  at  all 
hours  while  the  Garden  is  open ;  by  other  persons  from  2  p.m.  until  the 
houses  are  closed. 

6.  Smoking  is  not  allowed  in  the  Plant-houses.  No  dogs  are  admitted 
to  the  Garden.     Eefreshments  may  not  be  brought  into  the  Garden. 
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7.  Visitors  must  not  gather  nor  handle  the  plants.  University  teachers 
and  students  must  apply  to  the  Curator  for  permission  to  use  plants. 

8.  The  Curator  has  authority  to  exclude  from  the  Plant-houses  and 
Garden  any  person  guilty  of  misconduct. 

[N.B.     There  is  no  thoroughfare  through  the  Garden.] 
071  Sundays 

1.  Members  of  the  Senate  may  obtain  a  key  to  the  Botanic  Garden 
for  use  on  Sundays  on  payment  of  a  deposit  of  five  shillings  and  an  annual 
subscription  of  five  shillings.  (The  deposit  money  will  be  returned  when 
the  key  is  given  up.) 

2.  Visitors  to  the  Garden  are  admitted  by  the  Bateman  Street 
entrance  only. 

3.  The  Garden  and  Houses  are  open  between  10  a.m.  and  4  p.m. 
during  the  months  of  November,  December,  January  and  February ; 
during  the  months  of  March,  April,  Sejitember,  and  October  the  Garden  is 
open  between  10  a.m.  and  6  p.m.,  and  the  Houses  between  10  a.m.  and 
5  p.m.;  during  the  rest  of  the  year  the  Garden  is  open  between  10  a.m.  and 
8  i).m.,  and  the  Houses  between  10  a.m.  and  5  p.m. 

4.  The  key  for  use  on  Sundays  is  not  transferable  except  to  members 
of  the  subscriber's  family. 

4*.  Keys  may  be  issued  to  not  more  than  20  persons  in  statu  jmpiUan, 
on  the  recommendation,  iu  each  individual  case,  of  the  Professor  of  Botany. 

4**.  Persons  in  statu  pupillari  obtaining  keys  under  Rule  4*  must 
pay  a  deposit  of  five  shillings.  The  dejiosit  money  will  be  returned  when 
the  key  is  given  up.

The  Museum  of  Classical  Archaeology  in  Little  St  Mary's 
Lane,  was  erected  in  1884.  It  contains  galleries  of  casts,  a 
library,  and  a  lecture  room.  The  Reader  in  Classical  Archaeology 
is  ex  officio  Curator  of  the  Museum. 

Regulations  for  the  Museum  of  Classical  Archaeology 
1.  The  Museum  shall  be  open  on  each  weekday  (with  the  exceptions 
heremafter  mentioned)  from  ten  to  four  during  the  months  of  January, 
September,  and  December ;  from  ten  to  half-past  four  during  the  months 
of  February,  March,  July,  August,  October,  and  November;  and  from  ten 
to  five  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  and  June. 

•2.  The  Museum  shall  be  closed  on  Christmas  Day  and  the  day  following, 
and  on  Good  Friday,  also  for  one  week  in  the  Easter  Vacation  for  pur- 
poses of  deanhig,  and  on  such  other  days  as  may  appear  necessary  to  the 
Committee. 

3.  Undergraduates  not  in  academical  dress  and  persons  who  are  not 
members  of  the  University  shall  be  required,  on  visiting  the  Museum,  to 
enter  their  names  and  addresses  ia  a  book  kept  at  the  door  for  the 
purpose. 

4.  The  Committee  shall  have  full  authority  to  direct  the  exclusion 
of  any  person  whose  admission  appears  to  be  im desirable. 

5.  It  shall  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  Curator  at  any  time  to  close 
the  Museum  to  the  public  for  the  purpose  of  University  examinations, 
lectures,  and  the  like. 

6.  The  Library  shall  be  open  to  Members  of  the  Senate  for  purposes  of 
archaeological  study.  The  Curator  shall  be  authorised  to  grant  permission 
to  use  the  Libi-ary  for  such  pui-poses  to  Undergraduates  and  to  other 
persons  at  his  discretion. 

7.  The  Curator  and  other  Members  of  the  Senate  engaged  in  giving 
lectm-es  at  the  Museum,  if  authorised  by  the  Curator,  may  take  out  a 
limited  number  of  books  for  a  limited  time,  which  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
a  fortnight. 

8.  The  Cm-ator  may  unconditionally  forbid  the  taking  out  of  any  books, 
which  in  his  opinion  should  not  be  taken  out. 

9.  Books  that  in  the  Cui-ator's  opinion  are  likely  to  be  required  by 
students  may  not  be  taken  out  except  from  the  last  quarter  of  an  hour 
before  the  Library  closes  to  the  first  (piarter  of  an  hour  after  the  Library 
opens. 

10.  Students  of  Archaeology  may  be  authorised  by  the  Curator  to  take 
books  out  dui-ing  the  interval  stated  in  Kule  9,  or  under  such  other 
conditions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  detenniued  by  the  Committee. 

11.  All  persons  takmg  out  books  under  the  above  Rules  shall  enter  the 
titles  and  class-marks  of  the  books  together  with  their  own  names  in 
a  book  kept  for  the  purpose.  Every  person  who  shall  fail  to  fulfU  this 
condition  or  to  return  a  book  by  the  proper  time  shall  mcur  a  fine,  the 
amount  of  such  fine  to  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Committee. 
The  proceeds  of  these  tines  shall  be  devoted  to  the  piu-chase  of  books. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Curator  to  report  to  the  Committee  any 
breaches  of  the  above  Eules.

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Electric  Power  Statiox 

In  addition  to  their  special  equipments,  all  the  Scientific 
Departments  and  certain  other  buildings  are  supplied  with  direct 
current  electricity  from  a  central  power  station  situated  near  the 
Engineering  Laboratory.  In  this  station  are  installed  three 
50  horse-power  motor  generators,  an  automatic  reversible 
balancing  booster,  a  large  battery,  and  the  necessary  switch  gear. 
Alternating  current  at  2000  volts,  taken  from  the  town  mains,  is 
converted  into  direct  current,  which  is  distributed  by  means  of 
underground  cables  at  110  and  220  volts,  as  may  be  required  for 
various  purposes,  such  as  ventilation,  driving  machinery,  distilling 
volatile  liquids,  working  arc  lamps,  and  heating  crucible  and 
other  furnaces.  The  plant  is  under  the  charge  of  the  University 
Buildings  Syndicate  (see  p.  316). 

Engineering  Laboratory 

The  Engineering  Laboratory  in  Free  School  Lane  was  opened 
in  1894.  In  1900  a  new  wing  was  completed  in  memory  of  the 
late  Dr  John  Hoi^kinson,  and  in  1903  the  Laboratory  was  still 
further  enlarged.

Examination  Rooms 

The  Examination  Rooms  on  the  Mortlock  site  were  first  used 
in  1909  on  the  occasion  of  the  Darwin  Centenary.  The  larger 
Hall  is  106  feet  long,  51  feet  wide,  and  30  feet  high ;  the  smaller, 
which  can  be  divided  into  two  unequal  parts,  is  106  feet  long, 
30  feet  wide,  and  16  feet  high.  The  use  of  the  Rooms,  when  not 
required  for  Examination  purposes,  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Yice-Chancellor ;  but  if  they  are  required  for  other  than 
academical  j^urposes  a  Grace  of  the  Senate  must  be  obtained. 
By  a  Grace  of  9  June  1910  the  Yice-Chancellor  is  empowered  to 
grant  the  use  of  the  Examination  Rooms  from  time  to  time  to 
the  Cambridge  University  Musical  Society. 

FiTzwiLLiAM  Museum 

The  Fitzwilliam  Museum  was  commenced  2  November  1837 
from  the  designs  of  George  Basevi,  in  order  to  house  the  collection 
of  pictures,  engravings,  illuminated  MSS.,  printed  ))Ooks,  &c., 
bequeathed  to  the  University  by  Richard,  Viscount  Fitzwilliam 
(M.A.  1764),  formerly  of  Trinity  Hall,  VA'ho  died  5  February 
1816.  The  bequest  included  i;  100,000  for  the  building  of  a 
Museum.  After  the  death  of  Basevi  in  1845  the  work  was  con- 
tinued for  two  years  by  C.  R.  Cockerell,  R.A.,  but  it  was  not 
finished  until  1875,  when  the  entrance  hall  was  completed  from 
the  designs  of  E.  M.  Barry,  R.A.  The  total  cost  of  the  building 
amounted  to  about  ^116,000. 
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A  fuller  account  of  the  Museum  will  be  found  in  the 
Historical  Register,  but  since  that  date  it  has  received  the 
greatest  benefaction  that  has  come  to  it  since  its  original  founda- 
ti..n.  In  1912  Charles  Brinsley  Marlay,  xM.A.,  of  Trinity  College, 
who  died  on  June  18  of  that  year,  bequeathed  to  the  Museuin 
a  very  large  and  valuable  collection  of  pictures  and  miscellaneous 
works  of  art,  together  with  the  sum  of  £80,000  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  existing  building  and  the  cost  of  the  necessary 
increase  of  the  staff.  This  collection,  to  be  called  the  IMarlay 
Collection,  cannot  be  placed  on  exhibition  in  its  entirety  until  the 
new  galleries  are  erected.  A  site  has  been  assigned  for  this 
extension  and  a  general  approval  given  to  the  plans,  although  the 
question  of  the  material  to  be  employed  for  the  exterior  of  the 
extension  building  has  not  yet  been  finally  settled  by  the  Senate. 
By  Grace  of  21  November  19i:i,  the  superintendence  of  the  Marlay 
Collection  was  added  to  the  duties  of  the  Director  of  the  Museum, 
who  will  in  future  be  styled  '  Director  of  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum 
and  Marlay  Curator,'  and  the  stipend  of  the  office  was  fixed  at 
£S50,  subject,  in  case  the  Director  should  hold  a  Fellowshiij  at 
any  College,  to  a  deduction  of  £200  or  such  less  sum  as  he 
shall  receive  as  Fellowship  dividend. 

By  Grace  of  15  February  1912,  the  appointment  of  the 
Director  is  by  a  Board  of  Electors,  consisting  of  the  members  of 
the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  Syndicate,  with  the  addition  of  the 
Disney  Professor  of  Archaeology,  the  Slade  Professor  of  Fine 
Art,  the  Librarian,  the  Director  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum,  the  Keeper  of  the  Ashmolean  Museum  in  the  University 
of  Oxford,  and  the  Keeper  of  the  Prints  in  the  British  Museum'; 
provided  that  if  any  one  of  the  above-named  Electors  be  a 
candidate  for  the  Directorship  on  any  occasion,  he  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  vote  or  to  have  any  voice  in  the  election  on  that 
occasion  ;  and  provided  also  that  if  any  of  tlie  above-named 
additional  Electors  be  a  member  of  the  Syndicate  he  shall  have 
no  more  than  one  vote  in  the  election. 

The  Fitzwilliam  Museum 

As  to  the  Picture  Galleries  and  Sculpture  Galleries 

1.  The  Picture  Galleries  and  Sculpture  Galleries  are  open  on  week 
days  (with  the  exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned),  from  ten  to  four  from 
September  1  to  April  30  ;  from  ten  to  six  from  May  1  to  June  24 ^  ;  and 
from  ten  to  five  from  June  25  to  August  31.  The  Picture  Galleries 
are  open  on  Sunday  afternoons  from  two  to  the  same  hours  2.  There  is 
no  charge  for  admission. 

1  By  a  Grace  of  B  May  1916  it  was  provided  "  That  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  be  closed  at  five  o'clock 
instead  of  six  o'clock  to  June  24  in  the  present  year." 

2  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  Syndicate  for  the  year  1915  contains  the  following 
sentence  :  "The  Museum  has  proved,  especially  on  Sunday  afternoons,  a  great  boon  to  soldiers  quartered 
in  Cambridge.  The  total  attendance  during  1915  was  49,214.  The  Sunday  attendance  amounted  to  11,085. 
being  an  average,  in  and  out  of  term,  of  213  visitors.  This  was  more  than  twice  the  average  Sunday 
attendance  of  1914."

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2.  The  Museum  is  closed  upon  Christmas-Day  and  Good-Friday. 
It  is  also  closed  for  cleaning  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  every  mouth. 

3.  The  Syndicate  has  full  authority  to  direct  the  exclusion  of 
persons  whose  admission  appears  to  be  undesirable.  Children  in  arms, 
iind  nursery-maids  with  children,  are  not  admitted.  Children  under 
fifteen  years  of  age  are  admitted  only  when  accompanied  by  older  friends. 

As  to  the  Library 

4.  The  Library  is  open  on  the  same  weekdays  as  the  Picture 
Galleries  and  Sculpture  Galleries,  from  ten  to  four  during  the  whole  year. 

[In  practice  this  time  is  extended  until  5  p.m.  from  June  25  to 
Aug.  31  and  until  6  p.m.  from  May  1  to  June  24.] 

5.  Every  Graduate  of  the  University  is  admitted  to  the  Library 
f'^r  the  purpose  of  consulting  or  examining  its  contents,  and  has  the 
light  of  introducing  strangers,  provided  he  remain  with  them  during 
the  whole  time  they  are  in  the  room. 

6.  Every  Undergraduate  is  admitted  on  the  delivery  of  a  ticket 
signed  by  himself  and  countersigned  by  his  College  Tutor ;  but  Under- 
graduates have  not  the  right  of  introducing  strangers. 

7.  Persons  desiring  to  study  the  prints  or  MSS.  must  do  so  in  the 
presence  of  the  Director,  or  of  an  Assistant  specially  deputed  by  him, 
and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Director  may  think  expedient  for 
the  safe  keeping  of  the  Collections. 

8.  Persons  desiring  to  study  the  coins  or  gems,  or  to  take  impres- 
sions from  them,  must  do  so  in  the  presence  of  the  Director  (or  of  his 
deputy,  who  shall  be  a  Member  of  the  Senate  approved  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor),  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Director  may  thiok 
expedient  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  Collections. 

As  to  the  Music 

9.  The  Collection  of  printed  music  and  books  on  music  shall  be 
accessible  for  purposes  of  reference  in  the  Library  to  every  Graduate 
•nember  of  the  University,  and  to  Undergraduates  and  other  persons 
on  the  presentation  of  a  ticket  signed  by  the  applicant  and  countersigned 
by  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Musical  Studies. 

10.  Every  Graduate  member  of  the  University  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  volumes  from  the  Collection,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Director  or  his  Deputy,  but  Undergraduates  and  other  persons  shall 
not  be  allowed  this  privilege  except  on  the  written  recommendation  of 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Musical  Studies  ;  and  no  person  shall  be 
allowed  to  have  in  his  possession  at  one  time  more  than  three  volumes 
belonging  to  the  Collection,  or  to  keep  any  one  volume  in  his  possession 
for  more  than  one  calendar  month  at  a  time. 

11.  No  one  shall  borrow  any  volume  of  the  Collection  without 
first  delivering  a  note  for  the  same  to  the  Director  or  Assistant  in 
charge,  expressing  in  his  or  her  handwriting  the  name  and  address  of 
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the  borrower,  the  title  and  class-mark  of  tlie  book,  and  the  year  and 
day  of  the  month  on  which  such  volume  is  borrowed,  on  pain  of  for- 
feiting five  pounds,  or  the  full  value  of  such  volume,  or  of  the  series  to 
which  such  volume  belongs,  at  the  discretion  and  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor. 

12.  All  persons  borrowing  volumes  from  the  Collection  shall  return 
them  to  the  Library  perfect  and  undamaged,  or  others  of  the  same 
edition  and  equal  value,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  five  pounds  for  every 
volume  not  so  returned,  or  the  full  value  of  the  same,  or  of  the  series  to 
which  it  belongs,  at  the  discretion  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor.  Persons  borrowing  volumes  from  the  Collection  are 
required  to  report  without  delay  to  the  Director  any  injury  which  they 
may  find  in  them . 

As  to  Copying 

13.  Persons  desirous  of  copying  works  of  art  in  the  Museum  must 
apply  to  the  Director,  and  accompany  their  application  wnth  a  re- 
commendation from  a  Member  of  the  Senate  written  on  a  form  to  be 
obtained  from  the  Principal  Assistant  at  the  Museum.  The  applicant 
for  such  permission  must  specify  the  work  of  art  which  he  or  she  wishes 
to  copy. 

14.  In  the  Picture  Gallery,  not  more  than  four  persons  are  allowed 
to  copy  at  one  time  in  the  largest  room,  and  not  more  than  three  in  any 
of  the  other  rooms.  No  person  is  allowed  to  copy  two  pictures  in  suc- 
cession to  the  exclusion  of  others  who  have  obtained  permission  to  copy. 

15.  The  Director  is  authorized  to  make  such  arrangements  as  to 
copying  antiques  or  casts  from  the  antique,  vases,  prints,  illuminated 
MSS.,  or  other  svorks  of  art  in  the  Sculpture  Gallery,  Library,  and 
Lecture-Room  as  he  may  think  expedient  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the 
Collections  and  the  convenience  of  the  public.

[The  following  extracts  from  tlie  Annual  Report  of  the 
Fitzwilliani  Museum  Syndicate  for  the  year  1915  will  be  of 
interest  to  those  members  of  the  University  who  do  not  see  the 
Reporter : 

It  is  now  a  hundred  years  since  the  death  of  the  fomider  of  this 
Museum  and  it  would  not  be  fitting  to  begin  the  j)resent  Report  without 
devoting  a  few  words  to  his  memory  and,  mcideutally,  to  that  of  some  of 
the  Museum's  later  benefactors.  Richard,  seventh  Viscount  FitzwiUiam 
of  Meryon,  was  born  iu  174.5.  He  entered  Trinity  Hall  as  a  fellow- 
commoner,  and  in  1764,  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  received  the  M.A.  degi'ee. 
Twelve  years  later  he  succeeded  to  bis  father's  titles  and  estates.  The 
latter  were  iu  Ireland,  but  Lord  FitzwiUiam  lived  for  the  most  part  at 
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Kichmond,  Surrey,  iu  a  house  on  the  Green  that  had  belonged  to  his 
maternal  grandfather  Sir  Matthew  Decker,  where,  in  touch  with  the 
savants  and  art  dealers  of  Loudon,  he  was  able  to  devote  himself  to  the 
pursuits  of  a  fastidious  student  and  collector.  He  was  a  Fellow  of  the 
Koyal  Society  and  the  author  of  The  Letters  of  Atticus  or  Protestantism 
and  Catholicism  considered  in  their  comparative  Influence  on  Society. 
These  letters,  originally  written  in  French,  were  first  collected  and  issued 
anonymously  in  1811.  To  the  French  etlition  of  1814  two  other  works, 
Le  concordat  e.rplique  and  Pensces  d'Atticns,  are  added.  A  more  formid- 
able treatise  in  two  volumes  entitled  La  voix  de  la  Nature,  printed 
anonymously  in  1809  at  the  same  jiress  in  Margaret  Street,  Cavendish 
Square,  has  also  been  attributed  to  Lord  FitzwUliam.  A  contemporary 
described  him  as  '  a  nobleman  of  extremely  retired  habits,  equally 
distinguished  for  his  taste,  his  candour,  and  his  erudition.'  His  portrait 
as  a  youthful  member  of  the  University,  by  Wright  of  Derby,  hangs 
prominently  in  the  great  Gallery.  Another  portrait,  by  a  less  gifted 
artist,  shows  him  in  later  life.  He  died  on  February  4,  1816,  and  was 
buried  at  Richmond.  He  was  succeeded  by  two  brothers,  and  at  the  death 
of  the  second  in  1833  the  Irish  title  of  Viscount  Fitzwilliam  became 
extinct. 

It  must  never  be  forgotten,  when  the  gifts  which  reach  the  Museum  in 
such  numbers  are  acknowledged  and  recorded,  that  the  original  impulse  to 
this  constant  generosity  was  due  to  Lord  Fitzwilliam,  who  was  not  only 
the  first  to  give,  but  who  provided  the  stately  building  in  which  subsequent 
accessions  have  been  housed.  The  bequest  which  created  the  Fitzwilliam 
Museum  consisted  of  144  pictures,  including  the  Eembrandt,  the  Titian, 
the  Paul  Veronese,  the  Pahna  Vecchio,  and  some  smaller  mastei-pieces ; 
together  with  what  was  then  regarded  as  the  finest  series  of  Eembraudt's 
etchings  in  England,  very  rich  collections  of  engravings  by  the  best 
continental  masters,  and  an  extensive  hbrary,  amongst  the  treasures  of 
which  were  130  mediaeval  manuscripts,  and  a  remarkable  group  of 
autograph  scores  by  Handel,  PurceU,  and  other  gi-eat  composers.  In 
order  to  enable  the  University  to  erect  '  a  good  substantial  and  convenient 
Museiun  Repository  or  other  Building  for  the  reception  and  preservation 
of  the  said  Pictm-es  Books  and  other  Articles,'  Lord  Fitzwilham  bequeathed 
a  sum  of  £100,000,  and  with  the  accumulated  interest  on  this  capital 
amount  the  Museiim  was  buOt  between  the  years  1837  and  1875. 

The  example  thus  munificently  set  has  been  followed  in  the  intervening 
century  by  numerous  lovers  of  art  and  friends  of  the  University,  whose 
names  are  held  iu  grateful  remembrance.  Prominent  among  these  are 
Daniel  Mesman,  John  Disney,  John  Ruskin,  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Kerrich  of 
Christ's  College,  Richard  Pendlebury  of  St  John's  College,  A.  A.  VanSittart, 
Frank  M^Clean  and  J.  R.  M'-Clean  of  Trinity  College,  the  Rev.  W.  G. 
Searle  of  Queens'  College,  and  Francis  Gray  Smart  of  Gonville  and  Caius 
College  among  the  dead ;  among  the  living  Joseph  Prior  and  John 
Charrington  of  Trinity  College,  T.  H.  Riches  of  Gonville  and  Caius  College, 
G.  T.  Clough,  and  an  anonymous  benefactor  to  whom  frequent  reference 
has  been  made  in  the  Aiumal  Reports.  Thanks  to  these  and  many  other 
donors,  the  pictures  have  increased  in  number  from  144  to  774,  the 
manuscripts  from  130  to  507,  and  Departments  of  Egyjitian  Antiquities, 
of  Greek  and  Roman  Antiquities,  of  Coins  and  Medals,  of  Pottery  and 
Porcelain,  and  of  Music  have  come  into  being;  sujjplemented  by  smaller 
collections  of  gems,  of  mediaeval  ivories  and  enamels,  of  silverwork, 
of  bronzes,  of  watches,  of  embroideries,  of  bookbindings,  of  early  printed 
books,  of  literary  autogi-aphs,  of  Old  Masters'  drawings,  of  mediaeval  seals, 
and  of  varioizs  other  objects.     The  endowment  available  for  pin-chases 
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remains  however  wholly  inadequate,  and  the  Museiuu  has  no  chance  of 
competing  in  the  sale  rooms  for  the  pictures,  engravings,  and  other  objects 
that  are  needed  to  fill  gaps  in  its  collections. 

From  the  names  of  prominent  benefactors  enumerated  in  the  last 
paragraph  tliat  of  Charles  Brinsley  Marlay  of  Trinity  College,  who  died  in 
1912,  was  hitentionally  omitted.  His  bequest,  comprising  as  it  did 
collections  of  great  value,  together  with  the  sum  of  £80,0<X)  for  their 
housing  and  upkeep,  and  the  lease  of  a  house  which  was  sold  for  an 
additional  ±'10,(XK\  stands  bj-  itself,  and  was  only  second  in  importance  to 
that  of  Lord  Fitzwilliani.  The  First  Rejiort  of  the  FitzwUliam  Museum 
Extension  Syndicate,  showing  how  it  is  proposed  to  erect  the  Marlay 
Extension  in  the  garden  of  Grove  Lodge  which  was  purchased  for  the 
purpose  in  1914,  was  presented  to  the  Senate  on  May  11,  1915  (Reporter, 
p.  880).  The  plans  of  the  architects.  Messrs  Smith  and  Brewer,  provide 
for  a  narrow  gallery  with  two  floors,  connecting  the  existuig  building  ^nth 
one  side  of  what  (if  suiular  benefactions  are  forthcouung)  will  ultimately 
be  a  quadrangle  with  top-Ut  pictiu'e-gaUeries  on  the  upjier  floor  and  with 
side-lit  gi-ound-floor  galleries,  one  of  which  is  to  receive  the  (rlaisher 
collection  of  pottery  and  faience.  Towards  the  cost  of  buibluig  this 
gallery  the  sum  of  £1000  wUl  be  contributed  by  Dr  Glaisher.  The 
recommendations  of  the  Syndicate  were  approved  by  the  Senate  on 
Jmie  11 ;  a  question  as  to  the  material  to  be  employed  for  the  exterior 
walls  being  reserved  for  futm-e  iliscussion.  The  workhig  drawings  are 
now  in  preparation,  but  owing  to  the  war,  and  the  abnormal  condition  of 
the  building  trades  which  is  expected  to  follow  it,  it  is  impossible  to  say 
how  soon  they  can  be  cariied  out.] 

Forestry  School 

A  School  of  Forestry  has  just  been  erected  on  the  Downing 
site  from  the  phms  of  Mr  William  C.  Mar-shall.

Observatory 

The  Cambridge  Observatory  on  the  Madiugley  Road  was 
erected  in  1822-4  from  the  designs  of  Mr  J.  C.  Mead. 

The  Director  of  the  Observatory  is  appointed  by  the  Observatory 
Syndicate,  with  the  approval  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the 
appointment  is  terminable  on  reasonable  notice  by  the  same 
authority.  The  stipend  of  the  Director  is  £1.50  a  year,  payable 
out  of  the  University  Chest.  He  is  required  to  occupy  the 
residence  attached  to  the  Observatory  and  to  reside  at  the 
Observatory  during  forty  weeks  in  each  year  :  provided  that  when 
his  services  are  required  in  obsei-vations  or  scientific  conferences 
elsewhere,  the  time  so  spent  shall  be  accepted  as  equivalent  to 
residence  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Assistant  Observers  are  appointed  by  the  Director  with  the 
consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Observatory  is  open  to  members  of  the  University  and  their 
friends  every  week-day  between  twelve  and  one,  and  the  Director 
usually  gives  notice  in  the  University  Reporter  at  the  beginning 
of  each  Michaelmas  and  Lent  Term  that  the  Northumberlaiul 
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Telescope  will  be  accessible  to  them  on  fine  and  clear  Saturday 
evenings  during  full  term  between  8  and  10.30  p.m.

PniLosopiiiCAi,  Library 

The  use  of  the  Library  of  the  Cambridge  Philosophical  Society 
was  accepted  by  the  University  in  1S81.  The  books  are  in  a 
large  room  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  central  Museums  building 
where  they  are  of  great  service  to  Professors  and  others  who  work 
in  the  Museums. 

The  rules  for  the  use  of  the  Library  are  as  follows  : 

1.  The  Library  shall  be  called  the  Cambridge  Philosophical  Library. 

2.  The  Library  shall  be  open  during  term,  from  10  to  1,  and  from  '2.30 
to  6 ;  and  during  vacation,  according  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

3.  The  Library  shall  be  open  to  all  Fellows  and  Associates  of  the 
Cambridge  Philosophical  Society ;  to  all  Professors,  Demonstrators, 
Cm-ators,  and  Teachers  recognised  by  the  University ;  and  to  all  Students 
certified  by  any  of  these  Officers ;  all  of  whom  shall  be  permitted  to  use 
the  books  of  the  Library  within  the  buildings  of  the  New  Museums. 

4.  No  books  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  buildings  of  the  New  Museums, 
except  by  Fellows  of  the  Philosophical  Society  and  by  Associates  who 
have  received  special  permission  from  the  Council  of  the  Society ;  and  by 
them  only  for  a  time  not  exceeding  fourteen  days ;  provided  that  any 
book  which  has  been  borrowed  for  five  days  may  be  recalled  to  the 
Librai-y  upon  notice  being  given  to  the  Librarian  that  the  book  is  wanted. 
A  fine  of  Is.  per  volume  per  day  will  l)e  incurred  by  the  holder  of  books  so 
recalled  which  are  not  returned  within  forty-eight  hours  of  the  time  when 
the  notice  of  recall  was  sent  from  the  Library. 

5.  Books  marked  '  not  to  be  taken  out '  shall  not  be  removed  from  the 
buildings  of  the  New  Museums;  provided  that  books  so  marked  may  be 
taken  out,  by  Fellows  of  the  Philosophical  Society,  diu'ing  the  last  hour  in 
any  day  on  which  the  Library  is  open;  and  that  they  be  brought  back 
during  the  first  two  hours  that  the  Library  is  next  open. 

6.  All  portions  of  volumes  which  are  not  bound  or  placed  on  the 
shelves  shall  be  included  among  those  '  not  to  be  taken  out.'  Of  all  other 
books  so  marked  a  list  shall  be  kept  bj-  the  Library  Clerk. 

7.  No  book  shall  be  borrowed  from  the  Library  under  the  above  Rules, 
without  a  written  order  sent  to  the  Library  Clerk,  or  an  entry  made  in 
a  register  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose. 

8.  No  book  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  out  of  the  Library  more  than 
fourteen  days,  under  a  penalty  of  one  shiUing  a  volume ;  the  penalty  to  be 
repeated  every  week  until  the  book  be  returned. 

9.  Any  j)erson  from  whom  a  fine  is  due  shall  be  excluded  from  the 
Library. 

10.  Books  presented  to  this  Library  shall  be  deemed  the  projierty  of  the 
University,  unless  specially  given  to  the  Cambridge  Philosophical  Society ; 
but  they  shall  all  be  subject  to  the  above  Piules.

Tlie  Selwyn  Divinity  School,  erected  fi'om  designs  by  Basil 
Chanipneys,  M.A.,  was  opened  in  1879,  the  greater  part  of  the  cost 
being  defrayed  from  the  Benefaction  of  William  Selwyn,  D.D.,  of 
St  John's  College,  Lady  Margaret's  Professor  of  Divinity  from 
1855  to  I87o. 

The  building  also  contains  Literary  Lecture  Rooms  in  which 
University  Lectures  in  subjects  other  than  Divinity  are  given. 

The  use  of  the  Divinity  School  is  subject  to  the  following 
Regulation : 

That  the  Professors  of  Diviuity  have  full  authority  over  the  distribu- 
tion, apijropriatioii,  and  use  of  the  rooms  in  the  Divinity  School,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  provided  however  that  the  use  of  any 
of  the  Lecture  Rooms  be  not  granted  without  the  sanction  of  a  Grace  of 
the  Senate  for  other  than  academical  purposes  or  to  any  person  who  is  not 
a  Lecturer  authorised  by  the  University. 

The  use  of  the  Literary  Lecture  Rooms  is  under  the  control  of 
the  University  Buildings  Syndicate  (see  p.  316). 

The  Library  of  the  l3ivinity  School  is  open  to  members  of  the 
University  during  full  term  on  week  days  from  5  to  6.30  p.m.

Senate  House 

The  Senate  House  was  commenced  in  1722  and  the  building 
was  opened  in  1730,  but  the  western  end  was  not  completed 
until  1768.  The  architect  was  James  Gibbs,  but  the  plan  was 
probably  suggested  by  Sir  James  Burrough,  a  Fellow,  and 
afterwards  Master,  of  Gonville  and  Caius  College. 

Solar  Physics  Observatory 

By  Grace  of  7  December  1911,  the  University  accejjted  the 
charge  of  the  Solar  Physics  Observatory,  formerly  at  South 
Kensington,  and  buildings  for  this  purpose  were  erected  close  to 
the  older  Observatoi-y  from  the  plans  of  Mr  T.  D.  Atkinson. 
By  Grace  of  25  April  1913  the  work  of  the  Astrophysical  Depart- 
ment was  combined  with  that  of  the  Solar  Physics  Observatory 
and  both  are  now  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor 
of  Astrophysics. 
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The  Staff  of  the  Solar  Physics  Observatory  consists  of  a 
Director,  an  Assistant  Director,  an  Observer  in  Meteorological 
Physics,  four  Assistant  Observers,  and  two  Attendants,  one  of 
them  resident  in  the  Solar  Physics  Building.  The  Professor  of 
Astrophysics  receives  £200  a  year  as  Director  of  the  Solar 
Physics  Observatory,  and  is  required  to  reside  during  forty  weeks 
in  each  year,  provided  that  when  his  services  are  required  in 
observations  or  scientific  conferences  elsewhere  in  connexion  with 
the  work  of  the  Observatory,  the  time  so  spent  may  be  accepted 
as  equivalent  to  residence,'subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor.  The  duties  of  the  staff  consist  principally  in  making 
and  discussing  such  regular  observations  as  are  calculated  to 
throw  light  upon  the  physical  constitution  of  the  sun,  stars,  and 
nebulae,  and  upon  the  interpretation  of  solar  and  stellar  phe- 
nomena, especiallv  in  regard  to  search  for  possible  correlation  of 
solar  and  terrestrial  changes,  whether  in  respect  of  magnetic  or 
meteorological  phenomena.  The  Assistant  Director  and  the  other 
members  of  the  staff  are  appointed  by  the  Director  with  the 
consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  may  be  removed  in  the  same 
way.  Each  appointment  is  for  a  limited  period  not  exceeding 
five  years,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Director,  but  the  members  of 
the  staff  are  ehgible  for  reappointment  for  further  periods.  The 
Assistant  Director  and  the  Observer  in  Meteorological  Physics 
may  be  required  bv  the  Director,  with  the  approval  of  the  Solar 
Physics  Committee',  to  deliver  such  courses  of  lectures  from  time 
to  time  as  may  be  found  desirable  and  consistent  with  their  other 
work  in  the  Sdar  Physics  Observatory.

University  Church 

Great  St  Mary's  Church  as  it  now  stands  was  begun  in  1478 
and  completed  in  1519,  but  the  tower  was  not  finished  until  1608  : 
the  galleries  were  erected  in  1739.  It  is  a  Parish  Church  as  well 
as  a  University  Church.

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University  Lecture  Rooms 

The  new  University  Lecture  Rooms,  recently  erected  ou  the 
Mortlock  site  from  the  plans  of  Mr  George  Hubbard,  F.S.A., 
were  completed  at  Michaelmas,  191L  They  contain  a  large 
Lecture  Theatre,  seated  for  about  275  students,  nine  Lecture 
Rooms  of  various  sizes,  a  Common  Room  for  Professors  and 
Lecturers,  and  three  rooms  suitable  for  small  classes  and 
interviews.  The  rooms  are  used  mainly  for  lectures  in  Economics, 
English  Litei'ature,  History,  and  Mathematics. 

At  the  top  of  the  building  there  is  also  a  large  Departmental 
Library,  having  a  floor  space  of  2250  square  feet.  This  provides 
accommodation  for  the  Seeley  Memorial  Library,  consisting  of 
works  on  History  and  Comparative  Politics ;  the  German 
Research  Library  given  to  the  University  in  1914  by  Mr  Otto 
Beit ;  English,  French,  and  German  Departmental  Libraries  for 
the  use  of  students  reading  for  the  Medieval  and  Modern 
Languages  Tripos  ;  and  a  small  library  of  works  on  Moral  Science. 
The  Departmental  Library  is  under  the  control  of  a  Dejiartmental 
Libraries  Committee  (see  ix  306).

In  Full  Term  the  Library  is  open  ou  weekdays  from  9  a.m.  to 
1.15  p.m.  The  Lecture  Rooms  are  open  from  8  a.m.  to  6.30  p.m. 
during  Full  Term,  and  from  8  a.m.  to  4.30  p.m.  during  Vacation, 
except  Saturdays,  when  the  Rooms  are  closed  at  1.30  p.m. 

A  collection  of  matliematical  models  has  been  placed  in  Room  F, 
and  is  now  open  for  inspection.  The  following  regulations  for 
the  custody  of  these  models  have  been  approved  by  the  Special 
Board  for  Mathematics  : 

1.  The  models  shall  be  kept  m  a  cabinet  placed  in  one  of  the  New 
Lecture  Rooms  and  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Lowndean 
Professor. 

2.  Any  Professor,  CoUege  Lecturer,  or  Teacher  in  the  University  may 
obtain  the  keys  of  the  cabinet  by  application  to  the  caretaker  on  signing 
his  name  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose. 

3.  Any  person  obtaining  the  keys  will  be  responsible  for  the  safety  of 
the  models  until  he  gives  up  the  keys  after  having  replaced  in  the  cabinet 
any  models  which  he  may  have  taken  out. 

4.  No  models  may  be  taken  from  the  BuiliMng  except  with  the  per- 
mission of  the  Lowndean  Professor  previously  obtained. 

The  Catalogue  numbers  of  models  removed  from  the  Building  must  be 
entered  in  the  caretaker's  book.

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University  Library 

The  builiiings  whicli  now  contain  the  University  l>ibrary  at 
one  time  included  all  the  rooms  required  for  the  public  life  of 
the  University;  and  it  is  only  within  recent  memory  that  the 
gradual  process  of  their  absorption  by  the  Lil)rary  has  been 
completed.  The  earliest  portion  of  the  site  was  given  to  the 
University  shortly  before  1278  by  Nigel  de  Thornton,  Doctor  of 
Medicine,  and  the  foundation  of  the  north  side  of  the  quadrangle 
is  said  to  have  been  laid  before  1347.  The  Library  now  contains 
more  than  800,000  volumes,  including  over  10,000  manuscripts, 
as  well  as  upwards  of  100,ouO  maps.  There  are  about  3000  books 
printed  in  the  fifteenth  century,  and  upwards  of  8500  printed  in 
England  before  1640.  The  Bradshaw  Irish  Collection  contains 
over  8000,  the  Adams  Collection  (chiefly  early  mathematical  and 
scientific)  about  1500,  the  Venn  collection  (Logic)  over  1000,  the 
Sandars  Bequest  (choice  liturgical  and  other  manuscripts  and 
early  printed  books)  1370. 

The  historical  library  of  the  late  Lord  Acton,  containing  some 
59,000  volumes,  was  presented  by  Viscount  Morley  in  1902. 

There  is  a  large  special  collection  of  books  relating  to  the  town 
and  the  University  of  Cambridge. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  Oriental  manuscripts,  Arabic, 
Persian,  Turkish,  Hebrew,  Syriac,  Sanskrit,  Malay,  etc. 

Tlie  Chinese  Room  contains  the  library  presented  by  Sir 
Thomas  Francis  Wade  in  1886,  together  with  many  valuable 
ad<litions  made  in  recent  years.  A  Japanese  collection  has  lately 
lieen  begun,  by  the  purchase  of  the  books  of  the  late  W.  G. 
Aston,  and  by  considerable  gifts  from  Sir  E.  M.  Satow. 

Lender  the  Copyright  Act  the  University  is  entitled  on  demand 
to  a  copy  of  every  book  published  in  the  ignited  Kingdom,  and 
large  numbers  of  foreign  books,  especially  periodical  publications, 
are  acquired  by  purchase.

EULES  AND    OeDERS   FOR   THE   UNIVERSITY   LIBRARY 

As  to  the  OpeniiKj  and  Closing  of  the  Library 
[See  also  p.  116.] 

1.  Except  on  the  days  on  which  the  Library  is  to  be  closed  under  these 
Eegulatious  it  shall  be  ojjen  for  at  least  foiu-  hours  on  Saturday  and  at 
least  six  hours  on  other  days,  Subject  to  this  Regulation  the  hours  of 
opening  and  closing  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Syndicate. 

2.  The  Library  shall  be  closed  on  the  following  days  which  are  to  be 
kejit  as  hoUdays : 

All  Sundays  throughout  the  year. 

All  days  specially  appointed  for  public  fasting  or  thanksgiving. 

Christmas  Eve  and  the  four  following  days. 

The  Thursday  before  Easter  and  the  five  following  days. 

3.  The  quarter-days  for  the  return  of  books  shall  be  the  31st  of  March, 
the  30th  of  June,  the  8th  of  Se^Jtember  and  the  31st  of  December ;  but 
in  case  any  of  these  days  shall  be  a  day  ajipointed  to  be  kept  as  a  holiday 
then  the  next  day  that  is  not  a  holiday  shall  be  the  quarter-day  for  the 
return  of  books. 

4.  The  Library  shall  be  closed  on  the  day  next  after  the  September 
quarter-day  and  remain  closed  imtil  the  23rd  of  September  inclusive  for  the 
purpose  of  an  annual  insisection. 

5.  The  Library  shall  also  be  closed  if  the  Syndicate  shall  thmk  fit  on 
one  or  more  days  following  the  quarter-days  in  March  June  and  December 
respectively  in  order  that  the  books  returned  to  the  Library  may  be  replaced 
on  the  shelves  and  lists  of  missing  books  be  prepared. 

As  to  borrowing  BooJcs

1.     The  following  persons  may  borrow  books  from  the  Library  i : 

(1)  Members  of  the  Senate ; 

(2)  Persons  who  having  been  admitted  to  a  degree  qualifying  them 
to  become  Members  of  the  Senate  have  their  names  on  the  boards  of  their

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respective  colleges  but  not  on  the  Register  of  Members  of  the  Senate. 
Every  snch  person  must  when  required  present  a  certificate  of  qualification, 
such  certificate  to  be  in  a  form  approved  by  the  Syndicate  and  signed  by 
some  officer  of  the  College  who  is  himself  a  Member  of  the  Senate. 

(3)  Persons  who  having  been  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Medicine  have  their  names  on  the  boards  of  their  respective  colleges. 
Every  such  person  must  when  required  present  a  certificate  of  qualification 
such  certificate  to  be  in  a  form  approved  by  the  Syndicate  and  signed  by 
some  officer  of  the  College  who  is  himself  a  Member  of  the  Senate. 

(4)  Persons  to  whom  titles  of  degrees  have  been  granted  under 
Statute  A  Chap.  n.  Sec.  18  par.  3  [see  p.  -il-l] ; 

(5)  Persons  who  for  the  time  being  hold  in  the  University  the  office 
of  Professor  Reader  University  Lecturer  or  Lecturer  or  Teacher  appointed 
by  Grace  but  have  not  at  any  time  been  members  of  the  University. 

(6)  Persons  who  for  the  time  being  hold  the  office  of  University 
Teacher  appointed  by  a  Board  of  Studies  or  by  the  Foreign  Service 
Students  Committee,  provided  they  are  resident  in  the  University. 

1  a.  The  Syndicate  may  from  time  to  time  grant  under  such  conditions 
as  they  may  think  fit  the  privilege  of  bon-owing  books  from  the  Library  to 
persons  resident  in  the  University  who  hold  in  the  University  any  office  or 
appointment  other  than  those  specified  in  Regulation  1. 

2.  No  such  person  shall  obtain  any  book  from  the  Library  without  first 
delivering  to  the  Librarian  or  some  person  appointed  by  him  a  note  stating 
in  his  own  handwriting  his  name  and  college  the  title  of  the  book  and  the 
date  on  which  it  is  borrowed  on  pain  of  forfeitmg  either  five  pounds  or  if 
the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  think  fit  double  the  value  of  the  book. 

3.  The  Librarian  or  the  person  appointed  by  him  shall  compare  the 
notes  deUvered  for  books  borrowed  from  the  Library  with  the  books  them- 
selves before  they  are  taken  away  and  shall  preserve  carefully  all  such 
notes  till  the  books  so  taken  out  are  returned  again  to  the  Library.  When 
all  the  books  specified  in  any  note  are  returned  that  note  shall  be  delivered 
up  to  the  person  who  brings  the  books  back :  when  only  some  books 
specified  in  a  note  are  retui-ned  the  titles  of  the  books  so  returned  shall  be 
erased  from  the  note. 

4.  Every  person  who  borrows  a  book  shall  return  it  at  latest  on  the 
next  of  the  quarter-days  appointed  for  the  return  of  books  by  these  Regula- 
tions or  in  case  the  Syndicate  shall  think  fit  to  demand  its  return  at  an 
earlier  date  then  on  the  day  designated  for  its  return  by  the  Syndicate. 

5.  Every  person  who  shall  fail  to  return  in  manner  aforesaid  any  book 
borrowed  by  him  shall  incur  a  fine  of  one  shilling  and  shall  further  incur  a 
like  fine  for  every  week  that  elapses  before  he  either  returns  the  book  or 
replaces  it  by  a  book  similar  in  all  respects  to  that  which  has  not  been 
returned  and  the  first  of  such  weeks  shall  be  reckoned  from  the  first  day 
on  which  the  Library  is  open  after  the  day  on  which  the  book  ought  to 
have  been  returned. 

6.  Every  person  who  having  borrowed  a  book  is  unable  either  to  return 
it  or  to  replace  it  by  a  book  similar  to  it  in  all  respects  and  also  every 
person  who  having  borrowed  a  book  returns  it  in  a  damaged  condition  shall 
incur  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  pounds  or  if  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  so 
decide  a  fine  equal  to  the  full  value  of  the  book. 

7.  Every  Tutor  of  a  College  being  a  Member  of  the  Senate  or  a 
Bachelor  of  Medicine  may  borrow  from  the  Library  any  number  of  volumes 
not  exceeding  five  for  each  resident  pupil  who  belongs  to  any  one  of  the 
classes  mentioned  below.     The  Tutor  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Library

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for  the  books  so  borrowed  and  for  the  penalties  herein  prescribed  in  all 
respects  as  if  he  had  borrowed  the  books  for  his  own  use.  No  book  so 
borrowed  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  Library  till  the  day  after  that  on  which 
the  Library  is  re-opeued  for  the  quarter  and  every  book  so  borrowed  shall 
be  returned  not  later  than  the  day  before  the  next  quarter-day.

8.  No  iierson  shall  be  allowed  to  have  more  than  ten  volumes  out  of 
the  Library  at  one  time  ;  but  the  Syndicate  may  dispense  with  this  Rule  in 
any  particular  case  if  they  are  of  opinion  that  sufficient  reasons  have  been 
assigned  for  such  dispensation :  such  dispensation  shall  continue  in  force  no 
longer  than  to  the  end  of  the  quarter  for  which  it  is  granted  but  upon  fresh 
application  it  may  be  renewed. 

9.  No  books  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  Library  on  the  days  appointed 
for  the  return  of  books. 

10.  A  list  of  the  books  borrowed  during  any  quarter  and  not  returned 
before  the  end  thereof  together  with  the  names  of  the  borrowers  shall  be 
suspended  in  some  conspicuous  place  in  the  Library. 

11.  No  person  from  whom  any  iiue  is  due  to  the  Library  shall  be 
allowed  to  have  the  use  of  the  Library  until  such  fine  has  been  paid. 

12.  Books  of  reference  contained  in  certain  classes  and  printed  books 
labelled  Not  to  he  taken  out  (of  which  a  list  shall  be  kept)  shall  not  be  bor- 
rowed except  for  a  limited  time  and  by  the  written  permission  of  the  Librarian . 
Such  books  shall  not  be  taken  out  imtil  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  the  time 
at  which  the  Library  closes  on  the  da}'  on  which  they  are  borrowed  and 
shall  be  returned  within  a  quarter  of  an  horn-  after  the  time  at  which  the 
Library  is  next  opened.  The  Librarian  however  shall  have  a  discretionary 
power  to  allow  any  such  books  to  be  borrowed  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
seven  days  but  the  books  so  borrowed  shall  not  be  taken  out  of  Cambridge 
and  shall  be  returned  to  the  Library  before  the  time  specified  if  the 
Librarian  shall  lemand  them. 
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13.  Certain  printed  books  selected  as  being  of  special  rarity  or  value 
shall  be  kept  iu  cases  or  compartments  by  themselves  and  shall  not  be 
borrowed  from  the  Library  except  by  authority  of  the  SjTidicate.  Tlie 
Librarian  however  shall  have  a  discretionary  i)ower  to  aUow  any  such 
books  to  be  borrowed  for  a  i)eriod  not  exceeding  a  fortnight  if  he  shall  be 
of  opinion  that  a  sufficient  reason  has  been  assigned  by  the  ai)plicant. 

14.  A  selection  of  the  illustrated  Iwoks  shall  be  kept  in  cases  or  com- 
partments by  themselves  and  shall  not  be  taken  out  of  the  Library  uidess 
by  authority  of  the  Syndicate.  The  Libi'arian  however  shall  have  a  dis- 
cretionary power  to  allow  any  such  Itooks  to  be  borrowed  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  one  calendar  month  if  he  shall  be  of  opinion  that  a  sufficient 
reason  has  been  assigned  by  the  applicant. 

15.  A  Register  shall  be  kept  of  all  books  borrowed  from  the  Library 
under  Rules  12  13  and  11  and  of  the  date  at  which  they  are  returned. 
Before  the  books  borrowed  under  Rules  13  and  14  are  taken  from  the 
Library  the  plates  in  them  shall  be  collated  and  the  result  of  the  collation 
shall  be  registered.  Upon  the  return  of  such  books  the  plates  in  them  shall 
again  be  collated  and  the  result  of  such  collation  shall  be  registered,  and 
until  such  collation  shall  have  been  made  such  books  shall  not  be  accessible 
to  persons  using  the  Library  nor  shall  the  note  upon  which  they  have  been 
borrowed  be  given  uj)  to  the  person  by  whom  they  have  been  returned  but 
in  lieu  of  it  an  acknowledgment  of  their  return  signed  bj-  the  Librarian  or  one 
of  his  assistants  shall  be  given  him  and  the  name  of  the  person  by  whom 
the  acknowledgment  is  signed  shall  be  entered  in  the  Register. 

16.  The  fines  for  not  returning  books  borrowed  under  Regulations 
12  13  and  14  shall  be  double  the  ordinary  lines. 

17.  No  manuscript  whatever  shall  l)e  borrowed  from  the  Library 
unless  a  Grace  sanctioning  the  loan  has  been  granted  bj'  the  Senate  and  a 
bond  has  been  given  by  the  borrower  to  the  Librarian  (or  if  the  Librarian 
be  the  borrower  to  the  Vice-ChanceUor)  to  return  it  uninjured  within  a 
certain  time  to  be  specified  in  the  Grace  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  jiounds 
at  the  least:  pi'ovided  that  exercises  and  dissertations  deiJosited  in  the 
Library  by  Research  Students  or  by  candidates  for  degrees  shall  not  be 
reckoned  as  manuscripts,  but  may  be  lent  to  the  authors  and  in  special 
cases  to  other  persons  under  such  conditions  as  the  Library  Syndicate  may 
from  time  to  time  determine. 

18.  A  selection  of  the  very  rare  and  early  printed  books  shall  be 
locked  up  in  cases  by  themselves  and  shaU  only  be  borrowed  from  the  Library 
under  the  conditions  that  apply  to  the  borrowing  of  manuscripts. 

19.  No  book  belonging  to  the  collection  given  by  the  late  Sir  T.  F. 
Wade,  M.A.,  King's  College,  Professor  of  Chinese,  shaU  be  taken  out  of  the 
Library  unless  a  Grace  sanctioning  the  loan  has  been  granted  by  the  Senate. 

•20.  A  Register  shall  be  kept  and  fuU  collations  shall  be  made  of  all 
manuscripts  and  other  books  borrowed  from  the  Libraiy  under  Rules  17 
18  19 ;  and  the  bonds  shall  be  prepared  by  one  of  the  Library  Assistants 
under  the  direction  of  the  Librarian  at  a  cost  of  one  shilling  for  preparing 
each  bond  to  be  defrayed  by  the  boiTower. 

21.  The  Librarian  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  keys  of  all  the  locked 
cases  that  contain  manuscrii^ts  or  other  books. 

22.  All  applications  to  the  Vice-ChanceUor  or  the  Syndicate  under 
any  of  the  above  Rules  shall  be  made  through  the  Librarian. 

23.  Unbound  works  or  parts  of  works  shall  be  kept  in  store-rooms 
until  such  time  as  is  proper  for  binding  them  under  such  a  system  of

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management  that  they  may  be  produced  if  required  on  application  being 
made  to  the  Librarian  so  that  persons  to  whose  researches  such  works  are 
necessary  may  consult  them  in  the  Library. 

24.  No  book  shall  be  removed  from  the  Library  unless  it  is  borrowed 
under  one  of  the  foregoing  Eules  or  is  sent  by  the  Librarian's  order  to  be 
bound  or  repaired. 

As  to  Admission  to  the  Library 
[See  also  below.] 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  Regulations  the  Syndicate  shall  have  power  to 
detenniue  by  general  rules  what  persons  in  addition  to  those  who  are 
authorized  to  borrow  books  may  be  permitted  to  use  the  Library  for  the 
purpose  of  consulting  books  therein  and  upon  what  terms  in  aU  respects 
such  permission  will  be  granted  and  also  to  determine  by  general  rules  who 
may  be  permitted  to  enter  the  Library  for  the  purpose  of  viewing  it  and 
upon  what  terms  in  all  respects  such  permission  will  be  gi-auted  and  in  any 
particular  case  the  Syndicate  may  dispense  with  the  observance  of  any  of 
such  general  rules. 

Rules  for  the  TJniveesity  Libeaky  made  by  the  Library  Syndicate 

As  to  the  Opening  and  Closing  of  the  Library 

1.  Except  on  the  days  on  which  any  Ordinance  directs  that  the 
Library  shall  not  be  open,  the  Library  shall  be  opened  and  closed  as 
follows : — 

(i)  The  Library  shaU  remain  closed  on  the  two  week-days  that 
next  foUow  the  quarter-days  for  the  retm-n  of  books  that  occur  in  March, 
June,  and  December. 

(ii)  On  every  quarter-day  for  the  return  of  books  the  Library  shall 
be  open  from  9  a.m  to  4  p.m. 

(iii)     Subject  to  the  preceding  rules  the  Library  shall  be  openi 
On  Saturdays  from  9  a.m.  to  2  p.m. 
On  other  days : 

Between  November  1.5  and  January  14  (both  inclusive)  from  9.30a.m. 

to  3.30  p.m. 
Between  January  15  and  November  14  from  9.30  a.m.  to  4  p.m. 

As  to  borrowing  BooJcs 

1.  Every  person  who  has  had  a  volume  of  a  Periodical  out  of  the 
Library  for  more  than  a  fortnight  shall  be  required,  on  receiving  a  notice 
from  the  Librarian  that  it  is  wanted  by  another  person,  to  return  it  within 
forty-eight  hours  of  the  receipt  of  the  notice. 

As  to  Admission  to  the  Library 

1.  No  person  except  the  staff  of  the  Library  and  those  who  are 
entitled  to  borrow  books  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Library  on  the  first 
or  the  last  day  in  any  quarter  on  which  the  Library  is  open.  All  the 
following  rules  are  subject  to  this  rule. 

1  In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  certain  members  of  the  staff  on  duties  connected  witli  the  War,  the 
following  Grace  was  passed  on  November  20, 1915 :  "That,  notwittistanding  the  Regulations  for  opening 
and  closing  the  Library,  the  Library  Syndicate  be  authorised  for  the  period  of  the  War  to  order  the  Library 
to  be  closed  from  1  to  2  p.m.  on  each  working  day  other  than  Saturday." 
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2.  Bachelors  of  Arts,  Law,  and  Sargery  for  whom  Tutors  of  Colleges 
are  empowered  by  Ordinance  to  obtain  books  from  the  Library  shall 
(provided  they  are  in  academical  tb'ess)  be  admitted  into  the  Library  for 
the  purpose  of  consulting  and  selecting  books  whenever  it  is  open. 

3.  Undergraduates  shall  {provided  they  are  in  academical  dress)  be 
admitted  into  the  Library  for  tlie  purpose  of  consultmg  books  on  any  day 
on  which  it  is  open  during  the  last  three  hours  for  whicli  it  is  open  on 
that  day.  They  shall  not  be  admitted  at  other  hours  unless  they  shall 
have  obtained  a  card  authorising  them  to  come  at  other  hours  in  manner 
heremafter  mentioned. 

4.  An  Undergraduate  who  desh-ea  such  a  card  as  is  mentioned  in  the 
last  preceding  rule  must  produce  to  the  Librarian  a  letter  from  his 
College  Tutor  recommending  him  as  a  proper  person  for  the  receipt  of 
such  a  card,  and  thereupon  the  Librarian  may  (if  he  thinks  fit)  give  him  a 
card  of  admission.  Such  card  shall  be  valid  only  during  the  quarter  in 
which  it  is  granted,  and  the  person  to  whom  it  is  granted  must,  whenever 
he  enters  the  Library  at  a  time  at  which  the  Library  is  not  open  to 
Undergraduates  in  general,  produce  his  card  to  the  door-keeper  and  write 
his  name  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose.  The  Librarian,  if  he  thinks  fit, 
may  at  any  time  witlub-aw  the  permission  thus  given  and  demand  that 
the  card  shall  be  given  up  to  him  and  cancelled. 

5.  Persons  who  are  not  members  of  the  University  shall  be  admitted 
into  the  Library  for  the  purpose  of  viewing  it  provided  they  are  accom- 
panied by  a  Graduate  Member  of  the  University  who  remains  with  them 
and  is  responsible  for  theii-  conduct  so  long  as  they  are  in  the  Library ; 
but  irnless  they  hold  a  ticket  granted  under  the  following  rules  they  shall 
not  take  any  book  from  its  shelf  or  consult  the  catalogue.  No  Graduate 
Member  of  the  University/  shall  he  entitled  to  introduce  more  than  six  such, 
visitors  at  one  time. 

6.  Persons  who  are  desirous  of  using  the  Library  for  the  purpose  of 
study  and  research,  and  who  are  not  Members  of  the  University,  shall  be 
required  to  fill  up  a  form  of  application  and  to  present  it  to  the  Syndicate, 
together  with  letters  from  two  Members  of  the  Senate  certifyin;/  from 
personal  knowledge  that  the  applicant  is  a  student  in  some  specified 
subject,  and  is  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  be  admitted  to  the  Library  for 
the  said  purpose.  Applications  accompanied  by  such  letters  of  recom- 
mendation are  considered  by  the  Syndicate  at  two  successive  meetings. 
Tickets  of  admission  are  not  granted  to  persons  under  21  years  of  age, 
unless  they  are  reading  for  a  Tripos  examination.     (See  also  no.  12  below.) 

7.  A  student  of  Gu'ton  or  of  Newnham  College  instead  of  making 
application  under  Rule  6  may  present  to  the  Syndicate  with  her  form  of 
application  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Principal  of  her  College  and  counter- 
signed by  a  Member  of  the  Senate  stating  that  she  is  a  student  of  such 
College,  is  reading  for  a  Tripos  examination  or  is  studying  some  specified 
subject,  and  is  a  fit  and  projier  person  to  be  admitted  to  the  Library  for 
the  pirrjiose  of  study. 

8.  Persons  whose  applications  are  approved  by  the  Syndicate  will 
receive  tickets  of  admission  upon  signing  an  undertaking  to  conform  to 
the  published  regulations  and  upon  making  the  following  payment :

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The  year  for  which  an  annual  ticket  is  available  may  begin  on 
January  1,  April  1,  July  1,  or  October  1.  These  tickets  must  be  shown 
upon  demand. 

9.  The  names  of  the  persons  who  hold  such  tickets  shall  be  placed  on 
a  List  at  the  entrance  of  the  Library  together  with  the  names  of  the 
persons  by  whom  they  have  been  recommended. 

10.  Persons  who  hold  such  tickets  shall  be  admitted  into  and  may 
remain  ta  the  Library  whenever  it  is  open :  provided  that  they  shall  not 
be  admitted  into  or  remaia  in  the  Library  after  2  p.m.  A  readiag  room  is 
provided  for  their  use  and  they  shall  not  be  allowed  to  occupy  seats  in 
the  East  Room,  CockereU's  Building,  or  the  Old  Divinity  School. 

11.  The  Syndicate  reserve  power  to  cancel  any  ticket  at  any  time  if 
they  see  cause  to  do  so. 

12.  Strangers  who  desire  specially  to  examine  any  manuscript  or  rare 
book  in  the  Library  may  be  allowed  to  do  so  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Librarian. 

13.  No  repairs  shall  be  done  to  the  inside  or  out.side  of  the  Library 
buildings  without  the  permission  of  the  Librarian  or  of  his  deputy,  and 
without  such  permission  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  be  in  or  about  those 
buildings  or  upon  the  roof  thereof  for  the  jnirpose  of  doing  any  repau's. 

14.  Except  as  in-ovided  by  the  Ordinances  and  these  Eules  no  person 
shall  be  admitted  into  the  Librai-y.

The  rights  of  the  University  in  connexion  with  printing  date 
from  1534,  but  the  acquisition  of  the  present  site  began  in  1762 
and  the  erection  of  tlie  present  buildings  in  1804.  The  building 
facing  Trumpingtou  Street,  commonly  known  as  the  Pitt  Press, 
was  completed  in  1832  from  part  of  the  funds  raised  to  estabhsh 
a  memorial  of  the  younger  Pitt.

Zoological  Laboratory 

The  Museum  of  Zoology  occupies  part  of  the  original  Museums 
building  commenced  in  1863  from  the  designs  of  Anthony  Salvin. 
The  earliest  collections  were  made  by  Sir  Busick  Harwood,  of 
Christ's,  Professor  of  Anatomy  from  1785  to  1814. 

In  1874  Miss  Frances  Strickland  founded  and  endowed  the 
Strickland  Curatorship,  with  a  stipend  of  i^lSO  a  year,  to  ensure 
the  proper  custody  and  accurate  cataloguing  of  the  Strickland 
and  other  ornithological  collections  belonging  to  the  University. 
The  Strickland  Curator  is  appointed  by  the  Special  Board  for 
Biology  and  Geology  with  the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

A  Curator  in  Zoology,  appointed  in  1877,  has  been  called  since 
1909  the  Curator  in  Entomology.  His  duties  are  assigned  to  him 
by  the  Superintendent.  The  appointment  is  made  by  the  Special 
Board  for  Biology  and  Geology,  with  the  consent  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor.     Stipend,  .£150  a  year. 

The  Museum  is  controlled  by  a  Superintendent,  appointed  by 
the  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology  with  the  consent 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  Stipend,  £200  a  year.  The  office  of 
Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  was  established  in  1891  without 
stipend  from  the  University,  and  was  revived  in  1902  with  a

Head  Muster  of  Harrow  School.  Candidates,  who  must  before 
the  date  of  the  election  have  taken  Honours  in  some  Trii)os, 
njust  be  intending  to  take  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church  of 
England.  Preference  is  given  to  those  who  have  been  educated 
for  two  years  at  Harrow  School  or  Winchester  College.  Value, 
about  £40. 

Worts  Fund 

Established  in  1861  in  lieu  of  the  payments  to  two  Travelling- 
Bachelors  founded  in  1709  under  the  Will  of  William  Worts,  M.A., 
of  Catharine  Hall.  Grants  are  made  from  this  fund  from  time 
to  time  for  the  promotion  or  encouragement  of  investigations  in 
foreign  countries. 

Regulations  for  the  '  [Jnirersity  S'c/iolarships' 

The  following  new  Regulations  for  the  Battie,  Browne,  Craven, 
Davies,  Pitt,  Porson,  and  Waddington  Scholarships  were  adopted 
by  Grace  of  October  31,  1914: 

1.  That  the  Battie,  Browne,  Craven,  Davies,  Pitt,  Porson,  and 
Waflcliugton  Scholarships  be  divided  into  two  groujjs,  the  fii'st  gi'oup 
consisting  of  the  Craven  and  Waddington  Scholarships,  the  second  group 
consisting  of  the  rest. 

"2.     That  the  Craven  Scholarships  be  of  the  annual  value  of  £80. 

3.  That  the  value  of  the  Waddington  Scholarshiji  be  the  income  of  the 
fund  subject  to  the  payment  thereout  of  necessary  expenses  if  any. 

4.  That  the  Scholarships  of  the  second  grou})  be  henceforth  of  a 
uniform  annual  value  of  not  less  than  £40  or  more  than  £50,  that  the  value 
be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  and  that  in  the  first 
instance  it  be  £40. 

5.  That  each  Scholar  receive  payment  of  bis  Scholarship  as  from  the 
first  day  of  October  precedmg  the  date  of  his  election  up  to  the  end  of  the 

9—2 
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thii-d  academic  year  after  the  academic  year  iu  which  he  shall  have 
matriculated,  or,  iu  the  case  of  a  Scholar  who  shall  have  matriculated  in 
the  Easter  Term,  up  to  the  end  of  the  fom-th  academic  year  after  the 
academic  year  m  which  he  shall  have  matriculated  (except  that  a  Scholar- 
ship of  the  second  groui)  shall  be  vacated  by  election  to  a  Craven  or 
Waddingtou  Scholarship,  as  provided  iu  Kegulatiou  10). 

6.  That  the  eiuolumeuts  of  each  Scholarship  be  paid  by  equal  half- 
yearly  ])aymeuts,  each  payment  beiog  contingent  on  the  Scholar's  having 
kept  by  residence  the  academic  Term  or  Terms  included  in  the  half-year, 
miless  dispensation  for  purposes  of  study  elsewhere  than  in  the  University 
(or  for  other  good  cause)  be  granted  by  the  t'uuncil  of  tlie  Senate. 

7.  That,  in  any  year  in  which  the  Waddington  Scliolarship  is  declared 
vacant,  one  Craven  Scholarship,  but  in  other  years  two  Craven  Scholar- 
ships, be  declared  vacant;  but  the  Exanmiers  shall  have  power  to  award 
only  one  Scholarship  of  the  first  group,  or  not  to  award  any  Scholarship  of 
the  first  gi'oup,  if  they  shall  be  of  opinion  that  there  are  not  candidates  of 
sufficient  merit.  If  two  Scholarships  of  the  first  group  are  awarded,  the 
Exaiiiuiers  shall  place  the  names  of  the  elected  candidates  in  alphabetical 
order;  and  when  only  one  Craven  Scholarship  is  declared  vacant  it  shall 
be  awarded  to  that  one  of  the  elected  candidates  whose  name  comes  first 
iu  alphabetical  order.  If  only  one  Scholarship  of  tlie  first  group  is 
awarded,  it  shall  be  the  Waddington  Scholarship  if  that  Scholarship  has 
been  declared  vacant. 

8.  That  in  the  case  of  the  Scholarships  of  the  second  gi'oup  the  income 
of  the  funds  not  required  for  the  payment  of  any  subsisting  Scholarship 
shall  accumulate,  and  that  vacancies  in  each  Scholarship  shall  be  declared 
when  the  state  of  the  fund  of  that  Scholarship  makes  it  possible  to  provide 
for  four  years  out  of  the  current  income  together  with  such  accumulations 
a  Scholarshij)  of  the  amount  fixed  in  accordance  with  Eegulation  4  ; 
provided  that  not  more  than  two  Scholarships  of  the  second  group  be 
declared  vacant  in  any  year. 

9.  That  as  far  as  possible  two  Scholarships  of  the  second  group  be 
declared  vacant  in  each  year,  but  that  the  Exammers  shall  have  power  to 
award  only  one  such  Scliohusliip,  or  not  to  award  any  such  Scholarship, if 
they  shall  be  of  ophiion  that  there  are  not  candidates  of  sufticient  merit. 

10.  That,  except  as  provided  iu  the  Kegulations  for  Kesearch  Students, 
any  undergraduate  may  be  a  candidate  for  the  Scholarships  of  the  first 
group,  provided  that  he  has  not  previously  been  elected  to  a  Scholarship 
of  the  first  group;  and  provided  that,  if,  at  the  time  of  his  election  to  a 
Scholarship  of  the  first  group,  he  holds  a  Scholarship  of  the  second  gi'oup, 
he  shall  vacate  the  latter  as  from  the  first  day  of  October  preceding  the 
date  of  his  election  to  a  Scholarship  of  the  first  group :  and  further 
provided  that  not  more  than  seven  complete  terms  have  elapsed  after  the 
term  m  which  he  began  residence;  but  no  one  shall  be  elected  to  a 
Scholarship  of  the  first  group  who  has  not  already  matriculated. 

11.  That,  except  as  provided  in  theEegulations  for  Research  Students, 
any  undergraduate  niaj-  be  a  candidate  for  the  Scholarships  of  the  second 
gi'oup,  provided  that  he  has  not  previously  been  elected  to  a  Scholarship  of 
either  group,  and  that  not  more  than  seven  complete  terms  have  elapsed 
after  the  term  in  which  he  began  residence  ;  but  no  one  shall  be  elected  to 
a  Scholarship  who  has  not  akeady  matriculated. 

12.  That  the  Scholars  elected  to  any  of  the  Scholarships  of  the  second 
group  be  announced  in  the  order  of  foundation  of  the  Scholarships  to  which 
they  are  elected. 

13.  That  hi  every  year  the  Vice-Chancellor  call  a  meeting  of  the 
electors   to  the   Scholarships  for  the   Monday  first   following  the  first 
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Congi-egatiou  iu  November  to  consider  wliich  Scholarships  shall  be  declared 
vacant. 

14.  That  the  Examiners  and  Electors  be 

(a)  The  Vice-Chaucellor  or  a  deputy  nominated  by  him  to  be 
approved  by  Grace  of  the  Senate ; 

(h)  Two  out  of  the  following  ex  offin'o  members  of  the  Special 
Board  for  Classics,  the  Public  Orator,  the  lii'<,'ias  Professor  of  Greek, 
the  Kennedy  Professor  of  Latin,  each  of  them  l)eing  exempt  from  the 
duty  of  examining  for  one  year  in  rotation :  provided  that,  in  the  event 
of  either  of  the  peiinanent  c-  ojiicio  Examiners  whose  duty  it  is  to 
examine  in  any  year  desiring  for  due  cause  to  be  api^roved  by  the 
Special  Board  for  Classics  to  be  relieved  of  the  duty  of  examining,  he 
shall  nominate  a  deputy  to  be  api)roved  by  the  Board  and  ap2)ointed 
by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  pay  to  such  deputy  the  same  sum  as 
that  which  is  paid  to  each  of  the  other  Examiners  appointed  by  Grace 
of  the  Senate. 

(c)  Two  membei's  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate 
at  the  tirst  Congregation  in  November  in  every  jear. 

15.  That  the  Examiner  nominated  by  the  Vice-Chaucellor  as  his 
deputy  and  the  other  Examiners  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  be 
each  paid  a  sum  of  £20,  provided  that  they  also  act  as  Examiners  for  the 
Chancellor's  Medals  for  Classical  Learning. 

16.  That  such  part  (if  any)  not  exceeding  one-fourth  of  the  fees  payable 
under  the  last  i)receding  Regulation  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deter- 
mined by  Grace  of  the  Senate  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Financial 
Board  be,  in  any  year  in  which  a  Waddington  Scholarship  is  declared 
vacant,  paid  out  of  the  Waddington  Fund,  and  that  subject  to  such 
payment  the  fees  be  paid  out  of  the  Craven  Fund. 

17.  That  the  surplus  income  remaining  in  the  Craven  Fund  after 
paying  the  stipends  of  the  Craven  Student  and  of  the  Craven  Scholars  and 
the  fees  of  the  Examiners  as  provided  in  the  preceding  Regulation,  be 
applied  by  the  Managers  of  the  Craven  Fund  for  the  encouragement  of 
Classical  research  by  Bachelors  of  Ai'ts  or  other  graduate  members  of  the 
University. 

18.  That  the  examination  for  the  Scholarships,  together  with  that  for 
the  Chancellor's  Classical  Medals,  begin  seven  days  before  the  first  day  of 
fuU  term  hi  the  Lent  Term;  and  that  the  names  of  the  candidates  be  made 
known  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  by  their  respective  Tutors  not  later  than  the 
twenty-first  day  of  December.

The  Caution  Money  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  College,  and  is 
returned  or  accounted  for  when  a  person  takes  his  name  off  tlie 
boards.  Noblemen  and  Fellow-Commoners  usually  make  a  present 
of  plate  to  the  College. 

In  addition  to  tlie  Caution  Money,  every  student  on  admission, 
or  on  coming  into  residence,  makes  a  payment  differing  at 
different  Colleges. 

In  each  College  a  quarterly  payment  is  made  by  each  member 
of  it,  according  to  his  degree  and  condition,  on  a  scale  which 
differs  in  the  several  Colleges.  This  payment  includes  the  contri- 
butions to  the  University  (see  p.  338).  These  payments  can 
usually  be  compounded  for  in  the  Colleges.

That  every  member  of  the  University  who  is  matriculated  after  the  end 
of  the  Lent  Term  1894  be  re(piired  to  intke  a  quarterly  payment  to  the 
University  Chest  on  the  usual  quarter-days  in  respect  of  each  quarter 
during  which  or  any  portion  of  which  his  name  is  on  the  Boards  of  a 
College  or  Hostel  or  on  the  list  of  Non-Collegiate  Students:  that  in 
resj)ect  of  the  quarter  in  which  he  is  matriculated  and  in  respect  of  each 
succeeding  quarter  up  to  and  including  the  quarter  in  which  he  is  admitted 
to  his  first  Degree  the  payment  be  ten  shillings  (in  lieu  of  the  payment  of 
four  shillings  and  tlueei)ence  prescribed  by  Grace  of  31  May  1866),  and  in 
respect  of  all  other  quarters  the  payment  be  four  shillmgs  and  threeijence. 

Provided  that  a  person  whose  name  has  been  entered  on  the  Boards  of  a 
College  or  Hostel,  or  on  the  list  of  Non-Collegiate  Students,  be  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  the  Univei'sity  Capitation  Tax  in  respect  of  any 
(juarter  previous  to  that  in  which  he  is  matriculated  or  commences  residence. 

Neic  Regulations 
For  members  of  the  Univers-ity  who  matricnhitc  after  the  end 
of  the  Lent  Term,  1915,  the  Capitation  Ta.\  will  be  increased  and 
the  Degree  fees  coi  respoiidingly  reduced,  in  accordance  with  the 
following  Regulations,  adupted  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  22  May 
1914:—

to  his  first  Degree,  a  payment  of  thirty-five  shillings  if  he  shall  have 
resided  in  that  term  for  not  less  than  twenty-one  days  or  been  allowed  to 
count  the  term  as  kept  by  residence,  or  a  payment  of  ten  shillings  if  he  shall 
not  have  so  resided  or  been  allowed  to  count  the  term  as  kei)t  by  residence  ; 

(6)  in  respect  of  each  subsequent  term  up  to  and  including  the  ninth 
term  after  the  end  of  the  term  in  which  he  is  admitted  to  his  first  Degree, 
a  payment  of  ten  shillings  if  he  shall  have  resided  in  that  term  for  not  less 
than  twenty-one  days : 

but  that  save  as  aforesaid  he  be  not  required  to  pay  any  Capitation 
Tax  to  the  University.

THE  PREVIOUS  EXAMINATION  2 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  obtained  by  passing  certain 
University  Examinations.  These  are  of  two  kinds— Triposes 
(Examinations  for  Honours),  and  Examinations  for  the  Ordinary 
Degree  (Pass  Examinations).  The  difference  between  these  two 
alternative  courses  is  explained  in  the  sections  that  follow,  but 
they  are  both  approached  by  a  single  avenue— the  Previous 
Examination.  Every  candidate  for  the  B.A.  Degree  has  to  pass 
Part  I  and  Part  II  of  the  Previous  Examination;  while  can- 
didates for  Honours  have  also  to  pass  what  is  practically  a  third 
Part  of  this  Examination,  known  as  the  Additional" Subject. 
It  is  possible  to  pass  the  Previous  Examination,  or  to  obtain 
exemi)tion  from  it,  before  commencing  residence  at  the  University, 
and  it  is  very  desirable  that  candidates  for  a  Tripos  should  do 
this,  in  order  to  set  free  tiie  whole  of  their  three  years  of 
residence  for  more  important  work. 

The  Previous  Examination  is  held  four  times  in  each  acad- 
emical year,  in  October,  December,  March,  and  June.  Notice 
of  the  subjects  of  examination  for  each  civil  year  is  issued  before 
the  middle  of  the  Lent  Term  of  the  civil  year  immediatelv 
preceding,  the  subjects  of  tiie  four  Examinations  in  each  civil 
year  being  the  same. 

The  Previous  Examination  is  open  to  three  classes  of  candi- 
dates :  (1)  matriculated  students  in  their  first  or  anv  later  term 
of  residence  ;  (2)  students  who  have  been  already  admitted  as 
members  of  a  College  or  Hostel  or  as  Non-Collegiate  Students,  but 
who  have  not  yet  commenced  residence  or  been  matriculated  ; 
(3)  students  who,  though  not  yet  admitted  to  a  College  or  Hostel

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or  as  Non-Collegiate  Students,  are  certified  by  the  Tutor  of  a 
College  or  Hostel  or  by  the  Censor  of  the  Non-CoUegiate  Students 
to  be  bond  fide  applicants  for  admission. 

Candidates  may  present  themselves  for  any  or  all  the  Parts  at 
any  Previous  Examination,  but  they  are  not  considered  to  have 
passed  the  Examination  till  they  have  passed  both  Part  I  and 
Part  II,  and  (if  candidates  for  a  Tripos)  the  Additional  Subjects 
also.  To  pass  in  any  Part,  a  candidate  must  satisfy  the  Exam- 
iners in  each  pajier  of  the  Part.  The  Examination  is  conducted 
entirely  by  means  of  printed  papers ;  there  is  now  no  cica  voce 
examination. 

The  names  of  successful  candidates  are  published  in  lists 
containing,  for  Parts  I  and  II,  four  classes,  and  for  the  Additional 
Subjects,  two  classes,  the  names  in  each  class  being  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order. 

Part  I  of  the  Previous  Examination  consists  mainly  of  Classics, 
and  includes  four  papers : — (1)  a  Greek  Gospel  or  one  of  the 
Greek  or  Latin  Classics ;  (2)  one  of  the  Latin  Classics  or  Latin 
Unseen  ;  (3)  one  of  the  Greek  Classics  or  Greek  Unseen  ;  (4) 
Latin  Unseen,  the  use  of  a  dictionary  being  allowed.  Alternatives 
to  Latin  and  Greek  are  allowed  to  natives  of  Asia  or  Africa  and 
not  of  European  parentage. 

Part  II  of  the  Previous  Examination  consists  mainly  of 
Mathematics  and  includes  four  pajiers : — (1)  either  Paley's 
Evidences^  or  a  paper  in  Elementary  Logic,  or  a  paper  in 
Elementary  Heat  and  Chemistry ;  (2)  Geometry ;  (3)  Arithmetic 
and  Elementary  Algebra  ;  (4)  a  paper  containing  subjects  for  an 
English  Essay  selected  from  a  standard  work  or  works. 

The  Additional  Subjects  consist  of  the  three  following  alter- 
natives, in  one  of  which  candidates  in  Honours  for  any  Tripos  are 
required  to  pass: — (1)  Mechanics  (two  papers);  (2)  French  (two 
papers) ;  (3)  German  (two  papers). 

Under  certain  conditions,  exemption  from  the  Previous  Exam- 
ination can  be  obtained  by  means  of  Certificates  which  may  be 
classified  as  follows: — (1)  Cambridge  Certificates,  which  include 
{a)  Higher  Certificates  and  School  Certificates  granted  by  the 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  Joint  Board ;  ^bj  Senior  Local  Certifi- 
cates and  (f)  Higher  Local  Certificates  granted  by  the  Cambridge 
Local  Examinations  Syndicate.  (2)  Oxford  Certificates,  which 
include  {a)  Oxford  Responsions  and  (b)  the  Oxford  Senior  Local 
Certificates.  (3)  Birmingham  Certificates,  granted  to  students 
in  connexion  with  the  Matriculation  Examination  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Birmingham.  (4)  Lonchm  Certificates,  granted  to 
students  in  connexion  with  the  Matriculation  Examination  of  the 
University  of  London.  (.5)  Certificates  from  the  Northern 
Unicersities,  granted  to  students  in  connexion  with  the  Joint 
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Matriculation  Examination  of  the  Universities  of  Manchester, 
Liverpool,  Leeds,  and  Sheffield.  (6)  Scotch  Certificates,  granted 
in  connexion  with  the  Examinations  of  the  Scotch  Education 
Department.  (7)  Certificates  of  Graduation  under  certain 
conditions  at  the  Universities  of  Aberdeen,  Birniingliam,  Durham, 
Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Leeds,  Liverpool,  London,  Manchester,' 
St  Andrews,  and  Sheffield,  and  at  the  University  of  Wales. 
(8)  Foreign  Certificates,  granted  in  connexion  witli  Examinations 
in  Austria-Hungary,  France,  Germany,  Russia,  Si)ain,  or  Switzer- 
land. (9)  Students  wiio  liave  satisfied  certain  conditions  which 
entitle  them  to  the  privileges  of  Affiliation,  are  also  exempt 
fi'oni  the  Previous  Examination. 

The  privileges  of  Afliliatioii  are  gi-anted,  under  certain  conditions  to  be 
ascertained  from  the  Siudent'ti  Handhool;  to  students  from  Affiliated 
Institutions  (see  p.  364),  and  also  under  other  conditions,  to  students  of 
Affiliated  Lecture  Centres  (seep.  364).  They  are  also  granted  under 
certain  conditions  to  graduates  of  approved  Universities  who  are  not 
members  of  affiliated  Institutions  (see  p.  365). 
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A  student  who,  having  passed  Parts  I  and  II  of  the 
Previous  Examination,  intends  to  proceed  to  the  Ordinarv  B.A. 
l^egree,  is  required  to  i)ass  either  (1)  the  General  Examination' 
and  a  Special  Examination,  or  (2)  two  Sj^ecial  Examinations,  or 
(3)  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  Science  and  a  Special 
Examination. 

The  Genek.il  Examination  and  a  Special  Examination 
§  L     The  General  Examination  ' 

Students  who  have  passed  Parts  I  and  II  of  the  Previous 
Examination  may  enter  for  either  Part  of  the  General  Exam- 
ination (but  not  both  Parts)  in  their  third  term  of  residence,  if 
they  have  previously  kept  two  terms;  and  for  either  or  both 
Parts  in  tlioir  fourth  or  any  later  term  of  residence,  if  they  have 
previously  kept  three  terms. 

The  Examination  is  held  twice  in  the  year,  in  June  and 
December.

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The  Exaniinatiou  for  Part  I  consists  of  five  papers,  as  follows : — 
(1)  A  paper  on  one  of  tlic  Greek  classics  ;  (2)  a  in4)er  on  one 
of    the   Latin   classics;    (3)   and   (4)   two   papers   consisting   of 
questions  on  Mechanics  with  simple  questions  on  Trigonometry 
(5)  {voluntary)  Latin  Prose. 

The  Examination  for  Part  II  also  consists  of  five  papers  as 
follows : — 

(1)  A  paper  on  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  in  the   original 
Greek;    (2)  a  paper  on  a  selected  jjortion  of  English  History  ; 

(3)  a  paper  containing  one  or  more  subjects  for  an  English  Essay 
or  Essays,  the  subjects  being  taken  from  the  portion  of  English 
History  selected  for  examination  ;  (4)  Elementary  Hydrostatics 
and  Heat ;  (5)  {coluntary)  a  paper  on  some  play  of  Shakespeare 
or  some  portion  of  the  works  of  Milton. 

Papers  (1)  (2)  (3)  (4)  in  each  Part  are  obligatory.  Paper  (.5)  in 
each  Part  is  vohmtary,  that  is  to  say,  students  are  not  required  to 
present  tliemselves  for  eitlier  of  these  papers,  but  the  results  are 
taken  into  account  in  assigning  ttie  places  in  the  class  lists. 

The  names  of  the  successful  candidates  in  each  Part  are 
published  in  a  list  containing  four  classes,  with  tlie  names  in  each 
class  arranged  alphabetically. 

§  2.     The  Special  Examination 

A  Special  Examination  is  held  in  each  of  the  following 
subjects:— (1)  Agricultural  Science.  ('2)  Botany t,  (3)  Chemistry, 

(4)  Classics  t,(-^) Engineering  Science,  {P>)  Geography,  (7)  Geology  t, 
(8)  History,  (9)  Law,  (10)  Logic,  (11)  Mathematics t,  (12)  Military 
Subjects  t,  (13)  Modern  Languages,  (14)  Music,  (15)  Physics, 
(16)'  Physiology,  (17)  Political  Economy,  (18)  Psychology  t, 
(ly)  The(>logy,  (20)  Zoology f. 

Twelve  of  the  Special  Examinations  are  divided  into  two  Parts, 
and  are  held  twice  a  year  ;  two  are  undivided,  and  aie  held  once 
a  year  in  connexion  with  a  Tripos;  five  are  undivided,  but  are 
held  twice  in  each  year.  One  Special  Examination — that  in 
Modern  Languages— is  an  exceptiontl  case. 

The  Regulations  relating  to  the  standing  of  candidates  are 
given  in  the  Student's  Havdhoak.  All  the  Special  Examinations 
are  open  to  Bachelors  of  Arts  without  restriction  of  standing. 

In  the  Special  Examinations  the  names  of  the  successful 
candidates  are  published  in  a  list  containing  three  classes,  the 
names  in  the  first  class  being  airauged  in  order  of  merit,  and 
those  in  the  second  and  third  classes  alphabetically  :  except  that 
in  tiie  Special  Examinations  in  Botany,  Geology,  and  Zoology,  the 
names  are  arranged  alpliabetically  in  all  three  classes.

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Two  Special  Examinations 

A  student  who  prefers  to  proceed  to  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree 
by  taking  two  Special  Examinations  in  place  of  the  General 
Examination  and  one  Special  Examination,  can  only  do  so  subject 
to  certain  conditions  relating  to  (1)  his  choice  of  a  Special 
Examination  and  (2)  his  standing  at  the  time  when  he  takes  it. 
If  he  substitutes  a  Special  Examination  for  the  General  Exami- 
nation he  can  only  do  so  when  he  is  of  sufficient  standing ; 
and  when  having  made  this  substitution  he  comes  to  select 
a  second  Special  Examination,  he  must  not  choose  one  which 
is  too  closely  related  to  the  one  which  he  has  already  passed. 
It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  this  method  of  proceeding 
to  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree  is  alternative  to  the  method 
described  in  the  preceding  section,  and  a  candidate  must  not 
therefore  read  the  different  sets  of  Regulations  together  and 
claim  to  proceed  partly  under  one  and  partly  under  the  other. 

A  candidate  for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree  who  has  passed  one 
of  the  Special  Examinations  as  an  alternative  for  the  General 
Examination  may  not  take  as  his  final  Examination  for  the 
B.A.  Degree  a  second  Special  Examination  which  in  the  following 
list  is  grouped  with  the  Special  Examination  which  he  has 
already  passed  :

Tlie  Regulations  relating  to  the  standing  of  candidates  who 
take  two  Special  Examinations  in  place  of  the  General  Examina- 
tion and  one  Special  Examination  are  complicated  by  the  fact 
that  some  Si>ecial  Examinations  are  divided  and  others  are  not. 
The  substance  of  the  Regulations  dealing  with  each  group  of  cases 
will  be  found  in  the  Studenfs  Handbook. 

The  Preli.mixary  Examination  in  Science  and 
A  Special  Examination 

§  \.     The  Prdiminary  Examination  in  Science 

The  Preliminary  Examination  in  Science  is  practically  identical 
with    the   First   Examination   for  the   Degree   of    Bachelor  of 
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Medicine,  but  the  Regulations  with  regard  to  the  standing  of 
candidates  are  different.  Thus  altliough  a  student  who  passes 
the  Preliminary  Science  Examination  is  regarded  as  having 
passed  the  First  M.B.,  it  is  not  the  case  that  a  student  who 
passes  the  First  M.B.  is  regarded  as  having  passed  the  Pre- 
liminary Science  Examination^. 

The  Examination  is  open  to  all  students  who  have  entered  on 
their  third  term  of  residence  at  least,  having  previously  kept 
two  terms,  and  have  passed  or  obtained  exemption  from  both 
Parts  of  the  Previous  Examination. 

The  Examination  is  held  three  times  in  the  year,  and  begins  in 
the  Michaelmas  Term  on  the  Tuesday  or  Friday  which  first 
happens  after  October  2  and  also  on  the  Monday  at  or  next  after 
the  last  day  of  full  Michaelmas  Term ;  and  in  the  Easter  Term  on 
the  Monday  next  after  the  second  Sunday  in  June. 

The  Examination  is  partly  in  writing,  partly  oral,  and  partly 
practical,  and  the  subjects  of  examination  are  :  il)  Chemistry, 
(2)  Physics,  and  (3j  Elementary  Biology.  The  schedules  are 
those  of  the  First  M.B.  Examination,  and  the  Examination  is 
conducted  by  means  of  the  same  papers.  A  student  is  allowed 
to  present  himself  for  examination  in  all  or  any  of  these  subjects 
at  the  same  Examination. 

The  names  of  the  successful  candidates  in  the  several  subjects 
are  arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 

A  student  who  has  passed  the  Examination  in  Chemistry  or  in 
Piiysics  or  in  Elementary  Biology  in  the  Preliminary  Examination 
in  Science,  is  regarded  as  having  passed  the  corresponding  part 
of  the  First  M.B.  Examination,  and  is  not  required  to  pay  an 
additional  fee. 

§  2.     The  Special  Examination 

Students  who  pass  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  Science  in 
place  of  the  General  Examination  have  still  to  pass  a  Special 
Examination  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree. 
The  Regulations  under  which  they  can  do  so  are  given  in  the 
Student's  Handbook.  It  is,  however,  provided  that  a  candidate 
for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree  who  has  passed  the  Preliminary 
Examination  in  Science  as  an  alternative  for  the  General  Examin- 
ation may  not  take  as  his  final  Examination  for  the  B.A.  Degree 
the  Special  Examination  in  Physics  or  the  Special  Examination 
in  Chemistry. 

1  The  following  Grace,  passed  3  December  1915,  modifies  tliis  Regulation  for  the  purposes  of  the  War 
That,  subject  to  the  cousent  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate,  students  who  have  passed  any  part  of  the 
First  M  B    Examination  not  earlier  than  the  Michaelmas  Term  of  1912,  but  before  the  end  of  the 
Emergency  ijeriod,  be  credited  with  having  passed  the  correspondmg  part  of  the  Prelimniiu-y  Examina- 
tion ill  Science," 


CAL. 
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A  student  who  has  passed  Parts  I  and  II  of  the  Previous 
Examination  and  also  the  Examination  in  one  of  the  Additional 
Subjects,  or  who  has  obtained  exemption  from  the  Previous 
Examination,  may  be  a  candidate  in  a  Tripos  Examination, 
provided  that  he  is  of  the  proper  academic  standing.  The  Tripos 
Examinations  were  founded  in  the  following  order:  (1)  Mathe- 
matics, (2)  Classics,  (3)  Moral  Sciences,  (4)  Natural  Sciences, 
(5)  Theology,  (6)  Law,  (7)  History,  (8)  Oriental  Languages, 
(9)  Medieval  and  Modern  Languages,  (10)  Mechanical  Sciences, 
(11)  Economics,  and  (12)  Anthropology.  Of  these  the  Classical, 
Moral  Sciences,  Natural  Sciences,  and  Theological  Triposes 
are  divided  into  two  Parts,  but  a  degree  can  be  obtained  by 
passing  the  First  Part  only  ;  the  Mathematical,  Law,  History, 
and  Economics  Triposes  are'  divided  into  two  Parts,  the  First  of 
which  does  not  by  itself  qualify  for  a  degree ;  the  Medieval  and 
Modern  Languages  Tripos  is  divided  into  Sections,  two  of  which 
must  be  passed  in  order  to  obtain  a  degree ;  and  the  Mechanical 
Sciences  and  Oriental  Languages  Triposes  are  undivided  and 
must  be  passed  at  one  and  the  same  Examination.  The  Anthro- 
pological Tripos  is  the  equivalent  of  a  Second  Part  only,  and  a 
student  must  obtain  Honours  in  some  other  Tripos  before  he  can 
take  it. 

The  Tripos  Examinations  are  held  once  a  year,  in  the  Easter 
Term.  The  common  practice  is  for  students  to  take  the  First 
Part  of  a  Tripos  (in  cases  where  the  First  Part  alone  confers 
a  degree)  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  of  residence.  Thus  a 
student  who  comes  into  residence  in  October,  having  passed  or 
obtained  exemption  from  the  Previous  Examination  and  the 
Additional  Subjects,  has  three  academical  years,  including  two 
Long  Vacations,  in  which  to  prepare  for  his  Trijios.  The  great 
majority  of  successful  candidates  then  proceed  at  once  to  the 
B.A.  Degree,  and  leave  the  University;  but  a  small  number 
remain  in  residence  for  a  fourth  year  as  Bachelors  of  Arts,  in 
order  to  read  either  for  the  Second  Part  of  the  same  Tripos,  or, 
if  they  prefer  it,  for  the  Second  Part  of  some  other  Tripos, 
for  which  they  are  now  eligible  as  having  passed  an  Honours 
Examination.  *  In  the  case  of  the  Economics,  Law,  and  History 
Triposes  the  common  practice  is  somewhat  different,  as  the  First 
Part  of  the  Tripos  is  taken  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  of 
residence,  and  a  successrul  candidate  has  the  option  of  qualifying 
himself  for  a  degree  by  taking  either  the  Second  Part  of  the 
same  Tripos  or  a  Part  of  some  other  Tripos  at  the  end  of  his 
third  or  fourth  year  of  residence.  The  Mathematical  Tripos  is, 
in  this,  as  in  some  other  respects,  a  special  case. 
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A  candidate  for  Honours  should  not,  unless  in  very  exceptional 
cases,  attempt  to  read  for  two  Triposes  simultaneously ;  if  he 
desires  to  cover  a  wide  field  of  study,  it  is  better  first  to  take 
the  First  Part  of  one  Tripos  and  then  the  Second  Part  of  another. 

Except  in  the  special  case  of  Part  I  of  the  Mathematical 
Tripos,  a  student  who  has  failed  in  a  Tripos  Examination  cannot 
present  himself  on  another  occasion  for  the  same  Examination. 

Every  Tripos  Examination,  if  taken  at  all,  must  be  taken 
within  a  certain  limit  of  time.  The  Regulations  relating  to  the 
standing  of  candidates  for  each  Tripos  will  be  found  in  the 
Student's  Handbook ;  as  also  the  conditions  under  which  in 
exceptional  circumstances  permission  may  be  obtained  to  '  de- 
grade \'  i.e.  to  postjione  a  Tripos  beyond  the  limit  ordinarily 
allowed. 

The  Tripos  Examinations  are  conducted  entirely  by  means  of 
printed  papers,  except  that  in  the  science  examinations  provision 
may  be  made  for  vivd  voce  examination  in  connexion  with  the 
practical  work.  As  a  general  rule  the  time  allowed  for  each 
paper  is  three  hours.  Notice  of  the  date  of  comencement  of  the 
various  Tripos  Examinations  and  the  order  in  which  the  papers 
will  be  set  is  given  beforehand  in  the  University  Rejyorter,  and 
is  posted  on  the  Screens  of  the  various  Colleges. 

The  names  of  successful  candidates  are  arranged  in  three 
classes,  but  the  arrangement  of  the  names  in  each  class  varies  in 
different  Triposes  as  follows :  (1)  In  the  Anthropological  Tripos, 
the  Classical  Tripos,  Part  II,  the  Mathematical  Tripos,  the 
Mechanical  Sciences  Tripos,  the  Medieval  and  Modern  Languages 
Tripos,  the  Moral  Sciences  Tripos,  Part  II,  the  Natural  Sciences 
Tripos,  the  Oriental  Languages  Trijjos,  and  the  Theological 
Tripos,  the  names  in  each  class  are  arranged  in  alphabetical 
order  ;  (2)  in  the  Law  Tripos  they  are  arranged  in  order  of  merit ; 
(3)  in  the  Classical  Tripos,  Part  I,  they  are  arranged  in  each  class 
in  one  or  more  divisions  (usually  three),  the  names  in  each  division 
being  arranged  in  alphabetical  order ;  and  [\)  in  the  Economics 
Tripos,  the  Historical  Tripos,  and  the  Moral  Sciences  Tripos, 
Part  I,  they  are  arranged  in  three  classes,  of  which  the  second  is 
divided  into  two  divisions,  the  names  in  the  first  and  third  classes, 
and  in  each  division  of  the  second  class,  being  arranged  in  alpha- 
betical order. 

A  student  who  has  been  excused  a  Special  Examination  by 
taking  Honours  in  a  Tripos  Examination  before  he  is  of  standing 
for  a  degree,  may  in  some  circumstances  proceed  to  a  degree  by 
means  of  a  Certificate  of  Diligent  Study,  instead  of  being  obliged 
to  pass  a  second  Special  Examination.  The  Regulation  dealing 
with  this  will  be  found  in  the  Students  Handbook. 

Copies  of  the  questions  set  in  the  Tripos  Examinations  of  the

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preceding  academical  year  are  published  annually  by  the  Univer- 
sity Press,  and  may  be  obtained  of  any  bookseller.  It  is  the  case 
in  some  Tripos  Examinations  that  the  Examiners  allow  candi- 
dates a  choice  of  questions,  but  as  a  rule  this  rests  in  their 
discretion,  and  is  not  subject  to  any  fixed  regulation. 

Th-e  Publicatiox  of  Class  Lists 

The  following  general  Regulations  for  the  publication  of  lists 
of  successful  candidates  apply  to  all  Examinations : 

1.  All  lists  of  successful  candidates  in  examinations  shall  be  published 
by  the  Registrary  causmg  a  printed  copy  of  each  list  to  be  affixed  to  the 
Senate-House  door  not  later  than  1  p.m.,  except  in  the  case  of  those  Tripos 
Examinations  in  which  the  Usts  of  successful  candidates  are  read  in  the 
Senate-House.  In  the  latter  case  the  lists  shall  be  read  at  9  a.m.  on  the  day 
named  in  the  regulations,  and  shall  be  affixed  to  the  Senate-House  door 
by  the  Registrary  or  his  agent  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  lists. 

2.  The  Senior  Examiner,  under  which  title  is  to  be  luiderstood 

(1)  in  the  case  of  Parts  I  and  II  of  the  Previous  Examination,  the 
General  Examination  for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degi'ee,  and  each  of 
the  Tripos  Examinations,  the  Chairman  of  the  Examiners, 

(2)  in  the  case  of  each  of  the  Additional  Subjects  of  the  Previous 
Examination,  and  each  of  the  Special  Examinations  for  the  Ordinary 
B.A.  Degree,  except  the  Special  Examination  in  Music,  the  Senior 
Resident  Examiner, 

(3)  in  the  case  of  the  examination  of  graduates  proceeding  to  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  or  Master  of  Law,  the  Chairman  of  the  Examiners 
for  the  Law  Tripos, 

(4)  in  the  case  of  each  Part  of  each  of  the  Examinations  for  the 
M.B.  Degree,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic, 

(5)  in  the  case  of  the  Special  Examination  in  Music,  and  of  each 
part  of  the  examination  for  the  Mus.B.,  Mus.M.  and  Mus.D.  Degrees, 
the  Professor  of  Music, 

(6)  in  the  case  of  the  Examination  in  spoken  French  and  German, 
the  Chan-man  of  the  Examiners, 

shall  send  as  soon  as  ijossible  to  the  Registrary  in  a  sealed  envelojie  the 
list  of  successful  candidates  signed  by  all  the  Exammers.  A  list  signed  by 
all  the  Examiners  shall  at  the  same  time  be  sent  in  a  sealed  envelope 
bj'  the  Senior  Examiner  to  the  Vice- Chancellor  and  shall  be  considered  as 
the  authoritative  list  to  be  preserved  in  the  Registry.  These  lists  shall 
be  sent  in  a  printed  form  if  this  can  conveniently  be  done.  As  soon 
as  these  lists  shall  have  been  sent  by  the  Senior  Examiner  to  the 
Registrary  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  respectively,  the  duty  of  the  Senior 
Examiner,  so  far  as  regards  the  publication  of  the  list,  shall  cease,  except 
in  the  case  of  those  TriiJos  Examinations  in  which  the  list  is  read  in  the 
Senate-House.  In  such  cases  the  Senior  Examiner,  or  one  of  the 
Examiners  deputed  by  him,  shall  read  the  list. 

3.  The  Registrary  shall  cause  directions  to  be  given  to  the  University 
Press  for  printing  and  circulating  the  copies  in  the  manner  specified  in 
Regulation  4;  and  on  the  moi-ning  of  the  day  when  the  list  is  to  be 
published  it  shall  either  be  affixed  to  the  Senate-House  door  at  10  a.m.,  or 
T)e  conveyed  before  9  a.m.  by  the  Registrary  or  his  agent  to  the  Senior 
Examiner  or  the  person  apiJointed  to  read  it. 
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4.  Simultaneously  with  the  puhlieatiou  of  lists,  printed  copies  enclosed 
in  envelopes  shall  be  sent  from  tlie  University  Press  to  Heads,  Tutors,  and 
Praelectors  of  Colleges  and  Public  Hostels,  ...,  the  Censor  of  Non-Collegiate 
Students,  and  the  persons  appointed  to  afiBx  such  lists  on  the  College 
screens. 

5.  In  the  case  of  Examinations  respecting  which  no  day  is  fixed  by 
Ordinance  for  the  publication  of  the  list,  or  respecting  which  it  may  not 
be  desirable  to  have  the  publication  delayed  to  the  latest  day  fixed  by 
Ordinance,  the  Senior  Examiner  shall  communicate  to  the  Registrary  as 
soon  as  practicable  a  statement  of  the  day  on  which  he  may  expect  to 
receive  the  list ;  and  the  Registrary  shall  cause  to  be  affixed  to  the  Senate- 
House  door,  or  shall  insert  ui  the  lieporter,  a  notice  of  the  expected  date 
of  publication. 

6.  In  any  case  in  which  the  Examiners  represent  to  the  Vice-Chancellor 
that  a  correction  or  addition  is  required  in  a  list  already  published  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  Regulations,  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  have 
power  to  authorise  the  issue  of  an  amended  list  embodying  the  correction 
or  addition;  this  amended  list  shall  be  signed,  published,  and  circulated  in 
the  same  mamier  as  the  original  list,  and  shall  take  the  place  thereof  for 
all  purposes!. 

1  The  Oouncil  suggest  that,  in  authorising  the  issue  of  an  amended  List,  tlie  Vice-Chancellor  should 
make  use  of  some  such  form  as  the  following :

Research  Students 

In  the  pi'eceding  sections  two  avenues  to  the  B.A.  Degree 
have  been  described — that  leading  to  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree 
by  way  of  the  General  and  Special  Examinations,  and  that 
leading  to  an  Honours  Degree  by  way  of  a  Tripos  Examination. 
But  the  establishment  of  Courses  of  Research  has  made  it 
possible  for  students  who  have  already  graduated  in  other 
Universities,  or  who  are  able  to  give  some  other  evidence  of 
special  qualification,  to  proceed  to  the  B.A.  (or  LL.B.)  Degree^ 
under  different  conditions  from  those  applicable  to  the  ordinary 
undergraduate,  and  after  a  shorter  i)eriod  of  residence.  Such 
students  do  not  take  Examinations,  but  they  qualify  for  a  degree 
by  means  of  a  Dissertation. 

Research  Students  in  Arts  are  required  to  keep  by  residence 
at  least  six  terms.  Having  done  all  that  is  required  by  the 
Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the  University  they  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Title  of  Bachelor  Designate  in  Arts  and  are  afterwards 
inaugurated  Bachelors  of  Arts  at  the  time  prescribed  by  the 
University. 

Research  Students  in  Law  are  required  to  keep  by  residence 
at  least  six  terms.  Having  done  all  that  is  required  by  the 
Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the  University  they  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Title  of  Bachelor  Designate  in  Law.  After  such  admission 
they  have  the  same  rank  and  privileges  as  Bachelors  Designate 
in  Arts.  They  are  inaugurated  Bachelors  of  Law  at  the  time 
prescribed  by  the  University  and  have  then  the  same  rank  and 
privileges  as  Bachelors  of  Arts. 

Eegulations  foh  Eeseaech  Students  in  Arts  and  Law 

1.  Applications  for  admission  as  Eesearch  Students  shall  be  made  to 
the  Kegistrary. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Eesearch  Student  unless  he  has 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-cue  years. 

2.  Each  application  shall  be  accompanied  by 

i.     a  diploma  or  other  certificate  of  graduation  at  a  University; 

ii.  a  statement  as  to  the  course  of  research  which  the  applicant 
desires  to  pursue,  together  with  such  e\idence  of  quahfication,  attain- 
ments, and  previous  study  as  he  may  be  able  to  submit ; 

iii.  a  certificate  or  declaration  that  the  apjilicant  has  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years. 

1  A  Report  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies  recommending  the  establishment  of  the  Degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Letters  and  Bachelor  of  Science,  to  be  obtiiined  bv  research,  will  come  up  for  consideration  by 
the  Senate  in  the  Michaelmas  Term. 
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3.  In  exceptional  cases  persons  who  do  not  present  a  diploma  or  cer- 
tificate of  graduation  may  be  admitted  as  Research  Students,  provided 
that,  in  lieu  thereof,  they  give  such  evidence  of  general  educational 
qualification  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Cooncil  of  the  Senate. 

4.  Applications  shall,  if  possible,  be  submitted  not  later  than  June  1 
in  the  academic  year  preceding  that  in  which  the  applicant  proposes  to 
begin  his  course.  But  the  Degree  Committees  of  Special  Boards  of  Studies 
shall  have  power  to  consider  applications  submitted  at  other  times. 

5.  Subject  to  the  ai)proval  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate  in  cases 
coming  under  Regulation  3,  the  Registrary  shall  communicate  each  appli- 
cation to  the  Chainnan  of  the  Special  Board  of  Studies  with  which  the 
pi'oposed  course  of  research  appears  to  In-  most  nearly  connected;  and  the 
appUcation  shall  be  considered  and  decided  by  the  Degree  Committee  of 
the  Special  Board. 

6.  The  application  sliall  not  be  gi-anted  unless  it  shall  appear 

i.  that  the  course  of  research  can  conveniently  be  j)ursued  within 
the  University;  and 

ii.  that  the  applicant  has  produced  adequate  evidence  that  he  is 
quiilified  to  enter  upon  the  proposed  coui'se. 

7.  When  the  application  has  been  decided,  the  Chairman  shall  infonn 
the  Registrary  of  the  decision ;  and  the  Registrary  shall  inform  the  appli- 
cant. 

8.  A  Research  Student  shall  not  be  allowed  to  count  any  term  before 
that  in  which  he  has  matriculated,  unless  he  has  satisfied  the  Council 
of  the  Senate  that  his  matriculation  has  been  deferred  for  grave  and 
sufficient  cause. 

9.  A  Research  Student  shall  not  be  admissible  as  a  candidate  for 
any  University  Prize  or  Scholarshij)  which  is  open  only  to  undergraduates 
and  Bachelors-designate  in  Arts  or  Law. 

For  the  purposes  of  any  regulation  respecting  the  standing  of 
candidates  for  other  University  Prizes  or  Scholarships  the  first  term 
kept  by  a  Research  Student  shall  be  counted  as  his  seventh  term. 

10.  A  student  who  has  been  admitted  to  a  course  of  research  shall 
pursue  that  course  under  direction  and  supervision,  prescribed  by  the 
Degi'ee  Committee,  and  under  such  other  conditions,  if  any,  as  may  be 
laid  down  by  that  Committee. 

11.  A  student,  who  has  after  the  first  day  of  the  term  in  which  he  was 
admitted  to  a  course  of  research  kept  three  terms  by  residence,  may  in  the 
fourth  or  any  subsequent  term  up  to  the  twelfth  after  such  admission  send 
to  the  Registrary,  not  later  than  the  division  of  the  term,  a  dissertation 
containing  an  account  of  and  embodying  the  results  of  the  research 
carried  on  by  him  in  the  University.  The  dissertation  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  fee  of  £5  for  the  University  Chest,  and  by  a  certificate  shewing 
that  the  student  has  kept  the  required  number  of  terms.  The  applicant 
shall  state,  generallj'  in  a  jireface  to  his  dissertation  and  specifically  in 
notes,  the  sources  from  which  his  information  is  derived,  the  extent  to 
which  he  has  availed  himself  of  the  work  of  others,  and  the  portions  of  the 
dissertation  which  he  claims  as  original. 

The  Registrary  shall  forward  the  dissertation  to  the  Chan-man  of  the 
Degree  Committee  concerned ;  and  the  dissertation  shall  be  referred  to 
one  or  more  persons  appointed  by  the  Committee,  who  shall  have  power  to 
examine  the  student  orally  or  otherwise  upon  the  subject  thereof  and 
shall  report  thereon  to  the  Conxmittee.  Each  of  the  persons  so  appointed 
shall  receive  a  fee  of  two  guineas  from  the  University  Chest. 
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The  Conmiittee  shall  have  power  to  take  into  consideration  together 
with  the  dissertation  any  memoir  or  work  published  by  the  student  which 
he  may  desire  to  submit  to  them. 

By  special  pei-mission  of  the  Degi-ee  Committee,  a  dissertation  may  be 
submitted  in  a  later  term  than  his  twelfth  tenn. 

No  student  may  present  a  dissertation  who  is  not  at  the  time  a  Member 
of  the  University. 

1'2.  If  the  Degree  Committee  be  of  opinion  that  the  work  submitted  by 
the  student  is  of  merit  as  an  original  contribution  to  learning  or  as  a 
record  of  original  research,  the  Chairman  shall  forward  to  the  Eegis- 
trary  a  statement  to  this  effect,  indicating  therein  the  subject  or  subjects 
of  the   student's  research. 

If  the  Degree  Committee  be  of  opinion  that  the  dissertation  submitted 
by  the  student  is  not  of  sufficient  merit  to  serve  as  a  qualification  for  the 
Certiiicate  of  llesearch,  they  may  determine  the  conditions,  if  any,  under 
which  the  student  shall  be  allowed  again  to  submit  to  them  a  dissertation, 
and  the  Chairman  shall  inform  the  Registrary,  who  shall  inform  the 
student,  of  this  decision. 

13.  The  statement  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Chairman  to  the  Regis- 
trary, who  shall  embody  it  in  a  Certificate  of  Research  in  the  following 
form:

Each  candidate  before   i-eceiviug   his   Certificate   of   Research   shall 
deposit  in  the  University  Library  a  copy  of  his  dissertation  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  Degree  Committee. 

14.  A  student  who  has  obtained  a  Certificate  of  Research  and  has 
kept  by  residence  at  least  six  terms  shall  be  entitled  to  proceed  to  the 
Degree  of  B.A.  and  thereafter  under  the  usual  conditions  to  the  Degree 
of  M.A.  and  to  other  Degrees  in  the  University. 

A  student  who  has  obtained  a  Certificate  of  Research  upon  a  statement 
made  by  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  Special  Board  for  Law,  and 
has  kept  by  residence  at  least  six  terms,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  proceed 
to  the  Degree  of  LL.B.,  and  thereafter  under  the  usual  conditions  to 
the  Degree  of  LL.M.  and  to  other  Degrees  in  the  University ;  and  may 
take  the  Degree  of  LL.B.  either  instead  of,  or  in  addition  to,  the  Degi'ee 
of  B.A. 

Admission  of  Graduates  to  Research 

1.5.  A  Graduate  of  the  University  who  desires  to  be  admitted  as  a 
Research  Student  with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  Certificate  of  Research 
described  in  Regulation  13  shall  make  application,  through  the  Registrary, 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  of  Studies  with  which  his  proposed 
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coarse  of  research  appears  to  be  most  nearly  connected ;  and  the  applica- 
tion shall  be  considered  and  decided  by  the  Degree  Committee  of  the 
Special  Board. 

16.  The  Degree  Committee  shall  not  grant  the  application  imless  they 
are  satisfied 

i.  that  the  course  or  courses  of  reseai"ch  can  conveniently  be 
pui'sued  within  the  University;  and 

ii.  that  the  applicant  has  produced  adequate  evidence  that  he  is 
qualified  to  enter  upon  the  proposed  course  or  courses. 

17.  If  the  application  be  granted,  the  student  shall  become  entitled  to 
a  Certificate  of  Kesearch  upon  satisfying  the  requirements  of  Regulations 
10 — 13,  except  that  he  may  submit  his  dissertation  when  he  has  kept  by 
residence  two  terms  after  the  tii-st  day  of  the  term  in  which  he  was 
admitted  to  a  course  of  research. 


Fees 

18.  The  fee  ordinarily  payable  bj-  a  student  admitted  to  a  course  of 
research,  for  working  in  one  of  the  Univei-sitj-  Laboratories  or  Museums 
shall  be  such  fee  not  exceeding  ±'4.  4.s.  per  term  as  the  Professor  or  other 
officer  in  charge  of  the  Laboratory  or  Museum  shall  determine.  The 
Professor  or  other  ofiicer  in  charge  of  the  Laboratory  or  Museum  may  in 
addition  require  such  payment  as  he  may  think  fit  for  material  or  special 
apparatus  supplied  to  the  student. 

These  Regulations  first  came  into  force  in  1913.  From  1897  to 
1913  Research  Students  were  known  as  '  x\dvanced  Students.' 
Of  these  there  were  two  kinds,  one  proceeding  to  Degrees  by 
means  of  Tripos  Examinations  and  the  other  by  means  of 
Certificates  of  Research.

Admission  to  Degrees 

Presentation  and  Admission  op  Candidates  for  Degrees 

1.  Presentation  for  Doctors'  Degrees,  including  titular  Doctors' 
Degrees,  conferred  honoris  causa  under  Statvite  A.  ch.  ii.  sec.  18, 
shall  take  the  precedence,  persons  presented  for  Doctors'  Degrees 
or  titular  Doctors'  Degrees  in  different  faculties  being  presented 
in  the  order  of  the  precedence  of  their  respective  faculties,  as 
fixed  in  Regulation  2. 

Presentation  for  Masters'  Degrees,  including  titular  Masters' 
Degrees,  conferred  honoris  causa  under  Statute  A,  ch.  ii.  sec.  18, 
shall  take  place  immediately  after  the  admission  of  persons  pre- 
sented for  Doctors'  Degrees,  conferred  honoris  causa,  and  before 
Presentation  for  all  other  Degrees  ;  and  the  order  of  presentation 
shall  be  the  same  as  in  Regulation  2. 

The  admission  of  each  person  who  receives  a  Degree  honoris 
causa  shall  follow  immediately  upon  his  presentation. 

2.  The  order  of  Presentation  and  Admission  of  candidates  foi 
different  Degrees  not  conferred  honoris  causa  shall  be  (except  as 
provided  in  the  regulations  for  the  Days  of  General  Admission 
below)  as  follows:  D.D.,  LL.D.,  M.D.,  Sc.D.  or  Litt.D.,  Mus.D., 
B.D.,  M.A.,  LL.M.,  M.C.,  Mus.M.,  M.B.,  B.C.,  B.A.,  LL.B., 
Mus.B.,  the  candidates  for  each  Degree  being  admitted  before 
those  for  the  Degree  next  in  order  are  presented.  Admission 
to  degrees  conferred  by  proxy  shall  take  place  in  the  preceding 
order  before  the  Presentation  and  Admission  of  candidates  for 
the  several  Degrees  who  are  admitted  in  person.  The  officer  in 
each  case  who  is  admitted  to  a  Degree  as  proxy  shall  be  the 
officer  who  presents  candidates  for  that  Degree.  Candidates  for 
Degrees  by  Incorporation  shall  be  presented  and  admitted  before 
other  candidates  for  the  several  Degrees. 

3.  Candidates  for  the  Degrees  of  D.D.  or  B.D.,  LL.D.,  M.D., 
and  Mus.D.,  shall  be  presented  by  the  Regius  Professors  of 
Divinity,  Law,  and  Physic,  and  the  Professor  of  Music,  respec- 
tively, or  by  their  Deputies,  the  Deputy  in  each  case  being 
required  to  be  a  Doctor  in  the  same  faculty  as  the  Professor. 

4.  Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  in  Science  or  Doctor 
in  Letters  shall  be  presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Special 
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Board  of  Studies  whicli  has  recommended  them  for  the  Degree, 
or  by  a  Doctor  iu  Scieuce  or  Letters  (as  the  case  may  be) 
deputed  by  him. 

5.  Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Surgery  shall  be 
presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  for  Medicine, 
or  by  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  or  Master  of  Surgery  deputed  by 
him. 

6.  Candidates  for  other  Degrees  shall  be  presented  by  Officers 
appointed  for  that  purpose  by  their  respective  Colleges  or 
Hostels,  or  by  the  Non- Collegiate  Students  Board,  such  Officers 
being  members  of  the  Senate. 

7.  Candidates  for  the  two  Degrees  of  M.B.  and  B.C.  may  be 
presented  and  admitted  to  both  degrees  by  a  single  formula. 

8.  Candidates  for  the  same  Degree  shall  be  presented  in  the 
following  order :  members  of  King's  College,  Trinity  College, 
St  John's  College,  Peterhouse,  Clare  College,  Pembroke  College, 
Gonville  and  Caius  College,  Trinity  Hall,  Corpus  Christi  College, 
Queens'  College,  St  Catharine's  College,  Jesus  College,  Christ's 
College,  Magdalene  College,  Emmanuel  College,  Sidney  Sussex 
College,  Downing  College ;  members  of  Selwyn  College  Public 
Hostel ;  Non-Collegiate  students. 

9.  At  ordinary  Congregations  students  who  have  been  ap- 
proved for  the  B.A.  Degree  shall  be  admitted  in  the  order  of 
their  respective  Colleges  as  enumerated  in  Regulation  8. 

Days  of  Genekal  Admission 
General  regulation 

10.  The  Registrary  shall  send  to  the  Praelectors  notice  of  the 
hours  at  which  he  will  receive  candidates  for  degrees  on  the  day 
preceding  each  of  the  two  days  of  General  Admission  in  the 
Easter  Term,  and  in  the  forenoon  of  the  day  of  General  Admission 
in  the  Michaelmas  Term  ;  and  the  candidates  shall  be  brought  to 
the  Senate- House  or  other  appointed  place  by  the  Praelectors 
and  sign  their  names  there  as  at  Matriculation. 

In  the  Easier  Term 

11.  In  the  Easter  Term  of  every  year  the  Saturday  before 
and  the  Tuesday  after  the  third  Sunday  in  June  shall  be  days  of 
General  Admission  ;  and  there  shall  be  Congregations  on  these 
days,  at  such  hours  as  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  appoint. 

First  Day  of  General  Adtnission;  for  Ordinary  Degrees 

12.  On  the  first  of  these  days  of  General  Admission  there 
shall  be  two  Congregations. 

13.  At  the  first  Congregation  the  supijlicats  of  candidates  for 
degrees  shall  be  presented  to  the  Senate  for  approval,  but  no 
degrees  shall  be  conferred. 
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14.  At  the  second  Congregation  candidates  who,  having  com- 
menced residence  in  the  Easter  Term  or  Michaelmas  Term  next 
but  two  preceding,  have  in  the  current  Easter  Term  completed 
the  requirements  for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree,  shall  be  entitled 
to  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  B.A. 

Other  candidates  for  the  Degree  of  B.A.  and  candidates  for  the 
Degi-ee  of  LL.B.  may  also  be  admitted  at  this  Congregation,  but 
in  their  case  the  fee  to  be  paid  for  the  Degree  shall  be  i^'lO.  10*. 

15.  All  candidates  from  the  same  College  shall  be  admitted  in 
alphabetical  order  immediately  after  presentation,  before  those 
from  the  College  next  in  order  are  presented. 

16.  Candidates  for  degrees  other  than  B.A.  or  LL.B.  may  also 
be  admitted  on  this  day. 

Second  Day  of  General  Admission  ;  for  Degrees  in  Honours 
General  Regulations 

17.  On  the  second  day  of  General  Admission  there  shall  be 
three^  Congregations. 

18.  At  the  first  Congregation  the  supplicats  of  candidates  for 
degrees  shall  be  presented  to  the  Senate  for  approval,  but  no 
degrees  shall  be  conferred. 

19.  At  the  second  and  third  ^  Congregations  degrees  shall  be 
conferred. 

20.  At  the  second  and  third  Congregations,  except  in  the  case 
of  degrees  other  than  B.A.  or  LL.B.,  no  candidate  shall  be 
admitted  to  a  degi'ee  unless  he  shall  : 

(a)  in  one  of  the  Tripos  examinations  immediately  preceding  have 
obtained  honours,  or  have  been  declared  to  have  deserved  an 
ordinary  degree,  or  have  otherwise  become  qualified  to  proceed 
to  the  degree  of  B.A.  or  LL.B. ; 

(6)  or  have  obtained  honours  iu  one  of  the  Tripos  examinations  held 
in  the  preceding  year  and  have  been  duly  certified  as  having 
subsequentlj'  jjursued  a  course  of  study,  in  accordance  with  the 
Eegulations  applicable  to  all  the  Honours  Triposes ; 

(c)  or  have  qualified  for  the  B.A.  degree  as  a  Research  Student  by 

a  certificate  of  research,  and  have  satisfied  the  other  require- 
ments for  the  B.A.  degree; 

[d]  or,  having  in  the  preceding  year  obtained  honours  in  a  Part  of  a 

Tripos  Examination  or  in  one  Section  of  the  Medieval  and 
Modern  Languages  Ti-ipos,  have  subsequently  passed  both 
Parts  of  the  Examination  in  Architectui'al  Studies. 

Special  Regulations  for  the  Second  Congregation 

21.  At  the  second  Congregation  candidates  for  degrees  other 
than  B.A.  or  LL.B.  shall  be  presented  and  admitted  in  the  order 
prescribed  by  Regulation  2. 

When  these  candidates  have  been  admitted,  candidates  for 
the  degrees  of  B.A.  and  LL.B.  who  belong  to  one  of  the  following 
Colleges,   namely.    King's   College,   Trinity  College,    St    John's 

1  As  in  consequence  of  the  War  the  number  of  candidates  for  Degrees  was  very  small,  the  third 
ConRregation  was  dispensed  with  in  June  1916. 
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College,  Peterhouse,  Clare  College,  and  Pembroke  College, 
shall  be  presented  and  admitted  in  the  above  order  of  Colleges, 
and  in  alphabetical  order  in  each  College  ;  the  candidates  for 
the  LL.B.  degree  being  presented  and  admitted,  also  in  alpha- 
betical order,  immediately  after  the  candidates  for  the  B.A. 
degree  in  each  College. 

Special  Regulations  for  the  Third  Congregation 

22.  At  the  Third  Congregation  candidates  for  degrees  other 
than  B.A.  or  LL.B.  shall  be  presented  and  admitted  in  the  order 
prescribed  by  Regulation  2. 

When  these  candidates  have  been  admitted,  candidates  for  the 
degrees  of  B.A.  and  LL.B.,  who  belong  to  one  of  the  following 
Colleges,  namely,  Gonville  and  Cains  College,  Trinity  Hall,  Corpus 
Christi  College,  Queens'  College,  St  Catharine's  College,  Jesus 
College,  Christ's  College,  Magdalene  College,  Emmanuel  College, 
Sidney  Sussex  College,  Downing  College  ;  together  with  members 
of  Seiwyn  College  Public  Hostel,  and  Non-Collegiate  students, 
shall  be  presented  and  admitted  in  the  above  order,  and  in 
alphabetical  order  in  each  College,  Public  Hostel,  or  the  Body 
of  Non-Collegiate  students  ;  the  candidates  for  the  LL.B.  degree 
being  x>resentod  and  admitted,  also  in  alphabetical  order,  imme- 
diately after  the  candidates  for  the  B.A.  degree  in  each  case. 

In  the  Michaelmas  Term 

23.  In  every  year  December  19  or,  if  that  day  be  a 
Sunday,  December  18  shall  be  a  day  of  General  Admission  to 
the  degrees  of  B.A.  and  LL.B.: 

(a)  for  candidates  who  would  have  beeu  entitled  to  proceed  to  the 

degree  of  B.A.  or  LL.B.  on  the  second  day  of  General  Admission 
in  the  preceding  Easter  Term,  if  they  had  completed  the  requi- 
site number  of  terms,  but  who  had  not  at  that  time  done  so ; 

(b)  for  candidates  who,  having   commenced  residence  in  the  Lent 

Term  next  but  two  preceding,  have  in  the  current  Michaelmas 
Term  completed  the  requirements  for  the  OrdiuaryB.A.  Degree; 

(c)  for  candidates  who  have  fulfilled  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the 

Statutes  and  Ordinances  for  Research  Students ; 

(d)  for  other  candidates,  but  in  their  cases  the  fee  to  be  paid  for  the 

degree  shall  be  £10.  10s. 

24.  Candidates  for  degrees  other  than  B.A.  or  LL.B.  may  also 
be  admitted  on  this  day. 


Graces  and  Supplicats  for  Degrees 

The  following  are  the  more  important  Regulations  governing 
the  granting  of  Graces  and  Supplicats  for  Degrees  : 

No  Degree  other  than  a  Degree  conferred  under  Stat.  A.  ch.  ii.  sec.  18 
honoris  causa  shall  be  conferred  out  of  Termi. 

1  Notwithstanding  this  Ordinance  it  has  been  usual  of  late  years  to  sanction  by  Special  Grace  the 
holding  of  a  Congrt^-ation  in  the  Long  Vac;ition  for  conferring  De;,Tees  in  Medicine  and  Surgery. 
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No  Degi'ee  sliall  be  conferred  upon  any  person  miless 

either  (1)  A  Grace  autliorising  the  conferring  of  the  Degree  of  which 
due  notice  has  been  given  has  been  approved  by  the  Senate  ; 

or  (2)  A  Supphcat  in  the  form  ]irescribed  by  tlie  Senate  duly  signed  by 
the  Head  or  Praelector  of  the  College  or  the  Principal  of  the  Hostel  to 
which  the  ap])licaut  belongs,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  Non-Collegiate  Student, 
bj'  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  or  by  the  Censor  of  Non-Collegiate 
Students,  or  by  their  respective  Deputies  (the  aforesaid  Officers  or  their 
Deputies  being  members  of  the  Senate  in  full  possession  of  their  i>rivileges 
as  such),  has  been  jiresented  to  and  approved  by  the  Senate. 

In  all  cases  in  which  residence  is  requu'ed  as  a  (pialification  for  a 
Degree,  a  Certificate  attesting  on  behalf  of  each  applicant  the  amount 
of  the  residence  which  he  has  duly  kept,  must  be  previously  presented 
to  and  approved  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate;  such  Certilicate  being 
given  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Head  of  the  College,  or  the  Princii)al 
of  the  Hostel  to  which  the  applicant  belongs,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  Non- 
Collegiate  Student,  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Non-Collegiate 
Students,  or  of  their  i-espective  Deputies. 

No  Grace  for  a  Degi'ee  shall  be  in  force  longer  than  one  calendar  year 
from  the  date  of  its  approval  by  the  Senate. 

Except  as  hereinafter  provided  no  degree  shall  be  conferred  miless  the 
Supplicat  and  Certificate  of  terms  (if  necessary)  have  l)een  sent  in  to  the 
Registrary  not  later  than  10  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which 
the  degree  is  to  be  conferred,  or  in  the  case  of  a  degree  to  be  conferred  on 
a  day  of  General  Admission  not  later  than  10  o'clock  on  the  morning 
of  the  day  next  but  three  (exclusive  of  Sunday)  iireceding. 

In  cases  in  which  this  rule  has  not  been  complied  with  the  degree  may 
nevertheless  be  conferred  if  the  necessary  documents  have  been  sent  to 
the  Eegistrary  in  time  to  be  laid  before  the  Council  with  the  necessary 
information  respecting  the  candidate,  a  fee  of  £1  in  addition  to  the  usual 
degree  fee  having  been  paid  to  the  proper  authority,  but  the  aforesaid 
additional  fee  shall  not  be  charged  in  cases  in  which  the  current  term 
(being  one  of  those  mentioned  in  the  Certificate)  has  not  been  kept  on  the 
day  preceding  that  on  which  the  Certificate  ought  to  be  sent  in ,  provided 
that  the  Supplicat  has  been  duly  sent  in  with  a  notice  of  the  cause  of  the 
delay  of  the  Certificate  of  Terms. 

Special  Graces 

That  the  Graces  for  the  admission  by  proxy  to  Degrees  or  titles  of 
Degrees,  and  all  "  Special  Graces"  for  admission  to  Degrees  or  titles  of 
Degrees,  be  in  the  form  of  Supplicats. 

That  "Special  Graces  "  be  jn-oposed  to  the  Senate  by  themselves 
immediately  after  the  Graces  on  the  Grace  Paiier  for  the  day  have  been 
disposed  of. 

That  the  form  of  the  Supplicat  on  behalf  of  a  candidate  for  a  Degree 
by  proxy  be  tlie  same  as  that  on  behalf  of  an  ordinary  candidate  for  the 
same  Degree  with  the  addition  of  the  words  "  et  ut  absens  admittatur  per 
procuratorem  suum." 

That  in  the  case  of  Graduates  to  whom  the  Senate  has  gi-anted 
Honorary  Degrees  under  Stat.  A,  Chap.  II,  Sect.  18,  Par.  1  or  Par.  2,  and 
whom  it  is  proposed  to  admit  by  proxy,  a  separate  Grace  be  offered  for 
such  admission. 
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Application  for  leave  to  proceed  to  a  Degree  in  absence 
The  Vice-Chancellor  begs  leave  to  inform  Tutors  and  Praelectors  of 
Colleges  that,  in  futiu'e,  applications  for  permission  to  proceed  to  Degrees 
in  absentia  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Itegistrary,  and  not  direct  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

Such  applications  should  reach  the  Kegistrary  at  least  ten  days  before 
he  Congi'egation  at  which  it  is  desired  that  the  Degree  should  be  taken. 

The  Registrary  will  then  forward  the  applications  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate. 

Forms  of  Supplicats  for  Degrees 
Graces  for  Degrees  not  conferred  honoris  causa  (or  Supplicats 
as  tliey  are  commonly  termed)  have  the  name  of  the  College  or 
Public  Hostel  to  which  the  applicant  belongs,  or,  if  he  be  a  Non- 
Collegiate  Student,  the  heading  "  Non-Collegiate  Students' 
Board  "  and  the  date  of  the  day  on  which  the  Supplicat  is  to  be 
presented  prefixed,  and  are  signed  by  the  Head  or  Praelector  of 
the  College  or  Hostel  of  the  applicant  or  in  the  case  of  a  Non- 
Collegiate  Student  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  or  the  Censor 
of  Non-Collegiate  Students. 

In  cases  wiiere  residence  is  required  as  a  qualification  for  a 
Degree  the  Supplicat  must  state  the  number  of  terms  which 
have  been  kept ;  and  if  the  Senate  be  asked  to  allow  any  term 
which  has  not  been  kej)t,  the  reason  of  the  applicant's  having 
failed  to  keep  the  term  must  be  stated  in  the  Supplicat. 

The  ordinary  form  of  Supplicat  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  is  as  follows  :

The  Divinity,  Law,  and  Physic  Schools  are  open  during  the 
whole  of  every  Terra,  and  the  keeping  of  all  Acts  is  entirely  at 
the  discretion  Of  the  respective  Professors. 

The  Scarlet  Days  are  Christmas  Day,  Easter  Day,  Ascension 
Day,  Whitsunday,'  Trinity  Sunday,  All  Saints'  Day,  the  First 
Sunday  in  JVovember  (the  day  for  the  Commemoration  of  Bene- 
factors), Commencement  Tuesday  (the  Tuesday  next  preceding 
June  24),  and  any  other  days  for  which  the  Vice-Chancellor  gives 
notice.  It  has  been  customary  of  late  years  for  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  to  give  notice  that  Scarlet  will  be  worn  on  the  first 
day  of  General  Admission  in  the  Easter  Term  (held  on  the 
Saturday  before  Commencement  Tuesday),  and  also  on  the  day  in 
June  on  which  a  Congregation  is  usually  held  for  conferring 
Honorary  Degrees  upon  distinguished  men. 

All  Festivals,  Saints'  Days,  and  Sundays,  are  surplice-days, 
and  the  evenings  preceding  are  surplice-evenings. 

Inceptors  in  Arts 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  may  be  admitted  Inceptor  in  Arts  at  the  end 
of  six  years  from  the  end  of  his  first  term  of  residence,  provided 
that  not  less  than  two  years  have  elapsed  from  his  Inauguration. 
An  Inceptor  in  Arts  becomes  a  complete  Master  of  Arts  by 
creation  on  ^he  Tuesday  immediately  preceding  the  last  day  of 
Easter  Term.     (See  p.  208.) 
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Bachelor  of  Divinity 

A  Master  of  Arts  or  Law  may  be  admitted  to  the  Degree  of 
Bachelor  in  Divinity  on  the  eleventh  of  June  in  the  seventh  year 
from  his  creation,  or  on  any  later  day. 

Old  Regulations 

1.  A  Master  of  Arts,  proceeding  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity,  shall  be  required,  at  some  time  after  the  expiration  of  four  years 
from  his  creation,  either  (1)  to  keep  one  Act,  or  (2)  to  print  a  Dissertation 
composed  l>y  himself  in  Latm  or  English  on  some  subject  connected  with 
Biblical  Criticism,  Exegesis,  or  History,  or  with  the  Evidences  of  Christi- 
anity, or  with  Dogmatic  Theology,  or  with  Ecclesiastical  Histoiy,  Litera- 
ture, or  Antiquities. 

2.  The  Act  shall  be  kept  in  the  following  manner : 

The  Regius  Professor  of  the  Faculty  shall  assign  the  day  and  liour 
when  the  Exercise  shall  be  kept ; 

The  Professor,  or  some  Graduate  of  the  Faculty,  who  is  a  Member  of 
the  Senate,  deputed  by  him,  shall  preside  over  the  Exercise; 

The  candidate  shall  read  a  Thesis,  composed  in  Latin  by  himself  on 
some  subject  approved  hj  the  Professor;  the  Professor,  or  Graduate 
presiding,  shall  bring  forward  arguments  or  objections  in  English  for  the 
candidate  to  answer,  and  shall  examine  him  in  English  viva  voce  as  well 
on  questions  connected  with  his  Thesis  as  on  other  subjects  in  the  Faculty 
of  a  more  general  nature;  the  Exercise  bemg  made  to  continue  at  least 
one  horn- ; 

Public  notice  of  the  Act  shall  be  given  by  fixing  on  the  door  of  the 
University  Schools,  eight  days  at  least  before  the  assigned  time,  a  written 
paper  specifying  the  name  and  College  of  the  candidate,  the  day  and  hoiu" 
appointed  for  the  Exercise,  and  the  subject  of  the  Thesis :  copies  of  the 
notice  shall  be  delivered  also,  at  the  same  time,  to  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  to  the  Professor. 

3.  The  subject  of  the  Dissertation  shall  be  approved  beforehand  by  the 
Professors  of  Divinitj-  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

4.  The  Dissertation  shall  be  sent  either  printed  or  in  manuscript  to 
the  Kegius  Professor  of  Dinnity. 

5.  If  the  Professors  of  Divinity,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  accejit  the 
Dissertation  as  satisfactory,  the  Eegius  Professor  shall  fix  a  daj'  on  which 
the  candidate  shall  present  hunself  for  examination. 

6.  In  aU  cases  where  the  votes  are  equal,  the  Kegius  Professor  shall 
have  a  casting  vote. 
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7.  A  Graduate  in  Divinity  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  Grace  of  the 
Senate  on  the  nomination  of  the  Board  of  Theological  Studies  at  the 
second  Congi-egation  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  to  act  as  Assessor  to  the 
Regius  Professor  of  Divinity  in  conducting  the  Examination. 

8.  The  Regius  Professor  of  Divinity  shall  give  public  notice  of  the 
Examination  by  fixing  on  the  door  of  the  University  Schools,  eight  days  at 
least  before  the  assigned  time,  a  wi-itten  paper  specifying  the  name  and 
College  of  the  candidate,  the  subject  of  his  Dissertation,  and  the  day,  hour, 
and  place  appomted  for  the  Examination ;  copies  of  the  notice  shall  be 
delivered  also  at  the  same  time  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  to  the  Professors 
of  Divinity  and  to  the  Assessor  of  the  Piegius  Professor  of  Divinity. 

9.  The  candidate  shall  be  examined  by  the  Regius  Professor  and  his 
Assessor  as  well  on  subjects  connected  with  his  Dissertation  as  on  other 
subjects  in  the  faculty  of  a  more  general  natiu-e;  and  the  Examination 
shall  be  conducted  in  writing,  but  the  Examiners  shall  have  the  power  of 
putting  viva  voce  questions  if  they  consider  it  necessai-y.  No  candidate 
shall  be  approved  for  the  Degree  unless  the  Exammers  decide  that  he  has 
passed  the  Examination  satisfactorily,  or  unless  he  be  specially  exempted 
under  Regulation  11. 

10.  If  the  Regius  Professor  be  unable  to  take  part  in  the  Examination, 
some  Graduate  in  Divinity,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  deputed 
by  him  to  preside  in  his  stead. 

11.  The  Professors,  if  unanimous,  shall  have  power  to  exempt  the 
candidate  from  this  Examination,  where  the  special  merits  of  his  Disserta- 
tion or  of  his  published  works  appear  to  them  sufficient  to  entitle  him  to  a 
Degree. 

12.  The  Degree  shall  not  be  gi-anted  until  the  Dissertation  has  been 
printed;  and  the  candidate  in  printing  the  Dissertation  shall  not  be  at 
liberty  to  make  any  alteration  or  addition  without  the  leave  of  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Divinity. 

13.  The  candidate  shall  send  a  printed  copy  of  his  Dissertation  to  the 
Vice-Chaucellor,  to  each  of  the  Professors  of  Divinity,  and  to  the  Uni- 
versity Library. 

14.  If  and  when  a  candidate  has  satisfied  the  foregoing  conditions 
qualifying  him  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divuiity,  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessor of  Divinity  shall  certify  the  Registrary  to  that  effect.  The  certi- 
ficate shall  be  published  in  the  University  Beporter  and  shall  be  preserved 
in  the  Registry. 

New  Regulations 
(Grace  of  21  Nov.,  1914) 

1.  A  Master  of  Arts,  proceeding  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity, 
shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Registrary,  who  shall  forthwith 
communicate  his  application  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  for 
Divinity  for  consideration  by  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  Special  Board. 

2.  Such  candidate  shall  be  required  (1)  to  satisfy  the  Degree  Committee 
of  the  Special  Board  that  he  jjossesses  a  competent  knowledge  of  Christian 
Theology  (see  Regulation  3) ;  (2)  either  (a)  to  submit  a  Dissertation  composed 
by  himself  on  some  subject  connected  with  Bibhcal  Exegesis,  Criticism,  or 
History;  the  Nature  and  Grounds  of  Christian  Behef ;  Dogmatic  Theology; 
the  study  of  other  Religions  in  relation  to  the  Christian  Rehgion ;  Eccles- 
iastical History,  Antiquities,  or  Literature ;  or  the  Philosophy  of  Rehgion ; 
or  (6)  to  specify  the  pubhshed  contribution  or  contributions  to  the  knowledge 
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of  one  or  more  of  the  above  subjects  on  which  liis  claim  for  the  degree  is 
based. 

3.  A  candidate's  knowledge  of  Christian  Theology  shall  be  shewn  either 
{a)  by  the  character  of  his  Dissertation  or  of  his  pubhshed  w^orks,  or  (b)  by 
his  having  passed  at  any  time  after  his  first  degree  an  examination  for  the 
purpose  (see  Regulation  4),  or  (c)  by  his  having  obtained  a  first  or  second 
class  in  Part  I,  or  in  Section  2  or  Section  4  of  Part  II,  of  the  Theological 
Tripos. 

4.  The  examination  shall  consist  of  four  papers,  viz.  on  the  Old 
Testament,  the  New  Testament,  Christian  Doctrine,  and  Church  History. 
The  Old  Testament  paper  shall  contain  questions  on  introduction,  exegesis, 
and  theology,  and  passages  for  translation:  but  a  knowledge  of  Hebrew 
shall  not  be  regarded  as  indispensable.  The  New  Testament  paper  shall 
contain  questions  on  introduction,  exegesis,  and  theology,  and  passages  for 
translation.  The  papers  on  Christian  Doctrine  and  Church  History  shall 
contain,  besides  general  questions,  passages  from  ecclesiastical  writers  for 
translation  and  discussion.  Alternative  questions  shall  be  set  in  all  the 
papers. 

Candidates  for  the  examination  shall  send  in  their  names  to  the  Eegistrary 
not  later  than  the  1st  of  October  in  the  year  in  which  they  intend  to  present 
themselves.  The  examination  shall  be  held  once  a  year  in  the  Michaehnas 
Term,  on  days  to  be  fixed  by  the  Degree  Committee,  who  shall  appoint 
examiners  to  conduct  the  examination,  of  whom  at  least  two  shall  be  of 
their  own  number.  These  examiners  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  two  guineas 
for  each  paper  set.  The  Degree  Committee  may  grant  permission  to  a 
candidate  to  take  the  examination  in  two  parts,  or  to  enter  again  for  a  subject 
in  which  he  has  failed.  The  candidate  shall  pay  a  fee  of  three  guineas  for 
the  whole  examination,  or  two  guineas  for  each  part,  if  the  examination  is 
taken  in  two  parts.  He  shall  pay  one  guinea  for  being  examined  in  a  subject 
in  which  he  has  previously  failed. 

5.  In  any  case  where  a  candidate  for  the  degree  specifies  a  pubhshed 
work  or  works  as  the  basis  of  his  claim  for  the  degree,  he  shall  when  making 
his  application  send  to  the  Registrary  a  copy  of  each  of  the  works  in  question. 
A  candidate  who  presents  a  Dissertation  shall  send  it  to  the  Registrary 
along  with  his  application. 

Every  candidate  when  making  his  application  shall  send  to  the  Registrary 
a  fee  of  five  pounds  for  the  University  Chest.  If  the  application  is  granted, 
this  sum  shall  fonn  part  of  the  University  fee  for  the  degree. 

6.  If  the  Degree  Conmiittee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  Dissertation 
or  the  published  works  constitute  prima  facie  a  quaUfication  for  a  degree, 
they  shall  obtain  reports  upon  them  from  two  referees,  who  may  be  members 
of  the  Committee  or  not.  These  reports  shall  be  treated  as  confidential 
documents.  If  referees  are  not  appointed  the  fee  of  five  pounds  paid  by 
the  applicant  under  Regulation  5  shall  be  returned  to  him. 

7.  The  Committee  shall  direct  that  a  fee  of  fifty  shilUngs  shall  be  paid 
from  the  University  Chest  to  each  referee. 

8.  In  the  case  of  a  candidate  who  submits  a  Dissertation,  the  Degree 
Committee  shall  have  the  power  of  putting  mva  voce  questions  if  they 
consider  it  necessary. 

9.  No  final  resolution  on  the  subject  of  the  grant  of  a  degree  shall  be 
taken  except  at  a  meeting  at  which  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  INIembers 
of  the  Committee  are  present,  and  the  degree  shall  not  be  granted  unless 
those  voting  in  favour  of  it  form  a  majority  of  the  whole  Committee.  If  it 
be  decided  to  grant  the  degree,  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  publish  the  name 
of  the  candidate  as  approved  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity. 

10.  If  the  Committee  either  without  obtaining  a  report  or  after  receiving 
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the  report  of  the  referees  shall  be  of  opinion  that  a  degree  ought  not  to  be 
granted,  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  shall  inform  the  Registrary, 
who  shall  communicate  the  decision  to  the  candidate. 

11.  No  candidate  for  a  degree  shall  be  present  at  the  deUberations  of 
the  Committee  respecting  his  own  case. 

12.  Where  a  candidate  has  based  his  claim  for  a  degree  on  a  Dissertation 
not  previously  printed,  the  degree  shall  not  be  granted  until  the  Dissertation 
has  been  printed ;  and  the  candidate  in  printing  the  Dissertation  shall  not 
be  at  liberty  to  make  any  alteration  or  addition  without  the  leave  of  the 
Chaimiau  of  the  Special  Board.  The  candidate  shall  send  a  printed  copy 
of  liis  Dissertation  to  the  Regius  Professor  of  Divinity  and  to  the  University 
Library. 

13.  The  fee  payable  on  admission  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
shall  be  £10. 

14.  Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  shall  be  presented 
for  their  degree  by  the  Regius  Professor  of  Divinity  or  by  a  Doctor  of 
Divinity  deputed  by  Mm. 

Doctor  of  Divinity 
A  Doctor  Desij^nate  in  Divinity  must  be  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
of  not  less  than  five  years'  standing.  But  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
of  not  less  than  twelve  years'  standing  from  the  Degree  of  Master 
of  Arts  or  Master  of  Law  may  by  a  Special  Grace  of  the  Senate 
be  admitted  to  the  title  of  Doctor  Designate  in  Divinity  on  the 
performance  of  the  requisite  Exercises.  Doctors  Designate  are 
created  Doctors  without  their  personal  attendance  on  the  Tuesday 
immediately  preceding  the  last  day  of  the  Easter  Term. 

Old  Begulations 

1.  A  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  proceeding  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity,  shall  be  required  to  priut  a  Dissertation  composed  by  himself 
in  Latin  or  English  on  some  subject  connected  with  Biblical  Criticism, 
Exegesis,  or  History,  or  with  the  Evidences  of  Clu'istiauity,  or  with 
Dogmatic  Theologj-,  or  with  Ecclesiastical  History,  Literature,  or  Antiqui- 
ties. 

2.  The  subject  of  the  Dissertation  shall  be  approved  beforehand  by  the 
Professors  of  Divinity,  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

3.  The  Dissertation  shall  be  sent  either  printed  or  in  manuscript  to 
the  Eegius  Professor  of  Divinity. 

4.  No  candidate  shall  be  approved  for  the  Degree,  whose  Dissertation 
shall  not  liave  been  accepted  as  satisfactory  by  the  Professors  of  Divinity 
by  a  majority  of  votes. 

5.  In  all  cases  where  the  votes  are  equal,  the  Regius  Professor  shall 
have  a  casting  vote. 

6.  The  Degree  shill  not  be  granted  until  the  Dissertation  has  been 
printed;  and  the  candidate  in  printing  the  Dissertation  shall  not  be  at 
liberty  to  make  any  alteration  or  addition  without  the  leave  of  the  Eegius 
Professor  of  Divinity. 

7.  Tlie  candidate  shall  send  a  printed  copy  of  his  Dissertation  to  the 
Vice-ChaiiceUor,  to  each  of  the  Professors  of  Divinity,  and  to  the  Uni- 
versity Library. 

8.  When  the  Dissertation  of  a  candidate  has  been  accepted  and  has 
been  printed,  the  Regius  Pi'ofessor  of  Di\  initj-  shall  send  a  certificate  to 
that  effect  to  the  Vice- Chancellor  for  preservation  in  the  Registry:  and 
the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  publish  the  name  of  the  Candidate  as  approved 
for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Divhiity. 
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New  Regulations 
(Grace  of  21  Nov.,  1914) 

1.  A  Bachelor  of  Divinity,  proceeding  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity,  shall  make  aiiplication  in  writing  to  the  Registrary,  who  shall 
forthwith  communicate  his  appHcation  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Special 
Board  for  Divinity  tor  consideration  by  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  Special 
Board. 

2.  Such  candidate  shall  either  {a)  specify  the  published  contribution  or 
contributions  to  the  knowledge  of  one  or  more  of  the  following  subjects 
upon  which  his  claim  for  the  degree  is  based — viz.  Biblical  Exegesis,  Criticism, 
or  History ;  the  Nature  and  Cirounds  of  Christian  Belief ;  Dogmatic  Theology ; 
the  study  of  other  Religions  in  relation  to  the  Christian  Religion ;  Eccles- 
iastical History,  Antiquities,  or  Literature;  or  the  Philosophy  of  Religion — 
or  such  other  subject  connected  with  Christian  Theology  as  the  Degree 
Committee  may  from  time  to  time  approve;  or  (6)  submit  a  Dissertation 
composed  by  himself  for  the  purpose  on  one  or  more  of  the  above  subjects, 
accompanied  or  not  by  reference  to  such  published  works. 

3.  In  any  case  where  a  candidate  for  the  degree  specifies  a  published 
work  or  works  as  the  basis  of  his  claim  for  the  degree  he  shall  when  making 
his  application  send  to  the  Registrary  a  copy  of  each  of  the  works  in  question. 

Every  candidate  when  making  his  application  shall  send  to  the  Registrary 
a  fee  of  ten  guineas  for  the  University  Chest.  If  the  application  is  granted, 
this  sum  shall  fonn  part  of  the  University  fee  for  the  degree. 

4.  If  the  Degree  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  Dissertation 
or  the  published  works  or  both  together  constitute  prima  facie  a  qualification 
for  a  degree,  they  shall  obtain  reports  upon  them  from  not  less  than  two 
referees,  who  may  be  members  of  the  Committee  or  not.  These  reports 
shall  be  treated  as  confidential  documents.  If  referees  are  not  appointed, 
the  fee  of  ten  guineas  paid  by  the  applicant  under  Regulation  3  shall  be 
returned  to  him. 

5.  The  Committee  shall  direct  that  a  fee  not  less  than  three  guineas 
and  not  more  than  five  guineas,  shall  be  paid  from  the  University  Chest 
to  each  referee. 

6.  If  the  Committee  be  of  opinion  that  the  degree  should  be  granted, 
their  resolution  to  that  effect,  with  the  names  of  those  present,  and  of  those 
voting  on  either  side,  shall  be  communicated  to  the  General  Board  of 
Studies,  accompanied  by  the  reports  of  the  referees. 

7.  No  final  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  grant 
of  a  decree  shall  be  taken  except  at  a  meeting  at  which  not  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  Members  of  the  Committee  are  present. 

8.  If  the  General  Board  of  Studies  after  receiving  such  communication 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  degree  ought  to  be  conferred,  the  Vice-Chancellor 
shall  publish  the  name  of  the  candidate  as  approved  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity. 

9.  If  the  Committee  either  without  obtaining  a  report  or  after  receiving 
the  report  of  the  referees  shall  be  of  opinion  that  a  degree  ought  not  to  be 
granted,  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  for  Divinity  shall  inform  the 
Registrary,  who  shall  communicate  this  decision  to  the  candidate. 

10.  No  candidate  for  a  degree  shall  be  present  at  the  deliberations 
either  of  the  Degree  Committee  or  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies  respecting 
his  own  case. 

11.  Where  a  candidate  has  based  his  claim  for  a  degree  either  wholly 
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or  in  part  on  a  Dissertation  not  previously  printed,  the  degree  shall  not 
be  granted  until  the  Dissertation  has  been  printed;  and  the  candidate  in 
printing  the  Dissertation  shall  not  be  at  hberty  to  make  any  alteration  or 
addition  without  the  leave  of  the  Chaimian  of  the  Special  Board.  The 
candidate  shall  send  a  printed  copy  of  his  Dissertation  to  the  Regius  Professor 
of  Divinity  and  to  the  University  Library. 

12.  The  fee  payable  on  admission  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity 
shall  be  £25.  ^ 

13.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  shall  be  presented 
for  their  degree  by  the  Regius  Professor  of  Divinity  or  by  a  Doctor  of 
Divinity  deputed  by  him. 

Temporary  Regulations 

(i)  Until  the  31st  day  of  December,  1919,  candidates  for  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  who,  being  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England, 
would,  if  the  former  Statutes  and  Regulations  had  remained  in  force,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Degree  Committee  have  been  admitted  to  that  degree  without 
Examination,  shall  still  be  so  admitted  to  it. 

(ii)  For  the  same  period  members  of  the  University,  who  are  of  standing 
to  take  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  and  who  under  the  former  Statutes 
would  have  been  precluded  from  taking  a  degree  in  Divinity,  may  be  allowed 
to  take  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  and  Doctor  of  Divinity  at  one 
and  the  same  Congregation,  provided  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  Special 
Board  for  Divinity  are  satisfied  (a)  that  they  possess  a  competent  knowledge 
of  Christian  Theology,  (h)  that  the  work  offered  by  them  is  in  quality  and 
amount  sufficient  to  entitle  th^m  to  both  degrees. 

TI.    The  above  Ordinances  come  into  force  as  from  1  January  1915. 


Proceedings  in   Law 

Bachelok  of  Law 

Students  in  Law  who  have  kept  by  residence  at  least  nine 
terms  and  liave  passed  the  prescribed  examinations  may  be 
admitted  to  the  title  of  Bachelor  Designate  in  Law.  After 
such  admission  they  have  the  same  rank  and  privileges  as 
Bachelors  Designate  in  Arts.  They  are  inaugurated  Bachelors 
of  Law  at  tlie  time  prescribed  by  the  University  and  have  then 
the  same  rank  and  privileges  as  Bachelors  of  Arts. 

Bachelors  of  Arts  also  who  have  done  all  that  is  required  by 
the  University  may  be  admitted  to  the  title  of  Bachelor  Designate 
in  Law  and  are  afterwards  inaugurated  Bachelors  of  Law. 

1.  Any  graduate  who  desires  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Law  shall  be  required  to  satisfy  the  Examiners  for  the  Law  Tripos 
Examination  in  both  Parts,  or  (according  to  the  followmg  provisions)  in 
one  Part,  of  that  Examination  by  attainuig  therein  the  minimum  standard 
for  Honours,  and  to  pay  the  fee  hereinafter  made  payable,  by  Piegulation  11 
for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Law. 

If  he  shall  have  obtained  Honours  in  any  of  the  Honours  Exammatious 
of  the  University  other  than  the  First  Part  of  the  Law  Tripos,  he  shall  so 
satisfy  the  Examiners  in  the  First  or,  at  his  option,  the  Second  Part. 

If  he  shall  have  obtained  Honours  in  the  First  Part  of  the  Law  Tripos 
but  not  in  any  other  of  the  Honours  Examinations,  he  shall  so  satisfy  the 
Examiners  in  the  Second  Part. 

If  he  shall  not  have  obtained  Honours  in  any  of  the  Honours  Examin- 
ations, he  shall  so  satisfy  the  Examiners  in  both  Parts,  and  may  present 
himself  for  the  two  Parts  in  the  same  year  or  in  different  years. 

2.  The  above  regulation  as  to  graduates  proceeding  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Law  came  into  force  immediately  after  the  publication  of  the 
class  list  for  the  Law  Tripos  of  1889 ;  but  every  person  who  was  at  that 
time  entitled  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law  without  further 
examination  contmues  to  be  so  entitled. 

Master  of  Law 
Bachelors  of  Law  or  Bachelors  of  Arts  who  have  done  all  that 
is  required  by  the  University  may  be  admitted  Incej^tors  in 
Law  at  the  end  of  six  years  from  the  end  of  their  first  term 
of  residence,  provided  that  not  less  than  two  years  have 
elapsed  since  their  inauguration.  After  such  admission  they 
have  the  same  rank  and  privileges  as  Inceptors  in  Arts.     They 
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are  created  Masters  of  Law  at  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Univer- 
sity and  have  then  the  same  rank  and  privileges  as  Masters 
of  Arts. 

Masters  of  Arts  also  who  have  done  all  that  is  required  by  the 
University  may  be  admitted  Inceptors  in  Law,  and  are  after- 
wards created  Masters  of  Law,  and  do  not  thereby  lose  their 
rank  and  privileges. 

An  Inceptor  of  Law  is  created  Master,  without  personal 
attendance,  on  the  Tuesday  immediately  preceding  the  last  day 
of  Easter  Term. 

1.  On  proceeding  to  the  degi'ee  of  Master  of  Law  no  fui-ther  examin- 
ation or  exercise  shall  be  required  of  a  candidate  who  under  the  regulations 
for  the  Law  Tripos  has  become  entitled  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Law,  provided  he  has  attained  the  standard  of  a  first  class  in 
both  Parts  of  the  Law  Ti-ipos:  but  no  such  candidate  shall,  for  this 
purpose,  be  allowed  to  enter  for  a  Part  in  which  he  has  ah-eady  been 
examined,  la  other  cases  no  one  shall  incept  in  Law  unless  he  has 
obtamed  permission  under  these  Eegulations. 

2.  Every  applicant  for  such  permission  must  be  a  Bachelor  of  Law  or 
a  Master  or  a  Bachelor  of  Ai-ts. 

3.  Every  applicant  must  have  (a)  obtained  Honours  in  one  Part  of 
the  Law  Tripos,  or  (h)  satisfied  the  Exammers  by  obtainmg  an  honours 
standard  in  one  Part  of  the  Law  Tripos,  or  (c)  become  qualified  to  practise 
as  a  ban-ister  or  solicitor  in  England  or  Ireland  or  as  an  advocate  or  law 
agent  in  Scotland. 

4.  Evei-y  applicant  shall  make  his  application  in  writing  to  the 
Chau'man  of  the  Special  Board  for  Law  and  shall  submit  to  the  Degree 
Committee  of  the  said  Board  a  dissertation  that  he  has  composed  upon 
some  branch  of  law  or  of  the  history  or  philosophy  of  law. 

5.  The  dissertation  (which  may  be  in  print  or  m  manuscript  and  pub- 
lished or  unpublished)  may,  if  the  Board  think  fit,  be  referred  to  one  or 
more  persons  appointed  by  the  Committee,  who  may  or  may  not  be 
members  of  the  Committee,  and  who  shall  have  a  discretionary  i>ower  to 
examine  the  candidate  either  orally  or  in  wi-itmg  upon  the  subject  of  the 
dissertation  and  shall  report  thei-eon  to  the  Committee. 

The  applicant  is  required  to  state,  generally  in  a  preface  to  his  disser- 
tation and  specifically  in  notes,  the  sources  from  which  his  infonnatiou  is 
taken,  the  extent  to  which  he  has  availed  himself  of  the  work  of  others, 
and  the  xwrtions  of  the  dissertation  which  he  claims  as  original. 

6.  If  the  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  work  of  reporting  on 
the  dissertation  is  such  as  to  require  remimeratiou,  they  may  direct  that  a 
fee  of  two  guineas  be  paid  from  the  University  Chest  to  each  referee. 

7.  If  the  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  dissertation  is  of 
sufficient  merit  to  entitle  the  candidate  to  incept  in  Law,  their  resolution 
to  that  etfect  with  the  names  of  those  present  and  of  those  voting  on  either 
side  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  Board,  and  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  certified  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor  for  preservation  in  the  liegistry,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor 
shaU  publish  the  name  of  the  candidate  as  being  ijermitted  to  incept  in  Law. 

A  copy  of  the  dissertation  shall  also  be  deposited  in  the  University 
Library. 

8.  No  candidate  shall  be  present  at  the  deliberations  of  the  Committee 
respecting  his  own  case. 
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9.  No  final  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  granting 
permission  to  incept  shall  be  taken  except  at  a  meeting  at  whicli  not  less 
tlian  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  are  present.  No  such 
resolution  shall  be  carried  unless  a  majority  of  those  members  of  the 
Committee  who  are  present  vote  in  its  favour. 

10.  If  the  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  permission  should 
not  be  gi-anted,  the  Chau-man  of  the  Board  shall  inform  the  candidate  of 
the  fact. 

11.  Every  giadnate  who  presents  himself  for  a  Part  of  tlie  Law  Tripos 
but  not  as  a"  candidate  for  Honours,  and  every  gi-aduate  who,  without 
having  previously  obtained  Honours  in  or  satisfied  the  Examiners  in  either 
Part  of  that  Tripos,  submits  a  dissertation  imder  these  Regulations  shall 
pay  a  fee  of  three  guineas.  Such  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Eegistrary  for 
the  University  Chest. 

12.  In  the  above  Eegulations  the  term  'the  Degi-ee  Committee'  shall 
mean  a  Conuiiittee  constituted  in  accordance  with  clause  3  of  the  Eegula- 
tions for  Students  in  Science  and  Letters  (see  p.  206). 

13.  The  above  Eegulations  came  into  force  on  the  21st  of  June, 
1896.  and  as  from  that  date  all  the  existing  Regulations  relating  to  the 
qualifications  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Law  (except  as  is  hereinafter 
provided)  were  rescinded. 

Provided  that  evei-y  person  who  was  then  entitled  to  proceed  to  the 
Degree  of  Master  of  Law  without  further  examination  or  test  contmues  to 
be  so  entitled. 

Doctor  of  Law 
Masters  of  Law  who  have  clone  all  that  is  required  by  the 
L^uiversity  may  be  admitted  to  the  title  of  Doctor  Designate  in 
Law  at  the  end  of  five  years  from  their  creation,  and  after  such 
admission  they  ai'e  created  Doctors  at  the  time  prescribed  by 
the  University. 

1.  A  Master  of  Law  desirous  of  proceedmg  to  the  degree  of  Doctor 

of  Law  shall  make  his  application  in  writing  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Special 
Board  for  Law  and  shall  send  therewith  a  copy  of  the  original  contributions 
to  the  advancement  of  the  science  or  study  of  law  upon  which  his  claim 
for  the  degree  is  based,  and  such  application  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Degi'ee  Committee  of  the  said  Board. 

2.  If  the  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  such  contributions  con- 
stitute prima  facie  a  qualification  for  the  degree,  they  shall  obtain  reports 
upon  them  from  not  less  than  two  persons,  who  may  or  may  not  be 
members  of  the  Committee.  These  reports  shall  be  treated  as  confidential 
documents. 

3.  If  the  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  work  of  reportmg 
upon  such  contributions  is  such  as  to  require  remuneration,  they  may 
direct  that  a  fee  not  exceeding  five  guineas  shall  be  paid  from  the  Chest  to 
each  referee. 

4.  If  the  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  degree  should  be 
granted,  their  resolution  to  that  effect  with  the  names  of  those  present 
and  of  those  voting  on  either  side  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the 
Board,  and  a  copy  of  the  resolution  certified  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  shall  be  sent  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  preservation  in  the  Registry, 
and  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  pubUsh  the  name  of  the  Candidate  as 
approved  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Law. 
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5.  No  candidate  shall  be  present  at  tlie  deliberations  of  the  Committee 
respecting  his  own  case. 

6.  No  final  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  grant  of 
a  degree  shall  be  taken  except  at  a  meeting  at  which  not  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  are  present.  No  such  resolution 
shall  be  carried  unless  a  majority  of  those  members  of  the  Committee  who 
are  present  vote  in  its  favour. 

7.  If  the  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  degi-ee  should  not  be 
granted,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  inform  the  candidate  of  the 
fact. 

8.  Every  candidate  upon  making  his  application  shall  pay  a  fee  of  ten 
guineas.  Such  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Eegistrary  for  the  University 
Chest. 

9.  In  the  above  Regulations  the  term  '  the  Degree  Committee '  shall 
mean  a  Committee  constituted  in  accordance  with  clause  3  of  the  Regula- 
tions for  Students  in  Science  and  Letters  (see  p.  20(5). 


T^roceeding^s  in   Medicine 

o 


and  Surgery 


A  Student  must  have  kept  by  residence  at  least  nine  terms 
and  must  have  passed  the  prescribed  examinations  before  he 
can  be  admitted  Bachelor  Designate  in  Medicine  or  Bachelor 
Designate  in  Surgery.  A  Bachelor  of  Arts  who  has  done  all  that 
is  required  by  tlie  University  may  be  admitted  also. 

A  Bachelor  of  Medicine  in  the  ninth  term  after  Inauguration, 
and  a  Master  of  Arts  in  the  twelfth  term  after  creation,  may  be 
admitted  Doctor  Designate  in  Medicine. 

A  Bachelor  of  Surgery  who  has  done  all  that  is  required  by 
the  University  may  be  admitted  Inceptor  in  Surgery  after  three 
years  from  Inauguration.  A  Master  of  Arts  who  is  similarly 
qualified  may  be  admitted  also. 

A  Doctor  Designate  in  Medicine  is  created  Doctor,  and  an  In- 
ceptor in  Surgery  is  created  Master,  without  personal  attendance, 
on  the  Tuesday  immediately  preceding  the  last  day  of  Easter  Term. 

*^*  The  substance  of  the  Regulations  for  the  M.  B.  Examin- 
ations and  the  Schedules  of  subjects  connected  with  them  will  be 
found  in  Chapter  xv  of  the  Students  Handbook. 

Bachelor  of  Medicine 

Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  shall  compose 
a  Thesis  on  some  subject  approved  by  the  Kegius  Professor  of  Physic. 

The  candidate  shall  send  his  Thesis  to  the  Eegius  Professor,  who  on 
approving  it  shall  assign  a  day  and  hour  for  the  Act  to  be  kept  in  the 
Public  Schools. 

The  candidate  shall  then  cause  public  notice  of  the  Act  to  be  given  by 
fixing  on  the  door  of  the  Public  Schools  eight  days  (or  such  shorter  period 
as  the  Eegius  Professor  shall  allow)  before  the  day  assigned  for  the  Act 
a  paper  specifying 

(1)  the  name  and  college  of  the  candidate, 

(2)  the  day  and  hour  assigned  for  the  Act,  and 

(3)  the  subject  of  his  Thesis ; 

he  shall  also  cause  copies  of  the  notice  to  be  delivered  to  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor,  to  the  Eegius  Professor,  and  to  the  Eegistrary. 

The  Eegius  Professor  shall  preside  over  the  Act,  or  shall  appoint  as  his 
deputy  for  this  purpose  the  Downing  Professor  of  Medicine,  the  Professor 
of  Surgery,  the  Professor  of  Pathology,  or  some  Graduate  in  Medicine  who 
is  a  member  of  the  Senate. 
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The  Act  shall  be  kept  in  the  f ollowmg  manner : 

The  candidate  shall  read  his  Thesis  or  such  portion  thereof  as  the 
Eegius  Professor  or  his  dej)uty  shall  direct ;  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessor or  his  deputy  shall  then  bring  forward  arguments  or 
objections  for  the  candidate  to  answer,  and  shall  examine  him 
orally  as  weU  on  questions  connected  with  his  Thesis  as  on 
other  subjects  connected  with  medicine  of  a  more  general 
nature ;  the  whole  exercise  being  made  to  continue  at  least 
haK  an  hour. 
If  the  Regius  Professor  or  his  deputy  shall  consider  the  exercise  to 
have  been  satisfactory  he  shall  certify  to  the  Registrary  that  the  candidate 
has  kept  the  Act  as  required  for  the  degi'ee  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine.     The 
certificate  shall  be  imblished  in  the  University  Reporter. 

Regulations  for  Candidates  in  ahsenee 

A  candidate  who,  having  already  been  admitted  to  a  degree  in  the  Uni- 
versity, and  having  passed  all  the  examinations  for  the  degi'ee  of  Bachelor 
of  Medicine,  is  unable  on  account  of  absence  abroad  to  keep  the  Act  in 
l^erson  may  apply  through  the  Registrary  to  the  Regius  Professor  of 
Physic  for  permission  to  present  instead  a  dissertation  on  some  subject 
approved  by  the  Eegius  Professor. 

If  the  permission  is  granted,  the  candidate  shall  send  his  dissertation 
to  the  Registrary  for  submission  to  the  M.D.  Degree  Committee  of  the 
Special  Board  for  Medicine.  He  may  also  send  with  his  dissertation 
any  memoir  or  other  work  on  a  medical  subject  published  by  him  which 
he  may  desire  to  submit. 

The  Regius  Professor  shall  present  to  the  Degree  Committee  a  report 
on  the  merits  of  the  whole  of  the  work  submitted  by  the  candidate,  or 
shall  ap25oiut  as  his  deputy  for  this  pui'pose  the  Downing  Professor  of 
Medicine,  the  Professor  of  Sui-gery,  the  Professor  of  Pathology,  or  some 
Graduate  in  Medicine  who  is  a  member  of  the  Senate. 

If  the  Degree  Committee,  after  considering  the  report,  shall  resolve 
'  that  the  candidate  be  approved  for  the  degi-ee  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,' 
the  chairman  shall  draw  up  and  sign  a  statement  to  that  etiect,  mchcating 
therein  the  subject  of  the  dissertation,  and  of  any  other  part  of  the  work 
submitted  which  the  committee  shall  judge  to  be  deserving  of  mention, 
the  statement  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  chau-man  to  the  Registrary,  who 
shall  publish  it  in  the  University  Reporter  and  shall  send  a  copy  to  the 
candidate. 

A  candidate  so  apjiroved  shall  be  deemed  to  have  kept  the  Act  as 
required  by  the  foregoing  regulations. 

Doctor  of  Medicine 

All  persons  proceeding  to  the  degi'ee  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  are  re- 
quired to  produce  certificates  of  having  been  engaged  in  Medical  Study 
during  five  years i. 

Masters  of  Arts,  proceedmg  to  the  degi'ee  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  are 
required  to  ju-oduce  the  same  certificates  of  attendance  on  Lectures  and 
of  attendance  on  Hospital  Practice,  and  to  pass  the  same  Examinations,  as 
are  required  for  the  degi'ee  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine. 

1  Medical  Study  out  of  the  University  is  in  aU  cases  understood  to  mean  study  at  some  well-known 
School  of  Medicine,  which  shall  have  been  recognised  by  the  Special  Board  for  Medicine.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  Board  to  define  from  time  to  time  what  shaU  be  sufficient  evidence  of  such  Mediol  Study.  For  the 
time  claimed  asjp.'^sed  in  Medical  Study  out  of  the  University,  evidence  is  required  of  attendance  in  one 
of  the  Medical  Schools,  or  on  the  Priictice  in  one  of  the  Hospitals.  For  the  fist  of  recognised  Schools  of 
Medicine  and  Hospitals,  see  pp.  197— S. 
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No  person  may  present  a  Thesis  or  Dissertation  with  a  view  to  pro- 
ceeduig  to  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  unless  he  has  already  been 
either  inaugurated  as  a  Bachelor  of  Medicine  or  created  as  a  Master 
of  Arts. 

The  Act,  required  to  be  kept  by  a  candidate  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor 
of  Medicine,  is  kept  in  the  following  manner : 

The  Regius  Professor  of  the  Faculty  shall  assign  the  day  and  hour  when 
the  exercise  shall  be  kept ; 

The  Professor,  or  some  Graduate  of  the  Faculty,  who  is  a  member  of 
the  Senate,  deputed  by  him,  shall  preside  over  the  exercise ; 

The  candidate  shall  read  a  Thesis  comijosed  in  English  by  himself  on  some 
subject  approved  by  the  Professor ;  the  Professor,  or  (Iraduate  presiding, 
shall  bring  forward  arguments  or  objections  in  English  for  the  candidate 
to  answer,  and  shall  examine  htm  in  English  viva  voce  as  well  on  questions 
connected  with  his  Thesis  as  on  other  subjects  in  the  faculty  of  a  more 
general  nature ;  the  exercise  being  made  to  continue  at  least  one  hour ; 

Public  notice  of  the  Act  shall  be  given  by  fixing  on  the  door  of  the 
University  Schools,  eight  days  (or  such  shorter  period  as  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessor may  allow)  before  the  assigned  time,  a  written  paper  sjiecifying  the 
name  and  college  of  the  candidate,  the  day  and  hour  ai^ijomted  for  the 
exercise,  and  the  subject  of  the  Thesis:  copies  of  the  notice  shall  be 
delivered  also,  at  the  same  time,  to  the  Viee-ChauceUor  and  to  the 
Professor. 

That  notices  for  Acts  for  the  M.D.  degree  be  posted  at  the  New  Museums, 
the  Anatomical  and  Chemical  Schools,  and  Addenbrooke's  Hospital,  and  be 
sent  to  the  Assessor  of  the  Regius  Professor,  and  to  each  member  of  the 
Board  of  Medical  Studies. 

That  a  member  of  the  Senate  be  annually  appointed  as  Assessor  to  the 
Regius  Professor  of  Physic,  who  shall  assist  in  the  first  instance  in  reading 
all  the  Theses  for  the  Degiee  of  M.D. 

That  the  said  Assessor  be  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Medical  Studies, 
and  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  at  the  second  Congregation  in  the 
Michaelmas  Term. 

That  the  Assessor  assist  the  Professor  in  choosing  the  topic  and  in 
deciding  on  the  merits  of  the  Essay  as  well  as  in  couductmg  the  Act. 

In  case  the  Assessor  be  jirevented  by  ilhiess  or  other  reasonable  cause 
from  takmg  part  in  conducting  the  exercises  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Regius  Professor  to  appoint  a 
member  of  the  Senate  to  act  in  his  stead,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

That  an  M.D.  Degree  Committee  be  formed  consisting  of  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Physic  and  his  Assessor,  the  Professor  of  Pathology,  and  three 
members  of  the  Special  Board  for  Medicine  appointed  annually  by  the 
Special  Board  for  Medicine  {three  to  form  a  quorum).  This  committee 
shall  meet  three  times  in  each  term  or  more  often  if  necessary. 

The  Theses  shall  in  the  first  instance  be  considered  by  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Physic  and  his  Assessor  and  shall  then  be  placed  before  the 
M.D.  Degree  Committee.  The  M.D.  Degi'ee  Committee  may  then  refer  the 
Theses  to  one  or  more  referees,  who  shall  submit  a  written  report  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Committee,  and  one  of  whom  may  sit  in  place  of  the 
Assessor  with  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic  at  the  Act  for  the  Degree. 

A  candidate  may  submit  with  his  Thesis  any  other  contribution  to  the 
advancement  of  the  Science  and  Practice  of  Medicine  he  may  have 
published. 

CAL.  13 
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That  previously  to  the  Thesis  beuig  read,  a  topic  taken  from  the  general 
subject  of  his  Thesis,  whether  it  be  Physiology,  Pathology,  Pharmacology, 
Practice  of  Medicme,  State  Medicine,  or  the  History  of  MecUcine,  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  candidate,  on  which  he  shall  be  required  to  write  a  short 
extempore  Essay. 

The  Assessor  shall  receive  two  guineas  for  each  Thesis,  and  the  Referee 
shall  receive  two  guineas  for  a  wi-itten  report  on  each  Thesis.  The  Assessor 
or  the  Eeferee  who  is  present  at  the  Act  shall  receive  in  addition  a  fee  of 
one  guinea. 

If  the  Eegius  Professor  and  the  Assessor  shall  consider  the  exercises  to 
have  been  duly  performed,  they  shall  certify  the  Registrary  to  that  effect 
and  the  certificate  shall  be  published  in  the  Universitii  L'eporter. 

Every  candidate  on  making  his  application  to  keep  his  Act  shall  send 
at  least  thi-ee  copies  of  his  Thesis  to  the  Eegistraiy,  one  copy  for  the 
Eegius  Professor  of  Physic  and  two  copies  for  the  Assessor,  with  a  fee  of 
four  guineas  for  the  University  Chest.  In  case  of  acceptance  this  sum 
shall  fonn  part  of  the  University  fee  for  the  Degree. 

Regulations  for  Candidates  in  absence 

A  candidate  who,  having  pursued  the  studies  and  passed  the  examin- 
ations presci'ibed  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  is  unable  on 
account  of  absence  abroad  to  keep  the  Act  and  perform  the  exercises 
in  ]ierson  may  apply  through  the  Eegistrary  to  the  Eegius  Professor  of 
Physic  for  permission  to  present  instead  a  Dissertation  on  some  subject 
approved  by  the  Eegius  Professor. 

If  the  iiermission  is  granted,  the  candidate  shall  send  at  least  three 
copies  of  his  Dissertation  to  the  Eegistrary,  one  cojiy  for  the  Eegius 
Professor  of  Physic  and  two  copies  for  the  Assessor,  with  a  fee  of  four 
guineas  for  the  University  Chest.  In  case  of  acceptance  this  sum  shall 
form  part  of  the  University  fee  for  the  Degree.  He  may  also  send  with 
his  Dissertation  any  memou-  or  other  work  on  a  medical  subject  published 
by  him  which  he  may  desire  to  submit. 

The  Eegius  Professor,  and  his  Assessor  or  the  deputy  for  the  Assessor 
appointed  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinances,  or  the  Eeferee,  shall  present 
to  the  Degi-ee  Committee  a  written  report  on  the  merits  of  the  whole  of  the 
work  submitted  by  the  candidate. 

If  the  Degree  Committee,  at  a  meeting  at  which  not  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  are  present,  shall  after  considering  the  report 
resolve  "  that  the  candidate  be  approved  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicme,"  the  chairman  shall  draw  up  and  sign  a  statement  to  that  effect, 
indicating  therein  the  subject  of  the  Dissertation,  and  of  any  other  part  of 
the  work  submitted  which  the  Committee  shall  judge  to  be  deserving 
of  mention.  The  statement  shall  be  fonv-arded  by  the  chauTuan  to  the 
Eegistrary,  who  shall  publish  it  in  the  University  Bej)orter  and  shall 
send  a  copy  to  the  candidate. 

A  candidate  so  approved  shall  be  deemed  to  have  duly  performed 
the  exercises  as  required  by  the  Ordinances. 

The  Assessor  and  the  Eeferee  shall  receive  from  the  University  Chest 
for  each  candidate  a  fee  of  two  guineas. 

The  Eegius  Professor  of  Physic  shall  send  before  the  end  of  the 
academical  year  all  the  M.D.  Dissertations  to  the  M.D.  Degree  Committee 
for  consideration  for  the  Eaymond  Horton-Smith  Prize. 

Bachelor  of  Surgery 

1.  Students  who  have  not  graduated  in  Medicine  proceeding  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Surgery  shall  be  required  to  do  all  that  is  required  of 
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candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  excepting  only  that 
they  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  an  Act. 

2.  There  shall  be  no  separate  Examination  for  the  degi'ee  of  Bachelor 
of  Surgery,  but  candidates  may  be  admitted  to  the  degree  so  soon  as  they 
have  passed  the  Third  Examination  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Medicine. 

Master  of   Surgery 

General  Regulations 

1.  Candidates  for  the  degi-ee  of  Master  of  Surgeiy  shall  be  requii-ed 
(a)  to  have  done  all  that  is  required  of  camUdates  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Surgery,  or  (b)  if  they  are  already  Masters  of  Ai'ts  to  have 
become  legally  qualified  under  the  Medical  Acts  to  practise  Surgery. 

2.  A  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Surgery  may  either 
(1)  present  himself  for  the  Examination  for  the  degree,  or  ('2)  api)ly  as 
hereinafter  provided  for  permission  to  incept  without  examination. 

Bachelors  of  Sm-gery  who  are  not  Masters  of  Arts  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  the  Examination  imtil  they  have  completed  two  years  from 
their  iuaugm-ation  as  Bachelors  of  Surgerj-. 

Masters  of  Arts  may  be  admitted  to  the  Examination  at  any  time  after 
their  creation  as  Masters  of  Ai'ts. 

No  candidate  shall  apply  for  permission  to  incept  in  Surgery  without 
examination  until  three  years  at  least  have  elapsed  (a)  from  the  time  at 
which  he  comi)leted  all  that  is  requii-ed  of  candidates  for  the  degi-ee  of 
Bachelor  of  Surgery,  or  (b)  from  the  time  at  which  he  became  legally 
quahfied  under  the  Medical  Acts  to  practise  Surgery. 

Regulations  for  the  ^Examination 

4.  The  Examination  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Surgery  shall  be  held 
twice  in  the  year,  namely  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  and  in  the  Easter 
Term.  It  shall  begin  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  on  the  Thursday  after  the 
second  Tuesday  in  December  and  in  the  Easter  Term  on  the  Thui'sday 
after  the  last  Tuesday  but  one  in  the  Term. 

5.  The  candidate  hefore  aiimissionor  re-admission  to  the  Examination 
shall  paj-  to  the  Eegistrary  a  fee  of  £3.  Ss.  for  the  University  Chest. 

6.  Those  persons  who  intend  to  present  themselves  for  the  Examin- 
ation shall  send  their  names  to  the  Eegistrary  not  less  than  three  weeks 
before  the  begimiing  of  the  Examination,  and  no  person  whose  name  has 
not  heen  so  sent  in  at  least  ten  days  before  the  beginning  of  the  Examin- 
ation shall  be  admitted  to  the  Examination  unless  (a)  his  name  shall  be 
sent  to  the  Registrary  and  he  be  certified  by  the  Eegistrary  to  the 
Professor  of  Sui-gery  to  be  eUgible  as  a  candidate,  and  (6)  the  Professor 
of  Surgery  shall  grant  htm  permission  to  be  examined. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eegistrary  to  ascertain  that  no  one  is  im- 
properly admitted  to  the  Examination,  and  to  furnish  the  Examiners  with 
a  correct  list  of  candidates.  If  any  candidate  whose  name  has  not  been 
sent  in  to  the  Registrarj'  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  previous  to  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Examination  be  nevertheless  admitted  to  the  Examin- 
ation he  shall  be  required  to  pay  through  the  Eegistrary  to  the  University 
an  additional  fee  of  £1. 

7.  The  subjects  of  the  Examination  shall  be 
Pathology, 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery, 
Surgical  Anatomy, 
Surgical  Operations, 
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A  Surgical  case  and  a  topic  relating  to  Surgery  to  be  submitted  in 
writing  to  the  candidate,  on  one  or  both  of  which  at  his  option 
he  shall  be  required  to  write  extempore  a  short  essay. 

8.  The  Examination  shall  be  partly  in  writing,  partly  oral,  and  partly 
practical. 

9.  The  names  of  the  successful  candidates  in  the  Examination  shall  be 
arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 

Regulations  for  incepting  tvithout  Examination 

12.  Masters  of  Arts  or  Bachelors  of  Surgery,  who  have  completed 
three  years  (o)  from  the  time  at  which  they  passed  the  last  of  the  Examin- 
ations required  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Surgery,  or  {b)  from  the  time 
at  which  they  became  legally  qualified  under  the  Medical  Acts  to  practise 
Surgery,  may  apply  for  permission  to  incept  in  Surgery  without  examin- 
ation. 

13.  A  candidate  shall  make  his  apphcation  in  writing  to  the  Registrary, 
and  shall  specify  therein  the  printed  or  written  contributions  to  the 
advancement  of  the  Science  or  Ai-t  of  Surgery  upon  which  his  claim  for 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Surgery  is  based.  The  Eegistrary  shall  forward 
the  application  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  for  Medicine. 

14.  Every  such  apphcation  shall  be  considered  by  the  Degree  Com- 
mittee of  the  Special  Board,  and  if  the  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that 
the  contributions  therein  specified  constitute  7»j?Ha  /actV  a  qualificatiou  for 
the  degree,  they  shall  obtain  reports  upon  them  from  two  or  more  referees 
skilled  in  Surgery,  who  may  be  members  of  the  Committee  or  not.  The 
referees  shall  have  power  if  they  see  fit  to  examine  the  candidate  orally  or 
otherwise  on  the  subjects  of  his  contributions,  and  then-  reports  shall  be 
treated  as  confidential. 

Each  of  the  referees  shall  receive  for  his  report  a  fee  of  two  guineas 
from  the  University  Chest. 

15.  If  the  Committee,  after  consideration  of  the  reports  of  the  referees, 
be  of  opinion  that  permission  to  incept  in  Sm-gery  should  be  gi-anted  to 
the  candidate,  their  resolution  to  that  effect,  with  the  names  of  those 
present,  and  of  those  voting  on  either  side,  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes 
of  the  Board,  and  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  the  Chainnan  of  the  Board 
shall  be  communicated  to  the  Vice- Chancellor  for  preservation  in  the 
Registry. 

The  Vice- Chancellor  shall  publish  the  name  of  the  candidate  as  being 
permitted  to  incept  in  Surgery. 

16.  No  candidate  shall  be  present  at  the  deliberations  of  the  Com- 
mittee respecting  his  own  case. 

17.  No  final  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  granting 
permission  to  incept  shall  be  taken  except  at  a  meeting  at  which  not  less 
than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  are  present. 

18.  If  the  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  permission  should 
not  be  granted,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  inform  the  candidate 
of  the  fact. 

19.  Every  candidate  on  making  his  application  for  permission  to 
incept  in  Surgery  without  examination  shall  pay  to  the  Registrary  a  fee  of 
live  guineas  for  the  University  Chest.

Spiecial  Provision  for  the  War 

On  March  10,  1915,  the  following  Resolution  was  passed  by  the  Special 
Board  for  Medicine  and  communicated  both  to  the  War  Office  and  to  the 
Registrary:  "That  attendance  at  General  Military  Hospitals  during  the 
War  be  recognised  for  the  pui-poses  of  Hospital  Practice  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  six  months:  the  certificates  to  be  signed  by  the  Officer 
commanding." 
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Bachelor  of  Music 

A  Student  in  Music  must  have  kept  by  residence  at  least  nine 
terms  and  must  have  passed  the  prescribed  Examinations  before 
he  can  be  admitted  Bachelor  Designate  in  Music. 

The  Examination  for  the  Degree  of  Mus.B.  shall  consist  of  two  parts  : 

(1)  Part  I.     An  Examination  in  (a)  Acoustics,  (?;)  Harmony,  (c) 
Counterpoint : 

(2)  Part  II.     A  more  advanced  Examination  in  Music. 

No  student  shall  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Part  I  of  the 
Examination  for  the  Degi-ee  of  Mus.B.  unless  he  has  passed  Parts  I  and  II 
of  the  Previous  Examination  (or  some  other  Examination  accepted  by  the 
University  as  conferring  exemption  from  them),  and  is  in  his  second  term 
of  residence  at  least ;  and  no  student  shall  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for 
Part  II  of  the  Mus.B.  Examination  unless  he  has  passed  Part  I  of  that 
Examination  or  the  Special  Examination  in  Music  for  the  B.A.  Degree, 
and  is  in  his  eighth  term  of  residence  at  least. 

A  student  who  has  passed  Part  II  of  the  Examination  for  the  Degree 
of  Mus.B.  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  that  Degi'ee  so  soon  as  he  has  kept 
nine  terms  of  residence. 

Part  I  of  the  Examination  shall  be  conducted  partly  on  paper  and 
partly  viva  voce,  and  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  next  but  three 
before  the  General  Admission  to  the  B.A.  Degree  in  the  Easter  Term. 

The  names  of  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  published  in  the 
Senate-House  at  the  latest  at  10  a.m.  on  the  Thursday  before  the  General 
Admission  to  the  B.A.  Degree  in  the  Easter  Term. 

The  names  of  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  arranged  in  two 
classes,  those  in  the  first  class  being  placed  in  order  of  merit,  and  those  in 
the  second  alphabetically. 

Part  II  of  the  Examination  shall  be  held  concurrently  with  Part  I  in 
the  Easter  Tei-m. 

The  names  of  the  successful  candidates  shall  be  pubhshed  in  the 
Senate-House  at  the  latest  at  10  a.m.  on  the  Thursday  before  the  first  day 
of  General  Admission  to  the  B.A.  Degi-ee  in  the  Easter  Term. 

The  names  of  candidates  for  Part  I  of  the  Examination  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Tutors  (either  directly  or  through  the  Praelectors)  of  the  several 
Colleges  and  Public  Hostels  the  Principals  of  Hostels  and  the  proper 
officer  of  the  Non-Collegiate  Students  Board,  to  the  Eegistrary  at  least 
three  weeks  before  the  Examination,  and  candidates  for  the  Special 
Examination  in  Music  shall  be  specified  as  such. 
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The  names  of  candidates  for  Part  II  of  the  Examination  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Tutors  (either  du-ectly  or  through  the  Praelectors)  of  the  several 
Colleges  and  Public  Hostels  the  Principals  of  Hostels  and  the  proper 
officer  of  the  Non-Collegiate  Students  Board  to  the  Registrary  at  least 
thi-ee  weeks  before  the  Examination. 

Candidates  who  are  members  of  the  Senate  may  send  their  names 
directly  to  the  Registrary  not  less  than  three  weeks  before  the  beginning  of 
each  Examination. 

The  Registrary  shall  send  to  the  Tutors  and  Praelectors  of  the  several 
Colleges  and  Public  Hostels  the  Principals  of  Hostels  and  the  proper  officer 
of  the  Non-CoUegiate  Students  Board  a  First  List  of  candidates  foi 
examuiation  in  either  Part  not  less  than  fourteen  days  before  the  commence- 
ment of  each  Examination.  He  shall  also  issue  Corrected  Lists  the  seventh 
day  before  the  commencement  of  each  Examination. 

The  name  of  a  candidate  shaU  not  be  printed  in  the  Corrected  List  of 
candidates  until  the  fee  due  from  him  in  respect  of  the  examination  shall 
have  been  paid  to  the  Registrary.  And  no  candidate  shall  be  allowed  to 
attend  any  of  these  Examinations  whose  name  does  not  api^ear  in  the 
Corrected  List  unless  (a)  his  name  shaU  be  sent  to  the  Registrary,  and 
he  be  certified  by  the  Registrary  to  the  Senior  Resident  Examiner  to  be 
eligible  as  a  candidate,  and  (b)  the  Senior  Resident  Examiner  shall  grant 
him  permission  to  be  examined. 

If  any  candidate  for  examination  whose  name  has  not  been  sent  in  to 
the  Registrary  and  his  fee  paid  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  either  Examination  be  nevertheless  admitted  to  the 
Examination,  he  shall  be  required  to  pay  through  the  Registrary  to  the 
University  a  fee  of  £1  together  with  the  fee  due  for  the  Examination. 

The  Examiner  present  on  the  first  morning  of  each  exaumiation  shall 
send  to  the  Registrary  a  copy  of  the  Corrected  List  of  candidates  with 
such  further  corrections,  if  any,  as  may  be  necessary,  certified  by  him  to 
be  a  correct  list  of  the  candidates  actually  under  examuiation:  and  this 
list  shall  be  considered  to  be  the  Final  List  of  candidates  for  such 
examination,  and  shall  be  jireserved  in  the  Registry. 

Lists  or  Names  shall  be  considered  to  have  been  sent  to  the  Registrary 
on  a  day  specified,  if  they  have  been  delivered  at  or  posted  to  his  ofiSce  on 
that  day.

The  Examinations  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music  shall  be 
conducted  by  the  Professor  of  Music,  assisted  by  two  or  more  Examiners 
nominated  annually  by  the  Board  of  Musical  Studies,  and  elected  by  the 
Senate,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Senate  or  have 
been  admitted  to  the  Degi-ee  of  Doctor  of  Music  in  the  University,  or  to 
the  Title  of  that  Degi-ee. 

Master  of  Music 

A  Bachelor  in  Music  who  has,  previously  to  graduation,  kept 
by  residence  nine  terms  may  be  admitted  Inceptor  in  Music  after 
three  years  from  Inauguration.  An  Inceptor  in  Music  becomes 
a  complete  Master  of  Music  by  creation  on  the  Tuesday  imme- 
diately preceding  the  last  day  of  the  Easter  Term. 

The  Examination  for  the  Degi-ee  of  Mus.M.  shall  consist  of  two  parts : 

Part  I.  A  written  and  oral  Examination  in  the  subjects  specified 
below,  to  begin  on  the  second  Thm-sday  in  March. 

Part  II.  The  Exercise  fulfilling  the  conditions  specified  below;  this 
shall  be  sent  in  not  later  than  the  twentieth  day  of  October.  The  fee  due 
to  the  University  shall  be  paid  to  the  Professor  of  Music  at  the  time  of 
sending  in  the  Exercise.  Those  candidates  whose  Exercises  have  been 
provisionally  approved  by  the  Examiners  shall  be  orally  examined  upon 
them  in  Cambridge  on  the  first  Thursday  in  December  (the  Professor  of 
Music  communicating  with  them  for  this  pui'pose),  and  the  list  of  those 
whose  Exercises  are  finally  approved  shall  be  published  in  the  usual 
manner  on  or  before  the  following  Monday. 

No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  present  himself  as  a  candidate  for 
Part  I  of  the  Examination  for  the  Degi-ee  of  Mus.M.  unless  he  shall  have 
kept  by  residence  nine  Terms  at  least  and  two  years  shall  have  elapsed 
since  the  completion  by  inauguration  of  his  Degree  of  Mus.B.;  nor  for 
Part  II  of  the  Exammation  unless  he  shall  have  passed  Part  I.

Part  n.     The  Exercise  shall  be  a  composition  on  a  sacred  or  a  secular 
subject,  written  for  the  occasion ;  it  shall  occupy  not  less  than  twenty  nor

(a)  It  shall  comprise  some  portion  for  one  or  more  solo  voices,  and 
some  considerable  portion  for  a  chorus  of  five  real  vocal  parts. 

(b)  It  shall  comprise  some  specimens  of  Canon  and  of  Fugue. 

(c)  The  whole  (except  some  single  piece  be  for  Voices  alone)  shall 
have  an  accompaniment  for  a  full  Baud. 


The  names  of  candidates  for  Part  I  of  the  Examination  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Tutors  (either  dkectly  or  through  the  Praelectors)  of  the  several 
Colleges  and  Public  Hostels  the  Prmcipals  of  Hostels  and  the  proper  officer 
of  the  Non-Collegiate  Students  Board  to  the  Piegistrary  at  least  a  fortnight 
before  the  Examination. 

Candidates  who  are  members  of  the  Senate  may  send  their  names  to 
the  Eegistrary  directly  not  less  than  a  fortnight  before  the  beginning  of 
the  Examination. 

The  Eegistrary  shall  send  to  the  Tutors  and  Praelectors  of  the  several 
Colleges  and  Public  Hostels  the  Principals  of  Hostels  and  the  proper 
officer  of  the  Non-Collegiate  Students  Board  a  Fu-st  List  of  candidates  for 
examination  not  less  than  ten  days  before  the  commencement  of  the 
Examination.  He  shall  also  issue  Corrected  Lists  the  fourth  day  before 
the  commencement  of  the  Examination. 

The  name  of  a  candidate  shall  not  be  printed  in  the  Corrected  List  of 
candidates  until  the  fee  due  from  him  m  resj^ect  of  the  examination  shall 
have  been  jiaid  to  the  Eegistrary.  And  no  candidate  shall  be  allowed  to 
attend  the  examination  whose  name  does  not  appear  in  the  Corrected  List, 
unless  (a)  his  name  shall  be  sent  to  the  Eegistrary  and  he  be  certified  by 
the  Eegistrary  to  the  Senior  Eesident  Examiner  to  be  eligible  as  a 
candidate,  and  (h)  the  Senior  Eesident  Examiner  shall  grant  him  permis- 
sion to  be  examined. 

If  any  candidate  for  examination  whose  name  has  not  been  sent  in  to 
the  Eegistrary  and  his  fee  imid  on  or  before  the  fifth  daj'  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  the  Examination  be  nevertheless  admitted  to  the 
Examination,  he  shall  be  required  to  pay  through  the  Eegistrary  to  the 
University  a  fee  of  £1  together  with  the  fee  due  for  the  Examuiation. 

The  Examiner  present  on  the  first  morning  of  the  examination  shall 
send  to  the  Eegistrary  a  copy  of  the  Con-ected  List  of  candidates  with  such 
further  corrections,  if  any,  as  may  be  necessary,  certified  by  him  to  be  a 
correct  list  of  the  candidates  actually  under  examination :  and  this  list 
shall  be  considered  to  be  the  Final  List  of  candidates  for  the  examination, 
and  shall  be  preserved  in  the  Eegistrj'.

The  Exercise  (Part  II)  must  be  sent  to  the  Professor  of  Music,  legibly 
written  (with  the  jmges  numbered)  and  accompanied  by  a  written  de- 
claration, signed  by  the  candidate,  that  the  work  is  his  own  unaided  i 
composition. 

The  Praelector  or  Censor  shall  certify  to  the  Professor  of  Music  at 
or  about  the  time  of  sending  in  the  Exercise  that  the  candidate's  name 
is  on  the  Boards  of  his  College  or  on  the  list  of  Non-Collegiate  Students. 

Each  candidate  before  being  admitted  to  his  Degree  shall  deposit  in 
the  University  Library  a  complete  fair  copy  of  his  Exercise  containing 
such  emendations  and  such  only  as  the  Examiners  may  require. 

The  Examinations  for  the  Degree  of  Mus.M.  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
Professor  of  Music,  assisted  by  two  or  more  Examiners  nominated  annually 
by  the  Special  Board  for  Music,  and  appointed  by  the  Senate,  of  whom 
one  at  least  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Senate,  or  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Degree  of  Doctor  of  Music  in  the  University,  or  to  the  Title  of  that 
Degree. 

Doctor  of  Music 

Persons  not  being  less  tlian  thirty  years  of  age  who  have 
graduated  in  some  Faculty  of  the  University  and  have  given 
proofs  of  distinction  in  Musical  Composition,  may  be  admitted  to 
the  title  of  Doctor  Designate  in  Music.  Doctors  Designate  in 
Music  are  created  Doctors  on  the  Tuesday  immediately  preceding 
the  last  day  of  the  Easter  Term. 

1.  Any  person  who  has  already  graduated  in  some  Faculty  of  the 
University  and  who  is  not  less  than  30  yeai's  of  age  may  be  a  candidate 
for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Music. 

2.  Such  candidate  shall  make  his  application  in  writing  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  for  Music,  and  shall  send  to  him  therewith 

(1)  not  more  than  three  works  of  his  own  (printed  or  otherwise)  upon 
which  his  claim  for  a  degree  is  based ;  such  works  to  include  either  an 
Oratorio,  an  Opera,  a  Cantata,  a  Symphony  for  orchestra,  a  Concerto,  or 
an  extended  piece  of  Chamber  Music. 

(2)  a  fee  of  five  guineas  for  the  University  Chest,  which  must  be  paid 
at  each  application  made  by  a  candidate. 

3.  Such  appUcatious  shall  be  treated  as  confidential  and  shall  be 
referred  to  a  Conunittee  of  the  Special  Board  for  Music,  which  shall 
consist  of  the  Chan-man  of  the  Board,  the  Professor  of  Music,  the  University 
Lectm-er  in  Harmony  and  Counterpoint  and  the  Examiners  for  the  Mus.M. 

1  This  expression  is  to  be  interpreted  literally,  and  is  me.mt  to  preclude  the  candidate 
from  obtaining  the  advice  or  assistance  of  any  other  person  \vith  reference  to  any  portion 
of  his  Exercise  at  any  stage  of  its  design  or  composition.  The  declaration  should  be 
attached  to  the  first  page  of  the  Exercise,  and  should  take  the  following  form: — "I, 
A.  B...,  hereby  declare  that  this  Composition  is  entirely  my  own  unaided  work,  and  that 
it  has  not  been  submitted  to  any  other  person  for  advice,  assistance,  or  revision."

in  the  presence  of  [Witness'  names  and  address  in  full,  and  date]. 
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Degree,  and  for  Part  II  of  the  Mus.B.  Examination  for  the  current  and  the 
last  two  preceding  years. 

4.  If  such  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  these  Compositions 
constitute  ^n w  a /acie  a  qualification  for  a  degree,  they  shall  obtain  separate 
reports  upon  them  from  the  Professor  of  Music  and  from  not  less  than  two 
additional  persons  who  may  be  members  of  the  Committee  or  not.  These 
reports  shall  be  treated  as  confidential  documents. 

5.  Such  Compositions  shall  be  sent  in  not  later  than  the  twentieth 
day  of  January  in  each  year. 

6.  If  the  Committee  be  of  opinion  that  the  work  of  reporting  upon 
such  compositions  is  such  as  to  require  remuneration  they  may  direct  that 
a  fee  not  exceeding  five  guineas  for  the  work  of  each  candidate  shall  be 
paid  from  the  Chest  to  each  referee. 

7.  If  the  Committee  after  considei-ing  the  reports  of  the  referees  be  of 
opinion  that  the  degi'ee  should  be  granted,  their  resolution  to  that  effect, 
with  the  names  of  those  present  and  of  those  voting  on  either  side, 
accompanied  by  the  reports  of  the  referees,  shall  be  communicated  to 
the  General  Board  of  Studies. 

8.  No  final  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  granting 
of  a  degree  shall  be  taken  except  at  a  meeting  at  which  not  less  than  four 
members  of  the  Committee  are  present. 

9.  If  the  General  Board  of  Studies,  after  receiving  such  communication, 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  degree  ought  to  be  conferred,  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  shall  publish  the  name  of  the  candidate  as  approved  for  the 
Degi'ee  of  Doctor  of  Music. 

10.  If  the  Committee  either  without  obtaining  a  report,  or  after 
receiving  the  report  of  the  referees,  shall  be  of  opinion  that  a  degree  ought 
not  to  be  granted,  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  for  Music  shall 
inform  the  candidate  of  the  fact. 

11.  No  candidate  for  a  degree  shall  be  present  at  the  deliberations 
either  of  the  Committee  or  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies  respecting  his 
own  case. 

12.  Should  none  of  the  works  apijroved  have  been  published,  the 
Committee  may  requu-e  the  candidate  either  to  publish,  or  to  deposit  in 
the  University  Library,  one  of  them,  before  his  admission  to  the  Degree. 

13.  Candidates  for  the  degi'ee  of  Doctor  of  Music  shall  be  presented 
by  the  Professor  of  Music  or  by  a  Doctor  of  Music  deputed  by  him,  or  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  for  Music. 


T^roceedings  in  Science 
and  Letters 


The  Statutes  of  the  University  contain  the  following  provisions 
with  regard  to  Degrees  in  Science  and  Letters  : 

Students  in  Science  who,  having  already  taken  a  Degree  in 
Arts,  Law,  Medicine,  Surgery,  or  Music,  have  given  proofs  of  dis- 
tinction in  Science  by  some  original  contribution  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  Science,  and  have  done  all  that  is  required  by  the 
Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  the  University,  may  be  admitted  to 
the  title  of  Doctor  Designate  in  Science,  and  shall  afterwards  be 
created  Doctors  at  the  time  jirescribed  by  the  University. 

Students  in  Letters  who,  having  already  taken  a  Degree  in 
Arts,  Law,  Medicine,  Surgery,  or  Music,  have  given  proofs  of  dis- 
tinction by  some  original  contribution  to  the  advancement  of 
Learning,  and  have  done  all  that  is  required  by  the  Statutes  and 
Ordinances  of  the  University,  may  be  admitted  to  the  title  of 
Doctor  Designate  in  Letters,  and  shall  afterwards  be  created 
Doctors  at  the  time  prescribed  by  the  University. 

Provided  that  only  those  graduates  in  Music  shall  be  qualified 
for  these  Degrees  who  had  before  graduation  kept  at  least  nine 
terms  by  residence. 

The  University  has  laid  down  by  Ordinance  the  following 
conditions  under  which  these  Degrees  may  at  present  be  taken : 

1.  Ally  person  may  be  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Science 
or  Doctor  in  Letters  who  is  a  Master  of  Arts,  Law,  or  Surgery,  of 
not  less  than  five  years'  standing,  or  a  Bachelor  of  Medicine  of  not  less 
than  seven  years'  standing. 

2.  Such  candidate  shall  make  his  application  in  writing  to  the  Kegis- 
trary,  stating  at  the  same  time  which  is  the  Special  Board  of  Studies  with 
wliich  he  considers  that  the  subject  of  his  original  contribution  to  the 
advancement  of  Science  or  Learning  is  most  nearly  connected,  and  shall 
specify  therein  the  printed  contribution  or  contributions  to  the  advance- 
ment of  Science  or  Learning  on  which  his  claim  for  a  degree  is  based.  He 
shall  at  the  same  tune  send  to  the  Registrary  a  copy  of  each  of  the  contri- 
butions to  the  advancement  of  Science  or  Learning  specified  in  his  appli- 
cation, and  a  fee  of  ten  guineas  for  the  University  Chest.  If  the 
application  is  granted,  this  sum  shall  form  part  of  the  University  fee  for 
the  Degree.  The  Registrary  shall  foi'thwith  forward  the  application  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  indicated. 
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3.  Such  applications  shall  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  the  Special 
Board  of  Studies,  to  be  caUed  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  Board.  The 
Degree  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  of  the  Pro- 
fessors and  Readers  who  are  members  of  such  Board  either  by  Statute  or  by 
Grace  as  Professors  (including  the  Public  Orator  in  the  case  of  the  Classical 
Board)  or  Readers,  and  Members  of  the  Senate  elected  to  serve  on  the 
Board  on  tlie  nomination  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate.  Provided  that  the 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  co-opt,  at  any  time  between  the  annual 
election  of  the  new  member  of  the  Board  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  and  the 
end  of  the  ensuing  Lent  Tenu,  not  more  than  two  additional  members, 
each  of  them  being  either  an  actual  member  of  the  Special  Board  or 
already  nominated  as  an  additional  member  by  the  Board ;  provided 
further  that  a  person  so  nominated  shall  not  become  a  member  of  the 
Degree  Committee  until  he  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Senate  as  an 
additional  member  of  the  Board.  The  persons  tlms  co-opted  shall  remain 
members  of  the  Degree  Committee  till  the  last  day  of  the  next  following 
Michaelmas  Term,  provided  that  no  jiersou  shall  continue  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Degree  Committee  after  he  has  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the  Special 
Board. 

4.  If  such  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  original  contribu- 
tions to  the  advancement  of  Science  or  Learnmg  constitute  prima  facie  a 
qualification  for  a  degree,  they  shall  obtain  reports  upon  them  from  not 
less  than  two  persons,  who  may  be  members  of  the  Committee  or  not. 
These  rejsorts  shall  be  treated  as  confidential  docmnents.  If  referees  are 
not  apijointed  the  fee  of  ten  guineas  paid  by  the  applicant  under  Regula- 
tion 2  shall  be  returned  to  him. 

5.  The  Committee  shall  direct  that  a  fee,  not  less  than  three  guineas 
and  not  more  than  five  guineas,  shall  be  paid  from  the  University  Chest 
to  each  referee. 

6.  If  the  Committee  be  of  opinion  that  the  degree  should  be  granted, 
their  resolution  to  that  effect,  with  the  names  of  those  present,  and  of 
those  voting  on  either  side,  accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  referees,  shall 
be  communicated  to  the  General  Board  of  Studies. 

7.  No  final  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  grant  of 
a  degi-ee  shall  be  taken  except  at  a  meeting  at  which  not  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  are  present. 

8.  If  the  General  Board  of  Studies  after  receiving  such  communication 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  degree  ought  to  be  conferred,  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor  shall  publish  the  name  of  the  candidate  as  aj^proved  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  in  Science  or  Doctor  in  Letters  as  the  case  may  be. 

9.  If  the  Committee  either  without  obtaining  a  report  or  after  re- 
ceiving the  report  of  the  referees  shall  be  of  oj)inion  that  a  degree  ought 
not  to  be  granted,  the  Chairman  of  the  Special  Board  of  Studies  shall 
inform  the  candidate  of  the  fact. 

10.  No  candidate  for  a  degree  shall  be  present  at  the  deliberations 
either  of  the  Committee  or  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies  respecting  his 
own  case. 

11.  The  fee  payable  on  admission  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Science 
or  Doctor  in  Letters  shall  be  £25. 

12.  Candidates  for  the  degrees  of  Doctor  in  Science  or  Doctor  in 
Letters  shall  be  presented  for  their  degrees  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Special 
Board  of  Studies  or  by  a  Doctor  in  Science  or  Letters  as  the  case  may  be 
deputed  by  htm. 
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13.  Doctors  in  Science  and  Doctors  in  Letters  shall  take  precedence 
immediately  after  Doctors  in  Medicine  in  the  order  of  seniority  of  their 
complete  degree. 

14.  Doctors  in  Science  or  Letters  created  Doctors  on  or  before  the 
Commencement  Day  of  the  year  1887  shall  after  that  day  take  precedence 
as  if  they  had  all  been  created  Doctors  on  that  day. 


Resolutions  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies 

1.  That  in  all  cases  it  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  at  least  two 
independent  reports  by  the  referees  on  all  applications  for  the  degree 
of  Litt.D.  or  Sc.D. 

2.  That  when  practicable,  one  at  least  of  the  referees,  appointed  to 
consider  an  application  by  a  resident  member  of  the  University  for  the 
degree  of  Litt.D.  or  Sc.D.,  should  be  either  not  a  member  of  the  Univer- 
sity or  not  a  resident  member  of  the  University. 

3.  That  it  is  imdesirable  that  a  referee  should  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider an  application  for  the  degree  of  Litt.D.  or  Sc.D.  who  has  himself 
collaborated  with  the  applicant  in  any  of  the  papers  on  which  the  applica- 
tion is  based ;  but  that  if,  in  a  particular  case,  there  are  special  reasons 
for  appointing  as  referee  a  person  with  whom  the  applicant  has  collaborated, 
such  referee  should  not  report  on  any  of  the  work  of  the  apfilicant  in 
which  he  has  himself  taken  part. 


Inauguration  and  Creation 

Inauguration 

The  day  for  the  Inauguration  of  all  Bachelors  designate 
in  Arts,  Law,  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Music,  is  December  24 
or,  if  that  day  be  a  Sunday,  December  23. 

At  the  Inauguration  of  Bachelors  the  names  are  arranged  as 
follows :  the  names  of  Bachelors  of  Medicine  in  alphabetical 
order  ;  the  names  of  Bachelors  of  Surgery  in  alphabetical  order ; 
the  names  of  Bachelors  of  Arts  in  alphabetical  order  ;  the  names 
of  Bachelors  of  Law  in  alphabetical  order ;  the  names  of 
Bachelors  of  Music  in  alphabetical  order. 

They  are  then  inaugurated  full  Bachelors  by  means  of  the 
formulae  of  Inauguration  as  follows  :

Creation 

The  day  for  the  Creation  of  Masters  and  Doctors  in  the  various 
faculties  is  the  Tuesday  immediately  preceding  the  last  day  of 
the  Easter  Term. 

Candidates  for  these  Degrees  are  no  longer  required  to  attend 
personally  for  creation,  but  their  names  are  read  over  in  order  of 
seniority,  and  they  are  created  by  means  of  the  formulae  of 
Creation  as  follows :

The  names  of  the  Doctors  Designate  in  Science  and  of  the  Doctors 
Designate  in  Letters  having  been  recited  in  the  order  of  their  Seniority 
with  the  addition  of  Doctor  J)esi<inatits  in  Scientia  or  Doctor  Desi<jnatus 
in  Litteris  to  each,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  Senior  of  all  the  Doctors 
of  Science  and  of  Letters,  who  are  in  residence,  or  some  other  Doctor 
either  of  Science  or  of  Letters  deputed  by  him,  shall  make  the  following 
declaration :

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Honorary    Degrees 

Complete  Dkgrees 

By  Statute  A.  c.  ii.  §  18  complete  Degrees  honoris  causa  may 
be  conferred,  without  residence  or  examinations  or  exercises,  on 
the  following  persons  :  viz. 

Under  Paragraph  1  on  Members  of  the  Royal  Family,  Privy 
Councillors,  Bishops,  Bishops  Designate  or  Elect,  including  persons 
designated  for  Colonial  or  Indian  or  Missionary  Bishoprics  and 
apppoved  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Peers,  Members  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature,  Deans'  of  Cathedral  Churches 
or  the  Abbey  Church  of  "Westminster  or  the  Ptoyal  Chapel  of 
St  George,  Windsor,  and  Heads  of  Colleges  in  the  University. 

Persons  admitted  to  complete  Degrees  under  this  Section  are  presented 
by  the  Public  Orator  in  a  Latin  Speech.  They  pay  twice  the  usual  fee  for 
the  Degree  to  which  thej'  are  admitted. 

Complete  Degrees  honoris  causa  may  also  be  conferred,  under 
Paragraph  2,  without  fulfilment  of  the  usual  conditions  on  persons 
who,  having  already  been  admitted  to  a  Degree  in  the  University 
or  obtained  some  University  Office,  are  distinguished  by  con- 
spicuous merit. 

Persons  admitted  to  comi^lete  Degi'ees  under  this  Section  pay  the 
ordinary  fee  for  the  Degree,  and  £5.  5s.  in  consideration  of  the  Orator's 
speech  in  case  the  ordinary  formula  is  not  adopted.  Except  in  the  case  of 
Professors,  i^ersons  resident  in  Cambridge  who  are  presented  for  the 
complete  Degree  of  M.A.,  are  presented  by  the  Orator  iu  the  formula 
ordinarily  prescribed.

Those  upon  whom  complete  Dejrrees,  honoris  causa,  are  to  be 
conferred  under  Statute  A,  Chapter  II,  Section  18,  are  required 
to  matriculate  as  members  of  the  University,  if  they  have  not 
ah'eady  done  .>>o,  but  they  are  not  required  to  pay  an  extra  fee 
for  matriculating  on  anotlier  day  than  a  day  of  General  Matricu- 
lation, nor  is  any  Capitation  Tax  required  from  any  person  who  in 
the  same  term  in  which  he  matriculates  is  admitted  to  a  complete 
Degree,  lienor' is  causa  (see  p.  155). 

No  person  taking  a  degree  honoris  causa  is  entitled  to  a  vote 
in  the  Senate  unless  either  before  or  after  his  admission  to  such 
Degree  he  shall  have  kept  by  residence  in  Cambridge  the  greater 
part  of  each  of  three  Terms. 

Titular  Degrees 

Titles  of  Degrees  in  Arts,  liaw,  Medicine,  Surgery,  Science, 
Letters,  or  Music  may  be  granted,  under  Paragraph  3,  to 
foreigners  of  distinction,  and  to  British  subjects  wlio  are  of 
conspicuous  merit  or  have  done  good  service  to  the  State  or 
to  the  University. 

Persons  admitted  to  Titular  Degrees  i>ay  no  fee.  Eesidents  in  Camhridge 
who  are  presented  for  the  titular  Degree  of  M.A.  are  presented  by  the 
Orator  in  the  formula  ordinarily  prescribed.

*^*  The  substance  of  the  Regulations  relating  to  Diplomas  will 
be  found  in  Chapter  XVI  of  the  Student's  Handbook.  The  brief 
summary  given  below,  although  correct  as  far  as  it  goes,  might 
under  some  circumstances  be  misleading  to  intending  candidates. 

In  addition  to  Degrees,  which  are  for  the  most  part  conferred 
only  on  its  own  members,  the  University  grants  four  Diplomas, 
which  are  open  to  persons  not  members  of  the  University^.  These 
are  (1)  the  Diploma  in  Agriculture,  (2)  the  Diploma  in  Psycho- 
logical Medicine,  (3)  the  Diploma  in  Public  Health,  and  (4)  the 
Diploma  in  Tropical  Medicine  and  Hygiene.  The  University  also 
grants  four  other  Diplomas  which  are  almost  entirely  restricted 
to  members  of  the  University.  These  are  (1)  the  Diploma  in 
Anthropology,  (2)  the  Diploma  in  Forestry,  (3)  the  Diploma  in 
Geography,  and  (4)  the  Diploma  in  Mining  Engineering,  the 
Diplomas  in  Anthropology  and  Geography  being  only  open  to 
non-members  under  certain  exceptional  circumstances.  These 
eight  Diplomas  are  treated  below  in  alphabetical  order.  The 
special  case  of  the  Examination  in  Architectural  Studies  is  also 
dealt  with  at  the  end  of  this  Section. 

The  Diploma  in  Agriculture 

The  Examination  for  the  Dij^loma  in  Agriculture  is  held  in 
Cambridge,  and  is  open  to  persons  who  are  not  members  of  the 
University.  The  Examination  consists  of  two  Parts ;  and  no 
candidate  is  admitted  to  Part  II  until  he  has  satisfied  the 
Examiners  in  Part  I,  provided  that  in  Part  I  a  candidate  who 
has  obtained  Honours  in  Part  I  of  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos 
is  excused  Chemistry  and  Physics  if  he  has  passed  in  Chemistry 
in  the  Tripos,  Physics  if  he  has  passed  in  Physics  in  the  Tripos, 
Botany  if  he  has  passed  in  Botany  in  the  Tripos,  and  Zoology  if 
he  has  passed  in  Zoology  or  Physiology  in  the  Tripos.  A  candi- 
date who  has  passed  both  Parts  of  the  Examination  is  entitled  to 
a  Diploma  testifying  to  his  competent  knowledge  of  the  Science 
and  Practice  of  Agriculture,  and  stating  in  which  of  the  volun-

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tary  subjects,  if  any,  he  lias  satisfied  the  Examiners,  and  in  which 
subject  or  subjects,  if  any,  lie  has  attained  distinction.  A  candi- 
date who  has  passed  either  Part  of  the  Examination  may  present 
himself  again  for  examination  in  any  of  the  voluntary  subjects, 
and  in  the  event  of  his  satisfying  the  Examiners,  these  subjects 
will  be  endorsed  on  his  Certificate. 

Candidates  for  the  Diploma  in  Agriculture  who  have  already 
passed  the  Special  Examination  in  Agricultural  Science  are 
regarded  as  having  passed  Part  I  of  the  Examination  for  the 
Diploma. 

The  Examination  for  Part  I  is  held  twice  in  the  year.  It 
includes  the  subjects  for  the  Special  Examination  in  Agriculture, 
is  conducted  by  means  of  the  papers  set  for  that  Examination 
and  is  held  at  the  same  times  and  in  the  same  manner.  The 
Examination  for  Part  II  is  held  once  in  the  year,  or,  if  the  Board 
of  Agricultural  Studies  should  think  it  expedient,  more  than 
once. 

In  Part  I  the  subjects  and  schedules  are  those  of  the  Special 
Examination  in  Agricultural  Science.  The  Examination,  which 
is  partly  in  writing  and  partly  oral  and  practical,  includes  the 
following  subjects  :  Elementary  Botany,  Zoology,  Geology, 
Chemistry  and  Physics,  in  their  relation  to  Agriculture  ;  the 
General  Principles  of  Agriculture  ;  the  General  Principles  of 
Forestry.  Of  these  subjects,  Elementary  Geology  in  relation  to 
Agriculture  and  tlie  Principles  of  Forestry  are  voluntary.  The 
results  of  the  pnpers  in  the  voluntary  subjects  are  taken  into 
account  in  assigning  the  places  in  the  class-list ;  and  marks  will 
be  affixed  to  the  names  of  those  who  pass  satisfactorily  in  a 
voluntary  subject. 

In  Part  II  eight  papers  are  set  as  follows:  (1)  and  (2)  Agri- 
culture, (3)  Botany,  (4)  {voluntary)  Zoology,  (5)  Chemistry, 
(6)  Physiology,  (7)  \coluntary)  Physics,  (8)  {volunfMry)  Geology, 
all  with  reference  to  Agriculture.  Marks  are  affixed  to  the  names 
of  those  candidates  who  pass  satisfactorily  in  a  voluntary  subject. 
The  Examiners  will  also  place  a  distinguishing  mark  opposite  the 
names  of  those  candidates  whom  they  consider  to  have  specially 
distinguished  themselves  in  any  subject  or  subjects.  Marks  of 
distinction  may  be  given  in  the  subjects  of  the  voluntary  i^apers 
as  well  as  in  the  subjects  of  the  other  i)apers.  In  addition  to  the 
papers  there  will  be  a  practical  or  oral  examination  in  each 
subject. 

The  Diploma  in  Anthropology 

A  Diploma  in  Anthropology  is  granted  either  by  Dissertation 
or  by  Examination  under  the  following  Regulations  : 

By  Dissertation 
(1)     That  any  member  of  the  University  who  has  taken,  or  is 
qualified  to  take,  a  degree  of  the  University,  and  has  received 
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instruction  in  Anthropology  in  Cambridge  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Anthropological  Studies  during  three  terms, 
which  need  not  be  consecutive,  and  has  presented  a  disser- 
tation which  dissertation  has  been  approved  l>y  tlie  Board  shall, 
on  the  payment  of  such  fees  as  the  Senate  may  from  time  to 
time  determine,  be  entitled  to  a  Diploma  testifying  to  his  com- 
petent knowledge  of  Anthropology. 

(2)  That  anv  member  of  the  University  who  has  gi-aduated 
before  the  date'of  the  establishment  of  the  Diploma,  has  received 
instruction  in  Anthropology  in  Cambridge  under  a  University 
Professor,  Reader,  or  Lectiirer  for  three  terms,  which  need  not 
have  been  consecutive,  and  has  presented  a  dissertation,  which 
dissertation  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  shall,  on  the 
payment  of  such  fees  as  the  Senate  may  from  time  to  time 
determine,  be  entitled  to  a  Diploma  testifying  to  his  competent 
knowledge  of  Anthropology. 

(3)  That  a  Research  Student  who  has  resided  for  three  terms 
and  has  received  instruction  in  Anthropology  in  Cambridge 
imder  the  direction  of  the  Board  during  three  terms,  which  need 
not  be  consecutive,  and  has  presented  a  dissertation  which  disser- 
tation has  been  approved  liy  the  Board  shall,  on  the  payment  of 
such  fees  as  the  Senate  may  from  time  to  time  determine,  be 
entitled  to  a  Diploma  testifying  to  his  competent  knowledge  of 
Anthropology,  provided  that  such  dissertation  shall  not  have  been 
presented  for  a  Certificate  of  Research  (see  p.  166). 

(4)  That  the  dissertation  shall  be  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  and  that  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or 
more  referees  to  examine  the  dissertations,  and  if  necessarv  to 
examine  the  candidates  orally  or  otherwise  upon  the  subject 
thereof,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  Board. 

(5)  That  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  take  into  considera- 
tion together  with  the  dissertation  any  memoir  or  work  published 
by  the  candidate  which  he  may  desire  to  submit  to  them. 

(6)  That  each  candidate  before  receiving  his  diploma  shall 
deposit  in  the  University  Library  a  copy  of  his  dissertation  in  a 
form  approved  by  the  Board. 

By  Examination 

1.  That  the  Examination  be  divided  into  four  parts,  which 
may  be  taken  together  or  separately  : 

An  examination  in  {a)  General  Anthropology ; 

An  examination  in  at  least  one  of  the  following  Special 
Subjects,  viz.  {h)  Physical  Anthropology,  (c)  Archaeology  and 
Technology,  {d)  Social  Anthropology  ;  and  that  it  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  to  publish  from  time  to  time  schedules  defining  the 
range  and  details  of  these  subjects. 
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2.  That  a  candidate  who  has  satisfied  the  Examiners  in 
General  Anthropology  and  in  one  of  the  Special  Subjects  be 
entitled  to  a  Diploma  testifying  to  his  competent  knowledge 
of  Anthropology. 

3.  That  a  candidate  who  has  satisfied  the  Examiners  in  any 
one  of  the  Special  Subjects  be  entitled  to  a  Certificate  testifying 
to  his  competent  knowledge  of  that  Special  Subject. 

4.  Tiiat  a  candidate  who  has  obtained  Certificates  in  the 
three  Special  Subjects  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Diploma  testifying 
to  his  competent  knowledge  of  Anthropology. 

5.  That  any  member  of  the  University  who  has  taken,  or  is 
qualified  to  take,  a  degree  of  the  University,  and  has  received 
instruction  in  Anthropology  in  Cambridge  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Anthropological  Studies  during  three  terms,  which 
need  not  be  consecutive,  may  present  himself  as  a  candidate  for 
the  Diploma  by  examination. 

6.  That  any  member  of  the  University  who  has  graduated 
before  1908,  the  year  of  the  establishment  of  the  Diploma,  and 
has  received  instruction  in  Anthropology  in  Cambridge  under  a 
University  Professor,  Reader,  or  Lecturer  for  three  terms,  which 
need  not  have  been  consecutive,  may  present  himself  as  a  candidate 
for  the  Diploma  by  exanjination. 

7.  That  a  Research  Student  who  has  resided  for  three  terms 
and  has  received  instruction  in  Anthropology  in  Cambridge  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  during  three  terms,  which  need  not  be 
consecutive,  may  i^resent  himself  as  a  candidate  for  the  Diploma 
by  examination. 

8.  That  in  exceptional  circumstances,  and  under  such  con- 
ditions as  in  each  case  the  Board  may  determine,  an  oflBcer  of 
His  Majesty's  Services,  not  ordinarily  resident  in  the  British 
Isles,  may  present  himself  for  examination  for  one  or  more 
Certificates  as  a  means  of  proceeding  ultimately  to  the  Diploma 
by  the  acquisition  of  three  Certificates  according  to  the  regu- 
lations set  forth  above  (see  paragraphs  3  and  4) ;  provided  that 
he  gives  such  evidence  of  exceptional  qualification  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Board. 

The  Diploma  in  Forestry 

A  Diploma  in  Forestry  is  granted  to  members  of  the  University 
under  the  following  conditions  : 

L     Candidates  for  the  Diploma  in  Forestry  shall 

(a)  have  passed  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  Science, 
or  the  First  M.B.  Examination,  or  in  the  compulsory 
science  subjects  included  in  Part  I  of  the  Examina- 
tion for  the  Diploma  in  Agriculture, 
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or       (b)     have   obtained    Honours  in    Part    I    of   the    Natural 

Sciences  Tripos, 
or '     (c)    have  passed  some  other  examination  accepted  for  the 

purpose  by  the  Forestry  Committee, 
or      (d)    have  been  admitted  as   Probationers   to   the   Indian 

Forest  Service. 

2.  Subject  to  tlie  provisions  of  Regulations  1  and  7,  the  Examin- 
ation for  Part  I  of  the  Diploma  shall  be  open  to  candidates  who 
are  in  their  tliird  or  some  subsequent  term  of  residence,  having 
previously  kept  two  terms,  and  the  Examination  for  Part  II  shall 
be  open  to  candidates  who  are  in  their  sixth  or  some  subsequent 
term  of  residence,  having  previously  kept  five  terms. 

3.  Before  completing  their  Examination  for  the  Diploma 
candidates  shall  have  resided  for  a  period  of  at  least  six  months 
on  forests  either  abroad  or  at  home  approved  by  the  Committee, 
and  have  carried  out  such  practical  work  as  is  prescribed.  They 
must  present  certificates  to  that  effect.  In  the  case  of  a  cimdidate 
who  already  has  practical  knowledge  of  forestry  the  Committee 
may  shorten  the  period  after  consideration  of  the  individual  case, 

4.  The  Examination  for  the  Diploma  shall  be  in  two  Parts, 
and  shall  be  partly  in  wTiting  and  partly  oral  and  practical. 

5.  In  Part  I  of  the  Examination,  papers  shall  be  set  in  the 
Principles  of  J'orestry,  Silviculture,  Forest  Botany,  Forest  Ento- 
mology, Forest  Engineering  and  Surveying,  and  Geology.  Of 
these  subjects  the  Principles  of  Forestry,  Silviculture,  and  Forest 
Botany  siiall  be  compulsory ;  and  one  of  the  remaining  subjects 
must  also  be  taken. 

6.  In  Part  II  of  the  Examination,  papers  shall  be  set  in 
Forest  Management,  Forest  Botany,  Forest  Utilization,  Forest 
Protection,  and  Forest  Entomology. 

7.  No  candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  Part  II  of  the 
Examination  until  he  has  satisfied  the  Examiners  in  Part  I,  and 
has  completed  his  practical  course  as  defined  in  Regulation  3. 

8.  The  Examinations  shall  be  held  once  in  each  year. 

The  Indian  Forestry  Seririce 

Probationers  accepted  for  this  Service  may  spend  their  period 
of  probation  at  Cambridge,  and  pursue  their  training  at  the 
University. 

In  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Indian  Forest  Studies, 
the  Forestry  Committee  issued  on  17  January,  1912,  the  following 
special  regulations  for  the  additional  course  of  study  for  the 
Indian  Forest  Probationers  required  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  India  in  Council : 

"  The  Indian  Forest  Probationers  pursuing  their  training  at  the 
University  are  required : 

(1)  To  attend  dihgently  courses  of  instruction  in  the  special 
subjects  of  Forest  Law,  Geology  of  India,  and  Systematic  Botany 
of  Indian  Trees. 

CAL.  15 
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(2)  To  acquire  a  knowledge  of  colloquial  German. 

(3)  To  satisfy  tlie  Examiners  in  German,  General  Botany, 
Silviculture,  J'orest  Mensuration,  Physics  and  Chemistry,  by  the 
end  of  the  first  year  of  training. 

(4)  To  satisfy  the  Examiners  in  the  remaining  subjects  of  the 
course  for  the  Diploma  in  Forestry,  and  in  the  special  subjects  of 
Forest  Law,  Geology  of  India,  and  Systematic  Botany  of  Indian 
Trees,  by  the  end  of  the  second  year  of  training. 

(5)  To  obtain  the  Diploma  in  Forestry. 

(6)  To  attend  diligently  a  course  of  instruction  in  Practical 
Forestry  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Director  of 
Indian  Forest  Studies." 

The  Diploma  in  Geography 

The  Examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Geography  is  held  in 
Cambridge,  and  is  open,  under  certain  conditions,  to  persons  who 
are  not  members  of  the  University'.  The  Examination  consists 
of  two  Parts;  and  no  candidate  is  admitted  to  Part  II  until 
either  in  the  same  or  in  a  previous  term  he  has  satisfied  the 
Examiners  in  Part  I.  Candidates  for  the  Diploma  in  Geography 
who  have  already  passed  the  Special  Examination  in  Geography, 
are  regarded  as  having  passed  Part  I  of  the  Examination  for  the 
Diploma.  A  candidate  who  has  passed  both  Parts  of  the 
Examination  is  entitled  to  a  Diploma,  testifying  to  his  competent 
knowledge  of  Geographical  Science. 

The  Examination  for  Part  I  is  conducted  by  means  of  the 
papers  set  for  the  Special  Examination  in  Geography  and  is  held 
at  the  same  time.  The  Examination  for  Part  II  is  held  once 
in  the  year,  or  if  the  Board  of  Geographical  Studies  think  it 
expedient,  more  than  once.  An  Examination  will  be  held  in 
the  Easter  Term  and  will  commence  on  the  seventh  day  after  the 
commencement  of  the  Examination  for  Part  I  in  that  term. 

The  conditions  under  which  candidates  may  be  admitted  to 
the  Examination  are  as  follows : 

The  Exauiinatiou  for  the  Diploma  in  Geography  is  open 

(a)  To  auy  member  of  the  University  who  has  taken,  or  is  qualified 
to  take,  a  degree  of  the  University. 

(b)  To  any  person,  whether  a  member  of  the  University  or  not,  who 
has  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Geogi-aphical  Stmiies 
a  certificate  of  attendance  at  the  com'ses  of  instruction  prescribed  by 
the  Board,  for  one  term  at  least  before  entering  for  Part  I  of  the 
Examination,  and  for  three  terms  at  least,  which  need  not  be  consecu- 
tive terms,  before  entering  for  Part  II. 

(c)  In  exceptional  circumstances,  and  under  such  conditions  as  in 
each   case   the   Board   may  determme,  to  officers  of   His  Majesty's 
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Services,  not  ordinarily  resident  in  England,  who  are  unable  to 
fulfil  the  foregoing  conditions,  provided  that  they  give  such  evidence 
of  exceptional  qualificatiou  as  may  be  apjjroved  by  the  Board. 

{cl)     No  candidate  sliall  be  admitted  to  Part  II  until  either  in  the 
same  or  ui  a  previous  term  he  has  satisfied  the  Examiners  in  Part  I. 

The  Examination  is  partly  in  writing,  pai'tly  oral  and  practical. 
Tlie  written  examination  tor  Part  I  consists  of  six  papers  as 
follows:  (1)  Physical  Geography,  (2)  Historical  and  Political 
Geography,  (3)  Economic  and  Commercial  Geography,  (4)  Carto- 
graphy, (.5)  History  of  Geographical  Discovery,  (6)  Races  of  Man. 
Papers  (.5)  and  (6)  are  voluntary,  that  is  to  say,  students  are  not 
required  to  present  themselves  for  them,  but  the  results  are 
taken  into  account  in  assigning  the  places  in  the  class-list ;  and 
marks  are  affixed  to  the  names  of  those  who  pass  satisfactorily  in 
either  of  these  papers. 

The  oral  examination  takes  place  after  the  written  examin- 
ation, and  may  have  reference  to  any  of  the  above  subjects.  At 
this  examination  any  field  work  in  Cartography  .submitted  by  the 
candidates  will  be  received  by  the  Examiners. 

The  Examination  for  Part  II  includes  (a)  Regional  Geography, 
(b)  Surveying  and  Mapping,  (c)  Geomorphology,  {d)  Oceanography 
and  Climatology,  (e)  History  of  Geography,  (/)  Anthropogeo- 
graphy.  Candidates  are  required  to  pass  in  four  at  least  of 
these  subjects. 

Candidates  may  also  be  examined  orally  and  practically  in  any 
of  these  subjects ;  and  field  work  submitted  by  candidates  in 
Surveying  and  Mapping  will  be  received  at  this  oral  examiuation. 

The  Diploma  nsr  Mining  Engineebing 
A  Diploma  in    Mining   Engineering  is  granted   to   members 
of  the  University  under  the  following  conditions  : 

(1)  That  a  student  shall  have  passed  the  Previous  Examin- 
ation Parts  I  and  II,  or  any  Examination  recognised  in  lieu 
thereof,  and  completed  nine  terms  of  residence. 

(2)  (a)  That  he  shall  have  reached  the  standard  required  for 
Honours  in  the  Examination  (papers  and  practical  work)  in 
Chemistry  and  Geology  in  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos. 

{b)  That  he  shall  have  reached  the  standard  required  for  a 
second  class  in  the  Examination  in  Structures,  Heat  Engines, 
and  Electricity  (papers  and  practical  work)  in  Part  II  of  the 
Special  Examination  for  the  Ordinary  B.  A.  degree  in  Mechanism 
and  Applied  Science ^  Provided  that  a  candidate  who  has 
reached  the  standard  required  for  Honours  in  the  Examination 
in  these  subjects  in  the  Mechanical  Sciences  Tripos  shall  not  be 
required  to  take  the  Special  Examination. 

1  The  Speci.il  Examination  in  Mechanism  and  Applied  Science  is  now  superseded  by  tlie  Special 
Examination  in  Engineering  Science  ;  but  the  Regulations  for  the  Diploma  in  Mining  Engineering  are 
under  revision,  and  a  new  scheme  will  probably  come  into  force  before  long.

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(c)  That  he  shall  have  obtained  a  certificate  from  the  Pi'ofessor 
of  Mechanism  that  he  has  acquired  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of 
Elementary  Mechanical  Drawing.  Provided  that  a  candidate 
who  shall  obtain  a  Certificate  from  a  Professor  or  from  a  teacher 
recognised  by  the  Special  Board  for  Physics  and  Chemistry  for 
this  purpose  that  he  has  attended  a  course  of  Laboratory  Instruc- 
tion and  acquired  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of  experimental  work 
in  any  of  the  subjects  enumerated  in  clauses  (a)  and  (&),  shall  be 
exempted  from  the  practical  examination  in  that  subject. 

(3)  That  he  shall  have  obtained  a  certificate  from  a  respon- 
sible mining  engineer  that  he  has  spent  not  less  than  four  months 
in  actual  work  under  his  supervision  in  or  about  a  mine,  and  in 
particular  has  acquired  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  instru- 
ments and  methods  used  in  Surveying  in  Mines. 

(4)  That  he  shall  also  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  knowledge 
of  the  Application  of  Science  to  the  Art  of  Mining  according  to 
regulations  to  be  laid  down  by  the  Special  Board  for  Physics  and 
Chemistry. 

Entries  may  also  be  made  upon  the  Diploma  certifying  pro- 
ficiency in  one  or  more  of  the  following  subjects,  viz.  Mineralogy, 
Metallurgy,  Assaying,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  who,  (a)  as  to 
Mineralogy,  has  reached  the  standard  required  for  Honours  in 
the  Examination  in  Mineralogy  in  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos ; 
(b)  as  to  Metallurgy,  has  given  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  know- 
ledge of  Metallurgy  according  to  regulations  to  be  laid  down  by 
the  Special  Board  for  Physics  and  Chemistry ;  (c)  as  to  Assaying, 
has  obtained  a  certificate  from  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  that 
he  has  a  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the  principles  and  practice  of 
Assaying. 

For  holders  of  this  Diploma  the  period  of  practical  exijerience 
in  a  mine  recjuired  from  Colliery  Managers  under  the  Coal  Mines 
Regulation  Amendment  Act  (1903)  is  shortened  from  five  years 
to  three. 

The  Diploma  in  PsYCHOLOGiCAii  Medicine 
The  Examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Psychological  Medicine 
will  be  held  once  in  the  year\  or,  if  the  State  Medicine  Syndicate 
think  it  expedient,  more  than  once.  The  Examination  consists 
of  two  Parts.  A  candidate  who  has  passed  both  Parts  of  the 
Examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Examiners  will  be  entitled 
to  a  Diploma  testifying  to  his  competent  knowledge  of  Psycho- 
logical Medicine. 

The  Examinations  for  the  Diploma  are  held  once  in  each  jear. 
The  Examination  for  Part  I  is  held  in  Cambridge  dmiug  May  or 
June;  that  for  Part  II  in  London  during  March  or  April.  The 
two  Parts  may  be  taken  in  reverse  order. 

1  This  Examination  has  been  suspended  for  the  academical  years  1914—15  and  1915—16. 
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Part  I  of  the  Examination  is  open  to  candidates  whose  names 
are  on  the  Medical  Register ;  and  candidates  for  Part  II  will  be 
required  to  be,  at  the  time  of  entering  for  the  Kxamination, 
registered  medical  practitioners  of  not  less  than  two  years' 
standing,  and  must  produce  evidence  either  {a)  of  having  had 
twelve  months'  experience  as  the  Superintendent  of  an  Asylum 
or  Licensed  House  recognised  by  the  Lunacy  Authorities  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  or  (?>)  of  having  had  twelve  months'  clinical 
experience  in  an  Institution  for  the  Insane  recognised  by  the 
Managing  Committee  for  the  Examination  in  Psychological 
Medicine,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Medicine  Syntlicate. 

Institutions  for  the  Insane  recognised  hy  the  University 

(i)     Registered  Mental  Hospitals  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

(ii)  District,  County,  Borough,  City,  or  Royal  Asylums  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

(iii)  Such  other  Institutions  and  Licensed  Houses  as  are  recognised 
by  the  University.  Under  this  head  Camberwell  House, 
Peckham  Road,  London  S.E.,  and  Peckhani  House,  Peckham 
Road,  Loudon  S.E.  are  recognised  ;  also  the  Egyptian  Govei'u- 
ment  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Abbassiah,  Cairo. 

The  Examination  for  Part  I  consists  of  (1)  one  paper  on  the 
Anatomy  and  Physiology  of  the  Nervous  System,  (2)  a  practical 
and  oral  examination  thereon,  (3)  one  paper  on  Psychology, 
(4)  a  pi'actical  and  oral  examination  thereon ;  and  Part  II 
consists  of  (I)  one  paper  on  Neurology,  clinical  and  pathological, 
(2)  a  clinical  and  oral  examination  thereon,  (3)  one  paper,  or  (if 
the  Managing  Committee  shall  think  it  desirable)  two  papers,  on 
Psychiatry,  Lunacy  Law,  and  Asylum  Administration,  (4)  a 
clinical  and  oral  examination  thereon. 


The  DrPLOiviA  in  Public  Health 

The  Examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Public  Health  is  held 
twice  in  the  year  at  Cambridge,  and  is  open  to  candidates  who 
are  not  members  of  the  University.  The  Examination  consists  of 
two  Parts,  which  may  be  taken  either  separately  or  together ; 
but  the  result  of  the  Examination  in  the  case  of  any  candidate  is 
not  published  until  he  has  passed  in  both  Parts.  Every  candi- 
date who  has  passed  both  Parts  of  the  Examination  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Examiners  will  receive  a  Diploma  testifying  to 
his  competent  knowledge  of  what  is  required  for  the  duties  of  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Part  I  usually  begins  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  April  and  the 
first  Monday  in  October  respectively  ;  Part  II  usually  begins  on 
the  second  Monday  in  April  and  October  respectively. 

Any  person  possessing  a  registered  qualification  in  Medicine, 
Surgery,  and  Midwifery  may  be  a  candidate  provided  that 
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(I)  Before  admission  to  Part  I,  he  produce  satisfactory 
evidence  that,  after  obtaining  a  registrable  qualification,  he  has 
received  practical  instruction  in  a  Laboratory  or  Laboratories, 
British  or  Foreign,  approved  by  the  State  Medicine  Syndicate, 
in  which  Chemistry,  Bacteriology,  and  the  Pathology  of  the 
Diseases  of  Animals  transmissible  to  Man  are  taught. 

The  Laboratory  instruction  must  cover  a  period  of  not  less 
than  four  calendar  months,  and  the  candidate  must  produce 
evidence  that  he  has  worked  in  the  Laboratory  for  at  least 
240  hours,  of  which  not  more  than  one-half  must  be  devoted 
to  Practical  Chemistry.  The  Laboratory  course  should  be  so 
arranged  as  to  lay  special  stress  on  work  which  bears  most 
directly  on  the  duties  of  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

The  Uni- 
versity of  Bristol.  The  University  of  Leeds.  Guy's  Hospital  Medical 
School.  St  Mmigo's  CoUege,  Glasgow.  The  University  of  Edinburgh. 
The  University  of  Glasgow.  The  University  of  Aberdeen.  Middlesex 
Hospital  Medical  School.  The  Royal  Southern  Hospital,  Livei^iool.  The 
Royal  CoUeges,  Edinburgh.  Surgeons'  HaU,  Edmburgh.  Trinity  CoUege, 
Dublin.  The  Queen's  University,  Belfast.  St  Thomas's  Hospital  Medical

(II)  Before  admission  to  Part  II,  his  course  for  the  Diploma

(i)  Either  (1)  that,  after  obtaining  a  registrable  qualification, 
he  has  during  six  months  been  diligently  engaged  in  acquiring

(a)  In  England  and  Wales,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  a  County  or  of  a  single  or  combined  Sanitary  District  having  a 
populatioa  of  not  less  than  50,00(t,  or  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
devoting  his  whole  time  to  Public  Health  work  ;  or 
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(6)  In  Scotland,  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a  County  or 
Counties,  or  of  one  or  more  Districts  having  a  population  of  not 
less  than  30,000  ;  or 

{c)  In  Ireland,  a  Medical  Superintendent  Officer  of  Health 
of  a  District  or  Districts  having  a  population  of  not  less  than 
30,000;  or 

[d)  In  the  British  Dominions  outside  the  United  Kingdom, 
a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a  Sanitary  District  having  a 
population  of  not  less  than  30,000,  who  himself  holds  a  registrable 
Diploma  in  Public  Health  ;  or 

{e)  A  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  is  also  a  Teacher  in 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  of  a  recognised  Medical 
School ;  or 

(/)  A  Sanitary  Staff  Officer  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical 
Corps  having  charge  of  an  Army  Corps,  District,  Command,  or 
Division,  recognised  for  this  purjjose  by  the  General  Medical 
Council ; 

Districts  recognised  hi/  the  General  Medical  Council:  Aldershot. 
Salisbury  Plain.  Southern  and  Soutli-Eastern.  Westei'u.  Dublin  and 
Belfast.  Cork.  Chatham  and  Woolwich.  Home.  Eastern.  North- 
Eastern  and  North- Western.  Scottish.  Gibraltar  Command.  The 
following  Indian  Divisions  :  1st  (Peshawar),  2nd  (Rawalpindi),  3rd  (Lahore), 
4th  (Quetta),  .5th  (Mhow),  6th  (Poona),  7th  (Meemt),  8th  (Lucknow), 
ilth  (Secuuderabad),  Burma. 

((/)  An  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a  County,  or 
of  a  single  Sanitary  District  having  a  population  of  not  less  than 
.'iO,000,  provided  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  or 
District  in  question  permits  the  Assistant  Officer  to  give  the 
necessary  instruction  and  issue  certificates  : 

The  Certificate  for  the  purpose  of  Pailell  (i)  (1)  must  include  testimony 
that  the  candidate  has  attended  under  the  supervision  of  the  person  certi- 
fying on  not  less  than  60  working  days. 

Provided  that  if  the  candidate  has 

(i)  produced  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  attended  a  course  or

the  period  dm-ing  which  he  has  been  engaged  in  acquiring  jiractical 
knowledge  of  his  duties  under  this  Rule  may  be  reduced  to  three  months, 
to  include  an  attendance  on  at  least  30  workuig  days. 
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or  (2)  that  lie  has  himself  held  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
three  years  an  appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  a 
Sanitary  District  within  the  British  Dominions,  and  having  a 
population  of  not  less  than  15,000. 

and  (ii)  that,  after  obtaining  a  registrable  qualification,  he 
has  during  three  months  attended  at  least  twice  weekly  the 
practice  of  a  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  at  which  he  has 
received  instruction  in  the  Methods  of  Administration. 

1.  Methods  of  Administration  include  the  methods  of  dealing  with 
patients  at  their  admission  and  discharge,  as  well  as  in  the  wards,  and  the 
Medical  Superuitendeuce  of  the  Hospital  generally.  2.  In  the  case  of  a 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Royal  Anny  Medical  Corps,  a  Certificate  from  a 
Principal  Medical  Officer  under  whom  he  has  served,  stating  that  he  has 
dming  a  period  of  at  least  three  months  been  lUUgeutly  engaged  in 
acquu'iug  a  j)ractical  knowledge  of  Hospital  Administration  in  relation  to 
Infectious  Diseases,  may  be  accepted  as  evidence  under  Eule  II  (ii). 

The  Certificate  of  an  Assistant  Ofiicer  of  Health  of  a  County  or 
of  a  single  Sanitary  District  having  a  populatiim  of  not  less  than 
50,000  may  be  accepted  as  evidence  under  paragraph  (ii), 
provided  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  County  or  District 
in  question  permits  the  Assistant  Officer  to  give  the  necessary 
instruction  and  to  issue  certifi(?ates. 

*,*  The  provisions  as  to  previous  study,  paragraphs  I  and  II,  do  not 
apply  to  Medical  Practitioners  registered,  or  entitled  to  be  registered, 
on  or  before  January  1,  1890.  A  candidate,  who  iirevious  to  January 
1902  was  admitted  or  was  qualified  for  admission  to  the  Examination, 
or  who  had  already  entered  on  the  com-se  of  study  j)rescribed  by  the 
Eegulatious  in  force  before  that  date,  wiU  contmue  to  be  admissible  on 
presenting  the  certificates  requii'ed  vmder  the  old  Eegulations. 

The  Examination  in  both  Parts  will  be  oral  and  practical  a^ 
well  as  in  writing.  The  Examination  for  Part  I  will  have  refer- 
ence to  the  General  Principles  of  Sanitary  Science,  and  will 
comprise  the  following  subjects  : 

The  elements  of  chemistry  and  ijhysics :  methods  of  chemical 
analysis,  and  in  particular  the  analysis  of  foods,  air,  water,  and  sewage. 
The  laws  of  heat  and  the  elements  of  pneumatics,  hydrostatics,  and 
hyilrauhcs,  in  their  application  to  warming,  ventilation,  water-supply, 
and  drainage.  The  geological  and  other  conditions  determinmg  the 
healthiness  of  sites  for  dwellmgs.  Sources,  storage,  and  purification 
of  water-supply.  The  elements  of  meteorology  in  relation  to  health. 
The  effects  on  health  of  season  and  climate.  The  general  principles 
and  chemisti-y  of  sewage  disposal.  Dismfectants,  their  chemistry  and 
use.  The  microscopical  examination  of  foods,  and  the  detection  of  the 
commoner  forms  of  contamiuation.  Effects  on  health  of  overcrowding, 
vitiated  air,  impure  water,  polluted  soils,  and  bad  or  insufficient  food. 
The  methods  of  bacteriological  investigation  and  analysis.  The 
bacteriology  of  air,  water,  food,  and  soil.  The  general  pathology  of 
infection,  and  of  the  diseases  of  animals  that  are  transmissilile  to 
man. 
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The  Examination  for  Part  II  will  have  reference  to  State 
Medicine  and  to  the  applications  of  Pathology  and  Sanitary 
Science,  and  will  comprise  the  following  subjects : 

Laws  and  Statutes  relating  to  I'ublic  Health i.  The  model  Bj'-laws 
of  the  Local  Governineiit  Board.  Sanitation  of  (lwellin<,'s,  schools, 
factories,  and  workshops,  and  of  villages  and  towns.  School  hygiene, 
lusijectiou  of  slaughter-houses,  cow-sheds,  etc.  Lispection  of  meat 
and  other  articles  of  food.  Principles  of  building-construction  in  their 
application  to  dwellings,  hospitals,  and  schools.  The  general  principles 
and  practice  of  sanitarj-  engineering.  General  Epidcniiolog}-,  with 
special  reference  to  the  origin,  pathology,  symptoms,  propagation, 
geogi'aphical  distribution,  and  prevention  of  tlie  epidemic,  endemic, 
and  other  infective  diseases  both  of  temperate  and  of  tropical  climates. 
The  methods  applicable  to  the  medical  investigation  of  epidemics. 
Unwholesome  trades  and  occupations,  and  the  diseases  to  which  they 
give  rise.  Nuisances  uijurious  or  dangerous  to  health.  The  piinciples 
and  methods  of  Vital  Statistics  in  relation  to  Public  Health. 

The  foregoing  schedule  is  not  to  he  understood  as  limiting  the 
scope  of  the  Examination,  which  will  include  every  branch  of 
Sanitary  Science.  No  candidate  will  be  approved  by  the 
Examiners  who  does  not  shew  a  high  proficiency  in  all  the 
branches  of  study,  scientific  and  practical,  which  bear  upon  the 
duties  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

Marks  of  distinction  will  be  placed  opposite  the  names  of 
candidates  who  have  specially  distinguished  themselves  either 
in  (1)  the  General  Principles  of  Hygiene,  (2)  Bacteriology, 
(3)  Chemistry  in  Part  I  of  the  Examination,  or  (4)  Part  II  of  the 
Examination.

The  Diploma  in  Tropical  JVIedicine  and  Hygiene 

The  Examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Tropical  Medicine  and 
Hygiene  is  held  twice  a  year  at  Cambridge,  and  is  open  to 
candidates  who  are  not  members  of  the  University.  Every 
candidate  who  passes  the  Examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Examiners  will  receive  from  the  University  a  Diploma  testifying 
to  his  knowledge  and  skill  in  Tropical  Medicine  and  Hygiene. 

The  first  Examination  begins  early  in  January,  and  the  second 
in  the  middle  of  August,  and  extends  over  four  days. 

Any  person  possessing  a  registrable  qualification  in  Medicine, 

1  All  candi.lates  will  be  ex.iniined  in  the  provisions  of  the  EngUsh  Statutes  relating  to  Public  Health, 
but  any  candidate  will  be  given  an  opportunity  of  shewing  a  special  knowledge  of  other  Sanitary  Laws  in 
operation  within  the  British  Empire,  provided  that,  when  applying  for  admUsion  tothe  Examination,  he 
giuc  notice  of  his  dtsire  and  indicate  the  Special  Law  he  proposes  to  offer. 
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Surgery,  and  Midwifery   is   admissible   as   a  candidate  to   the 
Examination,  provided  that 

(I)  a  period  of  not  less  than  twelve  months  has  elapsed 
between  his  attainnient  of  a  registrable  qualification  and  his 
admission  to  the  Examination  ; 

(II)  he  produce  evidence,  satisfactory  to  the  Syndicate,  that

***  As  evidence  of  study  and  attainments  a  candidate  may  present 
to  the  Syndicate  (1)  any  dissertation,  memoii',  or  other  record  of  work 
carried  out  by  himself  on  a  subject  connected  with  Tropical  Medicine 
or  Hygiene,  (2)  any  Certificate  or  Diploma  in  Public  Health  or 
Sanitary  Science  he  may  have  obtained  from  a  recognised  examining 
body.  Such  evidence  will  be  considered  by  the  Syndicate  in  deter- 
minmg  whether  he  is  quaUfied  for  admission  to  the  Exammation,  and 
by  the  Examiners  in  determinuig  whether,  if  admitted,  he  shall  be 
included  in  the  Ust  of  successful  candidates. 

The  Examination  will  have  reference  to  the  nature,  incidence, 
prevention,  and  treatment  of  tiie  epidemic  and  (jthcr  diseases 
prevalent  in  tropical  countries.  It  will  comprise  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  The  methods  of  pathological  and  bacteriological  investigation. 
The  examination  of  the  blood.  The  characters,  diagnosis,  and  Ufe- 
liistory  of  animal  and  vegetable  parasites.  The  examination,  chemical 
and  microscopic,  of  poisonous  or  contaminated  foods  and  waters. 

'2.  The  origin,  pathology,  propagation,  distribution,  ijrevention, 
symptoms,  diagnosis,  and  treatment  of  the  epidemic,  endemic,  and 
otber  diseases  of  tropical  climates,  including — malaria ;  blackwater 
fever;  trypanosomiasis;  relapsing  fever;  dengue;  yellow  fever; 
plague ;  tetanus ;  beri-beri ;  dysentery  and  hepatic  abscess,  cholera, 
enteric  fever,  Malta  fever,  and  specific  diarrhceal  affections  of  the 
trojiics ;  diseases  due  to  cestode  and  other  worms ;  iilariasis ;  biUiarzial 
disease;  specitic  boils,  sores,  and  other  cutaneous  affections;  myce- 
toma; ophthalmic  affections  of  the  tropics:  affections  caused  by 
poisonous  plants  and  animals,  and  by  poisoned  weapons;  sunstroke. 
3.  The  general  effects  on  health  in  the  tropics  of  seasons  and 
climate,  soil,  water,  and  food.  Personal  hygiene,  acclimatisation. 
Principles  of  general  hygiene,  witli  special  reference  to  food-  and 
water-supplies,  sites,  dwellings,  drainage,  and  the  disposal  of  refuse. 
The  sanitation  of  native  quarters,  camps,  plantations,  factories, 
hospitals,  asylimas,  jails,  pilgrim  and  coolie  ships.  Principles  and 
methods  of  disinfection. 

The  Examination  will  be  partly  in  \vi'iting,  partly  oral,  and 
partly  practical  and  clinical.  The  clinical  part  will  be  conducted 
at  a  hospital  for  tropical  diseases,  at  which  cases  will  be  sub- 
mitted for  diagnosis  and  comment.

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The  Examination  in  Architectural  Studies 

The  Examination  in  Architectural  Studies  is  not  at  present 
associated  with  a  Diploma,  but  a  candidate  is  entitled  to  a 
Certificate  tiiat  he  has  passed  the  First  or  Second  or  botii  Parts 
of  the  Examination,  provided  always  that  he  has^  graduated 
previous  to  the  granting  of  such  Certificate.  The  Examination 
consists  of  two  Farts,  Fart  I  dealing  with  the  matiiematical  and 
scientific  principles  on  which  the  practice  of  Architecture  is 
based,  and  Fart  II  comprising  the  History  and  Theory  of  Archi- 
tecture and  the  Allied  Arts. 

The  Examination  is  held  twice  a  year,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
Michaelmas  Term  and  again  in  the  latter  part  of  the  Easter  Term. 

The  Examination  for  Part  I  consists  of  five  papers  as 
follows:— (1)  Practical  Mathematics,   (2)  Elementary  Mechanics, 

(3)  Strength    of    Materials,   (4)    Construction   and   Elementary 
Design,  (5)  Architectural  Drawing  and  Surveying. 

Part  II  consists  of  five  papers  as  follows  :— (1)  Outlines  of  the 
General  History  of  Art,  including  Architecture.  (2)  Architecture 
and  the  Allied  Arts  :  (a)  Classical,  (b)  Medieval,  (c)  Oriental.  No 
candidate  will  be  allowed  to  take  questions  on  more  than  one  of 
these  three  sections  {a\  (b),  and  (c).  (3)  Subjects  for  an  Essay 
relating  to   the   period   chosen  by  the   candidate   in  paper  (2). 

(4)  Renaissance  and  Modern  Architecture.     (5)  Theory  of  Art  in 
relation  to  Architecture. 

In  estimating  the  merits  of  the  work  done  by  the  candidates 
the  Examiners  will  take  account  of  style  and  method. 

A  student  who  has  passed  the  Previous  Examination  may  offer 
himself  for  examination  in  either  Part,  but  not  both  Parts,  of  the 
Examination  in  Architectural  Studies,  in  his  third  or  any  later 
term  of  residence,  provided  that  he  has  previously  kept  two 
terms.  He  may  not  ofi"er  himself  for  examination  in  both  Parts 
in  the  same  term  unless  he  has  entered  on  his  ninth  ttrni  at  least, 
having  previously  kept  eight  terms.  A  candidate  who  has 
obtained  Honours  or  been  allowed  the  Ordinary  Degree  in  the 
Mechanical  Sciences  Tripos,  or  who  has  passed  in  Part  I  of  the 
Special  Examination  in  Engineering  Science,  will  be  deemed  to 
have  passed  in  papers  (1),  (2)  and  (3j  of  Part  I  of  the  Examination 
in  Architectural  Studies.  A  candidate  who  has  obtained  Honours 
in  a  Part  of  any  Tripos  Examination  or  in  one  Section  of  the 
Medieval  and  Modern  Languages  Tripos  will  be  deemed  to  be 
qualified  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  if  he  has  passed  the 
Examination  in  Architectural  Studies  and  has  kept  the  number 
of  terms  required  for  a  degree. 
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The  Examiners  will  arrange  tlie  names  of  those  who  pass  in 
each  Part  in  three  classes;  the  names  in  the  first  class  being 
arranged  in  order  of  merit  and  those  in  the  second  and  third 
classes  alphabetically.  No  candidate  will  be  entitled  to  a 
Certificate  that  he  has  passed  in  either  Part  or  both  Parts  until 
he  has  graduated. 

Students  who  have  passed  both  Parts  of  the  Examination  are 
exempted  from  the  Intermediate  Examination  of  the  Royal 
Institute  of  British  Architects.

In  addition  to  the  Diplomas  described  above,  the  University 
jftauts  a  Certificate  of  Proficiency  in  the  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Education.  Tlie  written  Examination  includes  (1)  The  Principles 
of  Education  2  papers);  2)  The  History  of  Education  from  1400 
to  the  present  time;  and  '3;  The  Practice  of  Education  (Method). 
There  is  also  a  Test  of  Practical  Efficiency. 

Candidates  must  be  at  least  20  years  of  age,  and  must  have 
l)assed  one  of  the  recognised  qualifying  Examinations.  Particulars 
of  these  can  be  obtained  from  W.  G.  Bell,  M.A.,  Secretary  to 
the  Teachers'  Training  Syndicate,  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge. 
Fuller  information  will  also  be  found  in  Chapter  xxi  of  the 
Stiideni's  Handbook. 


University  Examiners^ 

The  substance  of  tlie  Regulations  relating  to  the  appointment, 
duties,  and  remuneration  of  Examiners  and  Adjudicators  by  the 
University  is  as  follows: — 

PREVIOUS  EXAMINATION 

PaKTS   I    AND    II 

(1)  Four  Examiners,  members  of  the  Senate,  to  examine  in  the 
subjects  of  Part  I  and  five  in  Part  11  are  nominated  to  the  Senate 
by  the  Board  of  Examinations  for  election  in  the  Michaelmas 
Term  of  each  year  to  conduct  the  Examinations  of  the  following 
year.  (2)  An  Examiner  in  Logic,  a  member  of  the  Senate,  is 
nominated  at  the  same  time  to  the  Senate  by  tlie  Special  Board 
for  Moral  Science.  (3)  One  or  more  Kxamiiiers  in  Arabic,  in 
Chinese,  in  Sanskrit,  and  in  Pali  are  nominated  to  the  Senate 
by  the  Special  Board  for  Oriental  Studies  for  election  before  the 
division  of  the  term  in  which  these  Examinations  are  held. 

The  following  Regulation  applies  to  the  meetings  of  Ex- 
aminers : — 

Before  the  comuieucement  of  the  Examiuatiou  there  shall  be,  (1)  a 
meeting  of  tbe  Examiners  in  Part  I,  when  the  papers  set  by  each  Examiner 
in  that  Part  shall  be  submitted  to  the  other  Examiners  in  Part  I  for  their 
approval;  (2)  a  meeting  of  the  Exammers  in  Part  II,  when  the  papers  set 
by  each  Examiner  in  that  Part  shall  be  submitted  to  the  other  Examiners 
in  Part  11  for  their  approval.  The  questions  proposed  to  be  set  by  each 
Examiner  shall  be  submitted  in  print  to  his  colleagues  at  least  three  days 
before  a  meeting  tor  the  consideration  of  the  papers.  All  meetmgs  of  the 
Examiners  for  each  Part  shall  be  summoned  and  presided  over  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Examiners  for  that  Part. 

These  Regulations  shall  not  apply  to  the  Examiners  in  Arabic,  Chinese, 
Sanskrit,  and  Pali,  but  such  Examiners  shall  submit  their  papers  to  the 
Special  Board  for  Oriental  Studies. 

One  at  least  of  the  Proctors  or  Pro-Proctors  and  three  at  least 
of  the  Exaniinei  s  are  required  to  be  present  throughout  all  the 
Examinations;  and  four  of  the  Proctors'  and  Pro-Proctors'  men 
are  to  be  in  attendance  upon  the  Examiners. 

The  remuneiation  of  the  Examiners  is  determined  by  the 
following  Regulation  : — 

That  each  Examiner  in  Part  I  and  each  Examiner  ui  the  Mathematical 
subjects  in  Part  II  shall  receive  £70  from  the  University  Chest,  and  that 
the  Examiner  in  the  Enghsh  Essay  in  Part  II  shall  receive  £(J0  from  the 
University  Chest. 

The  Examiners  in  Paley's  Evidences,  Elementary  Logic,  and  Elementary 
Heat  and  Chemistry  shall  receive  from  the  University  Chest  such  remun- 
eration as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Examinations  with  the 
consent  of  the  Vice-Chaucellor. 

1  By  specL-U  arrancements  during  the  War,  the  number  of  Examiners  and  the  fees  paid  to  them  have 
been  much  reduced  (see  p.  3^  below). 
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lu  every  year  iu  which  au  examination  in  Ai-abic,  Chinese,  Sanskrit,  or 
Pali  is  held,  the  Examiners  who  take  pai't  iu  the  Examination  shall 
receive  from  the  University  Chest  such  remimeratiou  as  shall  be  determiued 
by  the  Board  of  Examinations  with  the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chaucellor. 

The  Board  of  Examinations  appoints  one  of  the  Examiners  in 
Part  I  and  one  of  the  Examiners  in  Part  II  as  Cliairman  of  that 
Part ;  and  each  Cluiirman  receives  an  additional  payment  of  £5. 
Additioxal  Subjects 

iSix  Examiners,  two  in  Mathematics,  two  in  French,  and  two  in 
German,  are  nominated  to  the  Senate  by  tlie  Board  of  Examina- 
tions for  election  in  the  Micliaehnas  Term  of  each  year  to  conduct 
the  Examinations  iu  the  following  year. 

The  following  Regulation  applies  to  the  meetings  of  Ex- 
aminers : — 

The  two  Examiners  m  Mathematics  shall  take  part  iu  the  meeting  of 
the  Examiners  iu  Part  II  of  the  Previous  Examination  described  iu  the 
preceding  section,  when  they  shall  submit  their  x^ajjers  to  each  other  and 
to  the  Mathematical  Examiners  iu  Part  II  for  ap]n'oval.  The  questions 
to  be  set  by  each  Examiner  shall  be  communicated  iu  print  to  his  colleague 
and  to  the  Mathematical  Examiners  in  Part  II,  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
meeting  at  least  three  days  before  the  meeting. 

Before  the  commencement  of  the  Examiuation  there  shall  be  a  meeting 
of  the  Examiners  in  Freuch  and  German,  when  the  ijajjers  set  by  each  of 
the  Examiners  shall  be  submitted  to  the  other  Examiners  for  their 
api)roval.  This  meeting  shall  be  summoned  and  presided  over  by  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Exammatious  appointed  by  the  Board.  The 
questions  to  be  set  by  each  Examiner  shall  be  communicated  in  print  to 
his  colleagues  and  to  the  Chainnan  of  the  meetmg  at  least  three  days 
before  the  meeting. 

Two  of  the  Proctors  or  Pro-Proctors  and  four  of  the  Examiners 
in  Mathematics,  French,  and  German  are  required  to  be  present 
throughout  tiie  Examinations  ;  and  four  of  the  Proctors'  and  Pro- 
Proctors'  men  are  in  attendance  upon  the  Examiners. 

Each  of  the  Examiners  receives  from  the  University  Chest  such 
remuneration  as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Examinations 
with  the  consent  of  the  Vice- Chancellor. 

GENERAL  EXAMINATION 

Six  Examiners,  members  of  the  Senate,  are  nominated  to  the 
Senate  by  the  Board  of  P]xaminations  and  appointed  in  the  Lent 
Term,  to  conduct  the  Examinations  of  the  Easter  and  Michaelmas 
Terms.  Of  these,  two  examine  in  the  Classical  Subjects,  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles,  and  Latin  Composition,  two  in  English  History, 
English  Composition,  and  English  Literature,  and  two  in  the 
Mathematical  Subjects. 

The  following  Regulation  applies  to  the  meetings  of  Ex- 
aminers : — 

Before  the  beginning  of  the  Examination  there  shall  be  a  general 
meeting  cf  all  the  Examiuei's  in  both  Parts,  when  the  papers  set  by  each 
Examiner  shall  be  submitted  to  all  the  Examiners  for  their  approval.    The 
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papers  set  by  each  Examiner  shall  be  submitted  to  the  other  Examiner  in 
the  same  grouj)  of  subjects  for  his  approval,  and  shnll  subsequently,  at 
least  three  days  before  the  meeting,  l)e  sent  in  print  to  all  the  Examiners. 
All  general  meetings  of  the  Examiners  shall  be  summoned  and  presided 
over  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Examiners. 

One  of  the  l'ro-Proctt)rs  ami  two  of  tlio  Kxaniiiiers  are  required 
to  be  present  for  tlie  purpose  of  invigilation  during  every  part 
of  the  Examinations  in  tlie  Easter  and  Micliaelmas  Terms  ;  and 
two  of  the  Proctors'  or  rro-Proctors'  men  are  in  attendance  upon 
tlie  Examiners.  Each  of  the  Examiners  receives  from  the 
University  Chest  sucli  remuneration  (not  lei^s  than  i;i5)  as  may 
he  determined  by  the  IJoard  of  Examinations  with  tlie  consent 
of  the  Vice-('hanceUor. 

The  Board  of  Examinations  appoints  one  of  the  Examiners  to 
act  as  Cliairman,  and  he  receives  an  additional  payment  of  £5. 

SPECIAL  EXAMINATIONS 

In  the  case  of  all  Si)ecial  Examinations  for  the  Ordinary  B.A. 
]»egree,  except  those  in  Logic  and  Physiology,  which  are  held  in 
connexion  with  a  Tripos,  a  meeting  of  Examiners  must  be  held 
previous  to  each  Examination,  when  the  papers  set  by  each 
Jlxaminer  are  submitted  for  approval. 

One  at  least  of  the  Examiners  and  one  of  the  Proctors  or  Pro- 
Proctors  must  be  present,  and  two  of  the  Proctors'  or  Pro- 
Proctors'  men  are  required  to  be  in  attendance  during  every  part 
of  the  Examination  :  l)ut,  if  more  than  one  Special  Examhiation 
be  held  in  the  same  room,  the  Board  of  Examinations  may  relax 
the  strict  obligation  of  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  Examiners 
for  the  purpose  of  invigilation. 

The  Examinei"s  send  a  report  of  the  results  of  each  Examination 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Examinations  within  a  week 
after  the  publication  of  the  class-lists  ;  and  this  report  is  com- 
municated, in  tlie  case  of  the  Examinations  in  Physics  and  in 
Chemistry,  to  the  Special  Board  for  Physics  and  Chemistry ;  in 
the  case  of  the  Examination  in  Logic  to  the  Special  Board  for 
Moral  Science  ;  in  the  case  of  the  Examination  in  Physiology  to 
the  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology  ;  and  in  the  case  of 
each  of  the  other  Examinations  to  the  Specinl  Board  or  other 
Board  by  which  the  Examiners  for  that  Examination  are  nomi- 
nated. The  report  contains  information  as  to  the  standards 
adopted  in  arranging  the  class-list  of  the  Examination. 

The  Examiners  for  the  various  Special  Examinations  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Senate  in  tlie  Lent  Term  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Special  Board  of  Studies  with  which  the  Examination  is  connected. 
Each  of  the  Boards  marked  with  an  asterisk  in  the  following 
table  may,  if  it  think  fit,  api)oint  one  of  its  members  to  summon 
and  preside  over  the  meeting  of  Examiners  referred  to  in  the  first 
paragi-aph  of  this  section,  who,  if  the  votes  of  the  Examiners  are 
equally  divided,  has  a  casting  vote.     In  the  case  of  Agriculture 
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and  Military  Subjects  a  Chairman  of  Examiners  must  be 
appointed  by  the  Board,  and  in  the  latter  case  he  is  required  to 
be  a  member  of  the  Senate. 
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PRELIMINARY  EXAMINATION  IN  SCIENCE 

The  Examiners  are  the  two  Examiners  in  Elementary  Chemistry, 
the  two  Examiners  in  Elementary  Physics,  and  the  two  Examiners 
in  Elementary  Biology  appointed  as  provided  by  the  Regulations 
for  Examiners  in  Natural  Science  and  in  Medicine  (see  p.  273). 

TRIPOS  EXAMINATIONS 

The  following  General  Regulations  for  the  election,  duties,  and 
remuneration  of  Chairmen  of  Tripos  Examiners  apply  to  all 
Triposes : — 

The  Examiners  for  each  Tripos,  or  for  each  Part  of  a  Tripos  wliere  the 
Examiners  for  the  two  Parts  are  distuict,  shall  be  called  together,  as  soon 
as  possible  after  their  appointment,  by  the  Examiner  senior  in  order  of 
degree  of  all  the  resident  Examiners  for  the  Tripos  or  Part  of  a  Tripos,  to 
make  preliminary  arrangements  and  to  appoint  one  of  their  body  who  shall 
be  a  resident  member  of  the  Senate  to  act  as  Chairman ;  such  appointment 
to  be  communicated  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  for 
publication  to  the  Senate. 

An  honoraiium  of  £5  shall  be  assigned  in  each  case  to  the  Examiner  who 
is  appointed  to  act  as  Chairman,  except  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Natural 
Sciences  Tripos,  the  honorarium  assigned  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Examiners  shall  be  £10  for  Part  I  and  £5  for  Part  II. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Examiners 
at  which  the  examination  questions  of  each  of  the  Exammers  shall  be 
duly  submitted  to  the  other  Examiners,  to  call  any  other  meetings  which 
may  be  necessary,  and  generally  to  see  that  the  regulations  which  apply  to 
the  particular  Examination  with  which  he  is  concerned  are  duly  observed. 

Ln  aU  cases  of  equality  of  votes  the  Chairman  shall  have  a  second  or 
casting  vote. 

Anthropological  Tripos 

Four  Examiners  are  nominated  to  the  Senate  by  the  Board  of 
Anthropological  Studies  for  election  in  the  Michaelmas  Term. 
The  questions  proposed  by  each  Examiner  are  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Examinevs  collectively  ;  and  the  answers  to  each 
question  set  by  an  Examiner  are  examined  by  two  at  least  of  the 
Examiners.  In  every  year  in  which  an  Examination  is  held  the 
Examiners  receive  from  the  University  Chest  a  sum  of  £10  each. 

Classical  Tripos 

The  Examination  for  Part  I  of  the  Classical  Tripos  is  con- 
ducted by  Examiners  appointed  under  the  following  Regula- 
tions : — 

That  the  Examination  shall  be  conducted  by  eight  Examiners,  of  whom 
there  shall  be  nominated  to  the  Senate  for  election,  one  Examiner  every 
year  by  each  of  the  two  Colleges  whose  turn  it  is  to  present  the  Proctors 
for  that  year,  and  two  by  the  Special  Board  for  Classics.  The  four 
Examiners  so  nominated  and  elected  shall,  if  re-elected  by  the  Senate  in 
the  following  year,  hold  office  for  two  years.  If  any  such  Examiner  shaU 
be  prevented  from  examining  in  the  second  year,  it  shall  devolve  upon  the 
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Special  Board  for  Classics  to  nominate  an  Examiner  in  his  room,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Senate  by  Grace.  Such  Examiner  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  only.  The  Examiners  shall  take  rank  according  to  their 
University  standing.  The  names  of  the  Examiners  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Senate  for  election  before  the  division  of  the  Michaelmas  Term. 

That  in  any  year  in  which  the  Board  are  of  opinion  that  an  additional 
Examiner  or  additional  Examiners  ought  to  be  appointed  in  order  that  the 
list  of  those  who  pass  the  Examination  with  credit  may  be  published  at 
the  time  prescribed  by  Ordinance,  the  Board  shall  hare  power  to  nominate 
to  the  Senate  for  election  an  additional  Examiner  or  additional  Examiners, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  such  Examiner  or  Examiners  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  oidy. 

That  each  of  the  Examiners  shall  receive  from  the  University  Chest  the 
sum  of  fifty-five  pounds  for  each  year  during  which  he  is  an  Examiner. 

That  in  evei-y  year  in  which  the  nmnber  of  candidates  (men)  for  the 
Examination  exceeds  105,  but  in  which  the  whole  number  of  candidates  is 
not  such  as  to  justify  the  appointment  of  a  ninth  Examiner,  or  in  which 
the  number  of  men  exceeds  1"20,  but  the  whole  number  is  not  such  as  to 
justify  the  appointment  of  a  tenth  Examiner,  or  in  which  the  number  of 
men  exceeds  13.5,  but  the  whole  number  is  not  such  as  to  justify  the 
appointment  of  an  eleventh  Exammer,  a  further  sum  of  £3  for  each  man 
in  excess  of  105,  120,  135  resiiectively  shall  be  jmid  from  the  Chest  and 
shall  be  divided  equally  among  the  Exammers. 

That  there  shall  be  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Examiners  previous  to  the 
Examination,  when  the  papers  set  by  each  Exammer  shall  be  submitted 
to  his  colleagues  for  their  approval,  and  shall  be  settled  by  the  Examiners 
in  common. 

That  the  exercises  in  Composition  and  the  Essays  shall  be  examined  by 
thi'ee  at  least  of  the  Examiners;  and  the  translations  and  answers  to 
questions  by  two  at  least. 

The  Examination  for  Part  II  of  the  Classical  Tripos  is  con- 
ducted by  two  Examiners  in  each  Section,  nominated  to  the 
Senate  by  the  Special  Board  for  Classics  for  election  in  the 
Michaelmas  Term  of  each  year.  The  papers  set  in  each  of  the 
five  Sections  are  approved  in  the  first  instance  by  both  tlie 
Examiners  in  that  Section,  and  afterwards  by  a  meeting  of  all 
the  Examiners.  The  answers  are  examined  as  far  as  possible  by 
both  Examiners  in  the  Section.  Each  of  the  Examiners  in 
Part  II  receives  from  the  University  Chest  the  sum  of  £15  in 
every  year  in  which  he  shall  have  held  an  Examination  in  the 
Section  for  which  he  is  appointed. 

Economics  Tripos 

The  Examination  for  both  Parts  of  the  Economics  Tripos  is 
conducted  by  Examiners  appointed  under  the  following  Regula- 
tions : — 

The  Examination  for  both  Parts  shall  be  conducted  by  four  Examiners, 
who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Special  Board  and  elected  by  the  Senate  in 
the  Michaelmas  Term  preceding  the  Examination. 

The  Special  Board  shall  have  power  to  nominate  in  the  Lent  Term  not 
more  than  ^hree  Assessors  to  be  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  to 
examine  in  any  of  the  optional  subjects  in  Part  II.     Each  Assessor  shall 
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be  responsible  for  setting  the  paper  or  papers  in  the  subject  or  subjects 
assigned  to  him,  and  for  looking  over  the  work  of  the  candidates  therein, 
and  shall  present  a  written  report  to  the  Examiners.  The  Assessors  shall 
have  a  right  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Examiners,  but  shall  not  have 
a  vote  in  determining  the  class  list. 

The  questions  proposed  by  each  Examiner  and  each  Assessor  shall  be 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Examiners  collectively;  and  the 
answers  to  each  question  set  by  an  Examiner  shall  be  examined,  as  far  as 
possible,  by  two  at  least  of  the  Examiners. 

The  Examiners  shall  receive  from  the  University  Chest  the  sum  of 
eighty  pounds,  together  witli  a  sum  of  one  pound  for  every  candidate 
beyond  tlie  nnmlier  of  twenty  who  shall  present  himself  for  either  Part. 
The  distribution  of  this  sum  or  sums  among  the  Examiners  shaU  be 
determined  by  themselves,  subject  to  any  regulations  that  may  be  laid 
down  from  time  to  time  by  the  Special  Board. 

Each  Assessor  shall  receive  from  the  University  Chest  either  five  or  ten 
pounds,  as  the  Special  Board  may  determine. 

HiSTORiCAii  Tripos 

The  Examination  for  both  Parts  of  the  Historical  Tripos  is 
conducted  by  Examiners  appointed  nnder  the  following  Regula- 
tions : — 

Examiners  for  the  First  Part  and  Examiners  for  the  Second  Part  shall 
be  nominated  by  the  Special  Board  and  elected  by  the  Senate  in  the 
Michaelmas  Term  pi-eceding  the  Examination. 

For  the  First  Part  the  Special  Board  shall  nominate  not  less  than  four 
nor  more  than  six  Examiners  and  for  the  Second  Part  not  less  than  four 
nor  more  than  six  Examiners. 

The  Special  Board  shall  have  power  to  nominate  in  the  Lent  Term  one 
or  more  Assessors  to  be  appouated  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  to  examine  in 
any  of  the  alternative  subjects  in  the  Second  Part.  Each  Assessor  shall 
be  responsible  for  setting  the  paper  or  papers  in  the  subject  or  subjects 
assigned  to  him,  and  for  looking  over  the  work  of  the  candidates  therein, 
and  shall  present  a  report  to  the  Examiners.  The  Assessors  shall  be 
summoned  to  all  meetings  of  the  Examiners  for  the  pui'pose  of  con- 
sultation and  advice,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Eacli  of  the  Exammers  for  the  First  Part  shall  receive  from  the 
University  Chest  the  sum  of  forty  pounds  for  each  year  during  which  he 
is  an  Examiner. 

The  Examiners  for  the  Second  Part  shall  receive  from  the  University 
Chest  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  pounds  together  with  a  sum  of 
one  pound  for  every  candidate  beyond  the  number  of  twenty  who  shall 
present  himself  for  the  Second  Part.  The  said  siun  or  sums  shall  be 
divided  among  the  Examiners  and  Assessors  according  to  a  scheme  to  be 
drawn  up  by  the  Examiners  and  approved  by  the  Special  Board. 

Law  Tripos 

The  Examination  for  both  Parts  of  the  Law  Tripos  is  conducted 
by  five  Examiners  nominated  to  the  Senate  by  the  Special  Board 
for  Law  fur  election  before  the  division  of  the  Michaelmas  Term 
in  every  year.  Each  of  the  Examiners  receives  £30  ft'om  the 
University  Chest. 
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Mathematical  Tripos 

The  Examination  for  Part  I  of  the  Mathematical  Tripos  is 
conducted  by  three  Examiners  appointed  by  Urace  of  the  Senate, 
on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  Mathematics,  before 
the  division  of  the  previous  Michaelmas  Term.  One  of  the 
Examiners  nominated  must  so  far  as  possible  be  chosen  from 
teachers  of  Experimental  Physics  or  Engineering.  Each  Ex- 
aminer receives  from  the  University  Chest  the  sum  of  ^15 
together  with  a  capitation  fee  of  os.  for  each  candidate  examined. 

The  Examination  for  Part  II  is  conducted  by  two  Moderators 
and  four  Examiners  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  Mathematics,  before  the  end 
of  the  Michaelmas  Term  preceding  the  Examination.  Each 
Moderator  and  Examiner  receives  from  the  University  Chest  the 
sum  of  £50, 

Mechanical  Sciences  Tripos 

There  are  two  Examiners  for  the  Qualifying  Examination  in 
Mathematics  who  are  appointed  annually  by  the  Senate  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  Mathematics.  Each 
Examiner  receives  a  fee  of  £15  togetlier  with  a  fee  of  2s.  6d.  for 
each  candidate,  such  remuneration  to  cover  both  Examinations. 
The  Examiners  are  appointed  for  the  following  calendar  year  at 
one  of  the  Congregations  in  the  Michaelmas  Term. 

The  Examiners  for  the  Tripos  are  appointed  under  the  following 
Regulations : — 

To  conduct  the  Examinatiou  three  Examiners  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Senate  at  one  of  the  Congregations  in  the  Michaelmas  Term,  two  of  the 
Examiners  being  nominated  by  the  Special  Board  for  Mathematics  and 
one  by  the  Special  Board  for  Physics  and  Chemistry.  Each  of  the 
Examiners  shall  receive  from  the  University  Chest  the  sura  of  forty 
pounds,  together  with  a  capitation  fee  of  half-a-crown  for  each  candidate 
examined. 

The  Special  Board  for  Physics  and  Chemistry  shall  appoint  an  Assessor 
to  tJie  Examiners  who  shall  set  the  paper  on  Engineering  Chemistry  and 
advise  the  Examiners  on  the  performance  of  candidates  in  that  subject. 
Such  Assessor  shall  receive  a  fee  of  ten  pounds  for  setting  the  paper, 
together  with  a  capitation  fee  of  five  shilUugs  for  each  candidate  who 
takes  the  i^aper. 

Medieval  and  Modern  Lanouages  Tripos 

The  Examination  for  the  Medieval  and  Modern  Lanofuages 
Tripos  is  conducted  by  Examiners  appointed  under  the  following 
Regulations  : — 

To  conduct  the  Examination  in  each  Section  for  which  candidates  desire 
to  present  themselves  two  Examiners  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Si)ecial 
Board  and  elected  by  the  Senate  before  the  division  of  the  Lent  Term 
preceding  tue  Examinatiou.  The  Board  shall,  however,  have  power  to 
nominate  au  Examiner  to  examine  in  more  than  one   Section.    Each 
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Examiner  shall  receive  from  the  Uuiversity  Chest  two  guineas  and  a  half 
for  each  paper  set  by  him,  and  fifteen  shillings  for  e  ach  candidate  hi  each 
Section  in  whicli  lie  examines,  in  every  year  in  which  he  shall  have  held 
an  Examination  in  the  Section  or  Sections  for  which  he  is  appointed. 
In  no  case  shall  the  fee  of  an  Examiner  in  any  Section  in  which  au 
Examination  is  held  be  less  than  ten  pounds. 

There  shall  be  previous  to  the  Examination  a  general  meeting  of  those 
Examiners  who  are  taking  part  in  the  Examination,  when  the  papers  set 
by  each  Examiner  shall  be  submitted  to  his  colleagues  for  their  approval, 
and  shall  be  settled  by  the  Examiners  in  common. 

The  answers  to  each  question  shall  be  examined,  as  far  as  possible,  by 
both  the  Examiners  in  the  Section. 

The  Oral  Examination  in  Modern  Languages  is  conducted  by 
Examiners  appointed  under  tlie  following  Regulations  : — 

The  Examination  shall  be  conducted  by  two  Examiners  for  each  of  the 
languages  in  which  candidates  are  required  or  desire  to  iiresent  them- 
selves, to  be  nominated  every  j'ear  by  the  Special  Board  for  Medieval  and 
Modern  Languages  and  appointed  by  the  Senate  before  the  division  of  the 
Lent  Term  preceding  the  Examination.  The  Chairman  of  the  Examiners 
who  shall  make  arrangements  for  the  conduct  of  the  Examination  and  for 
the  publication  of  the  results  shall  be  either  the  senior  resident  Examiner 
or,  if  there  be  no  resident  Examiner,  a  member  of  the  Special  Board  for 
Medieval  and  Modern  Languages  appointed  by  the  Board. 

Each  of  the  Examuiers  shall  receive  five  pounds  from  the  University 
Chest.  If  the  nimiber  of  candidates  for  the  Oral  Examination  in  any  one 
of  the  languages  exceeds  twenty  each  of  the  Examiners  for  the  language 
concerned  shaJl  receive  an  additional  fee  of  five  shillings  for  each  additional 
candidate. 

A  printed  statement  of  the  duties  of  the  Examiners,  drawn  up  under  the 
direction  of  the  Yice-Chancellor  and  subject  to  alteration  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  from  time  to  time,  shall  be  sent  by  the  Registrary  to  the 
Examiners  upon  their  appointment. 

MoEAii  Sciences  Tbipos 

The  Examination  for  both  Parts  of  the  Moral  Sciences  Tripos 
is  conducted  by  Examiners  appointed  under  the  following 
Regulations  : — 

To  conduct  the  Examinations  two  Examiners  shall  be  nominated  in 
every  year  by  the  Special  Board  for  Moral  Science ;  such  Examiners  if 
elected  by  the  Senate,  and  also  re-elected  by  the  Senate  in  the  following 
year,  to  hold  their  office  for  two  years.  It  shall  further  be  within  the 
power  of  the  Special  Board  for  Moral  Science  to  nominate  in  any  year  one 
or  two  additional  Examiners  for  that  year  only.  The  elections  shall  be  by 
Grace  before  the  division  of  the  Lent  Tenn  preceding  the  Examinations. 
The  Examiners  shall  receive  in  evei-y  year  eighty  pounds  from  the 
Uuiversity  Chest,  the  distribution  of  this  amount  among  the  Examiners 
to  be  determined  by  themselves,  subject  to  any  regulations  that  may  be 
laid  down  from  time  to  time  by  the  Special  Board  for  Moral  Science. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  arising  among  the  Exaimners,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Special  Board  for  Moral  Science  to  nominate  a  fresh  Examiner 
to  be  elected  by  the  Senate  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  questions  proposed  by  each  Examiner  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Examiners  collectively :  and  the  answers  to  each  question 
shall  be  examined,  as  far  as  possible,  by  two  at  least  of  the  Examiners. 
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Natural  Sciences  Tkipos 

The  Examiners  for  both  Parts  of  the  Natiiral  Sciences  Tripos 
are  appointed  under  the  Regulations  printed  on  p.  273  below. 
The  questions  proposed  by  the  Examiners  in  each  subject  are 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Examiners  collectively.  The 
answers  to  each  question  must  be  examined  as  far  as  possible  by 
both  the  Examiners  in  the  subject. 

ORiENTAii  Languages  Tripos 

The  Examination  for  the  Oriental  Languages  Tripos  is  con- 
ducted by  Examiners  appointed  under  the  following  Regula- 
tions : — 

The  Examiuatiou  shall  be  conducted  by  nine  Examiners,  who  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Special  Board  for  Oriental  Studies  and  elected  by  the 
Senate  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  next  preceding  the  Examination. 

In  every  year  in  which  an  Examination  shall  be  held  each  Examiner 
who  takes  part  in  the  Examination  shall  receive  ten  pounds  from  the 
University  Chest. 

There  shall  be  a  general  meeting  of  the  Examiners  who  take  part  in  the 
Examination  ])revious  to  the  Examination,  when  the  papers  set  by  each 
Examiner  shall  be  submitted  to  his  colleagues  for  their  approval. 

A  meeting  shall  be  held  of  all  the  Examiners  who  have  taken  part  in  the 
Examination,  at  which  the  Class-list  shaU  be  di-awn  uji  in  accordance  vrith 
the  aggregate  result  of  the  Examination. . . 

The  list  shall  be  signed  only  by  those  Examiners  who  have  taken  part 
in  the  Examination. 

Theological  Tripos 

The  Examination  for  the  Theological  Tripos  is  conducted  by 
Examiners  appointed  under  the  following  Regulations : — 

The  Examination  for  Part  I  in  each  year  shall  be  conducted  by  six 
Examiners;  two  of  whom  may  be  appointed  by  the  seven  permanent 
official  members  of  the  Special  Board  for  Divinity  out  of  their  own 
number  ;  the  remaining  four  Examiners  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Special 
Board  for  Divinity  and  elected  by  the  Senate. 

The  Examination  for  Part  II  in  each  year  shall  be  conducted  by  ten 
Examiners;  viz.  two  for  each  Section,  of  whom  two  may  be  appointed, 
but  not  for  the  same  Section,  by  the  seven  penuanent  official  members  of 
the  Special  Board  for  Divinity  out  of  their  own  nvunber ;  the  remainiug 
eight  Examiners  shaU  be  nominated  by  the  Special  Board  for  Divinity  and 
elected  by  the  Senate. 

Appointments  of  Examiners  by  the  permanent  members  of  the  Board 
shaU  be  siguilied  to  the  Vice- Chancellor  during  the  Michaelmas  Term 
preceding  the  Examination  ;  and  if  one  or  more  of  such  appointments  be 
not  made  in  any  year,  an  Examiner  or  Examiners  for  that  year  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Special  Board  for  Divinity  and  elected  by  the  Senate, 
such  Examiner  or  Examiners,  however,  not  being  entitled  thereby  to  sit 
on  the  Special  Board  for  Divinity.  The  Examiners  nominated  by  the 
Special  Board  for  Divinity  shall  be  nominated  in  eveiy  year  and  proposed 
to  the  Senate  duruig  the  said  Michaelmas  Term. 

The  Additional  Papers  shall  be  set  by  the  Examiners  for  Part  II. 
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There  shall  be  a  general  meeting  of  the  Examiners  in  each  Part 
previous  to  the  Examination,  when  the  papers  set  by  each  Examiner  shall 
be  submitted  to  his  colleagues  for  their  approval. 

Each  of  the  Examiners  elected  by  the  Senate  for  Part  I  shall  receive 
fifteen  pounds  from  the  University  Chest,  together  with  the  sum  of  five 
shillings  in  respect  of  each  candidate  beyond  the  number  of  thirty 
examined  by  him. 

A  fm-ther  sum  of  five  shillings  shall  be  paid  from  the  Chest  in  respect  of 
every  cantlidate  for  Part  II  for  each  of  the  Papers  (1)  (5)  (7)  of  Part  I  in 
which  he  maj-  be  examined,  which  shall  be  distril)uted  among  the 
Examiners  elected  by  the  Senate  for  Part  I  in  such  proportions  as  the 
Chaii-man  of  the  Examiners  for  that  Part  sliall  determine. 

Each  of  the  Examiners  elected  by  the  Senate  for  Part  II  sliall  receive 
ten  pounds  from  the  University  Chest.  But  no  payment  shall  be  made  to 
any  of  the  Examiners  for  a  Section  of  Part  II  unless  one  or  more 
candidates  shall  be  entered  for  that  Section  ;  provided  that  if  one  or  more 
candidates  be  entered  for  one  paper  only  of  a  Section,  or  for  an  Additional 
Paper  relevant  to  some  Section  in  which  there  are  no  candidates,  the 
exammation  in  that  i)aper  shall  be  conducted  by  one  of  the  Examiners  for 
Part  II,  who  shall  receive  five  jjounds  from  the  University  Chest  for 
doing  it.  The  four  Additional  Papers  shall  for  this  purpose  be  considered 
relevant  to  the  first  four  Sections  of  Part  II,  each  to  each,  in  the  order  in 
which  they  ai-e  given  in  the  Schedule  of  the  Examination. 


MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

Examiners  in  Natural  Science  and  Medicine  are  appointed 
\iiuler  the  following  Regulations,  to  conduct  both  Parts  of  the 
Natural  Sciences  Tripos,  and  to  take  part  in  the  First  and  Second 
Examinations  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  and  in  the 
Special  Examinations  in  Natural  Science  : — 

I.  That  the  following  Examiners  be  nominated  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided and  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  at  a  Congregation  before  the 
division  of  the  Michaelmas  Term  in  each  year. 

(1)  Two  Exammers  in  Physics  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  part 
iu  the  Examinations  for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos;  and  two  Examiners 
in  Elementary  Physics  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  part  in  the  First 
Examination  for  M.B.,  and  the  Special  Examinations  in  Physics  and  in 
Chemistry. 

(2)  Two  Examiners  in  Chemistry  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take 
part  in  the  Examinations  for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos;  and  two 
Examiners  in  Elementary  Chemistry  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  part 
in  the  First  Examination  for  M.B.  and  the  Special  Examinations  in 
Physics  and  in  Chemistry. 

(3)  Two  Examiners  in  Mineralogy  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take 
part  in  the  Examinations  for  the  Natm-al  Sciences  Tripos. 

(•1)  Two  Exammers  in  Geology  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  part 
in  the  Examinations  for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos. 

(6)  Two  Examiners  in  Botany  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  part 
in  the  Examinations  for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos. 

(6)  Two  Examiners  in  Zoology  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  part 
in  the  ISxaminations  for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos. 

(7)  Two  Examiners  in  Elementary  Biology  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
te  take  part  in  the  First  Examuiation  for  M.B. 
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(8)  Two  Examiners  in  Human  Anatomy  for  the  Natural  Sciences 
Tripos  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  part  in  the  Examinations  for  the 
Natural  Sciences  Tripos ;  and  two  Examiners  in  Human  Anatomy  for 
Medical  Degrees. 

(9)  Two  Examiners  in  Physiology  for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  part  in  the  Examinations  for  the  Natural 
Sciences  Tripos  and  the  Special  Examination  in  Physiology ;  and  two 
Examiners  in  Physiology  for  Medical  Degrees. 

II.  That,  as  heretofore,  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Kegius  Professor  of 
Physic  to  take  part  as  Examiner  ex  ojficio  in  the  First  and  Second  Ex- 
aminations for  5l.B. 

III.  That  each  of  the  two  Examiners  in  Physics,  and  in  Chemistry, 
receive  from  the  University  Chest  a  fixed  stipend  of  twenty  pounds 
together  with  the  sum  of  five  shillings  for  each  candidate  examined  by 
him  in  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos. 

That  each  of  the  two  Examiners  in  Human  Anatomy  and  in  Physio- 
logy for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos  receive  from  the  University  Chest 
a  fixed  stipend  of  twenty  pounds  together  with  the  sum  of  five  shillings 
for  each  candidate  examined  by  him  in  the  Natm-al  Sciences  Tripos, 
or  in  a  Special  Examination. 

That  eafh  of  the  two  Examiners  in  Human  Anatomy  and  in  Physiology 
for  Medical  Degrees  receive  from  tlie  Univer.sity  Chest  a  fixed  stipend  of 
ten  pounds  together  with  the  sum  of  five  shillings  for  each  candidate 
examined  by  him  in  the  Second  Examination  for  M.B. 

That  each  of  the  two  Examiners  in  Geology  and  in  Botany  receive 
from  the  University  Chest  a  fixed  stijiend  of  twenty  pounds  together  with 
the  sum  of  five  shillings  for  each  candidate  examined  by  him  in  the 
Natural  Sciences  Tripos  ;  and  that  each  of  the  two  Examiners  in  Zoology 
and  Comparative  Anatomy  receive  from  the  University  Chest  a  fixed  stipend 
of  twenty  pounds,  to  be  uicreased  to  thirty  pounds  in  the  event  of  their 
being  required  to  examine  candidates  in  subject  (8)  m  the  Second  Part  of 
the  Natm-al  Sciences  Trii^os,  together  with  the  sum  of  five  shillings  for 
each  candidate  examined  by  him  in  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos. 

That  each  of  the  two  Examiners  in  Mineralogy  receive  from  the 
University  Chest  a  fixed  stipend  of  twenty  i)ounds  together  with  the  smn 
of  five  shillings  for  each  candidate  examined  by  him  in  the  Natural 
Sciences  Tripos. 

That,  so  long  as  the  First  Examination  for  the  Degree  of  M.B.  is  held 
not  less  than  thi-ee  times  in  the  .year,  each  of  the  two  Examiners  in 
Elementary  Physics,  in  Elementary  Chemistry,  and  in  Elementary 
Biology  receive  a  fixed  stipend  of  thirty  pounds  together  with  the  sum 
of  two  shillings  for  each  candidate  examined  by  Mm  in  the  First  Exam- 
ination for  the  Degree  of  M.B.  or  in  the  Special  Examinations  in  Physics 
or  in  Chemistry  or  in  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  Science. 

IV.  That  the  Examiners  in  Physics,  in  Chemistry,  and  in  Mineralogy, 
one  of  the  Examiners  in  Elementary  Physics,  and  one  of  the  Examiners  in 
Elementary  Chemistry,  be  nominated  by  the  Special  Board  for  Physics 
and  Chemisti-y  with  the  concurrence  of  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Special 
Boards  for  Medicine,  Physics  and  Chemistry,  and  Biology  and  Geology. 

That  the  Examiners  in  Geology,  in  Botany,  in  Zoology,  in  Physio- 
logy, and  in  Human  Anatomy  for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos,  and  one  of 
the  Examiners  in  Elementary  Biology,  be  nominated  by  the  Special 
Board  for  Biology  and  Geology  with  the  concurrence  of  a  joint  meeting 
of  the  Special  Boards  for  Medicine,  for  Physics  and  Chemistry,  and 
for  Biology  and  Geology. 
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That  the  Examiners  iu  Human  Anatomy  and  in  Physiology  for 
Medical  Degrees,  and  one  of  the  Examiners  in  Elementary  Physics,  in 
Elementary  Chemistry,  and  in  Elementary  Biology,  be  nominated  by 
the  Special  Board  for  Medicine  mth  the  concm-rence  of  a  joint  meeting 
of  the  Special  Boards  for  Medicine,  for  Physics  and  Chemistry,  and  for 
Biology  and  Geology. 

That  if  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Special  Boards  as  aforesaid  refuse  to 
concur  in  any  nomination  made  by  a  Special  Board,  it  be  the  duty  of  such 
Special  Board  to  i)roceed  to  make  another  nomination,  and  that,  if  the 
joint  meeting  refuse  to  concur  in  such  second  nomination,  the  nomination 
for  that  turn  be  made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

V.  That  the  following  rules  apply  to  the  Examiners  appointed  in 
accordance  with  these  regulations. 

(1)  The  Examiners  iu  each  subject  shall  be  jointly  responsible  for 
all  the  questions  iu  that  subject  set  in  the  several  Examinations  in  which 
they  take  part. 

(2)  In  the  Examinations  for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos,  and  in 
the  Second  Examination  for  M.B.,  the  papers  in  each  subject  of  all  the 
candidates  shall  be  looked  over  and  then-  practical  work  tested  by  both  the 
Examiners  in  that  subject. 

(3)  In  the  Special  Examinations  in  Natm'al  Science  no  candidate 
shall  be  placed  iu  the  First  Class  unless  his  papers  in  each  subject  have 
been  looked  over  and  his  practical  work  tested  by  both  the  Examiners  in 
that  subject. 

(4)  No  candidate  shall  be  judged  to  have  failed  to  pass  in  any 
subject  in  any  of  the  Examinations  unless  his  papers  have  been  looked 
over  and  his  practical  work  tested  by  both  the  Examiners  in  that  subject. 

(5)  The  Examiners  in  each  subject  shall  both  be  present  at  all  oral 
examinations  in  that  subject. 

(6)  The  Examiners  taking  part  in  a  Si)ecial  Examination  in  Natural 
Science  shall  send  a  report  of  the  results  of  the  Examination  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Examinations  -svithin  a  week  after  the  publication 
of  the  Class  List. 

(7)  The  Examiners  in  each  subject  shall  both  be  present  at  the 
meeting  for  arranging  the  Class  List  of  any  Examination  wherein  they 
take  part. 

VI.  That  each  Examiner  appointed  in  accordance  with  these  regu- 
lations be  a  member  of  the  Special  Board  of  Studies  by  which  he  was 
nominated;  that  any  Examiner  in  whose  case  the  nomination  has  been 
made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  a  member  of  the  Special  Board  originally 
charged  with  the  nomination ;  and  that  each  Examiner  become  a  member 
of  such  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  succeeding  his  appointment, 
and  hold  office  for  twelve  months. 


FmsT  M.B.  Examination 

The  Examiners  for  the  First  M.B.  Examination  are  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Physic,  and  the  two  Examiners  in  Elementary 
Chemistry,  the  two  Examiners  in  Elementary  Physics,  and  the 
two  Examiners  in  Elementary  Biology  appointed  under  the  fore- 
going ReguMions. 

Second  M.B.  Examination 

The  Examiners  for  Part  I  of  the  Second  M.B.  Examination  are 
the  Regius  Professor  of  Phy.sic,  and  the  two  Examiners  in  Human 
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Anatomy  and  the  two  Examiners  in   Physiology  appointed  for 
Medical  Degrees  under  the  foregoing  Regulations. 

The  Examiners  for  Part  II  are  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic, 
together  with  two  Examiners  in  Pharmacology  and  two  Examiners 
in  General  Pathology,  nominated  annually  by  the  Special  Board 
for  Medicine  and  elected  by  the  Senate. 

Third  M.B.  Examination 

The  Examiners  for  Part  I  of  the  Third  M.B.  Examination  are 
the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic  [and  the  Professor  of  Surgery], 
together  with  five  Examinei's  in  Surgery,  and  two  Examiners  in 
Midwifery,  nominated  annually  by  the  Special  Board  for  Medicine 
and  elected  by  the  Senate. 

The  Examiners  for  Part  II  are  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic, 
four  Examiners  in  Medicine,  two  Examiners  in  Pharmacology, 
Therapeutics,  and  Toxicology,  and  two  Examiners  in  Pathology, 
Hygiene,  and  Preventive  Medicine,  nominated  annually  by  the 
Special  Board  for  Medicine  and  elected  by  the  Senate. 


The  following  Regulations  also  apply  to  the  appointment  of 
Examiners  for  the  M.B.  Examinations  : — 

In  case  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic  be  prevented  by  illness  or  other 
reasonable  cause  from  taking  part  as  Examiner  ex  officio  in  any  of  the 
Examinations  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  it  shall  be  competent 
for  him  to  appoint  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  who  is  a  member  of  the  Senate  to 
examine  in  his  stead,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

In  case  the  Professor  of  Sui-gery  be  prevented  by  illness  or  other 
reasonable  cause  from  taking  part  as  Examiner  ex  officio  in  the  Fu-st  Part 
of  the  Third  Examination,  it  shall  be  competent  for  him  to  appoint  a 
Graduate  m  Surgery  who  is  a  member  of  the  Senate  to  examine  in  his 
stead,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

In  case  an  Examiner  appointed  by  the  Senate  be  prevented  by  illness  or 
other  reasonable  cause  from  taking  iiart  in  any  of  the  Medical  Examinations 
it  shall  be  competent  for  the  Kegius  Professor  of  Physic  to  nominate  an 
Examiner  to  examine  in  his  stead,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor. 

In  case  the  Eegius  Professor  of  Physic  should  deem  it  necessary  to 
obtain  assistance  in  the  conduct  of  any  part  or  parts  of  the  Examinations 
for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine,  it  shall  be  comijetent  for  him  to 
appoint  for  such  part  or  parts  one  or  more  Additional  Examiners,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  An  Additional  Examiner  so 
appointed  shall  act  for  one  term,  and  shall  receive  twenty  pounds  from  the 
University  Chest. 

In  case  the  Professor  of  Surgery  should  deem  it  necessary  to  obtain 
assistance  in  the  conduct  of  the  First  Part  of  the  Third  Exammation  or  in 
the  Examination  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Surgery,  it  shall  be  competent 
for  him  to  appoint  one  or  more  Additional  Examiners  in  Surgery,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  An  Additional  Examiner  so 
appointed  shall  act  for  one  term,  and  shall  receive  twenty  pounds  from  the 
University  Chest. 

The  Examiners  for  the  Second  Part  of  the  Second  Examination  and  the 
Examiners  for  both  Parts   of  the   Third  Examination  (other   than   the 
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Examiners  ex  officio)  shall  be  elected  at  one  of  the  Cougregatious  in 
October  in  each  3-ear. 

Each  of  the  Examiners  for  the  year  (other  than  the  Examiner  ex  officio) 
for  the  Second  Part  of  the  Second  Examination  shall  receive  thirty  pounds, 
and  each  of  the  Examiners  for  the  year  (other  than  the  Examiners  ex 
officio)  for  the  Third  Examination  shall  receive  forty  pomids,  from  the 
University  Chest. 

M.C.  Examination 

The  Examiners  for  the  Examination  for  the  Degree  of  Master 
of  Surgery  are  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic,  [the  Professor  of 
Surgery]  and  the  Examiners  in  Surgery  for  the  year. 

[In  case  the  Professor  of  Surgery  be  prevented  by  illness  or 
other  reasonable  cause  from  taking  part  as  Examiner  ex  officio 
in  the  Examination,  it  is  competent  for  him  to  appoint  a  Master 
of  Surgery  who  is  a  member  of  the  Senate  to  examine  in  his 
stead,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Vice-Chancellor]. 

EXAMINATIONS  IN  MUSIC 
Mus.B.  Examination 

The  Examinations  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music  are 
conducted  by  the  Professor  of  Music,  assisted  by  two  or  more 
Examiners  nominated  annually  by  the  Board  of  Musical  Studies, 
and  elected  by  the  Senate,  of  whom  one  at  least  must  be  a  member 
of  the  Senate'  or  have  been  admitted  to  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
Music  in  the  University,  or  to  the  Title  of  that  Degree. 

Each  Examiner  other  than  the  Professor  of  Music  receives  for 
Part  I  ^10  and  for  Part  11^15. 

MUS.M.    EXAIVnNATION 

The  Examinations  for  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Music  are 
conducted  by  the  Professor  of  Music,  assisted  by  two  or  more 
Examiners  nominated  annually  by  the  Special  Board  for  Music, 
and  appointed  by  the  Senate,  of  whom  one  at  least  must  be  a 
member  of  the  Senate,  or  have  been  admitted  to  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Music  in  the  University,  or  to  the  Title  of  that  Degree. 

Each  Examiner  for  Part  I,  other  than  the  Professor  of  Music, 
receives  ;£10,  and  each  Examiner  for  Part  II  ^the  exercise), 
including  the  Professor  of  Music,  £15,  mth  an  additional  £2  for 
each  exercise  after  the  sixth. 

EXAMINATIONS  FOR  DIPLOMAS 
Agriculture 

Tlie  Examination  for  Part  I  of  the  Diploma  in  Agriculture  is 
conducted  by  the  Examiners  for  the  Special  Examinations  in 
Agricultural  Science  (see  p.  266). 

The  Examination  for  Part  II  is  conducted  by  Examiners,  not 
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exceeding  eight  in  number,  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Agri- 
cultural Studies  and  appointed  by  the  Senate  in  the  Lent  Term. 
The  Examiners  receive  from  the  University  Chest  such  remuner- 
ation as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Examinations  with 
the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  There  is  a  Chairman  of 
Examiners  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Agricultural  Studies. 

Anthropolo  g  y 

The  Examination  is  conducted  by  Examiners,  not  exceeding 
four  in  number,  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Anthropological 
Studies  and  appointed  by  the  Senate  in  the  Lent  Term.  Each 
Examiner  receives  from  the  University  Chest  such  remuneration 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Examinations  with  the 
consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 

Forestry 

The  Examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Forestry  is  conducted  by 
Examiners,  not  exceeding  five  in  number,  nominated  by  the 
Forestry  Committee,  and  appointed  by  the  Senate  in  the  Lent 
Term  of  each  year. 

Geography 

The  Examination  for  Part  I  of  the  Diploma  in  Geography  is 
conducted  by  the  Examiners  for  the  Special  Examination  in 
Geography  (see  p.  266). 

The  Examination  for  Part  II  is  conducted  by  Examiners 
nominated  by  the  Board  of  Geograj^hical  Studies  and  appointed 
by  the  Senate  in  the  Lent  Term  of  the  year.  The  Examiners 
receive  in  each  year  the  sum  of  sixty  pounds  from  the  University 
(^hest,  the  distribution  of  this  amount  among  the  Examiners  being 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Geographical  Studies. 

Mining  Engineering 

In  connexion  with  the  Dijiloma  in  Mining  Engineering  an 
Examination  in  the  Application  of  Science  to  the  Art  of  Mining 
is  conducted  by  two  Examiners,  and  an  Examination  in  Metallurgy 
by  one  Examiner,  nominated  every  year  by  the  Special  Board  for 
Chemistry  and  Physics  and  appointed  by  the  Senate  in  the 
Easter  Term.  Each  Examiner  receives  £o  from  the  University 
Chest  in  any  year  in  which  he  takes  part  in  an  Examination. 

Psychological  Medicine 

The  Committee  of  the  State  Medicine  Syndicate  appointed  tc 
manage  the  Examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Psychological 
Medicine  fixes  the  number  of  Examiners  in  each  year,  nominates 
them  for  election  by  the  Senate,  and  determines  the  amount  of 
their  remuneration. 
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Public  Health 

The  State  Medicine  Syndicate  fixes  the  number  of  Examiners 
in  eacli  year,  nominates  them  for  election  by  the  Senate,  and 
determines  tlie  amount  of  tiieir  remuneration. 

The  Syndicate  is  also  emi)owered  to  appoint  additional 
Examiners  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Syndicate  the  number 
of  candidates  is  so  large  that  the  four  Examiners  usually  ap- 
pointed by  Grace  cannot  well  complete  the  Examination  within 
the  specified  time. 

Tropical  Medicine  and  Hygiene 

The  State  Medicine  Syndicate  fixes  the  number  of  Examiners 
in  each  year,  nominates  them  for  election  by  the  Senate,  and 
determines  the  amount  of  their  remuneration. 

EXAMINATION  IN  ARCHITECTURAL  STUDIES 

The  Examination  in  Architectural  Studies  is  conducted  by 
Examiners  appointed  under  the  following  Regulations : — 

The  two  Examinations  in  each  year  shall  be  conducted  by  the  same 
Examiners,  appdinted  by  the  Senate  in  the  preceding  Lent  Term.  There 
shall  be  four  Exaniiueis  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Archi- 
tectural Studies.  Each  Examuier  shall  receive  from  the  University  Chest 
such  remuneration  as  may  be  determmed  by  the  Board  of  Examinations 
with  the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  Examiners  in  each  Part  pre\ious  to 
each  Examhiatiou,  when  the  papers  set  by  each  Examiner  shall  be  sub- 
mitted for  approval. 

One  at  least  of  the  Examiners  and  one  of  the  Proctors  or  Pro-Proctors 
shall  be  present,  and  one  of  the  Proctors'  or  Pro-Proctors'  men  shall  be  in 
attendance,  during  the  Examination:  but,  if  more  than  one  Examination 
be  held  in  the  same  room,  the  Board  of  Examinations  may  relax  the  strict 
obUgation  of  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  Examiners  for  the  purpose  of 
invigUation. 

General  Regulations  for  the  Previous,  General, 
Special,  and  other  Exa7ninations 

The  Previous,  General,  and  Special  Examinations,  the  Pre- 
liminary Examination  in  Science,  the  Mechanical  Sciences  Tripos 
Qualifying  Examination,  and  the  Examination  in  Architectural 
Studies  are  subject  to  the  following  General  Regulations  with 
regard  to  invigilation  : — 

The  Examiner  in  charge  of  each  of  these  Exammations  shall  be 
responsible,  with  the  assistance  of  the  University  Marshal  and  such 
further  assistance  as  the  Board  of  Examinations  are  able  to  provide 
(see  p.  '280  below),  for  recording  on  each  occasion  which  of  the  candidates, 
if  any,  are  absent,  and  for  seeing  that  the  answer -papers  are  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order,  and  despatched  in  a  sealed  packet,  together  with  a  list 
of  absentees,  to  the  Examiner  who  is  to  mark  them. 
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Until  the  time  at  which  candidates  are  allowed  to  leave  the  examination- 
room,  no  coj)y  of  any  examination-paper  shall  be  taken  from  the  room 
without  the  consent  of  the  Examiner  in  charge. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Examiners  for  each 
ExamLuatiou  (or,  in  cases  where  no  Chairman  is  ajjjjointed  by  Ordinance, 
the  Senior  Resident  Examiner)  to  draw  up  a  scheme  to  be  approved  by 
the  Examiners  for  that  Examination,  shewing  which  of  them  is  responsible 
for  each  of  the  examination-periods  with  which  as  a  body  they  are 
concerned. 

It  shall  fm'ther  be  the  duty  of  the  Chau-man  of  the  Exammers  (or  the 
Senior  Resident  Examiner)  for  each  Examination  to  send  to  the 
Ilegistrary,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  conunencement  of  the 
Examination,  a  copy  of  the  Corrected  List  of  candidates  with  such 
further  corrections,  if  any,  as  may  be  necessary,  certified  by  him  to  be  a 
correct  list  of  the  candidates  actuallj'  under  examination :  and  this  list 
shall  be  considered  to  be  the  Final  List  of  candidates  for  such  examination, 
and  shall  be  preserved  in  the  Registry. 

General  Regulations  for  Tripos  Examinations 

The  Tripos  Exaiuinatious  are  subject  to  the  following  General 
Regulations  with  regard  to  invigilation  : — 

In  the  case  of  each  Tripos  Examination  the  Examiner  in  charge  shall  be 
responsible,  with  the  assistance  of  the  University  Marshal,  and  such 
further  assistance  as  the  Board  of  Examinations  are  able  to  provide  (see 
below),  for  recording  on  each  occasion  which  of  the  candidates,  if  any, 
are  absent,  and  for  seeing  that  the  answer-papers  are  arranged  in  alpha- 
betical order,  and  despatched  in  a  sealed  packet,  together  with  a  list  of 
absentees,  to  the  Examiner  who  is  to  mark  them. 

Until  the  time  at  which  candidates  are  allowed  to  leave  the  examination- 
room,  no  copy  of  any  examiuation-j)aper  shall  be  taken  from  the  room 
without  the  consent  of  the  Examiner  in  charge. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chau-man  of  the  Examiners  for  each  Tripos 
to  draw  up  a  scheme,  to  be  approved  by  the  Examiners  for  that  Tripos, 
shewing  which  of  them  is  res2)onsible  for  each  of  the  examination-periods 
with  which  as  a  body  the.y  are  concerned. 

It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Examiners  for  each 
Tripos  to  send  to  the  JKegistrary,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Examination,  a  copy  of  the  Corrected  List  of  candidates 
with  such  further  corrections,  if  any,  as  may  be  necessary,  certified  by 
him  to  be  a  correct  list  of  the  candidates  actually  under  examination  : 
and  this  list  shall  be  considered  to  be  the  Final  List  of  candidates  for 
such  examination,  and  shall  be  preserved  in  the  Eegistiy. 

Duty  of  the  Board  of  Examinations 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Examinations  to  arrange  for  the 
provision  of  suitable  accommodation  for  the  examination  of  the 
candidates  in  all  University  Examinations  ;  and  to  provide  such 
clerical  assistance  as  may  be  necessai'y  to  enable  the  Examiners  in 
University  Examinations  to  carry  out  sucli  duties  as  may  be 
assigned  to  them  by  Ordinance  with  regard  to  the  drawing  up  of 
lists  of  absentees  and  the  arrangement  and  despatch  of  answer- 
papers,  and  to  give  the  Examiners  information  of  these  arrange- 
ments. 
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UNIVERSITY   SCHOLARSHIPS 

Abbott  Scholakships 

The  Klectors  to  these  Scliolarships  are  the  Yice-Chancellor,  the 
Regius  rrofessor  of  Divinity,  the  Lucasian  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics, and  two  members  of  the  Senate,  appointed  by  Grace  of 
the  Senate,  provided  that  in  case  any  of  the  e.v  officio  Electors  be 
prevented  from  taking  part  in  the  Examination,  a  deputy  shall  be 
appointed  in  each  case  by  Grace  of  the  Senate.  The  Examiners 
appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  to  examine  for  the  Pell 
Scliolarships  are  also  Examiners  for  the  Abbott  Scholarships,  if 
any  be  vacant. 

AiiLEN  Scholarship 

The  Electors  to  the  Allen  Scholarship  are  appointed  under  the 
following  Regulations  : — 

The  Electors  to  the  Scholarship  shall  be  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  eight 
members  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  fom-  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate,  and  four  on  the  nomination  of  the 
General  Board  of  Studies.     Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Of  the  eight  elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Electors,  one  of  those 
appointed  on  the  nomination  of  the  Covmcil  of  the  Senate,  and  one 
of  those  appomted  on  the  nomination  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies, 
shall  retire  by  rotation  on  December  31  in  each  year,  and  the  election  of 
members  of  the  Senate  to  fill  the  vacant  places  shall  be  made  at  a 
Congregation  before  the  end  of  full  tei-m  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  pre- 
ceding the  vacancy,  a  retirmg  member  not  being  eligible  for  immediate 
re-appointmeut. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  any  year  by  the  death  or 
resignation  of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Electors,  a  new  member  shall  be 
appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  to  fill  the  vacant  place  on  the  nomination 
of  the  body  by  whom  the  person  whose  place  he  is  to  take  was  nominated, 
and  he  shall  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  for  the  remainder  of  the 
period  of  office  for  which  such  person  was  appointed. 

The  Electors  shall  have  authority  to  take  any  steps  which  they  think 
advisable  to  enable  them  to  ascertain  the  qualifications  of  the  can- 
didates and  their  fitness  to  pm-sue  a  course  of  research,  provided  that  the 
Scholarship  shall  not  be  awarded  by  competitive  examination.  The 
Electors  shall  also  have  power  to  make  payments,  not  exceeding  £30  in 
the  aggi-egate  in  any  year,  to  any  person  or  persons  (whether  Electors  or 
not)  whom  they  may  consult,  or  whom  they  may  request  to  supervise  and 
report  upon  the  Scholar's  work,  or  who  may  assist  them  in  any  other  way. 

Anthony  Wilkin  Studentship 

The  appointment  to  the  Studentship  is  made  by  the  Board  of 
Anthropological  Studies. 

Arnold  Gekstenberg  Studentship 

The  Arnold  Gerstenberg  Studentship  is  under  the  control  of  a 
Board  of  Managers  authorised  to  nominate  and  remunerate 
Examiners  in  accordance  with  the  following  Regulations  : — 
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A  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  constituted  consisting  of  the  Knight- 
bridge  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy,  the  Professor  of  Mental  Philosophy 
and  Logic,  two  members  elected  by  the  Special  Board  for  Moral  Science, 
one  member  elected  by  the  Special  Board  for  Physics  and  Chemistry,  and 
one  member  elected  by  the  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology.  The 
elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  ordinarily  be  elected 
for  a  period  of  six  years. ...In  the  case  of  any  vacancy  occuiTing  among 
the  elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  from  any  other  cause  than 
the  expiration  of  the  time  of  tenure,  a  new  member  shall  be  elected  with- 
out delay  by  the  Special  Board  which  elected  the  person  whose  substitute 
he  is ;  and  the  person  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  continue  a  member 
of  the  Board  as  long  as  the  person  whose  substitute  he  is  would  have  conr 
tinued. 

The  Examiners  or  Adjudicators  who  shall  award  the  Studentship 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Managers  and  elected  by  Grace  of  the 
Senate.  Such  Examiners  or  Adjudicators  may  be  members  of  the  Board 
or  other  persons,  and  shall  receive  such  payment  as  the  Board  may  from 
time  to  time  determine. 

Balfoxir  Studentship 

The  Balfour  Student  is  elected  by  the  Special  Board  for 
Biology  and  Geology  (see  p.  322)  on  the  nomination  of  three 
Managers  appointed  for  five  years  by  the  Board,  Arthur  James 
Balfour,  M.  A.,  of  Trinity  Collej^e,  being  an  additional  Manager  so 
long  as  he  is  willing  to  act.  Managers  may  be  either  members 
of  the  Board  or  not,  and  retiring  Managers  are  re-eligible. 

The  Regulations  determining  the  actions  of  the  Managers  and 
the  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology  respectively  are  as 
follows  : — 

The  Managers  shall,  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  nominate  a  person 
duly  qualified  in  their  opinion  to  the  Board  for  election,  and  the  Board 
shall,  if  they  see  fit,  elect  the  person  so  nominated.  Three  months  before 
the  date  at  which  in  due  course  the  Studentship  would  become  vacant,  or 
immediatel}'^  upon  the  occiuTence  of  any  casual  vacancy,  the  Managers 
shall  give  such  notice  of  the  vacancy  or  expected  vacancy  as  they  shall 
think  desu-able,  and  the  Managers  iu  nominating  a  jjerson  for  election 
shall  take  into  considei-ation  the  qualifications  of  aU  candidates  whose 
names  are  sent  iu  to  them. 

If  a  majority  of  the  Managers  shall  not  be  able  to  agree  upon  a  person 
to  be  nominated  for  election  they  shall  report  to  the  Board  the  names  of 
such  two  or  more  of  the  candidates  as  they  shall  think  best  qualified  with 
such  information  with  i-espect  to  the  qualifications  of  such  candidates  as 
they  shaU  think  desirable. 

If  the  Board  shall  by  a  majority  of  votes  refuse  to  elect  the  person 
nominated  by  the  Managers,  or  one  of  the  two  or  more  persons  whose 
names  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  as  aforesaid,  the  Managers  shaU 
nominate  two  or  more  other  persons,  and  the  Board  shall  elect  to  the 
Studentship  one  of  such  persons. 

The  nomination  and  election  shall  be  made  so  that  the  newly  elected 
Student  may  be  able  to  enter  upon  the  Studentship  so  soon  as  the  vacancy 
occurs,  or  as  soon  after  as  may  be  deemed  practicable. 

Babnabd  Randolph  Exhibition 

The  Governors  are  the  five  Professors  of  Divinity  (see  pp.  57 — 8). 
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Barnes  Scholarship 

The  Electors  arc  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  of 
Divinity,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Civil  Law,  the  Lucasiaii  Professor 
of  Mathematics,  and  the  Pul)lic  Orator,  eucli  for  the  time  being, 
or  their  respective  deputies  to  be  appointed  by  Grace  of  the 
Senate.  The  Examiners  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  to 
examine  for  the  Bell  Scholarships  (see  below)  also  examine  for 
the  Barnes  Scholarshii). 

Battie,  Browne,  Craven,  Davies,  Pitt,  Porson,  and 

Waddington  Scholarships 
For  the  Electors  to  these  Scholarships,  generally  known  as  the 
'University  Scholarships,'  see  p.  133  above. 

Bell  Scholarships 

The  Electors  to  the  Bell  Scholarships  are  appointed  under  the 
following  Regulation  : — 

The  Electors  to  the  vacant  Scholarships  shall  he  the  Yice-Chaucellor, 
the  Kegius  Professor  of  Divinity,  the  Lucasian  Professor  of  Mathematics, 
and  two  memhers  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  at  the 
last  Congregation  in  November  in  every  year,  jn-ovided  that,  in  case  any 
of  the  €x  officio  Electors  be  prevented  from  taking  part  in  the  Examin- 
ation, a  deputy  shall  be  appointed  in  each  case  by  flrace  of  the  Senate. 
The  Examiners  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  are  to  examine  for  the 
Barnes  and  Abbott  Scholarships,  if  any  be  vacant.  Two  of  them  are  to 
examine  specially,  but  not  of  necessity  exclusively,  in  Classics,  and  one  in 
Mathematics. 

Bendall  Sanskrit  Exhibition 

The  Exhibition  is  awarded  by  the  Examiners  in  Sanskrit  in 
the  Oriental  Languages  Tripos ;  but  if  in  any  year  there  should 
be  no  Examination  for  the  Tripos,  an  Examiner  is  nominated  by 
the  Special  Board  for  Oriental  Studies  and  appointed  by  Grace 
of  the  Senate  before  the  end  of  the  Lent  Term  of  that  year.  The 
Examiners  receive  out  of  the  income  of  the  bequest  such  remun- 
eration as  the  Special  Board  for  Oriental  Studi6s  with  the  consent 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  determine. 

Benn  W.  Levy  STtroENTSHip 

The  Student  is  elected  by  a  Board  of  Managers  on  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Reader  in  Chemical  Physiology,  in  accoi'dance  with 
the  following  Regulations  : — 

The  admuiistration  of  the  Fund  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Reader  in 
Chemical  Physiology  in  the  University  of  Cambridge,  in  conjunction  with 
a  Board  consisting  of  six  Managers.  The  Managers  shall  be :  The  President 
of  the  Eoyal  College  of  Physicians  of  London,  and  five  members  of  the 
University  approved  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  namely,  two  nominated  by 
the  Special  Board  for  Medicine,  two  nominated  by  the  Special  Board  for 
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Biology  and  Geology,  and  one  nominated  by  the  Special  Board  for  Physics 
and  Cheniistrj',  each  to  serve  for  four  years. ...Eetu-ing  Managers  shall  be 
re-eligible.  No  resolution  of  the  Managers  shall  be  valid  miless  apjiroved 
of  by  at  least  two  Managers,  at  a  meeting  to  which  all  the  Managers 
have  been  smnmoned. 

Three  months  before  the  date  at  which,  in  due  course,  the  Student- 
ship would  become  vacant,  or  immediately  upon  the  occurrence  of  any 
casual  vacancy,  the  Reader  in  Chemical  Physiology  shall  give  such  pubhc 
notice  thereof  as  the  Managers  may  think  desirable,  and  the  Reader  in 
Chemical  Physiology  shall  report  to  the  Managers  upon  the  qualifications 
of  all  candidates  whose  names  are  sent  in  to  him.  The  Pieader  in  Chemical 
Physicjlogy  shall  at  the  same  time  iiommate  one  of  the  candidates  as  the 
person  best  qualified,  in  his  opinion,  for  election,  and  the  Managers  shall 
either  elect  the  person  so  nominated,  or  such  other  of  the  candidates  as 
the  Managers  present  may  unanimously  agree  to  elect. 

The  nomination  and  election  shall  l)e  made  so  that  the  newly-elected 
Student  may  be  able  to  enter  ujion  the  Studentship  as  soon  as  the  vacancy 
occurs,  or  as  soon  after  as  is  ijracticable. 

BuBNEY  Studentship 

The  Electors  to  the  Burney  Studentsliip  and  Prize  are  deter- 
mined by  the  following  clause  of  the  Statute  regulating  the

for  Moral  Science.... Appointments  shall  be  for  two  years.  If  either 
of  the  two  appointed  Electors  die,  resign,  or  become  incapable  of  acting, 
another  person  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  in  his  place  for  the 
remainder  of  the  time  for  which  he  was  appomted.  All  the  powers  of  the 
Electors  may  be  exercised  by  a  majority  of  those  present  at  a  meetmg  duly 
summoned,  iirovided  that  three  Electors  at  least  be  present. 

Charles  Oldham  Classical  Scholarship 
The  Electors  to  this  Scholai'ship  are  ap{)ointed  in  accordance 
with  the  following  Regulation  : — 

The  Electors  to  the  Scholarship  shall  be  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  four 
other  members  of  the  Senate  who  shall  be  appointed  by  Grace,  each  to 
hold  office  for  four-  years,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for 
Classics  before  the  end  of  the  Michaebnas  Term. ...If  any  of  the  four  ap- 
pointed Electors  shall  die,  resign,  or  become  incapable  of  acting,  another 
person  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  in  his  place  for  the  remainder  of 
the  time  for  which  he  was  ai^pointed.  AU  the  powers  of  the  Electors  may 
be  exercised  by  a  majority  of  those  present  at  a  meeting  duly  summoned, 
provided  that  three  Electors  at  least  be  present.

The  E.Kamination  is  conducted  and  the  award  made  by  two 

Examiners  nominated  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate  and  elected 

by    Grace    at    the  first    Congregation    in   May.     Each    of    the 

Examiners  receives  the  sum  of  £5  out  of  the  income  of  the  Fund. 
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CiiERK  Maxwell  Scholakship 

The  Electors  to  the  Scholarship  are  the  Cavendish  Professor  of 
Experimental  Physics  and  the  Lucasian  Professor  of  ^latheniatics ; 
but  in  case  of  any  diftcrence  of  opinion  between  them  the  final 
decision  rests  witli  the  Master  of  Trinity  or  with  someone 
specially  api)ointed  by  him  for  this  purpose. 

Crane's  Charity 

The  Distributors  of  Crane's  Charity  are  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
the  Master  of  Gouville  and  Caius,  the  Regius  Professors  of 
Divinity,  Law,  and  Physic,  and  'the  chief  Apothecary  in  the 
town,  for  that  he  knows  the  need  of  most  of  the  poor  scholars.' 
They  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  May  and  November,  notice 
of  the  meeting  being  published  in  the  University  Reporter  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Craven  Studentship 

The  Craven  Student  is  elected  by  a  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Craven  Fund  appointed  under  the  following  Regulation  : — 

The  administration  of  the  Fund  shall  he  entrusted  to  six  persons  called 
Managers.  The  Managers  shall  be  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  five  persons 
appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  on  the  nomiuatiou  of  the  Special  Board 

for  Classics Appointments  shall  be  made  for  five  years.     If  any  of  the 

five  appouited  Managers  shall  die,  resign,  or  become  incapable  of  acting, 
the  Board  shall  nominate  some  other  person  to  be  appointed  Manager  in 
his  place  for  the  remainder  of  the  time  for  which  he  was  appointed.  All 
the  powers  of  the  Managers  may  be  exercised  by  a  majority  of  those 
present  at  a  meeting  duly  summoned  pri>vided  that  three  Managers  at 
least  be  present.  The  appointment  of  the  Managers  shall  be  made  at 
a  Congregation  to  be  held  before  the  end  of  full  term  in  the  Michaelmas 
Term  and  their  period  of  ser\ace  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of 
January  after  the  date  of  their  appointment. 

Crosse  Scholarships 

These  Scholarships  are  awarded  by  Examiners  chosen,  under 
the  following  Regulations,  by  ex  officio  Electors : — 

The  Electors  shall  be  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius,  Lady  Margaret's, 
Norrisian,  Hulsean,  and  Ely  Professors  of  Divinity,  the  Regius  Pi-ofessor 
of  Hebrew,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Greek,  the  Professor  of  Arabic,  and 
the  Dixie  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History. 

The  Electors  shall  before  the  division  of  the  Easter  Term  in  every  year 
out  of  their  o-mi  number  or  from  other  Graduates  of  the  University  choose 
three  Examiners  at  the  least  to  conduct  the  Examination  in  that  year. 
If  any  of  such  Examiners  be  not  one  of  the  Electors,  his  name  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Senate  for  approval.  The  Examination  and  election  Ln 
the  following  Michaelmas  Term  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Examiners  thus 
appouited. 

Frank  Smart  Studentship 

The  appointment  to  the  Studentship  is  made  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  the  Master  of  Gonville  and  Caius  College,  and  the 
Professor  of  Botany. 
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Fredekick  James  Quick  Fund 

The  administration  of  the  income  of  this  Fund  is  entrusted  to 
a  Board  of  Managers  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  six 
members  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  Grace  to  serve  for  six  years, 
one  retiring  by  rotation  every  year.  Of  these  three  are  nominated 
by  the  Council  of  the  Senate  and  three  by  the  Sj^ecial  Board  for 
Biology  and  Geology.  A  retiring  Manager  is  eligible  for  re- 
appointment. No  resolution  of  the  Managers  is  valid  unless 
approved  by  at  least  four  Managers  at  a  meeting  to  which  all  the 
Managers  have  been  summoned.

The  Electors  to  this  Scholarship  are  the  Electors  to  the  Charles 
Oldham  Classical  Scholarship  (see  p.  284). 

Gordon  Wigan  Fund 

The  income  of  the  Fund  is  controlled  as  to  one  moiety  thereof 
by  the  Special  Board  for  Physics  and  Chemistry  and  as  to  the 
other  by  the  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology. 

BLabkness  Scholarship 

The  Scholar  is  elected  by  a  Board  of  Electors  consisting  of  the 
Vice-Chaucellor,  the  Woodwardian  Professor  of  Geology,  the 
Examiners  in  Geology  for  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos  for  that 
year  and  those  for  the  preceding  year,  and  one  additional  Elector, 
nominated  by  the  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology  and 
appointed  by  the  Senate  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  of  every  third 
year,  to  hold  office  for  three  years.  If  the  place  of  such  additional 
Elector  becomes  vacant  before  the  end  of  the  three  years,  a 
successor  is  appointed  in  like  manner  for  the  remainder  of  the 
three  years.  No  business  may  be  transacted  unless  three  members 
of  the  Board  be  present. 

HoRT  Memorial  Fund 

The  Fund  is  controlled  by  a  Board  of  Managers  appointed 
under  the  following  Regulation  : — 

The  administration  of  the  Fund  shall  be  entrusted  to  seven  Managers. 
The  Managers  shall  be  the  Vice-Chaucellor  and  six  other  pei'sons 
appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  two  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Council  of  the  Senate,  and  four  on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board 
for  Divinity.  The  appointment  of  the  Managers  shall  be  made  at  a 
Congregation  to  be  held  before  the  end  of  full  term  in  the  Michaehnas

The   Electors  to  the  Studentships  are  appointed  under  the 

following  Regulation  :— 

The  Electors  to  the  Studentshijjs  shall  be  the  Vice-Cbancellor,  two 
Professors  of  the  Universitj'  to  be  nomhiated  by  the  Couucil  of  the  Senate, 
two  members  of  the  Senate  to  be  uomhiated  by  the  Special  Board  for 
Mathematics,  aud  one  member  of  the  Senate  to  be  nommated  by  the 
Special  Board  for  Physics  and  Chemistry,  each  of  the  said  five  Electors  to 
be  appointed  by  Grace  on  the  nomination  aforesaid  at  the  second  Con- 
gregation of  the  Michaelmas  Term :  all  appointments  shall  be  made  for 
four  years.  If  anj^  of  the  five  appomted  Electors  shall  die  resign  or 
become  incapable  of  actmg  another  person  shall  be  appointed  in  like 
manner  in  his  place  for  the  remainder  of  the  time  for  which  he  was 
appointed.

The  Professor  of  Pathology  reports  to  the  Managers 
upon  the  qualifications  of  the  candidates  and  nominates  one  of 
them  as  the  person  best  qualified  in  his  opinion  for  election,  and 
the  Managers  must  either  elect  the  candidate  so  nominated,  or 
such  other  of  the  candidates  as  the  three  Managers  may  unani- 
mously agree  to  elect. 

LiGHTFOOT   SCHOLAHSHIPS 

The  Examination  is  conducted  by  two  Examiners  nominated  by 
the  Council  and  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  before  the 
close  of  the  Lent  Term  of  the  year  preceding  that  in  which  they 
are  required  to  examine.  So  far  as  is  found  convenient  one 
Examiner  in  each  year  must  be  a  member  of  the  University  of 
Cambridge  and  the  other  a  member  of  the  University  of  Oxford. 
Each  Examiner  receives  ^'1.5. 

If  the  Examiners  are  unable  to  agree  between  two  candidates, 
the  papers  of  such  candidates  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Modern  History,  or  if  the  Regius  Professor  of 
Modern  History  is  one  of  the  Examiners,  to  the  Dixie  Professor 
of  Ecclesiastical  History.  The  Professor  to  whom  the  papers  of 
the  candidates  are  thus  submitted  awards  the  Scholarship  to  one 
or  the  other,  or  divides  it  between  the  two,  at  his  discretion. 
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Maitland  Memorial  FtnsrD 

The  administration  of  the  B\ind  is  in  the  hands  of  Managers 
appointed  under  the  following  Regulation  :— 

The  Administratiou  of  the  Fnud  shall  be  entrusted  to  seven  Managers. 
The  Managers  shall  be  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  six  other  persons 
apiDointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate;  two  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Council  of  the  Senate,  two  on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  Law, 
and  two  on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  History  and  Archaeo- 
logy.

Michael  Foster  Studentship 

The  Electors  to  the  Michael  Foster  Studentship  are  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Physiology  and  two  other  members  of  the  Senate 
appointed  by  Grace  to  serve  for  four  years,  one  on  the  nomination 
of  the  Council  of  the  Senate  and  one  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology. 

Plymouth,  Marine  Biological  Station  at 
The  right  of  nomination  to  a  table  at  the  Laboratory  of  the 
Marine  Biological  Station  at  Plymouth  has  been  delegated  to 
the  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology  who  have  power,  at 
such  times  as  no  suitable  member  of  the  University  shall  apply 
to  occupy  the  table  when  vacant,  to  nominate  to  the  table,  if 
they  see  fit,  a  suitable  person  of  either  sex  not  a  member  of  the 
University. 

Prendergast  Studentship 

The  Electors  to  the  Prendergast  Studentshii^  are  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Greek,  and  four  members  of 
the  Senate  appointed  by  Grace  before  the  division  of  the 
Michaelmas  Term,  to  serve  for  four  years,  on  the  nomination  of 
the  Special  Board  for  Classics.  All  the  powers  of  the  Electors 
may  be  exercised  by  a  majority  of  those  present  at  a  meeting 
duly  summoned,  provided  that  three  Electors  at  least  be  present. 

Sheepshanks  Exhibition 

The  Electors  are  the  Council  of  Trinity  College. 
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Sqtjibe  Scholaeships 

The  Electors  to  the  Squire  Scholarships  are  the  Special  Board 
for  Law. 

Steel  Studentships 

The  Trustees  of  these  Studentships  are  at  present  the  Master 
of  Corpus  and  the  Regius  and  Ely  Professors  of  Divinity. 

Stewart  of  Rannoch  Scholarships 

The  Examination  is  conducted  by  Examiners  appointed  by 
Grace  of  the  Senate  before  the  division  of  the  Lent  Term.  For 
the  Hebrew  Scholarships,  two  Examiners  are  nominated  by  the 
Special  Board  for  Oriental  Languages ;  for  the  Greek  and  Latin 
Scholarships,  two  Examiners  are  nominated  by  the  Special  Board 
for  Classics ;  and  for  the  Scholarships  in  Sacred  Music,  two 
Examiners,  of  whom  one  at  least  must  be  a  member  of  the 
Senate,  are  nominated  by  the  Special  Board  for  Music. 

Each  Examiner  receives  .£5  if  the  names  of  any  candidates  are 
sent  in,  and  a  capitation  fee  of  5s.  for  each  candidate  whose 
papers  he  examines  after  the  tenth. 

TiARKS  Scholarship 

The  administration  of  the  Tiarks  German  Scholarship  Fund 
and  the  election  of  the  Scholar  are  entrusted  to  Electors 
appointed  under  the  following  Regulation  : — 

The  adiaiuistratiou  of  the  Fund  shall  be  eutrusted  to  persons  called 
the  Electors.  The  Electors  shall  be  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Schroder 
Pi'ofessor  of  German,  and  three  persons  appouited  by  Grace  of  the  Senate 
on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  Medieval  and  Modern  Lan- 
guages.... Appointments  shall  be  made  for  three  years.  If  any  Elector  so 
appointed  shall  die,  resign,  or  become  incapable  of  acting,  the  Board  shall 
nominate  some  other  person  to  be  appointed  Elector  in  his  place  for  the 
remainder  of  tlie  time  for  •\vliich  he  was  appointed.  All  the  powers  of  the 
Electors  may  be  exercised  by  a  majority  of  those  present  at  a  meeting  duly 
summoned,  provided  that  three  Electors  at  least  be  present.  No  Elector 
shall  have  more  than  one  vote,  except  that  the  Vice-Chancellor,  or  in  his 
absence  the  Elector  in  the  chau',  shall  have  a  casting  vote.  The  appomt- 
inent  of  the  Electors  shall  be  made  at  a  Congregation  to  be  held  before  the 
end  of  full  term  in  the  Michaelmas  Term,  and  their  period  of  service  shall 
commence  on  the  first  day  of  January  after  the  date  of  their  appointment. 

Tyrwhitt  ELebrew  Scholarships 

The  Electors  to  these  Scholarships  are  the  Regius  Professor  of 
Hebrew  and  two  members  of  the  Senate  to  be  nominated  by  the 
different  Colleges  according  to  the  Cycle  of  Proctors  and 
appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  at  the  last  Congregation  in 
November  in  every  year.  If  the  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew 
declines,  or  is  prevented  from  examining,  a  deputy  is  appointed 
by  Grace  of  the  Senate  at  the  first  Congregation  of  the  Lent 
CAL.

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Term  of  the  year,  who  continues  in  oflSce  until  the  first  Congre- 
tion  in  the  Lent  Term  of  the  following  year.  Each  Elector 
appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  who  takes  part  in  the 
Examination  receives  the  sum  of  £5. 

Whewell  Scholarships 

The  Electors  are  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Master  of  Trinity 
College,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Civil  Law,  the  Professor 
of  Moral  Philosophy,  the  Downing  Professor  of  the  Laws  of 
England,  and  the  Professor  of  Political  Economy.  The  election 
of  the  Scholars  and  the  decision  of  such  other  questions  as  may 
come  before  the  Electors  must  be  by  a  majority  of  the  Electors, 
and  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  the  Master  of  Trinity  College 
has  a  double  or  casting  vote. 

Winchester  (Christ's  Hospital)  Exhibition 

The  Electors  are  the  Governors  of  Christ's  Hospital,  Winchester. 

Wordsworth  Studentships 

The  Electors  are  those  of  the  Divinity  Professors  who  are  in 
Holy  Orders. 

Worts  Fund 

Grants  from  the  Worts  Fund  are  made  by  Grace  of  the  Senate 
on  the  recommendatiou  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate  after  consult- 
ation with  tlie  Special  Board  of  Studies  to  the  province  of  which 
the  application  is  considered  to  belong. 

UNIVERSITY  PRIZES 

Adam  Smith  Prize 

The  Adjudicators  are  the  Professor  of  Political  Economy  and 
an  additional  Examiner  appointed  by  the  Senate  in  tl)e  Michael- 
mas Term  of  each  year  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Special 
Board  for  Economics  and  Politics.  The  additional  Plxaminer 
takes  part  in  the  adjudication  of  the  Prize  in  the  year  following 
his  appointment,  and  receives  the  sum  of  £10  payable  fi-om  the 
income  of  the  Prize  Fund,  except  iu  cases  in  which  no  essay  is 
sent  in. 

Adams  Prize 

The  Adjudicators  are  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  three  persons 
appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  one  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Council  of  the  Senate,  one  on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board 
for  Mathematics,  and  one  on  the  nomination  of  the  Council  of  St 
John's  College.

The  same  as  the  Electors  to  the  Burney  Studentship  (see  p.  279). 

Carus  Greek  Testament  Prizes 

One  Examiner,  who  must  be  a  member  of  the  Senate,  is 
nominated  in  every  year  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Professors  of 
Divinity,  and  the  Ilegius  Professor  of  Greek,  to  hold  office  for  two 
years,  his  name  being  proposed  to  the  Senate  for  election  before 
the  division  of  the  Lent  Term ;  and  whenever  a  vacancy  occurs,  a 
new  Examiner  is  nominated  and  elected  in  a  similar  manner. 
Each  Examiner  receives  £5  yearly  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Fund.

Chancellor's  English  Medal 

The  Examiners  are  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Public  Orator,  the 
Regius  Professor  of  Greek,  and  two  additional  Examiners 
appointed  by  the  Senate  in  the  Lent  Term  of  each  year  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate.  Each  of  the  two 
additional  Examiners  receives  the  sum  of  three  guineas  payable 
from  the  University  Chest,  except  in  cases  where  no  exercise  is 
sent  in. 

Chancellor's  Legal  Medal 

This  is  awarded  by  the  Examiners  for  the  Law  Tripos. 

Evans  Prize 

Two  Examiners  are  appointed  by  the  Senate,  on  the  nomination 
of  the  Special  Board  for  Divinity,  in  each  year  before  the  end  of 
the  Michaelmas  Term,  to  examine  in  the  following  yeai*.  If  there 
be  any  candidate  for  the  Prize,  each  Examiner  receives  from  the 
Fund  such  sum,  not  exceeding  three  guineas,  as  the  Board  may 
determine. 

Frank  Smart  Prizes 

These  Prizes  are  awarded  by  a  Board  consisting  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  the  Professor  of  Botany,  the  Professor  of  Zoology, 
and  the  Examiners  in  Botany  and  Zoology  for  the  Natural 
Sciences  Tripos  in  the  year  in  which  the  award  is  made.  No 
business  may  be  transacted  unless  three  members  of  the  Board 
are  present.

The  Examiners  for  the  Gedge  Prize  are  appointed  under  the 
following  Regulation  : 

The  Examiuers,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  shall 
be  the  Professor  of  Physiology  aud  two  persons  nominated  by  the  Special 
Board  for  Biology  aud  Geology.  The  persons  so  nominated  shall  be  or 
shall  have  been  engaged  in  the  University  in  the  teaching  of  Physiology 
or  of  any  branch  thereof.  The  appointment  of  Examiners  shall  be  made 
dm'ing  the  Easter  Term  immediately  preceding  the  term  in  which  the  Prize 
is  to  be  awarded.  Each  of  the  Examiners  nominated  by  the  Special 
Board  for  Biology  and  Geology  shall  receive  the  sum  of  three  guineas 
payable  from  the  University  Chest,  except  in  cases  where  no  exercise  is 
sent  in. 

George  Long  Prize 

This  is  awarded  by  the  Examiners  for  the  Law  Tripos. 

George  Williams  Prize 

Two  Examiners  are  appointed  by  the  Senate,  on  the  nomination 
of  the  Special  Board  for  Divinity  in  each  year,  before  the  end  of 
the  Michaelmas  Term,  to  examine  in  the  following  year.

Gordon  Wigan  Prize

Hare  Prize 

The  Examiners  for  the  Hare  Prize  are  appointed  under  the 
folio  whig  Regulation  : — 

The  subjects  of  tlie  Dissertations  shall  be  selected  and  the  Prize 
adjudged  by  the  Vice-ChanceUor,  assisted  by  two  Examiuers,  who  shall 
be  nominated,  during  the  Lent  Term  of  the  year  next  but  one  before  that 
in  which  an  award  is  to  be  made,  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Begins 
Professor  of  Greek,  the  Knightbridge  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy,  the 
Kennedy  Professor  of  Latui,  the  Professor  of  Mental  Philosophy  and 
Logic,  the  Professor  of  Ancient  History,  and  the  Public  Orator,  and 
approved  by  the  Senate  before  the  end  of  that  Term.  Each  nominated 
Examiner  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  pounds  from  the  income  of  the 
Fund,  except  in  cases  where  no  Dissertations  are  sent  in.  After  the 
Dissertations  have  been  sent  in  by  the  candidates,  the  Vice-ChanceUor 
may,  if  requested  to  do  so  by  the  two  nominated  Examiners,  appoint  an 
additional  Examiner,  and  such  additional  Examiner  shall  receive  the  sum 
of  five  pounds  from  the  income  of  the  Fund.

Jeremee  Septuagint  Prizes 

The  Divinitv  Professors  in  each  year  appoint  two  of  their 
number  to  conduct  the  Examination  ;  but,  if  a  Professor  so 
appointed  declines  to  examine,  he  is  allowed  to  nominate  a 
Deputy,  such  nomination  being  subject  to  the  aijproval  of  the 
Vice-Chaucellor. 

John  Winbolt  Prize 

Tlie  award  is  made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Professor  of 
Mechanism  and  Applied  Mechanics,  and  a  member  of  the  Senate 
appointed  bv  Grace  on  the  nomination  of  the  Council  of  the 
Senate  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  preceding  the  award.

Kaye  Prize 

The  Adjudicators  of  the  prize  are  two  persons  nominated  by 
the  Regius  Professor  of  Divinity,  and  approved  by  the  Senate 
before  the  end  of  the  Lent  Term  of  any  year  in  which  a  subject 
for  a  Dissertation  is  to  be  announced.  Each  of  the  Adjudicators 
receives  the  sum  of  three  guineas  payable  from  the  income  of  the 
Prize  Fund,  except  in  cases  where  no  Dissertation  is  sent  in. 
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Le  Bas  Pbize 

The  subject  for  the  Essay  is  selected  and  the  Prize  adjudicated 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  two  other  members  of  the  Senate,  to 
be  nominated  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  approved  by  the 
Senate  at  the  first  Congregation  in  the  month  of  May  in  each 
year.  Each  of  the  Adjudicators  nominated  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor and  approved  by  the  Senate  receives  the  sum  of  three 
guineas  payable  from  the  income  of  the  Prize  Fund,  except  in 
cases  where  no  Essay  is  sent  in. 

Maitland  Pbize 

The  Examiners  for  the  Prize  are  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  two 
other  members  of  the  University,  either  Masters  of  Arts  or  of 
degrees  superior  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  to  be  nominated 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  approved  by  the  Senate,  their  names 
being  announced  together  with  the  subject  of  the  Essay  in  the 
Michaelmas  Term.  Each  of  the  Examiners  nominated  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  approved  by  the  Senate  receives  the  sum  of 
£5  payable  from  the  income  of  the  Prize  Fund,  except  in  cases 
where  no  Essay  is  sent  in. 

Mason  Hebrew  Prize 

This  Prize  is  awarded  by  the  Examiners  for  the  Tyrwhitt 
Hebrew  Scholarships  (see  p.  289). 

Members'  Prizes 

The  Examiners  for  the  Members'  Prizes  are  appointed  under 
the  following  Regulations  : — 

That  the  subject  for  the  Eiighsh  Essay  shall  be  selected  and  the  Prize 
adjudged  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  two  Examiners  elected  by  Grace  of 
the  Senate  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  in  each  year.  Except  in  cases  where 
no  Essay  is  sent  ui,  each  of  the  two  Examiners  elected  by  Grace  of  the 
Senate  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  pounds,  payable  from  the  interest  of 
any  reserve  fund  accumulated  in  respect  of  the  Prizes  so  far  as  this 
interest  shall  suffice  for  the  purpose,  and  for  the  remainder  from  the 
University  Chest. 

That  the  subject  of  the  Latin  Essay  shall  be  selected  and  the  Prize 
adjudged  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  two  Examiners  elected  by  Grace  of 
the  Senate  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  in  each  year.  Except  in  cases  where 
uo  Essay  is  sent  hi,  each  of  the  two  Examiners  elected  by  Grace  of  the 
Senate  shall  receive  the  sum  of  three  guineas,  pa3-able  from  the  interest 
of  any  reserve  fund  accumulated  in  respect  of  the  Prizes  so  far  as  this 
interest  shall  suffice  for  the  purpose,  and  for  the  remainder  from  the 
University  Chest. 

Montagu  Butler  Prize 

The  Prize  is  awarded  by  the  Examiners  for  the  Chancellor's 
Classical  Medals  (see  p.  291).

The  subject  of  the  Essay  is  selected  and  tlie  Prize  adjudged  by 
the  Vice-ChanccUor,  the  Norrisian  Professor  of  Divinity,  and  two 
members  of  the  Senate  to  be  appointed  on  each  occasion  by 
Grace  of  the  Senate  before  the  end  of  the  Lent  Term  in  any  year 
in  which  a  subject  for  a  Dissertation  is  to  be  announced.  Each 
of  the  Adjudicators  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  receives 
the  sum  of  five  pounds  payable  from  the  income  of  the  Prize 
Fund,  except  in  cases  where  no  Pissay  is  sent  in. 

PoBSON  Prize 

Tiie  Examiners  are  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Master  of  Trinity 
College,  the  PubHc  Orator,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Greek,  and 
two  additional  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Senate  in  the  Lent 
Term  of  each  year  on  the  nomination  of  the  Council  of  the 
Senate.  Each  of  the  two  additional  Examiners  receives  the  sum 
of  three  guineas  payable  from  the  University  Cliest,  except  in 
cases  where  no  exercise  is  sent  in. 

Prince  Consort  Prize 

The  Adjiulicators  are  the  Regius  Professor  of  Modern  History, 
the  Dixie  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  the  Professor  of 
Ancient  History,  the  Reader  in  Modern  History,  and  the  Uni- 
versity Lecturer  in  Ancient  History. 

If  the  Adjudicators  in  any  year  decide  that  they  need  assis- 
tance in  making  their  award,  they  must  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  31st  October  present  for  approval  to  the  Special  Board  for 
Classics  and  the  Special  Board  for  History  and  Archaeology 
the  names  of  one  or  more  Assessors,  to  be  appointed  by  Grace 
of  the  Senate.  Each  Assessor  receives  the  sum  of  not  less  than 
three  pounds  nor  more  than  five  pounds  from  the  income  of  the 
Fund.

Rolleston  Memorial  Prize 

The  Trustees  are  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of 
Oxford,  and  the  four  following  Professors  of  that  University  :  the 
Regius  Profe^isor  of  Medicine,  the  Linacre  Professor  of  Com- 
parative Anatomy,  the  Waynflete  Professor  of  Pliysiology,  and 
the  Sherardian  Professor  of  Botany.  These  Trustees  appoint  the 
Judges  of  the  Prize,  who  may  be  either  Trustees,  or  members  of 
one  of  the  two  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  not  below 
the  Degree  of  M.A.  or  M.B. 
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SCHOLEFIELD    PbIZES 

These  are  awarded  by  the  Examiners  for  Part  II  of  the 
Theological  Tripos. 

Seatonian  Prize 

The  Examiners  are  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Master  of  Clare 
College,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Greek,  and  one  additional 
Examiner  appointed  by  the  Senate  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  of 
each  year  on  the  nomination  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate.  The 
additional  Examiner  receives  the  sum  of  three  guineas  payable 
from  the  University  Chest,  except  in  cases  where  no  exercise  is 
sent  in. 

Sedgwick  Prize 

The  Examiners  for  the  Sedgwick  Prize  are  appointed  under 
the  following  Regulations  : — 

The  Examiners  shall  be  the  Professor  of  Geology  and  two  persons  to  be 
appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  on  each  occasion  of  the  Prize  being 
adjudicated.  Each  of  the  Examiners  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  pounds  payable  from  the  income  of  the  Prize 
Fund,  except  in  cases  where  no  Essay  is  sent  in. 

Li  case  the  Professor  is  prevented  by  ilhiess  or  other  cause  from 
examining,  a  Deputy  shall  be  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate. 

Tlie  Examiners  elected  in  1885  shall  hold  office  until  the  Lent  Term  of 
1889,  that  is  to  say,  until  the  award  has  been  made  upon  the  Essays  for 
which  they  choose  the  subject ;  and  the  new  Examiners  shall  be  nominated 
in  the  October  Term,  1888,  in  time  to  consult  together  and  select  a  subject 
for  the  Essays  on  which  the  award  is  to  be  made  in  the  Lent  Term,  1892, 
and  so  on  every  third  year. 

SeELEY  MEDATi 

This  Medal  is  awarded  in  each  year  by  the  Adjudicators  for 
the  Prince  Consort  or  Thirlwall  Prize,  as  the  case  may  be,  for 
that  year  (see  p.  295). 

Smith's  Prizes 

The  Adjudicators  for  the  award  of  the  Smitli's  Prizes  and  the 
Rayleigh  Prizes  are  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Lucasian, 
Plumian,  Lowndean,  and  Sadleirian  Professors. 

TniRiiWALL  Prize 

The  Adjudicators  are  appointed  as  for  the  Prince  Consort 
Prize  (see  p.  295),  but  for  alternate  years. 

Tyson  Medal 

The  Medal  is  awarded  by  the  Examiners  for  Part  II  of  the 
Mathematical  Tripos. 
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Wiltshire  Prize 

The  Wiltshire  Prize  is  awarded  by  a  Board  consisting  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  the  Woodwardian  Professor  of  Geology,  the 
Professor  of  Mineralogj',  and  the  Examiners  in  Mineralogy  and 
Geology  for  the  Natural  .Sciences  Tripos  of  the  year  in  which  the 
award  is  made.  No  business  may  be  transacted  unless  three 
members  of  the  Board  are  present. 

Winchester  Reading  Prizes 

One  Examiner  is  nominated  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate  in 
every  year,  to  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  his  name  is  proposed 
to  the  Senate  for  election  at  an  early  Congregation  in  the  Lent 
Term.  Each  Examiner  receives  £5  yearly  out  of  the  income  of 
the  Fund. 

YoRKE  Prize 

The  subject  for  each  Essay  is  selected  and  the  Prize  adjudged 
by  two  or  more  Adjudicators  selected  and  appointed  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  the  Master  of  Trinity,  and  the  Master  of  Magdalene, 
and  approved  by  Grace  of  the  Senate.  Each  Adjudicator  receives 
£')  out  of  the  income  of  the  Fund.  The  following  Regulation 
provides  for  a  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Adjudicators  : — 

That  the  Public  Orator  or  one  of  the  Professors  or  Public  Functionaries 
of  the  University,  who  shall  be  able  and  willing  to  act,  shall  be  invited  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Master  of  Trinity  College,  and  the  Master  of 
Magdalene  College,  to  act  as  Adjudicator  in  the  event  of  such  difference  of 
opinion  between  the  paid  Adjudicators  as  shall  prevent  them  from 
adjudging  the  Prize  and  that  his  decision  in  the  case  of  any  reference  to 
him  shall  be  conclusive.

THE   ELECTORAL   ROLL 

Tlie  Electoral  Roll  is  the  body  of  Resident  Members  of  the 
Senate  which  elects  the  central  administrative  council  of  the 
University  known  as  the  Council  of  the  Senate. 

The  Electoral  Roll  is  constituted  annually  under  the  following 
clauses  of  the  Cambridge  University  Act  of  1856  : 

Tlie  Vice-Chancellor  shall  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in  October  in 
every  year  cause  to  be  promulgated  in  such  way  as  may  seem  to  him 
expedient  for  the  puiiiose  of  giving  publicity  thei-eto,  a  List  of  the 
Members  of  the  Senate  whom  he  shall  ascertain  to  liave  resided  within 
one  mile  and  a  half  of  Great  St  Mary's  Church  for  fourteen  weeks  at  the 
least  between  the  first  day  of  the  preceding  Michaelmas  Temi  and  the 
first  day  of  the  said  month  of  October ;  and  such  List,  together  with  the 
followmg  persons  (that  is  to  say)  all  Officers  of  the  University  being 
Members  of  the  Senate,  the  Heads  of  Houses,  the  Professors,  and  the 
Pubhc  Exammers,  shall  be  the  Electoral  Roll  of  the  University  for  the 
purposes  of  this  Act. 

The  Vice- Chancellor  shall  at  the  same  time  fix  some  convenient  time 
and  place,  not  more  than  fourteen  days  nor  less  than  seven  days  from  the 
time  of  such  promulgation,  for  publicly  heai-ing  objections  to  the  said  List 
whicli  any  Member  of  the  Senate  may  make  on  the  ground  of  any  person 
being  improperly  placed  on  or  omitted  from  the  said  List ;  and  if  any 
such  objections  shall  appear  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  be  well-founded,  he 
shall  correct  the  said  List  accordingly,  and  he  shall  thereupon  sign  and 
promulgate  the  said  List,  which  shall  thenceforth  be  the  Electoral  EoU 
for  the  year  thence  next  ensuing,  and  until  a  new  RoU  shall  in  like  manner 
have  been  promulgated. 

By  a  clause  of  the  Universities  Act,  1877,  it  was  further 
provided  that 

No  objection  to  the  list  of  members  of  the  Electoral  RoU  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cambridge,  promulgated  in  accordance  with  section  seven  of  the 
Cambridge  University  Act,  1856,  made  on  the  gi'ound  of  any  person  being 
improperly  placed  on  or  omitted  from  that  list,  shall  be  entertained  unless 
notice  of  it  is  given  in  writing  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  at  least  four  days 
before  the  day  for  publicly  hearing  objections  to  that  list ;  and  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  shall,  at  least  two  days  before  such  day,  cause  to  be  promul- 
gated a  list  of  all  the  objections  of  which  notice  has  been  given. 

A  l?st  of  the  Electoral  Roll  for  1915-16,  promulgated 
22  October,  1915,  is  given  on  pp.  1-12  above. 
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THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  SENATE 

The  Council  of  the  Senate,  also  constituted  under  the  Cambridge 
University  Act  of  1856,  consists  of  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  four  Heads  of  Colleges,  four  Professors  of  the 
University,  and  eiglit  other  Members  of  the  Senate  to  be  chosen 
from  the  Electoral  Roll,  such  Heads  of  Colleges,  Professors,  and 
Members  of  the  Senate  being  elected  by  the  persons  whose 
names  are  on  tlie  Electoral  Roll ;  provided  always  that  there 
shall  never  be  more  than  two  members  of  the  same  College 
among  the  eight  elected  Members. 

The  members  of  the  Council  hold  oflBce  for  four  years,  but  the 
ordinary  Elections  are  biennial,  as  two  of  the  Heads  of  Colleges, 
two  of  the  Professors,  and  four  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Council  retire  every  two  years.  The  Elections  for  filling  these 
vacancies  take  place  on  November  7  (or  on  November  8  if 
November  7  should  be  a  Sunday)  in  the  years  in  which  the  date 
is  an  even  number. 

Any  casual  vacancy  occurring  by  Death,  Kesignation,  or  otherwise 
among  the  Members  of  the  Council  must  be  filled  by  the  election  of  a 
qualitied  person  upon  a  day  not  later  than  '21  days  or  sooner  than  7  days 
after  such  occuirence  to  be  fixed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  publicly 
notified  by  him  ;  but  if  such  vacancy  shall  occur  during  vacation  the 
occurrence  shall  be  deemed  for  the  purpose  of  such  notice  to  have  taken 
place  on  the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  term ;  and  the  person  so  elected  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  conditions  as  to  the  tenure  of  office,  and 
in  all  other  respects,  as  the  person  to  whose  place  he  succeeds  would  have 
been  subject  if  no  such  vacancy  had  taken  place. 

If  any  member  of  the  Council,  other  than  the  Chancellor  or  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  shall  have  been  absent  from  all  the  meetings  of  the  Council 
during  the  whole  of  one  Term,  his  seat  shall  at  the  close  of  such  term 
become  and  shall  be  declared  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  be  vacant. 

If  any  member  of  the  Council  shaU  become  Vice-Chancellor  his  seat 
shall  not  thereby  become  vacant,  nor  shall  the  seat  of  any  member  of  the 
Council  become  vacant  by  reason  that  after  his  election  he  may  have 
become  or  may  have  ceased  to  be  a  Professor  or  a  Head  of  a  College ; 
provided  always  that  if  any  of  the  eight  members  of  the  Senate  chosen 
from  the  Electoral  Koll  shall  afterwards  cease  to  be  on  the  Electoral  Roll, 
his  seat  shall  thereupon  become  and  be  declared  vacant. 

The  principal  duty  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate  is  to  consider 
and  prepare  all  Graces  to  be  offered  to  the  Senate,  whether 
proceeding  from  individual  members  of  the  Senate  or  from 
Syndicates,  and  no  Grace  may  be  offered  to  the  Senate  without 
the  sanction  of  the  major  part  of  those  voting  upon  it  in  the 
Council.  Tlie  Council  also  nominates  to  the  Senate  members 
appointed  by  Grace  to  serve  on  Boards,  Syndicates,  and  other 
bodies. 

No  business  shall  be  transacted  in  the  Council  unless  five  members  at 
least  be  present ;  and  all  questions  in  the  Council  shall  be  decided  by  the 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present,  and  the  President  shall  have 
a  second  or  casting  vote  when  the  votes  are  equally  divided :   i>rovided 
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always,  that  in  case  of  a  difference  of  opinion  between  the  Chancellor  or 
the  Vice-Chaneellor  or  his  Deputy,  and  the  majority  of  the  members 
present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  question  as  to  which  such 
difference  may  exist  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  carried  by  such  majority 
luiless  the  same  shall  constitute  a  majority  of  the  whole  Council,  but  in 
such  case  the  question  shall  be  adjourned  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Coimcil,  and  such  adjourned  question  shall  be  finally  decided  by  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  Council  then  present. 

THE  FINANCIAL  BOARD 
The  Financial  Board  is  appointed  for  the  care  and  management 
of  the  property  and  income  of  the  University,  and  consists  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  two  members  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies 
elected  by  that  Board,  four  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  the 
Colleges  in  common,  and  four  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by 
Grace  on  the  nomination  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate.  Of  the 
members  of  the  Board  elected  by  the  Colleges  in  common,  not 
more  than  one  may  belong  to  any  one  College.  The  members 
serve  for  four  years.     The  quorum  of  the  Board  is  five. 

THE  GENERAL  BOARD  OF  STUDIES 

The  General  Board  of  Studies  consists  of  the  V^ice-Chancellor, 
one  member  of  each  Special  Board  of  Studies  elected  by  that 
Special  Board,  and  eiglit  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace. 
The  members  of  the  Board  serve  for  four  years. 

The  election  to  the  General  Board  of  representatives  of  Sj»ecial 
Boards  is  governed  by  the  following  Regulation  : — 

That  in  subsequent  years  the  Boards  whose  representatives  retire  shall, 
not  later  than  the  Saturday  before  the  division  of  the  Michaelmas  Term, 
elect  one  of  their  members  to  serve  on  the  General  Board  for  four  years. 
The  election  by  Grace  of  two  members  of  the  Senate  to  serve  for  four 
years  shall  take  place  after  the  election  of  the  Representatives  of  the 
Boards  at  a  Congregation  to  be  held  before  the  end  of  full  term  in  the 
Michaelmas  Term.  The  period  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January  after  the  date  of  election. 

Retiring  members  shall  be  re-eligible. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  General  Board  to  consult  together  from 
time  to  time  on  all  matters  relating  to  the  studies  and  examina- 
tions of  the  University,  including  the  maintenance  and  improve- 
ment of  existing  institutions,  and  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  new  institutions.  They  are  required  to  prepare, 
whenever  it  appears  to  them  desirable,  and  present  to  the  Vice- 
Chancelior,  a  report  to  be  published  by  him  to  the  University. 
They  are  also  required  to  issue  from  time  to  time  regulations  and 
instructions  in  respect  to  the  subjects  and  character  of  the 
lectures  to  be  delivered,  the  subordination  when  necessary  of  the 
Readers  and  University  Lecturers  to  the  Professors,  the  extent 
to  which  in  any  cases  discourses  shall  be  supplemented  by  oral  or 
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written  examinations,  the  times  and  places  of  lecturing,  the 
arrangements  to  be  made  for  the  distribution  (jf  students  among 
the  different  teachers,  so  as  to  secure  classes  of  suitable  size,  and 
to  group  separately  the  more  and  less  advanced  students,  and  any 
other  matters  affecting  the  method  of  instruction  to  be  pursued, 
with  the  view  of  providing  suitable  and  efficient  education  in  all 
subjects  of  University  study  for  all  students  whether  more  or  less 
advanced  who  may  require  it. 

The  General  Board  is  also  required  to  consider  the  schemes  for 
lectures  in  every  year  submitted  to  it  by  the  several  Special 
Boards,  and  to  approve  the  said  schemes  or  remit  them  for 
further  consideration  with  alterations  and  amendments,  or,  if 
necessary,  frame  schemes ;  provided  that,  in  case  the  General 
Board  of  Studies  and  any  of  the  Special  Boards  shall  be  unable  to 
agree  as  to  any  scheme,  the  question  shall  be  referred  to  a 
meeting  of  the  members  of  the  General  Board  and  of  the  Special 
Board  deliberating  together,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.  When 
such  schemes  have  been  finally  determined,  the  General  Board 
presents  them  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  publication. 

Readers  and  University  Lecturers  are  appointed  by  the 
General  Board  of  Studies,  subject  to  the  confirmation  in  every 
case  of  the  Special  Board  with  which  the  Readership  or  Lecture- 
ship is  connected.  If  the  General  Board  and  Special  Board  do 
not  agree  within  twelve  weeks  after  the  vacancy  in  the  case  of  a 
Readership,  or  within  four  weeks  after  the  General  Board  have 
communicated  an  appointment  to  the  Special  Board  in  the  case 
of  a  University  Lectureship  (days  of  vacation  not  being  reckoned 
in  either  case),  the  appointment  lapses  to  the  Council  of  the 
Senate. 

If  by  reason  of  sickuess,  necessary  absence  from  the  University,  or  other 
suificieut  cause,  any  Professor  or  Reader  desire  to  have  a  Deputy  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  must  obtain  the  consent  of  the  General 
Board  of  Studies,  such  consent  to  be  given  in  writing,  and  to  specify  the 
time  for  which  the  Deputy  is  to  be  appointed.  The  Deputy  is  nominated 
by  the  General  Board  and  approved  by  Grace,  and  receives  from  the 
I^ofessor  or  Reader  such  stipend  as  may  be  approved  by  the  General 
Board  of  Studies  and  by  Grace,  being  not  less  than  one-third  nor  more 
than  two-thii-ds  of  the  proportional  part  of  the  whole  annual  income  of  the 
office  of  the  Professor  or  Reader  (not  including  the  dividend  or  emolu- 
ments of  any  Professorial  Fellowship)  for  the  time  for  which  the  Deputy 
is  appointed  ;  provided  that  in  the  case  of  the  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew 
and  the  Ely  Professor  of  Divinity,  the  portion  of  the  whole  annual 
income  of  the  Professorship  assigned  to  the  Deputy  shall  not  exceed 
one-half. 

If  it  be  certified  to  the  General  Board  of  Studies  that  any  Professor  or 
Reader  has  become  unable  to  discharge  his  duties  by  age,  ill-health,  or 
other  serious  impediment,  and  if  the  said  General  Board  shall  deem  the 
inability  to  be  sufficiently  proved,  they  shall  have  the  power  of  requiring  a 
Deputy  to  be  appointed  for  any  time  not  exceeding  twelve  calendar  months, 
and  such  appointment  may  be  renewed  if  necessary  from  time  to  time; 
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such  Deputy  being  appointed  and  remunerated  as  described  Ln  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph. 

If  the  appointment  of  a  Deputy  for  a  period  of  twelve  months  shall  have 
been  renewed  twice  in  successive  years,  and  at  the  end  of  the  three  years 
during  which  a  Deputy  shall  thus  have  acted  for  the  Professor  or  Reader 
the  occasion  for  appointing  a  Deputy  still  continues,  the  General  Board 
shall  have  power  to  declare  the  office  of  Professor  or  Reader  vacant,  and  a 
new  Professor  or  Reader  shall  be  thereupon  elected.  The  University  shall 
have  power  to  give  a  pension  to  the  Professor  or  Reader  according  to 
circumstances,  as  the  Senate  may  think  fit. 

The  functions  of  the  General  Board  in  connexion  with  the 
residence  of  Professors  and  Readers  are  described  on  p.  90 
above. 

THE  SEX  VI RI 

The  Chancellor  and  six  persons,  called  the  sex  viri,  elected 
singly  by  Grace  for  two  years,  or  four  at  least  of  the  number,  of 
whom  one  must  always  be  the  Chancellor,  adjudicate  respecting 
all  persons  not  in  statu  jnipillari  charged  with  offences  against 
the  Statutes  or  Ordinances  of  the  University.  They  may  punish 
offenders  at  their  discretion,  by  deprivation  or  suspension  of 
Degree,  or  any  lighter  sentence  ;  but  appeal  may  be  made  to  the 
Senate  within  twenty-four  hours  after  judgment  given  in  the 
manner  described  in  Statute  A,  Chapter  viii. 

If  the  Chancellor  and  the  sex  viri,  or  four  at  least  of  their 
number,  of  whom  the  Chancellor  must  be  one,  report  to  the 
Council  of  the  Senate  that  it  has  been  proved  to  their  satisfaction 
that  a  Graduate  of  the  University  has  been  convicted  of  a  crime 
for  which  he  has  been  sentenced  to  penal  servitude  or  imprison- 
ment and  that  such  crime  is  one  which  renders  him  unfit  to  be  a 
Graduate  of  the  University,  then  the  Council  of  the  Senate  may 
propose  to  the  Senate  a  Grace  depriving  him  of  his  Degree  or 
Degrees  and  of  all  privileges  enjoyed  by  him  as  a  Graduate  of  the 
University,  and  in  case  the  Grace  is  approved  by  the  Senate  he 
is  deprived  accordingly. 

The  Chancellor  anil  the  sex  viri  have  power  to  admonish  the 
Orator,  the  Registrary,  the  Librarian,  and  the  Esquire  Bedells  or 
to  remove  them  from  their  ofiices  for  serious  neglect  of  duty  or 
for  other  grave  misconduct.  They  have  also  power  to  admonish 
or  to  deprive  Professors  and  Readers,  but  in  such  cases  an  appeal 
lies  to  the  Senate  within  twenty-four  hours  after  judgment  given, 
in  the  manner  described  in  Statute  A,  Chapter  viii. 

THE  COURT  OF  DISCIPLINE 

The  Court  of  Discipline  for  persons  in  statu  pupillari  consists 
of  the  Chancellor  and  six  Heads  of  Colleges  appointed  by  Grace 
to  serve  for  three  years  in  such  manner  that  two  of  the  six 
go  out  of  office  every  year  but  are  capable  of  re-election.    No 
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sentence  involving  deprivation  of  Degree,  rustication,  or  expulsion 
is  valid  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Chancellor  and  three 
at  least  of  the  other  members  of  the  Court. 

If  the  Head  of  the  CoUe^^e  to  which  a  person  in  statu  pupillari 
charged  with  anj-  offence  belongs  is  not  a  member  of  tiie  Court, 
notice  must  be  given  to  him  to  enable  him  to  be  present  as  an 
Assessor,  but  lie  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Regulations  for  the  procedure  of  the  Court  must  be  made  by 
the  Court  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Senate.  The  Regulations  at  present  in  force  will  be  found  in  the 
Book  of  Ordinances. 

ELECTORS  TO  PROFESSORSHIPS 

In  those  cases  in  which  the  election  to  a  Professorship  is 
governed  by  Statute  B,  the  election  is  made  by  a  IJoard  con- 
sisting of  the  Vice-Chaucellor  and  eight  peraons  elected  by  the 
Senate,  two  of  such  persons  being  nominated  by  the  Council  of 
the  Senate,  three  by  the  General  Board  of  Studies,  and  three  by 
the  Special  Board  of  Studies  to  whicli  the  Professorship  is  assigned. 
With  a  view  to  the  representation  of  opinion  outside  the  Univer- 
sity, one  at  least  of  the  three  persons  nominated  by  the  General 
Board,  and  one  at  least  of  the  three  persons  nominated  by  the 
Special  Board,  are  required  to  be  persons  who  are  not  resident  in 
the  University  nor  officially  connected  with  it.  The  members  of 
these  Boards  of  Electors  serve  for  eight  years,  one  retiring  every 
year.  No  election  of  a  Professor  may  be  made  unless  two-thirds  at 
least  of  the  number  of  the  existing  Board  be  present  at  the  time  of 
voting ;  and  in  the  final  voting  no  election  may  be  made  unless 
a  majority  of  votes  of  the  members  present  be  given  for  some  one 
person.  If  no  election  be  made  witliin  twelve  weeks  from  the  day 
for  electing,  the  appointment  of  the  Professor  for  that  turn  lapses 
to  the  Chancellor. 

In  the  case  of  the  Downing  Professorships  of  the  Laws  of 
England  and  of  Medicine  the  Master  of  Downing  College  is  an 
additional  Elector ;  and  in  the  case  of  the  Dixie  Professorship  of 
Ecclesiastical  History  the  Master  of  Emmanuel  College  is  an 
additional  Elector.  Fur  the  Hulsean  Professorship  of  Divinity, 
the  Sadleirian  Professorship  of  Mathematics,  the  Whewell  Pro- 
fessorship of  International  Law,  the  Elrington  and  Bosworth 
Professors) lip  of  Anglo-Saxon,  the  Slade  Professorship  of  Fine 
Art,  and  the  Quick  Professorship  of  Biology  there  are  specially 
constituted  Electoral  Boards.  The  Regius  Professors  of  Divinity, 
Hebrew,  and  Greek  are  elected  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate ; 
the  Lady  Margaret's  Professor  of  Divinity  is  elected  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  together  with  the  Doctors  and  Bachelors  of 
Divinity  who  are  also  members  of  the  Senate ;    the  Lucasiau 
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Professor  of  Mathematics,  the  Norrisiau  Professor  of  Divinity, 
and  the  Disney  Professor  of  Archaeology  are  elected  by  the 
Heads  of  Colleges ;  and  the  Lowndean  Professor  of  Astronomy 
and  Geometry  is  chosen  by  certain  ex  officio  Electors.  The 
Regius  Professors  of  Civil  Law,  of  Physic,  of  Modern  History, 
and  the  King  Edward  VII  Professor  of  English  Literature  are 
appointed  by  the  Crown. 

SYNDICATES  AND  COMMITTEES 

The  routine  business  of  the  University  is  largely  managed  by 
Committees  appointed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  and  technically 
known  as  Syndicates.  These  have  the  right  to  rej^ort  to  the 
Senate  on  all  matters  within  tlieir  jurisdiction,  and  the  recom- 
mendations contained  in  such  reports,  if  aj^proved  by  the  Senate, 
become  Ordinances  and  are  binding  on  the  whole  University.  In 
addition  to  the  permanent  Syndicates,  occasional  Syndicates  are 
from  time  to  time  appointed  to  superintend  particular  changes, 
as  for  instance  the  erection  of  new  buildings,  or  to  enquire  into 
and  report  on  particular  questions  of  University  policy  or  reform. 

The  appointment  of  Syndicates  is  subject  to  the  two  following 
General  Regulations : — 

(1)  Syndics  who  cease  to  reside  in  the  University  cease  to 
be  reckoned  as  Syndics,  but  it  is  lawful  to  appoint  as  Syndics 
members  of  the  Senate  who  are  not  in  residence. 

(2)  Retiring  members  of  permanent  Syndicates  are  not  eligible 
for  re-election  'except  by  a  Special  Grace  in  which  it  shall  be 
stated  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  there  are  special 
grounds  which  make  the  retirement  of  such  member  or  members 
inexpedient.'  The  bodies  described  below  to  which  this  rule 
applies  are  marked  with  an  asterisk. 

♦Antiquabian  Committee 

The  management  of  the  collections  and  library  of  the  Museum 
of  Archaeology  and  of  Ethnology  are  entrusted  to  a  Committee 
called  the  Antiquarian  Committee.  This  consists  of  the  Vice- 
Chaucellor,  the  Director  of  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum,  the  Disney 
Professor  of  Archaeology,  the  University  Reader  in  Ethnology, 
two  members  of  the  Fitz^\illiam  Museum  Syndicate  appointed  by 
the  Syndicate,  the  President  of  the  Cambridge  Antiquarian 
Society,  and  two  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Cambridge 
Antiquarian  Society  appointed  by  the  Council  of  that  body 
(provided  that  every  such  member  of  the  Committee  keep  his 
place  on  the  Committee  so  long  as  he  holds  the  qualification  in 
virtue  of  which  he  has  been  appointed),  and  of  three  other  persons 
to  be  elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for  three  years,  one  retiring  by 
rotation  every  year.  The  Antiquarian  Committee  is  required  to 
meet  at  least  once  in  every  term,  and  to  i)re8ent  an  annual  report 
to  the  Senate  before  the  end  of  each  academical  year. 
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♦Botanic  Gabden  Syndicate 

Tiie  Botanic  Garden  Syndicate  consists  of  the  five  Statutory 
Governors — the  Vice- Chancel  lor,  the  Masters  of  Trinity  and 
St  John's,  the  Provost  of  King's,  and  tlie  Regius  Professor  of 
Physic — with  tlie  Professor  of  Botany  and  six  members  of  the 
Senate  elected  by  Grace  for  tliree  years,  two  retiring  by  rotation 
every  year.  The  Vice-Chancellor  or  liis  deputy  and  three  other 
members  form  a  quorum.  The  Syndicate  is  required  to  meet  at 
least  once  in  every  term,  and  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Senate  of  the  state  of  the  Garden,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  accounts. 

Tlie  Syndicate  is  empowered  to  order  generally  all  such  things 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  cultivation  and  maintenance 
of  the  Garden  ;  it  being  distinctly  understood  that  in  any  question 
of  considerable  expense  a]»plication  be  made  to  the  Senate  for  its 
express  sanction  and  authority.  The  detailed  management  of  the 
Botanic  Garden  buildings  is  also  committed  to  the  Botanic 
Garden  Sjnidicate. 

BtriLDiNG  Committee 

The  Building  Committee  consi.sts  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
University  Buildings  Syndicate  (see  p.  316)  ex  officio  and  of 
three  members  of  the  Syndicate  nominated  by  the  Council  of 
the  Senate  and  appointed  by  Grace  to  serve  for  three  years,  one 
retiring  by  rotation  every  year.  The  members  of  this  Committee 
are  ea;  officio  members  of  any  Building  Syndicate  that  may  here- 
after be  appointed  to  superintend  the  erection  of  new  buildings 
or  the  extension  of  existing  ones. 

A  menil)er  (»f  the  Committee  censing  to  be  a  member  of  the 
University  Building  Syndicate  ipso  facto  ceases  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Committee ;  but  a  member  of  the  Committee  who  has 
become,  as  such,  an  ex  officio  member  of  a  particular  Building 
Syndicate,  does  not  vacate  his  place  on  that  Syndicate,  although, 
in  consequence  of  his  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  the  Building 
Committee,  he  may  cease  to  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  the 
Syndicate. 

Classical  Aechaeology  Committee 

The  administration  of  the  Museum  of  Classical  Archaeology  is 
entrusted  to  a  Cui'ator  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  six 
members  of  the  Senate,  of  whom  three  are  nominated  to  the 
Senate  for  election  by  the  Special  Board  for  Classics,  and  three 
by  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  Syndicate,  to  serve  for  a  period  of 
three  years.  The  Reader  in  Classical  Archaeology  is  ex  officio 
Curator  of  the  Museum  ;  he  acts  as  Secretary  to  the  Committee, 
and  under  their  direction  he  exercises  a  general  superintendence 
over  the  Museum  and  its  staff.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee 
to  present  a  report  every  year  to  the  Senate. 

CAL.  20 
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Depabtmental  Libbabies  Committee 

The  administration  of  the  Departmental  Libraries  accommo- 
dated in  the  University  Lecture  Rooms  Building  in  Bene't  Street 
(see  p.  110)  is  entrusted  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  three 
persons  appointed  from  tlieir  own  number  by  the  University 
Buildings  Syndicate  and  two  persons  appointed  by  the  Senate  on 
the  nomination  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate.  The  appointment 
of  members  of  the  Committee  is  made  annually  in  the  Michaelmas 
Term  for  the  ensuing  civil  ye:ir.  The  Committee  has  authority 
(a)  to  allocate  the  space  available  for  Libraries  in  the  Lecture 
Rooms  Building  amongst  the  several  Departments  for  whose 
Libraries  accommodation  in  the  Building  has  been  provided  by 
the  University  Buildings  Syndicate  ;  (b)  to  determine  the  distri- 
bution among  the  Boards  of  Studies  concerned  of  any  grants 
that  may  be  made  to  these  Libraries  without  being  expressly 
assigned  to  any  particular  Library ;  (c)  to  fix  the  hours  during 
which  the  Libraries  shall  be  oj^en. 

The  Committee  exercises  a  general  control  over  the  Libraries, 
j)rovided  that  the  l^oards  of  Studies  ccmcerued  with  the  various 
Libraries  retain  the  following  powers  :  i.  Each  Board  is  em- 
powered to  authorise  the  purcliase  of  new  books,  to  provide 
(if  they  think  fit)  a  special  catalogue,  and  to  defray  other  inci- 
dental expenses,  from  the  funds  at  their  disposal.  The  accounts 
of  each  Library  must  be  audited  by  the  Committee,  ii.  Each 
Board  has  authority  to  accept  presents  of  books,  subject  to 
the  condition  that  no  books  shall  be  accepted  except  on  the 
understanding  that  the  Board  or  other  authority  shall  he  at 
liberty  to  dispose  of  them  by  sale  or  otherwise  if  they  are  found 
to  be  no  longer  required  for  the  puri)08es  of  the  Departmental 
Library,  iii.  Each  Board  is  at  liberty  to  dispose  of  books 
no  longer  required  fur  the  purposes  for  which  its  Library  is 
intended,  provided  that  iiefore  any  book  is  otherwise  disposed  of 
it  shall  be  oflered  to  the  Syndics  of  the  University  Library  for 
transference  to  that  Library  if  an  equally  good  copy  is  not 
already  contained  therein,  iv.  Each  Board  is  empowered  to 
make  rules  for  the  use  of  its  Library  by  students  and  others, 
including  rules  for  the  borrowing  of  books,  if  the  Board  think 
that  such  borrowing  should  under  any  conditions  be  allowed. 

Field  Labobatoeies  Committee 

By  Grace  of  6  June  1913  the  administration  of  the  Field 
Laboratories  connected  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
was  entrusted  to  a  managing  Committee  consisting  of  the 
Drapers  Professor  of  Agriculture,  the  Professor  of  Pathology, 
the  present  Quick  Professor  of  Biology,  the  Reader  in  Chemical 
Physiology,  and  tlie  University  Lecturer  in  Agricultural  Physio- 
logy, with  power  to  add  to  their  number. 
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The  repairs  and  insurance  of  the  buildings  of  the  Field 
Laboratories  are  vinder  the  control  of  the  University  Buildings 
Syndicate,  but  all  other  expenses  coiuiected  with  the  Field 
Laboratories  arc  paid  out  of  the  funds  at  tlie  disposal  of  the 
managing  Conunittee,  who  have  under  their  control  the  assign- 
ment of  the  hinds  ami  buildings  as  between  the  several  depart- 
ments, and  who  are  responsible  for  the  engagement,  dismissal, 
and  payment  of  servants. 

The  managing  Committee  are  required  to  prepare  and  keep 
the  accounts  of  the  Field  Laboratories  in  such  form  as  may  be 
api)roved  by  the  Financial  Board,  the  accounts  being  annually 
audited  in  such  manner  as  the  Financial  Board  may  direct. 

♦FiTzwiLLiAM  Museum  Syndicate 

The  Fitzwilliam  Museum  Syndicate  consists  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  eight  other  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by 
Grace  to  serve  for  four  years,  two  retiring  in  rotation  every  year. 
There  must  be  at  least  two  meetings  in  every  term.  If  any 
member  of  the  Syndicate  other  than  the  Vice-Chancellor  be 
absent  from  all  the  meetings  of  the  Syndicate  during  one  term 
his  place  on  the  Syndicate  becomes  vacant  at  the  end  of  that 
term,  provided  that  two  meetings  at  least  have  been  held  of 
wliich  at  least  three  days'  previous  notice  has  been  given.  No 
business  may  be  transacted  at  any  meeting  unless  at  least  four 
members  are  present,  but  in  cases  of  emergency  a  smaller  number 
may  act,  provided  they  be  unanimous. 

The  Syndicate  has  charge  of  the  buildings  of  the  Fitzwilliam 
Museum  and  all  other  room.s  of  whatever  kind  connected  there- 
with; appoints  and  dismisses  the  staff;  provides  out  of  the 
income  of  the  Fitzwilliam  Fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
buildings  and  collections  under  their  charge,  provided  that  any 
question  involving  exceptional  expenditure  or  alterations  be 
referred  to  the  Senate  for  its  approval ;  and  reports  annually 
to  the  Senate. 

♦Highest  Gkade  Schools  Examination  Syndicate 
The  Syndicate  for  the  inspection  and  examination  of  Schools, 
known  as  the  Highest  Grade  Schools  Examination  Syndicate, 
consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  twelve  other  members  of  the 
Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for  four  years,  three  retiring  by 
rotation  every  year,  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  deputy  and  three 
other  members  forming  a  quorum.  The  duties  of  the  Syndicate 
are  to  receive  and  deal  with  all  applications  for  inspection  and 
examination  ;  to  nominate  examiners  ;  to  grant  certificates  ;  and 
to  repoit  at  least  once  a  year  to  the  Senate.  They  appoint  a 
Secretary  who  holds  office  during  their  pleasure. 

For  the  purpose  of  co-operation  with  other  Universities  the 
Syndicate    is    authorised    to    confer    with    any    Delegacies    or 

20—2 
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Committees  of  such  Universities  and  to  prepare  for  adoption  by 
the  Senate  such  Regulations  as  may  seem  to  them  desirable  for 
securing  combined  action.  Under  this  authority  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  Delegates  of  the  University  of  Oxford 
for  forming  a  joint  Board  with  the  view  of  securing  combined 
action  in  the  inspection  and  examination  of  Schools. 

The  Syndicate  has  also  been  recently  empowered  to  cooperate 
with  the  Board  of  Education  with  a  view  to  the  establishment 
of  a  general  Examination  for  Secondai'y  Schools  to  be  con- 
ducted by  University  examining  bo'lies  recognised  for  this 
purpose,  on  the  results  of  which  certificates  windd  be  issued  to 
successful  candidates. 

*^*  An  account  of  the  Examinations  conducted  by  the 
Highest  Grade  Schools  Examinations  Syndicate  will  be  found  in 
Chapter  xxiii  of  the  Student's  Handbook. 

*LiBRARY  Syndicate 

The  Library  Syndicate  consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  of 
sixteen  other  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve 
for  four  years,  four  retiring  in  rotation  every  year.  The  principal 
duties  of  the  Syndicate  are  to  supervise  the  management  of  the 
Library  and  give  orders  for  the  purchase,  classification,  and 
arrangement  of  the  books,  for  the  provision  of  book-cases  and 
other  fittings,  and  for  all  ordinary  repairs,  and  to  control  the 
expenditure  of  all  moneys  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  the  Library. 
They  are  required  to  hold  at  least  two  meetings  in  every  term,  the 
quorum  for  tlie  transaction  of  business  being  five.  The  Syndicate 
must  make  an  animal  report  to  the  Senate  concerning  the  state  of 
the  Library. 

*LocAL  Examinations  and  Lectub.es  Syndicate 
The  Local  Examinations  and   Lectures  Syndicate  consists  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  fifteen  members  of  the  Senate  elected  to 
serve  for  five  years,  three  retiring  by  rotation  every  year,  and 
the  Principal  Secretaries  of  the  Syndicate. 

The  duties  of  the  Syndicate  in  connexion  with  Local  Examina- 
tions are  (I)  to  conduct  the  Preliminary  Local  Examination,  the 
Examination  for  Junior  Students,  and  the  Examination  for 
Senior  Students,  appointing  the  Examiners  in  every  year,  ju'e- 
scribing  tlie  subjects  of  examination,  and  fixing  the  time  and 
place  of  the  examinations  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  by  candidates, 
making  an  annual  report  to  the  Senate ;  (2)  to  undertake  the 
examination  and  inspection  of  schools  ;  (3)  to  conduct  the  Higher 
Local  Examination  for  Men  and  Women.  The  Syndicate  has  also 
been  recently  empowered  to  cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  other  bodies  in  the  provision  of  Examinations  designed 
for  pupils  at  Secondary  Schools  and  in  the  issue  of  certificates 
awarded  in  such  examinations. 
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The  duties  of  the  Syndicate  in  connexion  with  Local  Lectures 
are  to  organise  and  superintend  coui-ses  of  lectures  and  classes 
at  sucli  places  as  tliey  may  select,  and  to  hold  examinations  in 
connexion  therewith,  on  condition  that  all  the  funds  which  may 
be  necessary  are  guaranteed  by  the  local  authorities;  and  they 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  Senate.  They  are  also  empowered 
to  appoint  persons  who  are  not  members  of  the  Senate  on  a 
Committee  of  the  Syndicate  for  the  general  management,  subject 
to  the  control  of  the  Syndicate,  of  Tutorial  Classes,  arranged  in 
connexion  with  the  Workers'  Educational  Association. 

The  functions  of  the  Syndicate  in  connexion  with  the  admission 
of  Women  to  LTniversity  Examinations  and  to  Research  are 
referred  to  on  j)p.  366-7  below. 

The  detailed  management  of  Syndicate  Buildings,  the  office  of 
the  Syndicate,  is  also  committed  to  the  control  of  the  Syndicate. 

*.}(.*  An  account  of  the  Examinations  conducted  by  the  Local 
Examinations  and  Lectures  Syndicate  will  be  found  in  Chapter  xxiii 
of  the  Student's  Handbook. 

Lodging  Houses  Syndicate 

Licences  to  keep  lodging  houses  for  the  residence  of  persons 
in  statu  pupillari  are  granted  under  the  following  regulations, 
and  no  jjerson  hi  statu  pupillari  occupying  a  set  of  lodgings  not 
duly  licensed  is  considered  as  resident  in  the  University  or 
keeping  terms. 

1.  That  a  Syndicate  shall  he  constituted  con.sisting  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  the  Proctor.s,  the  Proctor.s  of  the  precediug  year,  and  four 
other  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace. 

2.  That  one  of  the  said  four  members  shall  retire  from  the  Syndicate 
in  every  j-ear  on  Dec.  31,  the  order  for  retirement  being  that  of  priority  of 
election ;  and  that  his  place  shall  be  supplied  l»y  a  person  nomuiated  by  the 
Vice  Chancellor,  and  elected  at  a  Congregation  before  the  end  of  full  term 
in  the  Michaelmas  Term. 

.3.  That  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  m  any  year  by  the  death  of 
one  of  the  said  four  members,  or  otherwise,  a  new  member  shall  be  elected 
as  soon  as  possible  to  supi)ly  the  vacant  place,  and  that  the  person  so 
elected  shall  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Syndicate  for  the  same  period 
as  that  during  which  the  person,  whose  substitute  he  is,  would  have  con- 
tinued. 

5.  That  the  Syndicate  shall  be  entrusted  with  the  power  of  grantmg 
licences  to  the  keepers  of  lodging  houses  for  the  residence  of  persons  in 
f^tatu  piqullari,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
Graces  of  the  Senate:  that  they  shall  also  have  the  power  of  hearmg  and 
adjudicating  upon  all  complaints  against  the  keepers  of  lodging  houses,  and 
of  suspending  or  revoking  licences  whenever  it  appears  to  them  expedient. 

6.  That  no  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  meeting  of  the  Syndicate 
unless  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  deputy  and  fom-  other  members  at  least  be 
present. 

7.  That  the  Syndicate  shall  meet  for  the  purpose  of  granting  licences 
on  the  Tuesday  after  the  division  of  Michaelmas  Term. 
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8.  That  all  applications  for  licences  shall  be  sent  to  the  Vice- Chancellor 
at  least  one  fortnight  before  the  hcensing  day ;  and  that  every  apphcation 
shall  state  the  name,  residence,  and  occupation  of  the  applicant,  the 
nnmber  of  sets  of  lodgings  for  which  the  licence  is  required,  and  the  price 
per  week  of  each  set ;  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  signed  by 
two  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  the  University, 
and  the  other  shall  be  the  incumbent  of  the  parish  or  district  in  which  the 
house  is  situate,  or  a  respectable  householder  not  being  himself  the  keeper 
of  a  lodging  house,  that  the  applicant  is  a  person  of  good  character,  and  by 
a  certificate  signed  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Syndicate  in  the  following  form : 

I  hereby  certify  that  I  have  exammed  the  house  of  the  above- 
named  applicant;  that  it  is  capable  of  accommodating  in  a  proper 
manner  besides  the  family  of  the  applicant  the  number  of  students 
proposed  in  the  application ;  that  it  is  satisfactoi-y  from  a  sanitary 
point  of  \"iew ;  that  it  is  so  arranged  as  to  enable  the  applicant  to 
comply  with  all  the  regulations  of  the  Syndicate ;  that  the  lodgings  are 
healthy  and  clean ;  and  that  the  prices  stated  above  appear  to  me  to  be 
reasonable.

Secretary  to  the  Syndicate 

9.  That  printed  lists  of  the  names,  residences,  and  occuiiations  of  the 
apjjlicants,  together  with  the  number  of  sets  of  lodgings  m  each  bouse  and 
their  respective  prices,  shall  be  sent  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  last  day 
appointed  for  receiving  apjilications  to  the  Master,  Tutors,  and  Deans  of 
eveiy  College,  accompanied  by  a  request  that  any  remark  or  objection, 
which  it  may  seem  desu'able  to  make,  may  be  sent  in  wTiting  to  the  Vice- 
ChanceUor  for  the  consideration  of  the  Syndicate  before  the  time  of 
licensuig,  or  that  the  person  objecting  may  attend  the  Syndicate  on  the 
day  of  hcensing  and  confer  with  them  in  person. 

9*.  That  registers  shall  be  kept  of  the  names,  residences,  and  occupa- 
tions (1)  of  all  persons  to  whom  licences  are  gi-anted  on  any  licensing  day, 
together  with  the  number  of  sets  of  lodgings  in  each  case,  and  their  respec- 
tive jirices,  ('2)  of  all  persons  to  whom  the  Syndicate  have  refused  to  grant 
licenses,  and  (3)  of  all  persons  whose  licences  have  been  suspended  or 
revoked  by  the  Syndicate. 

10.  That  no  hcence  shall  be  gi-anted  to  any  i>erson  for  more  than  one 
year,  nor  beyond  certain  Ihnits  in  the  town,  such  limits  to  be  defined  and 
pubhshed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Syndicate. 

10*.  That  the  Syndicate  may  grant  provisional  licences  to  continue  m 
force  until  the  Tuesday  after  the  division  of  the  Michaelmas  Term,  or  for 
any  shorter  period,  and  such  licences  shaU  be  operative  as  from  the  fii'st 
day  of  the  term  in  which  they  are  granted. 

In  the  case  of  the  death  of  a  lodging  house  keeper  during  tenn,  or 
for  other  urgent  cause,  the  Syndicate  shall  have  power  to  grant  a  licence 
wljich  shall  be  operative  from  such  date  as  the  Syndicate  shall  determine. 

11.  That  every  certificate  of  licence  shall  be  signed  on  behalf  of  the 
Syndicate  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  deputy  and  the  two  Proctors. 

12.  That  a  statement  shall  be  sent  after  every  licensing  day  to  the 
Master,  Tutors,  and  Deans  of  every  College,  containing  the  names,  resi- 
dences, and  occupations  of  the  persons  to  whom  licences  have  been  granted, 
together  with  the  number  of  sets  of  lodgings  in  each  case  and  their  re- 
spective prices. 

1.5.  That  before  receiving  a  licence  every  appUcant  shall  sign  the  follow- 
ing promise  and  declaration : 
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I  declare  that  the  house  in  which  I  desire  to  let  lodgings  is  in  my  own 

occupation. 
I  hereby  promise  that : 

1.  I   will  not  let   my  lodgings   to   any   student   without   written  per- 

mission from  his  Tutor,  and  I  will  not  recjuire  him  to  take  them  for 
more  than  one  tenn  certain  : 

2.  I  will  shew  my  licence,  if  required,  to  any  student  des.rous  to  take  my 

lodgings : 

3.  Before  I  receive  as  lodger  any  person  who  is  not  a  member  of  the 

University  I  will  obtain  written  permission  from  the  Syndicate; 
and  also  from  the  Tutor  of  each  student  lodging  in  my  house  at  the 
time : 

4.  I  will  report  to  the  Sj'ndicate  the  names  and  Colleges  of  all  students 

lodging  in  my  house,  with  such  other  particulars  as  the  Sjiidicate 
may  require : 

5.  At  ten  o'clock  every  night  I  will  lock  the  outer  doors,  and  securely 

fasten  the  shutters  of  the  ground-floor  of  my  house,  and  I  will  take 
means  to  prevent  any  one  from  entering  or  leaving  the  house 
between  10  p.m.  and  6  a.m.  without  my  knowledge;  and  between 
those  hours  the  outer  doors  of  my  house  shall  not  be  opened, 
except  by  the  master  or  mistress  in  person,  or  by  a  representative 
approved  by  the  Syndicate ; 

6.  I  will  not  allow  on   any  account  a  key  of  any  outer  door  of  my 

house  to  any  lodger : 

7.  I  will  note  down  the  time  after  ten  o'clock  (or  such  earlier  hour  as 

the  University  or  CoUege  authorities  may  du-ect)  at  which  any 
student  lodging  in  my  house  enters  or  leaves  the  house,  and  will 
deliver  or  send  by  a  res))onsible  person  a  statement  thereof  once 
a  week,  or  oftener  if  required,  to  the  College  authorities,  with  a 
special  note  of  occasions  on  which  such  student  has  so  entered  or 
left  without  his  academical  dress : 

8.  In  case  a  student  lodging  in  my  house  has  not  entered  or  left  the 

house  after  ten  o'clock  during  any  week,  I  will  send  a  statement  to 
that  effect  at  the  end  of  tlie  week : 

9.  I  wll  report  to  the  College  authorities  early  the  next  morning  if  any 

student  lodging  in  my  house  shall  (1)  leave  the  house  after  10  p.m., 
(2)  enter  after  midnight,  (8)  being  confined  to  gates,  enter  after  the 
appointed  hour,  or  (4)  pass  the  night  out  of  his  lodgings : 

10.  I  will  allow  none  but  inmates  of  the  house  to  have  access  to  the 
rooms  of  any  student  lodging  in  my  house  after  10  p.m.,  without 
written  pennission  from  his  Tutor,  except  in  cases  of  illness  or  other 
urgent  necessity: 

11.  I  wUl  not  supply  or  receive  into  my  house  for  any  student  a  dinner 
or  supper  for  more  than  three  persons  without  written  permission 
from  his  Tutor : 

12.  I  will  not  supply  or  receive  into  my  house  for  any  student  provision 
for  any  entertainment  whatever  on  Sunday  without  written  per- 
mission from  his  Tutor : 

13.  I  will  not  admit  hired  musicians  into  my  house  without  written  j)er- 
mission  from  the  Syndicate : 

14.  In  case  any  person  in  my  house  shall  be  sufl^eriug  from  any  in- 
fectious disorder,  including  consumption  or  any  other  form  of 
tubercular  disease,  either  dmiug  term  or  in  vacation,  I  will  at 
once  inform  the  Syndicate. 
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The  Syndicate  is  empowered  to  apj)oiiit  a  Secretary  ^  whose  dutyit  is  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  Syndicate,  to  inspect  annually  all  houses  in 
which  it  is  desired  to  let  lodgings,  to  report  thereon  to  the  Syndicate,  and 
generally  to  assist  the  Syndicate,  as  may  be  ordered  from  time  to  time. 
The  Secretary  is  by  preference  a  resident  member  of  the  Senate.  He  is 
appointed  by  an  absolute  majority  of  the  Sjnidicate  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing thi'ee  years;  and  receives  from  the  University  Chest  a  stipend  not 
exceeding  £150  per  annum. 

Ordinary  Licences  may  be  granted  for  rooms  in  houses  situated  within 
the  precincts  of  the  University,  which  are  defined  as  extending  two  miles 
and  a  half  from  Great  St  Mai-y's  Church,  measured  in  a  direct  line. 

Authority  is  given  to  the  Syndicate  to  gi'ant  permission  to  a  i^ersou  iti 
statu  pupillari  to  reside  within  the  precincts  of  the  University  (a)  in  his 
own  or  in  his  hired  house,  or  (h)  with  his  relatives,  or  (c)  in  exceptional 
cases  with  persons  other  than  his  relatives;  iirovided  that  in  each  case  the 
application  for  such  admission  is  made  by  the  Head  of  his  College  or 
Hostel,  or  in  the  case  of  a  Non-Collegiate  Student  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Non-Collegiate  Students  Boai'd. 

Authority  is  given  to  the  Syndicate  to  make  the  above-mentioned 
permission  retrospective,  but  if  this  permission  is  made  to  include  any 
period  previous  to  the  term  in  which  it  is  apiilied  for,  a  payment  of  £1  to 
the  Common  Chest  is  required. 

The  Syndicate  may  grant  to  any  person  in  statu  pupiUari,  who  has  on 
account  of  illness  or  of  an  accident  been  removed  to  a  Hospital  or  Nursing 
Institution  within  the  precincts  of  the  University,  permission  to  count  for 
the  purposes  of  residence  the  days  in  term-time  passed  therein ;  provided 
that  in  each  case  the  application  for  such  permission  accompanied  by  a 
suitable  medical  certificate  is  made  by  his  Tutor  or,  in  the  case  of  a  Non- 
Collegiate  Student,  by  the  Censor,  and  provided  further  that  the  Hospital 
or  Institution  has  been  approved  by  the  Syndicate. 

Medical  Grant  Committee 

The  Medical  Grant  Committee  is  constituted  under  the  following 
Regulations  : 

I.  In  order  to  administer  the  Grant  to  the  Medical  Departments  applied 
for  in  accordance  with  Grace  6  of  14  March  1914,  there  shall  be  estabhshed 
a  Conunittee  to  be  called  the  Medical  Grant  Committee. 

II.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Kegius 
Professor  of  Physic  (ex  officio),  and  ten  members  of  the  Senate  to  be  appointed 
by  Grace  of  the  Senate  of  whom  four  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Council  of 
the  Senate,  and  six  by  the  Special  Boards  for  Medicine,  Biology  and  Geology, 
and  Physics  and  Chemistry,  two  by  each  Board. 

III.  Of  the  members  of  the  Committee  nominated  by  the  Coxmcil  of  the 
Senate  one  shall  on  the  first  occasion  be  nominated  to  hold  office  until 
31  December  1916,  one  until  31  December  1917,  one  until  31  December 
1918,  and  one  until  31  December  1919.  Of  the  two  members  nominated 
by  each  of  the  special  Boards  one  shall  on  the  first  occasion  be  appointed  to 
hold  office  until  31  December  1917  and  one  until  31  December  1919.  There- 
after each  nominated  member  shall  be  appointed  for  four  years.  Such 
members  shall  cease  to  hold  office  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  and

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their  places  shall  be  supplied  by  persons  appointed  at  a  Congregation  before 
the  end  of  full  term  in  the  preceding  Michaehuas  Term,  the  retiring  members 
being  eligible  for  re-appointment. 

IV.  The  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Deputy  and  six  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  of  the  Committee. 

V.  The  duties  of  the  Committee  shall  include  the  following: 

(1)  To  correspond  with  the  Board  of  Education  and  with  the  Medical 
Departments  on  all  matters  respecting  the  administration  of  the  Grant 
and  to  prejiare  for  the  Vice-Chancellor  the  returns  and  reports  required 
by  the  Board  of  Education ; 

(2)  To  administer  the  Medical  Grant  Fund  and  to  prepare  and  keep 
the  accounts  thereof  in  such  form  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Financial 
Board,  the  accoimts  of  the  Fund  being  annually  audited  in  such  manner 
as  the  Financial  Board  may  direct,  and  pubhshed  with  the  University 
accounts; 

(3)  To  report  from  time  to  time,  and  at  least  once  a  year,  to  the 
Senate ; 

(4)  To  submit  to  the  General  Board  of  Studies  recommendations  for 
the  establislmient  of  new  University  appointments  for  which  stipends 
would  be  provided  out  of  the  Fmid,  and  for  the  payment  of  additional 
stipends  out  of  the  Fund  to  holders  of  University  appointments; 

(5)  To  authorise  such  expenditure  in  respect  of  equipment  or  assis- 
tants in  the  Medical  Departments  as  the  Committee  may  deem  necessary 
for  improving  the  facihties  for  teaching  or  research  and  for  temporary 
courses  of  special  lectures  or  instruction; 

(6)  To  appoint  a  secretary  at  a  stipend  not  exceeding  £100  a  year; 

(7)  To  perform  such  other  functions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
assigned  to  the  Committee  by  the  University. 

VI.  A  Medical  Grant  Fund  shall  be  established  consisting  of: 

(1)  The  grant  received  from  the  Board  of  Education  by  the  University 
in  accordance  with  Grace  6  of  14  May  1914; 

(2)  Fees  payable  by  students  in  respect  of  clinical  or  other  teaching 
at  Addenbrooke's  Hospital. 

The  payments  to  be  made  from  the  Fund  shall  include: 

(1)  The  stipends  of  the  holders  of  the  University  appointments 
charged  upon  the  Fund  by  Grace  of  the  Senate; 

(2)  The  payments  authorised  by  Grace  3  of  4  December  1914  (see 
p.  92); 

(3)  Payments  for  special  lectures  or  instruction  sanctioned  under 
Regulation  V  (5); 

(4)  Payments  for  equipment  or  assistants  in  the  Medical  Departments ; 

(5)  Expenses  of  administration  including  the  salary  of  a  secretary. 

♦Observatory  Syndicate 

The  Observatory  Syndicate  consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the 
Lucasian,  the  Pluniian,  and  the  Lowndean  Professors,  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Astrophysics,  and  six  other  members  of  the  Senate, 
elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for  tliree  years,  two  retiring  by  rotation 
every  year.  It  meets  once  at  least  in  every  term  at  the  Observa- 
tory, and  throe  members  constitute  a  quorum. 

The  Syndicate  is  empowered  to  order  new  instruments  for  the 
Observatory,  to  direct  the  requisite  re^jairs  of  the  buildings,  and 
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audit  the  accounts ;  it  being  distinctly  understood  that,  in  any 
question  of  considerable  expense,  application  i>hould  be  made  to 
the  Senate  for  its  express  sanction  and  authority.  The  Syndicate 
is  required  to  inspect  annually  in  the  month  of  May,  upon  a  day 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Vioe-Chancellor,  all  the  instruments, 
books,  furniture,  and  buildings  belonging  to  the  Observatory; 
and  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Lowndean  Professor  are  re- 
quested to  invite  such  other  members  of  the  Senate  and  strangers, 
as  they  may  think  proper,  to  be  present  at,  and  to  take  part  in, 
such  inspection.  As  soon  after  the  annual  inspection  as  can  be 
done  conveniently,  the  Syndicate  must  make  a  report  to  the 
Senate  as  well  of  the  state  of  the  Observatory  as  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  previous  year. 

The  detailed  management  of  the  Observatory  and  the  buildings 
connected  therewith,  including  the  Solar  Physics  Observatory  (see 
p.  107),  is  committed  to  the  Observatory  Syndicate. 

Philosophical  Library  Committee 

The  Philosophical  Library  (see  p.  105)  is  managed  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  six  persons,  three  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the 
Council  of  the  Senate  and  three  by  the  Council  of  the  Philo- 
sophical Society. 

*Press  Syndicate 

The  management  of  the  University  Press  is  entrusted  to  a 
Syndicate  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  deputy  and 
fourteen  other  members  of  the  Senate  to  be  elected  by  Grace 
to  serve  for  seven  years,  two  retiiing  by  rotation  every  year. 
The  Syndics  of  the  Press  are  required  to  meet  at  least  twice  a 
term.  No  business  can  be  transacted  at  any  meeting  unless 
the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  deputy  and  at  least  four  other 
members  are  present. 

*Proctorial  Syndicate 

Tiie  Proctorial  Syndicate  consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the 
Proctors,  and  six  other  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace 
to  serve  for  three  years,  two  retiring  by  rotaticni  every  year.  Tlie 
Syndicate  exercises  a  general  supervision  over  the  discipline  of 
the  University,  and  the  Proctors  may  have  recourse  to  it  for 
information  and  advice  in  any  matters  of  doubt  or  difficulty. 

♦Select  Preachers  Syndicate 

The  Select  Preachers  Syndicate  consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
the  Regius,  the  Lady  Margarets,  the  Norrisian,  the  Hulsean,  and 
the  Ely  Professors  of  Divinity,  tlie  two  Proctors,  and  four 
members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for  four  years, 
one  retiring  by  rotation  every  year.  The  duties  of  the  Syndicate 
are,  in  every  year  before  the  end  of  the  Easter  Term,  to  assign 
the  days  for  preaching  the  Hulsean  Lectures,  and  to  appoint  the 
Select  Preachers  for  the  next  academical  year. 
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♦Senate -House  Syndicate 

The  Senate-House  Syndicate  consists  of  the  Vicc-Chancellor 
and  eight  other  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve 
for  four  years,  two  retiring  by  rotation  every  year  ;  the  two  Pro- 
Proctors  are  also  ex  officio  members.  The  Syndicate  is  em- 
powered to  make  arrangements  for  admission  into  the  Senate- 
House,  for  its  proper  preparation  on  occasions  of  public 
ceremonial,  for  issuing  tickets  when  they  think  proper,  for 
providing  and  assigning  seats,  and  for  assisting  the  University 
officers  in  the  maintenance  of  order.  They  also  have  full  control 
of  the  Senate- House  yard  on  occasions  of  public  ceremonial  in 
the  Senate-House. 

SoLAK  Physics  Committee 

The  Solar  Physics  Committee  consists  of  the  members  of  the 
Observatory  Syndicate,  the  Astronomer  Royal  and  the  Director 
of  the  Meteorological  Office  as  ex  officio  members,  and  four 
additional  members  not  necessarily  members  of  the  Senate, 
holding  office  for  four  years,  one  being  appointed  in  the  Michael- 
mas Term  of  each  year  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  on  the  nomination 
of  the  Observatory  Syndicate,  the  term  of  office  of  such  member 
to  commence  on  January  1  of  the  following  year.  The  duties  of 
the  Solar  Physics  Committee  are  (a)  to  act  as  scientific  advisers 
of  tlie  Director  of  the  Solar  Physics  Observatory  in  relation  to 
the  ob>;ervations  and  other  work  of  the  Observatory,  {b)  to  survey 
and  inspect  the  instruments  and  to  advise  the  Director  as  to 
their  renewal  and  as  to  the  acquisition  of  new  instruments, 
(f)  to  receive  from  the  Director  reports  on  the  general  progress 
of  the  work  of  the  Observatory  and  on  the  condition  of  the 
buildings  and  instruments,  {d)  to  examine  and  audit  the  accounts, 
(<)  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Senate. 

There  nmst  be  at  least  one  meeting  of  the  Solar  Physics 
Committee  in  each  year  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
Committee :  other  meetings  may  be  summoned  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  at  his  discretion.  No  business  may  be  transacted 
at  a  meeting  unless  five  members  at  least  are  present.  In  each 
year  the  Solar  Physics  Committee  is  required  to  receive  and 
consider  a  Report  drawn  up  by  the  Director  containing  a  state- 
ment of  the  work  done  in  the  Observatory  and  an  abstract  of 
the  accounts.  This  Report  is  communicated  through  the  Vice- 
Chanccllor  to  the  Treasury,  and  also  to  the  Senate. 

*State  Medicine  Syndicate 

The  State  Medicine  Syndicate  consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic,  the  Professor  of  Surgery,  the 
Professor  of  Pathology,  and  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  ;  and  of 
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nine  other  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for 
three  years,  three  retiring  in  rotation  every  year.  The  Vice- 
Chancellor  or  his  deputy  and  four  other  members  make  a  quorum. 
The  duty  of  the  Syndicate  is  to  superintend  the  Examination  in 
State  Medicine  for  the  Diploma  in  Public  Health,  and  the 
Examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Tropical  Medicine  and  Hygiene. 

The  Syndicate  also  appoints  a  Managing  Committee  to  conduct 
the  Examination  for  the  Diploma  in  Psychological  Medicine. 
This  consists  of  nine  members,  of  whom  not  less  than  five  must 
be  members  of  the  Syndicate.  These  nine  members  serve  for 
three  years,  three  retiring  in  rotation  every  year.  Four  members 
of  the  Committee  form  a  quorum. 

The  Syndicate  is  required  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Senate. 

♦Teachers'  Training  Syndicate 

The  Teachers'  Training  Syndicate  is  appointed  to  conduct 
examinations  in  the  Theory,  History,  and  Practice  of  Teaching. 
It  consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  eight  other  members  of  the 
Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for  four  years,  two  of  them 
retiring  by  rotation  every  year.  The  Vice-Chancellor  or  his 
deputy  and  three  other  members  are  a  quorum.  The  Syndicate 
is  required  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Senate. 

The  Syndicate  has  power  to  provide  for  Lectures  or  other 
teaching  in  the  Theory,  History,  and  Practice  of  Education,  and 
is  required  to  provide  at  least  two  courses  of  Lectures  on 
these  subjects  in  each  year.  The  Lecturers  are  api^ointed  by  the 
Syndicate  subject  to  confirmation  by  Grace  of  the  Senate.  The 
Syndicate  is  also  empowered  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
supervision  of  students  preparing  for  the  Certificate  Examination. 

The  Cambridge  University  Training  College  for  Schoolmasters 
is  managed  by  a  local  Committee,  consisting  partly  of  members  of 
the  Syndicate  and  partly  of  other  members  appointed  by  the 
Syndicate,  the  whole  Committee  remaining  under  the  control  of 
the  Syndicate,  who  are  responsible  to  the  University. 

*^*  An  account  of  the  Examinations  conducted  by  the 
Teachers'  Training  Syndicate  will  be  found  in  Chapter  xxi  of  the 
Student's  Handbook.

*University  Buildings  Syndicate 

The  following  are  the  Regulations  relating  to  the  University 
Buildings  Syndicate : 

1.  The  detailed  management  of  all  University  buildings  except  the 
University  Press,  the  Fitzwllliam  Museum,  and  any  other  buildings 
specially  committed  by  the  Senate  to  any  Special  Board  or  any  other 
Syndicate  shall  be  committed  to  a  permanent  Syndicate  consisting  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  ten  other  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace. 
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2.  •  On  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  every  year  two  of  the  said 
ten  members  shall  retii-e,  the  order  of  rotation  for  retirement  being  that  of 
priority  of  election,  and  their  places  shall  be  supplied  by  two  members  of 
the  Senate  who  shall  be  elected  at  a  Congi-egation  held  before  the  end  of 
full  term  in  the  preceding  Michaelmas  Term.  At  that  election  a  retiring 
member  shall  not  be  re-eligible  except  by  n  special  Grace  in  which  it  shall 
be  stated  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  there  are  special  grounds  which 
make  the  retirement  of  such  member  inexi)edient. 

3.  A  vacancy  in  the  Syndicate  occasioned  by  any  other  cause  than  such 
retirement  by  rotation  as  aforesaid  shall  be  supplied  as  soon  as  possible 
by  the  election  of  a  new  member  who  shall  for  the  purpose  of  the  rotation 
established  by  Regulation  2  fill  the  place  of  the  member  in  whose  stead  he 
was  elected. 

4.  All  meeting?  of  the  Syndicate  shall  be  summoned  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor. 

5.  No  business  shall  be  transacted  at  any  meeting  unless  at  least  five 
members  be  present. 

6.  The  duties  of  the  SjTidicate  shall  be 

(i)  To  take  measures  for  the  safety  of  the  buildings  committed  to 
their  charge;  to  regulate  the  hours  at  which  the  gates  shall  be  opened 
and  closed;  to  keep  the  courts,  yards,  and  gi'ounds  in  order;  to  direct 
repairs,  cleaning,  painting,  and  the  like,  except  such  cleaning  or  other 
work  as  is  performed  by  the  depaitmental  servants  in  the  several 
departments. 

(i)*  To  consider  from  time  to  time  the  best  means  of  securing 
University  buildings  and  collections  against  injury  from  fire,  whether 
such  buildings  are  under  their  charge  or  are  specially  committed  by 
the  Senate  to  any  Sjiecial  Board  or  other  Syndicate,  and  to  super- 
intend the  execution  of  such  work  in  connexion  with  protection 
against  injury  from  lu-e  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  authorised  by 
the  Senate. 

That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  University  officials  in  charge  of  the 
respective  buildings  to  supply  the  Syndicate  with  the  names  of 
the  persons  responsible  for  keeping  the  ajjparatus  for  the  prevention 
of  fire  in  these  buildmgs  in  good  working  order. 

(ii)  To  be  responsible  for  the  engagement  and  dismissal  of  porters 
and  servants  other  than  departniental  servants  and  to  pay  their  wages 
out  of  the  University  Buildings  Maintenance  Fund. 

(iii)  To  admmister  the  University  Buildings  Maintenance  and 
Special  Expenses  Funds,  provided  that  no  special  or  extraordinary 
expenditure  be  undertaken  without  the  authority  of  a  Grace  of  the 
Senate ;  to  arrange  for  the  audit  of  the  accounts  in  such  manner  as 
the  Financial  Board  may  direct ;  and  to  present  a  statement  of  them 
at  the  end  of  each  civil  year  for  imblication  to  the  Senate. 

(iv)  To  assign  rooms  (except  those  which  are  appropriated  to  a 
Ijarticular  Department  or  for  the  assignment  of  which  special  provision 
has  been  made  by  the  Senate)  to  Professors,  Readers,  Lecturers,  and 
other  persons  whom  from  time  to  time  they  may  think  it  desirable  to 
accommodate.  Provided  that  the  use  of  no  room  be  granted  for  other 
than  academical  piu-poses  without  the  sanction  of  a  Grace  of  the 
Senate.  Provided  also  that  the  Syndicate  shall  not  have  power  to 
make  a  permanent  appropriation  of  any  room. 

(v)  To  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Senate  respecting  the  state 
of  the  buildings  under  their  charge. 
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(vi)     To  consider  from  time  to  time  the  appropriation  for  building 

purposes  of  sites  belonging  to  the  University  and  to  report  tliereon  to 

the  Senate. 

7.    The  Syndicate  may  appoint  a  Secretary  at  a  stipend  of  £180  a  year... 

for  such  a  period  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine  and  may  also 

make  him  an  annual  grant  of  £'25  for  clerical  assistance. 


lu  addition  to  these  permanent  Syndicates,  the  University 
appoints  from  time  to  time  occasional  Syndicates  to  consider 
and  report  npon  particular  questions.  There  are  at  present 
in  existence  three  Building  Syndicates  superintending  the 
erection  respectively  of  the  new  Museum  of  Archaeology  and 
Ethnology,  the  Building  for  the  Department  of  Forestry,  and 
the  Extension  of  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum.  There  are  also 
Syndicates  considering  the  Regulations  for  the  Previous  Exami- 
nation and  the  Regulations  relating  to  the  Electoral  Roll  and  the 
Council  of  the  Senate  contained  in  the  Cambridge  University 
Act,  1856. 

THE  NON-COLLEGIATE  STUDENTS  BOARD 

The  Board  for  admitting  and  superintending  students  who  are 
members  of  the  University  without  being  members  of  any  College, 
consists  of  nine  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve 
for  three  years,  three  retiring  by  rotation  every  year.  Four 
members  form  a  quorum,  the  Chairman  (or  his  deputy  formally 
appointed  by  the  Board)  being  one. 

THE  BOARD  OF  EXAMINATIONS 
The  general  superintendence  of  the  Previous  Examination,  of 
the  General  and  Special  Examinations  for  the  Ordinary  B.A. 
Degree,  and  of  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  Science  is 
entrusted  to  a  Board  consisting  of  eiglit  members  of  the  Senate 
elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for  four  years,  two  of  them  retiring  by 
rotation  every  year;  and  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Examinei's  for 
Part  I  and  for  Part  II  of  the  Previous  Examination  and  for  the 
General  Examination,  each  serving  as  a  member  of  the  Board  for 
one  year  from  the  tirst  day  of  the  Easter  Term  next  following  the 
date  of  his  election  as  Examiner. 

It  is  tlse  duty  of  tlie  Board  to  consult  together  from  time  to 
time  on  all  matters  relating  to  the  state  of  the  Previous,  General, 
and  Special  Examinations  and  the  Preliminary  Examination  in 
Science,  and  in  particular  as  to  the  standard  for  passing;  and 
they  may  require  from  the  Examiners  any  information  on  these 
points  which  tliey  may  deem  necessary.  It  is  also  the  duty  of 
the  Board  to  advise  tlie  Examiners  in  regard  to  the  standard  to 
be  maintained  as  well  as  in  regard  to  other  matters  connected 
with  the  examinations  placed  under  their  supervi.sion,  and  to 
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consider  all  such  questions  as  the  Examiners  may  refer  to  them  ; 
to  nominate  all  the  Examiners  for  the  Previous  and  General 
Examinations  and  the  Preliminary  Examination  in  ^Science,  the 
subjects  in  which  each  Examiner  shall  examine  being  specified 
in  the  Grace  for  his  election  ;  to  appoint  one  of  the  Examiners  in 
Part  I  and  one  of  the  Examiners  in  Part  II  of  the  Previous 
Examination,  and  also  one  of  the  Examiners  in  the  General 
Examination,  as  Chairmen  of  the  Examiners  in  these  examinations 
respectively  ;  to  provide  suitable  accommodation  for  the  examina- 
tion of  the  candidates  in  the  Previous,  General,  anil  Special 
Examinations;  to  consider  the  cases  of  persons  whose  names  have 
been  omitted  from  lists  of  candidates,  and  to  give  or  withhold 
permission  for  such  persons  to  be  examined ;  to  consider  the 
cases  of  persons  who  are  unable  from  illness  to  present  themselves 
at  the  examination,  and  to  give  or  withhold  permission  for  such 
persons  to  be  examined  i)rivately. 

The  Board  is  required  to  report  aimually  to  the  Senate. 

The  Board  has  power  to  appoint  a  Secretary  (who  shall  hold 
the  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board)  with  an  annual  salary 
not  exceeding  i>l()0  a  year  to  be  i)aid  out  of  the  University  Chest. 

It  is  also  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  arrange  for  the  provision 
of  suitable  accommodation  for  the  examination  of  the  candidates 
in  all  University  Examinations ;  to  provide  such  clerical  assist- 
ance as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  Examiners  in  University 
Examinations  to  carry  out  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  them 
by  Ordinance  with  regard  to  the  drawing  up  of  lists  of  absentees 
and  the  arrangement  and  despatch  of  answer-papers  (see  p.  280), 
and  to  give  the  Examiners  information  of  these  ai  raugements  ;  and 
to  piescrii)e  the  conditions,  if  any,  under  which  candidates  whose 
names  appear  in  the  Corrected  List  may  be  admitted  to  an 
Examination  after  the  time  at  which  such  Examination  is 
announced  to  begin. 

SPECIAL  BOARDS  OF  STUDIES 
The  University  is  required  by  Statute  to  appoint  Special 
Boards  of  Studies  for  all  important  departments  of  study  re- 
cognised in  tlie  L'niversity,  to  consist  of  the  Professors  assigned 
by  statute  to  such  Boards  severally,  together  with  such  Readers, 
University  Lecturers,  Examiners,  and  other  persons  as  may  be 
appointed  from  time  to  time  by  Grace  of  the  Senate.  The 
University  has  power  to  vary  the  number  and  designation  of 
Special  Boards  from  time  to  time  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Board  of  Studies,  provided  that  the  whole  number  of 
such  Boards  shall  never  be  less  than  eight.  The  University  also 
has  power  to  vary  by  Grace  from  time  to  time  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  General  Board  of  Studies  the  assignment  of  Professors 
to  the  several  Special  Boards,  and  to  appoint  any  Professors  ex 
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officio  members  of  one  or  more  Special  Boards  other  than  those 
to  which  they  shall  have  been  severally  assigned  by  Statute. 

It  is  tlie  duty  of  every  Special  Board  to  consult  together  from 
time  to  time  on  all  matters  relating  to  the  studies  and  examina- 
tioris  of  the  University  in  its  department,  and  to  prepai'e,  wlieu- 
ever  it  appears  to  them  desirable,  and  present  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  a  report  to  be  published  by  him  to  the  University. 
The  Board  is  also  required,  after  consultation  with  the  Professors, 
Readers,  and  University  Lecturers  connected  with  its  depart- 
ment, to  fiame  a  scheme  of  lectures  in  every  year  :  taking  care  to 
provide  that  the  subject  of  the  said  lectures  be  determined  with 
regard  to  the  general  objects  of  every  particular  Professorship, 
and  so  to  distribute  the  several  branches  of  learning  in  the 
department  among  the  said  Professors,  Readers,  and  University 
Lecturers  ;  having  regai-dalso  to  the  legulations  and  instructions 
which  the  General  Board  of  Studies  may  have  issued.  Every 
scheme  so  settled  by  any  Special  Board  must  be  submitted  to  the 
General  Board  of  Studies,  and  no  scheme  may  be  taken  to  be  final 
until  it  has  received  the  approval  of  the  General  Board. 

Two  or  more  Special  Boards  may  deliberate  together,  and  take 
such  action  in  common  as  may  appear  to  them  desirable. 

The  Regulations  which  at  present  determine  the  constitution 
of  the  Special  Boards  are  as  follows  : — 

I.  That  each  Reader  ajipoiuted  in  accordance  with  the  in-ovisions  of 
Statute  B,  Chapter  vii  be  a  member  of  the  Sijecial  Board  of  Studies  with 
which  his  Keadership  is  connected. 

II.  That  any  Special  Board  of  Studies  may,  if  it  think  fit,  nominate 
between  the  election  of  the  new  members  of  the  Board  and  the  end  of  the 
ensuing  Lent  Term  in  any  academic  year  one  person  to  be  an  additional 
member  of  the  Board,  and  that  the  name  of  the  person  so  uomiuated  shaU 
be  submitted  to  the  Senate  for  approval.  Such  person,  if  approved, 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Studies  until  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  next  following  the  date  of  such  approval. 

III.  That  the  several  Special  Boards  of  Studies  consist  of  the  following 
persons  in  addition  to  the  Professors  specified  in  Statute  B,  Chapter  v, 
the  Readers  (if  any)  connected  with  the  several  Boards,  and  the  additional 
member  (if  any)  appointed'in  accordance  with  the  foregomg  recommenda- 
tion. 

1.  The  Special  Board  for  Divinity 

(1)  The  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew.  (2)  The  Dixie  Professor  of 
Ecclesiastical  History.  (3)  Tlie  Examiners  for  the  Theological  Tripos  for 
the  current  and  last  preceding  year.  (4)  Three  members  of  the  Senate 
elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for  three  years.  [The  Lady  Margaret's,  Regius, 
Norrisian,  Hulsean,  and  Ely  Professors  of  Divinity  are  also  members  of 
the  Board  by  statute.] 

2.  The  Special  Board  for  Law 

(1)  The  Examiners  for  the  Law  Tripos  for  the  current  and  last 
j)receding  year.  (2)  Four  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve 
for  four  years.  [The  Regius  Professor  of  Civil  Law,  the  Downing  Pro- 
fessor of  Law,  the  Whewell  Professor,  and  the  Reader  in  English  Law 
are  also  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board.] 
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3.  The  Special  Board  for  Medicine 

(1)  The  Professor  of  Chemistry.  (2)  The  Professor  of  Pliysiology. 
(3)  The  Professor  of  Surgery.  (-1)  Tlie  Examuiers  for  tlie  First,  Second, 
and  Third  Exainiiiatioiis  for  the  M.B.  Degree  nominated  by  this  Board, 
and  the  Assessor  to  the  Begins  Professor  of  Physic ;  such  Examiners  and 
Assessor  to  become  members  of  the  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the  tei-m 
succeeding  their  appointment,  and  to  hohl  office  for  twelve  months.

(1)  Eight  ex  o(Hcio  members  (viz.  the  Begins  Professor  of  Greek,  the 
Professors  of  Latin,  Ancient  History,  and  Sanskrit,  the  Public  Orator,  the 
Eeaders  in  Classical  Archaeology  and  Comparative  Philology  and  the 
Bi-ereton  Reader). 

(ii)  Three  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  ui  the  Michaelmas 
TeiTU,  one  in  each  year,  to  serve  for  three  years,  entering  upon  oflBce  on 
January  1  of  the  year  following  that  of  their  election. 

(iii)  Three  Lecturers  whose  lectiu-es  were  propt)sed  by  the  Board  for 
the  current  academic  .year,  elected  by  Grace  in  the  Easter  Term,  one  in 
each  year,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Lecturers  attending  the  Conference  of 
Lectm-ers  in  the  Lent  Term.  Such  Lecturers  shall  serve  for  three  years, 
entering  upon  office  on  the  first  daj-  of  the  following  Michaelmas  Term. 

(iv)  The  two  Examiners  for  the  First  Part  of  the  Classical  Tripos  of 
the  preceding  academic  year  who  were  elected  on  the  nomination  of  the 
two  colleges  whose  turn  it  then  was  to  present  the  Proctors  for  that 
academic  year.  These  Examiners  shall  serve  for  one  year,  entering  upon 
office  on  the  fii'st  day  of  the  following  Michaelmas  Term. 

(v)  Two  other  Examiners  for  the  First  Part  of  the  Classical  Tripos  of 
the  preceding  academic  year,  appointed  by  the  Examiners  for  the  First 
Part  of  the  Classical  Tripos  of  that  year,  to  serve  for  two  years,  entering 
upon  office  on  the  first  day  of  the  Michaelmas  Term  following  their 
appointment. 

(vi)  Two  Examiners  for  the  Second  Part  of  the  Classical  Tripos  of 
the  preceding  academic  year,  appointed  by  the  Examiners  for  the  Second 
Part  of  the  Classical  Tripos  of  that  year,  to  serve  for  two  years,  entering 
upon  office  on  the  first  day  of  the  Michaelmas  Term  following  their 
appointment. 

5.  The  Special  Board  for  Oriental  Studies 

(1)  The  Examiners  for  the  Oriental  Languages  Tripos  for  the  current 
and  last  preceding  year.  (2)  Three  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by 
Grace  to  serve  for  three  years.  [The  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  the 
Professor  of  Ai-abic,  the  Lord  Ahnoner's  Reader  in  Arabic,  the  Professors 
of  Sanski-it  and  Chinese,  and  the  Reader  in  Talmudic  aie  also  ex  officio 
members  of  the  Board.] 

6.  The  Special  Board  for  Medieval  .\nd  Modern  Languages 

(1)  The  Regius  Professor  of  Modern  Histoi-y.  (2)  The  Reader  in 
Comparative  Philology.  (3)  The  Examiners  for  the  Medieval  and  Modem 
Languages  Ti  ipos  for  the  current  and  the  preceding  year.  (4)  The  Reader 
in  Romance.  (5)  Four  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve 
for  four  years.  [The  Professor  of  Anglo-Saxon,  the  Schroder  Professor  of 
German,  and  the  King  Edward  VII  Pi-ofessor  of  English  Literature  ai-e 
also  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board.] 
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7.  The  Special  Board  for  Mathematics 

(1)  The  Cavendish  Professor  of  Physics.  (•2)  The  Professor  of 
Mechanism  and  Applied  Mechanics.  (3)  The  Readers  (if  any)  in  Mathe- 
matics and  in  Mechanism  and  Ajiphed  Mechanics.  (4)  Six  meml)ers,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  m  the  Michaelmas  Term  each  year  by  Grace  of 
the  Senate,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Moderators  and  Examiners  for  the 
next  following  Mathematical  Triijos,  Parts  I  and  II.  The  persons  so 
nominated  shall  be  chosen  from  among  those  of  the  Moderators  and 
Exammers  who  are  not  members  of  the  Board  at  the  time  of  the  nomina- 
tion, so  far  as  this  choice  can  conveniently  be  made :  provided  however 
that  a  Moderator  or  Examiner  who  is  a  memljer  of  the  Board  and  will 
vacate  his  place  on  the  Board  at  the  end  of  the  said  Michaelmas  Term 
shall  be  eligible  for  nomination.  They  shall  become  members  of  the 
Board  from  the  first  day  of  January  following  their  appointment  and  shall 
contiiuie  to  be  members  for  three  years.

(5)  Six  members 
appointed  in  a  similar  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  of  appoint- 
ment and  tenure  as  in  (4),  except  that  the  nomination  shall  be  made  by  a 
body  composed  of  all  per.sons  giving  lectures  proposed  by  the  Special 
Board  for  Mathematics  and  all  College  Lecturers  in  subjects  of  Mathe- 
matical Honour  Examinations.  The  nominations  shall  be  made  at  a 
meeting  of  this  body  to  be  .summoned  annually  l>y  the  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Board,  who  shall  be  an  ey  ojficio  member  of  this  body  and  shall  act 
as  its  Chau-man.  The  Colleges  shall  be  asked  to  furnish  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  with  a  list  of  College  Lecturers  qualified  to  act  as  Electors.  In 
case  of  doubt  as  regards  the  qualification  of  any  person  whose  name  is  sent 
in  by  a  College  the  Special  Board  shall  decide  whether  he  is  qualified  to 
take  part  in  the  nomination.  No  person  shall  be  elected  under  this  clause 
for  two  continuous  terms  of  oflSce.  (6)  Thi-ee  members,  of  whom  one  shall 
be  appointed  each  year,  under  the  same  conditions  of  tenure  as  in  (4),  by 
Grace  of  the  Senate,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  Mathe- 
matics and  chosen  by  the  Special  Board  from  among  the  Examiners  for  the 
Mechanical  Sciences  Tripos  in  the  following  year.  (7)  Three  members  of 
the  Senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  each  year,  under  the  same 
conditions  of  tenure  as  in  (4),  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  and  on  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Council  of  the  Senate.  [The  Lucasian,  Plumian,  Lowndean, 
and  Sadleirian  Professors  are  also  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board.] 

8.  The  Special  Bo.\rd  for  Physics  and  Chemistry 

(1)  The  Woodwardian  Professor  of  Geology.  (2)  The  Examiners  in 
Physics,  in  Chemistry,  and  in  Mineralogy;  and  the  Examiners  in 
Elementaiy  Physics,  Elementar}-  Chemistry,  and  the  Mechanical  Sciences 
Tripos,  nominated  by  this  Board.  Such  Examiners  to  become  members  of 
the  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  succeeding  their  ajipointment,  and 
to  hold  office  for  twelve  months.  (3)  Three  members  of  the  Senate  elected 
by  Grace  to  serve  for  three  years.  [The  Chemistry,  Jacksonian, 
Mineralogy,  Cavendish,  Mechanism,  and  Astrophysics  Professors,  the 
Drapers  Professor  of  Agriculture,  and  the  Reader  in  Metallurgy  are  also 
ex  officio  members  of  the  Board.] 

9.  The  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology 

(1)  The  Professor  of  Anatomy.  (2)  The  Examiners  in  Geology,  in 
Botanv,  in  Zoology ;  and  the  Examiners  in  Physiology,  in  Human  Anatomy, 
and  in  Elementary  Biology,  nominated  by  this  Board.  Such  Examiners 
to  become  members  of  the  Board  at  the  beginnuig  of  the  term  succeeding 
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tlieir  appointment,  aud  to  hold  office  for  twelve  months.  {'6)  Three 
members  of  the  Semite  elected  by  (Irace  to  serve  for  three  years. 
[The  Botany,  Woodwardian,  Zoology,  Physiology,  Quick,  and  Agricultural 
Botany  Professors;  the  Arthur  Balfour  Professor  of  Genetics;  the  Drapers 
Professor  of  Agriculture ;  and  the  Headers  in  Botany,  Zoology,  Chemical 
Physiology,  and  Forestry  are  also  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board.] 

10.    The  Special  Boakd  for  History  and  Archaeology 

(1)  Two  Examiners  for  the  First  Part  of  the  Historical  Tripos  of  the 
current  academical  year,  appointed  l)y  the  Examuiers  for  the  First  Part  of 
the  Historical  Tripos  of  that  year,  to  serve  for  two  years,  entering  upon 
office  on  the  first  day  of  the  Lent  Term  following  their  appointnient  as 
Ilxamiiiers ;  and  two  Exanuners  for  the  Second  Part  of  the  Historical 
Tripos  of  the  current  academical  year,  appointed  by  the  Examiners  for  the 
Second  Part  of  the  Historical  Tripos  of  that  year,  to  serve  for  two  years, 
entering  upon  office  on  the  iu-st  day  of  the  Lent  Term  following  their 
appointment  as  Examiners.  (2)  Two  Lecturers  whose  lectm-es  were  pro- 
posed by  tlie  Board  for  the  current  academical  year,  elected  by  Grace  in 
the  Easter  Term,  one  in  each  year,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Lecturers 
attending  the  Conference  of  Lectm-ers  in  tlie  Easter  Term.  Such  Lecturers 
shall  serve  for  two  years,  entering  upon  office  on  the  first  day  of  the  follow- 
ing Michaelmas  Term.  (3)  Fom-  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace 
to  serve  for  four  years.  [The  Regius  Professor  of  Modern  History ;  the 
Disney,  Slade,  and  Dixie  Professors;  the  Professor  of  Ancient  History; 
aud  the  Eeaders  in  Ethnology  and  Modem  History  are  also  ex  officio 
members  of  the  Board.] 

11.  The  Special  Board  for  Moral  Science. 

(1)  The  Examhiers  for  the  cun-ent  and  last  preceding  year.  (2)  Four 
members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for  four  years.  [The 
Knightbridge  Professor  and  the  Professor  of  Mental  Philosophy  aud  Logic 
are  also  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board.] 

12.  The  Special  Bo.ard  for  Music 

(1)  The  Examiners  for  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  and  Master  of  Music. 
Such  Examiners  to  become  members  of  the  Board  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term  succeeding  their  appointment  as  Examiners  and  to  hold  office  for 
twelve  months.  (2)  Four  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace  to  serve 
for  four  years.  [The  Professor  of  Music  is  also  an  er  ofiicio  member  of 
the  Board.] 

13.  The  Special  Board  for  Economics  and  Politics 

(1)  The  Knightbridge  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy.  (2)  The 
Regius  Professor  of  Modern  History.  (3)  The  Downing  Professor  of  the 
Laws  of  England.  (4)  The  Professor  of  PoHtical  Economy.  (5)  The 
Whewell  Professor  of  International  Law.  (6)  The  Examiners  for  the 
current  and  the  last  precedmg  year.  (7)  Five  members  of  the  Senate  to 
be  elected  by  Grace  to  serve  for  five  years. 

IV.  (1)  Except  when  it  is  otherwise  expressly  provided.  Examiners 
who  are  by  the  above  Regulations  appouited  to  become  meml)ers  of  Boards 
of  Studies  shall  become  members  of  the  Board  as  soon  as  they  are 
appointed  Examiners,  and  shall  cease  to  be  members  of  the  Board  when  the 
Examiners  for  the  next  year  but  one  succeeding  are  appointed. 

(2)  One  of  the  members  elected  by  Grace  to  serve  on  each  Board  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  III  shall  retire  by  rotation  on  the  31st 
day  of  December  in  each  year,  and  his  place  shall  lie  supplied  by  election 
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at  a  Congi'egation  before  the  end  of  full  Term  iu  the  preceding  Michaelmas 
Term;  exce^jt  in  the  case  of  the  Board  of  Indian  Civil  Service  Studies, 
two  members  of  which  shall  retire  on  the  31st  day  of  December  in 
each  year. 

(3)  Any  vacancy  arising  from  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  member 
of  a  Board  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  III  shall  be  filled 
up  by  the  election  of  a  member  of  the  Senate,  to  hold  office  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  person  whose  death  or  resignation 
causes  the  vacancy. 

VI.  Each  Board  shall  elect  amiually,  or  at  such  longer  interval  as  the 
Board  shall  determine,  one  of  its  members  to  act  as  Chairman  and  one  of 
its  members  to  act  as  Secretary. 

VII.  Each  Board  shall  determine  what  number  of  members,  being  iu 
no  case  less  than  four,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Indian  Civil  Service  Board 

Tlie  Board  of  Indian  Civil  Service  Studies  is  also  a  Special 
Board,  but  it  is  somewhat  differently  constituted. 

By  Grace  of  May  10,  1883,  a  Board  of  Indian  Civil  Service  Studies 
was  constituted,  to  consist  of  eight  iiersons,  of  whom  two  should  retire 
each  year  but  be  re-eligible.  By  Grace  of  March  11,  1897,  the  Board  was 
constituted  a  Special  Boaixl  of  Studies,  consisting  of  the  Sir  Thomas 
Adams  Professor  of  Arabic,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Modern  History,  the 
Professor  of  Sanskrit,  and  eight  members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  Grace 
to  serve  for  four  years,  two  retiring  in  rotation  every  year.  The  principal 
function  of  the  Board  is  to  iirovide  from  time  to  time,  for  Indian  Civil 
Service  Students  resident  at  Cambridge,  such  assistance  in  preparing  for 
their  periodical  examinations,  and  also  such  special  supervision,  as  they 
may  think  necessary,  applying  for  that  piu'pose  such  funds  as  maj'  be 
assigned  to  them  from  time  to  time  by  the  Senate.     By  Grace  of  Nov.  21, 

1889,  the  Board  was  further  authorised  to  correspond  on  behaK  of  the 
University  with  the  Government  and  other  bodies  on  aU  matters  connected 
with  the  interests  of  Cambridge  students  proposing  to  become  candidates 
for  first  selection  for  the  Indian  Civil  Service ;  and  by  Grace  of  Nov.  20, 

1890,  it  has  been  made  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  rejiort  annually  the 
results,  as  regards  Cambridge  candidates,  of  the  examination  for  first 
selection,  and  any  changes  in  the  Piegtilations,  and  to  append  such  remarks 
and  suggestions  as  they  may  think  useful. 

The  Board  are  also  authorised,  with  the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
to  appoint  University  Teachers  (see  p.  73). 

The  Board  are  also  authorised,  by  Grace  of  March  16, 1893  (1)  to  arrange 
for  or  recognise  lectures  or  other  instruction  in  any  of  the  subjects  of 
the  Indian  Civil  Service  Open  Competition;  and  in  accordance  with  this 
Grace  they  publish  at  the  begmniug  of  each  term  a  list  of  lectures  to  be 
delivered  on  some  of  the  subjects  not  included  in  the  Usts  published  by 
the  Special  Boards  of  Studies:  and  (2)  by  Grace  6  of  February  27,  1902, 
to  use  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Board  in  regard 
to  the  Indian  Civil  Service  Open  Competition  such  portion  of  the  funds 
assigned  to  them  by  the  Senate  as  may  from  time  to  time  not  be 
required  for  the  instruction  and  supervision  of  the  Selected  Candidates. 

Information  respecting  the  arrangements  made  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Board  may  be  obtained  from  tlie  Secretary,  H.  A.  Roberts,  M.A., 
University  Offices,  St  Andrew's  Street,  Cambridge. 
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All  Association  of  Colleges  has  been  formed  to  provide  supplementary 
lectures  in  the  subjects  of  the  examination  for  the  open  competition. 
G.  P.  Moriarty,  M.A.,  1,  Mill  Lane,  has  been  appointed  Director  of  Studies, 
and  will  advise  candidates  with  reference  to  their  work  for  the  Open  Com- 
petition. 

*^(.*  -A^  fuller  account  of  the  arrangements  for  the  supervision 
of  Indian  Civil  Service  Students  and  of  the  subjects  of  examin- 
ation will  be  found  in  Chai)ter  xix  of  the  Student's  Handbook. 

r)K(iREE  Committees 

For  the  purpose  of  considering  applications  from  Research 
Students  and  applications  for  the  Degree  of  Doctor  in  Science  or 
Doctor  in  Letters  each  Special  Board  of  Studies  has  a  Degree 
Committee.  For  the  constitution  of  these  Committees  see  p.  206 
above. 

For  these  purposes  the  Board  of  Anthropological  Studies  has 
the  same  powers  as  the  Degree  Committee  of  a  Special  lioard. 
For  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  applications  from  Research 
Students  only,  the  Board  of  Architectural  Studies  has  the  same 
powers  as  the  Degree  Committee  of  a  Special  Board.  For  the 
purpose  of  dealing  with  the  applications  of  Research  Students 
only,  the  Degree  Committee  of  tlie  Board  of  Agricultural  Studies 
lias  the  same  powers  as  the  Degree  Committee  of  a  Special 
Board  :  this  Committee  consists  of  the  Professors,  Readers,  and 
Lecturers  who  are  e.r  officio  members  of  the  Board,  and  the 
members  of  the  Senate  elected  to  serve  on  the  Board  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate. 

For  certain  purposes  connected  with  Degrees  in  Medicine  the 
Special  Board  for  Medicine  has  an  M.D.  Degree  Committee  :  this 
consists  of  the  Regius  Professor  of  Physic  and  his  Assessor,  the 
Professor  of  Pathology,  and  three  members  of  the  Special  Board 
for  Medicine  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  (three  to  form  a 
quoruuj). 

OTHER  BOARDS  OF  STUDIES 

Agricultural  Studies 

The  following  Regulations  relate  to  the  Board  of  Agricultural 
Studies  and  the  Agricultural  Education  Fund  : 

I.  The  Board  of  Agricultural  Studies  shall  consist  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  the  Drapers  Professor  of  Agriculture,  the  Professors  of 
Agiicultural  Botany,  Botany,  Chemistry,  Geology,  Physiology,  and 
Pathology,  the  Readers  in  Forestry  and  Chemical  Physiology,  the  Gilbey 
Lecturer  in  the  History  and  Economics  of  Agiiculture,  and  the  Director 
of  Lidian  Forest  Studies  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Lidia; 
the  University  Lecturers  in  Agricultural  Physiology,  Agriculture,  and 
Statistics;  three  members  of  the  Senate  appointed  by  Grace  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate;  and  such  other  persons  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  Grace  under  the  Regulation 
next  following. 
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n.  Each  County  or  Borough  Council  on  the  List  published  by  the 
Board  as  hereinafter  provided  shall  be  empowered  to  nominate  amiually 
to  the  Senate  one  person  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  for  one  year ;  and 
the  Board  shall  be  empowered  to  nominate  annually  to  the  Senate  two 
persons  to  be  additional  members  of  the  Board  for  one  year. 

in.  Of  the  members  nominated  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate,  ... 
each  shall  be  appointed  for  three  years.  Such  members  shall  cease  to 
hold  office  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  and  their  places  shall  be 
supplied  by  persons  appointed  at  a  Congi-egation  before  the  end  of  full 
term  in  the  preceding  Michaelmas  Tenn,  the  retiring  members  being 
eligible  for  re-appointment. 

IV.  The  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Deputy  and  foiu-  other  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 

V.  The  duties  of  the  Board  shall  include  the  following : 

(1)  To  provide  for  the  instruction  and  supervision  of  students  of 
Agricultural  Science  resident  in  Cambridge,  whether  members  of  the 
University  or  not,  by  arrangement  with  the  Professors  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  other  teachers; 

(2)  To  correspond  with  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  with  contributing 
and  other  County  and  Borough  Councils,  and  with  other  bodies  and 
persons,  on  matters  relating  to  the  instruction  and  supervision  of  such 
students,  and  to  take  steps  for  making  known  the  opportunities 
offered  at  Cambridge  for  the  study  of  subjects  bearing  on  Agi-iculture ; 

(3)  To  administer  the  Agi-icultural  Education  Fund,  and  to  prepare 
and  keep  the  accounts  thereof  in  such  form  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Financial  Board,  the  accounts  of  the  Fund  being  annually  audited  in 
such  manner  as  the  Financial  Board  may  direct  and  published  with 
the  University  Accounts; 

(4)  To  take  over  and  perform  the  functions  formerly  assigned  to 
the  Agricultural  Science  Syndicate,  including  the  management  of  the 
Examinations  in  the  Science  and  Practice  of  Agriculture,  and  to  under- 
take the  conduct  and  superintendence  of  agricultural  experiments  and 
inspections  on  behalf  of  County  or  Borough  Councils  or  of  other  bodies 
or  persons ; 

(5)  To  report  from  time  to  time,  and  at  least  once  a  year,  to  the  Senate; 

(6)  To  prepare  and  publish  annually  to  the  Senate  a  List  of  the 
County  and  Borough  Councils  which  have  arranged  with  the  Board  to 
contribute  annual  grants  to  the  Agi-icultural  Education  Fund; 

(7)  To  perform  such  other  functions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
assigned  to  the  Board  by  the  University. 

VI.  The  Agricultural  Education  Fund  shall  receive  the  following : 

(1)  Annual  andother  gi-ants  contributed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture ; 

(2)  Amiual  and  other  grants  contributed  by  Comity  and  Borough 
Comicils  and  other  bodies ; 

(3)  Donations  made  to  the  University  for  the  promotion  of  Agri- 
cultural Science  and  Education ; 

(4)  Fees  of  students  receiving  instruction  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board,  and  payments  for  such  other  services  as  the  Board 
is  empowered  to  jierform. 

The  payments  to  be  made  from  the  Fund  shall  include  the  following  : 

(1)  The  stipend  of  the  Drapers  Professor  of  Agriculture; 

(2)  Stipends  and  other  payments  to  persons  employed  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Board  in  instructing  and  supervising  students,  or  in  super- 
intending experiments  and  inspections; 
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(3)  Payments  in  respect  of  laboratory  and  other  accommodation  for 
leacliing,  and  expenses  of  inspections  and  experiments  conducted 
under  tJie  authority  of  the  Board ; 

(4)  Expenses  of  administration,  inchiding  the  salary  of  a  Secretary 
if  required. 

(5)  Such  payments  in  respect  of  the  School  of  Agriculture  as  are 
charged  on  the  Departmental  Funds  in  the  case  of  other  Scientific 
Departments.

The  Board  of  Anthropological  Studies  is  established  under  the 
following  Regulations : 

1.  That  a  Board  of  Anthropological  Studies  be  established. 

2.  That  the  studies  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  shall  comprise 
Prehistoric  and  Historic  Anthropology  and  Ethnology  (including  Sociology 
and  Comparative  Religion),  Physical  Antliropology,  and  Psychological 
Anthropology. 

3.  That  the  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  Disney  Professor  of 
Archaeology,  the  Reader  in  Ethnology,  the  University  Lecturer  in  Physical 
Anthropology,  the  University  Lecturer  in  the  Physiology  of  the  Senses, 
and  the  University  Lecturer  in  Experimental  Psychology;  and  four  other 
members  of  the  Senate  elected  by  the  Senate  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Council  of  the  Senate,  each  of  whom  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  four  years. 

4.  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  the 
Chainnan  of  a  Special  Board  of  Studies. 

.5.  That  the  Board  shall  have  the  s.ime  powers  as  the  Degree  Com- 
mittee of  a  Special  Board. 

Architkctural  Studies 

The  Board  of  Architectural  Studies  is  established  under  the 
following  Regulations : 

1.  That  a  Board  of  Architectural  Studies  be  established  in  the 
University. 

2.  That  the  Board  consist  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Disney  Professor 
of  Archaeology,  the  Slade  Professor  of  Fine  Art,  the  Professor  of  Mechanism 
and  Applied  Mechanics,  the  Reader  in  Classical  Ai'chaeology,  four  members 
of  the  Senate  elected  by  the  Senate  on  the  nomination  of  the  Council  of 
the  Senate  each  of  whom  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  four  years,  together 
with  two  persons  appointed  under  the  next  following  Regulation. 

3.  The  Board  shall  be  empowered  to  nominate  to  the  Senate  before  the 
end  of  the  Lent  Term  in  each  year  two  persons  to  be  additional 
members  of  the  Board  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next 
following. 

4.  The  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Deputy  and  three  other  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  organise  the  teaching  of 
Architectural  Subjects  in  the  University,  to  draw  up  Lecture  Lists  for 
inclusion  in  the  Lists  of  Lectures  published  annually  by  the  General 
Board  of  Studies,  and  to  admit  students  to  Courses  of  Research  in 
Architecture. 
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6.  As  regards  the  Regtilations  relating  to  Research  Stadents  the  Board 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties  as  the  Degree  Committee  of  a 
Sjjecial  Board. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  administer  the  Architectural 
Education  Fund,  and  to  prepare  and  keep  the  accounts  thereof  in  such 
foi-m  as  may  be  approved  bj-  the  Financial  Board,  the  accounts  of  the 
Fund  being  amuially  audited  in  such  manner  as  the  Financial  Board  may 
direct,  and  puhlished  with  the  University  Accounts. 

The  Architectural  Education  Fund  shall  receive 

(a)     The  annual  net  income  arising  from  the  Waldstein  Benefaction. 

(6)  Grants  and  donations  made  to  the  University  for  the  promotion 
of  Architectural  study  and  research. 

(c)  The  fees  of  students  attending  cour-ses  of  lectures  and  practical 
ulstruction  provided  by  the  Board,  and  payments  for  such  other  services 
as  the  Board  is  empowered  to  perfonu. 

The  payments  from  the  Fund  shall  include  the  following : 

(a)  Stipends  and  other  payments  to  teachers  employed  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Board  for  the  instruction  and  suiiervision  of  students  of 
Architecture. 

(h)  Payment  in  respect  of  appliances  and  accommodation  for 
teaching  and  for  expenses  of  administration. 

Foreign  Service  Students  Committee 

The  Foreign  Service  Students  Coinmittee  is  established  under 
tiie  following  Regulations  : 

1.  That  there  be  constituted  a  Foreign  Service  Students  Coimnittee. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  Director  of  a  School  of  Living  Oriental  Languages, 
appointed  by  the  Foreign  Service  Students  Committee  with  the  consent  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor.  The  Director  sliall  perform  such  duties  and  receive 
such  stijiend,  out  of  the  ftmds  at  tlif  disposal  of  the  Committee,  as  the 
Committee  may  determine.  He  shall  hold  office  for  live  years  and  shall 
be  eligible  for  reappointment  in  the  same  manner. 

3.  The  Foreign  Service  Students  Committee  shall  consist  ot  the 
Director  of  the  School  of  Living  Oriental  Languages,  together  with  two 
members  appointed  by  the  Senate  on  the  nomination  of  the  Council  of 
the  Senate,  three  appointed  by  the  Senate  on  the  nomination  of  the  Special 
Board  for  Oriental  Studies,  and  a  member  of  the  Appointments  Board 
appointed  by  the  Senate  on  the  nomination  of  that  Board.  The  api^oiut- 
ment  shall  be  in  each  case  for  three  years.  Of  the  members  appointed  by 
the  Senate  two  shall  retire  in  each  year.  A  retiring  member  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-appointment. 

Notice  of  the  agenda  of  each  meeting  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  who  may,  whenever  he  thinks  it  desirable, 
nominate  a  delegate  to  take  part  in  the  deliberations.  Such  delegate 
shall,  on  each  occasion  for  which  he  is  apjioiuted,  have  the  same  powers  as 
a  member  of  the  Committee. 

4.  The  duties  of  the  Committee  shall  be 

(a)  to  make  arrangements  for  the  instruction  and  general  super- 
vision (i)  of  the  Student  luteiin-eters  sent  from  time  to  time  to  the 
University  by  the  Foreign  Office,  (ii)  of  selected  candidates  for  the 
Egyjitian  and  Sudan  Civil  Service,  and  (iii)  of  any  similar  class  of 
students,  assigned  to  them  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  and  not  under  the 
sui^ervision  of  the  Special  Board  of  Indian  Civil  Service  Studies : 
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(h)  to  administer  the  fund  sujiplied  by  the  Foreign  Office  for  the 
instruction  of  Student  Interpreters,  and  any  other  funds  suppUed  by 
other  bodies  for  a  similar  purpose,  with  the  exception  of  the  annual 
subvention  of  .£.')00  made  by  the  (loverunient  of  India : 

(c)  to  report  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  publication  to  the  Senate 
at  least  once  a  year : 

(d)  to  promote  in  the  University  the  study  of  Living  Oriental 
Languages : 

(e)  to  perfonn  such  other  functions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
assigned  to  them  by  the  Senate. 

5.  The  Committee  shall  arrange  for  such  lectures  as  may  be  required 
for  the  students  luider  their  charge,  and  shall,  before  the  beginning  of  each 
term,  publish  a  list  of  the  lectures  for  which  they  have  arranged. 

6.  There  shall  be  teachers  of  Living  Oriental  Languages,  appointed  by 
the  Committee  on  the  reconnnendation  of  the  Director  on  such  conditions 
as  the  Committee  shall  approve.  They  shall  perform  such  duties  and 
receive  such  stipend,  mit  of  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee,  as 
the  Committee  shall  determine. 

7.  The  teachers  so  appointed  shall,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  each  case,  bear 
the  title  of  University  Teacher,  and  shall  have  the  same  privileges  as  the 
University  Teachers  appointed  by  the  Special  Board  for  Indian  Civil 
Sei-xice  Studies. 

Forestry  Committke 

The  Forestry  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Agricultural  Studies 
is  established  under  the  following  Regulations  : 

1.  That  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Agricultural  Studies  be  appointed, 
to  be  called  the  Forestry  Committee,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  manage  the 
Examinations  in  Forestry  and  to  direct  the  instruction  and  training  of 
candidates  for  the  Diploma. 

2.  That  the  Forestry  Committee  consist  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the 
Professors  of  Agriculture,  Botany,  Chemistry,  Geology,  and  Agiicultural 
Botany ;  the  Reader  in  Forestry ;  the  Director  of  Indian  Forest  Studies 
appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India ;  and  three  other  members  of 
the  Board  of  Agricultural  Studies  api)ouited  annually  by  the  Board  to  serve 
for  one  year,  ending  in  each  case  on  December  31. 

3.  That  the  Committee  be  authorised  to  co-opt  annually,  if  they  think 
fit,  four  other  persons  to  be  members  of  the  Committee  for  one  year, 
ending  in  each  case  on  December  31. 

4.  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Deputy,  and  four  other  members, 
constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Committee. 

5.  That  the  Committee  be  required  to  submit  to  the  Senate  for 
approval  a  general  scheme  of  study  and  examinations  for  candidates  for 
the  Diploma. 

6.  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee 

(a)  to  approve  the  preliminary  examinations  or  parts  of  examinations 
which  must  be  passed  by  candidates  for  the  Diploma  ; 

(b)  to  approve  the  courses  of  instruction  in  Practical  Forestry  which 
must  be  attended  by  candidates  for  the  Dii)loma  ; 

(c)  to  define  the  evidence  of  proficiency  in  Practical  Forestry  which 
must  be  presented  by  candidates  for  the  Diploma ; 
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(d)     to  publish  from  time  to  time  schedules  defiuing  the  rauge  and 
details  of  the  subjects  included  in  the  Examination  for  the  Diploma. 

7.  That  the  Committee  have  power  to  submit,  for  the  approval  of  the 
Senate,  regulations  for  the  admission  of  students  in  Forestry  to  such 
examinations  or  parts  of  examinations  held  by  the  University  as  may  be 
included  among  the  approved  preliminary  examinations. 

8.  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  lix  the  times  of  the  Examin- 
ations for  the  Diploma,  to  nominate  the  Examiners  for  election  by  the 
Senate,  to  fix  the  stipends  of  the  Examiners  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  by 
candidates,  and  generally  to  determine  all  other  matters  connected  with 
the  conduct  of  the  Exammations. 

9.  That  the  Committee  have  power  to  make  provision,  by  arrangement 
with  the  Professors  and  other  teachers  of  the  University  or  otherwise,  for 
the  instruction  and  supervision  of  students  in  Forestry. 

10.  That  the  Committee  have  power  to  receive  on  behalf  of  the 
University  gi-ants  or  donations  for  the  promotion  of  study  or  research  in 
Forestry,  payments  made  by  students  for  instruction  and  supervision,  and 
fees  paid  by  candidates  for  the  Diploma  Examination  ;  and  to  pay  from 
the  funds  in  their  hands  the  stipends  of  Examiners  and  other  necessary 
expenses  incurred  by  the  Committee. 

11.  That  the  Committee  prepare  and  keep  a  separate  account,  to  be  , 
called  the  Forestry  Account,  of  their  receipts  and  expenditure,  in  such  form 

as  may  be  approved  by  the  Fmancial  Board;  and  that  the  Forestry 
Account  be  ammally  audited  and  published  with  the  Accounts  of  the  Board  ! 

of  Agricultural  Studies. 

12.  That  the  Committee  present  annually  to  the  Board  of  Agricultural 
Studies  a  Report,  to  be  published  to  the  Senate  with  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board. 

Geograi>hic.\l  Studies  n? 

The  Board  of  Geographical  Studies  is  established  under  the 
following  Regulations  : 

1.  The   Board  of    Geographical    Studies   shall   consist    of    the   Vice-  j 
Chancellor,  the  Reader  in  Ethnology,  four  members  of  the  Senate  appointed               ] 
by  Grace  on  the  nomination  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate,  one  appointed 
similarly  on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  Mathematics,  one 

on  the  nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology,  one  on 
the  nommation  of  the  Special  Board  for  History  and  Archaeology,  and  one 
on  the  nomination  of  the  Sjiecial  Board  for  Economics  and  Politics ;  and 
such  other  persons  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  Grace 
under  Regulation  2  below. 

A  member  of  the  Senate  nominated  by  a  Special  Board  shall  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment  be  a  member  of  the  nominating  Board,  but  he 
shall  not  ij)so  facto  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Geographical 
Studies  by  reason  of  his  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  the  Special  Board. 

After  the  year  1908  each  appointment  shall  be  for  a  period  of  four  years 
from  the  first  day  of  Januai-y  following  the  date  of  the  appointment.  The 
place  of  a  member  retiring  on  31  December  in  any  year  shall  be  supplied 
by  a  person  appointed  at  a  Congregation  before  the  end  of  full  term  in  the 
preceding  Michaelmas  term.  Retiring  members  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
appointment. 

2.  The  Council  of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society  shall  be  empowered 
to  nominate  annually  to  the  Senate  two  persons  to  be  members  of  the 
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Edard  for  one  year;  and  the  Board  shall  be  empowered  to  nominate 
annually  to  the  Senate  two  persons  to  be  additional  menil)ers  of  the  Board 
for  one  year. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Deputy  and  three  other  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  (luorum  of  the  Board. 

2*.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  oceuning  in  any  year  by  the  death  or 
resignation  of  a  member  of  the  Board,  a  new  member  shall  be  appointed 
by  (irace  of  the  Senate  to  fill  the  vacant  place  on  the  nomination  of  the 
body  by  whom  the  person  whose  place  he  is  to  take  was  nominated,  and 
he  shall  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  for  the  remainder  of  the 
period  of  office  for  which  such  person  was  appointed. 

3.  The  duties  of  the  Board  shall  uiclude  the  following: 

(rt)  To  promote  geographical  study  and  research  within  tlie  Univer- 
sity, and  to  provide  and  arrange  for  courses  of  leetm-es  and  of  practical 
instruction  in  the  several  branches  of  geographical  science,  to  be  given  in 
Cambridge  by  the  University  Lecturers  in  Geogi-aphy  and  by  other  teachers 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board ; 

(h)  To  correspond  with  the  Royal  Geographical  Society  and  with 
other  bodies  and  persons  on  matters  relatmg  to  the  promotion  of  geo- 
graphical study  and  research,  and  to  take  steps  for  making  known  the 
opportunities  p'ronded  at  Cambridge  for  students  of  Geogi-aphy ; 

(t)  To  administer  the  Geogi-aphical  Education  Fund,  and  to  prepare 
and  keep  the  accounts  thereof  in  such  form  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Financial  Board,  the  accounts  of  the  Fund  being  annually  audited  in  such 
manner  as  the  Financial  Board  may  direct  and  published  with  the  Univer- 
sity Accounts ; 

(d)  To  draw  up  and  publish  from  tune  to  time  schedules  defining 
the  range  of  the  Special  Examination  in  Geography  for  the  Ordinary  B.A. 
Degi-ee,  and  the  Examinations  for  the  Diploma  in  Geography;  to  nominate 
in  the  Lent  Term  the  Examiners  for  the  Special  Examination  in  Geography 
and  for  the  Diploma  in  Geography ;  and  before  the  end  of  the  Easter 
Term  to  publish  a  notice  declaring  what  special  subjects  have  been 
selected  for  the  examinations  in  the  civil  year  next  but  one  following. 

(e)  To  report  from  time  to  time,  and  at  least  once  a  year,  to  the 
Senate ; 

(/)  To  perfoi-m  such  other  functions  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
assigned  to  the  Board  by  tlie  University. 

4.  The  Geogi-aphical  Education  Fund  shall  receive  the  following  : 

(a)  The  aimual  gi-ant  of  £'200  from  the  University  Chest ; 

(b)  The  annual  grant  of  £200  from  the  Council  of  the  Royal 
Geographical  Society; 

(c)  Grants  and  donations  made  to  the  University  for  the  promotion 
of  geographical  study  and  research  ; 

(d)  The  fees  of  students  attending  courses  of  lectiu-es  and  practical 
instruction  provided  by  the  Board  and  payments  for  such  other  services 
as  the  Board  is  empowered  to  perform. 

The  payments  to  be  made  from  the  Fund  shall  include  the  following : 

(a)  Tlie  stipends  of  the  University  Lecturers  in  Geography ; 

(b)  Stipends  and  other  payments  to  teachers  employed  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Board  for  the  instruction  and  supervision  of  students  of 
Geography ; 

(c)  Payments  in  respect  of  laboratory  and  other  accommodation 
and  appliances  for  teaching. 

{d)    Expenses  of  administration. 
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Military  Studies^ 

By  Grace  of  March  5,  1904,  a  Board  of  Military  Studies  was 
appointed ;  and  its  composition  and  competence  were  extended 
by  Grace  of  June  6,  1907. 

The  Board  consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  six  members  of  the  Senate 
elected  by  Grace,  one  or  more  mihtary  members  appointed  by  the  Army 
Council,  the  Commandmg  Officer,  the  Second-in-Command,  and  the  Ad- 
jutant, for  the  time  being,  of  the  University  Contingent  of  the  OiBcers 
Ti'aiuing  Corps,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
appointed  by  Grace.  The  Board  is  empowered  to  nominate  annually  to 
the  Senate  "three  persons,  not  necessarily  members  of  the  Senate,  to  be 
additional  members  of  the  Board  for  one  year. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  include  the  following : 

(1)  To  arrange  for  the  registration,  supervision  and  instruction  of 
members  of  the  University  who  wish  to  be  candidates  for  Commissions  in 
the  Eegular  Forces ; 

(•2)  To  provide  for  the  nommation  to  Commissions  of  candidates 
who  have  satisfied  the  conditions  of  the  War  Office ; 

(3)  To  arrange  for  the  registration,  supervision,  and  instruction  of 
members  of  the  University  who  wish  to  be  candidates  for  Commissions 
as  supplementary  officers  in  the  Regular  Ai-my  or  for  Commissions  in  the 
Auxiliary  Forces. 

(4)  To  recognise  such  teachers  as  they  deem  desirable  m  the 
interests  of  Military  Education; 

(5)  To  correspond  from  time  to  time  with  the  Military  Authorities 
and  with  the  Authorities  of  other  Universities  on  matters  connected  with 
military  studies. 

(6)  To  administer  any  fund  that  may  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Board  by  the  War  Office  or  from  other  sources,  the  accounts  of 
any  such  fund  being  annually  audited  in  such  manner  as  the  Financial 
Board  may  direct. 

(7)  To  impose  fees  in  respect  of  (a)  the  registration  of  candidates 
for  Commissions  in  the  Eegular  Ai-my,  (b)  the  supervision  and  instruction 
of  students  in  Military  Subjects. 

*^*  A  fuller  account  of  the  arrangements  for  Military  Training 
at  the  University  has  hitherto  been  given  in  Chapter  xx  of  the 
Student's  Handbook  ;  but  as  these  are  suspended  during  the  War 
this  is  omitted  in  the  current  issue. 

1  In  consequence  of  the  War  the  functions  of  this  Board  have  greatly  changed  in  character :  see  the 
Report  on  pp.  :J7S— 89  below. 
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CONGREGATIONS  AND  GRACES 

The  University  has  power  to  prescribe  from  time  to  time 
by  Grace  the  form  and  manner  of  holding  a  Congregation,  the 
conditions  under  which  Graces  having  received  the  sanction  of 
the  Council  may  be  offered  to  the  Senate,  the  mode  of  taking 
votes  and  recording  the  results,  and  generally  to  regulate  its  own 
proceedings. 

There  must  be  a  meeting  of  the  Senate  for  the  discussion  of 
proposed  Graces,  or  of  Reports  made  by  the  Council  of  the 
Senate,  Boards  of  Study,  or  Syndicates,  or  of  any  other  question 
strictly  academical,  whenever  the  Chancellor  or  the  Council  of  the 
Senate  think  fit,  but  no  vote  may  be  taken  at  the  time  of  the 
discussion.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  consider  any 
proposals  or  amendments  pertinent  to  the  subject  discussed 
which  may  be  offered  at  the  time  of  the  discussion  by  any  member 
of  the  Senate. 

The  following  Ordinances  regulating  the  procedure  at  Congre- 
gations are  at  present  in  force : — 

Congregations 

1.  Congregations  shall  be  held  in  the  Senate-House  at  such  times 
as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Chancellor  or  the  Vice-Chancellor  by  means 
of  a  pubUc  notice  duly  signed  with  the  name  of  the  Chancellor  or  the  Vice- 
ChanceUor,  and  affixed  to  the  board  in  front  of  the  University  Library, 
copies  of  such  notice  having  been  hkewise  circulated  in  the  University. 

2.  The  presence  of  the  Chancellor,  or  in  his  absence  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  or  his  Deputy,  that  of  the  two  Proctors,  or  in  the  absence  of 
either  or  both  of  the  Proctors,  of  his  or  their  Deputy  or  Deputies,  and 
that  of  the  Registrary  or  his  Deputy,  shall  be  necessary  in  order  to  constitute 
a  Congregation. 

3.  The  two  Pro-Proctors  who  have  been  nominated  according  to  the 
cycle  of  Proctors  by  Colleges  shall  either  in  person  or  by  Deputies  approved 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  attend  all  Congregations  :  the  other  Pro-Proctors 
shaU  attend  all  such  Congregations  as  the  Vice-Chancellor  may  request 
them    to  attend. 
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Graces 

4.  No  Grace  other  than  a  formal  Supplicat  for  a  Degree  shall  be  oSered 
to  the  Senate  except  as  hereinafter  provided  by  Kegulation  6  unless  before 
noon  of  the  day  next  but  one  immediately  preceding  the  day  of  the  Congrega- 
tion at  which  it  is  offered. 

(a)     the  Grace  has  been  previously  published  to  the  Senate  in  the 
Cambridge  University  Reporter  or  in  such  other  way  as  the  Senate  may 
from  time  to  time  direct 
and 

(6)  copies  of  the  Grace  have  been  affixed  to  the  board  in  front  of 
the  University  Library  and  sent  to  the  houses  of  the  several  Heads  of 
Collegesl. 

5.  Notice  of  all  Graces  the  eSect  of  which  would  be  to  make  any  change 
in  the  Book  of  '  Ordinationes,'  and  of  any  other  Grace  of  which  early 
notice  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  desirable,  shall  be  given  as  far  as 
can  conveniently  be  done  in  the  Reporter  ten  days  before  the  day  of  the 
Congregation  at  which  such  Graces  are  to  be  offered. 

6.  If  any  matter  should  arise  upon  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council 
it  is  desirable  that  the  Senate  should  decide  at  once,  the  Grace  relating 
to  such  matter  may  be  offered  to  the  Senate  without  such  previous  notice 
as  is  required  by  Regulation  4  provided 

(1)  That  such  notice  thereof  as  may  be  practicable  be  given  to  the 
Senate   beforehand, 

(2)  That  there  be  at  least  twenty  members  of  the  Senate  present  at 
the  Congregation  when  the  Grace  is  oSered, 

(3)  That  when  a  Grace  is  brought  forward  of  which  notice  has  not 
been  given  beforehand  in  accordance  with  Regulation  4,  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  the  Senate  present  shall  be  formally  and  distinctly  called  to 
the  fact. 

Withdrawal  and  Correction  of  Graces 

7.  A  Grace  of  which  due  notice  has  been  given  may  be  withdrawn 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Council  of  the  Senate,  or,  if  circumstances 
which  had  not  been  anticipated  appear  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  req^uire 
it  and  there  is  no  opportunity  of  referring  the  question  to  the  Council  of 
the  Senate,  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  alone  at  any  time  before  it  has  been 
offered  to  the  Senate  :  provided  that  if  the  Grace  be  withdrawn  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  alone  the  Vice-Chancellor  explain  the  reasons  of  the  with- 
drawal to  the  Council  subsequently,  and  that  whenever  a  Grace  Ls  withdrawn 
the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  present  be  formally  and  distinctly 
called  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  the  withdrawal. 

8.  If  an  obvious  or  immaterial  error  occurs  in  the  published  form  of 
a  Grace,  it  may  be  corrected  at  the  Congregation  by  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
provided  that  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  present  shall 
be  formally  and  distinctly  called  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  any  such  correc- 
tion. 

0/  Voting  at  Congregations 

17.  All  Graces  or  SuppHcats  which  are  offered  to  the  Senate  for  its 
sanction  shall  be  read  audibly  at  the  Congregation  by  the  Senior  Proctor : 
and  any  member  of  the  Senate  who  objects  to  any  Grace  or  Supphcat 

1  Tlie  Council  of  the  Senate  in  1904  adopted  the  following  Standing  Order  in  regard  to  their  procedure 
in^Passing  Supplicats  for  higher  degrees,  and  published  it  for  the  information  of  Praelectors  of  Colleges  : 

"  When  a  candidate  for  a  higher  degree  has  been  approved  for  the  degree  and  when  publication  of  such 
approval  is  required  from  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Council  does  not  pass  the  Supplicat  for  the  degree  until 
at  least  two  dr/s  after  the  Vice-Chancellor  has  publishe<l  the  name  as  approved.  Publication  of  the 
approval  is  made  by  a  notice  either  in  the  UitiversUi/  Reporter,  or  on  the  door  of  the  Senate  House 
or  of  tlie  University  Schools,  or  in  such  other  place,  accessible  to  Members  of  the  Senate,  as  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  thinks  lit." 
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may  signify  his  opposition  by  pronouncing  tlie  words  71071  placet  immediately 
after  such  Grace  or  Supplicat  has  been  read. 

18.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  Senate  h;is  thas  signified  his  opposition, 
the  Senior  Esquire  Bedell  shall  once  or  oftener,  if  necessary,  call  out  in 
an  audible  voice  Ad  scrutinium  :  the  Senate-House  shall  be  completely 
cleared  from  the  West  end  as  far  Eastwards  as  may  be  necessary  of  persons 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Senate  :  and  the  members  of  the  Senate  present 
who  desire  to  vote  shall  take  their  seats,  if  they  are  in  favour  of  the  Grace 
or  Supplicat  just  read,  on  the  South  side  of  the  Senate-House  ;  if  opposed 
to  it,  on  the  North  side. 

19.  If  in  the  opinion  of  both  the  Proctors,  the  result  of  such  a  division 
is  obvious,  the  Senior  Proctor  shall  forthwith  declare  the  result  without 
taking  the  votes  singly  :  but  any  two  members  of  the  Senate  may  in  any 
such  case,  if  they  think  fit,  request  the  Vice-Clianceilor  to  direct  that  the 
votes  be  taken  smgly,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  thereupon  direct  that 
the  votes  be  taken  singly. 

20.  Whenever  the  votes  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  are  taken 
singly  either  in  consequence  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  direction  or  because 
the  Proctors  do  not  regard  the  result  of  the  division  as  obvious,  those 
members  of  the  Senate  who  are  in  favour  of  the  Grace  or  Supplicat  shall 
vote  on  the  South  Side  and  those  who  are  opposed  to  it  on  the  North  Side 
of  the  Senate-House.  The  votes  of  those  who  are  on  the  South  Side  shall 
be  taken  singly  by  the  Senior  Proctor  and  the  Senior  of  the  two  Pro-Proctors 
nominated  by  Colleges  or  their  respective  Deputy  or  Deputies,  and  the 
votes  of  those  who  are  on  the  North  Side  shall  be  taken  singly  at  the  same 
time  by  the  Junior  Proctor  and  the  Junior  of  the  two  Pro-Proctors  nominated 
by  Colleges  or  their  respective  Deputy  or  Deputies. 

Each  member  of  the  Senate  who  votes  shall  vote  by  delivering  to  a 
Proctor  (or  to  a  Pro-Proctor)  a  card  on  which  shall  be  inscribed 
(i)    his  name,  degree,  and  college, 

(ii)     the  word  flacet  or  the  words  non  placet  (as  his  vote  may  be). 
The  voting  cards  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  of  members  of  the  Senate 
seated  on  the  dais  shall  be  collected  by  the  Proctors  and  the  Pro-Proctors 
on  the  respective  sides  of  the  Senate-House. 

In  taking  the  votes  of  members  of  the  Senate  who  are  not  seated  on 
the  dais,  the  Proctor  and  the  Pro-Proctor  on  either  side  of  the  Senate- 
House  shall  stand  together  near  the  dais.  Each  such  member  of  the  Senate 
who  votes  shall  proceed  from  the  East  End  by  the  side  on  which  he  intends 
to  vote  as  far  as  the  Proctor  and  the  Pro-Proctor  on  that  side  ;  shall  deliver 
his  voting  card  to  the  Proctor  (or  to  the  Pro-Proctor) ;  and  shall  then 
return  towards  the  East  end  of  the  Senate-House  by  a  space  down  the 
centre.

When  votes  are  taken,  members  of  the  Senate  on  the  respective 
sides  would  pass,  in  the  direction  of  the  arrows,  between  the  forms  and  the 
barrier  on  their  own  sides  ;  they  would  then  dehver  their  voting  cards 
to  the  Proctor  (or  to  the  Pro-Proctor)  stationed  at  the  West  end  of  the 
barrier  ;  then,  proceeding  round  the  West  end  of  the  barrier  in  the  direction 
indicated  by  the  arrows,  they  would  return  towards  the  East  end  of  the 
Senate-House   along  the  central  gangway. 

The  Council  are  of  opinion  that  the  writing  on  the  cards  might  be  either 
in  ink  or  in  pencil ;  and  they  have  not  specified  the  kind  of  card  on  which 
the  votes  should  be  recorded.  It  would  be  easy  to  provide  cards  at  the 
entrance  to  the  Senate-House,  by  which  members  of  the  Senate  might 
vote  ;  they  also  consider  that  a  visiting  card,  with  entries  completed  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  proposed  Ordinance,  might  be  admissible 
for  voting  purposes. 

The  barriers  would  occupy  the  same  positions  as  on  days  of  General 
Admission,  when  they  are  found  convenient  in  connection  with  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  presentation  and  admission  of  candidates  for  degrees.  They 
could  conveniently  be  used  even  on  days  when  the  number  of  candidates 
for  degrees  is  much  smaller  than  on  a  day  of  General  Admission.  The 
candidates  would  approach  the  Vice-Chancellor  along  the  central  gangway, 
pass  round  the  South  Barrier  at  its  West  end,  and  return  towards  the  East 
end  of  the  Senate-House  by  the  passage  between  the  forms  and  the  barrier. 
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21.  When  the  results  of  the  voting  have  been  ascertained  the  Senior 
Proctor,  after  communicating  the  numbers  of  the  votes  on  each  side  to 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  shall  declare  them  publicly  to  the  Congregation  1. 

Notice  of  Graces  to  be  brought  forward  for  the  approval  of  tlie 
Senate  is  given  in  the  Univerxity  Reporter,  which  also  contains 
a  record  of  Acta,  including  all  Degrees  conferred  at  all  Congre- 
gations. In  this  arc  also  printed  Reports  of  the  Council  of  the 
Senate,  and  of  the  various  Syndicates  and  Boards,  notices  of 
vacant  university  offices  and  of  the  persons  chosen  to  fill  them, 
the  results  of  University  Examinations,  the  award  of  Scholarships 
and  Prizes,  and  other  official  information  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  University.  An  ordinary  number  of  the  Uuircrsily  Reporter 
is  published  on  every  Tuesday  during  Full  Term,  and  additional 
numbers  at  any  other  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,

CAL. 
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THE  RIGHT  OF  VOTING  IN  THE  SENATE 

Tlie  following  have  by  statute  the  right  of  voting  in  the 
Senate :  the  Chancellor,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Doctors  of  Divinity, 
Law,  Medicine,  Science,  and  Letters,  Doctors  of  Music  who 
before  being  admitted  to  tlieir  first  degree  have  kept  by  residence 
at  least  nine  terms.  Bachelors  of  Divinity,  and  Masters  of  Arts, 
Law,  Surgery,  and  Music.  The  right  may  not,  however,  be 
granted  to  anyone  who  has  been  admitted  to  a  Degree  honoris 
causd,  or  who  has  migrated  from  another  University,  unless 
either  before  t)r  after  his  admission  to  such  Degree  or  his 
migi-atitm  he  has  kept  by  residence^  in  Cambridge  the  greater 
part  of  each  of  three  terms.  No  one  who  has  been  admitted  to 
the  title  of  a  Degree  only  thereby  gains  the  right  of  voting. 

The  names  of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote  must  be  inscribed  by 
the  Registrary  in  a  Register  or  book  provided  for  the  jjurpose. 
No  one  is  allowed  to  vote  or  have  his  name  inscribecl  in  the 
Register  who  has  either  refused,  or  after  due  warning  neglected, 
to  pay  any  fees,  fines,  or  other  dues  required  by  the  University. 

Persons  who  have  continued  to  be  members  of  the  University 
from  the  time  of  their  admission  to  their  first  Degree  have  their 
names  inscribed  in  the  Register  at  the  time  of  completing  their 
Degree  by  creation.  If  any  one  has  not  contiimed  to  be  a 
member  of  the  University  from  the  time  of  admission  to  his  first 
Degree,  his  n;ime  may  be  inscribed  in  the  Register  at  the  time  of 
completing  his  Degree  by  creation,  or  at  any  later  time,  if  he  pays 
all  fees,  fines,  and  other  dues  which  he  would  have  been  called 
upon  to  pay  if  he  had  bt  en  a  member  of  the  University  continu- 
ously from  the  time  of  admission  to  his  first  Degree.  Any  one 
whose  name  has  been  inscribed  in  the  Register  and  afterwards 
removed  may  have  his  name  in.scrilied  again  if  he  pays  all  fees, 
fines,  and  other  dues  which  he  would  have  been  called  upon  to  pay 
if  his  name  had  continued  on  the  Register  from  the  time  at  which 
it  was  removed. 

The  University  has  power  to  j^rescribe  by  Grace  a  sum  or  sums 
of  money  to  be  iiccepted  in  lieu  of  the  fees,  fines,  and  other  dues 
mentioned  in  the  two  preceding  cases;  but  in  neither  case  is  the 
person  whose  name  is  so  inscribed  in  the  Register  entitled  to  vote 
within  a  period  of  180  days  after  tiie  inscription  of  his  name. 

Tho.«e  persons  who  have  the  right  of  voting  in  the  Senate  are 
deemed  to  be  the  members  of  the  Senate. 

All  members  of  the  University  who  have  ah-eady  been  admitted  to  a 
Degree  are  required  to  j)ay  to  the  University  in  every  year  the  sum  of 
seventeen  shillings  by  four  equal  quarterly  payments  of  four  shillings  and 
threepence-.    But  the  following  scale  of  compositions  is  in  force,  in  lieu  of

Any  person  who,  havuig  taken  a  Degree  qualifying  him  for  voting  hi  the 
Senate,  but  not  having  hitherto  obtained  the  right  of  voting  from  his  name 
not  having  been  kept  on  the  boards  of  his  College,  makes  apjiUcation  to 
have  his  name  placed  upon  the  Register,  he  is  required  to  pay  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  sum  of  all  the  payments  which  he 
would  have  made  to  the  University  if  his  name  had  continued  on  his 
College  Boards,  provided  that  when  these  fees,  fines,  and  dues  exceed  £5, 
the  sum  of  £5  may  be  accepted  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  Register  of  Voters  is  revised  and  promulgated  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  early  in  October  of  every  year ;  and  at  the  time  of  promulgation 
he  fixes  some  convenient  time  and  place  for  publicly  hearing  objections  to 
the  Register  which  any  member  of  the  Senate  may  make  on  the  ground  of 
any  person  being  improperly  placed  on  or  omitted  from  it,  when,  if  such 
objection  shall  appear  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  be  well  founded,  he  corrects 
the  Register  accordingly  i. 

Persons  chargeable  with  quarterly  payments  to  the  University  who  do 
not  provide  for  the  making  of  these  payments  through  their  respective 
Colleges,  or  Public  Hostels,  or  the  Non-Collegiate  Students  Board,  as  the 
case  may  be,  may  make  them  direct  to  the  Registrary,  but  any  member  of 
the  Senate  who  allows  his  payments  to  fall  into  arrear  is  liable  to  have  his 
name  removed  from  the  Register.  A  list  of  members  of  the  Senate  whose 
names  are  not  on  the  Boards  of  any  College  is  given  below  (see  index). 

STATUTES  OP  THE  UNIVERSITY 
The  Electoral  Roll  and  the  Council  of  the  Senate  were  estab- 
lished and  are  still  governed  by  the  Cambridge  University  Act 
of  1856.  In  other  matters  the  University  is  controlled  by 
Statutes  made  by  Commissioners  in  pursuance  of  the  Universities 
of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Act  of  1877,  and  approved  by  the 
Queen  in  Council  in  1SS2.  These  Statutes  are,  however,  subject 
to  alteration  from  time  to  time  by  new  Statutes  made  by  the 
University  under  the  Act  of  1877.     The  procedure  is  as  follows  : 

There  is  a  Committee  of  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council  called  the 
Universities  Committee,  consisting  of  the  President  of  the  Council,  the 
Ai-chbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
University  of  Oxford  if  a  member  of  the  Privy  Council,  the  Chancellor  of 
the  University  of  Cambridge  if  a  member  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  such 
other  member  or  two  members  of  the  Privy  Council  as  His  Majesty  may 

1  The  Reaister  of  Members  of  the  Senate  is  puhlished  by  the  University  Press  in  the  Micliaelmas  Term 
of  each  year  :  price  l5. 
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appoint,  that  other  member,  or  one  at  least  of  those  two  other  menjbers, 
being  a  member  of  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council.  The 
powers  and  duties  of  the  Universities  Committee  may  be  exercised  and 
discharged  by  any  three  or  more  members  of  the  Committee  one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  a  member  of  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the 
Privy  Council. 

The  University,  within  one  month  after  making  a  statute,  shall  cause  it 
to  be  submitted  to  His  Majesty  the  King  in  Comicil,  and  notice  of  it 
having  been  so  submitted  shall  be  published  in  the  London  Gazette  — 

At  any  time  withui  three  months  after  the  gazetting  of  a  statute,  the 
University  or  the  Governuig  Body  of  a  College,  or  the  trustees,  governors, 
or  patron  of  a  University  or  College  emolument,  or  the  Principal  of  a  Hall, 
or  the  Governing  Body  of  a  school,  or  any  other  person  or  body,  in  case 
the  University,  College,  emolument.  Hall,  school,  person,  or  body,  is 
directly  affected  by  the  statute,  may  jietition  the  King  in  Council  for 
disallowance  of  the  statute,  or  of  any  part  thereof. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  King  in  Council  to  refer  any  statute  petitioned 
against  under  this  Act  to  the  Universities  Committee. 

The  petitioners  shall  be  entitled  to  be  heard  by  themselves  or  counsel 
in  support  of  their  jjetition. 

It  shall  be  laT\'ful  for  the  King  in  Council  to  make,  from  time  to  time, 
rules  of  procedure  and  practice  for  regulating  i)roceedings  on  such 
petitions. 

The  costs  of  all  parties  of  and  incident  to  such  proceedings  shall  be  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Universities  Committee ;  and  the  orders  of  the 
Committee  respectuig  costs  shall  be  enforceable  as  if  they  were  orders  of 
a  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice. 

If  the  Universities  Committee  report  their  opinion  that  a  statute 
referred  to  them,  or  any  ]jart  thereof,  ought  to  be  disallowed,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  King  in  Council  to  disallow  the  statute  or  that  part,  and 
thereui30u  the  statute  or  that  part  shall  be  of  no  effect. 

If  a  statute  is  not  referred  to  the  Universities  Committee,  then,  within 
one  month  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  petitioning  agamst  it, 
the  statute  shall  be  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  if  Parliament 
is  then  sitting,  and  if  not,  then  within  fourteen  days  after  the  next  meetmg 
of  Parliament. 

If  a  statute  is  referred  to  the  Universities  Committee,  and  the  Committee 
do  not  report  that  the  same  ought  to  be  wholly  disallowed  or  to  be  remitted 
to  the  Commissioners,  then,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the 
report  of  the  Universities  Committee  thereon,  the  statute,  or  such  part 
thereof  as  is  not  disallowed  by  Order  in  Council,  shaU  be  laid  before  both 
Houses  of  Pai'liament. 

If  neither  House  of  Parliament,  within  twelve  weeks  (exclusive  of  any 
period  of  prorogation)  after  a  statute  or  part  of  a  statute  is  laid  before  it, 
presents  an  address  praying  the  King  to  withliold  his  consent  therefrom, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Kuig  in  Comicil  by  Order  to  approve  the 
same. 

Interpretation  of  Statutes 

If  any  doubt  arises  with  respect  to  the  true  meaning  of  any 
statute  made  by  tlie  Commissioners  for  the  University  of  Cam- 
bridge, the  Council  of  the  Senate  may  apply  to  the  Chancellor  of 
the  University  for  the  time  being,  and  he  may  declare  in  writing 
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the  meaning  of  the  statute  on  the  matter  submitted  to  him,  and 
his  declaration  shall  be  registered  by  the  llegistrary  of  tlie  Uni- 
versity, and  the  meaning  of  tlie  statute  as  therein  declared  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  true  meaning  thereof. 

ORDINANCES  OF  THE   UNIVERSITY 

The  University  has  power  to  make  Ordinances  for  the  en- 
couragement of  learning  and  the  maintenance  of  good  order  and 
discipline  provided  that  they  be  not  contrary  to  anything  contained 
in  the  Statutes  of  the  University. 

The  J3ook  of  Ordinances,  edited  by  the  Registrary,  is 
published  from  tinie  to  time  as  the  Council  of  the  Senate  may 
direct. 

UNIVERSITY  EDICTS 
*^*  Other  Edicts  relate  to  University  discipline  as  it  aflFeots 
members  of  the  University  in  statu  jiupillari.    The  substance  of 
these  will  be  found  in  the  Stuclcni's  Handbook. 

By  the  17th  section  of  the  Cambridge  Award  Act  of  1856  the 
power  of  Discommuning,  by  which  members  of  the  University  in 
statu  pupillari  are  '  prohibited  from  dealing  with  such  persons 
as  have  or  shall  have  infringed  or  not  complied  with  rules  or 
decrees  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  authorities  of  the  University 
and  publicly  proclaimed'  was  continued,  sul)ject  to  two  provisos: 
(1)  'that  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  person  in  respect  to  whom 
the  power  is  proposed  to  be  exercised  in  order  that  he  may 
attend,  if  he  think  tit,  to  show  that  the  rules  have  not  been 
infringed  or,  to  explain  the  circumstances  under  which  they  have 
been  infringed';  and  (2)  'that  tlie  said  power  shall  not  extend  to 
discommune  any  jjerson  for  adopting  legal  remedies  for  the 
recovery  of  a  debt  without  having  given  previous  notice  to  the 
University  or  College  Authorities,  or  to  tlie  deprivation  or  sus- 
pension of  a  wine  licence.' 

At  the  i^resent  time  the  following  edicts  affecting  Tradesmen 
have  been  publicly  proclaimed,  and  are  in  force  : 

(1)    Debts 

Whereas  it  is  highly  injurious  to  the  good  order  and  discipline  of  the 
University  that  persons  in  statu  piipiUari  should  borrow  money,  or 
contract,  without  the  knowledge  of  their  Tutors,  large  debts  or  debts  with 
a  long  extension  of  credit ; 

Notice  is  hereby  f/iren. 

That  if  any  vintner,  victualler,  livery-stable  keeper,  tradesman,  dealer, 
keeper  of  a  motor  warehouse,  or  other  person,  havuig  a  motor  vehicle  or 
motor  vehicles  for  hire,  or  other  person  shall  take  from  any  Undergraduate 
or  Bachelor  of  Arts,  without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  his  College 
Tutor,  or,  in  the  case  of  Nou-Collegiate  Students,  of  the  proper  officer  of 
the  Non-CoUegiate  Students  Board,  any  promissory  note,  bUl  of  exchange, 
bond  or  other  security  in  writing,  he  shall  for  so  doing  be  liable  to  be 
discommuned. 
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Notice  is  also  (jicen, 

That  every  vintner,  victualler,  livery-stable  keeper,  tradesman,  dealer, 
or  keeper  of  a  motor  warehouse,  or  other  person,  having  a  motor  vehicle 
or  motor  vehicles  for  hire,  to  whom  any  Undergraduate  or  Bachelor  of 
Arts  or  Law  shall  now  or  hereafter  be  or  become  indebted  in  a  sum  or 
sums  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  amount  of  five  pounds,  is  hereby  required 
to  send  to  the  College  Tutor  of  sucli  Undergraduate  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  or 
Law,  or,  in  the  case  of  Non-Collegiate  Students,  to  the  proper  officer  of 
the  Non-CoUegiate  Students  Board,  on  the  last  day  of  each  tei-m  a  state- 
ment of  any  debt  or  debts  exeeeduig  m  the  whole  the  amount  of  five 
pounds  which  have  been  incurred  at  any  time  previous  to  the  seventh 
day  before  the  end  of  Full  Term,  and  shall  not  have  been  paid  before  the 
last  day  of  the  term ;  and  a  statement  shall  also  be  sent  on  the  first  day  of 
September  of  any  debt  or  debts  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  amount  of  five 
poiuids  incurred  at  any  time  previous  to  that  date  and  remaining  unpaid 
on  that  date.  If  it  shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Yice- 
Chancellor  and  Heads  of  Colleges  that  any  such  jierson  has  failed  to 
comply  with  this  regulation  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  discommmied. 

(■2)     Loans  of  Moneij 

Whereas  it  is  higlily  injurious  to  the  good  order  and  discipline  of  the 
University,  that  persons  in  statu  inipillari  should  obtain  loans  of  money 
by  means  or  under  colour  of  giving  an  order  for  wine,  clothes,  or  other 
articles : 

Notice  is  hereby  given, 

That  if  any  vintner,  victualler,  tradesman,  dealer,  or  other  person  shall 
directly  or  indirectly  lend  or  procure  the  loan  of  any  smu  of  money  to  any 
person  in  statu  jmpillari,  in  consideration  of  any  order  for  wine,  clothes, 
or  any  other  article  whatsoever,  he  shall  for  so  doing  be  liable  to  be 
discommuned. 

Notice  is  also  f/icen, 

That  if  any  vintner,  victualler,  tradesman,  dealer,  or  other  person  shaU 
supply,  or  pretend  to  supply,  to  any  person  iti,  statu  pupillai-i  any  wine, 
clothes,  or  any  other  article  whatsoever,  witli  the  knowledge  that  such 
article  supplied,  or  pretended  to  be  supplied,  will  be  made  use  of  to 
lirocure  money,  he  shall  for  so  doing  be  liable  to  be  discommuned. 

Notice  is  also  (/iven, 

That  if  any  vintner,  victualler,  tradesman,  dealer,  or  other  person  shall 
by  any  false  pretence  as  to  the  supply  of  goods  or  any  other  false  pretence 
obtain,  or  attemjit  to  obtain,  the  payment  of  any  loan  made  to  a  person 
in  statu  pujnllari  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  discommuned. 

(3)     Tandems,  Coaches,  etc. 

Whereas  students  of  the  University  have  lately  been  observed  driving 
tandems  and  four-in-hand  carriages ; 

And  whereas  such  i>ractice  is  higlily  injurious  to  the  discipline  and  good 
order  of  the  University,  as  weU  as  dangerous ; 

Notice  is  herehi/  given. 

That  if  any  innkeeper,  or  livery-stable  keeper,  or  any  other  person  shall 
be  proved  to  have  let  out  for  liire,  or  m  any  way  to  have  furnished  a 
tandem,  coach,  or  four-in-hand  vehicle,  or  horses  for  the  same,  for  the 
purpose  of  being  driven  by  a  person  in  statu  pupillari,  or  shall  sulfer 
a  person  in  statu  pupillari  to  drive  such  tandem,  coach,  or  four-in-hand 
vehicle,  he  shall  for  so  doing  be  liable  to  be  discoimnuued. 
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(4)     Entertainmenta  at  Tacerns  and  Public  Rooms 
Whereas  it  has  been  found  to  be  injurious  to  the  good  order  and  disci- 
pline of  tlie  University  that  iicrsons  in  statu  jmjnllan  shouhl  take  part  in 
entertainments  at  taverns  or  pnbhc  rooms  witliout  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  authorities  of  the  University : 
Notice  in  herchi/  i/ircii, 

That  if  any  cook,  victualler,  vintner,  or  other  trade-iuan  shall  supi)ly 
victuals  or  wine  for  any  entertainment  of  more  than  fire  persons  in  .statu 
pupillari  at  any  tavern  or  public  room  without  a  written  permission  from 
the  Senior  Proctor,  or  in  his  alisence  the  Junior  Proctor,  he  shall  for  so 
doing  be  liable  to  be  discommuned. 

(.5)     Boating  on  the  ncer  above  Newnfiam 

Whereas  it  has  been  found  to  be  extremely  dangerous  for  persons  who 
are  unable  to  swim  to  use  boats  on  the  River  above  Newnham  : 

Notice  is  herebu  (jircn, 

That  if  any  boat-builder  or  other  person  shall  let  out  any  boat  for  hire 
and  for  use  upon  the  part  of  the  River  above  Newnham  to  any  person 
in  statu  inipillari  he  shall  for  so  doing  be  liable  to  be  discommuned  unless 
(«)  the  name  of  such  person  appears  in  the  official  list  of  members  of  the 
University  in  statu  pujulhni  who  have  presented  satisfactory  certificates 
of  being  able  to  swim  and  (h)  such  perso)i  has  signed  his  name  in  a  book 
provided  by  the  University  and  kept  by  the  boat-builder  or  other  person 
fi'om  whom  the  boat  is  hired. 

((5)     Dricing  on  Sundays 

Whereas  students  of  the  University  have  of  late  been  observed  to  di'ive 
out  of  Cambridge  on  Sundays  in  dog-carts  and  other  vehicles  and  to 
conduct  themselves  in  a  noisy  and  disorderly  manner  in  villages  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Cambridge: 

Notice  is  hereby  given. 

That  if  any  innkeeper  or  livery-stable  keeper  or  any  other  person  shall 
let  out  for  hire  or  in  any  way  supply  a  dog-cart  or  other  vehicle  or  a  horse 
or  horses  for  the  same  for  the  use  on  a  Sunday  of  a  person  in  static 
pupillari,  or  shall  suffer  a  person  in  statu  jnipillari  to  use  any  such  dog- 
cart or  other  vehicle  on  a  Sunday,  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
Tutor  of  such  person,  the  Principal  of  his  Hostel,  or  the  proper  officer 
of  the  Non-Collegiate  Students  Board,  as  the  case  may  be,  he  shall  for  so 
doing  be  liable  to  be  (Uscommuued. 

The  word  vehicle  as  used  in  this  Edict  shall  include  any  kind  of  motor- 
propelled  vehicle. 

(7)     Hiring  and  housing  motor  vehicles 

Whereas  it  has  been  found  desirable  to  assist  the  ready  identification  of 
persons  in  statu  pupillari  making  improper  and  inconsiderate  use  of  hii'ed 
motor  vehicles : 

Notice  is  hereby  given. 

That  if  any  tradesman,  keeper  of  motor  warehouse,  or  other  person  shall 
let  out  any  motor  car,  motor  bicycle,  or  other  motor  vehicle  for  hire  to  any 
person  in  statu  pupillari  he  shall  for  so  doing  be  liable  to  be  discommuned 
unless  such  person  in  statu  p7ipillari  at  the  time  of  hiring  such  motor 
vehicle  shall  have  signed  his  name  in  a  book  provided  by  the  University 
and  kept  by  the  tradesman,  keejier  of  motor  warehouse,  or  other  ijerson 
from  whom  the  motor  vehicle  is  hired. 
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This  notice  shall  not  extend  to  persons  licensed  by  the  Watch  Conunittee 
of  the  Borough  to  di'ive  motor  vehicles  regularly  plying  for  hire. 

Fm-ther,  that  if  any  tradesman,  keeper  of  motor  wai-ehouse,  or  other 
person,  havuig  a  motor  vehicle  or  motor  vehicles  for  hire,  shall  fail  to 
furnish  to  the  Junior  Proctor  (or  other  member  of  the  Proctorial  Body 
appointed  l)y  the  Proctorial  Syndicate)  within  a  week  after  the  commence- 
ment of  Full  Term  a  description  of  such  vehicle  or  vehicles  together  with 
the  index  letter  or  letters  and  the  registration  number  or  numbers  thereof, 
or  shall  fail  to  report  to  the  Junior  Proctor,  as  they  occur,  any  alterations 
in  or  additions  to  the  hst  of  such  vehicles,  he  shall  for  so  domg  be  Uable 
to  be  discommuned. 

And  further,  that  if  any  tradesman,  keeper  of  a  motor  warehouse,  or  any 
other  person  having  charge  of  a  motor  vehicle  or  motor  vehicles  on  behalf 
of  a  member  or  members  of  the  University  in  statu  pupiUaii  shall  fail  to 
furnish  to  the  Junior  Proctor  witliin  a  week  after  the  commencement  of 
Full  Term  a  written  descrii>tion  of  such  motor  vehicle  or  vehicles,  together 
with  the  index  letter  or  letters  and  the  registration  number  or  numbers 
thereof  and  the  names  of  such  persons  in  statu  i>upillari,  or  shaU  fail 
to   report   to   the   Junior   Proctor,  as  they  occiu-,  any  alterations  in  or  ' 

additions  to  the  list  of  such  vehicles,  he  shall  for  so  doing  be  liable  to  be 
discommuned.  j 

(8)     Mistise  of  premises,  ■vehicles,  etc.  jdt 

Notice  is  hereby  given,  "I 

That  if  any  imikeeper,  tradesman,  dealer,  livery-stable  keeper,  motor  I 

warehouse  keeper,   boat-keeper,  keeper   of   a  place  of  entertainment,  or  ti 

other  person,  who  has  any  dealings  with  members  of  the  University  in  jj 

statu  pupillari,  shall  admit  to  his  premises,  or  to  the  use  of  any  vehicle  or  n 

boat  in  his  charge,  any  woman  whom  he  knows  to  be  of  loose  character  ] 
in  such  circumstances  as  might  lead  to  her  association  with  any  member 
of  the  University  in  statu  pupiUari,  or  if  in  any  case  of  susjiicion  he  shall 
fail  to  report  at  once  the  whole  circumstances  of  such  case  to  the  Senior 

Proctor  (or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  Junior  Proctor),  he  shall  be  liable  to  ; 

be  disconununed.  j 

(9)  Management  of  places  of  entertainment 
Whereas  there  has  been  a  notable  increase,  more  especially  in  the  out- 
lying parts  of  Cambridge,  in  the  number  of  places  licensed  for  musical, 
pictorial,  or  other  entertainments  to  which  members  of  the  University 
in  statu  pupillari  are  admitted,  and  whereas  there  have  been  of  late  numerous 
cases  of  disorderly  conduct  at  such  places, 
Notice  is  hereby  given. 

That  if  the  keeper  of,  or  person  responsible  for,  such  place  of  entertain- 
ment shall  fail  to  maintain  good  order  on  his  premises,  or  to  observe  .such 
regulations  as  the  Proctors  may  from  time  to  time  approve  for  the  admission 
of  persons  in  statu  pupillari,  he  shall  for  such  neglect  be  Uable  to  be  dis- 
communed. 


University    Finance 

The  ordinary  income  of  the  University,  apart  from  the  income 
of  special  trusts,  is  derived  from  two  main  sources,  the  receipts 
of  the  University  Chest,  and  the  Common  University  Fund.

The  gross  expenditure  for  the  year  1915,  exclusive  of  the  sum 
of  £276  under  the  heads  of  Extraordinary  Expenses  and  Special 
Transfers,  amounted  to  £37,820,  as  compared  with  £48,175  in 
1914  and  £48,564  in  1913.  Further  information  with  regard  to 
the  financial  situation  as  it  has  been  affected  by  the  War  will  be 
found  ou  p.  375  below. 

Common  University  Fund 

The  Common  University  Fund  is  entirely  provided  by  con- 
tributions levied  upon  the  Colleges  according  to  a  percentage  of 
the  income  of  each. 

For  this  purpose  the  income  of  a  College  is  taken  to  be  the 
gi'oss  income,  external  and  internal,  including  (a)  "  the  profits,  if 
any,  derived  from  the  Hall,  Kitchen,  Buttery,  sale  of  commodi- 
ties, and  supply  of  ser\'ice ' ;  (6)  '  such  parts  of  the  income  arising 
from  the  investment  of  sums  received  from  members  of  the 
College  for  dues  thereafter  payable  to  the  University  or  to  the 


Including  £S15  returned  Income  Tax. 
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College  or  both  as  may  be  applied,  either  yearly  or  otherwise,  to 
the  general  revenue  of  the  College  or  to  any  purpose  within  the 
College ' ;  and  (c)  in  lifu  of  tiie  rents  of  College  rooms,  the 
assessment  to  poor  rate  of  the  College  buildings. 

From  the  gross  income  thus  calculated,  the  following  deduc- 
tions may  be  made : 

(a)    Rates,  taxes,  and  insurance  on  the  College  baildings. 

(h)  Rates,  taxes,  insurances,  tithe  or  other  rentcharge,  fee  farm 
rents,  quit  rents,  tines  on  co2)yhold  estates,  fines  on  renewals  of  leases, 
if  and  when  paid  by  the  College. 

(c)  The  University  dues  paid  to  the  University  in  each  year  by  the 
College  for  such  of  its  members  as  have  not  made  com2)Ositions  for  dues 
payable  to  the  University  or  the  College. 

(d)  The  cost  of  maintenance  and  repaus  of  the  College  buildings. 

(e)  The  cost  of  maintenance,  repairs,  and  improvements  on  the 
CoUege  estates  incuiTed  by  the  College. 

(/)  Necessai-y  repau-s  of  chancels  in  all  cases  where  the  same  are 
chargeable  upon  the  College  and  paid  by  it. 

(gr)  Compulsoiy  charges  on  the  College  estates  or  general  revenue 
for  the  augmentation  of  benefices,  and  stipends  of  pei-petual  curates  in 
parishes  where  the  College  possesses  tithe  rentcharge  or  land  given  in  lieu 
of  tithe. 

(h)  The  cost  of  management  of  the  CoUege  estates  iucluduig  the 
stipends  paid  to  College  ofiScers  for  the  purjiose. 

{{)  The  interest  on  debts  and  loans  and  the  repayment  of  principal 
money  by  iustahaents  in  all  cases  m  which  the  debt  has  been  incurred  or 
the  loan  contracted  for  the  extension  of  the  College  buildings  or  for  the 
improvement  of  the  College  estates  and  such  instalments  are  spread  over 
a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty  years. 

(h)  Such  receipts  from  mmerals  or  other  som-ces  as  the  College  is 
by  law  required  to  treat  as  capital. 

(/)  Such  portions  of  the  income  of  trust  funds  as  are  applicable 
exclusively  to  purposes  without  the  College. 

(?«)  One  half  of  the  income  derived  from  the  tuition  fees  paid  by 
students. 

The  net  incomes  of  the  Colleges  are  tiien  charged  with  such 
a  percentage  as  will  produce  an  aggregate  sum  of  £30,000  '  or 
such  larger  sum  being  not  greater  tlian  £30,.500  as  may  be  found 
more  convenient  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  rate  per 
centum  in  any  year.'  Provided  tiiat  in  case  it  api^ears  at  any 
time  hereafter  to  the  Financial  Board  that  the  aggregate  income 
of  the  Colleges  has  fallen  so  low  that  the  contribution  required 
would  be  an  excessive  burden  upon  the  Colleges,  the  Chancellor 
may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Financial  Board,  inquire  into 
the  matter,  and  if  he  be  satisfied  that  the  fact  is  so  lie  may  at  his 
discretion  direct  that  the  amount  to  be  levied  be  diminished  for 
any  period  not  exceeding  five  years  by  any  sum  not  exceeding 
£6000  for  each  year  of  such  period.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
proviso  the  Vice-Chancellor  may  not  exercise  the  power  thus 
given  to  the  Chancellor. 

From  the  contributions  so  determined  each  College  is  entitled 
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to  deduct  £200  for  each  Professorial  Fellowship  in  the  College 
held  by  a  Professor  of  the  University. 

For  the  year  1915  the  University  contribution  was  fixed  by  the 
Financial  Board  at  £30,149.  14*.  Ik/.,  to  produce  which  a 
percentage  of  10;)?  per  cent,  on  the  taxable  incomes  of  the 
Colleges  was  required.  The  assessment  and  share  of  each  College 
are  shewn  in  the  following  table  :

It  must  be  remembered  that  this  assessment  of  the  incomes  of 
the  Colleges,  although  serving  as  a  basis  of  taxation  for  Univer- 
sity purposes,  does  uot  represent  the  free  income  at  tlie  disposal 
of  any  College,  as  a  large  part  of  what  is  here  described  as 
income  is  subject  to  special  trusts  or  to  statutory  restrictions. 
The  Common  University  Fund  into  which  tiie  contributions  of 
the  Colleges  are  paid  can  only  be  used  for  certain  specified 
purposes,  and  no  payment  out  of  the  Fund  may  be  made  without 
the  authority  of  a  Grace  of  the  Senate.  These  purposes  are  the 
following : 

The  stipends  of  Professors,  Readers,  and  University  Lecturers; 

Retiring  pensions  for  emeiiti  Professors  and  Readers ; 

The  salaries  of  Demonstrators,  Superintendents,  and  Curators,  in  the 
several  departments  of  learning  and  science; 

The  erection  of  Museiuns,  Laboratories,  Libraries,  Lecture-rooms,  and 
other  rooms  for  University  business,  together  with  the  provision  of  sites 
for  such  buildings,  and  interest  on  money  boiTowed  for  such  purposes,  and 
sinking  funds  for  the  repayment  thereof ; 

The  maintenance  and  furnitiire  of  such  buildings,  including  the  payment 
of  assistants,  skilled  workmen  and  servants,  and  the  provision  of  books, 
maps,  plans,  models,  instruments,  and  apparatus; 

Grants  of  money  for  special  work  in  the  way  of  research,  and  for  investi- 
gations conducted  in  any  branch  of  learning  or  science  connected  with  the 
studies  of  the  University. 
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The  amount  of  the  sum  paid  iu  any  year  for  the  provision  of  sites  and 
for  the  erection  of  buihiings  and  for  the  maintenance  and  furniture  of 
buUdings,  including  interest  and  payments  towards  sinking  funds  for  the 
repayment  of  money  borrowed  for  such  pui-poses,  shall  not  exceed  one- 
third  of  the  income  of  the  Fund  for  that  year.

So  long  as  a  Professor  holds  any  Fellowship  or  Headship  the 
stipend  of  the  Professorship  in  any  year  is  reduced  by  i''"200  : 
provided  that  if  in  any  year  the  deduction  of  ^200  would  reduce 
the  stipend  of  a  Professor  below  the  amount  derived  from  the 
endowBient,  the  stipend  of  the  Professor  for  that  year  shall  be 
the  amount  derived  from  the  endowment.  No  Professor  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  Professor  of  the  University  for  the  purposes  of  a 
Professorial  Fellowship  unless  by  the  rules  which  govern  his 
Professorship  he  is  liable  to  residence  and  duties  within  the 
University. 

The  Annual  Aitdit 

The  accounts  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  on  behalf  of 
the  University,  relating  to  funds  administered  for  general  purposes, 
or  in  trust  or  otherwise,  are  required  by  statute  to  be  audited 
once  in  every  year,  the  time  of  the  Audit,  the  number  of  Auditors, 
and  the  mode  of  their  appointment  being  determined  by  Grace. 
An  abstract  of  the  accounts  must  be  made  after  the  Audit  in 
the  form  required  by  Statute  A.  c.  v,  and  this  abstract  must  be 
signed  by  the  Auditors  and  published  to  the  University  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor.  The  accounts  of  receipt  and  expenditure  of 
money  raised  under  the  borrowing  powers  of  the  University 
must  also  be  annually  audited  and  published  to  the  University. 

The  Registrary  is  required  by  statute  to  attend  the  audits  of 
University  accounts. 

The  Audit  begins  on  some  day  not  later  than  March  10  in  each  year. 
It  is  conducted  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  three  members  of  the  Senate 
elected  separately  by  Grace  before  the  division  of  the  Lent  Term  in  each 
year.  Each  of  the  elected  Auditors  receives  a  fee  of  five  guineas  from  the 
University  Chest. 

Pensions 

By  Grace  of  11  February  1897,  a  Professors'  and  Readers' 
Pensions  Fund  was  established,  and  this  applies  to  the  Professors 
and  Readers  at  present  holding  office.  The  more  important  of 
the  Regulations  governing  its  administration  are  the  following ; — 

That  in  cases  where  a  Professor  or  Eeader  has  held  his  office  for  not 
less  than  fifteen  years  and  has  become  incapable  of  discharging  the  duties 
of  such  office  a  pension  may  on  his  retirement  be  granted  from  this  fund 
to  such  Professor  or  Reader  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  General  Board  of  Studies. 

That  Professors  and  Readers  on  retirement  after  the  age  of  65  shall 
become  Emeriti  Professors  and  Readers  without  statutory  duties  or  powers. 
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By  a  new  statute  approved  by  the  King  in  Council  14  May 
1914,  the  University  has,  however,  acquired  power  to  require  any 
person  elected  after  that  date  to  any  of  the  offices  of  Orator, 
liegistrary,  Librarian,  or  Esquire  Bedell,  or  to  a  Professorship 
or  Readership,  to  retire  from  office  at  such  time  and  under  such 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  in  any  scheme  for  retirement 
and  the  provision  of  pensions  which  shall  have  been  established 
by  Grace  before  the  date  of  his  election.  The  University  has 
also  power  to  make  the  provisions  of  any  such  scheme  apply  to 
any  person  elected  before  14  May  1914  who  signifies  in  writing 
to  the  Vice-Chancellor  his  desire  to  be  placed  under  the  opera- 
tion of  such  scheme.  In  connexion  with  this  statute  a  Revised 
Scheme  of  Pensions  has  been  drawn  up  and  approved  by  Grace 
of  the  Senate,  but  it  does  not  come  into  force  until  some  future 
date  to  be  hereafter  determined  by  Grace.  The  provisions  of 
this  Revised  Scheme  will  be  found  in  the  Ordinances.  The 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  its  coming  into  ojieration  are  almost 
entirely  financial. 

Pensions  for  Assistants,  Clerks,  and  Servants 
A  Reserve  Fund  has  also  been  formed  on  which  may  be 
charged  pensions  for  Assistants,  Clerks,  and  Servants.  These 
are  granted  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  upon  the  joint  recnmmenda- 
tion  of  the  Financial  Board  and  of  the  Syndicate,  Board,  or 
Ofiicial  of  the  University  by  whom  the  Assistant,  Clerk,  or 
Servant  has  been  engaged  or  employed. 

The  Latham  Pension  Fund 

The  Reverend  Henry  Latham,  M.A.,  Master  of  Trinity  Hall, 
who  died  5  June  1902,  made  a  bequest  to  the  University,  to 
establish  a  Pension  Fund  for  'giving  assistance,  occasional  or 
annual,  to  members  of  the  University  who  have  been  engaged 
in  University  or  College  work,  and  who  may  have  become  in- 
capacitated by  age  or  infirmity,  or  to  the  widows  or  children  of 
members  of  the  University  who  may  have  been  so  engaged  and 
have  died  without  making  sufficient  provision  for  their  families.' 

The  Fund  is  administered  under  the  following  Regulations: — 

Applicatioas  for  pensions  or  grants  from  the  Fund  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  the  course  of  the  first  half  of  the  Easter  Temi  or  in  the 
course  of  the  first  half  of  the  Michaelmas  Term  of  any  year. 

Applications  sent  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Council  of  the  Senate  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  division 
of  the  term  in  which  they  have  been  sent  in. 

If  the  Council  of  the  Senate  are  of  opinion  that  a  pension  or  grant  should 
be  given  they  shall  subniit  a  Grace  to  the  Senate  to  that  effect,  stating 
the  amount  of  the  pension  or  grant  and  naming  the  person  or  persons  who 
are  to  benefit  thereby. 

The  Council  of  the  Senate  shall  be  empowered,  if  they  think  fit,  to 
adjourn  the  consideration  of  any  appHiration  to  any  future  term. 

The  accounts  of  the  Fund  shall  be  prepared  annually  by  the  Financial 
Board  and  published  in  the  University  Accounts. 
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Minutes  of  the  Financial  Board 

The  following  Minutes  of  the  Financial  Board,  dated  1909,  benr 
on  the  general  administration  of  University  Finance  : 

That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Financial  Board  it  is  desirable  that  all  Reports 
from  Boards,  Syndicates,  and  Departments  in  the  University,  which  contain 
recommendatioas  involving  new  or  increased  annual  expenditure,  should 
be  considered  at  the  same  time  in  each  year,  and  that  with  that  object 
all  such  Reports  should  be  presented  to  the  Senate  not  later  than  the  division 
of  the  Lent  Term  in  each  year. 

That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  it  is  undesirable  that  the  erection 
of  any  new  buildings,  in  addition  to  those  already  sanctioned  by  the  Senate, 
should  be  undertaken  unless  a  sum  of  money  is  provided  sufficient  not 
only  to  cover  the  cost  of  building  but  also  to  establish  a  maintenance 
fund  by  the  investment  of  a  sum  not  less  than  one-fourth  of  such  cost. 


University    Representation 


PARLIAMENT 

The  Election  of  Representatives  of  the  University  in  Parlia- 
ment is  governed  by  the  Universities  Elections  Act  of  1861  as 
amended  by  the  Universities  Elections  Act  of  IStJS,  and  allows  of 
voting  by  proxy.     The  procedure  is  as  follows  : 

It  is  lawful  for  Electors,  in  lieu  of  attending  to  vote  in  person,  to 
nominate  any  other  Elector  or  Electors  of  the  University,  competent  to 
make  the  declaration  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  deliver  for  them  at  the  jioU 
voting  papers  containing  their  votes.  Every  such  voting  paper  must  bear 
date  snl)st'(iuently  to  notice  given  by  the  Returuiiig  Officer  of  the  day  for 
proceedin<,'  to  Election,  and  must  contain  the  name  or  names  of  the  candi- 
date or  candidates  thereby  voted  for  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  Elector 
or  Electors  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  voter  to  tender  such  votuig  paper 
at  the  Poll.  Such  voting  paper,  the  aforesaid  date  and  names  being 
previously  filled  in,  nuist,  on  any  day  subsequent  to  notice  given  by  the 
Eetnniiiig  Officer  of  the  day  for  proceediiig  to  election,  be  signed  by  the 
votei'  in  tlie  jii'esence  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  or  Borough 
in  which  sxicli  voter  shall  be  then  residing ;  and  the  said  Justice  must 
certify  and  attest  the  fact  of  such  voting  iiaper  having  been  so  signed 
in  his  jiresence  by  signing  at  the  foot  thereof  tlie  foi-m  of  attestation 
prescribed,  with  the  name  and  addi-ess  in  fuU,  statmg  his  quality  as  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  for  such  County  or  Borough. 

The  voting  ))aper  thus  signed  and  certified  may  be  delivered  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Deinity  at  any  one  of  the  apjiointed  jjolling  places 
during  the  appointed  liours  of  iiolliiig  by  anyone  of  the  persons  nominated 
in  tlif  voting  paper,  who  shall  on  tendering  such  voting  paper  at  the  Poll 
read  out  the  same:  provided  tliat  no  voting  jiaper  shall  be  received  or  recorded 
unless  the  person  tendering  it  shall  make  the  following  Declaration  which  he 
shall  sign  at  the  foot  or  back  thereof : 

'  I  solemnly  declare  that  I  verily  believe  that  this  is  the  paper  by  which 
A.  B.  [the  voter]  intends  to  vote  pursuant  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Universities  Election  Acts,   1861  and  1868.' 

The  statutory  form  of  the  voting  paper  is  as  follows :

THE   TOWN   COUNCIL 

In  order  to  give  the  University  separate  representation  upon 
the  Town  Council,  the  number  of  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 
Cambridge  was  increased  by  the  provisions  of  the  Cambridge 
Local  Government  Act,  1889,  from  thirty  to  thirty -six,  and  the 
number  of  Aldermen  from  ten  to  twelve.  Of  the  additional  six 
Councillors,  two  are  nominated  l>y  the  Council  of  the  Senate  and 
elected  by  Grace,  and  the  remaining  four  are  elected  by  the 
Colleges  and  Halls  of  the  University  situated  within  the  Borough 
in  such  manner  as  sliall  be  from  time  to  time  determined  by 
Grace  of  the  Senate.  The  two  additional  Aldermen  nmst  be  chosen 
from  among  the  Councillors  elected  to  represent  the  University. 

Every  member  of  the  Senate  of  the  Univtrsity  who  is  resident 
in  a  College  or  Hall  of  the  University  situated  within  the 
Borough,  or  is  resident  in  the  Borough,  and  every  person  who  is 
enrolled  and  entitled  to  be  enrolled  as  a  Burgess  of  the  Borough, 
is  qualified  to  be  elected  such  Councillor,  and  every  such 
Councillor  is  qualified  to  be  elected  Alderman  or  Mayor.  The 
annual  election  of  such  Councillors  must  be  held  on  such  day  or 
days,  not  earlier  than  the  Fifteenth  day  of  October  and  not 
later  than  the  First  day  of  November,  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Tlie  election  of  Borough  Councillors  by  Colleges  and  Halls  is 
at  present  governed  by  the  following  Regulations  : 

1.     For  the  purpose  of  the  election  of  the  Councillors  to  be  elected 

by  the  Colleges  and  Halls  of  the  University  situated  within  the  Borough , 

each  such  College  and  Hall  shall  elect  one  representative.  The  name 
of  such  representative  shall  be  communicated  to  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
who  shall  publish  a  list  of  the  representatives  in  the  Cambridge  University 
Reporter  at  the  beginning  of  each  term. 

CAL.  23 
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2.  The  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  shall  summon  a  meeting 
of  such  representatives  for  the  election  of  Councillors. 

3.  Each  representative  shall  have  one  vote,  together  with  one  additional 
vote  for  each  complete  £100  for  which  the  College  or  Hall  is  for  the  time 
being  assessed  to  the  rate  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  the  Cambridge  Poor 
Law  Union. 

4.  Each  representative  may  vote  tor  any  number  of  candidates  not 
exceeding  the  number  to  be  elected  and  shall  give  the  whole  number  of 
votes  to  which  he  is  entitled  to  each  of  the  candidates  for  whom  he  votes. 

5.  When  an  equality  of  votes  is  found  to  exist  between  any  candidates, 
and  the  addition  of  a  vote  would  entitle  any  of  these  candidates  to  be  declared 
elected,  the  returning  officer,  whether  a  representative  or  not,  may  give 
such  additional  vote. 

6.  The  Vice-Chancellor,  on  summoning  the  meeting  of  the  representa- 
tives, shall  invite  them  to  send  to  him,  in  writing,  nominations  of  candidates 
at  least  six  days  before  the  day  of  election. 

7.  Nominations  so  sent  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  communicated 
by  him  to  the  representatives  at  least  four  days  before  the  day  of  election. 

8.  At  the  meeting  for  election,  further  nominations  may  be  made 
by  any  representative. 


THE   ASSESSMENT   COMMITTEE 

The  Cambridge  Local  Government  Act,  188.9,  further  provides 
that  the  Assessment  Committee  of  tlie  Cambridge  Union  shall 
consist  of  twenty-four  nienil)ers,  twelve  being  appointed  by  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  Cambridge  Union,  eight  by  the 
Council  of  the  Borough  from  among  themselves,  and  four  by  the 
University  in  such  manner  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  deter- 
mined by  Grace  of  the  Senate. 

The  election  of  University  representatives  is  at  i>resent  deter- 
mined by  the  following  Regulations  : 

1.  Of  the  four  members  of  the  Assessment  Committee  of  the  Canibridge 
Union  to  be  appointed  by  the  University. . . .,  one  shall  be  noniinated  by 
the  Council  of  the  Senate,  and  three  by  the  Colleges  and  Halls  of  the  Uni- 
versity situated  witiiin  the  Borough. 

2.  For  the  purpose  of  the  nomination  of  these  three  members,  each 
such  College  and  Hall  shall  elect  one  representative.  The  name  of  such 
representative  shall  be  communicated  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  who  shall 
publish  a  hst  of  the  representatives  in  the  Cambridge  University  Reporter 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term. 

3.  The  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  shall  summon  a  meeting 
of  such  representatives  for  the  nomination  of  these  members. 

4.  Each  representative  shall  have  one  vote,  together  with  one  additional 
vote  for  each  complete  £100  for  which  the  College  or  Hall  is  for  the  time 
being  assessed  to  the  rate  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  the  Cambridge  Poor 
Law  Union. 

5.  Each  representative  may  vote  for  any  number  of  candidates  not 
exceeding  the  nmnber  to  be  nominated,  and  shall  give  the  whole  number 
of  votes  to  which  he  is  entitled  to  each  of  the  candidates  for  whom  he  votes. 
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6.  When  an  equality  of  votes  is  found  to  exist  between  any  candidates, 
and  the  addition  of  a  vote  would  entitle  any  of  these  candidates  to  be 
declared  nominated,  the  returning  officer,  whether  a  representative  or  not, 
may  give  such  additional  vote. 

7.  The  Vice-Chancellor,  on  summoning  the  meeting  of  the  representa- 
tives, shall  invite  them  to  send  to  him,  in  writing,  the  names  of  intended 
candidates  at  least  six  days  before  the  day  of  nomination. 

8.  The  names  so  sent  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  communicated 
by  him  to  the  representatives  at  least  four  days  before  the  day  of  nomination. 

9.  At  the  meeting  for  nomination,  further  names  may  be  submitted 
by  any  representative. 

10.  The  names  of  the  four  persons  nominated  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Senate  for  appointment  by  Grace. 

THE   WATCH   COMMITTEE 

The  constitution  of  the  Watch  Committee  of  the  Borough  is 
determined  by  Sections  51  and  .)2  of  the  Cambridge  Award  Act 
of  1856,  as  follows  : 

From  and  after  the  Ninth  Day  of  November  One  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifty-six  the  Watch  Committee  of  the  Borough  shall  consist  of : 

The  Mayor  for  the  Time  being  ; 

Nine  other  members  of  the  [Town]  Council,  appointed  by  the  Council ; 

Five  members  of  the  University,  being  members  of  the  Senate,  appointed 
by  the  Senate  ; 
and  at  any  meeting  of  such  Committee  the  Mayor,  if  present,  shall  be  the 
Chairman  ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor  a  Chairman  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  members  of  the  Committee  then  present ;  and  in  all  cases  where  the 
votes  are  equal  the  Chairman  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

The  appointment  of  members  of  the  Watch  Committee  by  the  Council 
and  Senate  respectively  shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  ninth  day  of  November 
in  each  year,  unless  in  any  year  in  which  that  day  shall  be  Sunday,  and 
in  such  year  the  said  appointment  may  be  made  on  the  day  following ; 
and  the  members  of  the  Watch  Committee  shall  continue  in  office  from  the 
tenth  day  of  November  in  the  year  of  their  appointment  until  and  including 
the  ninth  day  of  November  in  the  following  year. 

OTHER   UNIVERSITY    REPRESENTATION 
Conservators  of  the  River  Cam 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign 
of  Queen  Anne  (1  Anne  Stat.  2  c.  11)  which  received  the  royal 
assent  27  February  1702-3,  the  control  of  the  river  from  Clayliythe 
Ferry  to  the  Queens'  Mill,  Cambridge,  was  entrusted  to  eleven 
Conservators,  of  whom  three  were  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chan- 
cellor or  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  and  the  Heads  of 
Colleges  for  the  time  being  or  in  their  absence  their  deputies. 

This  Act,  and  a  subsequent  Act  passed  in  the  reign  of  King 
George  the  Third  (53  G.  Ill  c.2l4),  were  repealed  by  an  Act  passed 
in  the  reign  of  Queen  Victoria  (14  and  15  Vict.  c.  xcii),  with  the 
exception  of  the  appointment  of  Conservators,  Avhich  remains  in 
force.

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General  Medical  Council 

Under  the  provisions  of  21  and  22  Vict.  c.  90  the  University  is 
entitled  to  appoint  a  representative  to  serve  on  the  General 
Medical  Council.  The  election  is  for  periods  of  five  years,  and  is 
made  by  Grace  of  the  Senate. 

Governors  of  Schools,  &c. 
A  list  of  Schools  and  other  educational  institutions  on  the 
Governing  Bodies  of  which  the  University  is  represented,  with 
the  names  of  the  representatives,  will  be  found  on  p.  44  above. 

Marine  Biological  Association. 
A   representative   of  the   University  on  the  Council  of  the 
Marine  Biological  Association  at  Plymouth  is  appointed  in  each 
year  by  Grace  of  the  Senate   on  the  recommendation   of  the 
Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology. 

British  School  at  Athens 
An  annual  grant  of  J 100  is  made  from  tlie  Worts  Fund  (see 
p.  128)  to  the  British  School  at  Athens ;  and  a  representative 
of  the  University  on  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School  is 
appointed  by  Grace  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  of  each  year  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Special  Board  for  Classics.

University  Patronage 

The  University  Jias  in  its  gift  the  Vicarage  of  Burwell  in 
Cambridgeshire,  and  of  Ovingtou  in  Norfolk,  and  under  3  Jac.  1. 
c.  5  (1606)  it  also  enjoys  the  right  of  presenting  to  livings  in 
certain  counties  in  cases  where  the  patron  is  a  Roman  Catholic. 
Tlie  counties  assigned  by  this  Act  to  the  University  of  Cambridge 
are  Essex,  Hertfordshire,  Bedfordshire,  Cambridgeshire,  Hun- 
tingdonshire, Suffolk,  Norfolk,  Lincolnshire,  Rutland,  Leicester- 
shire, Derbyshire,  Nottinghamshire,  Shropshire,  Cheshire,  Lan- 
cashire, Yorksliire,  Durham,  Northumberland,  Cumberland, 
Westmorland,  Radnoishire,  Denbighshire,  Flintshire,  Carnarvon- 
shire, Anglesey,  Merioneth,  and  Glamorgan  ;  the  rest  of  England 
and  Wales,  including  the  City  of  London,  being  similarly  assigned 
to  the  University  of  Oxford. 

The  University  exercises  its  right  of  presenting  to  vacant 
benefices  by  means  of  a  Board  of  Electors  who  select  a  clerk  for 
presentation,  but  such  selection  requires  confirmation  by  Grace 
of  the  Senate.  This  Board  consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
eight  members  of  the  Senate  appointeil  by  Grace  to  serve  for 
four  years,  two  retiring  by  rotation  every  year;  four  being 
nominated  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate  and  four  by  the  Special 
Board  for  Divinity.  The  selection  is  made  under  the  following 
Regulations  : 

If  a  member  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  candidate  for  the  vacant  benefice, 
he  shall  be  thereby  disqualified  from  acting  in  the  selection  of  a  clerk  for 
such  benefice. 

The  Board  shall  have  power  to  regulate  its  own  proceedings,  to  elect 
a  Chairman  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  to  fix  the  number 
necessary  for  a  quorum  ;  provided  that  no  selection  of  a  clerk  shall  be  made 
except  by  the  votes  of  an  actual  majority  of  the  electors,  given  at  the  time 
of  the  selection. 

If  from  any  cause  the  electors  shall  be  unable  to  select  a  clerk  for  any 
vacant  benefice,  and  shall  pass  a  resolution  to  that  effect,  the  selection 
shall  be  made  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

If  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  unable  to  select  a  clerk,  he  shall  report 
to  the  Senate  to  that  effect. 

Whenever  a  clerk  shall  have  been  selected  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  a  single  Grace  shall  be  offered  to  the  Senate  for  the  confirmation 
of  such  selection  and  for  affixing  the  seal  of  the  University  to  the  deed  of 
presentation. 
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When  the  Vicarage  of  Burwell  is  vacant,  the  Board  shall  select  two 
clerks ;  and  a  Grace  shall  be  offered  to  the  Senate  for  the  confirmation 
of  such  selection  and  for  affixing  the  seal  of  the  University  to  the  deed 
of  nomination.  Such  nomination  shall  then  be  submitted  to  the  person 
or  persons  entitled  to  present  to  the  Vicarage. 

If  the  person  or  persons  entitled  to  present  to  the  Vicarage  of  Burwell 
shall  fail  to  present  one  of  the  clerks  so  nominated  within  the  legal  time, 
one  of  the  clerks  so  nominated  shall  be  selected  in  the  manner  ordinarily 
prescribed  in  these  Regulations. 

When  any  benefice,  the  presentation  to  which  is  to  be  made  by  the 
University,  shall  become  vacant,  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  give  public 
notice  of  the  vacancy  and  of  the  date  by  which  application  for  the  benefice 
shall  be  made.  AU  applications  for  vacant  benefices  shall  be  made  to  the 
Registrary  in  such  form  and  manner  as  the  Board  shall  from  time  to  time 
direct.  The  Registrary  shall  forward  the  applications  to  the  Vice-Chancellor. 
In  the  selection  of  a  Clerk  the  Board  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  not  be 
restricted  to  the  candidates  who  have  sent  in  applications.

Affiliation 


The  University  has  power  to  adopt  as  an  affiliated  College  in 
any  place  within  the  United  Kingdom  or  in  any  part  of  the 
British  dominion  any  institution  founded  for  the  education  of 
adult  students,  with  such  conditions  as  to  the  provision  of 
lectures,  and  as  to  the  rules  and  arrangements  for  the  students, 
as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  Grace. 

The  University  has  power  also  to  terminate  at  any  time  by 
Grace  the  connexion  of  the  University  with  the  institution  as  an 
affiliated  College. 

Vritilefies  of  Ajfiliation 

1.  Any  Student  of  an  Affiliated  Institution  who  shall  have  continued 
a  member  of  it  for  such  length  of  time,  not  less  than  two  years,  and  shall 
have  attended  such  lectm-es  and  passed  such  examinations,  as  may  be 
required  from  time  to  time  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  shall,  if  admitted  as 
a  member  of  the  University  otherwise  than  as  a  Research  Student,  be 
entitled  to  either  or  both  of  the  following  privileges : — 

(1)  to  be  exempted  from  all  parts  of  the  Previous  Examination  ; 

(2)  to  reckon  the  first  term  kept  by  residence  as  the  second,  third, 

or  fourth  term  of  his  residence,  for  the  purposes  of  all  pro- 
visions  respecting   the    standing    of    candidates   for   Tripos 
Examinations,  for  Degree  Examinations  in  Medicine,  Sm-gery, 
or   Music,  or    for   Studentships,    Scholarships,   Exhibitions, 
Prizes,  or  Medals,  and  respecting  the  standing  of  candidates 
for  Degrees. 
1*.     If  a  student  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  affiliation  has,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  foregoing  Regulation  1  (2),  reckoned  for  any  purpose  the 
first  term  kept  by  residence  as  the  second,  third,  or  fourth  term  of  his 
residence,  as  the  case  may  be,  he  shall  be  required  so  to  reckon  his  first 
term  for  all  purposes. 

2.  In  the  case  of  any  student  claiming  to  be  admitted  to  the  privileges 
of  Affiliation,  a  certificate  of  having  fulfilled  the  prescribed  conditions, 
signed  by  the  Registrar  or  other  competent  authority  of  the  Affiliated 
Institution,  shall  be  presented  for  registration  to  the  Registrary  in  the 
student's  first  term  of  residence,  and  a  fee  of  £2  shall  be  paid  at  the  same 
time  to  the  Registrary  for  the  University  Chest. 

3.  Any  certificate  of  having  fulfilled  the  prescribed  conditions  may  be 
accepted  for  registration  at  a  time  later  than  that  above  specified,  provided 
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that  iu  evei-y  such  case  an  additional  fee  of  £1   sliall  be  paid  to  the 
Kegistrary  for  the  University  Chest. 

4.  Students  claiming  to  be  admitted  to  the  pi-ivileges  of  Affiliation  shall 
be  requu-ed  (1)  to  have  fulfilled  all  the  prescribed  conditions  before 
matriculation,  (2)  to  matriculate  and  to  pay  the  usual  fee  of  £5. 

*:f,*  The  'prescribed  conditions'  vary  considerably  in  the 
different  cases ;  they  are  stated  in  the  Student's  Handbook,  and 
should  be  carefully  examined.

Tlie  University  has  power  also  to  admit  on  like  conditions  to 
the  privileges  of  students  of  an  aflBliated  College  adult  students 
attending  a  course  of  education  conducted  by  a  Committee  in 
concert  with  the  University. 

The  Local  Lectures  Centres  at  present  affiliated  to  the  Uni- 
versity under  this  provision  are  Exeter,  Leicester,  and  Southport. 

An  account  of  the  conditions  under  which  students  from  these  centres 
may  claim  the  privileges  of  Affihation  is  given  iu  the  Student's  Ilandhooi. 

The  University  has  also  power  to  admit  to  the  privileges  of 
Affiliation  other  students  who  are  not  members  of  Affiliated 
Institutions  : — 

Regidations  for  the   admission,   to   the  privileges   of  Affiliation,   of 
Students  vjho  are  not  members  of  Affiliated  Institutions : 

1.  Graduates  of  Universities,  which  have,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Coiincil  of  the  Senate,  been  approved  for  the  purpose  by  Grace  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  affiliation,  as  defined  in  the 
Regulations  for  Affiliated  Institutions  and  subject  to  like  conditions, 
provided  that  they  submit  certificates  shewing  that  they  have  attended 
classes  in  the  University  concerned  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three 
years,  and  that  in  one  or  more  of  the  examinations  by  which  they  have 
qualified  for  their  degree  they  have  passed  m  English,  Latin,  one  additional 
language,  and  Mathematics. 
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2.  A  student  claiming  to  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  AfiBliation 
nnder  the  preceding  Eegulation  shall  be  required  (1)  to  have  fulfilled  the 
prescribed  conditions  before  matriculation,  (2)  to  matriculate  and  to  pay 
the  usual  fee  of  £5,  (3)  to  present  to  the  Registrary,  in  his  first  term  of 
residence,  the  required  certificate  or  certificates,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
pay  a  fee  of  £2  to  the  Registrary  for  the  University  Chest. 

The  certificate  or  certificates  may  be  presented  at  a  time  later  than 
that  above  specified,  but  in  such  case  an  additional  fee  of  £1  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Registrary  for  the  University  Chest.

ADMISSION  OF  WOMEN  TO  UNIVERSITY 
EXAMINATIONS  AND  TO   RESEARCH 

Women  are  admitted  to  University  Examinations  and  to 
Research  under  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  following  Regu- 
lations : — 

Previous  and  Tripos  Examinations 

1.  Female  students  who  kave  fulfilled  the  conditions  respecting  length 
of  residence  and  standing  which  members  of  the  University  are  required  to 
fulfil  may  be  admitted  to  the  Previous  Examination,  and  the  Tripos 
Examinations. 

2.  Such  residence  shall  be  kept  (a)  at  Girton  College,  or  (6)  at  Newuham 
College,  or  (c)  within  the  precincts  of  the  University  under  the  regulations 
of  one  or  other  of  these  Colleges,  or  [d)  in  any  similar  institution  within 
the  precincts  of  the  University  which  may  be  recognised  hereafter  by  the 
University  by  Grace  of  the  Senate. 

3.  Certificates  of  residence  shall  be  given  by  the  authorities  of  Girton 
College  or  Newnham  College  or  other  similar  institution  hereafter  recog- 
nised by  the  University  in  the  same  form  as  that  which  is  customary  in  the 
case  of  members  of  the  University. 

4.  Except  as  provided  in  Eegulatiou  5,  female  students  shall  before 
admission  to  a  Tripos  Examination  have  passed  the  Previous  Examination 
(including  the  Additional  Subjects)  or  one  of  the  Examinations  which 
excuse  members  of  the  University  from  the  Previous  Examhiation. 

5.  Female  students  who  have  obtained  an  Honour  Certificate  in  the 
Higher  Local  Examination  may  be  admitted  to  a  Tripos  Examination 
though  such  Certificate  does  not  cover  the  special  portions  of  the  Higher 
Local  Examination  which  are  accepted  by  the  University  in  lieu  of  parts  or 
the  whole  of  the  Previous  Examination ;  provided  that  such  students  have 
passed  in  Group  B  (Language)  and  Group  C  (Mathematics). 

6.  No  female  student  shall  be  admitted  to  any  part  of  any  of  the 
Examinations  of  the  University  who  is  not  recommended  for  admission  by 
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the  authorities  of  the  College  or  other  institution  to  which  slie  has  l)een 
admitted. 

7.  After  each  Examination  a  Class  List  of  the  female  students  who 
have  satisfied  the  Examiners  shall  he  puhlished  by  the  Examiners  at  the 
same  time  with  the  Class  List  of  members  of  the  University,  the  standard 
for  each  class  and  the  method  of  arrangement  in  each  class  being  the 
same  in  the  two  Class  Lists. 

8.  In  each  class  of  female  students  in  which  the  names  are  arranged  in 
order  of  merit  the  place  wliicli  each  of  such  students  would  liave  occupied 
in  the  corres^wnding  class  of  members  of  the  University  shall  be  indicated. 

9.  That,  subject  to  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Regulations  for  the 
Honours  Triposes,  the  Examiners  for  a  Tripos  shall  be  at  liberty  to  state 
that  a  female  student  who  has  failed  to  satisfy  them  has  reached  the 
Standard  required  from  members  of  the  University  for  the  Ordinary  B.A, 
Degree,  or  has  reached  the  standard  for  passing  the  Special  Examination 
in  a  subject,  to  be  specified  by  the  Examiners,  corresponding  to  the  subject 
or  one  of  tlie  subjects  in  which  she  has  been  examined  in  the  Tripos. 

10.  That  to  each  female  student  who  has  satisfied  the  conditions  with 
regard  to  the  passing  of  Tripos  Examinations  required  from  members  of 
the  University  before  admission  to  the  Degree  of  B.A.  a  certificate  signed 
and  sealed  by  the  Vice-Ghancellor  shall  be  given  by  the  University  stating 
the  residence  which  she  has  kept,  the  Tripos  Examination  or  Examinations 
in  which  she  has  satisfied  the  Examiners,  and  the  Class  and  place  in  the 
Class,  if  indicated,  to  which  she  has  attained  in  each  of  such  examinations.

14.  (a)  The  fee  to  be  paid  by  each  female  student  who  has  not  been 
previously  admitted  to  a  Tripos  Examination  on  admission  to  any  un- 
divided Tripos,  or  to  the  First  Part  of  any  divided  Tripos  shall  be  £5. 

(/;)  The  fee  to  be  paid  by  each  female  studeut  on  admission  to  the  Second 
Part  of  any  divided  Tripos  shall  be  £'2. 

(c)  The  fee  to  be  paid  by  each  female  studeut  on  admission  to  any 
undivided  Tripos  or  part  of  a  divided  Tripos,  after  having  passed  any 
Tripos  Examination,  shall  be  £2. 

1  Modifications  of  the  above  fomi  will  be  refiuired  in  some  cases,  for  instance,  for  students  tnkin!^ 
Part  I  of  the  Classical  or  certain  other  Triposes  not  earlier  than  their  eighth  term,  for  those  who  take 
Honours  in  two  Triposes,  for  those  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  privileggs  of  affiliation,  for  .legrotat 
cases,  and  for  those  who  have  attained  to  the  standard  of  an  Ordinary  Degree. 
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15.  The  fee  to  be  paid  by  each  female  student  on  admission  to  either 
part  of  the  Pre\-ious  Examination  or  to  the  Additional  Subjects  of  that 
Examination  shall  be  £1. 

*15.  The  fee  to  be  paid  by  each  female  student  before  admission  to  the 
Oral  Examination  in  Modern  Languages  shall  be  £1. 

16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Syndicate  appointed  to  conduct  the  Local 
Examinations  and  Lectures  of  the  University  to  receive  the  fees  paid  by 
female  students  under  these  regulations ;  to  provide  therefrom  for  the 
remuneration  of  the  Examiners  and  for  all  other  expenses  connected  with 
the  Examination ;  to  appoint  and  to  remimerate  members  of  the  Senate  to 
superintend  the  candidates  under  examination ;  to  determine  the  places  of 
examination  and  provide  whatever  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  tlie  Examinations ;  to  receive  and  examine  the  certificates  of 
qualification  under  Kegulations  1 — 6;  to  allow  such  relaxations  in  the 
conditions  affecting  length  of  residence  and  standing  as  are  allowed  for 
illness  or  any  other  sufficient  cause  in  the  case  of  members  of  the 
University;  to  prepare  the  certificates  given  by  the  University  under 
Regulation  10 ;  and  generally  to  manage  all  details  connected  with  the 
admission  of  female  students  to  the  Examinations  and  to  report  to  the 
Senate  thereon  as  occasion  may  arise. 

Examinations  in  Music 

1.  Women  shall  be  allowed  to  present  themselves  for  the  Examinations 
held  by  the  University  for  the  candidates  for  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  and 
Master  of  Music  in  the  prescribed  order  of  such  Examinations,  provided 
they  fulfil  the  provisions  of  clauses  1.  "2.  3.  6.  in  the  Eegulations  for  the 
Admission  of  Women  to  Tripos  Examinations  on  p.  366  above. 

2.  Women  presenting  themselves  for  these  Exammations  shall  be 
required  to  pay  a  fee  of  £5  on  their  first  admission  and  of  £2.  lOs.  on  any 
subsequent  admission  to  each  of  the  two  Parts  of  the  Examination  for  the 
Degree  of  Mus.B.,  and  a  fee  of  £6  on  their  first  admission  and  of  £3  on 
any  subsequent  admission  to  each  of  the  two  Parts  of  the  Exammatiou 
for  the  Degree  of  Mus.M. 

3.  These  fees  shall  be  paid  in  each  case  to  the  Kegistrary  at  the  time 
of  application  for  admission  to  the  Examination. 

4.  The  names  of  those  women  who  satisfy  the  Examiners  shall  be  pub- 
lished at  the  ordinai-y  time  in  a  separate  list  arranged  in  alphabetical  order. 

5.  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  authorised  to  grant  Certificates  to 
those  women  who  shall  have  passed  aU  the  Examinations  requu-ed  of  the 
candidates  for  either  Degree  in  Music,  the  form  of  such  Certificate  to  be 
approved  by  the  Special  Board  for  Music. 

Courses  of  Reseaech 
Women  who  are  or  propose  to  become  members  of  one  of  the  CoDeges 
recognised  under   Regulation  2   relating  to   the  admission   of   women   to 
University   Examinations  (see  p.  366  above)  are  admitted  to  Courses  of 
Research  imder  the  following  Regulations: 

1.  AppUcations  for  the  admission  of  Women  to  Courses  of  Research 
shall  be  made  by  the  authorities  of  the  College  of  which  they  propose 
to  become  members  to  the  Secretary  for  Examinations  of  the  Local 
Examinations  and  Lectures  Syndicate. 

No  woman  shall  be  admitted  to  a  Course  of  Research  unless  she  has 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 
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2.  Each  application  shall  be  accompanied  by 

i.     a  diploma  or  other  certificate  of  graduation  at  a  University; 

ii.  a  statement  as  to  the  course  of  research  which  the  applicant 
desires  to  pursue,  together  with  such  evidence  of  qualification,  attain- 
ments, and  previous  study  as  she  may  be  able  to  submit; 

iii.  a  certificate  or  declaration  that  the  applicant  has  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years. 

3.  In  exceptional  cases  women  who  do  not  present  a  diploma  or 
certificate  of  graduation  may  be  admitted  to  a  Course  of  Research,  pro- 
vided that,  in  lieu  thereof,  they  give  such  evidence  of  general  educational 
qualification  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Local  Examinations  and  Lectures 
Syndicate. 

4.  Applications  shall,  if  possible,  be  submitted  not  later  than  June  1 
in  the  academic  year  preceding  that  in  which  the  applicant  proposes  to 
begin  the  course.  But  the  Syndicate  shall  have  power  to  receive  ap- 
plications submitted  at  other  times. 

5.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Local  Examinations  and  Lectures 
Syndicate  in  cases  coming  under  Regulation  3,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Syndicate  shall  communicate  each  application  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Board  of  Studies  with  which  the  proposed  Course  of  Research 
appears  to  be  most  nearly  connected;  and  the  application  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  decided  by  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  Special  Board. 

6.  The  application  shall  not  be  granted  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the 
Degree  Committee 

i.  that  the  course  of  research  can  conveniently  be  pursued  at 
Cambridge ; 

ii.  that  the  applicant  has  produced  adequate  evidence  that  she  is 
qualified  to  enter  upon  the  proposed  course. 

7.  When  the  application  has  been  decided,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Board  shall  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Syndicate  of  the  decision, 
and  the  Secretary  shall  inform  the  authorities  of  the  College  of  which  the 
applicant  proposes  to  become  a  member. 

8.  Women  admitted  to  Courses  of  Research  shall  be  required  to  keep 
residence  as  prescribed  in  Regulation  2  relating  to  the  Admission  of 
Women  to  University  Examinations  (see  p.  366  above). 

9.  A  woman,  who  has  after  the  first  day  of  the  tenn  in  which  she  was 
admitted  to  a  Course  of  Research  kept  three  terms  by  residence,  may  in 
the  fourth  or  any  subsequent  term  up  to  the  twelfth  after  such  admission 
send  (through  the  authorities  of  her  College)  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Syndicate  for  Local  Examinations  and  Lectures,  not  later  than  the 
division  of  the  term,  a  dissertation  containing  an  account  of  and  em- 
bodying the  results  of  the  research  carried  on  by  her  at  Cambridge.  The 
dissertation  must  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  £5,  and  by  a  certificate  shewing 
that  the  student  has  kept  the  required  number  of  terms.  The  student 
shall  state,  generally  in  a  preface  to  her  dissertation  and  specifically  in 
notes,  the  sources  from  which  her  information  is  derived,  the  extent  to 
which  she  has  availed  herself  of  the  work  of  others,  and  the  portions  of 
the  dissertation  which  she  claims  as  original. 

The  Secretary  shall  forward  the  dissertation  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Board  concerned;  and  the  dissertation  shall  be  referred  to  one  or 
two  persons  appointed  by  the  Committee,  who  shall  have  power  to  ex- 
amine the  student  orally  or  otherwise  upon  the  subject  thereof  and  shall 
report  thereon  to  the  Committee.  Each  of  the  persons  so  appointed 
shall  receive  a  fee  of  two  guineas  from  the  Local  Examinations  and 
Lectures  Syndicate. 
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The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  take  into  consideration  together 
with  the  dissertation  any  memoir  or  work  published  by  the  student 
which  she  may  desire  to  submit  to  them. 

By  special  permission  of  the  Syndicate,  a  dissertation  may  be  submitted 
in  a  later  term  than  the  student's  twelfth  term. 

No  woman  may  present  a  dissertation  who  is  not  at  the  time  a  member 
of  one  of  the  Colleges  recognised  under  Kegulation  2  relating  to  the 
Admission  of  Women  to  University  Examinations  [see  p.  366  above]. 

10.  If  the  Degree  Coimnittee  are  of  opinion  that  the  work  submitted 
by  the  student  is  of  merit  as  an  original  contribution  to  learning  or  as 
a  record  of  original  research,  the  Chainnan  shall  forward  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Syndicate  a  statement  to  this  effect,  indicating  therein  the  subject 
or  subjects  of  the  student's  research. 

If  the  Degree  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  dissertation  submitted 
by  the  student  is  not  of  sufficient  merit  to  serve  as  a  qualification  for  the 
Certificate  of  Research,  they  may  detemiine  the  conditions,  if  any,  under 
which  the  student  shall  be  allowed  again  to  submit  to  them  a  dissertation, 
and  the  Chairman  shall  inform  the  Secretary,  who  shall  inform  the  student 
of  this  decision.

12.  A  woman  who  has  kept  residence  for  nine  terms  imder  the  con- 
ditions prescribed  in  Regulation  2  for  the  Admission  of  Women  to 
University  Examinations,  and  has  passed  a  Tripos  Examination  or  Tripos 
Examinations  which  in  the  case  of  a  member  of  the  University  would 
qualify  for  the  B.A.  Degree,  and  who  desires  to  be  admitted  to  a  Course 
of  Research  with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  Certificate  of  Research  described 
in  Regulation  11  shall  make  application,  through  the  authorities  of  her 
College,  to  the  Local  Examinations  and  Lectures  Syndicate;  the  Secretary 
of  the  Syndicate  shall  forward  the  application  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Special  Board  of  Studies  with  which  her  proposed  course  of  research 
appears  to  be  most  nearly  connected;  and  the  apphcation  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  decided  by  the  Degree  Committee  of  the  Special  Board. 

13.  The  Degree  Committee  shall  not  grant  the  application  unless  they 
are  satisfied 

i.  that  the  Course  of  Research  can  conveniently  be  pursued  at 
Cambriage ; 

ii.  that  the  applicant  has  produced  adequate  evidence  that  she  is 
qualified  to  enter  upon  the  proposed  course. 
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14.  If  the  application  is  granted,  the  student  shall  become  entitled 
to  a  Certificate  of  Research  upon  satisfying  the  requirements  of  Regu- 
lations 9,  10,  except  that  she  may  subnait  her  dissertation  when  she  has 
kept  by  residence  two  terms  after  the  first  day  of  the  term  in  which  she 
was  admitted  to  a  Course  of  Research. 

Women  are  also  admitted  to  tlxe  Diplomas  in  Agriculture  and 
Geography,  and  to  those  Diplomas,  such  as  Public  Health,  which 
are  open  to  members  of  the  medical  profession. 


ADMISSION  OF  MEN  NOT  MEMBERS  OF  THE  UNIVER- 
SITY TO  LECTURES  AND  LABORATORIES 

Men  not  members  of  the  University  are  only  admitted  to 
Lectures  and  Laboratories  under  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the 
following  Regulations  : 

(1)  Except  as  provided  in  Regulation  (2),  no  one  who  has  matriculated 
at  the  University  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  University  lectures  or  work 
in  a  University  laboratory  unless  he  remains  a  member  of  the  University 
or  is  readmitted. 

(2)  Graduates  of  other  Universities  and  recognised  teachers  or  research 
workers  who  are  visiting  Cambridge  may  be  admitted  by  a  Professor, 
Reader,  or  University  Lecturer  to  his  lectures  or  by  a  Professor  or  Head 
of  a  Department  to  the  laboratory  under  his  charge. 

(3)  Men  not  members  of  the  University  who  are  attending  a  regular 
course  of  instruction  in  the  University  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  Diploma 
or  Certificate  shall  be  required,  as  a  condition  of  admission  to  such  instruction, 
to  have  their  names  enrolled  at  the  Registry  on  an  official  Register  of  candi- 
dates for  Diplomas  and  Certificates,  and  shall  pay  to  the  Registrary  a  fee 
of  one-and-a-half  guineas  in  respect  of  each  quarter  during  which  or  any 
portion  of  which  their  no  me  is  enrolled  on  the  Register.  The  appUcation 
for  admission  to  the  Register  shall  in  each  case  be  accompanied  by  a  letter 
of  recommendation  from  the  Professor,  Reader,  Univereity  Lecturer,  or 
Head  of  a  Department  who  has  consented  to  admit  the  appUcant  to  such 
a  course  of  instruction. 

(4)  The  Vice-Chancellor  shall  have  power  at  any  time,  without  assigning 
reasons,  to  remove  the  name  of  a  student  from  the  official  Register  of  candi- 
dates for  Diplomas  and  Certificates. 

(5)  In  special  circumstances  persons  not  included  in  the  classes  defined 
in  Regulations  (2)  and  (3)  who  wish  to  obtain  regular  instruction  in  the 
University  may,  if  they  could  not  be  reasonably  expected  to  become  members 
of  the  University,  be  admitted  by  a  Professor,  Reader,  or  University  Lecturer 
to  his  lectures,  or  by  a  Professor  or  Head  of  a  Department  to  the  laboratory 
under  his  charge  ;  but  such  admission  shall  only  be  granted  after  the 
sanction  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  has  been  obtained,  and  in  making  the 
appUcation  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  the  Professor,  Reader,  University 
Lecturer,  or  Head  of  a  Department  shall  state  the  nature  of  the  special 
circumstances  on  which  the  application  is  based.  In  no  cases  shall  such 
admission  be  granted  to  men  included  in  the  classes  defined  in  Regulations 
(1)  and  (3). 

(6)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Professors,  Readers,  University  Lecturers, 
and  Heads  of  Departments  to  see  that  the  names  of  men  receiving  instruction 
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under  their  charge,  as  provided  in  Regulation  (3)  above,  are  included  in 
the  list  of  names  published  by  the  Registrary  in  the  University  Reporter 
as  enrolled  on  the  Register  in  each  quarter  of  the  year.

Appointments  Board 

*^*  A  fuller  account  of  the  work  of  the  Appointments  Board 
is  given  in  Chapter  xxiv  of  the  Student's  Handbook. 

By  Grace  of  27  February,  1902,  an  Appointments  Board  in 
connexion  with  the  University  was  established  for  five  years  to 
carry  on  the  work  hitherto  performed  by  the  Cambridge  Appoint- 
ments Association,  and  by  Grace  of  7  June  1906,  the  Appointments 
Board  was  continued  until  the  Senate  shall  otherwise  decide. 
The  Board  consists  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  five  members  of 
the  Senate  appointed  by  Grace,  on  the  nomination  of  the 
Council  of  the  Senate ;  and  each  College  or  Public  Hostel  in 
Cambridge  which  contributes  annually  the  sum  of  ten  pounds 
at  least  to  the  Appointments  Fund  is  empowered  to  appoint 
annually  one  person  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  for  one  year. 
The  Board  is  also  empowered  to  appoint  annually  not  more  than 
twelve  persons  to  be  additional  members  of  the  Board  for  one 
year.  The  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Deputy  and  four  other  members 
constitute  a  quorum. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  include  the  collection  and  distribution 
of  information  respecting  appointments  which  can  be  appro- 
priately filled  by  members  of  the  University,  and  the  organisation 
of  means  of  communication  between  candidates  for  such  appoint- 
ments and  the  persons  or  bodies  making  the  appointments ;  and 
in  particular  the  registration  of  candidates  seeking  appoint- 
ments. The  Board  is  required  to  report  at  least  once  a  year 
to  the  Senate. 

The  office  of  the  Board  is  at  the  University  Offices,  St  Andrew's 
Street,  and  is  open  throughout  the  year.  For  the  hours  of 
attendance  see  p.  119  above. 
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The  number  of  past  and  present  members  of  the  University 
on  military  service  in  various  capacities  can  be  ascertained  from 
a  War  List  compiled  as  a  supplement  to  the  Cambridge  Review.

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These  lists  will  be  kept  up  to  date,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  War, 
the  SjTidics  of  the  Cambridge  University  Press  propose  to 
publish,  by  arrangement  with  The  Cambridge  Revietv  and  Messrs 
Fabb  &  Tyler,  a  complete  official  list  of  members  of  the  Uni- 
versity who  have  served  in  the  War,  with  brief  biographical 
details  of  those  who  have  been  killed,  and  with  particulars  of 
distinctions  conferred. 

The  effect  of  the  War  upon  the  number  of  undergraduates  in 
residence  was  a  reduction  to  about  one-third  of  the  usual  figure. 
The  distribution  of  this  among  the  Colleges  is  shewn  in  the 
following  table,  taken  with  slight  modifications  from  the 
Cambridge  Remew:

This  diminution  in  the  number  of  undergraduates  has  in- 
evitably affected  the  financial  position  of  the  University.  The 
receipts  of  the  University  Chest  for  the  year  1915  shewed 
decreases,  as  compared  with  1914,  on  Examination  Fees,  £5164, 
Capitation  Tax,  £3417,  Matriculation  Fees,  £2301,  and  Degree 
Fees,  £4479.  The  total  reduction  of  income  amounted  to 
£13,108.  If  the  same  comparison  is  made  with  1913,  the  last 
normal  year,  the  decreases  are  as  follows:  Examination  Fees, 
£7651,  Capitation  Tax,  £4427,  Matriculation  Fees,  £3088,  and 
Degree  Fees,  £5144;  the  total  reduction  of  income  being 
£19,697. 

The  foregoing  figures  relate  only  to  the  University.  Similar 
difficulties  have  arisen  in  the  case  of  the  Colleges.     These  differ 
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a  good  deal  in  their  resources,  but  they  have  all  suffered  heavily 
from  the  decline  in  the  number  of  their  members,  and  as  the 
war  goes  on  serious  financial  problems  are  being  faced. 

The  more  general  effects  of  the  War  upon  the  University  are 
summarized  in  the  following  extracts  from  the  speech  of  the 
retiring  Vice -Chancellor  at  the  beginning  of  the  Michaelmas 
Term,  1915: 

The  University  has  shrunk  to  less  than  one-third  of  its  former  numbers. 
Its  buildings, — laboratories,  lecture-rooms,  examination-halls, — have  been 
filled  with  soldiers.  CoUeEres  have  been  converted  into  schools  of  instruc- 
tion for  officers,  into  head-quarters  for  the  military  staff,  into  lodgings 
for  nurses,  into  billets  for  men.  A  great  military  hospital  which,  when 
I  last  addressed  you,  was  located  in  Nevile's  Court  at  Trinity  College, 
now  covers  one  of  the  largest  College  fields.  Many  Professors,  Readers, 
and  Lecturers  have  gone  out  of  residence  to  take  up  scientific  work,  or 
commissions  as  officers:  others,  still  with  us,  are  devoting  themselves  to 
tasks  not  less  useful  to  the  common  welfare.  Yet  again,  others  have 
engaged  in  work  in  government  offices,  and  have  placed  their  attainments, 
linguistic,  economic,  administrative,  historical,  at  the  service  of  the  coun- 
try; not  a  few  in  response  to  an  appeal  issued  by  myself,  many  inde- 
pendently. Nor  must  I  forget  the  unselfish  energy  which  has  been  shown 
by  many  resident  members  of  the  Senate,  who  have  thrown  themselves 
into  the  business  of  local  committees  or  enrolled  themselves  in  the  Special 
Constabulary  of  this  place :  or  the  public  spirit  of  those  many  employes 
of  the  University  in  laboratories,  libraries,  museiuiis,  and  the  Press,  who 
are  now  serving  on  sea  or  land. 

The  policy  of  the  University  in  this  crisis  has  been  to  render  all  employ- 
ment of  its  resources,  material  and  intellectual,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
country,  as  easy  as  it  can  be  made.  It  is  not  indeed  conceivable  that 
we  should  do  otherwise  than  grant  leave  of  absence  in  every  possible 
case,  and  keep  open  all  temporarily  vacated  posts.  Whatever  measures, 
bearing  on  the  service  of  University  officers  and  teachers,  have  passed 
the  Senate,  have  had  this  object  in  view. 

It  is,  of  course,  plain  that  the  tremendous  shrinkage  in  the  mmibers 
of  our  students  must  have  affected  and  must  yet  more  gravely  affect  in 
the  future  the  finances  of  the  University,  to  say  nothing  of  the  Colleges. 
Figures  have  been  laid  before  the  Senate  which  show  that  we  shall  enter 
on  the  next  civil  year  wth  an  actual  deficit  of  some  £2000.  A  Report 
of  the  Council,  as  yet  undiscussed,  suggests  one  method  of  relieving  the 
strain.  An  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  spring  gives  facilities  to  the 
University  and  the  Colleges  for  obtaining  relief  in  certain  directions.  A 
strict  economy  has  been  practised  by  the  central  authority  and  by  the 
Heads  of  departments.  Posts  that  have  fallen  vacant  have  not  been 
filled  up,  wherever  that  course  was  practicable :  for  example,  no  Pro- 
Proctors  are  to  be  appointed  for  the  coming  year.  The  stipends  of  those 
absent  on  service  have  been  suspended,  again,  where  possible.  Expendi- 
ture on  improvements  has  been  cut  off.  Very  great  generosity  has  been 
shown  by  individuals  in  forgoing  examination  fees  and  other  payments 
due  to  them.  In  spite  of  all  this,  the  financial  prospect  for  1916  cannot 
but  be  gloomy.  I  venture  to  ask  your  sympathy  and  your  co-operation 
with  those  upon  whom  the  task  of  eking  out  our  resources  will  rest :  not 
least  do  I  ask  it  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Financial  Board,  whose  work 
during  the  last  twelve  months  has  been,  as  you  will  readily  understand, 
crowded  with  difficulties,  which  he  has  most  courageously  faced. 

At  this  point  I  think  it  right  to  refer  to  another  matter  which  has  at 
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various  stas;es  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Senate.  When  I  last  ad- 
dressed you  I  alluded  to  a  possibility  that  the  work  of  the  Belgian  Uni- 
versities might  be  to  some  extent  carried  on  among  us.  As  the  result 
of  negotiations  we  have  in  fact  been  able  to  welcome  here  a  number  of 
Professors  and  Students  from  each  of  those  Universities,  and  to  arrange 
for  their  residence  among  us.  Courses  of  lectures  have  been  organized 
and  a  form  of  certificate  sanctioned,  to  be  awarded  to  the  Students  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Professors.  I  hope  and  believe  that  the 
experiment  has  proved  successful,  and  that  the  sad  exile  of  our  guests 
has  been  indeed  alleviated  in  some  measure  by  the  employment  to  which 
they  were  able  to  turn.  But  even  here  they  have  sustained  at  least  one 
heavy  loss:  on  9  December,  most  unexpectedly,  died  the  distinguished 
Professor  of  Anatomy  at  Louvain,  Arthur  van  Gehuchten.... 

We  know  that  of  Cambridge  men  not  less  than  ten  tliousand  are  fight- 
ing or  preparing  to  fight  for  the  defence  of  their  country :  that  some  seven 
hundred  have  been  wounded;  that  over  three  hundred  have  won  dis- 
tinctions in  the  field.  We  know,  too,  that  of  the  whole  number  between 
two  and  three  thousand  would  in  the  ordinary  course  still  be  living  and 
studying  among  us.  To  these  we  stand  in  a  special  relation.  We  are 
debtors  to  all,  but  to  them  we  have  some  means  of  showing  that  we 
recognize  the  great  sacrifice  they  have  made.  What  has  it  so  far  been 
found  possible  to  do  for  them?  Into  the  minute  details  of  the  measures 
passed  in  their  favour  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  enter.  The  aim  has 
been  to  secure  on  the  one  hand,  for  those  who  have  completed  some  part 
of  their  residence,  an  easy  passage  to  a  degree,  mainly  by  the  allowance 
of  as  much  as  four  terms,  and  by  permitting  them  to  count  time  spent 
on  active  service  as  the  equivalent  of  the  Special  Examination  in  MiUtary 
subjects.  For  those,  on  the  other  hand,  who  have  not  as  yet  begun  resi- 
dence, the  object  of  legislation  by  the  University  and  the  Colleges  has 
been  that,  when  they  come  here,  they  should  be  able  to  enter  forthwith 
upon  the  study  they  have  .selected,  and  upon  the  enjoyment  of  .such 
scholarships  or  other  awards  as  they  may  have  gained  before  joining  the 
forces  of  the  Crown.  That  the  provisions  appUcable  to  the  former  cla-ss 
are  effective  was  seen  in  June  and  .July:  more  than  a  hundred  degrees 
were  conferred  by  proxy  at  the  last  Congregation  upon  men  at  the  front. 
What  may  be  the  practical  value  of  the  facilities  we  offer  to  the  latter 
class  has  yet  to  be  .seen.  We  cannot  estimate  with  any  precision  how 
many  of  those  who  once  contemplated  a  University  career  will  be  able 
to  take  it  up,  or  in  what  mind  they  will  return  to  us. 

We  pa.ss  to  the  thought  of  the  many  who  wll  not  return;  not  because 
of  any  change  of  plan,  but  becau.se  the  offer  which  all  have  made  has  in 
their  ease  been  accepted  to  the  full.  More  than  four  hundred  and  seventy 
Cambridge  men  have  fallen :  a  hundred  and  fifty  of  them,  at  least,  .should 
have  been  undergraduates  still.  For  these  no  privilege  that  we  can  de- 
vise avails.  Yet  the  University  bears  them  upon  her  heart,  and  will  not, 
I  know,  neglect  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  them  in  such  sort  that  it 
may  speak  to  the  youth  of  England  in  time  to  come. 


The  Wae  Committee 

On  6  August  1914  the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Military  Studies,  appointed  a  special  War  Committee 
of  the  Board  to  deal  with  the  selection  and  recommendation  of 
applicants   for   Commissions.      The   original   members    of  this 
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Committee  were  Mr  W.  Durnford,  Vice-Provost  of  King's 
(Chairman),  Colonel  H.  J.  Edwards,  C.B.,  Captain  L.  H. 
Thornton,  and  Mr  W.  C.  D.  Whetham,  F.R.S.,  Senior  Tutor  of 
Trinity ;  but  Captain  Thornton  ceased  to  act  on  the  Committee 
when  he  left  Cambridge  for  the  Camp  of  Instruction  formed  at 
Royston  on  25  August.  Mr  A.  G.  W.  Murray,  Librarian  of 
Trinity,  after  acting  as  Secretary  to  the  Committee  for  nine 
months,  was  appointed  Assistant  Secretary  to  the  Board  on 
13  July  1915.  On  25  March  1916  the  Report  of  this  Committee 
on  the  military  work  carried  out  in  and  in  connexion  with  the 
University  for  the  period  5  August  1914  to  29  February  1916 
was  published  to  the  Senate  by  the  Board  of  Military  Studies. 
The  Report  is  dated  1  March  1916. 

A.     The  Work  of  the  Committee 

The  work  of  the  Committee  during  the  period  5  August  1914  to 
29  February  1916,  which  is  approximately  the  first  year  and  a  half  of 
the  war,  has  been  continuous  and  extensive. 

On  Sunday,  2  August  1914,  instructions  had  been  received  from  the 
War  Office  bringing  into  immediate  operation,  in  view  of  the  national 
emergency  and  of  the  general  mobihzation  expected,  the  scheme  which 
had  been  prepared  some  two  years  before  for  the  appointment  of  Cadets 
and  ex-Cadets  of  the  Cambridge  University  Officers  Training  Corps,  and  of 
other  members  of  the  University,  to  Commissions  in  various  branches  of 
the  Service.  In  pursuance  of  this  sclieme  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
(Colonel  H.  J.  Edwards,  C.B.)  sent  out  a  circular  on  2  August  to  the 
Army  candidates  on  the  Register;  and  similar  connnunications  were  at 
once  addressed  to  Cadets  and  ex-Cadets  of  the  Corps. 

It  was  obvious  from  the  first  that  the  meagre  office  accommodation  at 
the  Head  Quarters  of  the  Officers  Training  Corps  in  Market  Street  was 
altogether  inadequate  for  the  work  to  be  done;  and  on  Wednesday, 
5  August,  the  offices  of  the  Corps  were  transferred  to  the  Hall  and  Com- 
bination Room  of  Corpus  Christi  College,  generousl}'  placed  by  the  Society 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Board;  and  there  the  work  of  the  various  depart- 
ments was  rapidly  arranged.  The  High  Table  was  reserved  for  the  War 
Committee,  while  the  body  of  the  Hall  was  taken  up  by  those  who  had 
volunteered  to  help  the  Board  and  the  Officers  Training  Corps.  The 
Conunittee  sat  daily,  Sundays  included,  for  three  periods,  in  the  morning, 
the  afternoon,  and  tlie  evening  respectively. 

Two  members  of  the  Board  of  ISIilitary  Studies,  Major  G.  B.  Tatham 
and  Captain  G.  H.  A.  Wilson  (now  on  the  General  Staff),  had  proceeded 
on  4  August  to  the  War  Office,  being  attached  to  the  General  Staff  for 
duty  there,  in  response  to  a  request  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
Corps  for  two  officers  to  assist  in  the  Department  of  Military  Training. 
Other  members  of  the  Board  have  been  serving  as  follows :  Captain 
F.  J.  M.  Stratton  formed  and  is  commanding  the  20th  Divisional  Signal 
Company,  Royal  Engineers;  Colonel  C.  T.  Heycock,  V.I).,  assisted  to 
raise  and  train  the  11th  (Cambridgeshire)  Service  Battalion,  Suffolk  Regi- 
ment, and  is  now  commanding  the  2 /1st  Battalion,  Cambridgeshire  Regi- 
ment; Mr  T.  Knox  Shaw  is  a  Captain  in  the  3rd  Battalion,  York  and 
Lanca.ster  Regiment.  INIajor  Tatham  relinquished  his  work  at  the  War 
Office  in  order  to  take  a  Commission  as  Captain  in  the  6th  Battalion,  The 
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Kitie  Brigade:  he  was  succeeded  at  the  War  Oflice  by  Captain  W.  R. 
Rendell.  Lieutenant-Colonel  W.  Shirley,  Director  of  Military  Studies  at 
the  time  of  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  Assistant  Secretary  to  the  Board, 
is  now  in  command  of  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  Artists'  Rifles,  which  is 
training  a  very  large  number  of  candidates  for  Commissions. 

For  a  month  the  work  continued  to  be  carried  on  in  the  Hall  of  Corpus 
Christi  College.  There  were  definite  departments  dealing  with  Special 
Reserve  Commissions,  Territorial  Force  Commissions,  motor-cyclists 
(despatch-riders);  there  was  the  C.U.O.T.C.  office;  there  was  a  registra- 
tion oflice  for  incoming  letters  and  telegrams,  and  a  jjost-ofiice  for  the 
despatch  of  telegrams  and  letters;  and  a  telephone  and  messenger  ser- 
vice. The  Combination  Room  was  assigned  to  the  typists;  another  room 
to  the  medical  ofiicers  examining  candidates  for  Commissions.  Members 
of  the  University,  senior  and  junior,  offered  their  services  in  the  office  in 
great  numbers;  and  regular  reliefs  of  duty,  from  early  morning  to  late 
at  night,  were  arranged.  The  Rev.  P.  C.  T.' Crick,  Fellow  of  Clare  College, 
Chaplain  of  the  Corps,  acted  as  general  Secretary,  and  organised  with 
great  skill  and  efficiency  the  voluntary  staff.  The  Honourable  W.  P. 
Schreiner,  C.M.G.,  Honorary  Fellow  of  Downing  College,  who  was  in 
England  on  vacation,  took  general  charge  for  several  weeks  of  the  regis- 
tration of  correspondence,  and  afterwards  continued  to  render  the  War 
Committee  most  efficient  service,  until  November  1914,  when  he  was 
appointed  High  Commissioner  in  London  for  the  Union  of  South  Africa. 
Mr  S.  W.  Cole,  Mr  A.  S.  F.  Gow  and  Mt  A.  G.  Tansley  of  Trinity  College, 
and  Mr  C.  P.  Sumner,  of  Gonville  and  Caius  College,  gave  great  assistance 
in  the  same  department  at  different  times  during  the  year;  and  in  the 
Christmas  vacation  1914,  Mr  Tansley,  with  Professor  Seward,  Mrs  Tansley, 
and  others,  spent  days  of  somewhat  thankless  labour  in  compiling  statis- 
tics for  a  return  to  the  War  Office,  showing  the  number  of  applications 
for  Commissions  dealt  with  by  the  Committee,  and  of  Cadets  and  ex- 
Cadets  of  the  Corps  gazetted  to  various  branches  of  the  Service  since  the 
outbreak  of  the  war. 

The  following  names  of  those  (other  than  members  of  the  Board  and 
Officers  of  the  Corps,  elsewhere  mentioned)  who  assisted  in  one  capacity 
or  another  at  various  times  are  recorded  here  in  grateful  appreciation  of 
their  services.  The  roll  is  compiled  from  the  records  kept  at  the  time, 
but  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  names  of  some  of  those  who  helped 
have  been  omitted :

A  number  of  Boy  Scouts  belonging  to  the  1st  (Sea  Scouts)  and  -Sth 
(Perse  School)  Cambridge  Troops  made  themselves  very  useful  as  order- 
lies, under  the  direction  of  Sergt  G.  E.  S.  Fursdon,  C.U.O.T.C.  (now 
Lieutenant  in  the  London  Rifle  Brigade). 

On  Smiday,  6  September  1914,  the  office  of  the  War  Committee  was 
transferred  to  the  University  Offices,  where  the  Vice-Chancellor's  Room 
and  the  University  Marshal's  Office  (and  later  the  Syndicate  Room)  were 
occupied  for  some  five  weeks,  by  the  kind  permission  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor.  It  was  found  possible  to  reduce  the  hoiu-s  of  work  a  little;  but 
the  Committee  continued  to  sit  in  the  morning  and  the  afternoon,  to 
interview  candidates  for  Conunissions. 

On  Monday,  October  12,  the  office  was  moved  to  the  rooms  of  Mr  C.  E. 
Stuart  (L,  Nevile's  Court,  Trinity  College),  which  he  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Board,  having  taken  a  Commission  as  Captain  in  the  6th 
(Cyclist)  Battalion,  Suffolk  Regiment.  In  these  rooms  the  Committee 
continued  their  work  (except  during  the  Christmas  Vacation,  when  the 
rooms  of  Colonel  H.  J.  Edwards  at  Peterhouse,  and  of  Major  H.  G. 
Comber  at  Pembroke  College,  were  used)  till  17  June  1915.  On  this  day 
the  office  of  the  Board  was  transferred  to  Pembroke  College,  where  the 
Old  Library  afforded  spacious  accommodation  for  the  Orderly  Room  of 
the  Corps  and  the  formal  work  of  the  Committee,  while  a  smaller  room 
was  assigned  as  a  special  office  for  the  Assistant  Secretary. 

In  the  Michaelmas  Term  1914  applicants  were  interviewed  both  in  the 
morning  and  in  the  afternoon:  from  Christmas  1914  up  to  the  present 
time  a  morning  hour  has  generally  sufficed  for  the  interviews,  but  by  no 
means  for  the  rest  of  the  work  and  correspondence,  which  very  frequently 
has  not  b^en  cleared  up  before  midnight.  In  the  period  dealt  vntb  in  this 
report  over  8600  letters  and  telegrams  were  received,  and  a  correspontUngly 
large  number  of  letters  and  telegrams  were  despatched. 
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During  the  first  period,  when  the  office  was  in  Corpus,  the  work  of  the 
War  Committee  consisted  of  interviewing  and  classifying  candidates,  and 
of  sending  forward  the  applications  to  the  War  Office.  The  first  list  for- 
warded was  that  of  the  Army  candidates  on  the  Register  of  the  Board, 
who  were  nominated,  according  to  University  standing,  either  for  direct 
permanent  Commissions  or  for  admission  to  the  Royal  Military  Academy 
(Woolwich)  or  the  Royal  Military  College  (Sandhurst).  Then,  day  by  day, 
sets  of  applications  for  Commissions  in  the  Special  Reserve  and  the  Terri- 
torial Force  were  completed  and  forwarded.  On  Sunday,  9  August,  the 
day  on  which  the  statement  appeared  in  the  press  that  2000  oificers  were 
needed  for  the  New  Armies,  several  applications  for  these  Commissions 
were  received;  and  from  11  August  onwards,  a  large  number  of  such 
applications  were  sent  up  to  the  War  Office  daily.  Before  the  end  of  the 
month  the  immediate  requirement  of  officers  for  the  Special  Reser\'e  and 
the  Territorial  Force  had  been  so  far  met  that  the  War  Office  checked  for 
a  time  the  appUcation  for  Commissions  in  these  branches  through  the 
University.  But  the  need  of  officers  for  the  New  Armies  was  unlimited, 
and  the  supply  of  such  became  in  consequence  the  principal  work  of  the 
War  Committee  for  the  next  few  months. 

By  the  end  of  August  1914,  474  names  had  been  sent  up  for  Temporary 
Commissions  in  the  New  Army ;  by  the  end  of  October  933 ;  by  the  end 
of  December  1914,  1249;  and  up  to  15  February  1916,  1790;  besides 
some  1640  applications  for  the  Special  Reserve  and  Territorial  Force. 

The  applications  were  for  Commissions  in  all  branches  of  the  New 
Armies — Cavalry,  Royal  Field  or  Royal  Garrison  Artillery,  Royal  Engi- 
neers, Infantry,  Army  Service  Corps;  and  the  applicants  ranged  in  age 
from  30  (later  from  35,  or  older)  to  18,  and  in  University  standing  from 
Masters  of  Arts  and  Fellows  of  Colleges  to  (in  a  few  cases)  .students  entered 
for  Colleges  but  not  yet  matriculated.  Some — indeed  the  majority — had 
had  some  experience  or  training,  in  the  Officers  Training  Corps  or  other- 
wise; and  not  a  few  came  from  the  ends  of  the  Empire  to  offer  their  ser- 
vices. This  is  scarcely  the  proper  place  to  give  details  on  such  points; 
but  the  registration  forms  of  the  applicants  contain  material  for  a  chapter 
of  abiding  interest  in  the  liistory  of  the  University. 

In  addition  to  applications  for  Commissions  the  Committee  was  con- 
cerned with  the  applications  of  a  considerable  number  of  University  men 
and  others  as  motor-cyclists  (despatch-riders);  and  recommended  special- 
ists for  particular  services,  as  censors,  interpreters,  geographers,  or 
signallers. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  table  in  the  Appendix,  the  general 
total  of  applications  dealt  with  by  the  Committee  during  the  period  under 
consideration  is  3432. 

The  medical  examination  of  applicants  for  Commissions  has  been  a  very 
heavy  task.  Permission  was  obtained  for  all  candidates  to  be  examined 
at  Cambridge.  Major  H.  B.  Roderick,  M.D.,  then  Commanding  the  Field 
Ambulance  Section  of  the  Corps,  had  the  largest  share  of  the  work  at  the 
first;  and  from  the  beginning  of  August  1914,  to  11  .January  1915  (when  his 
duties  at  the  1st  Eastern  General  Hospital  obliged  him  to  give  up  the 
medical  examination  of  candidates  for  Commissions)  he  examined  1358 
applicants.  From  January  onwards,  most  of  the  candidates  have  been 
examined  by  Dr  T.  S.  Hele,  or  Dr  O.  Inchley.  In  the  examination  of 
candidates  for  Territorial  Commissions  during  August  1914  Dr  E.  W. 
Michell,  Dr  T.  S.  Hele,  Dr  L.  E.  Shore,  and  Dr  E.  Lloyd  Jones  gave 
valuable  assistance. 

At  the  begiiming  of  the  academical  year  1915-1916,  the  advent  of 
Freshmen  and  the  autumn  recruiting  campaign  caused  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  work  of  the  Committee ;   and  in  the  last  few  weeks  it  has 
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been  necessary  to  deal  in  detail  with  the  appUcations  for  Commissions  of 
the  remaining  Cadets  in  the  Corps,  who  have  been  qualifying  for  recom- 
mendation by  a  period  of  continuous  training.  At  the  end  of  February 
1916,  with  the  introduction  of  a  nevy  system  of  training  cancUdates  for 
Commissions,  the  work  of  the  Committee  in  this  direction  comes  practi- 
cally to  a  close. 

B.     The  Officers  Training  Cwps 

There  were  a  certain  nmnber  of  Cadets  in  residence  for  the  Long  ^'aca- 
tion,  1914;  and,  when  the  need  arose,  in  the  first  fortnight  of  August,  of 
parties  to  guard  railway-bridges  and  telegraph-lines,  at  the  instance  of 
the  Post  Office  and  the  Great  Eastern  Railway,  these  Cadets  were  im- 
mediately employed  for  the  purpose.  Others,  to  the  number  of  about 
350,  were  summoned  from  their  homes  for  the  same  duties,  which  were 
continued  till  16  August,  when  other  provision  of  guards  was  made  by 
the  authorities  concerned.  In  all  the  organization  of  the  reliefs  of  Cadets 
for  these  patrol  duties  most  valuable  service  was  rendered  by  Mr  H.  G. 
Comber,  Fellow  and  Assistant  Tutor  of  Pembroke  College,  formerly  Major 
in  the  Corps;  and  the  placing  of  the  bridge-guards  was  skilfully  and 
effectively  carried  out  by  2nd  Lieutenant  C.  E.  Inglis,  Royal  Engineer 
Company,  C.U.O.T.C,  now  temporary  Lieutenant  in  the  Army,  and 
Assistant  Instructor  at  the  School  of  MiUtary  Engineering,  Chatham. 
When  the  Cadets  were  no  longer  required  for  these  duties,  Mr  Comber 
brilliantly  seized  the  opportunity  to  form  them  into  a  School  for  con- 
tinuous instruction  pending  their  gazette  to  Commissions.  At  this  time 
a  class  for  Ambulance  work  was  formed  and  instructed  by  Major  Roderick ; 
and  a  large  number  of  the  Indian  students  in  residence  joined  it. 

When  the  Michaelmas  Term  1914  began  there  remained  on  the  books 
of  the  Corps  100  Cadets,  including  30  belonging  to  the  Medical  Unit,  out 
of  a  total  strength  (for  1913-14)  of  999.  The  Sergeant-Instructors  of  the 
Cavalry,  R.F.A.,  R.E.,  and  R.A.M.C.  units  had  been  withdrawn  at  the 
outbreak  cf  the  war;  and  for  the  year  1914-15  the  Corps  perforce  con- 
fined its  scheme  of  training  to  the  Infantry  Battalion  and  the  Field  Ambu- 
lance Section,  the  Cavalry  Squadron,  the  Royal  Artillery  Section,  the 
Royal  Engineer  Company,  and  the  Signal  Service  Company  being  in 
abeyance. 

Captain  L.  H.  Thornton  was  promoted  to  Major  in  September  1914: 
in  October  he  left  Cambridge  to  take  a  Staff  appointment  in  the  XVIIth 
Division.  Later  he  was  transferred  to  the  Welsh  Reserve  Division;  and 
subsequently  he  was  appointed  D.A.Q.M.G.  on  the  Staff  of  the  Inspector- 
General  of  Communications  in  France,  and  A.Q.M.G.  (with  the  rank  of 
Lieutenant-Colonel)  on  the  Staff  of  the  10th  Army  Corps.  He  has  been 
mentioned  in  despatches,  and  has  received  the  D.S.O. 

On  the  departure  of  Major  Thornton  from  Cambridge,  Captain  H.  G. 
Comber  became  Adjutant  of  the  Corps,  and  shortly  afterwards  he  resumed 
his  former  rank  of  Major.  The  familiar  grey  uniform  of  the  Corps  was 
changed — for  the  period  of  the  war,  at  any  rate — to  the  conventional 
khaki.  During  the  year  1914-15,  916  new  members  were  enrolled,  of 
whom  76  were  members  of  the  Medical  Unit.  The  Cadets  of  the  Infantry 
Battalion,  commanded  by  Lieut.-Colonel  F.  M.  Rushmore,  were  arranged 
in  four  companies,  commanded  respectively  by  2nd  Lieutenants  Freeman, 
E.  C,  Midgley,  W.  do  L.  Winter,  and  R.  11.  W.  Cobbold.  A  section  was 
formed  of  Masters  of  Arts,  under  the  auspices  of  ."-iir  Harry  Stephen,  of 
Trinity  College.  Training,  on  a  progressive  scheme,  was  carried  out  on 
five  afternoons  a  week.  The  Fifld  Ambulance  Section,  under  the  com- 
mand first  of  Major  H.  B.  Roderick,  and  subsequently  of  Captain  T.  S. 
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Hele,  was  exercised  in  Infantry  work  as  well  as  in  medical  duties.  Can- 
didates for  immediate  Commissions  were  put  through  all-day  courses  of 
instruction,  in  which  Major  H.  E.  Cotteriil,  Trinity  College,  lent  assistance. 

In  tlie  Lent  Term  1915  the  training  of  the  Infantry  Battalion  was  con- 
tinued on  similar  lines.  The  several  companies  worked  on  three  after- 
noons a  week,  combining  on  one  day  for  Battalion  operations. 

An  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Officer  Commanding  the  1st  Eastern 
General  Hospital  whereby  Cadets  of  the  Field  Ambulance  Section  who 
had  passed  part  of  the  Second  Examination  for  the  M.B.  Degree  were 
allowed  to  attend  the  Hcspital  as  Dressers;  and  a  .special  uniform  was 
prescribed  for  these  Cadets. 

In  the  Easter  Term  1915  the  Infantry  Cadets  were  examined  orally  in 
the  various  subjects  of  the  training,  and  certificates  of  efficiency  were 
awarded  to  those  who  attained  a  certain  standard  in  the  examination. 
The  Field  Ambul.ince  Section  (to  the  command  of  which  Dr  W.  L.  H.  Duck- 
worth had  succeeded  on  the  appointment  of  Captain  Hele  to  the  .Staff  of 
the  1st  Eastern  General  Hospital),  was  billeted  in  Jesus  College  for  the 
annual  camp-training,  which  was  under  the  immei^hate  .supervision  of 
Major  A.  W.  H.  Gray,  attached  to  the  General  Staff,  War  Office. 

In  the  Michaelmas  Term,  1915,  the  work  of  the  two  Units  (Infantry 
and  Medical)  of  the  Corps  was  continued  as  before.  In  the  Lent  Term, 
1916,  a  six  weeks'  course  of  continuous  training  was  carried  out  by  the 
Infantry  Cadets.  Captain  T.  Phillips  became  Adjutant  of  the  Corps  at 
the  end  of  November  1915,  when  Major  H.  G.  Comber  proceeded  to  an 
appointment  in  France  as  an  Intelligence  Officer  on  the  General  Staff. 

The  following  Cadets  of  the  Corps  were  gazetted  to  Commissions,  for 
service  with  the  Infantry  Battalion:  E.  B.  Gordon,  Z.  N.  Brooke, 
D.  R.  0.  Priestley,  F.  B.  Johnston,  S.  G.  Davey,  B.  T.  Wolfe,  R.  A.  E. 
Barton,  D.  C.  Miller,  C.  G.  Joseph. 

Some  idea  of  the  way  in  which  Cadets  and  ex-Cadets  of  the  Cambridge 
University  Officers  Training  Corps  have  responded  to  the  national  call 
may  be  gained  from  the  fact  that,  between  4  August  1914  and  30  Sep- 
tember 1915,  out  of  a  total  of  3916  Cadets  struck  off  the  strength  of  the 
Contingent  since  its  formation,  2842  had  been  appointed  to  Commissions 
in  the  Army  (or  had  been  nominated  for  admission  to  Woolwich  or  Sand- 
hurst), while  the  residue  (1074)  includes  those  who  had  obtained  Commis- 
sions before  the  outbreak  of  the  A^'ar,  and  those  who  on  30  September 
1915  were  serving  in  the  ranks,  as  well  as  a  considerable  number  who 
were  holding  Comnussions  in  the  Royal  Navy  or  who  were  serving  in 
Colonial  units  or  in  the  ranks  of  the  R.N.V.R. 

During  the  period  under  review  certain  .selected  Cadets  were  sent  to 
the  XVIIth  Division  as  Sergeant-Instructors  in  Musketry,  and  others  to 
the  Signal  Training  Centre  as  Sergeant-In.structors  in  that  department. 
Excellent  reports  have  been  received  of  the  work  done  by  the  Cadets  in 
both  cases ;   and  several  of  them  have  passed  on  to  Commissions. 

The  Rifle  Range  of  the  Corps  has  been  used  extensively  by  Territorial 
Troops — by  the  Welsh  Division  first,  then  by  the  2/lst  Norfolk  and 
Suffolk  Infantry  Brigade,  and  later  by  the  "3rd  Line  Groups,  Home 
Counties  Division. 

C.     School  of  Instniction 

A  Camp  of  Instniction,  chiefly  for  officers  nominated  from  Cambridge 
for  the  New  Army,  was  formed  at  Royston  on  25  August  1914,  and  lasted 
for  a  month.  About  290  officers  pa.ssed  through  part  or  all  of  the  course. 
Royston  Heath,  where  the  Camp  was  stationed,  proved  to  be  a  very  good 
drill  ground;  and  the  country  round  was  most  suitable  for  field  exercises. 
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The  inhabitants  of  Royston  and  the  neighbourhood  showed  themselves 
anxious  in  every  way  to  assist  the  work,  and  to  promote  the  comfort,  of 
the  officers.

At  Cambridge,  meanwhile,  a  School  of  Instruction  was  formed  and 
carried  on  unofficially,  from  16  August  to  25  September,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr  H.  G.  Comber;    and  some  450  Cadets  of  the  O.T.C,  school- 
masters, and  other  candidates  for  Commissions,  received  valuable  instruc- 
tion by  this  means.     Lectures  were  given  by  the  Staff  and  regunental 
officers  of  the  Vlth   Division,   then  stationed  at  Cambridge;    and  the 
following  officers  assisted  in  the  general  organization  and  the  training : 
Captain  J.  F.  Carter,  Captain  N.  Strickland,  Captain  S.  S.  Jenkyns, 
Lieutenant  T.  I.  W.  Wilson,  Repton  School  O.T.C.  and  Lieutenant 
T.  Knox  Shaw,  C.U.O.T.C. 
The  class  was  quartered  in  Pembroke  College,  and  some  of  the  members 
went  for  messing  to  the  Halls  of  Gonville  and  Caius  College  and  of  St  John's 
College. 

A  proposal  was  sent  to  the  War  Office  on  4  September  1914  for  the 
formation  of  continuous  classes  of  instruction  in  Cambridge  from  the 
beginning  of  the  Michaelmas  Temi;  but  it  was  not  then  found  possible 
to  carry  out  the  scheme  as  suggested.  On  2  December,  however,  a  letter 
was  sent  by  the  Director  of  Military  Training  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  in 
which  the  University  was  invited  to  form  a  School  of  Instruction  during 
the  Christmas  Vacation.  The  invitation  was  at  once  accepted,  and  the 
Vice-Chancellor  entrusted  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  C.U.O.T.C.  with 
the  execution  of  the  proposal.  The  School  was  started  on  28  December, 
with  200  officers  of  the  New  Army.  They  were  quartered  in  Pembroke 
College  first,  one  Platoon  being  subsequently  taken  by  Peterhouse.  The 
course  was  extended  from  three  to  four  weeks:  and  a  strenuous  pro- 
gramme of  training  was  carried  out,  in  the  various  subjects  which  repre- 
sent the  duties  of  a  Platoon-Commander. 

The  original  Staff  of  the  School  was  as  follows :

Assistant  Instructors :  Lieutenant  (now  Captain)  T.  Phillips,  2nd  Lieu- 
tenants   E.    C.    Midglev,    W.    de   L.    Winter, 
H.  F.  Russell-Smith,  all  of  the  C.U.O.T.C. 
Medical  Officer:  Captain  T.  S.  Hele,  M.D.,  C.U.O.T.C. 
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Concurrently  with  the  official  class,  an  unofficial  class  of  schoolmasters 
and  senior  school-boys  was  formed,  for  a  three  weeks'  course  during  the 
Christmas  Vacation.  About  100  assembled,  and  were  quartered  in  Pem- 
broke College  and  Peterhouse.  Tlie  following  ofticers  assisted  in  the 
instruction  of  tliis  class: 

Major  A.  D.  Nightingale,  Commimding  Oundle  School  O.T.C. 
Captain  T.  H.  C.  Hopkins,  Berkhamsted  School  O.T.C. 
Captain  H.  B.  Adamson,  Aldenham  School  O.T.C. 
2nd  Lieutenant  C.   Bourn.s,  Repton  School  O.T.C.  (since  killed  in 
action). 

Official  classes  of  Special  Keserve  and  New  Army  officers — eleven 
classes  in  all,  representing  2463  officers — were  trained  at  the  School  of 
Instruction.  The  length  of  the  course,  for  the  first  seven  classes,  was 
four  weeks;  for  the  last  four,  five  weeks.  On  3  June  a  request  was  re- 
ceived from  the  Director  of  Military  Training  that  the  School  might  be 
increased  to  include  a  class  for  officers  of  the  Territorial  Force.  The 
necessary  arrangements  were  made  immediately,  and  a  class  of  100  Terri- 
torial officers  assembled  on  2  July,  and  went  through  a  month's  course 
similar  to  that  already  established  for  the  officers  of  the  New  Army.  The 
officers  were  quartered  in  the  new  buildings  of  Emmanuel  College.  Six 
subsequent  classes  of  Territorial  officers  (approximately  200  in  each)  have 
attended  the  course,  representing  in  all  1281  officers.  The  length  of  the 
course,  for  the  first  five  classes,  was  four  weeks;  for  the  last  two,  five 
weeks.  The  total  nmnber  of  officers  who  have  passed  through  one  or 
other  of  the  courses  at  the  School  of  Instruction  is  3744. 

From  January,  1915,  one  Platoon  of  officers  (50)  has  been  quartered  in 
Christ's  College;  from  August,  one  Platoon  in  Queens'  College;  from 
January,  1916,  one  Platoon  in  Corpus  Christi  College.  The  ultimate  dis- 
tribution of  the  officers  under  instruction  has  been  as  follows : 

(a)     Special  Reserve  and  New  Army  class. 

Pembroke    College    (2    Platoons),    Peterhouse    (1    Platoon), 
Queens'  College  (1  Platoon). 
(6)     Territorial  Force  class. 

Emmanuel  College  (2  Platoons),  Christ's  College  (1  Platoon), 
Corpus  Christi  College  (1  Platoon). 

In  all  the  organization  of  the  School  of  Instruction — the  syllabus  of 
work,  the  provision  of  instructors,  the  accommodation  of  the  officers — 
and  in  its  improvement  from  course  to  course  in  many  details,  the  work 
of  Major  H.  G.  Comber,  then  Adjutant  of  the  C.U. O.T.C,  was  remarkable 
for  its  energy,  thoroughness,  and  efficiency.  He  made  of  the  School  a 
living  reality;  and  the  standard  of  tliscipline  which  he  was  responsible 
for  establishing  from  the  first  was  clearly  approved  by  the  rarity  of  serious 
offences  throughout  the  period  concerned.  That  the  discipline  was  ap- 
preciated has  been  shown  by  the  subsequent  testimony  of  many  of  the 
officers  who  camo  under  it. 

For  the  second  New  Army  class,  in  response  to  a  suggestion  made  from 
the  School,  a  Regular  officer,  wounde^!  in  the  war,  was  appointed  by  the 
War  Office  to  the  instructional  Staff  of  the  School.  Captain  J.  C.  Mon- 
teith,  Bedfordsliire  Regiment,  was  the  officer  selected  for  this  duty.  In 
his  personality  and  his  experience  he  brought  to  the  School  just  what  was 
wanted.  A  very  fine  soldier  himself,  with  a  true  sense  of  discipline  and 
a  real  ability  to  teach  and  train,  he  combined  the  experience  of  a  regi- 
mental officer  wth  the  special  knowledge  gained  as  Adjutant  of  an  Officers 
Training  Corps;    and  he  had  taken  part  in  the  earlier  operations  of  the 
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present  war.  For  four  successive  courses  hero  he  rendered  most  valuable 
assistance :  he  left  Cambridge  to  rejoin  his  Battahon  in  Flanders,  and  was 
successively  promoted  to  the  ranks  of  Major  and  Lieutenant-Colonel,  and 
met  his  death  at  the  head  of  his  Battalion  on  1  October  1915.  His  name 
will  live  in  the  memory  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  here  as  the 
beau  ideal  of  an  officer. 

At  the  beccinning  of  the  third  class  the  School  was  fortunate  in  obtain- 
ing the  services  of  Captain  J.  F.  Carter  (Pembroke  College),  Rep  ton  School 
O.T.C.  and  6th  Battalion,  The  Rifle  Brigade,  an  officer  who  saw  service 
in  the  South  African  War  with  the  Cambridge  University  R.V.  Section  of 
the  Volunteer  Company,  SulTolk  Regiment,  and  had  been  invalided  home 
from  Flanders.  Captain  Carter  is  an  Instructor  of  proved  ability,  and  the 
whole  scheme  of  work  in  the  Scliool  owes  much  to  his  powers  of  organiza- 
tion and  his  scrupulous  concern  for  accuracy  of  detail.  Since  the  depar- 
ture of  Major  Comber  for  Staff  duty  in  France,  Captain  Carter  has  done 
good  work  as  Adjutant  of  the  School  of  Instruction. 

In  Captain  (now  Major)  L.  W.  P.  de  Hochepied  Larpent,  Connaught 
Rangers,  the  School  had  an  Instructor  who  impressed  unmistakably  upon 
young  otlicers  the  lessons  of  practical  experience,  the  duties  of  a  regimental 
of!icer,  and  the  extreme  importance  of  discipline — and  an  example  of  a 
cheerful  endurance  wluch  refused  to  be  hampered  by  the  disability  of  a 
severe  wound. 

Captain  H.  N.  Jackson,  Oxford  and  Bucks  Light  Infantry,  joined  the 
Staff  on  29  July,  and  in  a  short  time  won  the  good  will  of  all,  for  his  real 
interest  in  his  work,  his  appreciation  of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the 
School,  and  for  the  example  of  a  soldierly  simplicity. 

In  connection  with  the  formation  of  a  class  for  Territorial  Force  officers 
Captain  (now  Major)  S.  J.  M.  Sampson  (Trinity  College),  a  former  Com- 
pany Commander  in  the  C.U.R.V.,  and  now  serving  in  the  9th  Battalion, 
London  Regiment  (Queen  Victoria's  Rifles),  was  attached  as  an  Instructor. 
Captain  Sampson  was  wounded  on  Hill  60,  and  for  distinguished  service  has 
received  the  Military  Cross.  His  work  at  the  School  was  of  great  value ;  he 
encouraged  the  officers  to  take  as  great  an  interest  in  the  training  as  he  took 
himself,  and  one  of  his  lectures^on  "A  Tour  of  Duty  in  the  Trenches" — 
has  been  printed,  to  give  it  the  wider  circulation  which  it  undoubtedly  de- 
serves. Another  officer  of  the  same  Battahon,  Captain  G.  H.  WooUey,  V.C. 
(Queen's  College,  Oxford),  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  leave  at  Cambridge, 
and  rendered  no  small  service  to  the  School,  where  he  soon  showed  himself 
to  be  an  Instructor  of  many  parts,  and  an  acknowledged  leader  of  men. 

The  follo\ying  officers  were  attached  by  the  War  Office  to  the  Staff 
during  the  autiunn  of  1915,  and  are  still  at  Cambridge:  Captain  G.  V. 
Carey  (Gonville  and  Caius  College),  8th  Battalion,  The  Rifle  Brigade; 
Captain  A.  B.  Rose,  Manchester  Regiment;  Captain  D.  G.  C.  Critchley- 
Salmonson,  Royal  Scots  Fusiliers  (mentioned  in  despatches;  Mihtary 
Cross);  Captain  J.  S.  Magrath,  Royal  Sussex  Regiment;  and  Lieutenant 
C.  E.  L.  Watkins,  The  King's  Own  (Yorkshire  Light  Infantry).

The  School  of  Instruction  was  inspected  in  February,  1915,  by  Major- 
General  L.  G.  Drimimond,  C.B.,  M.V.O.,  Inspector  of  Infantry;"  in  May 
by  Lieutenant-General  Sir  R.  Pole-Carew,  Inspector  of  the  Territorial 
Force;  and  in  January,  1916,  by  Major-General  E.  T.  Dickson,  Inspector 
of  Infantry. 

Applicants  for  Commissions,  to  the  number  of  about  240,  received  in- 
struction unofficially  during  the  year  1915  under  the  auspices  of  the  Corps; 
and  in  the  Easter,  Summer  and  Christmas  vacations  of  1915  (as  in  the 
Christmas  vacation  of  1914)  special  classes  were  formed  for  schoolmasters, 
Cadets  of  the  Junior  Division,  O.T.C,  and  others  who  sought  instruction 
in  military  subjects.  They  were  quartered  for  the  most  part  in  Colleges 
already  mentioned  in  this  connection;  and  for  the  Summer  vacation 
course  a  Platoon  was  housed  in  Clare  College.  The  numbers  attending 
the  Vacation  Courses  (including  that  of  Cliristmas  1914)  were  about  350.

The  number  of  Cadets  struck  off  the  strength  of  the  Contingent  since 
its  formation  in  1908  up  to  30  September  1915,  is  3916,  of  whom  2842 
are  known  to  have  obtained  Commissions  in  the  Army,  or  Cadetships  at 
the  R.M.A.  or  R.M.C.,  leaving  a  residue  unaccounted  for  of  1074.  This

Hall  on  Thursday  evening;  and  their  visit  to  Cambridge  lasted 
until  Monday,  June  5.

The  Service  was  attended  by  the  Mayor  and  Corporation,  for 
whom  seats  on  the  North  side  of  the  Nave  were  reserved. 

Emergency  Measures 

The  War  has  witnessed  the  adoption  of  a  number  of  emergency 
measures,  and  it  is  convenient  that  those  which  affect  the 
ordinary  life  of  the  University  should  be  grouped  together  here. 
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Emergency  Statutes 

The  following  Statutes  have  been  made  by  the  University 
under  the  authority  of  the  Universities  and  Colleges  (Emergency 
Powers)  Act,  1915.  The  Graces  of  the  Senate  authorising  the 
necessary  steps  were  passed  20  November  1915,  and  the  Statutes 
were  made  and  sealed  3  December  1915. 

(1)  The  University  shall  have  power  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  to  post- 
pone until  any  date  not  later  than  the  einl  of  the  emergency  period  the 
election  or  admission  to  any  Professorship,  Eeadership,  Lectureship,  or 
Office  in  the  University  which  is  now  vacant  or  may  become  vacant  and 
to  suspend  for  a  like  period  from  the  date  at  which  the  same  became  or 
may  become  vacant  or  from  the  fifth  day  of  August  1914  whichever  shall 
have  last  happened  any  such  Professorship,  Readership,  Lectureship,  or 
Office.  The  moneys  undisposed  of  by  reason  of  any  such  postponement 
or  suspension  if  paid  out  of  the  Common  University  Fund  shall  be  paid 
to  the  University  Chest  and  applied  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  if  paid  out  of  any  special  account  or  trust  shall  be  applied  as 
the  University  shall  by  Grace  detennine. 

(2)  The  University  shall  have  power  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  to  post- 
pone until  any  date  not  later  than  the  end  of  the  emergency  period  the 
election  or  adniission  to  any  studentship,  scholarship,  prize,  or  other  simi- 
lar emolument  in  the  University  which  may  be  or  may  become  vacant  and 
to  suspend  for  a  like  period  from  the  date  at  which  the  same  became  or 
may  become  vacant  or  from  the  fifth  day  of  August  1914  whichever  shaU 
have  last  happened  any  such  studentship,  scholarship,  prize,  or  other 
similar  emolument.  The  moneys  undisposed  of  by  reason  of  any  such 
postponement  or  suspension  shall  be  applied  as  the  University  shall  by  T 
Grace  determine. 

(3)  When  any  studentship,  scholarship,  prize,  or  other  similar  emolu- 
ment in  the  University  has  been  offered  for  competition  and  when  either 
no  candidate  presents  himself  or  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiners  or  ad- 
jucUcators  there  is  no  candidate  of  sufficient  merit  to  deserve  election  such 
studentship,  scholarsliip,  prize,  or  other  similar  emolument  shall  be 
suspended  from  the  date  at  which  it  became  vacant  or  from  the  fifth  day 
of  August  1914  whichever  shall  have  last  happened  until  the  period  at 
wliich  it  would  next  have  been  ofTered  for  competition  if  this  statute  had 
not  been  made  or  the  end  of  the  emergency  period  whichever  shall  first 
happen  and  the  moneys  undisposed  of  by  reason  of  such  suspension  shall 
be  paid  to  the  University  Chest  and  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the 
University,  unless  the  University  shall  by  Grace  otherwise  determine. 

(4)  The  University  shall  have  power  by  Grace  of  the  Senate  to  suspend 
or  modify  in  the  interests  of  the  holder  of  any  studentship,  scholarship, 
prize,  or  office  in  the  University  until  any  date  not  later  than  the  end  of 
the  emergency  period  any  conditions  as  to  residence,  duties  or  otherwise 
aSecting  the  tenure  or  emoluments  of  such  studentship,  scholarship,  prize, 
or  office. 

(5)  If  any  holder  of  a  studentship,  scholarship,  prize,  or  other  emolu- 
ment is  engaged  during  the  present  war  in  the  naval  or  military  service  of 
the  Crown  or  in  some  other  service  of  the  Crown  connected  with  the  present 
war  or  in  any  work  abroad  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  St  John 
Ambulance  Association,  or  any  body  with  similar  objects,  or  has  been 
made  a  prisoner  of  war  and  is  by  reason  of  such  service,  work,  or  imprison- 
ment deprived  of  any  payment  or  advantage  attached  to  such  studentship, 
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scholarship,  prize,  or  emolument  he  shall  be  entitled  upon  the  termination 
of  such  service,  work,  or  imprisonment  to  hold  such  stutleiitship,  scholar- 
ship, prize,  or  emolument  (notwithstanding  that  his  period  of  tenure  may 
already  have  expired)  for  such  period  as  shall  enable  him  subject  to  the 
conditions  attaching  thereto  to  receive  payments  or  enjoy  advantages 
equivalent  to  those  of  which  he  shall  have  been  so  deprived,  and  the 
moneys  which  would  have  been  applicable  to  such  payments  if  he  had 
not  been  so  deprived  thereof  shall  be  applied  to  the  payments  to  be  made 
to  him  under  this  section  any  provision  to  the  contrary  in  the  instrument 
of  foundation  notwithstanding. 

(6)     The  foregoing  statutes  shall  take  effect  as  from  the  fifth  day  of 
August  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen. 


Allowance  of  Terms  and  Examinations 

[Report  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate  dated  May  31,  1915, 
confirmed  by  Grace  of  June  11,  1915.] 

The  following  Kecommendations  were  contained  in  this  Report ; — 

....They. ..propose  under  Statute  A,  chapter  II,  sect.  16  to  allow 
students  four  terms,  if  military  service  for  a  period  covering  four  terms 
or  more  is  properly  certified;  but  unless  in  exceptional  circumstances 
they  are  not  prepared  to  allow  more  than  four  terms.  By  military  service 
they  understand  serving  in  the  Navy  or  Army  of  any  of  the  AlUed  Powers ; 
also  work  done  for  the  health  or  well  being  of  the  Allied  Forces  in  a  hospital, 
ambulance,  or  other  organisation  recognised  by,  and  under  the  control 
of,  the  military  authorities.  Special  cases  connected  with  the  war  not 
covered  by  the  foregoing  description,  as  for  instance  wounded  or  disabled 
men  who  are  invaUded  after  a  short  period  of  service,  will  be  separately 
considered. 

Research  or  AffUiated  Students,  who  are  required  to  keep  only  six 
terms,  will  not  in  ordinary  circumstances  be  allowed  more  than  two 
terms. 

The  Council  have  also  reconsidered  the  question  of  excusing  from 
certain  examinations  students  who  have  been  engaged  on  service  connected 
with  the  war.  They  now  propose  that,  under  conditions  approved  by  the 
Council,  a  matriculated  student  who  has  been  thus  engaged  for  two  or 
more  terms  shall  at  his  choice  be  excused  either  (a)  the  whole  of  the 
Previous  Examination  including  the  Additional  Subjects,  or  {b)  both 
parts  of  the  Special  Examination  in  Military  Subjects.  They  further 
propose  to  recognise  under  certain  conditions  College  or  Intercollegiate 
Examinations  passed  at  the  end  of  a  student's  second  year  of  residence 
as  enabling  him  to  proceed  to  a  degree.  Special  cases  connected  with 
Examinations  and  not  covered  by  the  Recommendations  will  doubtless 
arise  and  will  be  duly  considered. 

The  Council  are  of  opinion  that  the  claim  for  exemption  from  the 
Previous  Examination  sliould  be  granted,  not  only  to  those  who  have 
at  the  present  time  been  actually  in  residence  in  the  University,  but  also 
to  those  who  may  desire  to  enter  the  University  and  have  been  engaged 
for  not  less  than  six  months  in  service  connected  with  the  present  war. 

In  the  case  of  students  engaged  in  civil  employment  in  connexion 
with  the  war,  the  Council  will,  as  a  general  rule,  require  that  the  student 
should  present  a  certificate  in  due  fonn  signed  by  the  authority  in  control 
of  the  department  in  which  he  has  served,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Head  of  his  College  and  by  his  Tutor,  covering  the  period  of  his  service. 
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If  the  foregoing  proposals  are  approved  by  the  Senate,  the  Council 
will  be  prepared  under  their  existing  powers  to  relax  the  regulations 
for  the  standing  of  students  entering  for  Tripos  Examinations  (see 
p.  395  below). 

If  a  less  period  than  three  terms  is  allowed,  a  Certificate  of  Study 
given  under  existing  regulations  {Ordinances,  1914,  page  188)  for  the  time 
necessary  to  complete  the  three  terms  should  be  deemed  equivalent  to 
a  Certificate  of  Study  for  three  terms. 

The  Council  recommend  that  students  who  are  allowed  a  part  or  the 
whole  of  the  Previous  Examination  should  pay  a  registration  fee  of  one 
pound  for  each  Part  so  allowed  instead  of  the  usual  fees  for  examination. 

The  Council  accordingly  recommend: 

(1)  That  the  Council  of  the  Senate  be  empowered  to  excuse  students 
who  have  been  engaged  for  not  less  than  six  months  on  service  connected 
with  the  present  war  either  (a)  Parts  I  and  II  and  the  Additional  Subjects 
of  the  Previous  Examination,  or  (b)  Parts  I  and  II  of  the  Special  Examina- 
tion in  Military  Subjects. 

(2)  That  students  who  are  excused  either  Part  or  the  Additional 
Subjects  of  the  Previous  Examination  under  the  preceding  Recommenda- 
tions pay  a  registration  fee  of  £1  for  each  such  Part  or  the  Additional 
Subjects. 

(3)  That  the  Council  of  the  Senate  be  empowered  to  allow  students 
to  proceed  to  a  Degree  without  further  examination  who,  having  been 
allowed  two  or  more  terms  on  grounds  connected  with  the  present  war, 
and  having  passed  Parts  I  and  II  of  the  Previous  Examination  and  the 
Additional  Subjects,  produce  satisfactory  evidence  from  the  authorities 
of  their  College  that  they  have  duly  obtained  a  First,  Second,  or  Third 
Class  in  a  College  or  Intercollegiate  Examination  for  Honours  held  at 
the  end  of  their  second  year  of  residence  with  a  view  to  a  Tripos  Examina- 
tion which,  if  passed  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  of  residence,  would 
entitle  them  to  a  Degree. 

(4)  That  students  matriculated  before  the  end  of  the  Lent  Term 
1915  and  serving  in  connexion  with  the  present  war,  who  are  or  may  become 
qualified  for  the  degree  of  B.A.  or  LL.B.,  be  allowed  to  proceed  to  the 
degree  at  any  Congregation  for  Degrees  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  £7. 

(5)  That,  in  the  case  of  students  who  have  kept  not  less  than  six  terms 
but  not  nine  tenns  and  who  have  passed  all  the  examinations  necessary 
for  a  degree,  but  to  whom  in  respect  of  military  service  less  than  three 
tenns  is  allowed,  a  Certificate  of  Study  for  the  remainder  of  the  three 
terms,  for  which  no  fee  shall  be  charged,  be  held  equivalent  to  such  a 
Certificate  for  three  terms. 

Capitation  Tax 
[Graces  of  November  21,  1914] 

That,  on  the  reconunendation  of  the  Financial  Board,  and  notwithstanding 
the  Ordinances  with  regard  to  the  Capitation  Tax  {Ordinances,  1914,  page 
496),  the  quarterly  payment  of  ten  shillings  in  respect  of  members  of  the 
University  who  have  not  been  admitted  to  their  first  degree  be  suspended 
in  the  case  of  those  who  are  prevented  from  keeping  terms  by  residence 
by  the  requirements  of  naval  or  military  service  in  connexion  with  the 
present  war,  provided  that 

(1)  each  College  furnish  the  Financial  Board  at  the  end  of  each  quarter 

with  a  list  of  those  members  for  whom  it  intends  to  claim  such  exemption ; 
and 
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(2)  that  if  any  sucli  member  on  returning  into  residence  be  allowed 

one  or  more  tenns  he  be  required  to  make  such  payments  as  correspond 

to  the  period  of  residence  allowed  to  liim. 

That,  on  the  same  recommendation,  persons  who,  on  grounds  of  naval  or 
military  service,  may  be  allowed  one  or  more  terms  before  that  in  which 
they  actually  matriculate,  become  liable  on  matriculation  to  pay  the 
Capitation  Tax  corresponding  to  the  period  of  residence  allowed  to  them. 

[The  Council  of  the  Senate,  by  a  Minute  dated  October  18,  1915,  have 
interpreted  this  OriUnance  to  mean  "that  members  of  the  University  absent 
on  Military  Service  be  required  to  make  the  terminal  payment  of  ten  shillings 
for  those  terms  only  which  they  are  allowed."] 

[Grace  of  December  18,  1915] 

That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Financial  Board  and  notwithstanding 
Grace  7  of  May  22,  1914,  the  terminal  payment  of  thirty-five  shillings  (or 
ten  shillings)  be  suspended  in  the  case  of  menibers  of  the  University  matricu- 
lated after  the  end  of  the  Lent  Term  1915  who  are  prevented  from  keeping 
terms  by  residence  by  the  requirements  of  naval  or  military  service  in  con- 
nexion with  the  present  war,  provided  that 

(1)  each  College  furnish  the  Financial  Board  at  the  end  of  each  term 
with  a  list  of  those  members  for  whom  it  intends  to  claim  such  exemption, 

(2)  if  any  such  member  be  hereafter  allowed  one  or  more  terms  he  be 
required  to  make  such  payments  as  correspond  to  the  period  of  residence 
allowed  him. 

Congregation  for  Degrees 
[Grace  of  May  20,  1916] 
That,  on  the  second  day  of  General  Admission  in  June  in  the  present  year, 
one  Congregation  at  ll  a.m.  be  held  in  place  of  the  second  and  third  Con- 
gregations provided  for  on  that  day  by  the  Ordinances  (pages  215,  6). 

Degrading  (see  p.  394  above) 

The  following  notices  have  been  issued  with  regard  to  applica- 
tions for  leave  to  degrade: 

The  Council  of  the  Senate  beg  leave  to  give  notice  to  the  Tutors  of  Colleges 
that  they  will  not  decline  to  allow  students  who  have  been  absent  on  service 
connected  with  the  war  to  enter  for  Tripos  Examinations  on  the  ground  that 
they  have  in  the  interval  been  allowed  to  proceed  to  the  B.A.  Degree;  and 
that  the  Council  will  entertain  favourably  applications  to  be  allowed  to 
degrade.     (May  15,  1916.) 

The  Council  of  the  Senate  beg  leave  to  announce  to  the  Tutors  of  Colleges 
that  they  will  be  prepared  to  consider  favourably  applications  to  degrade 
made  on  behalf  of  students  who,  having  been  declared  medically  unfit  for 
military  service,  have  during  the  continuance  of  the  war  temporarily  left 
the  University  in  order  to  teach  in  Schools.     (June  12,  1916.) 

Examiners,  Examination  Papers 
[Graces  of  October  15,  1915] 
That,  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war,  the  Council  of  the  Senate 
be  empowered  to  postpone  or  suspend,  in  cases  where  they  think  fit,  the 
appointment  of  Examiners  required  to  be  appointed  by  the  Ordinances. 

[The  following  note  was  appended  to  this  Grace  when  it  was  offered  to 
the  Senate:  "The  object  of  this  Grace  is  to  continue  to  the  Council  a  power 
which  was  granted  them  for  a  Umited  period  by  Grace  8  of  October  16, 1914."] 
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That,  notwithstanding  any  Ordinances  to  the  contrary,  the  Examiners 
for  any  Examinations  be  not  required,  during  the  continuance  of  the  present 
war,  to  have  their  papers  printed  in  cases  in  which  the  number  of  candidates 
is  very  small. 

[The  following  note  was  appended  to  this  Grace  when  it  was  offered  to  the 
Senate:  "On  May  21,  1915,  a  Grace  to  this  effect  passed  the  Senate  as  re- 
gards the  General  Examination  and  Special  Examinations  for  the  Ordinary 
B.A.  Degree.  It  appears  desirable  to  extend  the  range.  There  was,  for 
example,  only  one  candidate  for  the  last  examination  for  the  Additional 
Subjects  in  German."] 

[Grace  of  November  20,  1915] 

That,  no  Examiners  for  the  Oriental  Languages  Tripos  having  been  nomi- 
nated by  the  Board  for  Oriental  Studies  for  the  year  1916,  the  period  for 
which  the  Examiners  for  the  years  1914  and  1915  are  members  of  the  Board 
be  extended  by  one  year. 

[The  following  note  was  appended  to  this  Grace  when  it  was  offered  to  the 
Senate:  "Only  two  Examiners  were  nominated  for  the  year  1915,  and  the 
above  Grace  is  proposed  in  order  that  the  number  of  members  on  the  Board 
may  not  be  unduly  depleted.  There  are  no  candidates  for  the  Oriental 
Languages  Tripos  in  1916."] 

Fitzwilliam  Miiseum 
[Grace  of  May  6,  1916] 
That  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum  be  closed  at  five  o'clock  instead  of  six 
o'clock  to  June  24  in  the  present  year. 

[The  following  note  was  appended  to  this  Grace  when  it  was  offered  to  the 
Senate :  "This  proposal  was  made  in  consequence  of  the  reduced  staff  of  the 
Museum."] 

General  Exammation 

[Report  of  the  Board  of  Examinations  on  the  General  Examina- 
tion for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree  dated  November  11, 
1915,  confirmed  by  Grace  of  February  4,   1916] 

The  Board  of  Examinations  beg  leave  to  report  to  the  Senate  as  follows : 
At  the  request  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies,  they  have  considered 
the  question  of  discontinuing  for  a  time  to  liold  the  General  Examination 
for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree.  In  recent  years,  independently  of  the 
outbreak  of  war,  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  General  Examination 
has  very  much  decreased.  In  the  Easter  Tenn  of  1914  there  were  nine 
candidates  for  Part  I  and  six  for  Part  II.     In  the  Michaelmas  Tenn  of 

1914  there  were  no  candidates  for  either  Part,  and  in  the  Easter  Term  of 

1915  no  candidates  for  Part  I  and  only  one  for  Part  II.  The  Board  think 
it  undesirable  that,  under  the  present  circumstances,  the  University 
should  continue  to  incur  the  expense  of  carrying  on  the  examination 
beyond  the  Easter  Term  of  1916.  It  is,  however,  in  their  opinion,  neces- 
sary to  make  provision  for  the  case  of  students  who  have  passed  one  or 
other  Part  of  the  General  Examination,  and  they  propose  that  such  stu- 
dents shall  be  excused  a  Part  or  Section  of  a  divided  Special  Examination. 
They  also  propose  that,  in  the  Easter  Term  of  1916,  students  in  their  third 
term  of  residence  shall  be  allowed  to  present  themselves  as  candidates  for 
both  Parts  of  the  General  Examination. 

The  Board  propose  to  reconsider  the  position  of  the  General  Examina- 
tion when  normal  conditions  are  restored. 
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The  Board  accordingly  recommend 

1.  That,  notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  the  Ordinances, 
the  General  Examination  be  not  held  after  the  Easter  Term  of  1916,  until 
the  University  shall  otherwise  detcnnine; 

2.  That  a  student  who,  before  the  end  of  the  Easter  Term  of  1916,  has 
passed  one  Part  only  of  the  General  Examination  be  deemed  to  have 
passed  one  Part  or  one  Section  of  a  divided  Special  Examination ; 

3.  That,  in  the  Easter  Term  of  1916,  a  student  who  has  kept  two 
terms  by  residence  be  allowed,  notwithstanding  Kegulation  10,  Ordi- 
nances, page  37,  to  offer  himself  for  examination  in  both  Parts  of  the 
General  Examination. 


Medical  Examinations 
[Graces  of  December  3,  1915] 

That,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate,  students  who 
have  passed  any  part  of  the  First  M.B.  Examination  not  earlier  than  the 
Michaelmas  Tenn  of  1912,  but  before  the  end  of  the  Emergency  period,  be 
credited  with  having  passed  the  corresponcUng  part  of  the  Preliminary 
Examination  in  Science. 

That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Medicine  Syndicate,  the  Ex- 
amination for  the  Diploma  in  Psychological  Medicine  be  not  held  in  the 
present  academical  year. 

[Notice  by  the  Council  of  the  Senate,  May  8,  1916] 

The  Council  are  prepared  to  allow,  under  the  provisions  of  Grace  1  of 
June  11,  1915,  the  Special  Examination  in  Military  Subjects  to  those  mem- 
bers of  the  Medical  Unit  of  the  Officers  Training  Corps  who  produce  a 
certificate  from  the  Officer  Conmianding  First  Eastern  General  Hospital, 
Stating  that  they  have  diligently  and  satisfactorily  served  for  six  months 
as  Surgical  Dressers  or  Clinical  Clerks  at  the  First  Eastern  Hospital. 

[Surgical  Dressers  and  Clinical  Clerks,  who  must  be  members  of  the  Medical 
Unit  of  the  Officers  Training  Corps,  are  required  to  attend  at  the  First 
Eastern  Hospital  daily  from  9  to  ]  o'clock.  They  also  attend  lectures  on 
surgical  anatomy,  operative  surgery,  pathology,  and  other  medical  subjects. 
No  student  is  allowed  to  remain  a  member  of  the  Officers  Training  Corps 
unless  he  attends  the  prescribed  drills.  They  are  under  miUtary  discipline 
and  wear  uniform.] 

[Grace  of  May  20,  1916] 

That,  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war,  students  be  admitted 
to  the  First  M.B.  Examination,  notwithstanding  regulation  -5  for  Degrees 
in  Medicine  (Ordinances,  page  230),  although  they  may  not  at  the  time  have 
commenced  residence  in  the  University. 

The  following  Resolution  was  passed  by  the  Special  Board  for  Medicine 
on  March  10,  1915,  and  communicated  to  the  Registrary  and  to  the  War 
Office: 

"  That  attendance  at  General  Mihtary  Hospitals  during  the  war  be  recog- 
nised for  the  purposes  of  Hospital  practice  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six 
months.     The  Certificates  to  be  signed  by  the  officer  commanding." 
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Preliminary  Examination  in  Science 
[Grace  of  January  30,  1915] 
That,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate,  students  who 
have  passed  any  part  of  the  First  M.B.  Examination  not  earlier  than  the 
Michaebnas  Term  of  1912,  but  before  the  Lent  Term  of  1915,  be  credited 
with  having  passed  the  corresponding  part  of  the  Preliminary  Examination 
in  Science. 

[The  following  note  was  appended  to  this  Grace  when  it  was  offered  to 
the  Senate  :  "This  proposal  is  made  in  the  interest  of  medical  students  who, 
in  consequence  of  the  war,  have  given  up  the  idea  of  taking  the  Natural 
Sciences  Tripos  and  hence  desire  to  proceed  to  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree. 
It  is  recommended  that  students  in  residence  who  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  Grace  should  obtain  pemiission  from  the  Council  of  the  Senate  at 
an  early  date."] 

Previous  Examination 
[Grace  of  October  31,  1914] 

That  for  Part  I,  Part  II,  and  the  Additional  Subjects  of  the  Previous 
Examinations  to  be  held  in  the  year  1915,  candidates  be  allowed  to  ofier 
either  the  subjects  announced  for  the  year  1914  or  those  announced  for  the 
year  1915. 

[The  following  note  was  appended  to  this  Grace  when  it  was  offered  to 
the  Senate:  "It  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Special  Board  that 
some  Candidates  who  have  already  begun  to  read  for  the  Examination  of 
1915  will  be  prevented  by  their  military  duties  from  taking  the  Examination 
before  1916."] 

Proctors 

[Grace  of  May  20,  1916] 

That,  notwitlistanding  the  Ordinances  relating  to  the  appointment  of 
Pro-Proctors  (Ordinances,  page  308),  Pro- Proctors  be  not  appointed  for  the 
ensuing  academical  year. 

[The  following  note  was  appended  to  this  Grace  when  it  was  offered  to  the 
Senate:  "The  Colleges  which  had  the  right  of  nominating  Pro-Proctors  for 
the  ensuing  year  (King's  College  and  Emmanuel  College)  raised  no  objection 
to  this  Grace."] 

Additional  Pro-Proctors  also  have  not  been  appointed  for  the  ensuing 
academical  year. 

Proxy  Fees  for  Degrees 

[Grace  of  October  16,  1914] 

That,  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war,  the  Council  of  the 

Senate  be  empowered,  in  the  case  of  candidates  for  degrees  prevented  from 

coming  to  Cambridge  by  reason  of  the  war  to  remit,  at  their  discretion, 

the  additional  fee  of  £5  payable  on  admission  to  a  degree  in  absence. 

Bandars  Readership 

[Report  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate,  dated  January  17,  1916, 
confirmed  by  Grace  of  the  Senate,  February  4,  1916] 

That,  under  Emergency  Statute  (1)  (Reporter,  page  191),  the  office  of 
Sandars  Reade.  in  Bibliography  be  suspended  for  the  year  1916,  and  that 
the  income  of  the  Trust  for  the  same  year  be  paid  to  the  University  Chest 
and  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  University. 
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Special  Examinations 

[Grace  of  June  11,  1915] 

That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Special  Board  for  Biology  and  Geology,  the  present 
Regulations  relating  to  the  Special  Examinations  in  Botany,  Geology,  and 
Zoology  (Ordinances,  pp.  45 — 7,  74 — 6)  be  suspended  from  Midsummer 
1915;  and  that  during  such  suspension  Special  Examinations  be  held  in 
these  three  subjects  in  connexion  with  the  Natural  Sciences  Tripos  in 
general  accordance  with  the  Kegulations  for  the  Special  Examination  in 
Physiology  [Ordinances,  pp.  43—45,  74). 

[Grace  of  July  21,  1916] 
That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Special  Board  for  Classics,  notwith- 
standing any  Ordinances  relating  to  the  Special  Examination  in  Classics, 
there  be  in  the  year  1917  an  examination  for  Part  I  of  the  Special 
Examination  in  Classics  in  the  Michaelmas  Term  only  and  for  Part  II  in 
the  Easter  Term  only. 

[Grace  of  June  9,  1916] 
That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Board  of  Studies, 

(1)  the  Special  Examination  in  Mathematics  be  suspended  in  the 
year  1917; 

(2)  candidates,  in  lieu  of  taking  both  Parts  of  the  Special  Examination 
in  Mathematics,  be  admitted  in  the  year  1917  to  Part  I  of  the  Mathe- 
matical Tripos,  and  that  the  Examiners  be  empowered  to  credit  them  with 
having  passed  in  either  or  both  Parts  of  the  Special  Examination,  if  they 
shew  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  subjects  included  in  Part  I  of  the  Tripos 
Examination  which  are  specified  in  the  schedules  for  the  Special  Ex- 
amination. 

[Grace  of  February  25,   1916] 
That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Military  Studies,  the  Special 
Examination  in  Military  Subjects  for  the  Ordinary  B.  A.  Degree  be  suspended 
until  further  notice. 

[Grace  of  December  3,  1915] 
That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Special  Board  for  Moral  Science,  the 
Special  Examination  in  Psychology  for  the  Ordinary  B.A.  Degree  be  sus- 
pended after  the  end  of  the  year  1915  until  further  notice. 

Squire  Law  Library 
[Grace  of  July  21,  1916] 

That,  notwithstanding  Regulation  2  for  the  Squire  Law  Library 
(Ordinances,  page  442),  the  Squire  Law  Library  be  not  open  between  the 
hours  of  5  P.M.  and  7  p.m.  until  the  first  day  of  Full  Term  in  the  Term 
following  the  conclusion  of  the  War. 

[This  proposal  was  made  with  the  object  of  economising  lighting  and 
attendance.] 

University  Library 
[Grace  of  November  20,  1915] 

That,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Library  Syndicate,  permission  to 
borrow  books  from  the  Library  on  the  same  terms  as  Members  of  the  Senate 
be  granted,  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  1916,  to  Professors  or  Teachers  of  any 
Belgian  University  resident  in  Cambridge;  and  that  the  same  privilege 
be  granted  to  Belgian  teachers  in  secondary  schools  resident  in  Cambridge 
who  submit  to  the  Librarian  a  satisfactory  recommendation. 
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[Grace  of  November  20,  1916] 

That,  notwithstanding  the  Regulations  for  opening  and  closing  the 
Library  (Ordinances,  page  381),  the  Library  Syndicate  be  authorised  for  the 
period  of  the  War  to  order  the  Library  to  be  closed  from  1  to  2  p.m.  on 
each  working  day  other  than  Saturday. 

University  Prizes,  etc. 
[Grace  of  October  31,  1914] 

The  Council  of  the  Senate  have  a  general  power  to  allow  undergraduates 
who  have  degraded  to  compete  for  Prizes,  under  the  following  Ordinance : 
The  Council  of  the  Senate  may  at  any  time  grant  permission  to  students 
who  have  degraded  or  who  wish  to  degrade  to  become  Candidates  for 
University  Scholarships  or  for  any  other  academical  Honours  during 
their  undergraduateship,  or  for  Honours  in  any  Tripos,  on  receiving 
appUcation  from  the  Tutors  of  such  students  accompanied  by  Certificates 
of  ill-health,  or  such  other  certificates  as  may  appear  to  the  Tutors  to 
be  necessary. 

Without  such  pemiission  no  person  who  has  degraded  shall  be  permitted 
to  become  a  candidate  for  University  Scholarships  or  for  any  University 
Honours. 

By  Grace  of  October  31,  1914,  subsequently  amended  by  Grace  of  June  9, 
1916,  they  are  also  temporarily  empowered  to  deal  in  the  same  way  with 
the  case  of  graduates : 

That,  until  the  completion  of  one  year  after  the  end  of  the  present  war, 
the  Council  of  the  Senate  be  empowered,  in  cases  where  they  may  think 
fit,  to  grant  permission  to  graduates  of  the  University  to  be  candidates 
for  Prizes  or  other  academical  honours  later  than  the  times  open  to  them 
under  the  present  Ordinances. 

Whewell  Professorship  of  International  Law 

[Grace  of  June  19,  1915] 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate  a  Grace  was  passed 
on  June  19,  1915,  authorising  the  necessary  steps  under  the  Universities 
and  Colleges  (Emergency  Powers)  Act  1915  for  altering  the  Statutes  by 
the  addition  of  a  new  Statute  for  the  Whewell  Professorship  of  International 
Law.     The  text  of  this  Statute  is  given  on  p.  61  above. 

Whewell  Scholarships 

[Report  of  the  Council  of  the  Senate,  dated  February  7,  1916, 
confirmed  by  Grace  of  March  10,   1916] 

The  Council  of  the  Senate  beg  leave  to  report  to  the  Senate  as  follows : 
They  are  infomied  that  the  Council  of  Trinity  College  have  provision- 
ally approved  temporary  Regulations  for  the  Whewell  Scholarships ;  and 
it  is  asked  that,  in  accordance  with  the  precedent  of  1898  when  the  present 
Ordinances  were  made,  these  temporary  Regulations  may  be  approved 
by  Grace  of  the  Senate  before  they  are  formally  adopted  by  the  College. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  received  from  the  Senior 
Bursar  of  the  College: 

The  income  of  the  Whewell  trust  consists  principally  of  the  rent  of 
rooms  in  Whewell's  Courts.    The  Courts  have  been  almost  empty  (except 
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when  troops  have  been  quartered  in  them)  since  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
and  consequently  the  current  income  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  outgoings. 
The  trust  holds  investments  re])respnting  substantial  accumulations  of 
surplus  income,  and  these  accumulations  may  enable  it  to  pay  the  cliarges 
including  the  stipends  of  the  Professor  and  the  present  Scholars  for  two 
or  three  years.  The  Council  of  Trinity  College  are  of  opinion  however 
that  no  ailditional  burden  can  safely  be  placed  on  this  slender  reserve, 
and  they  therefore  propose  that  no  scholarships  be  offered  until  the  state 
of  the  fund  justifies  renewed  expenditure.  As  no  candidates  presented 
themselves  in  1915  it  may  fairly  be  hoped  that  the  suspension  will  cause 
no  disappointments. 

The  second  of  the  proposed  temporary  regulations  is  made  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Electors  in  order  to  preserve  the  right  to  stand  for  re-election 
in  the  case  of  Scholars  who  are  serving. 

The  Council  of  the  Senate  accordingly  recommend  that  the  following 
temporary  Regulations  for  Dr  V^'hewell's  Scholarships  be  approved : 

1.  Until  further  order  no  examinations  or  elections  (other  than  re- 
elections)  shall  be  held  and  no  Scholarships  shall  be  offered  for  competition 
by  examination,  anything  in  the  Regulations  for  the  Scholarships  not- 
withstanding. 

2.  In  the  case  of  any  Scholar  who,  at  any  time  during  his  tenure  of  the 
Scholarship  and  before  the  29th  day  of  September  next  but  one  after  his 
first  election  to  a  Scholarshiii,  shall  have  been  engaged  during  the  present 
war  in  the  naval  or  mihtary  service  of  tiie  Crown  or  in  some  other  service 
of  the  Crown  connected  with  the  present  war  or  in  any  work  abroad  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  St  John  Ambulance  Association  or  any 
body  with  similar  objects,  or  shall  have  been  made  a  prisoner  of  war,  the 
time  during  which  he  may  submit  his  dissertation  or  other  work  to  the 
Electors  for  re-election  shall  be  extended  to  the  29th  day  of  September 
next  after  the  end  of  an  additional  period  equal  to  the  period  which  he 
spent  in  such  service,  work,  or  imprisonment  as  aforesaid  or  any  of  them. 
And  he  sliall  hold,  any  Scholarship  to  which  he  may  be  re-elected  from  the 
first  day  of  January  next  after  his  re-election.

Since  its 
incorporation  iu  1284  tlie  College  has  used  four  different  shields. 
The  one  at  present  borne  was  gi-anted  by  Robert  Cooke,  Clarencieux 
King  of  Arms,  in  157"2.  The  arms  are  intended  for  those  of  the 
Founder.

(Printed  in  "  Documents  relating  to  the  University  and 
Colleges  of  Cambridge,"  Vol.  ii.  pp.  6 — 116).  The  Statutes 
as  approved  hy  the  Queen  in  Council  IQth  June,  1882,  are 
printed  in  the  London  Gazette. 

This  most  ancient  College  or  House  was  founded  by  Hugh  of 
Balsham,  Bishop  of  Ely,  for  a  Master  and  fourteen  Fellows. 

According  to  the  Statutes  of  1882,  the  Foundation  consists  of  a 
Master,  eleven  Fellows,  and  twenty-three  Scholars. 

The  Master,  who  is  elected  by  the  Fellows,  must  be  a  Master 
of  Arts,  or  of  some  equal  or  superior  degree,  in  the  University  of 
Cambridge  or  Oxford. 

The  Fellows  are  to  be  elected  from  among  the  Graduates  of 
the  College,  or,  if  the  Society  think  fit,  from  among  the  other 
Graduates  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford.  One  of  the  Fellowships  is 
entitled  a  Professorial  Fellowship,  and  can  be  held  only  by  a 
Pi'ofessor  of  the  University.  Fellowships  are  tenable  for  six  years, 
unless  in  the  following  cases  :  any  Fellow  who  becomes  either 
the  Head  or  a  Fellow  of  another  College  immediately  vacates  his 
Fellowship  in  this  College ;  any  Fellow  who  has  been  pre- 
sented by  the  College  to  any  Benefice  of  the  clear  annual  value 
of  £400  or  upwards  shall  vacate  his  Fellowshij)  one  year  after 
presentation ;    any    Fellow   who   serves   the   College   in   one  of 
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the  privileged  offices  of  Tutor,  Assistant  Tutor,  Senior  Bursar, 
or  Dean,  and  has  been  a  privileged  Officer  for  at  least  two 
years,  retains  his  Fellowship  for  six  years  independently  of 
the  time  he  has  been  a  privileged  Officer,  and,  if  he  holds  such 
an  office  for  twenty  years,  retains  the  Fellowship  for  life  ;  any 
Fellow  who  holds  a  Professorship  in  the  University  or  who  holds 
the  office  of  Public  Orator,  or  Registrary,  or  University  Librarian, 
retains  his  Fellowship  notwithstanding  the  expiration  of  six  years, 
while  he  holds  such  University  office.  A  Fellow  may,  with 
consent  of  the  College,  resign  the  pecuniary  emoluments  of  his 
Fellowship,  and,  retaining  all  its  other  privileges,  become  a  Super- 
numerary Fellow :  in  this  case  the  College  proceeds  to  the 
election  of  a  new  Fellow.  The  College  has  power  to  elect  to  one 
Fellowship  a  person  eminent  for  Science  or  Learning,  whether 
a  Graduate  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford,  or  not.  The  Master  and 
Fellows  may  also  elect  any  member  of  the  College  whom  they 
think  it  desirable  so  to  distinguish,  to  be  an  Honorary  Fellow. 

It  is  directed  in  the  Statutes  of  1882  that  the  Scholarships 
and  Bye-Fellowships  of  the  College  shall  be  consolidated  and 
form  a  common  fund  to  be  called  the  Open  Scholarship  Fund, 
out  of  which  there  shall  be  founded  : —

Scholars  are  elected  from  among  residents  and  non-residents. 
Foundation  Scholarshijis  are  adjudged  to  residents  (irrespective 
of  age)  according  to  the  results  of  the  various  Annual  College  and 
University  Examinations,  for  proficiency  in  Mathematics,  Classics, 
Natural  Science,  Moral  Science,  Theology,  Law,  History,  &c., 
and  are  tenable  until  the  holder  is  of  standing  to  take  the  Degree 
of  B.A.  Entrance  Scholarships  are  adjudged  after  competition 
among  candidates  who  have  not  commenced  residence  in   the 
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Univei-sity,  and  are  not  more  than  1!)  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
the  Examination,  of  whicii  clue  notice  is  given.  Exhibitions  may 
also  be  adjudged  to  candidates  at  tlie  same  competition,  with- 
out limit  of  age. 

In  case  of  special  merit  the  Master  and  Fellows  have  power  to 
prolong  the  tenure  of  Scholarships  ;  also  to  promote  from  one 
to  another,  or  to  confer  upon  a  Scholar  a  second  Scholarship  in 
consideration  of  distinguished  merit. 

The  Master  and  Fellows  have  also  power  to  apply  a  certain 
part  of  the  Open  Scholarshii)  Fund  in  donations  to  deserving 
students,  whether  Scholars  or  not.  The  income  of  the  '  Hugo  de 
Balsham  P"'und '  is  applied  in  aid  of  students  engaged  in  advanced 
study  or  research. 

There  is  an  Exhibition  from  the  Company  of  Clothworkers, 
and  one  from  the  Company  of  Ironmongers.  To  the  Miller 
Exhibition  the  Master  and  Fellows  elect  some  person  educated 
at  Huntingdon  Free  Grammar  School,  if  any  such  duly  qualified 
person  presents  himself;  if  not,  some  otherwise  duly  qualified 
person. 

Prizes  are  awarded  to  those  who  are  most  successful  in  the 
various  subjects  of  the  Annual  Examinations. 

The  Tait  Prize  is  awarded  periodically  for  an  Essay  on  a  subject 
in  Mathematical  or  Experimental  Physics.

Aemss:  gold  three  cheverons  (/ules  (tor  Clare)  impaling  gold  a  cross 
gules  (for  Burgh)  within  a  border  sable  ivith  golden  drops. 

This  ancient  College,  founded  as  "  University  Hall"  by  Richard 
Badew  and  refounded  by  Lady  Elizabeth,  sister  and  co-heir 
of  Gilbert,  Earl  of  Clare,  as  "  Clare  Hall,"  consists  of  a 
Master  and  fifteen  Fellows,  besides  Scholars  and  Students.  The 
Fellowships  are  open  to  Bachelors  of  Arts,  or  persons  of  a 
higher  degree,  witliout  restriction  as  to  marriage.  A  Fellowship 
becomes  vacant  in  five  years  and  eleven  months  from  the  time  of 
election,  unless  the  Fellow  hold  the  oSice  of  Professor,  Public 
Orator,  Registrary,  or  Librarian  in  the  University,  or  the  office  of 
Tutor,  Dean,  Bursar,  or  Lecturer  in  the  College.  One  of  the 
Fellowships  must  be  a  Professorial  Fellowship :  and  one  may  be 
held  by  a  person  not  a  member  of  the  University  of  Cambridge  or 
the  LTniversity  of  Oxford  at  the  time  of  his  election.  For  the 
remaining  Fellowships,  none  but  Graduates  of  the  University  of 
Cambridge  or  the  Univei'sity  of  Oxford  are  eligible.  The  electors 
to  the  vacant  Fellowships  are  the  Master  and  Fellows  :  and  in 
case  there  be  an  equal  division,  the  Master  has  the  casting  vote. 
The  Master,  who  must  at  the  time  of  his  election  be  a  Master  of 
Arts  or  of  some  equal  or  superior  degree  in  the  University  of 
Cambridge  or  the  University  of  Oxford,  is  elected  by  the  above 
mentioned  Fellows  within  thirty  days  after  a  vacancy  is  declared. 
If  the  vacancy  occur  out  of  Term  time,  the  thirty  days  are  reckoned 
from  the  first  day  of  the  Term  next  ensuing. 

There  were  formerly  nine  Junior  Fellowships  founded  by 
different  benefactors  (viz.  three  by  Lord  Exeter  in  1612,  two 
by  John  Freeman,  Esq.,  in  1622,  and  four  from  the  estates 
bequeathed  to  the  College  by  Joseph  Diggons,  Esq.,  in  1658). 
The  distinction  which  previously  existed  between  Junior  and 
Senior  Fellowships  has  been  recently  abolished.

in  aid  of  deserving  students  in  straitened  circumstances,  whetlier 

Scholars  or  not. 

Nine  Minor  Scholarships,  two  of  the  value  of  £80  and  seven  of 
the  value  of  £60  or  £'40,  with  Exhibitions  of  less  value,  will  be 
offered  for  competition  this  year  among  students  intending  to 
begin  residence  in  October  1917,  for  Classics,  or  Mathematics, 
or  Natural  Science,  or  Mechanical  Sciences,  or  History,  or 
Modern  Languages.

(Founded  1347) 

Akms  :  those  of  the  Foundress  as  shewn  on  her  seal,  harry  of  ten 
pieces  silver  and  azure  and  an  orle  of  martlets  yules  (for  Valence)  halved 
with  gides  three  pales  vair  and  a  gold  chief  with  a  label  of  five  pieces  azure 
(for  Seynt  Pol). 

This  College  was  founded  under  the  name  of  "the  Hall  or 
House  of  Valence-Mary,"  by  Mary  de  S.  Pol,  the  widow  of 
Aymer  de  Valence,  Earl  of  Pembroke  ;  and  King  Henry  VI 
was  so  liberal  a  benefactor  to  it,  as  to  obtain  the  name  of  a 
second  Founder. 

There  are  thirteen  Foundation  Fellowships  open  to  persons  of 
every  nation,  and  unrestricted  as  to  counties. 

Although  there  may  be  no  Fellowship  vacant,  yet  a  candidate 
is  never  considered  as  superannuated. 

Foundation  and  Minor  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  are 
awarded  from  the  Scholarship  Fund. 

There  are  six  Scholarships  on  the  original  Foundation. 

Scholarships  have  been  founded  by  Dr  Watts,  Archbishop 
Grindal,  Mr  Smart,  Mr  Scrivenor,  Mr  James,  Bishop  Lany, 
Sergeant  Moses,  Dr  Mapletoft,  Mr  Parkin,  and  Dr  Stuart; 
three  Scholarships  of  £80  a  year  were  founded  by  Mr  Beatson :  a 
Bachelor  Scholarship  was  founded  in  memory  of  Mr  Prior,  formerly 
Tutor,  and  two  Scholarships  (of  £60  a  year),  one  for  Classics  and 
one  for  Natural  Science,  were  founded  by  Mr  Shoolbred.  Scholar- 
ships have  also  been  founded  by  Joseph  Webster  Drew,  M.A., 
LL.M.,  formerly  Scholar  of  the  College,  and  Mrs  Drew;  and  by 
Mr  Meryon  in  memory  of  his  son,  L.  K.  Meryon,  formerly  a 
member  of  the  College. 

There  are  at  present  fourteen  Foundation  Scholars,  twenty-three 
Minor  Scholars  elect,  four  Exhibitioners,  and  eleven  Exhibitioners 
elect. 
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There  is  also  one  Exhibition,  of  the  yearly  value  of  £70,  founded 
by  Mr  John  Holmes,  for  a  scholar  educated  at  Blackrode  School 
in  Lancashire.  This  Exhibition  is  given  by  the  Governors  of  the 
School,  and  the  scholar  who  holds  it  also  receives  from  the 
College  an  additional  Exhibition,  the  gift  of  Mr  Warren,  formerly 
a  Blackrode  Scholar,  of  the  yearly  value  of  £5. 

There  is  an  annual  Examination  after  the  division  of  the 
Easter  Term,  in  Mathematics,  Classics,  Theology,  and  the  subjects 
of  the  other  Tripos  Examinations,  when  Prizes  in  books  are 
awarded  in  each  year  for  proficiency  in  the  various  subjects.  The 
Foundation  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  are  in  general  adjudged 
on  the  results  of  this  Examination. 

Gratuities  are  awarded  to  members  of  the  College  on  the 
result  of  the  Open  Competition  for  the  Home  Civil  Service  and 
the  Civil  Sernce  of  India  and  of  the  Final  Examination  for  the 
Civil  Service  of  India. 

Prizes  of  books  are  offered  annually  for  Compositions  in  Greek 
and  Latin  Verse  and  for  English  Essays. 

A  Prize  of  books  is  also  given  to  the  best  reader  in  Chapel, 
whose  general  good  conduct  has  gained  the  approbation  of  the 
College. 

The  sum  of  £30  is  also  offered  annually  in  one  or  more 
gratuities  for  proficiency  in  the  Hebrew  and  Greek  Scriptures. 
Undergraduates  or  Bachelors  of  not  more  than  three  years' 
standing  may  compete  for  these  gratuities  at  the  annual  College 
Examination. 

The  Neil  Prize,  founded  in  memory  of  Robert  Alexander 
Neil,  formerly  Tutor,  is  offered  annually  to  graduate  members 
of  the  College  below  the  standing  of  M.A.  for  the  best  disserta- 
tion on  any  subject  in  the  life,  history,  literature,  or  art  of  Ancient, 
Medieval  or  Modern  times. 

The  Blackburne-Daniell  Prize,  founded  in  memory  of  Francis 
Reginald  Blackburne-Daniell,  formerly  a  member  of  the  College, 
is  awarded  to  the  student  of  the  second  year  who  acquits  himself 
most  creditably  in  a  Tripos  Examination  or  in  the  annual  College 
Examination. 

Gratuities  on  the  Final  Examination  for  the  Civil  Service  of 
India  were  awarded  in  1915  to  Ds  Mansfield  and  Ds  Pollock.

Gonville  and  Cuius   College 

(Founded  1348) 

Aems  :  silver  a  cheveron  and  two  cotises  dancetty  sable  loith  three 
geld  scallojis  on  the  eheveron  (for  Gonville)  impaling  gold  sown  vjith 
gentil  flowers  and  a  sengreen  in  the  chief  with  two  serpents  ivith  knitted 
tails  resting  on  a  square  of  green  marble  and  holding  betioeen  them  a 
booh  sable  garnished  gnles  and  unth  bucMes  of  gold  (for  Caius)  all  viithin 
a  border  gobony  of  silver  and  sable.  They  were  formally  grauted  to 
the  College  in  1575  by  Robert  Cooke,  Clarencieux  King  of  Arms. 

This  College,  originally  styled  Gonville  Hall,  was  foundeil  in 
1348,  by  Edmund  Gonville,  rector  of  Terrington,  in  Norfolk,  son 
of  William  Gonville,  and  endowed  for  a  Master  and  three  Fellows. 
The  original  site  was  between  Free- School  Lane  and  the  church- 
yard of  St  Botolph's. 

The  name  of  the  College  and  its  situation  were  both  changed 
by  William  Bateman,  Bishop  of  Norwich,  whom  Gonville  had 
appointed  to  be  his  executor.  In  13.53,  Bateman  established  the 
College  where  the  Gonville  Court  at  present  stands  ;  and  pre- 
viously to  this  removal  he  had  changed  Gonville's  statutes  for 
statutes  of  his  own,  and  altered  the  name  to  the  "Hall  of  the 
Annunciation  of  Blessed  Mary  the  Virgin."  Thus,  and  by  certain 
endowments,  he  made  himself  a  Second  Founder. 

The  revenues  were  afterwards  increased  by  various  Benefactors. 

In  1558,  John  Caius,  M.D.,  the  Third  Founder,  obtained  the 
Royal  Charter  by  which  the  former  foundations  were  all  confirmed, 
and  his  own  foundation  was  established.  By  this  Charter  the 
College  was  thenceforward  to  be  called  Gonville  and  Caius 
College. 

By  the  revised  statutes  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Oxford 
and  Cambridge  Universities  Act,  1877,  and  amended  in  1885,  1890, 
1892,  1893,  1904,  1911,  1914,  the  College  is  to  consist  of  a  Master, 
at  least  twenty  Fellows  exclusive  of  the  Drosier  Fellows,  and  such 
number  of  Scholars  as  the  Governing  Body  may  from  time  to  time 
determine.     Two  of  the  Fellowships  are  Professorial  Fellowships. 

By  the  will  of  the  late  William  Henry  Drosier,  M.D.,  Senior 
Fellow  of  tlie  College,  who  died  on  May  13,  1889,  the  endowment'; 
of  the  College  are  increased  by  six  new  Fellowships,  called  the 
Drosier  Fellowships. 

A  new  Corporate  Fellowship,  called  the  Monro  Fellowship, 
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has  been  founded  by  the  aid  of  the  benefaction  of  the  late  Charles 
Henry  Monro,  M.A.,  Senior  Fellow  of  the  College,  who  died  on 
February  23,  1908.   There  are  at  i>resent  in  all  thirty-one  Fellows. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

The  government  of  the  College  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Master 
and  twelve  of  the  Fellows.  The  Fellows  of  the  College  are  to  be 
chosen  from  those  persons  (being  otherwise  qualified  according 
to  the  Statutes)  whom  tlie  Governing  Body  shall  think  to  be 
of  the  greatest  merit  and  most  fit  to  be  Fellows  of  the  College 
as  a  place  of  education  religion  learning  and  research.  Drosier 
Fellowships  are  tenable  in  the  first  instance  for  three  years,  but 
may  be  prolonged  by  a  vote  of  the  Governing  Body  for  a  further 
period  of  three  years.  Corporate  Fellowships  are  tenable  in  the 
first  instance  for  six  years.  Fellowships  may  however  be  retained 
if  the  Fellow  be  holding  certain  University  or  College  Ofiices;  or 
shall  have  held  some  one  or  more  of  such  College  Offices  during 
the  space  of  twenty  years ;  or  shall  have  been  permitted  by  a 
special  vote  of  the  G(»verning  Body  to  retain  his  Fellowship  on 
account  of  his  literary  or  scientific  reputation  or  labours  or  on 
the  gi-ound  of  his  holding  a  University  Readership  or  Lecture- 
ship. The  Governing  Body  have  power  on  or  within  a  year  after 
electing  a  Fellow  to  attach  any  special  condition  to  the  tenure 
of  his  Fellowship  which  may  seem  to  them  desirable  in  the 
interests  of  the  College.  A  Fellowship  may  in  certain  cases 
be  prolonged  or  an  ex-Fellow  re-elected  at  a  General  Meeting 
of  the  Master  and  Fellows. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  EXHIBITIONS 

The  Scholarships  are  of  two  kinds.  ( 1 )  Entrance  Scholarships 
(of  values  varying  from  £40  to  £80).  These  are  competed  for 
before  admission  to  the  College ;  candidates  must  be  under 
19  years  of  age  on  the  first  day  of  the  academical  year  in  which 
the  examination  is  held.  The  College  has  the  power  to  ofier 
not  more  than  two  Entrance  Scholarships  in  any  one  year 
without  restriction  of  age.  The  subjects  of  examination  are 
generally  Mathematics,  Classics,  Natural  Science,  Modern  Lan- 
guages, Oriental  Languages  and  History.  (2)  Foundation 
Scholarships.  These  are  awarded,  on  the  results  of  the  Annual 
College  examinations,  to  persons  already  in  residence  and  without 
restriction  of  age.  They  are  given  for  proficiency  in  any  of 
the  branches  of  study  mentioned  above,  as  also  for  Theology, 
Law,  Moral  Sciences,  and  Mechanical  Sciences,  and  in  some  cases 
to  candidates  or  selected  students  for  the  Indian  Civil  Service. 
The  annual  value  ranges  from  £40  to  .£100.  These  Scholarships 
are  as  a  rule  tenable  until  the  Scholars  are  of  standing  to  take 
the  degree  of  B.A.,  but  in  cases  of  special  merit  the  tenure  is 
prolonged  for  a  year  or  more. 
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An  Entrance  Scholarship  and  an  Entrance  Exliibition  may  be 
offered  for  students  who  intend  to  read  Law.  The  subjects  of 
examination  are  the  same  as  for  the  Classical  Entrance  Scholar- 
ships. 

An  Entrance  Scholarship  or  Exhibition  may  be  offered  to  a 
candidate  in  Mathematics  who  will  read  for  the  Mechanical 
Sciences  Tripos. 

An  Entrance  Scholarship  or  Exhibition  may  be  offered  to  a 
candidate  in  History  who  will  read  for  the  Economics  Tripos. 

A  candidate  who  obtains  a  first  class  in  certain  of  the  Triposes 
may,  with  the  permission  of  the  Governing  Body,  hold  a  Founda- 
tion Scholarship  or  have  his  Scholarship  prolonged  for  one  or 
two  years,  if  he  becomes  a  candidate  for  the  Theological,  and 
Moral  Sciences  Triposes,  for  the  subjects  of  which  Entrance 
Scholarships  are  not  as  a  rule  given. 

The  Salomons  Scholarship  of  about  £80  a  year  for  three  years, 
for  Civil  and  Electrical  Engineering  (founded  by  Sir  David  L. 
Salomons,  Bart.)  will  ordinarily  be  vacant  every  three  years.  It 
is  awarded  as  an  Entrance  Scholarship,  the  subjects  of  Examin- 
ation being  the  same  as  for  the  Mathematical  Entrance  Scholar- 
ships. The  successful  candidate  is  required  to  read  for  the 
Mechanical  Sciences  ("Engineering")  Tripos. 

Exhibitions  are  given  under  the  same  conditions  as  Scholar- 
ships, but  for  a  somewhat  lower  standard  of  merit.  Donations 
of  smaller  sums  are  made  to  students  who  have  acquitted  them- 
selves creditably  in  the  examinations. 

Three  Chapel-clerkships  (one  of  them  as  a  rule  Choral)  of  £30 
each  tenable  for  one  year  are  given  at  the  end  of  the  second  year 
of  residence.  Candidates  in  sending  in  their  application  must 
show  that  they  have  need  of  pecuniary  help  and  must  be  recom- 
mended by  the  Tutors  to  the  Governing  Body. 

Two  Exhibitions  at  least  of  £S0  each  are  given  to  resident 
Bachelors  of  Arts  who  are  candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  Yatman  Exhibition  of  about  £34  a  year  is  given,  without 
competitive  examination,  to  a  student  who  needs  help  and 
declares  his  intention  of  being  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

There  is  a  Musical  Scholarship  of  £60  tenable  for  three  years. 
The  duties  of  the  Scholar  are  to  sing  in  the  Chapel  Choir  or  to 
act  as  deputy  for  the  Organist  as  may  be  required  and  he  is 
required  to  read  for  the  Mus.B.  degree. 

There  are  besides  three  Choral  Exhibitions,  of  £40  each, 
tenable  for  three  years.  The  duties  of  the  Exhibitioners  are 
to  assist  in  the  daily  choral  services  of  the  College  Chapel,  and 
they  are  required  to  read  for  a  degree. 

Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  may  be  awarded,  or  continued  for 
the  fourth  year  of  residence,  to  undergraduates  or  graduates, 
who  are  candidates  for  a  Tripos  or  part  of  a  Tripos  and  are  also 
candidates  for  the  Indian  Civil  Service  Open  Competition. 
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POST-GRADUATE    RESEARCH    STUDENTSHIPS 

A  Studentship  of  ;£100  (the  Frank  Smart  Studentship)  for 
the  encouragement  of  Botanical  research  was  founded  in  1887  by 
F.  G.  Smart,  M.A.,  M.B.,  and  Mrs  F.  G.  Smart,  of  Tunbridge 
Wells.  It  is  open  to  all  members  of  the  College  who  have  kept 
not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen  terms.  The  Studentship 
is  tenable  ordinarily  for  two  but  may  in  certain  cases  be  given 
for  one  year  only,  or  may  in  special  circumstances  be  continued 
for  a  third  year.  The  Governing  Body  of  the  College  may,  if 
no  suitable  candidate  belonging  to  the  College  presents  himself, 
offer  the  Studentship  pro  hac  vice  to  other  members  of  the 
University. 

The  Shuttleworth  Studentship,  of  the  annual  value  of  about 
^110,  is  given  in  the  first  instance  to  a  candidate  whose  subject 
is  Zoology  or  Physiology,  or,  failing  candidates  in  these  subjects, 
then  to  a  candidate  whose  subject  is  some  other  branch  of  Natural 
Science.  The  regulations  for  election  and  tenure  are  the  same 
as  for  the  Frank  Smart  Studentship. 

The  Ramadge  Law  and  History  Studentship,  founded  upon 
the  benefaction  of  the  late  Frederick  Ramadge,  M.A.,  Barrister- 
at-Law,  formerly  Fellow  of  the  College,  will  be  awarded  in  alter- 
nate years.  The  Studentship  is  open  to  all  members  of  the 
College  who  have  kept  not  less  than  nine  nor  more  than  fifteen 
terms.  It  will  be  of  the  value  of  about  ^100  and  will  be  tenable 
for  one  year.  Failing  candidates  whose  subject  is  Law  or 
History,  the  Studentship  may  be  awarded  in  respect  of  some 
other  branch  of  literary  study. 

The  Christopher  James  Studentship  of  about  £80  in  value  is 
given  by  preference  for  research  in  Languages  or  for  Archaeo- 
logical Study. 

The  Wollaston  Studentship  for  Physics  of  £120  a  year  and 
tenable  for  one,  two,  or  three  years  is  open  to  members  of 
British,  Colonial,  or  American  Universities.  Other  Studentships 
not  restricted  as  to  subject  may  be  given  either  for  literary  or 
for  scientific  research. 

A  Research  Studentship  has  been  held  for  two  years  at  a 
time  from  Michaelmas  1904  by  a  Lector,  who  is  a  French  Graduate 
of  a  French  University,  and  delivers  lectures  in  his  own  language 
and  holds  conversation  classes. 

Research  Studentships  are  not  awarded  by  the  result  of  a 
competitive  examination. 
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TANCRED  STUDENTSHIPS 

There  are  also  connected  with  the  College  : 

Four  Studentships  in  Physic,  founded  by  Christopher  Tan- 
cred,  Esq.,  each  of  which  has  been  of  the  annual  value  of 
about  £90. 

The  candidate  who  is  elected  to  one  of  these  Studentships  is 
obliged  to  enter  at  this  College  within  a  month  from  the  time 
of  election ;  or  to  remove  hither,  if  he  be  a  member  of  any  other 
College. 

These  Students  are  required  to  take  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Medicine  as  soon  as  they  are  of  suflBcient  standing  for  the  same  ; 
and  they  may  hold  the  Studentship  for  three  years  after  their 
degree.  Students  therefore  who  are  elected  previous  to  admission 
at  any  College,  can  hold  them  eight  years.  The  electors  to  these 
Studentships  are  the  Master  of  Gonville  and  Caius  College,  the 
Master  of  Christ's  College,  the  President  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians, the  Treasurer  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  the  Master  of  the  Charter- 
house, and  the  Governors  of  Greenwich  and  Chelsea  Hospitals. 
The  Governors  of  the  Trust  hold  their  meetings  at  Lincoln's  Inn, 
on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  and  on  the  Wednesday  after 
St  Martin's  dayK     The  next  expected  vacancy  will  be  in  1917. 

HARROW  SCHOLARSHIPS 

Two  Scholarships,  founded  at  Harrow  School,  a.d.  1830,  by 
John  Sayer,  M.A.,  Barrister-at-Law,  and  formerly  a  Senior  Fellow 
of  the  College,  of  the  annual  value  of  £60.  The  Scholars  are 
elected  by  the  Governors  of  the  School  and  proceed  to  this 
College. 

EXAMINATIONS,  ANNUAL  PRIZES 2,  &c. 

Candidates  for  Honours  are  examined  annually  in  the  subjects 
of  the  several  Triposes.  Scholarships  are  awarded,  in  case  of 
sufficient  merit,  in  connexion  with  each  of  these  subjects ;  and 
prizes  of  £3  in  books  are  given  to  every  student  who  is  placed 
in  the  First  Class. 

There  are  two  Greek  Testament  Prizes  independently  of  those 
which  are  given  on  tlie  results  of  tiie  annual  Theological  Examin- 
ation. 

Prizes  of  the  value  of  £3  each  are  given  annually  for  the  best 
discussions  of  two  questions,  one  of  Pure,  the  other  of  Applied 
Mathematics;  the  competitors  to  be  members  of  the  College  of 
not  more  than  twelve  terms  standing.

2  During  the  period  of  tlie  War  the  Prizes  for  Composition  and  Essays  are  suspended. 
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Tliree  Composition  Prizes  of  £3  each  uic  annually  ottered,  one 
for  Latin  Prose  Composition,  one  for  Latin  Verse  Composition, 
and  one  for  Greek  Verse  Composition  ;  the  candidates  to  be  of 
not  more  than  eight  complete  terms  standing. 

A  prize  of  £o,  open  to  members  of  the  College  of  not  more 
than  twelve  terms  standing,  is  given  annually  for  an  Essay 
on  some  subject  connected  with  English  History  or  English 
Literature. 

Two  prizes  of  £S  each  are  given  annually  for  Essays  in  French 
and  German  respectively  ; 

A  prize  of  £3  is  given  annually  for  Musical  Composition ;  and 

A  prize  of  £3  is  given  annually  for  an  Essay  on  some  subject 
connected  with  Xatural  Sciences  :  open  to  members  of  the 
College  of  not  more  than  twelve  terms  standing. 

The  George  Ludorf  Siddle  Prize  of  about  £!»  is  given  triennially 
for  an  Essay  on  some  subject  connected  with  the  British  Colonies. 

A  prize  of  £6  in  books  (the  Frank  Smart  Prize)  is  awarded 
annually  to  the  undergraduate  who  is  most  distinguished  in  the 
subject  of  Botany  at  the  annual  College  Examination. 

The  Marke  Wood  Medal  is  given  annually  for  proficiency  in 
shooting. 

A  prize  of  £10  is  given  under  certain  conditions  to  a  student  who 
attains  a  high  place  in  the  Indian  Civil  Service  Open  Competitions. 
Prizes  also  of  £10  each  connected  with  the  same  competition  are 
given  under  certain  conditions  for  proficiency  in  (i)  Arabic, 
(ii)  Sanskrit,  or  (iii)  Persian. 

The  Thruston  Medal  of  the  value  of  £10  (taking  the  place  of 
the  Thruston  Prize)  '"shall  be  given  triennially  to  that  member 
of  the  College  (being  of  not  more  than  fifteen  years'  standing  from 
the  first  day  of  the  Michaelmas  term  of  the  Academical  year 
in  which  he  matriculated),  who  has  published  in  the  course  of 
the  preceding  three  years  the  best  original  investigation  in 
Physiolotry,  Pathology,  or  Practical  Medicine."  The  remainder 
of  the  Thruston  Fund,  about  £15  a  year,  may  be  given  in  the 
form  of  a  grant  or  grants  in  aid  of  research  in  the  subjects 
named.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Master.  The  Medal 
will  be  next  awarded  in  1917. 

Plate  to  the  value  of  £10,  the  gift  in  1774  of  Dr  Schuldham, 
is  awarded  each  year  to  one  judged  worthy  amongst  the  com- 
mencing Bachelors  of  Arts. 

admissio:n' 

All  Candidates  for  admission  are  required  to  pass  an  entrance 
examination  in  Classics  and  Mathematics.  There  are  two  ordi- 
nary times  of  Examination,  viz.  in  March  and  June.  Scholars 
elected  prior  to  entrance,  as  well  as   Holders  of  Certificates 
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from  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools  Examination  Board 
or  the  Syndicate  for  the  Local  Examinations  excusing  from  the 
Previous  Examination,  are  exempt.  Certificates  of  other  Ex- 
aminations or  certificates  of  graduation  at  other  universities  or 
exceptional  evidence  of  competence  may  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Master  and  Tutors  be  accepted.  A  candidate  for  admission 
may  also  be  allowed  to  substitute  for  jjart  or  the  whole  of  the 
College  Entrance  Examination  the  University  Previous  Examina- 
tion, if  passed  before  the  beginning  of  residence.  An  Entmnce 
Examination  for  admission  to  the  College  may  also  be  held  at 
certain  of  the  Public  Schools  in  March  and  June.  Special 
regulations  are  issued  for  the  admission  of  'Research 
Students.'  Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the 
Senior  Tutor.

(Founded  1350) 

Aems:  originally  those  of  the  Founder,  sable  a  crescent  ermine 
and  an  engrailed  border  silver;  but  in  1575  Robert  Cooke,  Clarencieux 
King  of  Anns,  gi'auted  to  the  College  a  revised  shield  of  arms  with 
a  plain  border  ermine  in  place  of  the  ancient  engrailed  border 
silver. 

This  College  was  founded  by  William  Bateman,  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  in  the  year  1350.     Tlie  Founder's  words  are : 

"Volumus  quod  Collegium  Scholarium  supradictuni  vocetur 
Collegium  Scholarium  Sanctse  Trinitatis  de  Norvico,  et  quod 
Domus  quam  iuhabitabit  dictum  Collegium  nominetur  Aula 
Sanctae  Trinitatis  de  Norvico." 

The  College  was  furtlier  incorporated  by  an  Act  of  Parliament 
of  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  under  the  name  of  "The  College  or  Hall 
of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  the  University  of  Cambridge." 

The  Foundation  was  subsequently  augmented  by  Simon  Balling, 
Bishop  Nykke,  Robert  Goodknape,  Dr  Hewke,  Dr  Hervey,  Dr 
Mowse,  Horatio  Goodbehere,  Henry  Latham,  and  other  bene- 
factors. 

The  College  continued  to  be  governed  by  the  Statutes  of  the 
Founder  until  the  year  1860,  when  new  Statutes  were  enacted. 

These  Statutes  were  repealed  in  1882,  and  the  College  is  now 
governed  by  Statutes  framed  under  the  authority  of  the  Univer- 
sities of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Act,  1877. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

There  are  eleven  Foundation  Fellowships.  All  the  Fellows 
have  the  same  stipends  and  privileges,  and  they  and  the  Master 
constitute  the  Governing  Body  of  the  College.  Fellowships  are 
tenable  for  six  years  from  the  date  of  election.  The  holding  of 
certain  College  offices  or  Professorship  in  the  University  prolongs 
the  tenure  of  the  Fellowships. 

There  is  one  Professorial  Fellowship  at  this  College. 
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LAW  STUDENTSHIPS 
The  study  of  the  Law,  for  which  this  College  was  especially 
designed  by  the  Founder,  has  been  provided  for  by  the  establish- 
ment of  Law  Lectureships  and  at  least  three  Law  Studentships ; 
the  latter  are  tenable  for  three  years,  and  are  of  the  annual 
value  of  J50.  They  are  to  be  given  to  graduates  of  the  College 
in  Arts  or  Law,  who  intend  to  prepare  themselves  for  practice  in 
some  branch  of  the  Legal  Profession.  The  holders  of  these 
Studentships  are  not  required  to  reside  in  the  University. 

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  EXHIBITIONS 
A  fixed  proportion  of  the  divisible  revenues  of  the  College  is 
annually  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Scholarship  Fund.  The  governing 
body  is  empowered  to  distribute  this  among  the  Scholars  and  Ex- 
hibitioners in  the  way  it  may  think  best,  but  any  residue  which 
remains  at  the  end  of  one  year  must  be  applied  subsequently  to 
the  purposes  of  the  Fund,  or  in  rewards  and  assistance  to  meri- 
torious students. 

The  College  Scholarships  are  tenable  up  to  the  time  of  taking 
the  B.A.  or  LL.B.  Degree.  They  are  awarded  according  to  the 
results  of  the  various  College  Examinations  in  Classics,  Mathe- 
matics, Law,  History,  and  the  subjects  of  other  Tripos  Examina- 
tions. Scholarships  obtained  at  one  Examination  may  be  aug- 
mented on  a  subsequent  occasion. 

Entrance  Scholarships  are  awarded  according  to  the  results  of 
Examinations  held  in  June  and  December.  The  Examination  in 
June  is  limited  to  those  who  intend  to  study  Law,  and  candidates 
must  attain  to  a  certain  standard  in  at  least  three  of  the  following 
subjects :  Mathematics,  Classics,  French,  German,  and  English 
History.  In  the  December  Examination  the  subjects  are  either 
Mathematics  or  Classics  or  Natural  Science  or  History  or  En- 
gineering'. 

ANNUAL  PRIZES 

A  Prize  of  ^15  was  left  in  1874  by  Mr  Jonas  Cressingham,  who 
was  long  a  member  of  the  College,  to  be  offered  animally  for 
an  English  Essay.  The  subject  is  given  out  in  the  Lent  Term. 
B.  A.s  of  not  more  than  one  year's  standing  are  allowed  to  compete 
for  this  Prize. 

A  Prize  of  .£4  is  offered  in  each  term  for  proficiency  in  English, 
Language  and  Literature.     This  Prize  was  founded  by  the  pupils 
of  the  late  Rev.  H.  Latham,  for  many  years  a  Tutor  and  lately 
Master  of  the  College. 

A  Prize  of  £S.  '3s.  for  a  Latin  Essay  is  offered  annually. 

Prizes  of  £5  and  £3  are  given  to  those  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  the  College,  Inter-Collegiate,  and  University  Ex- 
aminations.

Corpus   Christi  College 

(Founded  1352) 

Arms:  yxiles  a  pelican  in  her  piety  silver  quartered  untk  azure 
three  silver  lily  flovjers.  These  were  granted  by  Robert  Cooke, 
Clarencieux  King  of  Arms,  in  1570,  at  the  instance  and  cost  of  Arch- 
bishop Parker,  in  place  of  the  arms  of  the  Corpus  Christi  GUd  and 
the  Gild  of  Our  Lady,  which  were  at  first  used  as  arms  by  the 
College. 

This  College  owes  its  foundation  to  two  Societies  which  existed 
in  Cambridge  in  the  early  part  of  the  fourteenth  century,  called 
the  Gilds  of  Corpus  Christi  and  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary. 
These  Gilds  having,  about  the  year  1350,  been  united  into  one 
under  the  name  of  "Gilda  preciosi  Corporis  Jesu  Christi  et  glo- 
riosae  Virginis  Marite  Matris  sua?,"  obtained,  through  the  inter- 
cession of  Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  the  Alderman  of  the  con- 
solidated Gild,  a  license  from  King  Edward  III,  dated  Nov.  7, 
1352,  for  founding  a  College  to  be  called  "Donius  Scholarium 
Corporis  Christi  et  Beatee  Mariie  Virginis." 

The  College,  at  the  present  time,  consists  of  a  Master  and 
twelve  Fellows,  besides  Scholars  and  other  students. 

The  Fellowships  are  open  to  all  persons  who  have  been  admitted 
to  some  degree  in  the  Univei-sity  of  Cambridge  or  of  Oxford.

Akms:  Sahle  three  roses  silrer  n.-ith  a  chief  party  of  azure  loith  a 
gold  flower  of  the  French  and  of  (jvles  vith  a  gold  leopard  of  England. 
These  were  granted  by  letters  pateut  of  Henry  YI  dated  January  1, 
1448 — 9.  The  College  Seal,  engraved  in  1443,  shews  an  earlier  shield 
closely  resembling  the  arms  still  used  by  Eton  College. 

This  College  was  founded  and  munificently  endowed  by  King 
Henry  VI  for  a  Provost  and  seventy  Scholars.  Under  the 
Founder's  Statutes  every  vacancy  had  to  be  at  once  filled  up  by 
the  admission  of  a  Scholar  from  the  sister  foundation  of  King 
Henry  YI  at  Eton. 

By  the  Statutes  of  1861  Open  Scholarships  were  founded, 
and  provision  was  made  for  the  admission  to  the  College  of 
Undergi'aduates  not  on  the  foundation. 

Under  the  present  Statu tes(of  1SS2),  the  foundation  consists  of  a 
Provost,  forty-six  Fellows  (exclusive  of  Honorary,  Additional,  and 
Supernumerary  Fellows),  and  forty-eight  Foundation  Scholars. 
Four  of  the  Fellowships  are  appropriated  to  Professors  in  the 
University ;  the  I'emainder  are  open  to  all  Graduate  members 
of  the  College  whose  standing  does  not  exceed  seven  years  from 
the  2.5th  of  March  next  preceding  the  date  of  their  com- 
mencing residence  in  the  University,  and  in  any  year  one  person 
who  does  not  satisfy  these  conditions  may  be  elected  a  Fellow*. 

Twenty -four  of  the  Foundation  Scholarships  are  appropriated  to 
Eton  College,  and  twenty-four  are  open.  Of  the  former,  at  least 
four  are  offered  every  year  for  competition  as  Entrance  Scholar- 
shi^js,  and  two  as  Senior  Scholarships.  At  least  six  Open 
Foundation  Scholarships  are  off"ered  every  year,  but  the  number 
to  be  offered  as  Entrance  and  Senior  Scholarships  respec- 
tively may  vary  from  time  to  time.  Entrance  Scholarships  are 
tenable  for  two  years,  and  may  be  prolonged  for  a  further 
period  of  two  years.  The  holders  of  Entrance  Scholai-ships  as 
well  as  other  membei-s  of  the  College  are  eligible  to  Senior 
Scholarships.  A  Senior  Scholarship  is  tenable  till  the  holder 
is  of  five  years'  standing  from  the  25th  of  March  next  preceding

the  date  of  his  commencing  residence  in  the  University,  and  may 
be  prolonged  for  a  further  period  of  two  years*.  The  emohxments 
of  a  Foundation  Scholarship  are  £80  a  year,  subject  to  a  possible 
reduction  in  the  case  of  a  prolonged  Senior  Scholarship. 
An  Eton  Scholar  may  have  in  addition,  under  certain  conditions, 
Tuition  free  and  Rooms  rent  free,  and  the  Council  have 
power  to  allow  Tuition  free  to  the  holder  of  an  Open  Senior 
Scholarship.  A  candidate  for  an  Eton  Scholarship  may  be  elected 
to  an  Open  Foundation  Scholarship,  and  he  is  then  entitled  to 
tuition  free  and  to  rooms  rent  free  until  he  takes  his  first  degree. 
When  this  happens  an  Eton  Scholarship  is,  for  that  turn,  treated 
as  an  open  one. 

An  Entrance  Scholarship  Examination  is  held  annually  in  the 
Michaelmas  term,  upon  the  results  of  which,  besides  the  Entrance 
Foundation  Scholai'ships  already  mentioned,  both  Eton  and  open 
Minor  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  t  are  awarded.  Exhibitions 
are  also  awarded  ui)on  the  results  of  the  Annual  College  Examin- 
ations. Some  of  the  Exhibitions  are  reserved  for  candidates  who 
stand  in  need  of  pecuniary  assistance  to  enable  them  to  obtain  a 
University  education. 

An  Entrance  Scholarship  of  the  value  of  at  least  .£70  a  year  has 
been  founded  in  memory  of  Laurence  Saunders,  M.A.,  formerly 
Scholar,  who  suffered  in  the  Marian  persecution ;  the  present 
annual  value  is  .£80. 

From  the  legacy  of  Dr  Vintner,  formerly  Fellow,  an  Exhibition 
of  £70  a  year  to  be  awarded  for  proficiency  in  Natural  Science 
has  been  founded.  Two  Exhibitions  have  been  established  from 
the  benefactions  of  Dr  Price  and  other  former  members  of  the 
College.  These  Exhibitions  are  open  to  all  Undergraduates  of 
the  College  in  their  first  or  second  year  of  residence. 

Under  the  will  of  Mr  T.  A.  Soley,  certain  Exhibitions  of  ^70 
a  year  for  three  years  are  offered  to  persons  in  need  of  such  assist- 
ance, who  are  sons  or  grandsons  of  freemen  of  the  Drapers' 
Company  and  are  nominated  by  the  Company,  on  condition  that 
they  attain  in  an  examination  lield  by  the  College  the  same 
standard  as  that  required  as  a  qualification  for  other  Exhibitions 
in  the  College. 

Under  the  will  of  Mrs  Laura  Mary  Fielder  the  College  received 
in  1908  a  legacy  of  £3000,  from  which  three  Exhibitions  have 
been  founded,  to  be  awarded  for  proficiency  in  Greek. 

In  1911 — 12  a  Studentship,  called  the  Augustus  Austen  Leigh 
Studentship,  was  founded  by  Mr  A.  H.  A.  Morton,  formerly  Fellow, 
who  endowed  it  by  the  gift  of  £-(000  Consols.  A  Student  is 
elected  annually  in  June  from  among  members  of  the  College 
under  M.A.   standing,   who   have   either   taken   or  passed  the

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examinations  qualifjing  for  the  B.A.  degree.  The  Student  is 
required  to  undertake  a  course  of  study  or  research  in  one  of 
the  following  subjects:  Divinity,  Classics,  History,  Classical  or 
Medieval  Archaeology,  and  Medieval  and  Modern 'Languages. 

In  1911  Mr  S.  B.  Phillpotts,  senior  Fellow,  gave  £800  five  per 
cent,  stock  to  found  an  Exhibition  for  a  sou  of  a  clergyman  of  the 
Church  of  England,  in  need  of  assistance,  and  receiving  his  educa- 
tion in  the  College.  Failing  suitable  candidates  satisfying  these 
conditions,  the  Exhibition  may  be  awarded  to  a  chorister. 

In  1912  Mr  A.  II.  A.  Morton,  formerly  Fellow,  founded  an 
Exhibition  to  be  held  by  a  student  wlio  intends  to  take  Holy 
Orders. 

Examinations  for  Choral  Scholarships  are  held  from  time 
to  time,  as  vacancies  occur.  The  examination  is  chiefly  musical, 
but  candidates  are  required  to  pass  in  elementary  Classics  and 
Mathematics.  Choral  Scholars  are  required  to  take  part  in  the 
Choral  Services  in  the  Chapel.  They  must  be  candidates  for  a 
degi'ee,  but  not  necessarily  for  honours. 

Applications  for  admissions  to  the  College  should  be  made  to 
the  Provost. 

Undergraduates  of  the  College  are  (with  a  few  special  excep- 
tions) required  to  be  candidates  for  honours. 

Persons  who  enter  the  University  as  Research  Students  may  be 
admitted  witii  the  same  status  as  graduate  members  of  the  College. 

Some  peculiar  privileges  appertain  to  this  College.  The  Pro- 
vost has  absolute  authority  within  the  precincts,  and,  by  special 
composition  between  this  Society  and  the  University,  its  Under- 
graduates are  exempt  from  the  power  of  the  Proctors  and  other 
University  Officers  within  the  limits  of  the  College. 

ANNUAL  PRIZES 

Dr  Cooke  (formerly  Provost)  founded  a  prize  of  £Q  which  is 
given  annually  to  an  Undergraduate  in  his  first  year  who  has 
deserved  well  by  application  to  his  studies  and  general  orderly 
behaviour.     This  year  awarded  to  Smith. 

Dr  Glynn,  in  the  year  1800,  founded  two  prizes  of  =£10  each, 
which  are  awarded  annually  to  such  two  Undergraduates  in  their 
second  year  as  have  been  most  distinguished  for  learning  and  regu- 
larity of  conduct.    This  year  awarded  to  Knowles  and  de  Candole. 

There  are  two  £^  prizes  for  Declamations,  founded  in  1786, 
by  T.  James,  D.D.,  formerly  Fellow. 

Books  to  the  value  of  £15  are  given  annually  by  the  College 
for  the  best  exercises  in  Greek  and  Latin  Composition.  This 
year  prizes  were  awarded  to  de  Candole  and  Cole. 

Two  prizes  of  .£5  each,  founded  by  the  late  Mr  John  Heath 
are  given  annually  to  the  best  readers  of  the  Lessons  in  Chapel. ' 
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Under  the  will  of  Mr  J.  M.  Ward,  formerly  Fellow,  the  College 
received  in  1908  a  legacy  of  £200  to  found  a  prize  open  to  Eton 
Scholars  for  reading  the  lessons  in  Chapel. 

A  prize,  value  £5,  called  the  Pawley  Divinity  prize,  is  given  for 
pi'oficiency  in  the  annual  Divinity  Examination. 

There  are  two  prizes,  founded  by  George  Richards,  M.A., 
formerly  Fellow,  for  Scholars  in  their  third  year,  one  of  £30  for 
Divinity  and  Classics,  and  one  for  ^20  for  Mathematics,  respect 
being  had  in  both  cases  to  good  conduct.  This  year  the  prize  for 
Mathematics  Avas  awarded  to  A.  Zaiman.

Sir  G.  W.  G.  Craufurd,  M.A.,  formerly  Fellow,  gave  £500, 
from  the  interest  of  which  prizes  are  awarded  on  the  results  of  the 
annual  examination  in  Divinity.

(Founded  1448— Re-founded  1465) 

AiiMs : — those  of  Queen  Margaret  of  Aujou:  quarterhj,  1.  Bart-y 
of  eight  pieces  silver  and  gules  (Hungary),  "2.  Old  France  with  a  label 
of  three  pieces  gules  (Naples),  3.  Silver  a  cross  potent  and  four  smaller 
crosses  of  gold  (Jerusalem),  4.  Old  France  and  a  border  gules  (Aujou), 
5.  Azure  soicii  trith  gold  vrosslets  /itchy  tiro  golden  barbels  back  to  back 
(Barr),  6.  gold  a  beiul  gules  with  three  silrer  eagles  on  the  bend;  with 
the  addition  of  a  border  vert,  granted  to  the  College  in  1575  bj'  Eobert 
Cooke,  Clarencieux  King  of  Arms.  As  many  as  five  different  shields 
have  been  borne  by  the  College  since  its  foundation. 

This  College  was  founded  in  1448  by  Queen  Maegaret  of 
Anjou,  consort  of  Henry  VI.,  and  refoundedin  1465  by  Elizabeth 
WiDTiLLE,  consort  of  Edward  IV. 

The  Society  consists  of  a  President  and  eleven  Foundation 
Fellows. 

The  Fellowships  are  tenable  for  six  years  from  the  day  of 
election ;  but  no  Fellow  can  retain  his  Fellowship  for  more  than 
one  year  after  his  institution  to  a  College  living,  the  net  annual 
value  of  which  exceeds  £400. 

A  Fellow  who  holds  a  Professorship  or  the  office  of  Public 
Orator  in  the  University  may  hold  his  Fellowship  so  long  as  he 
continues  to  be  Professor  or  Public  Orator. 

A  Fellow  who  holds  the  office  of  Tutor  or  Lecturer  holds  his 
Fellowship  so  long  as  he  holds  such  office. 

A  Fellow  who  holds  the  office  of  Tutor  or  Lecturer  for  more 
than  twenty-five  years,  continues  to  hold  his  Fellowship  for  life, 
or  if  he  hold  one  such  office  for  more  than  seven  but  less  than 
twenty-five  years,  he  holds  his  Fellowship,  after  vacating  office, 
for  a  period  of  time  equal  to  that  by  which  his  tenure  of  office 
exceeded  seven  years. 

SCHOLARSHIPS,  EXHIBITIONS,  &c. 

A  fixed  proportion  of  the  revenues  of  the  College  is  paid  over 
to  the  Scholarship  Fund.  The  Governing  Body  distributes  this 
among  the  Scholars. 
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One-third  of  the  Scholarship-stipend  is  paid  at  the  end  of  each 
term  of  residence,  up  to  and  inclusive  of  the  ninth  term  of  resi- 
dence. 

An  Examination  will  be  held  in  combination  with  Magdalene 
College  on  January  9,  1917,  for  five  Scholarships  and  some 
Exhibitions.  The  candidates  must  not  have  commenced  residence 
in  the  University,  and  those  who  are  candidates  for  Scholarships 
must  be  under  19  years  of  age  on  the  first  day  of  the  Examination, 
but  there  is  no  restriction  respecting  the  age  of  Exhibitioners. 
For  one  of  the  Exhibitions  the  sons  of  clergy  have  a  jireference. 
They  will  be  awarded  for  proficiency  in  Classics,  Mathematics, 
Natural  Sciences,  History,  and  Hebrew  or  Greek  Testament  with 
Latin  and  Greek. 

The  Foundation  Scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  results  of 
the  various  College  Examinations  held  in  the  Easter  Term. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  are  the  following  Exhibitions.

(sons  of  poor  Clergymen  to  be  preferred).

EXAMINATIONS   AND   ANNUAL   PRIZES,   &c. 

At  the  close  of  the  Easter  Term  there  is  an  Examination  of 
the  Junior  Sophs  and  Freshmen,  in  Mathematics,  Classics, 
Natural  Sciences,  Theology,  History,  and  other  Honour  subjects. 
Prize  books  of  the  value  of  one  or  two  guineas  are  given  to  those 
students  of  the  different  yeai'S  who  pass  the  best  examination  in 
Honour  subjects,  provided  they  are  thought  deserving  of  such 
distinction. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Penny  White,  M.A.  formerly  Fellow  of  the 
College,  founded  in  1842"  a  Prize  of  the  value'  of  ^30.  This, 
augmented  by  some  accumulations,  is  given  in  the  form  of 
Bachelor  Scholarships  to  commencing  Bachelors  of  Arts,  tenable 
for  one  year  on  condition  of  residence. 

The  Rev.  D.  Hughes,  D.D.  formerly  Fellow  and  Vice-President 
of  the  College,  founded  an  annual  Prize  of  ten  guineas,  which  is 
given  to  a  resident  Bachelor  of  Arts  studying  Divinity. 

He  also  founded  two  Prizes  of  five  guineas  each,  one  for  the 
best  Latin,  and  the  other  for  the  best  English  Dissertation, 
by  an  Undergraduate  who  is  not  a  Qnestionist. 

In  1880  Mrs  Mary  King,  widow  of  the  late  Joshua  King, 
LL.D.,  President  of  the  College,  gave  to  the  College  £1000  Great 
Eastern  Railway  Debenture  Stock  bearing  interest  at  £4  per 
cent,  per  annum,  in  order  that  a  prize,  to  be  called  the  Joshua 
King  Prize,  should  be  given  annually  in  memory  of  her  husband. 
This   Prize  is  given  in  the  form  of  Bachelor  Scholarships  to

In  1887,  the  Rev.  George  Phillips,  D.D.,  President  of  the  College, 
gave  to  the  College  o£lOOO  Great  Eastern  Railway  Debenture 
Stock  bearing  interest  at  4  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  found  a 
Scholarship  of  ^40  a  year  to  be  called  the  Phillips'  Scholarship. 
This  is  held  by  the  Choral  Scholar. 

In  1900  the  Right  Reverend  H.  E.  Ryle,  D.D.,  now  Dean  of 
Westminster,  then  President  of  the  College,  founded  a  Prize  for 
Reading  in  Chapel,  in  memory  of  his  son  Roger  Ryle.

(Founded  1473) 

Akms  :  quldH  a  Katharine  tvheel  of  ;/oId.  At  the  Heralds'  visitation 
of  1681  this  was  noted  '  to  have  been  auncieutlie  borne  and  used  by 
the  Master  and  Fellows  of  the  said  house.' 

This  College  or  Hall  was  founded  by  Robert  Wodelarke,  D.D. 
Chancellor  of  the  University,  and  Provost  of  King's  College,  for 
a  Master  and  three  or  more  Fellows.  The  Foundation  was  after- 
wards enlarged  by  the  benefactions  of  Mr  William  Basset,  Mr 
Richard  Nelson,  Mr  Robert  Sympson.  Mr  John  Chester,  and 
others,  but  principally  by  the  endowments  of  Mrs  Mary  Ramsden 
of  Norton  and  Fockerby  in  the  county  of  York.  The  late  Rev. 
C.  W.  Burrell,  M.A.,  also  left  a  considerable  sum  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  ecclesiastical  patronage  of  the  College.  In  1874, 
Mr  Yorke,  formerly  Skerne  Fellow,  bequeathed  a  sum  of  money 
to  the  College. 

The  Statutes,  confirmed  by  order  of  the  Queen  in  Council  May 
3,  1882,  provide  that  there  should  be  a  Master  and  six  Fellows. 

The  proceeds  of  Mr  Fraukland's  Foundation  are  now  added  to 
the  general  Scholarship  Fund. 

The  College  at  present  consists  of  a  Master,  si.x  Fellows,  and 
twenty-six  Scholars.

The  income  of  a  fund  of  about  £3000  in  Consols  is  also  avail- 
able for  the  purpose  of  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions.  From 
these  funds  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions,  varying  in  value  from 
£50  per  annum  to  ^20,  are  annually  given  after  open  competition 
or  at  the  College  Examination  in  June. 

Mr  A.  Phillips,  a  former  Fellow,  gave  a  sum  of  £1000  to  found 
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an  Exhibition  or  Exhibitions  in  memory  of  his  former  Tutor  the 
Rev.  E.  W.  Crabtree. 

The  Rev.  T.  Jarrett,  M.A.,  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  left  by 
will  the  sum  of  .£1000  to  found  a  Scholarship  to  be  called  by  his 
name. 

Besides  these  Scholarships,  if  there  be  a  surplus,  grants  are 
made  to  deserving  students  of  the  College,  if  candidates  for 
Honours  in  any  Tripos. 

All  the  Scholarships  are  open  to  candidates  from  any  school  or 
place  of  birth. 

Bishop  Sherlock  founded  the  Librarianship,  worth  X'20  per 
annum,  with  an  allowance  for  rooms.  He  also  considerably  aug- 
mented the  stipend  of  the  Master's  Sizar.  The  Bible  Clerk 
receives  his  commons,  with  rooms  rent  free. 

ANNUAL   PRIZES 

A  Prize,  called  the  Corrie  Prize,  for  the  encouragement  of  the 
study  of  Theology,  being  the  interest  accruing  from  a  sum  of 
money  subscribed  by  certain  graduates  of  the  College  formerly 
pupils  of  the  Rev.  Professor  Corrie,  late  President  and  Tutor. 

A  Prize  for  Reading  in  Chapel,  being  the  interest  on  a  sum  of 
money  given  by  Bishop  G.  F.  Browne  for  that  purpose. 

There  is  annually  an  Examination  of  the  Junior  Sophs  and 
Freshmen  towards  the  end  of  the  Easter  Term,  when  Prizes  in 
books  are  usually  adjudged  to  the  most  proficient  in  each  year.

Akms:  the  arms  of  the  Founder  silver  a  fess  sable  and  three  cocks' 
heads  razed  sable  combed  and  wattled  gules  irith  a  border  of  the 
bishoprick  of  Ely  {gides  mth  ten  crowns).  They  were  granted  by 
Eobert  Cooke,  Clarencieux  King  of  Arms,  in  1575. 

This  College  was  founded  in  1496  by  John  Alcock,  Bishop  op 
Ely.  According  to  the  Statutes  of  1882  the  College  consists  of  a 
Master,  sixteen  Fellows  and  twenty  Scholars  at  the  least.  Of 
the  Fellowships  one  is  a  Professorial  Fellowship  ;  to  one  any  person 
may  be  elected  who  is  eminent  for  science  or  learning  whether 
a  member  of  the  University  or  not ;  the  remainder  are  open  to 
graduates  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford.  Fellowships  are  vacated 
after  a  tenure  of  six  years  at  the  most ;  but  the  years  during  which 
a  Fellow  has  held  any  of  the  oflSces  of  Bursar,  Dean,  Tutor, 
Assistant  Tutor,  or  Lecturer,  provided  he  shall  have  served  for  five 
years,  are  not  reckoned  in  the  years  of  his  tenure  of  a  Fellowship. 
A  Fellow  who  is  appointed  to  a  Professorship  or  Readership 
m  the  University  holds  his  Fellowship  as  long  as  he  holds  a  Pro- 
fessorship or  Readership. 

FOUNDATION  AND  OTHER  SCHOLARSHIPS 
Under  the  present  Statutes,  in  addition  to  the  emoluments 
derived  from  various  merged  Foundations,  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
annual  income  of  the  College  is  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of 
Foundation  Scholarships.  The  Master  and  Fellows  determine 
the  proportions  in  which  the  Scholarship  Fund  is  distributed 
among  the  Scholars.  Scholarships  may,  by  permission  of  the 
Master  and  Fellows,  be  retained  until  the  end  of  the  twelfth  term 
from  commencing  residence,  or,  provided  the  Scholar  continue  to 
reside,  until  he  is  of  standing  to  take  the  degree  of  M.A. 
Of  the  Foundation  Scholarships  : 

Three,  known  as  Ley  Scholarships,  are  provided  by  a  bequest 
of  Mrs  Sarah  Jones,  in  1825,  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Dummer  Ley,  formerly  a  member  of  the  College ; 
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One  is  of  the  foundation  of  Richard  Sterne,  D.D.,  Archbishop 
of  York  1664 — 1683,  and  formerly  Master  of  the  College  ; 

One  is  of  the  foundation  of  Henry  Brunsell,  LL  1).,  Prebendary 
of  Ely  1660—1679; 

One  is  of  the  foundation  of  Lady  Jane  Price,  relict  of  Sir  James 
Price. 

There  are  also  the  following  Scholarships  : 

Scholarships  varying  in  number,  and  in  value  from  £80  to  £40, 
founded  by  Tobias  Rustat,  Esq.,  appropriated  to  the  sons  of 
clergymen  of  the  Church  of  ilngland,  preference  being  given 
ceteris  paribus  to  those  who  are  orphans.  The  Scholars  on  this 
foundation  are  elected  by  the  Master  and  Fellows  in  the  same 
manner  as  Foundation  Scholars. 

One  Scholarship  of  £13,  founded  by  Dr  Edmund  Tew,  appro- 
priated in  a  similar  manner  to  the  Rustat  Scholarships. 

One  Scholarship  of  i'82,  founded  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Marsden, 
tenable  by  the  son  of  a  living  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England. 

One  Scholarship  of  £S2.  lOs.  or  two  of  £16.  5s.  each,  founded 
by  Dr  Gatford,  open  to  clergymen's  orphans  and  tenable  from 
the  degree  of  B.A.  to  that  of  M.A. 

One  Scholarship  of  about  £70,  or  two  together  of  the  same 
value,  founded  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Lillistone,  formerly 
Fellow,  tenable  by  sons  of  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England. 

One  Scholarship  of  £60  or  two  of  £30,  founded  by  the  Rev. 
John  Somervile,  appropriated  to  students  educated  at  Lough- 
borough School. 

Two  or  more  Scholarships,  founded  in  memory  of  Lady  Kay. 
These  Scholarships  vary  in  value  from  £40  to  £60,  and  are  tenable 
for  three  years  or  any  shorter  period  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Master  and  Fellows.  The  election  is  made  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Michaelmas  terra  in  every  year.  These  Scholarships  are  open 
to  any  student  of  the  University  who  has  obtained  a  first  or 
second  class  in  any  Tripos  and  who  declares  his  intention  of 
seeking  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church  of  England.  Scholars,  if  not 
already  members  of  Jesus  College,  must  place  their  names  on  the 
Boards  and  become  resident  members  of  the  College.  They  are 
required  to  study  for  the  first  or  second  part  of  the  Theological 
Tripos  or  to  apply  themselves  to  such  other  Theological  study  as 
the  electors  approve. 

The  Foundation  Scholarships  may  be  held  with  any  other. 

ENTRANCE  SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  EXHIBITIONS 

Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  for  proficiency  in  Classics,  Mathe- 
matics, History  and  Natural  Science  are  given  by  examination  in 
December  to  Candidates  who  intend  commencing  residence  in  the 
following  October.  These  may  not  exceed  £80  in  value,  and 
Candidates  must  be  under  nineteen  years  of  age  on  the  first  day 
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of  October  next  preceding  the  date  of  examination.  Rustat 
Scholarships  are  also  given  by  examination  at  the  same  time  and 
under  the  same  conditions. 

PRIZES   AND   REWARDS 

There  is  an  annual  examination  in  the  Easter  Term,  when 
Prizes  of  books  are  given  to  the  best  proficient  in  the  several 
subjects  of  the  Tripos  Examinations. 

Prizes  of  books,  each  of  the  value  of  £3.  3s.,  are  given  each 
year  for  the  best  Essay,  viz.  : 

(a)  the  Sykes  Prize,  arising  from  a  benefaction  by  John  Sykes, 
clerk,  in  1621,  for  an  Essay  on  a  subject  of  History  or  Literature; 

(6)  the  Marshall  Prize,  arising  from  a  benefaction  by  William 
Marshall  in  1578,  for  an  Essay  on  a  subject  of  Classical  History, 
Literature,  or  Antiquities. 

A  Prize  of  about  £3  for  the  study  of  Theology,  was  established 
in  1887  by  friends  of  Dr  Corrie,  formerly  Master  of  the  College. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  Keller,  formerly  Fellow,  left  £15  or 
thereabouts,  to  be  given  eacli  year  to  one  or  more  deserving 
scholars  who  take  their  B.A.  degree  in  that  year. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Otter,  formerly  Fellow,  gave  the  dividend  of  one 
year's  Fellowship,  which,  increased  by  the  College,  forms  a  Divinity 
and  Hebrew  Prize  of  about  £16,  open  every  two  years  to  Bachelors. 

The  Eliot  Prize,  established  in  memory  of  John  Eliot,  'Apostle 
to  the  Indians,'  formerly  a  member  of  Jesus  College,  by  his 
descendants  and  others  in  the  United  States  of  America,  is 
open  for  competition  in  alternate  years  with  the  Otter  Prize, 
its  value  and  the  conditions  of  examination  being  the  same. 

The  Frank  Allhusen  Prize  of  about  £25,  for  the  promotion  of 
study  and  research  in  Natural  Science,  especially  in  Chemistry 
and  allied  subjects,  is  offered  at  intervals  of  three  years.  Can- 
didates must  have  taken  honours  in  Part  1  or  Part  2  of  the 
Natural  Science  Triijos.     The  next  award  will  be  in  1917. 

Two  or  more  Brereton  Prizes,  established  by  R.  P.  Brereton, 
Esq.,  formerly  scholar  of  the  C<tllege,  each  of  £5,  are  given  each 
year  for  compositi(jns  in  Latin  Verse  and  Greek  Verse. 

Tlie  Rev.  Dr  H.  A.  Morgan,  formerly  Master,  left  by  his  will 
iilOO  to  establish  a  prize  for  an  English  composition  on  a  literary 
subject.

Christ* s  College 

(Founded  1505) 

Arms  :  those  of  the  Foundress,  France  modern  quartering  England 
ivith  a  border  gohony  of  silver  and  azure. 

This  College  (into  which  was  merged  an  earlier  College  founded 
in  1439  by  King  Henry  VI.,  under  the  name  of  "  God's  House," 
for  a  Master  and  three  Fellows)  was  founded  a.d.  1505,  by  the 
Lady  Margaret,  Countess  of  Richmond  and  Derby,  Mother 
of  King  Henry  VII.,  for  a  Master,  tAvelve  Fellows,  and  forty- 
seven  Scholars. 

The  Foundress  thus  dedicated  her  Foundation  : 

'  Ad  Honoreni  Christi  Jesu,  et  Fidei  ejus  incrementum.' 

King  Edward  VI.  added  one  Fellowship  and  three  Scholar- 
ships ;  and  Sir  John  Finch  and  Sir  Thomas  Baines  two  Fellow- 
ships and  two  Scholarships.  Various  other  Benefactors  also 
added  Scholarshii^s. 

The  College  now  consists  of  a  Master,  fifteen  Fellows,  and 
about  thirty  Scholars. 

The  Fellowships  under  the  existing  Statutes  are  divided 
into  Senior  and  Junior  Fellowships.  The  number  of  Senior 
Fellows  must  not  exceed  two-thirds  nor  be  less  than  one- third 
of  the  whole  number. 

A  Junior  Fellow  may  be  of  any  standing  at  the  time  of  election. 
The  tenure  of  a  Junior  Fellowshii)  is  for  three  years  from  the 
date  of  election,  but  it  may  be  extended  to  six  years. 

In  order  to  be  elected  to  a  Senior  Fellowship  it  is  necessary 
either  (a)  to  hold  one  of  certain  specified  offices  in  the  College  or 
University  ;  or  ib)  to  be  engaged  in  other  specified  work  under 
University  sanction  either  at  Cambridge  or  elsewhere ;  or  {c)  to 
be  a  person  of  known  ability  and  learning  engaged  in  research  in 
any  art  or  science. 

A  Senior  Fellow  who  for  twenty  years  has  held  one  or  other  of 
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the  qualifying  oflBces  or  employments  may  retain  his  Fellowship 
for  life  without  further  obligation  to  service. 

The  Scholarships  are  maintained  either  from  the  Scholars 
Fund  or  from  the  separate  Trust  Funds. 

I.    The  Scholars  Fund  receives  annually  one-fifth   of  the 
divisible  income  of  the  College, 
Out  of  it  are  sujiported  : 

(1)  a  varying  number  of  Scholars  (not  less  than  twelve) 
named  after  the  Foundress  the  Lady  Margaret's  Scholars ;  whose 
stipends  may  vary  (generally  between  £30  and  J 100  a  year)  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Master  and  Fellows  : 

(2)  three  Scholars  named  after  King  Edward  VL  : 

(3)  two  Scholars  named  after  Sir  John  Finch  and  Sir  Thomas 
Baines. 

Out  of  this  Fund  the  Master  and  Fellows  may  establish  Ex- 
hibitions for  poor  Students,  and  grant  gratuities  to  deserving 
Scholars  and  Exhibitioners.  They  may  also  establish  Bachelor 
Scholarships  free  from  the  ordinary  conditions  of  residence.

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In  the  case  of  each  of  these  Exhibitious,  a  candidate  from  a 
preferred  School  must  have  been  educated  there  for  two  years  at 
the  least  in  the  two  years  and  a  half  immediately  preceding  the 
election. 

Also,  at  any  Examination,  in  the  event  of  there  being  no 
properly  qualified  candidate  from  a  preferred  School  for  an 
Exhibition,  it  will  for  that  turn  be  considered  open ;  and  a 
student  gaining  by  open  competition  any  of  the  foregoing  Ex- 
hibitions except  the  last  will  be  regarded  as  a  Scholar  of  the 
College. 

Students  of  the  College  are  elected  to  the  Scholarships  and 
Exhibitions  after  the  annual  College  Examinations  at  which 
Scholarships  are  adjudged  for  proficiency  in  Mathematics, 
Classics,  Natural  Science,  Moral  Science,  Law,  History,  Theology, 
Oriental  Languages,  Medieval  and  Modern  Languages,  Mechani- 
cal Sciences,  Economics. 

A  student  may  be  a  candidate  for  a  Scholarship  in  each  year 
of  his  undergraduate  residence.  He  may  also  (if  the  holder  of  a 
Scholarship  or  Entrance  Scholarship)  be  promoted  to  another 
of  larger  value,  or  in  case  of  special  merit  may  receive  two 
Scholarshijis. 

There  is  in  each  year  an  election  to  Entrance  Scholarships 
of  students  under  nineteen  years  of  age  who  intend  to  commence 
residence  in  the  following  October.  Entrance  Scholars  are  elected 
for  proficiency  in  Mathematics,  Classics,  Natural  Science,  Modern 
Languages,  or  History,  or  any  two  of  these  branches  of  study. 
These  Scholarships,  the  maximum  value  of  which  is  i,'80  a  year, 
are  tenable  for  not  more  than  two  years  certain,  but  the  holder 
may  be  elected  to  a  Foundation  Scholarship. 

A  student  may  hold  a  Scholarship  or  Exhibition  until  he  is  of 
standing  to  take  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  ;  and,  in  case  of 
special  merit,  the  Master  and  Fellows  may  allow  him,  provided 
he  continue  to  reside,  to  retain  the  same  until  he  is  of  standing 
to  take  the  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  but  no  longer.  A  Bachelor 
of  Arts  may  also  be  elected  to  a  Bachelor  Scholarship ;  in  which 
case  he  may  be  exempted  from  the  ordinary  condition  of  residence. 

Besides  the  above,  there  are  other  Exhibitions  founded  by 
Mr  Jenens,  Dr  Hawford,  formerly  Master  of  the  College,  Sir 
Walter  Mildmay,  Mr  Rawlins,  Mr  Harvey,  Mr  Laughton,  for- 
merly Fellow,  Dr  Plume,  and  Mrs  Beridge,  respectively.  These, 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  between  £50  and  £70  a  year,  are 
perfectly  open,  and  are  annually  distributed  amongst  the  most 
deserving  students  of  the  College  who  need  pecuniary  assistance. 

Christopher  Tancred,  of  Whixley  Hall  in  the  County  of  York, 
Esq.,  founded  four  Divinity  Studentships  (increased  to  five  or 
more  when  the  annual  income  will  permit),  for  students  to  be 
educated  at  this  College,  to  which  the  Governors  and  Trustees  of 
his  Charities,  viz.,  The  Masters  of  Christ's  College  and  Gonville 
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and  Caius  College,  The  President  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians,  The  Treasurer  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  The  Master  of  the 
Charter-hoHse,  The  Governors  of  the  Royal  Hospital  of  Chelsea 
and  of  the  Royal  Hospital  of  Greenwich,  are  the  Electors. 

A  student,  wlien  elected  to  the  Charity,  must  have  attained 
the  age  of  16  years,  and  be  under  that  of  22  years. 

He  is  required  to  be  admitted  of  this  College  within  one  month 
after  his  election ;  to  reside  three-fourths  of  each  Academical  Term, 
so  long  as  he  holds  his  Studentshij) ;  to  pass  the  University 
Previous  Examination  at  the  proper  time ;  and  to  proceed  to  the 
Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  so  soon  as  he  is  of  proper  standing. 

He  may  hold  his  Studentship  for  three  years  after  the  Degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  but  no  longer*. 

The  annual  income  of  each  student  is  not  less  than  X50  and 
not  more  than  £100.  The  present  Students  are  Ds  R.  D. 
Blackledge,  Ds  R.  T.  Brode,  Ds  N.  B.  Hudson,  and  F.  J.  A. 
Downing. 


ANNUAL   PRIZES 

Prizes  of  books  of  the  value  of  three  guineas  are  given  to  the 
best  proficients  in  Mathematics,  Classics,  and  Natural  Sciences 
in  their  respective  years.  A  Prize  of  books  of  the  value  of  twa) 
guineas  may  also  be  given  to  the  second  in  each  year.  Prizes 
of  books  may  be  given  to  the  best  j^roficients  in  Theology,  Law, 
History,  Moral  Sciences,  Mechanical  Sciences,  Economics,  and  in 
the  subjects  of  the  Oriental  Languages  or  the  Medieval  and 
Modern  Languages  Tripos.

St   'John's   College 

(Founded  1511) 

Arms:  those  of  the  Foundi-ess,  France  modern  quartering  England 
xoith  a  border  gohony  of  silver  and  azure. 

This  College,  dedicated  in  honour  of  St  John  the  Evangelist, 
was  founded  by  the  Lady  Margaret,  Countess  of  Richmond  .wntd 
Derby,  mother  of  King  Henry  VII  and  Foundress  of  Christ's 
College.  It  succeeded  the  hospital  of  St  John,  founded  about  1135, 
from  which  Hugh  Balsham,  Bishop  of  Ely,  removed  his  scholars  to 
Peterhouse  in  1284.  Owing  to  the  death  of  the  Foundress  before 
the  completion  of  her  designs,  mucli  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
establishing  the  College  on  as  large  a  scale  as  was  originally 
intended.  It  was  mainly  owing  to  the  exertions  and  beneficence 
of  John  Fisher,  Bishop  of  Rochester,  executor  of  the  Foundress, 
and  Chancellor  of  the  University,  that  sufficient  funds  were  ob- 
tained to  endow  thirty-two  Fellowships,  of  which  he  founded 
four,  and  twenty-four  Scholarships,  of  which  he  founded  two. 
There  were  numerous  subsequent  endowments  for  Scholarships. 
Nineteen  additional  Fellowships  were  founded  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII.  Of  these  two  were  founded  by  Rev.  James  Beres- 
ford,  one  by  Sir  Marmaduke  Constable,  one  by  Mr  Halitreholme, 
one  by  Lady  Jane  Rokeby,  one  by  Mr  John  Bayley,  two  by 
Rev.  Edward  Gregson,  one  by  Rev.  Robert  Synison,  two  by  Rev. 
Dr  John  Keyton,  one  by  Rev.  Dr  William  Fell,  one  by  Dr  Thomas 
Thimbleby,  two  by  Rev.  Dr  Roger  Lupton,  four  by  Archdeacon 
Hugh  Ashton.  In  1589  one  was  founded  by  a  bequest  from 
Mr  Henry  Hebblethwaite :  in  1673  one  by  a  bequest  from 
Dr  Francis  Dee,  Bishop  of  Peterborough.  Endowments  to  found 
Fellowships  were  bequeathed  in  1632  by  Mr  William  Piatt,  and 
an  endowment  for  one  Fellowship  in  1833  by  Rev.  James 
Webster. 

Dr  Thomas  Linacre  founded  in  1526  a  Lectureship  in  Physic. 

New  Statutes  were  approved  by  the  Queen  in  Council, 
May  3,  1882. 

The  Foundation  of  the  CoUege  consists  of  a  Master  and 
fifty-six  Fellows,  sixty  Scholars,  and  nine  Sizars  called  Proper 
Sizars. 
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The  Governing  Body  is  a  Council  consisting  of  the  Master, 
and  twelve  Fellows,  of  at  least  three  years'  standing  from  their 
first  degree,  elected  by  the  Master  and  Fellows. 

The  Master  must  be  a  Master  of  Arts  or  of  some  equal  or 
superior  degree  of  Cambridge  or  of  Oxford,  and  not  less  than 
thirty  years  of  age.  He  is  elected  by  the  Fellows  who  are  of 
at  least  three  years'  standing  from  their  6rst  degree. 

The  Fkllows  are  elected  from  graduates  of  the  College  or 
graduates  of  Cambridge  or  of  Oxford.  The  annual  election 
takes  place  on  the  Monday  after  All  Saints'  Day,  and  vacancies 
must  be  filled  iip  not  later  than  the  second  annual  election  after 
they  occur.  Fellows  must  proceed  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts,  Master  of  Law,  Master  of  Surgery,  or  Doctor  of  Medicine,  as 
soon  as  they  are  of  suflScient  standing.  Fellowships  are  tenable  in 
the  first  instance  for  three  years,  but  the  tenure  maybe  renewed  for 
a  further  period  of  three  years,  provided  that  no  Fellow  may  be  of 
more  than  ten  years  standing  from  his  first  degree :  but  a  Fellow,  so 
long  as  he  holds  one  or  another  of  certain  ofiices  in  the  University 
or  in  the  College,  does  not  vacate  by  lapse  of  time;  and  a  Fellow, 
who  has  served  for  twenty  years  in  one  or  another  of  certain  offices 
in  the  College,  may  under  provisions  specified  hold  his  Fellowsliip 
for  life.  The  Comicil  may  extend  the  tenure  of  a  Fellow  for  periods 
of  five  years.  They  may  also  elect  persons  eminent  for  science  or 
learning,  such  Fellows  not  to  vacate  by  lapse  of  time;  and  may  elect 
Professors  or  Readers  of  the  University,  their  tenure  to  terminate 
with  that  of  their  office  of  Professor  or  Reader.  Five  Fellowships 
are  Professorial  Fellowships,  to  be  held  by  Professors  of  the  Uni- 
versity under  the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Statutes  of  the 
University.  Any  Fellow  not  a  Professorial  Fellow  may  with 
the  consent  of  the  Council  become  a  Supernumerary  Fellow. 
The  Council  may  also  elect  Honorary  Fellows. 

The  Foundation  Scholars  are  elected  from  students  of  the 
College,  or  from  such  other  persons  and  of  such  standing  as  the 
Council  may  think  fit.  The  annual  election  takes  place  in  June, 
and  all  vacancies  must  be  filled  up  not  later  than  the  second 
annual  election  after  they  occur.  Scholars,  if  not  graduates,  must 
proceed  to  some  degree  at  the  regular  time  The  Scholarships 
are  of  the  annual  value  of  not  less  than  ^'40,  and  not  more  than 
^100  each.  Their  tenure  is  ctmtingent  upon  residence,  good 
conduct,  and  application  to  study.  It  may  be  prolonged  by  the 
Council,  if  they  think  fit,  until  the  Scholar  is  of  standing  to 
incept  in  Arts,  or  for  any  shorter  period. 

The  nine  Proper  Sizars,  on  Dr  Dowman's  Foundation  1525, 
are  elected  in  June.  The  value  of  each  Sizarship  is  ,£30  a  year 
for  three  years,  or  until  the  holder  is  elected  to  a  Foundation 
Scholarship. 

By  gift  from  Dr  James  Wood,  Master  of  the  College  1815 — 
1839,  the  sum  of  £360  is  assigned  annually  in  Exhibitions  to 
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the  most  deserving  students,  to  bo  called  Wood's  Exhibitioners, 
account  being  taken  of  their  pecuniary  circumstances  as  well  as 
of  their  moral  and  intellectual  (]uulificati(m8. 

Under  the  like  conditions  the  yearly  produce  of  the  Rectory  of 
Cherry  Marhani  in  the  county  of  Norfolk  (about  ^'400),  the  gift 
in  1(;23  of  Sir  Ralph  Hare,  is  assigned  to  the  most  deserving 
students,  to  be  called  Hare's  Evhihiticmers. 

A  Hughes  Exhibition  of  the  value  of  £35  (founded  by  the 
Rev.  Charles  Colson  in  188()  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  Henry 
Hunter  Hughes,  B.D.,  formerly  Fellow  and  Tutor)  is  awarded 
annually  for  proficiency  in  Biblical  and  Ecclesiastical  History. 
Any  undergraduate  member  of  the  College  who  has  not  already 
held  the  Exhibition  may  be  a  candidate.  The  Examination 
takes  place  at  the  time  of  the  Annual  College  Examination 
in  Theology. 

Miss  Mary  Ann  Hoare,  who  died  in  November  1910,  bequeathed 
to  the  College  certain  stocks  producing  an  income  of  about  £14, 
for  the  purpose  of  founding  two  "Thomas  Hoare  Exhibitions." 
These  are  awarded  for  proficiency  in  Mathematics  to  two  under- 
graduates of  limited  means,  between  whom  the  income  is  divided 
in  such  proportion  as  the  Council  of  the  College  may  direct. 
The  Exhibitions  are  tenable  until  B.A.  standing. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Naden,  by  will  of  1712,  left  a  foundation 
for  two  Divinity  Studentships.  JJy  the  present  Statute  the 
Council  has  the  power  of  determining  the  number  of  Students, 
the  tenure  of  each  Student  (not  exceeding  three  years)  and  his 
emolument.  The  Studentships  are  open  to  B.A.s  not  of  standing 
for  the  degree  of  M.A.,  they  are  tenable  with  a  Scholarship,  but 
not  with  a  Fellowship,     The  Students  are  required  to  reside. 

Mrs  Ann  Fry's  Hebrew  Scholarship,  founded  in  1860,  of  the 
annual  value  of  about  £32,  tenable  for  three  years  from  election, 
is  open  to  B.A.s  not  Inceptors  in  Arts,  nor  of  standing  for  the 
degree  of  M.A.  In  default  of  qualified  B.A.s  of  the  College,  it 
is  open  to  other  B.A.s  of  the  University.  It  is 'not  held  with  a 
Fellowship.     This  Scholarship  is,  at  present,  in  abeyance. 

Several  Law  Studentships,  founded  by  James  MacMahon,  Esq., 
and  dating  from  an  Indenture  of  1864,  each  of  the  annual  value 
of  £150,  and  tenable  for  four  years  from  election,  but  not  with 
a  Scholarship  or  witii  a  Fellowship,  are  open  to  B.A.s  or  LL.B.s 
of  the  College  not  of  standing  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  or  LL.M., 
who  shall  bo7id  fide  intend  to  prepare  themselves  for  practice 
in  the  profession  of  the  Law. 

The  Rev.  John  Robinson  Hutchin.son,  by  will  of  1873,  left 
£4000,  to  be  applied  in  the  encouragement  of  Physical  or  Natural 
Science,  or  in  promoting  the  study  of  the  Semitic  or  Indian 
languages.  Two  Studentships,  now  of  the  annual  value  of  £50 
for  two  years,  were  accordingly  founded  in  1884.  They  are 
tenable  with  Scholarships  and  are  open  to  students  of  the  College, 
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engaged  iu  any  of  the  above  studies,  who  are  of  not  less  than 
nine  and  not  more  than  eighteen  terms  standing. 

One  Slater  Research  Studentship,  of  about  £65  for  advanced 
study  and  research  in  some  branch  of  Physical  or  Natural  Science, 
either  in  Cambridge,  or  with  the  permission  of  the  College 
Council  in  the  Laboratory  attached  to  a  medical  school,  or  else- 
where. The  Studentship  is  tenable  with  a  Scholarship  or  Ex- 
hibition and  is  open  to  those  who  have  passed  the  examinations 
for  the  B.A.  Degree,  or  have  been  admitted  to  the  degi-ee  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  but  are  not  of  sufficient  standing  to  incept  in 
Arts.  If  no  candidate  of  sufficient  merit  is  found  in  the  College, 
the  Council  may  elect  a  sufficiently  qualified  member  of  another 
College  iu  Cambridge.  The  Studentship  is  awarded  in  alternate 
years,  and  is  tenable  for  one  year.  The  first  election  was  in 
June,  1912. 

ENTRANCE   SCHOLARSHIPS,   EXHIBITIONS,   &c. 

Ten  Foundation  Scholarships  and  four  Minor  Scholarships 
are  annually  awarded  in  December  by  competition  among  persons 
who  have  not  commenced  residence.  They  range  in  value  from 
.£80  to  £40  i>er  animm  and  are  tenable  for  two  years  at  least. 
Certain  Exhibitions  of  the  value  of  £30  a  year  for  two  years  at 
least  are  competed  for  at  the  same  Examination.  Candidates 
for  the  Scholarships  or  Exhibitions  must  be  under  19  years  of  age. 
Candidates  may  offer  themselves  for  examination  in  any  one  or 
two  of  the  following  subjects :  Classics,  Mathematics,  Natural 
Sciences,  History,  Modern  Languages,  or  Hebrew. 

Proper  Sizars  are  chosen  by  an  Examination  in  June  in  each 
year.  Candidates  may  be  elected  for  proficiency  in  (1)  Classics 
or  (2)  Mathematics  or  (3)  Natural  Sciences,  or  for  any  two  of 
these  three  subjects,  provided  that  they  shew  a  sufficient  know- 
ledge of  the  pass  subjects  of  the  Previous  Examination  in  Mathe- 
matics and  Classics  respectively.  Open  Exhibitions  of  the  value 
of  £75,  £50  and  £30  per  annum  tenable  for  two  years  at  least  are 
also  awarded  by  the  above  Examination. 

Open  Exhibitions  of  the  value  of  £30  per  annum  for  two  years 
are  offered  to  the  highest  candidates  in  Classics  and  Mathematics 
respectively  in  the  Senior  Local  Examinations. 

Four  Choral  Studentships  each  of  the  value  of  £40  were 
founded  in  1888.  The  Students  take  part  in  the  Musical  Services 
in  the  Chapel.    Vacancies  are  filled  up  annually  in  April  or  May.

Dowman's  Foundation  1525,  for  scholars  from  Pocklington 
School. 

Three,  £66. 13s.  4d.  per  annum  each,  tenable  for  three  years,  on 
Dr  Luptca's  Foundation  1528  and  1536,  and  Mr  Hebblethwaite's 
1589,  for  scholars  fi-om  Sedbergh  School. 
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One,  £n.  lOs.  per  annum,  tenable  for  four  years,  on  Mr  Aston's 
Foundation  1577,  for  a  scholar  from  Shrewsbury  School  elected 
at  Shrewsbury. 

One,  £20  per  annum,  tenable  till  B.A.  standing,  by  gift  1581 
from  Lord  Burghley,  for  a  scholar  from  Stamford  School 
nominated  by  the  Marquess  of  Exeter*. 

One,  £10  per  annum,  tenable  till  B.A.  standing,  by  gift  1581 
from  Lord  Jiurgliley,  for  a  scholar  from  Westminster  School,  or 
from  Hoddesden  School,  nominated  by  the  Marquess  of  Salisbury'. 

One,  £18  per  annum,  tenable  for  three  years,  on  the  Spalding 
and  Symonds  Foundations,  for  a  scholar  from  Bury  St  Edmunds 
School. 

Four,  about  £20  per  annum  each,  tenable  for  four  years,  founded 
1625  by  Archdeacon  Johnson,  for  scholars  from  Oakham  School, 
or  from  Uppingham  School. 

One,  £30  per  annum,  tenable  for  four  years,  on  Mr  Munsteven's 
Foundation  lf)40,  for  scholars  from  Peterborough  School,  or,  in 
default  of  suitable  candidates  from  Peterborough,  from  Oundle 
School. 

Three,  £40  per  annum  each,  tenable  for  four  years,  on  the 
Duchess  of  Somerset's  Foundation  1682,  for  scholars  from  Here- 
ford School. 

Two,  £50  per  annum  each,  tenable  for  three  years,  on  the 
Duchess  of  Somerset's  Foundation  1697,  for  scholars  from 
Hereford  School. 

Two,  £50  per  annum  each,  tenable  for  three  years,  on  the 
same  Foundation,  for  scholars  from  Manchester  School. 

Two,  £50  per  annum  each,  tenable  for  tlivee  years,  on  the 
same  Foundation,  for  scholars  from  Marlborough  School. 

Three,  £.30  per  annum  each,  tenable  for  four  years,  on  Mr 
Baker's  Foundation  1710,  for  scholars  from  Durham  School. 

One,  £20  per  annum,  tenable  for  four  years,  on  Mr  Robins' 
Foundation  1721,  for  a  scholar  from  Sutton  Valence  School. 

One,  £40  per  annum,  tenable  for  three  years,  on  Dr  Newcome's 
Foundation  1765,  for  a  scholar  from  Grantham  School. 

Two,  about  £32  per  annum  each,  tenable  for  four  years,  founded 
1841  by  Mr  Vidal,  for  scholars  from  Exeter  School  elected  by 
ex  officio  Electors. 

B  Stat.  56,  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  of  an  Exhibition  which  is  limited  by 
way  of  preference  to  candidates  from  any  School,  and  to  which  the 
College  elects,  the  Council  is  empowered,  if  no  candidate  of  sufficient 
merit  from  such  School  shall  ofTer  himself,  to  pay  the  income  of  the 
Exhibition  to  the  Open  Exhibition  Fund. 

1  A  Sermon,  in  which  the  gift  of  Lord  Burtihley  Is  to  be  declared,  is  preached  annually  by  a  member 
of  the  College  at  Hatfield  on  the  second  Sunday  after  Michaelmas  Day,  and  at  St  Martin's,  Stamford, 
on  the  Sunday  after  St  Luke's  Day.  The  Preacher  iiresents  copies  of  Latin  or  Greek  Verses  written  by 
Scholars. 
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ANNUAL   PRIZES 

A  Prize  of  books  to  the  value  of  £1 ,  founded  by  bequest  of 
Dr  John  Newcome,  Master  of  the  College  1735 — 1765,  is 
awarded  in  June  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Director 
of  Moral  Science  Studies,  to  the  member  of  the  College  who 
has  most  distinguished  himself  in  the  immediately  preceding 
Moral  Sciences  Tripos. 

A  Prize  of  books  to  the  value  of  about  £13  was  founded 
in  1883  by  the  representatives  of  Charles  Hockin,  MA., 
formerly  Fellow,  to  be  called  the  llockiu  Prize,  and  to  be 
awarded  annually  or  periodically  for  some  branch  of  Physics, 
with  preference  to  Electricity.  This  is  awarded  in  June  to  the 
member  of  the  College  who  has  most  distinguislied  himself  in 
the  above  subject. 

The  Adams  Memorial  Prize,  founded  in  1901  in  memory  of 
Professor  John  Couch  Adams,  consists  of  the  Collected  Works  of 
the  Astronomer  and  other  books,  and  is  awarded  annually  in  the 
Michaelmas  Term  for  the  best  Essay  on  one  of  certain  prescribed 
Mathematical  subjects.  It  is  open  to  undergraduates  of  the 
College  who  have  not  entered  on  their  seventh  Term  of  residence 
at  the  time  when  the  essays  are  sent  in. 

A  Prize  of  books  of  the  value  of  £3.  3^.  in  each  of  the  three 
years  is  awarded  to  the  writer  of  the  best  English  Essay  on  a 
prescribed  subject. 

Examinations  of  students  of  each  year  are  held  in  Mathematics, 
in  Classics,  in  the  Moral  Sciences,  in  the  Natural  and  Mechanical 
Sciences,  in  Theologj',  in  Law,  in  History,  in  Economics,  and  in 
Modem,  and  Oriental  Languages;  and  prizes  of  books  of  the 
value  of  £1.  11a-.  Qd.  are  awarded  to  those  who  distinguish  them- 
selves in  these  Examinations. 

Prizes  of  books  of  the  value  of  £\.  \\s.  6d.  are  also  given  to 
students  who  pass  the  best  examination  in  the  Greek  Testament; 
to  students  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  Hebrew  Lecturer  shew 
proficiency  in  the  Hebrew  language;  and  to  Research  Students 
who  obtain  a  Certificate  of  Research. 

From  a  bequest  by  Mr  William  Wright  in  1815,  a  Prize  of 
books  of  the  value  of  £:i  is  awarded  in  each  of  the  three  years 
to  the  student  who  is  first  in  the  first  class  in  any  branch  of 
study  recognised  in  the  annual  College  Examination,  provided 
he  is  recommended  for  such  Prize  by  the  Examiners. 

Prizes  of  books  were  founded  in  1876  by  the  Rev.  Henry 
Hunter  Hughes,  B.D.,  formerly  Fellow  and  Tutor,  to  be  awarded 
one  to  each  of  the  two  students  of  the  third  year  who  have 
acquitted  themselves  best  in  the  Examinations,  all  branches  of 
study  being  taken  into  account. 

The  Rev.  William  Wilson,  B.D.,  formerly  Fellow,  founded  in 
1817  prizes  of  books  of  the  value  of  £4.  105.  for  the  best  readers 
of  the  Lessons  in  Chapel,  whose  general  good  conduct  entitles 
them  to  the  approbation  of  the  College. 
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The  Byraraji  Navroji  Cama  Prize  consisting  of  books  of  tlie 
value  of  i'lO.  lO.v.  was  founded  iu  1903.  It  is  awarded  annually 
to  that  student  of  the  College  who,  having  pa.ssed  one  of  the 
Honours  Examinations  of  the  University  and  spent  his  year  of 
probation  at  Cambridge,  stands  highest  in  the  list  of  Selected 
Candidates  on  the  combined  results  of  the  two  examinations  for 
the  Indian  Civil  Service,  provided  he  is  not  below  the  25th  place 
in  the  combined  examination.

A  Copy  of  the  Statutes  in  the  British  Museum 
Mss,  Sloane,  No.  3644—10. 

Aems  :  those  of  the  Founder,  to  -whom  they  were  granted  in  1538, 
Quarterly  party  indented  gold  and  azure  a  bend  azure  and  tioo  eagles 
gold  with  a  fret  and  two  martlets  of  gold  upon  the  bend. 

The  Mastership  of  this  College  is  in  the  gift  of  the  possessor 
of  the  estate  at  Audley  End. 

In  this  College,  originally  a  Hostel  for  students  from  certain 
Benedictine  Monasteries,  then  established  by  Henry  Stafford, 
Duke  of  Buckingham,  as  "Buckingham  College,"  and  finally 
founded  by  Thomas,  B.iRON  Audley  of  Walden,  it  is  declared 
by  the  new  Statutes,  that  after  the  expiration  of  interests 
regulated  by  the  previously  existing  Statutes,  there  shall  be 
seven  Fellowships  on  the  Foundation  of  the  College,  the  con- 
ditions of  tenure  being  specified  in  the  new  Statutes. 

Four  of  these  Fellowships  are  denominated  Founder's  Fellow- 
ships, and  the  remaining  three  are  denominated  respectively  the 
Spendlufl"e  and  Wray,  Drury,  and  Millington  Fellowships,  in 
commemoration  of  the  benefactions  made  to  the  College  by 
Mr  Spendluffe,  Sir  Christopher  Wray,  the  Rev.  Drue  Drury,  and 
Dr  Millington. 

It  is  also  declared  by  the  new  Statutes  that  (excepting  those 
Scholarships  and  Exhibitions,  the  right  of  preference  to  which  is 
preserved  by  Act  19  &  20  Vict.  c.  88,  to  particular  Schools)  all 
restrictions  shall  be  entirely  removed,  and  the  total  amount  of  such 
Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  shall  form  a  General  Fund  for  open 
Scholarships.  This  fund  is  derived  from  benefactions  made  to  the 
College  by  Dr  Peckard,  Mr  Smith,  the  Countess  of  Warwick,  Lady 
Anne  Wray,  Mr  Dennis,  Mr  Hughes,  Mr  Roberts,  Dr  Duport,  Mr 
Groom,  and  Mrs  Margaret  Dongworth ;  and  is  augmented  from 
the  revenue  accruing  to  the  College  by  the  abolition  of  certain 
Bye-Fellowships.  The  value  of  such  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions 
varies  from  £40  to  £80  a  year,  and  the  number  offered  for  compe- 
tition each  year  depends  on  the  condition  of  the  fund  at  the  time. 
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Where  the  right  of  preference  to  a  Scholarship  or  Exhibition 
is  preserved  to  a  particular  School  or  to  particular  Schools  by  Act 
19  &  20  Vict.,  sucli  right  of  preference  shall  be  limited  to  persons 
who  have  been  educated  at  least  two  years  at  such  School  or 
Schools ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  such  Scholarship  or  Exhibi- 
tion, for  which  no  candidate  of  sufficient  merit  coming  from  such 
School  or  Schools  shall  offer  himself,  it  shall  be  competent  for 
the  Master  and  Fellows  to  throw  the  same  open  to  general  or 
extended  competition  as  they  think  advisable. 

Tliere  are  four  Milner  Scholarships  of  £55  a  year  each,  with 
a  preference  to  Scholars  from  Leeds,  Halifax,  and  Heversham 
Schools. 

There  are  four  Holmes  Exhibitions  of  .£70  a  year  each,  for 
Scholars  from  Wisbech  School,  three  of  them  tenable  at 
Magdalene  College  only. 

An  Exhibition  of  £30  a  year  derived  from  a  bequest  made  by  the 
late  Mr  William  Walton,  Honorary  Fellow  of  the  College,  is  awarded 
for  proficiency  in  Mathematics. 

An  Exhibition  of  X'30  a  year  derived  from  a  bequest  made  by 
the  late  Lord  Braybrooke,  Master  of  the  College,  is  awarded  for 
proficiency  in  Modern  (and  especially  English)  History, 

Two  or  more  Sizarships  of  £30  a  year  and  Subsizarships  of 
£15  a  year,  open  to  candidates  not  yet  in  residence,  are  in  the  gift 
of  the  Master  or  the  Tutor. 

The  Pepysian  Benefaction  is  in  the  Master's  gift,  and  is 
annually  bestowed  by  him  upon  poor  and  deserving  students. 

The  Mynors  Bright  Benefaction  is  given  annually  by  the 
Governing  Body  to  some  deserving  student  or  students. 

The  Francis  Pattrick  Benefaction  is  given  annually  by  the 
Governing  Body  to  some  deserving  student  or  students. 

DONALDSON   BYE-FELLOWSHIP   FOR   RESEARCH 

The  Donaldson  Bye-Fellowship  for  the  encouragement  of 
research  is  of  the  annual  value  of  £100.  It  is  tenable  for  one 
year  and  the  holder  of  it  may  not  be  re-elected  more  than  once. 
Preference  is  given  to  graduates  who  are  below  the  standing  of 
M.A.  and  to  members  of  Magdalene  College.  The  Governing 
Body  have  power  to  suspend  the  election  to  the  Bye-Fellowship 
in  any  year  in  which  there  appears  to  be  no  suitable  candidate. 

CHARLES   KINGSLBY  LECTURESHIP 

The  Charles  Kingsley  Lectureship  is  of  the  annual  value  of 
£150.  It  is  tenable  for  one  year  and  the  holder  of  it  may  be 
re-elected.  The  duties  of  the  Lecturer  are  to  supervise  the  work 
of  College  Students  in  Natural  Sciences,  and  to  pursue  some 
branch  of  scientific  research.

A  prize  consisting  of  the  income  derived  from  ^150  given  by 
the  family  of  the  late  Professor  Newton  to  found  an  "Alfred 
Newton  Essay  Prize  "  is  awarded  for  the  best  English  essay. 

A  prize  of  £3  founded  by  Mr  C.  S.  Davison  is  awai-ded  annually 
for  Latin  verses  on  some  subject  connected  with  Buckingham 
College. 

A  prize  of  £3  founded  by  Mr  C.  S.  Davison  is  awarded 
annually  for  Greek  Verses. 

A  prize  of  £3  founded  by  Mr  C.  S.  Davison  is  awarded  annually 
for  Mathematics  on  the  result  of  the  second  year  Intercollegiate 
examination. 

Books  to  the  amount  of  £2.  I2s.  6d.  are  given  to  students  who 
acquit  themselves  well  in  one  of  the  annual  examinations. 

Two  Prizes  (of  £2  and  £1  in  books)  are  given  by  the  Master 
to  the  two  best  readers  in  chapel.

T'rinity   College 


(Founded  1546) 

Arms:  silver  a  cheveron  r/nles  and  three  red  roses  and  a  chief 
guJes  vnth  a  gold  leopard  and  two  gold  hoohs  upon  the  chief.  The 
earliest  authority  for  them  is  dated  1572,  but  they  may  have  been 
granted  at  or  shortly  after  the  foundation  of  the  College. 

This  noble  and  magnificent  College,  the  Mastership  of  which 
is  in  the  appointment  of  the  Crown,  was  formed  by  the  con- 
solidation and  extension  of  the  earlier  foundations  (1)  of  Michael- 
house,  founded  in  1324  by  Hervey  op  Stanton,  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II,  and  (2)  of  King's  Hall, 
founded  in  1337  by  Edward  III,  in  pursuance  of  an  uncompleted 
plan  of  his  father. 

Henry  VIII  took  these  into  his  own  hands,  and  from  the 
revenues  of  the  above  Societies,  very  largely  increased  by  himself, 
he  founded  in  1546  one  spacious  College,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
Master  and  sixty  Fellows  and  Scholars,  dedicating  it  to  the  Holy 
and  Undivided  Trinity.  Queen  Mary  afterwards  added  twenty 
Scholarshijis,  and  through  subsequent  benefactions  the  foundation 
now  consists  of  a  Master,  sixty  Fellows  (at  the  least),  eighty 
Scholars  (at  the  least),  the  Chaplains,  the  Librarian,  and  the 
three  Regius  Professors  of  Divinity,  Hebrew,  and  Greek  re- 
spectively. 

In  addition  to  the  Fellowships  mentioned  above,  there  are 
certain  Ely  Fellowships  on  the  Foundation  of  A.  W.  G.  Allen,  of 
which  four  have  up  to  the  present  been  founded. 

The  government  of  the  College  is  vested  in  the  Master  and 
Fellows  and  in  a  Council,  consisting  ordinarily  of  the  Master,  four 
other  ex-officio  Members  and  eight  elective  Members  in  virtue  of 
the  Statutes  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
"  Universities  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Act,  1877,"  and  approved 
by  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  May  3,  1882. 

FELLOWSHIPS 
The  Fellows  of  this  Society  are  elected  from  members  of 
the  College  or  other  Members  of  the  University  if  the  Council 
think  fit.     Candidates  must  have  been  admitted  to  the  title  of 
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Bachelor  Designate  in  Arts  or  to  some  equal  title  and  are 
eligible  at  each  of  the  three  annual  elections  next  after  the  end 
of  three  years  and  six  months^  after  the  beginning  of  the  term  in 
which  they  commenced  residence ;  there  is  no  appropriation  what- 
soever. Fellows  so  elected  vacate  their  Fellowships  after  six  years 
from  election,  except  in  tlie  case  of  those  who  hold  the  more 
important  University  or  College  offices,  or  have  held  any  such  office 
for  at  least  twenty-five  years.  The  College  has  also  the  power  of 
electing  to  a  Fellowship  any  Professor  or  Reader  of  the  Univer- 
sity or  holder  of  certain  College  offices  or  any  person  eminent  for 
science  or  learning,  and  can  elect  to  an  Honorary  Fellowship  any 
person  distinguished  by  literary  or  scientific  merits. 

SCHOLARSHIPS,   EXHIBITIONS,  &c. 

Scholarships^  are  open  to  ail  Undergraduates  of  the  College 
(except  Research  Students)  who  are  not  of  standing  to  take 
the  B.A.  Degree,  and  to  persons  who  are  not  yet  resident 
members  of  the  University,  provided  that  these  last  are  under 
nineteen  years  of  age.  Senior  Scholarships  are  generally  tenable 
until  the  expiration  of  five  years  and  six  months  after  beginning 
residence.  Their  annual  value  is  for  a  resident  Undergraduate 
^'100,  and  for  a  resident  B.A.  ^80.  Entrance  Scholarships  awarded 
before  beginTiing  residence  are  of  the  value  of  £80  or  of  £60 
a  year  during  residence,  and  are  tenable  for  two  years  only,  unless 
the  tenure  l)e  prolonged  by  the  Council,  or  the  Scholar  be  elected 
to  a  Senior  Scholarship  after  beginning  residence.  Of  the  Entrance 
Scholarships  (al)out  fourteen)  awarded  in  each  year,  at  least  three 
will  be  awarded  with  special  reference  to  the  pecuniary  circum- 
stances as  well  as  to  the  other  qualifications  of  the  candidates 
receiving  them.  In  the  case  of  these  three,  or  more,  Scholarships 
the  annual  value  of  each  is  augmented  by  a  remission  of  fees  to 
a  total  of  £100.  The  Examination  for  Senior  Scholarships  is  held 
in  each  year  in  March,  and  an  Examination  for  Entrance  Scholar- 
ships early  in  December.  Entrance  Scholarships  are  open  only 
to  persons  under  nineteen  years  of  age. 

Exhibitions.  Besides  the  Entrance  Scholars,  Exhibitioners 
are  chosen  every  year  at  the  Examination  in  December  from 
among  persons  who  have  not  begun  residence  in  the  University. 
It  is  usual  to  award  about  ten  Exhibitions  of  the  value  of  £40  a 
year.  Candidates  above  nineteen  years  of  age  who  reach  ap- 
proximately tlie  standard  necessary  for  the  award  of  a  Scholarship 
may  be  awarded  Exhibitions,  worth  with  allowances,  a  total 
of  £100  a  year.  Exhibitions  are  tenable  for  two  years  from  the 
beginning  of  residence  and  may  be  prolonged  beyond  that  period.

Exhibitions  usually  of  the  value  of  £40  a  year  are  also  awarded 
on  the  results  of  the  Scholarship  Examination  in  March  and  of 
the  Annual  College  Examination. 

About  20  Sub-Sizars  are  admitted  every  year.  The  value  of  a 
sub-Sizarship  is  about  .£35  a  year^.  A  Sub-Sizarship  is  tenable 
with  an  Exhibition  or  an  Entrance  Scholarship  but  not  with 
a  Senior  Scholarship. 

Three  Exhibitions  at  present  of  the  value  of  £50  a  year  are 
paid  out  of  the  trust  created  by  Roger  Jeston  in  1623.  They 
are  tenable  by  poor  students  of  the  College  with  a  preference  for 
those  students  who  ai'e  lineal  descendants  of  members  of  the 
Haberdashers'  Company  or  Staffordshire  men,  and  are  studying 
or  are  proposing  to  study  Divinity.  Subject  to  this  preference, 
they  are  tenable  by  students  of  the  College  who  have  been 
admitted  to  the  title  of  Bachelor  designate  or  are  qualified  to  be 
so  admitted  (provided  that  nine  complete  terms  have  elapsed 
since  they,  commenced  residence)  and  who  intend  to  reside  for 
another  year  with  a  view  to  jjursue  some  approved  line  of  study. 
The  Exhibitions  are  tenable  for  one  year  only,  but  in  exceptional 
cases  an  Exhibitioner  may  be  recommended  for  re-election  for  a 
second  year.     The  Exhibitions  are  awarded  in  June. 

An  Exhibition  of  the  value  of  about  £40  per  annum,  called 
the  Lees  Knowles  Exhibition,  was  founded  in  190()  by  Sir  Lees 
Knowles,  Bart.,  M.A.  It  is  awarded  to  a  student  of  the  College 
who  has  kept  nine  terms  by  residence,  and  intends  to  reside  for 
an  additional  year,  to  pursue  some  approved  line  of  study.  A 
student  born  in  the  County  of  Lancaster  is  preferred  to  others, 
in  case  of  equality.  The  Exhibition  is  tenable  for  one  year 
only,  and  is  awarded  by  the  Council  in  June. 

Another,  known  as  the  Peter  Leigh  Exhibition,  of  a  value 
not  exceeding  £50  is  also  awarded  by  the  Council  in  June  to  a 
student  who  desires  to  reside  for  a  fourth  year  for  the  purpose 
of  study.  Two  others,  the  Potts  Exhibition  of  about  i,'33  and 
the  Woodward  of  Bitton  and  Past  Scholar's  Exhibition  of 
about  £30  are  also  awarded  in  each  year  under  similar  conditions. 

The  following  Exhibitions  are  appropriated  to  special  schools 
or  persons : 

(i)  Not  more  than  three  annually,  tenable  for  three  years 
from  the  commencement  of  residence,  value  £40  a  year,  to 
students  from  Westminster  School. 

(ii)  Six  Samwaies  Exhibitions,  one  of  which  is  awarded  to 
each  Westminster  Exhibitioner.  They  are  tenable  for  two  years, 
and  are  of  a  value  not  exceeding  £2.5  each  for  the  first  year  and 
£20  for  the  second.

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(iii)  Two,  value  at  present  about  £1')  a  year,  tenable  for  two 
years,  founded  by  Mr  Perry  for  scholars  from  St  Paul's  School, 
London.  These  are  awareled  on  the  results  of  the  Annual  College 
Examination. 

(iv)  One,  tenable  for  three  years,  value  at  present  about 
^45,  founded  by  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Poilmore,  for  the  name  and 
kindred  of  the  founder,  or  in  default  of  such  for  a  native  of  the 
county  of  Salop,  educated  for  four  years  at  the  least  at  the 
Grammar  School  of  Shrewsbury. 

(v)  Three,  each  tenable  for  three  years,  value  £40  a  year, 
founded  by  Sir  Lees  Knowles,  Bart.,  M.A.  One  is  awarded  each 
year  at  Rugby  School  to  a  student  entering  at  Trinity  College. 

(vi)  One  Bishop  Lee  Scholarship,  tenable  for  three  years, 
awarded  by  an  examination  hekl  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop 
of  Manchester.  Candidates  must  be  sons  of  such  clergymen  of 
the  Church  of  England  as  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of  examination, 
whether  as  Stipendiary  Curates  or  Incumbents,  have  been  licensed 
to  officiate  and  shall  have  officiated  in  the  diocese  of  Manchester 
for  a  period  or  different  periods  not  less  in  the  whole  than  five 
years,  and  who  at  the  time  of  such  examination  shall  declare  them- 
selves to  be  members  of  the  Church  of  England.  The  fund  from 
which  this  scholarship  is  payable  is  not  administered  by  the  College. 

(vii)  Two,  one  of  the  value  of  £50  and  one  of  the  value  of 
£'S0,  are  offered  by  the  College  on  certain  conditions  which 
can  be  obtained  from  the  Senior  Tutor,  to  candidates  selected 
for  admission  to  the  Civil  Service  of  India  at  the  Open  Com- 
petitive Examination  held  in  August.  Prizes,  each  of  the  value 
of  .£10,  are  also  given  to  those  among  the  candidates  who  during 
each  term  of  their  year  of  probation  have  resided  at  the 
College  and  who  in  the  "Final  Examination"  obtain  the  highest 
marks  of  candidates  who  have  so  resided  in  (i)  Arabic,  or 
(ii)  Sanscrit,  or  (iii)  Persian,  provided  that  they  obtain  at  least 
three-fifths  of  the  total  marks  given  for  those  languages  re- 
spectively. 

The  following  emoluments  are   awarded    for    proficiency   in 
special  subjects : 

(a)  An  Exhibition  of  £35  a  year,  tenable  for  one  year  during 
residence,  is  awarded  to  the  Junior  Soph  who  in  the  Annual 
College  Examination  passes  the  best  examination  in  Theology 
provided  the  Examiners  deem  him  of  sufficient  merit.  The 
Examiners  may  recommend  the  Council  to  increase  the  value  of 
this  Exhibition  to  £50  a  year  in  any  year  in  which  the  Exhibitioner 
seems  to  them  to  be  of  sufficient  merit. 

(b)  A  Prize  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of 
Modem  History,  consisting  of  the  income  derived  from  a  Fund 
given  to  the  College  by  Mr  E.  E.  Bowen,  formerly  Fellow. 
The  examination  for  the  Prize  is  in  the  subject  of  Modern 
History    generally,   no   special   period   book   or   subjects   being

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set  or  recommended  beforehand.  The  Prize  is  open  to  all 
Undergraduates  of  the  College  in  their  first  year  of  residence. 

(c)  An  Exhibition,  value  at  present  about  ^40  a  year, 
founded  in  1858  by  the  representatives  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Sheep- 
shanks, late  Fellow  of  the  College,  for  the  promotion  of  the  study 
of  Astronomy.  It  is  tenable  for  three  years,  and  open  to  the 
public  competition  of  all  Undergraduates  of  the  University ;  but 
the  person  elected,  if  not  a  student  of  Trinity  College,  shall 
thereupon  become  a  student  of  that  College.  The  last  examin- 
ation was  held  in  the  Lent  Term  1914. 

{d)  In  the  year  1871  the  sum  of  £600  was  given  by  Alfred 
John  Vidil,  Esq.,  to  found  a  Prize  for  proficiency  in  the  French 
Language  and  Literature,  to  be  called  the  Vidil  Prize.  Also 
in  1877  the  sum  of  £500  to  found  a  second  Prize  was  given  by  a 
French  gentleman  of  high  rank,  who  desires  that  his  name  may 
not  be  made  known.  The  Prizes,  the  First  Prize  of  the  value  of 
£40,  the  second  of  £30,  are  adjudged  triennially  after  an  Examin- 
ation held  in  the  Lent  Term,  which  is  open  to  Undergraduates  of 
the  College  in  their  first,  second,  or  third  year  of  residence. 
The  next  examination  will  be  held  in  the  Lent  Term  1919. 

{e)  The  late  Rev.  Coutts  Trotter,  Vice-Master  of  the  College, 
founded  by  bequest  a  Studentship  (called  the  Coutts  Trotter 
Studentship)  for  the  promotion  of  original  research  in  Natural 
Science,  more  especially  Physiology  and  Experimental  Physics. 
The  Studentship,  which  is  awarded  at  intervals  of  not  more  than 
two  years,  is  open  to  graduates  of  the  college,  not  being  Fellows, 
who  are  of  not  more  than  seven  years  standing  from  the  time  of 
commencing  residence.  The  Studentship  is  not  awarded  by 
examination,  and  in  the  election  regard  is  had  more  to  the 
promise  of  power  to  carry  on  original  work  than  to  the  amount 
of  work  already  done.  The  Student  during  his  tenure  of  the 
Studentship  is  to  devote  his  time  to  the  j^romotion  of  research 
and  is  not  systematically  to  engage  in  any  Educational  or  other 
work  which  in  theopinionof  the  Council wouldhindersuch  research. 
The  Student  receives  (if  the  income  of  the  endowment  suflices) 
£250  a  year,  or,  if  a  Scholar,  such  sum  as  together  with  his  Scholar- 
ship amounts  to  £250.  Provision  is  also  made  for  a  Reserve 
Fund,  from  which  grants  may  be  made  for  special  purposes. 

( /)  The  late  Edward  Henry,  15th  Earl  of  Derby,  in  the  year 
1893  left  the  sum  of  £2000,  to  found  a  Prize  or  Scholarship  or  Ex- 
hibition. The  Council  have  established  a  Studentship  to  be  called 
the  Earl  of  Derby  Studentship,  for  the  promotion  of  Historical 
Study  and  Research.  The  Studentship  is  awarded  annually  in 
the  Easter  Term,  and  is  open  to  members  of  the  College  of  not 
less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fourteen  terms  standing.  The 
Studentship  is  tenable  for  one  year,  but  a  Student  may  be  re- 
elected onoe.  He  receives  the  net  income  derived  from  the  above 
sum  of  £2000. 
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Under  the  Will  of  Mrs  A.  M.  Mednyaiiszky,  wife  of  Col.  A. 
Mednyanszky,  a  sum  of  i!  1000  was  invested  in  the  year  1877  for 
the  purpose  of  founding  a  Lectureship  in  Ecclesiastical  History, 
to  be  called  the  Birkbeck  Lecturkship,  in  memory  of  T.  B. 
Birkbeck  and  F.  G.  Birkbeck,  the  brother  and  sister  of  the  donor. 
The  Lectureship  is  tenable  for  two  years,  and  is  in  the  gift  of 
the  Council,  whose  choice  is  restricted  to  Graduates  of  Oxford  or 
Cambridge. 

The  late  Mr  W.  G.  Clark,  Senior  Fellow  and  Vice-Master  of 
the  College,  having  loft  his  estates  at  Dowsgill  and  Bowes,  in  the 
county  of  York,  to  the  Master,  Fellows,  and  Scholars  absolutely, 
the  Council  have  established  a  Lectureship  in  the  Literature  of 
England  from  Chaucer  to  the  present  time,  to  be  called  the  Clark 
Lectureship  ;  the  Lecturer  is  appointed  annually  with  a  stipend 
of  £200  a-year.  He  is  required  during  his  year  of  office  to  deliver 
a  course  of  not  less  than  twelve  lectures  in  full  term,  according 
to  a  scheme  to  be  ajiproved  by  the  Council. 

Sir  Lees  Knowles,  Bart,  M.A.,  founded  in  1912,  a  Lectureship 
in  Military  History.  Tiie  office  is  an  annual  one,  and  the  appoint- 
ment rests  with  the  Council. 

ANNUAL  PRIZES 

The  Examinations  in  Mathematics,  Classics,  Moral  Sciences, 
Natural  Sciences,  Theology,  Law,  History,  Mediaeval  and  Modern 
Languages,  Mechanical  Sciences  and  Economics  for  students  in 
their  first  or  second  year  take  place  soon  after  the  division  of 
the  Easter  Terra.  Frizes  of  books  are  awarded  on  the  results  of 
these  examinations  and  of  the  Triposes. 

The  friends  of  the  late  Archdeacon  Dealtry  in  the  year  1850 
founded  two  Frizes  of  about  fifteen  guineas  each  to  be  called  the 
Dealtry  Frizes.  These  are  given  to  the  Freshman  and  Junior 
Soph  who  pass  the  best  examination  in  the  Greek  Testament 
and  are  also  awarded  prizes  in  the  College  Examination  or  (in 
the  case  of  a  Junior  Soph)  placed  in  the  First  Class  in  one  of  the 
Tripos  Examinations. 

Twenty-five  pounds  are  given  annually  in  Greek  Testament 
Prizes  to  not  fewer  than  five  Freshmen  or  Junior  Sophs  not 
being  Dealtry  Prizemen. 

Dr  Paris  left  a  Prize  of  £4  for  the  best  Latin  Declamation. 
The  College  sometimes  adds  a  second  prize  if  the  Examiners  so 
advise. 

Dr  Hooper  left  three  Prizes,  one  of  £20,  the  other  two  of  £10 
value  each,  half  being  given  in  plate  and  half  in  books,  for  the 
three  best  English  Declamations. 

A  Prize  of  £10  left  by  Mr  Greaves  of  Fulbourn  is  awarded  for 
an  Essay  on  some  subject  connected  with  the  History  of  the 
British  Empire.

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A  Prize  of  three  guineas  is  awarded  by  the  College  iu  each 
term  for  Classical  Composition  and  Translation. 

The  best  Reader  in  Ciiapel  receives  a  Prize  of  £i,  the  second 
a  Prize  of  £2,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Senior  Dean. 

A  Prize  of  ten  guineas  is  given  by  the  College  in  each  year  for 
an  English  Essay. 

Dr  Walker  left  a  rent-charge  of  ^10  for  one  or  more  poor 
Scholars,  who  shall  appear  to  the  Master,  Vice-Master,  and  Senior 
Dean,  most  deserving  at  the  time  of  taking  the  Bachelor's 
degree. 

One  or  more  similar  Prizes,  of  ^10  each,  are  given  annually 
from  a  Fund  contributed  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  Mathison,  late  Vice- 
Master  of  the  College. 

The  Rev.  E.  Yeats  founded  two  Prizes  of  ten  pounds  each,  to 
be  given  in  Books :  one  to  the  Scholar  on  the  Foundation  who 
shall  most  distinguish  himself  in  the  Mathematical  Tripos ;  the 
other  to  the  Scholar  who  in  the  opinion  of  the  Master,  Vice- 
Master,  Deans,  and  Head  Examiner,  shall  have  most  distinguished 
himself  for  general  regularity  of  conduct. 

ADMISSION 

Every  candidate  for  admission,  unless  especially  exempted 
under  the  regulations  given  below,  must  pass  an  Entrance  Ex- 
amination before  he  can  be  admitted  a  member  of  the  College. 
The  Entrance  Examinations  are  held  in  June  and,  if  any 
vacancies  remain,  in  September. 

Applications  for  admission  and  all  enquiries  should  be  addressed 
to  one  of  the  Tutors. 

A  student  may  be  admitted  a  member  of  the  College  without 
examination  (provided  that  his  application  to  a  Tutor  be  made 
suflBciently  early  and  be  approved  by  the  College  avithorities)  if  he 
has  distinguished  himself  in  one  of  the  Scholarship  Examinations 
of  the  College  :  or  holds  a  Higher  or  School  Certificate  from  the 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  Schools  Examination  Board  showing  that 
he  has  passed  in  four  subjects  including  Latin  or  Greek,  or  has 
passed  both  Parts  of  the  Previous  Examination  and  tlie  Ad- 
ditional Subject,  or  has  passed  (not  lower  than  in  the  Third 
Class)  or  gained  exemption  from  both  parts  of  the  Previous 
Examination  :  or  has  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination  of 
the  University  of  London,  or  of  the  Universities  of  Manchester, 
Liverpool,  Leeds  and  Sheffield,  provided  that  Latin  or  Greek  be 
one  of  the  subjects  in  which  he  has  passed :  or  has  graduated  at 
any  University  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  or  at  any  University 
afiiliated  to  the  University  of  Cambridge  :  or  has  been  accepted 
by  the  University  as  a  Research  or  Affiliated  Student.

This  College  was  founded  by  Sir  Walter  Mildmay,  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  and  Privy  Councillor  in  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  and  is  now  governed  by  Statutes  confirmed  by  Order  of 
the  Queen  in  Council,  3  May,  1882,  and  amended  in  1893, 1898, 1908, 
1910,  and  1915.  The  Foundation  consists  at  present  of  the  Master, 
sixteen  Fellows  (who  shall  be  either  Senior  or  Junior  Fellows), 
and  thirty-six  Scholars.  The  Junior  Fellowships  are  tenable  in 
the  first  instance  for  three  years  from  the  date  of  election,  and 
are  open  to  Graduates  of  the  University  of  Cambridge  or  Oxford 
or  some  other  University.  The  Senior  Fellowships  are  tenable 
generally  so  long  as  the  persons  elected  hold  any  one  of  the 
following  qualifying  offices  of  the  University,  viz. :  Professor, 
Reader,  Orator,  Librarian,  Registrary,  or  any  one  of  the  following 
qualifying  offices  of  the  College,  viz. :  Dean,  Tutor,  Bursar, 
Assistant-Tutor,  Lecturer.  Besides  persons  holding  any  one  of 
these  offices  any  person  eminent  in  The<jlogy,  Literature,  or 
Science  is  eligible  to  a  Senior  Fellowship.  One  of  the  Senior 
Fellowships  is  appropriated  by  Statute  to  the  Dixie  Professor 
of  Ecclesiastical  History.  After  a  certain  length  of  tenure, 
depending  in  each  instance  on  the  qualifying  office,  a  Senior 
Fellow  becomes  entitled  to  hold  his  Fellowship  for  life. 
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The  portion  of  the  Corporate  Income  assigned  to  the  Schohir- 
ship  Fund  is  defined  by  Statute.  The  Foundation  Scholarships 
at  present  constituted  are 

Four  Scholarships  of  £80  per  annum 

Ten      £60 

Twenty-two £40 

In  cases  of  special  merit  the  values  of  any  of  these  Scholarships 
may  be  increased  by  grants  from  funds  arising  from  vacancies  of 
Scholarships  or  otherwise.  The  Governing  Body  may  from  time 
to  time  suspend  the  election  to  any  Scholarship  for  such  time  not 
exceeding  two  years  as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

There  are  also  one  or  more  Scholarships  on  the  foundation  of 
Dr  Thorpe,  the  number  of  which  varies  according  to  the  income 
of  the  Thor|)e  Fund.  These  Scholarships  are  awarded  to  students 
of  not  less  than  three  terms  standing,  and  are  primarily  applied 
towards  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  Theology.  They  are 
tenable  with  any  one  of  the  above-named  Scholarships  on  the 
College  Foundation.

Besides  these  there  are  other  Exhibitions  arising  from  accumulations 
from  vacancies  which  are  applied  to  the  encouragement  and  assistance  of 
deserving  students. 

Scholarships  are  usually  awarded  to  resident  members  of  the 
College  after  the  College  Examinations  in  the  Lent  and  Easter 
Terms,  and  are  tenable  till  the  B.A.  degree  or,  with  special  per- 
mission of  the  Governing  Body,  for  a  further  period,  but  in  no 
case  beyond  the  M.A.  degree. 

Scholarships  (tenable  in  the  first  instance  for  not  more  than 
two  years)  are  also  annually  offered  for  competition  to  candi- 
dates (under  nineteen  years  of  age)  who  have  not  commenced 
residence.  Two  Scholarships  of  £S0,  two  of  £60,  and  four  of  £40 
will  be  oflFered  for  competition  at  an  examination  to  be  held  in 
the  month  of  December,  1914 

There  are  two  Subsizarships  of  the  value  of  £30  tenable  for 
one  year  and  open,  without  restriction  of  age,  to  candidates 
who  have  not  commenced  residence,  and  four  Sizarships  of  about 
£45  tenable  for  two  years.  Application  for  a  Subsizarship  must 
be  made  to  the  Master,

Exhibitions  not  exceeding  £Z0  in  value  are  awarded  on  the 
results  of  the  Entrance  Scholarship  Examinations,  and  they  are 
also  awarded  to  residents  on  the  results  of  the  annual  College 
Examinations. 

There  is  also  offered  annually  an  Exhibition  of  the  value  of 
^40  a  year  tenable  for  three  years  by  a  student  at  the  Cambridge 
University  Day  Training  College. 

An  Exhibition  of  £.50  a  year  tenable  for  two  years  is  offered 
annually  to  a  Research  Student  commencing  residence  in  the 
University  as  a  member  of  Emmanuel  College  in  October.  Ad- 
ditional exhibitions  of  smaller  value  may  be  awarded  should 
properly  qualified  applicants  present  themselves.  Further  in- 
formation may  be  obtained  from  the  Master. 

Two  Studentships,  each  of  the  maximum  value  of  £150,  are 
annually  offered  to  graduate  members  of  the  College  for  the 
encouragement  of  advanced  study  and  research.  They  are  ten- 
able in  the  first  instance  for  one  year,  but  a  Student  is  re-eligible 
for  a  second  period  (and  in  special  cases  for  further  periods)  of 
one  year.  A  Student  may  have  permission  to  reside  at  a  foreign 
University  or  other  approved  place  of  study. 

The  Governing  Body  of  the  College  are  prepared  to  consider 
applications  for  grants  to  assist  in  put)lishing  the  results  of  origi- 
nal investigation  and  research  by  graduate  members  of  the  College. 

In  the  disposition  of  the  Fellowships,  Scholarships,  &c.  of  the 
College,  distinction  in  any  branch  of  study  encouraged  by  the 
University  will  be  recognized. 

For  ijarticulars  as  to  the  conditions  of  admission  to  the  College, 
application  should  be  made  to  the  Master. 


ANNUAL    PRIZES 

In  the  Lent  and  Easter  Terms  there  is  a  general  Examination 
of  the  Undergraduates.    In  June,  Scholarships,  &c.  are  adjudged. 

A  Prize  of  books  is  awarded  to  every  student  who  is  placed  in 
the  first  class  of  any  of  the  annual  College  Examinations.  In  all 
subjects  except  Natural  Sciences  the  value  of  the  Prize  is  £3  in 
the  case  of  the  student  who  occupies  the  highest  place  and 
£1.  lOs.  in  the  case  of  the  others.  In  Natural  Sciences  the  value 
of  the  Prize  is  uniformly  £2.  2s. 

A  Prize  of  £S.  35.  is  awarded  to  every  student  who  obtains  a 
first  class  in  Part  II.  of  any  of  the  following  Triposes,  viz..  Mathe- 
matics (Schedule  B),  Classics,  Theology,  Natural  Sciences,  Moral 
Sciences. 

There  are  also  the  following  annual  Prizes,  open,  except  where 
otherwise  specified,  to  all  members  of  the  College  under  the 
standing  of  B.A.  (other  than  Research  Students,  who  are 
eligible  only  for  2,  5,  7,  9).

3s.  is  awarded  to  students  of 
the  third  year  for  proficiency  in  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

7.  A  Prize  of  about  £5.  5s.  established  by  the  friends  of  the 
late  R.  K.  Rodwell,  M.A.,  Barrister-at-Law'and  Fellow  of  the 
College,  is  awarded  to  the  graduate  member  of  the  College  of 
not  more  than  three  years'  standing  from  his  first  degree  who 
shall  have  most  distinguished  himself  in  the  Law  Tripos  or  any 
other  of  the  L'niversity  examinations  in  Law. 

8.  Indian  Civil  Service  Prizes.  A  Prize  of  £2.  2s.  in  books 
is  given  to  the  resident  member  of  the  College  who  takes  the 
highest  place  in  the  Open  Competition  for  the  Indian  Civil 
Service;  and  a  Prize  of  £10  to  the  resident  member  of  the 
College  who  stands  highest  in  the  first  half  of  the  list  of  suc- 
cessful candidates  in  the  Final  examination  for  selected  candi- 
dates.

Sidney   Sussex    College 

(Founded  1596) 

Arms  :  those  of  the  Foundress,  silver  a  bend  engrailed  sable  (for 
Radcliife),  im\mliug  gold  a  pheon  azure  (for  Sidney).  The  Lady  Frances 
Sidney  was  the  widow  of  Thomas  Radclitfe,  earl  of  Sussex.  There  is 
no  trace  of  any  formal  grant  of  arms  to  the  College,  but  the  assump- 
tion of  the  arms  of  the  Foundress  without  such  a  grant  is  not  a 
violation  of  the  principles  of  heraldry. 

This  College  was  founded  in  the  year  1596,  under  the  Will  of 
the  Ladv  Frances  Sidney,  Countess  Dowager  of  Sussex,  by  \'irtue

Downing  College 


(Founded  Sept.  22,  1800) 
The  Charter  and  Statutes  are  printed. 

Arms:  Barry  of  eight  pieces  silver  and  vert  a  gnffin  of  gold  and 
a  harder  azure  loith  eight  silver  roses.  These  arms,  with  the  motto 
QV^RERE  VERVM,  werc  granted  in  1801  by  the  three  Kings  of  Arms, 
Garter,  Clarencieux,  and  Norroy.  They  are  composed  of  the  arms 
of  the  Founder,  with  the  addition  of  a  border  for  difference. 

The  sole  Founder  of  this  College  was  Sir  George  Downing, 
Bart.,^  of  Gaiulingay  Park,  in  this  county  ;  who,  by  a  Will,  dated 
20th  December,  1717,  devised  his  estates  in  the  counties  of  Cam- 
bridge, Bedford,  and  Suffolk,  first  to  Sir  Jacob  Garrard  Downing, 
and  afterwards  to  other  relations  in  succession,  and  in  failure 
thereof,  to  build  and  found  a  College  in  this  University,  upon  a 
plan  to  be  approved  by  the  two  Archbishops  and  the  Masters  of 
St  John's  and  Clare  Colleges.  This  direction  was  the  reason  for 
giving  them  the  power  which  they  possessed  in  elections  and 
other  matters,  by  the  original  Charter  and  Statutes. 

Sir  George  died  in  1749,  and  Sir  Jacob  in  1764,  and  (the  other 
devisees  having  previously  died  without  issue)  upon  this  event 
the  Foundation  ought  immediately  to  have  been  carried  into 
execution.  But  the  estates  were  in  the  possession  of  Lady 
Downing,  and  afterwards  of  her  devisees,  without  any  real  title, 
and  when  the  University  sued  in  Chancery  for  the  establishment 
of  the  College,  the  party  in  possession  resisted  the  suit  in  that 
court.    In  1769,  a  decree  was  obtained  in  favour  of  the  Foundation. 

The  persons  named  as  trustees  in  the  Founder's  Will  having 
died  in  his  lifetime,  the  execution  of  the  trusts  devolved  upon  the 
heirs  at  law  ;  who  after  combating  a  long  series  of  opposition  and 
litigation,  and  overcoming  obstacles  of  various  descriptions,  pre- 
ferred a  petition  to  the  Crown  for  a  Charter;  and  at  length,  in 

1  He  was  installed  a  Knight  of  the  most  Honourable  Order  of  the  Bath,  June  30, 1732. 
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1800,  the  Privy  Council  decided  to  recommend  the  Foundation  to 
his  Majesty. 

On  the  22nd  of  September,  1800,  tlie  Great  Seal  was  affixed  to 
the  Charter  by  Lord  Loughborough.  By  this  Charter  the  College 
was  incorporated  with  the  University ;  was  endowed  with  all  the 
privileges  of  the  same,  and  with  all  the  estates  devised  by  its 
Founder;  and  also  with  the  power  of  holding  landed  property  in 
addition  to  the  value  of  £L500  per  annum. 

Tlie  members  appointed  in  the  Charter,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  possession  of  the  estates,  administering  the  revenues, 
superintending  the  building  of  the  College,  and  for  the  other 
necessary  purposes  were

The  first  Statutes  were  framed  in  1S05.  In  1860  new  Statutes 
were  given  by  the  University  Commissioners  under  the  provisions 
of  19  and  20  Victoria  c.  88,  and  in  1882,  revised  Statutes  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Universities  Act,  1877. 
According  to  these  Statutes  the  College  shall  consist  of  a  Master, 
two  Professors  (one  of  the  Laws  of  England,  and  one  of  Medicine), 
of  at  least  six  Fellows,  and  of  at  least  six  Scholars. 

The  Master,  who  is  elected  by  the  Professors  and  Fellows,  must 
be  a  Master  of  Arts,  Master  of  Laws,  Doctor  of  Medicine,  or 
of  some  superior  degree  in  the  University,  and  of  not  less  than 
thirty  years  of  age. 

The  Professors  are  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Statutes  of  the  University  for  Elections  to  certain  Pro- 
fessorships, the  Electors  being  the  Board  of  Electors  defined  by 
that  Statute,  together  with  the  Master  if  he  be  not  a  candi- 
date. The  Law  Professor  nivist  be,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  a 
Graduate  in  Law  or  Arts  of  one  of  the  English  Universities  of  ten 
years'  standing  from  his  matriculation,  and  also  a  Barrister-at- 
Law.  The  Medical  Professor  must  be,  at  the  time  of  his  election, 
a  Graduate  in  Medicine  of  one  of  the  Universities  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  years  of  age.  The  Pro- 
fessors have  by  the  Charter  the  same  privileges,  ft-anchises,  and 
liberties  as  any  Professor  in  the  L'niversity,  and  are  bound  to  read 
a  course  of  lectures  in  their  respective  faculties,  on  the  usual  terms 
upon  which  public  lectures  are  given.  They  are  capable  of  holding 
any  of  the  lay  offices  in  the  College. 

Candidates  for  Fellowships  (except  Honorary  Fellowships)  must 
have  taken  a  degree  in  Arts,  Law,  or  Physic  in  one  of  the  Univer- 
sities of  Cambridge  or  Oxford.     The  electors  are  the  Members  of 
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the  Governing  Body.  The  Fellowships  are  tenable  for  seven  years 
from  election,  provided  that  no  year  in  which  a  Fellow  shall  have 
been  engaged  during  two  terms  in  College  work  shall  be  reckoned 
in  his  term  of  seven  years,  and  provided  also  that  any  Fellow 
who  has  held  the  olfice  of  Tutor  during  twenty-five  years  shall 
be  entitled  to  retain  his  Fellowship  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

A  Fellow  vacates  Ids  Fellowship  l)y  election  to  a  Professorship 
of  the  College,  by  becoming  a  Foundation  Member  of  any  other 
College  in  any  University  in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  by  institu- 
tion to  an  i^cclesiastical  benefice  in  the  gift  of  ihe  College,  the 
net  annual  value  of  which  is  not  less  than  four  hundred  pounds. 

Provision  is  made  for  one  or  two  Chaplains  according  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  College,  the  right  of  appointment  being  vested 
in  the  Governing  Body. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  Foundation  Scholarships  vary  in  value  from  £50  to  £80. 
Foundation  Scholarships  are  tenable  at  least  until  the  holder  be  of 
standing  to  take  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Scholarships  are  awarded  to  students  of  the  College  at  the  annual 
Tripos  and  Intercollegiate  Examinations  after  the  division  of  the 
Easter  Term  for  distinction  in  Natural  Science,  Moral  Philosophy, 
Hi.story,  Law,  Mathematics,  Mechanical  Science,  or  other  subjects. 

Minor  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  are  oftered  annually 
for  competition  among  persons  who  are  not  members  of  the 
University,  and  in  awarding  one  or  more  of  them  a  preference  will 
be  shewn  to  candidates,  if  any,  from  New  College,  Eastbourne. 

The  Examination  takes  place  in  February  or  March. 

The  Minor  Scholarships  vary  in  value  from  £30  to  £.50  per 
annum,  and  are  tenable  until  their  holders  are  of  standing  to 
compete  for  a  Foimdation  Scholarship.  Exhibitions  not  exceed- 
ing £30  in  value  may  be  oflFered  to  candidates  who  fail  to  obtain 
Scholarship.-*. 

The  Examination  is  in  Mathematics,  Classics,  Law,  History, 
Natural  Science,  and  Mechanical  Science  (with  an  English  Essay 
in  every  case).  All  candidates  are  expected  to  shew  a  competent 
knowledge  of  the  subjects  of  the  Previous  Examination,  or  to 
l)e  entitled  to  exemption  therefrom.  The  subjects  of  Examination 
in  Mathematics  are  Geometry,  Algebra,  Plane  Trigonometry, 
Elementary  Statics  and  Dynamics,  and  the  Elements  of  Diftereu- 
tial  Calculus.  The  Examination  in  Law  consists  of  two  alternative 
parts;  one  part  embracing  papers  in  Jurisprudence  and  Roman 
Law,  the  other  part  consisting  of  papers  in  the  English  Law  of 
Real  Property  and  English  Constitutional  Law  and  Histoi'v. 
The  Examination  in  History  comprises  (i)  a  paper  of  General 
Questions  on  History,  Literature,  Political  Science  and  Economics, 
(ii)  an  Essay,  (iii)  a  paper  on  English  History,  (iv)  a  paper  on 
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Greek  and  Roman  History  or  (alternative)  on  European  History 
1494 — 1878.  A  list  of  books  recommended  will  be  sent  on  appli- 
cation to  the  Tutor.  The  Examination  in  Natural  Science  includes 
papers  and  practical  work  on  Chemistry,  Physics,  Biology,  Zoology, 
and  Botany. 

The  Examination  in  Classics  comprises  Translation  from  Greek 
and  Latin  authors  and  Prose  Composition.  In  making  awards 
a  general  preference  is  exercised  in  favour  of  candidates  who 
will  subsequently  read  for  Degrees  in  Law  or  Medicine.  Candidates 
elected  for  proficiency  in  Mathematics  or  Natural  Science  may  be 
allowed  to  read  for  the  Mechanical  Sciences  Tripos. 

Candidates  for  Scholarships  in  Mathematics,  Mechanical  Science, 
Natural  Science,  History,  and  Classics  must  be  under  the  age  of 
19  years.  There  is  no  such  limitation  in  the  case  of  candidates  in 
Law,  and  candidates  above  the  age  of  19  may  be  allowed  to 
compete  for  Exhibitions. 

Prizes  of  books  are  given  to  those  students  who  most  distin- 
guish themselves  at  the  annual  Examinations  in  the  Easter  Term.

Selwyn   College 

(Public  Hostel:  Founded  1882) 

Asms  :  The  anns  of  George  Augustus  Selwyn  as  Bishop  of  Lichfiekl. 
These  are  the  arms  of  the  Bishoprick  of  Lichfield :  party  yules  and 
silver  a  cross  potent  and  gziadrate  beticeen  four  crosses  forviy  all 
counter-coloured,  impaled  with  those  of  the  Selwyn  family:  silver 
a  bend  and  tivo  cotises  sahle  luith  three  gold  rings  on  the  bend  and  an 
engrailed  border  gules  in  chief  a  crescent  gules  for  difference,  as  the 
Bishop  was  a  second  son. 

This  College  was  founded  by  public  subscription  in  memory 
of  George  Augustus  Selwyn,  late  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  and 
formerly  Bishop  of  New  Zealand.  By  the  terms  of  its  Charter 
it  is  founded  '  with  the  especial  object  and  intent  of  providing 
persons  desirous  of  academical  education,  and  willing  to  live 
economically,  with  a  College  wherein  sober  living  and  high 
culture  of  the  mind  may  be  combined  with  Christian  training, 
based  upon  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  England.  It  was 
incorporated  by  Royal  Charter  on  September  13,  1882,  and 
recognised  as  a  Public  Hostel  of  the  University  by  Grace  of  the 
Senate,  Feb.  8,  1883.  It  is  governed  by  a  Master  and  Council 
consisting  of  not  more  than  sixteen  members,  of  whom  five  are 
ex  officio.  Subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Master  and  Council 
as  defined  in  the  Charter,  the  internal  administration  of  the 
College  is  in  the  hands  of  an  Administrative  Body  consisting  of 
the  Master  and  Fellows. 

Under  the  Statutes  of  1913  there  shall  be  not  less  than  six  or 
more  than  ten  Fellows.  In  the  election  of  Fellows  those  persons 
are  elected  who  are  judged  to  be  best  qualified  to  promote  the 
honour  and  interests  of  the  College  as  a  jjlace  of  Rehgion, 
Education,  Learning,  and  Research.  A  Fellow  of  the  College 
must  on  election  be  and  must  remain  a  Member  of  the  Church  of 
England  or  of  some  Church  in  communion  therewith.  No  person 
may  be  elected  a  Fellow  who  does  not  hold  oflBce  in  the  College 
as  Bursar,  Tutor,  Dean,  or  Lecturer,  or  in  the  University  as 
Professor  or  Reader.  A  Fellow  retains  his  Fellowship  as  long 
as  he  holds  one  of  the  above-mentioned  qualifying  offices  or  is  a 
Member  of  the  Council. 
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SCHOLAKSHIPS,   PRIZES   AND   GRANTS 

a.  Entrance  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  are  oflFered  annually. 
They  are  awarded  for  proficiency  in  Classics,  Mathematics,  the 
Natural  Sciences  and  History,  and  are  tenable  for  two  years,  at 
the  end  of  wliich  time  the  holders  may  be  re-elected.  An 
Exhibition  is  also  offered  for  Divinity,  The  Examination  in  1917 
will  be  held  on  March  20—22. 

h.  Scholarships,  Exhibitions,  and  Prizes  in  Books  are  awarded 
at  the  end  of  the  Easter  Term,  on  the  results  of  the  Examinations 
then  held,  in  any  subject  of  study  recognised  by  the  University. 

The  Bishop  John  Richardson  Selwyn  Scholarship  of  ,£30  per 
annum  was  founded  in  1898  by  Mrs  J.  R.  Selwyn  in  memory  of 
her  husband,  formerly  Master  of  the  College. 

The  Arthur  Lytteltou  Scholarship  of  £30  per  annum  was 
founded  in  1903  by  the  Rev.  T.  H.  Orpen  in  memory  of  the 
Reverend  the  Honourable  Arthur  Temple  Lyttelton,  D.D.,  the 
first  Master  of  the  College,  and  afterwards  Bishop  of  Southampton. 

A  Scholarship  of  £30  per  annum  was  founded  in  1904  in 
memory  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Charles  John  Abraham,  D.D. 

A  Scholarship  of  £30  per  annum  is  given  by  Mrs  Clark 
Maxwell  in  memory  of  her  father,  Prebendary  William  Selwyn. 

Three  Barwell  Scholarships  of  £40  per  annum  were  founded 
in  1914  upon  the  benefaction  of  the  late  Prebendary  H.  Sanxay 
Barwell.  They  are  given  in  the  first  instance  to  candidates  who 
desire  to  devote  their  lives  to  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  in  the 
Mission  Field  abroad.  If  no  qualified  candidate  j^resents  himself, 
the  Scholarships  may  be  thrown  open  to  unrestricted  competition. 

The  Sing  Prize,  founded  in  1902  in  memory  of  the  Reverend 
George  Herbert  Sing,  M.A.,  formerly  Tutor  of  the  College,  is 
given  to  an  undergraduate  of  the  College  who  in  his  second 
or  third  year  gains  the  highest  place  in  Part  I.  of  the  Classical 
Tripos,  i^rovided  that  he  is  placed  at  least  in  the  Second  Class. 

The  Searle  Prize,  being  the  interest  on  a  legacy  of  £100  from 
the  Rev.  Frederick  Charles  Searle,  M.A.,  formerly  Tutor  of  the 
College,  is  given  annually  for  an  English  Essay. 

The  Appleton  Prize,  founded  in  memory  of  the  Rev.  Richard 
Appleton,  M.A.,  formerly  Master  of  the  College,  is  given  annually 
to  the  best  reader  in  Chapel. 

The  Derbyshire  Prize  of  £10,  being  the  interest  on  a  fund 
raised  in  the  county  of  Derby  to  commemorate  the  centenary 
of  the  birth  of  Bishop  G.  A.  Selwyn,  is  awarded  every  three 
years  for  an  essay  on  some  subject  connected  with  the  pro- 
pagation of  the  Gospel  through  missionary  exertions  in  India 
and  other  parts  of  the  heathen  world.  Candidates  for  the  Prize 
must  be  graduates  of  the  College.  The  next  award  will  be  in  1918. 
c.  The  Ratcliffe  Exhibition,  being  the  interest  on  £1000,  was 
founded  in  1893  by  bequest  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  Ratclifl'e, 
B.D,     It  is  tenable  by  a  Scholar  of  King  Edward  VI.  School, 
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Birmingham,  in  Classics  or  Mathematics,  who  shall  be  elected 
by  the  College  at  the  Entrance  Scholarship  Examination.  If  no 
fit  candidate  present  himself  from  that  School,  the  Exhibition  is 
to  be  offered  for  open  competition. 

d.  An  Organist  Scholarship  is  awarded  from  time  to  time,  of 
the  value  of  ^30  per  annum. 

e.  From  St  Edmund's  School  Canterbury,  a  Watson  Wagner 
Scholarship,  of  the  value  of  not  more  than  JlOO  a  year,  is  tenable 
for  three  years  either  at  Selwyn  College,  Cambridge,  or  Keble 
College,  Oxford,  by  a  Scholar  elected  at  the  School. 

J.  From  Mansfield  Grammar  School,  a  Paget  Exhibition  of 
^20  a  year,  is  tenable  for  not  more  than  three  years  either  at 
Selwyn  College,  Cambridge,  or  Keble  College,  Oxford,  by  an 
Exhibitioner  elected  at  the  School. 

g.  Grants  are  occasionally  made  to  assist  deserving  students 
to  complete  their  College  course. 

The  income  of  the  Mitchell  Bequest  is  applied  from  time  to 
time  to  assist  poor  and  deserving  members  of  the  College  who 
are  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church  of  England  to 
obtain  the  necessaiy  education. 

h.  The  income  of  the  Trust  Fund  established  by  Bishop  Hob- 
house  in  memory  of  Bishop  Fatteson  for  the  purpose  of  Missionary 
Education,  and  augmented  by  the  Rev.  C.  Warner  and  the  Rev. 
Dr  Bailey,  is  applied  to  the  maintenance  in  Selwyn  College  of 
one  or  more  Missionary  Students,  to  be  called  Fatteson  Students. 
The  Studentships  are  ofi'ered  to  Graduates  of  Cambridge,  Oxford, 
or  some  other  University  :  but  in  the  absence  of  suitable  graduate 
candidates  the  Master  and  Council  may  appoint  as  Junior  Students 
undergraduates  or  persons  who  have  not  yet  entered  the  Univer- 
sity. Students  who  are  Graduates  receive  free  board  and  rooms 
in  College  during  Full  Term,  and  an  allowance  for  tuition ;  Junior 
Students,  as  a  rule,  receive  £17  a  term. 

ADMISSION 

This  College  is  open  to  all  members  of  the  Church  of  England, 
whatever  profession  they  intend  to  enter. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  College  must  pass  either 
{a)  the  University  Previous  Examination  or  ib)  the  College 
Entrance  Examination,  which  is  held  in  June,  and,  unless  no 
vacancies  remain,  in  October.

(Non-Collegiate  Students) 

Aems  :  the  shield  of  the  Fitzwilliams,  lozengy  silver  and  gules  and 
a  chief  mitk  the  arms  of  the  University  of  Cambridge. 

The  "-Non-Collegiate"  body  was  created  in  1869,  when  Under- 
graduates began  to  be  admitted  members  of  the  University 
without  being  compelled  to  attach  themselves  to  any  of  the 
seventeen  endowed  Colleges.  The  government  has  been  en- 
trusted by  the  University  to  a  Board,  the  members  of  which  are 
elected  by  the  Senate.  The  Board  appoint  tlie  Censor  and  the 
Staff. 

In  1892  Fitzwilliam  Hall,  a  house  built  in  1727,  was  re- 
constructed to  serve  as  the  centre  of  the  corporate  life  of  the 
students,  to  whom  it  stands  in  the  same  relation  as  an  endowed 
College  to  those  junior  members  of  the  College  who  live  outside 
the  walls.  Here  the  students  meet  the  Censor  and  Staff  for 
supervision  and  instruction,  attend  Chajjel,  dine  in  Hall,  transact 
the  business  of  the  Amalgamated  Clubs  and  of  various  societies, 
hold  weekly  debates  or  concerts,  and  make  use  of  the  Library, 
Reading  Room,  Writing  Room  and  general  club  accommodation. 
Fitzwilliam  Hall  has  given  its  name  to  the  Amalgamated  Clubs 
and,  by  usage,  to  the  "Non-Collegiate"  body  as  a  whole. 

During  the  War  changes  are  made  in  some  of  the  arrange- 
ments detailed  below  : 

The  Worshipful  Company  of  Clothworkers  have  granted  Exhi- 
bitions of  .£30  a  year  each,  tenable  for  three  years,  two  to  be 
awarded  in  November  in  each  year  to  students  reading  for 
Honours  and  intending  to  take  Holy  Orders.  The  Exhibitioners 
serving  with  the  Forces  are  J.  H.  Knight,  C.  W.  Bartlett, 
F.  W.  Harris,  and  0.  C.  F.  Elliott.  Those  in  residence  are 
E.  J.  Sumner  and  F.  Cook. 

The  Company  also  give  an  additional  sum  of  £10  to  each 
Exhibitioner  who  attains  the  B.A.  degree,  or  .£30  should  his 
name  appear  in  the  First  Class  in  any  Tripos. 

Exhibitions  of  £\5  given  by  the  Censor,  and  tenable  by 
members  of  the  University  Training  College  for  Schoolmasters, 
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were  awarded  iu  iyi4  to  J.  Butler,  F.  Scott,  aud  W.  R. 
Worthington,  who  are  now  serving. 

Exhibitions  may  be  awarded  l>y  the  Board  to  candidates  for 
Honours  in  their  third  year.  One  or  more  Exhibitions  from  the 
endowment  iuauyurated  by  the  students  resident  in  1912  may  be 
awarded  next  year. 

A  student  is  annually  appointed  Librarian  at  a  stipend  of 
^15.  Last  year  A.  E.  Charles,  and  for  the  present  year 
E.  Shrewsbury,  B.A.,  have  been  appointed. 

A  Prize  of  £5  has  been  awarded  to  T.  S.  Narayana,  B.A., 
for  Mathematics. 

An  Annual  Prize  of  about  seven  guineas  in  books  for  pro- 
ficiency in  the  Greek  Testament  has  been  founded  by  Mrs  J.  Y. 
Gibson.     This  year  it  was  not  awarded. 

An  Annual  Prize  of  £5  in  books  is  given  by  Rev.  W.  Harvey 
for  History.  This  year  it  was  not  awarded,  but  the  sum  of  £2 
was  granted  to  E.  Major.

MEMBERS  OF  THE  SENATE  NOT  ON  THE  BOARDS 
OF  ANY  COLLEGE  OR  HOSTEL 

The  privilege  of  being  a  Member  of  the  Senate  without  being 
on  the  boards  of  any  College  was  formerly  granted  only  to 
residents  in  Cambridge,  Gommoranfes  in  villa ;  but  it  is  now 
extended  to  all  persons  qualified  to  be  Members  of  the  Senate  who, 
having  paid  up  all  the  back  fees  for  which  they  are  liable, 
continue  to  pay  direct  to  the  Registrary  the  University  dues  of 
four  sliillings  and  threepence  a  quarter.  These  payments  are 
usually  made  in  one  annual  sum  of  seventeen  shillings  every 
Michaelmas.  [But  for  the  new  Regulations  applying  to  students 
matriculating  after  the  end  of  the  Lent  Term,  1915,  see  p.  154 
above.] 

Every  such  person  has  a  vote  in  the  Senate  and  the  use  of  the 
University  Libraries,  Museums,  &c. 

If  any  Master  of  Arts  who  has  graduated  as  a  member  of  a 
College  desires  to  have  his  name  placed  on  the  University 
Register  without  being  a  member  of  a  College,  he  must  furnish 
to  the  Registrary  a  statement  signed  by  the  Master  of  his  College 
giving  the  date  at  which  his  name  was  removed  from  the  College 
boards  and  certifying  as  to  the  payment  of  all  University  dues 
from  the  date  of  his  first  degree  up  to  the  date  of  such  removal. 
When  the  arrears  have  been  paid,  the  name  of  such  a  person  can 
be  lilaced  on  the  Register,  but  (imless  the  transfer  is  made  at  the 
time  of  his  creation  as  a  Master  of  Arts)  one  hundred  and  eighty 
days  must  elapse  after  his  admission  to  the  Register  before  he 
acquires  the  right  of  voting.

Where  any  person 
has  graduated  in  more  than  one  faculty,  it  is  so  stated ;  and 
the  name  of  the  College  is  added  to  which  every  one  formerly 
belonged.

EXPLANATORY   NOTE 


The  names  in  the  following  List  are  arranged  in  the  same  manner 
as  heretofore — i.e.  the  order  of  surnames  is  alphabetical,  but  within 
the  groups  formed  by  the  same  surnames  the  order  is  not  strictly 
alphabetical,  the  names  being  arranged  in  the  first  instance  by  Colleges 
in  order  of  foundation  (viz.:  Peterhoase,  Clare,  Pembroke,  Caius, 
Trinity  Hall,  Corpus,  King's,  Queens',  St  Catharine's,  Jesus,  Christ's, 
St  John's,  Magdalene,  Trinity,  Emmanuel,  Sidney,  Downing,  followed 
by  Selwyn  and  the  Non-Collegiate  Students),  and  under  the  particular 
Colleges  in  order  of  seniority  of  the  B.A.  Degree. 

In  cases  where  a  change  of  name  has  occurred  since  matriculation,  the 
original  name  is  inserted  in  brackets. 

The  dates  of  Degrees,  except  Degrees  by  incorporation  1  and  full  Degrees 
conferred  honoris  causa,  count  from  the  day  of  Inauguration  or  Creation. 
Thus  every  person  admitted  after  the  day  of  Inauguration  in  any  year 
LS  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  the  following  year,  and  similarly  every  pereon 
admitted  to  incept  in  Arts  after  the  day  of  Creation  in  any  year  is  a 
Mast-er  of  Arts  of  the  following  year. 

Titular  decrees  are  printed  in  italics.  In  cases  where  no  B.A.  Degree  is 
given,  but  a  date  stands  in  the  M.A.  column  only,  the  reference  is  to 
the  full  Degree  of  M.A.  conferred  honoris  causa,  without  examination,  on 
the  authority  of  a  Grace  of  the  Senate. 

Names  which  appeared  on  the  Register  of  Members  of  the  Senate  issued 
in  October,  1915;  are  marked  with  a  *  ;  and  those  which  appeared 
on  the  corresponding  Electoral  Roll  with  a  +.

LAWS 

1.  The  Society  shall  be  called  The  Cambridge  Classical  Society. 

2.  The  Object  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  promote  interchange  of  views 
among  members  of  the  University  and  others  who  are  interested  in  Classical 
Teaching. 

3.  Graduates  of  the  University  and  past  and  present  members  of  the 
staffs  of  Girton  College  and  Newnham  College  shall  be  eligible  for  member- 
ship. Honorary  members  may  be  elected  by  the  Committee,  notice  having 
been  given  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

4.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice-Presidents, 
a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary. 

•5.  The  management  of  the  Society  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  a  Committee 
which  shall  consist  of  the  Officers  and  not  less  than  8  nor  more  than  12  other 
members. 

6.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  elect  new  members  and  honorary 
members  of  the  Society.  At  meetings  of  the  Committee  five  shall  form 
a  quorum. 
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7.  A  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  in  the 
Michaelmas  Term,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Conunittee  shall  think 
desirable  :  provided  that  on  the  requisition  of  not  fewer  than  twelve  members 
a  general  meeting  shall  always  be  called. 

8.  The  Officers  and  Committee  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  General 
Meeting  in  the  Michaelmas  Term.  No  member  shall  hold  the  ofifice  of  Presi- 
dent or  Vice- President  or  be  a  member  of  the  Committee  for  more  than 
two  years  in  succession. 

9.  The  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  five  shillings,  due  and  payable 
to  the  Treasurer  on  October  1  in  each  year.  Members  elected  after  the 
end  of  the  Lent  Term  shall  not  be  Hable  for  the  subscription  for  the  Aca- 
demical year  in  which  they  are  elected.  If  any  member's  subscription  be 
two  years  in  arrear  the  Committee  may,  after  due  notice,  remove  his  name 
from"  the  list  of  members.  Members  while  out  of  residence  shall  not  be 
liable  for  subscriptions  in  any  Academical  year  in  which  they  may  be  absent 
from  Cambridge.  Members  may  compound  for  all  further  subscriptions 
by  a  single  payment  of  £4. 

10.  The  Treasurer's  accounts,  audited  by  two  other  members  of  the 
Committee,  shall  be  presented  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

11.  No  Law  of  the  Society  shall  be  repealed  or  amended,  and  no  fresh 
Law  enacted,  except  at  a  General  Meeting,  and  by  a  two-thirds  niajority 
of  members  present  and  voting.  Notice  of  any  proposed  alteration  shall 
be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  all  members  of  the  Society  not  less  than  one 
fortnight  before  the  said  meeting.

LAWS 

1.  The  design  of  the  Society  is  to  promote  and  to  publish  critical 
researches  into  the  languages  and  literatures  of  the  Indo-European  group 
of  nations,  and  to  promote  philological  studies  in  general. 

2.  Any  Student  of  Philology  is  ehgible  as  a  member  of  the  Society. 

3.  The  annual  subscription  of  each  Member  of  the  Society  is  one  guinea, 
due  on  the  first  of  January  in  each  year.  A  member  elected  in  the  Michael- 
mas Term  shall,  however,  on  signifying  his  wish  to  the  Treasurer,  be  per- 
mitted to  pay  no  subscription  for  the  current  year,  but  in  that  case  he  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  of  the  Society's  publications  for  that  year. 

CAL.  66 
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4.  Any  Member  may  compound  for  all  future  subscriptions  by  one 
payment  of  ten  guineas  ;  or,  after  fifteen  years'  subscriptions  bave  been 
paid,  by  one  payment  of  five  guineas  (tbe  right  to  compound  for  all  future 
payments  for  five  guineas  after  ten  years'  subscriptions  have  been  paid 
being  reserved  in  tbe  case  of  members  who  bave  joined  the  Society  before 
Feb.  12,  1891). 

5.  Every  Member  whose  subscription  tor  any  year  is  paid  is  entitled 
to  a  copy  of  all  the  publications  of  the  Society  for  that  year. 

6.  Any  person  who  is  desirous  of  becoming  a  Member  of  the  Society 
may  be  proposed  by  two  Members  of  the  Society,  at  any  of  its  ordinary 
meetings,  and,  if  approved  by  the  Council,  may  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the 
next  meeting. 

7.  No  candidate  shall  be  declared  elected,  unless  he  have  in  his  favour 
at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Members  voting. 

8.  Distinguished  Philological  Scholars  who  are  resident  abroad  may 
be  elected  Honorary  or  Corresponding  Members  in  the  same  way  as  ordinary 
Members.  They  shall  pay  no  subscription,  but  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  Transactions  and  other  documents  published  or  printed  by  the  Society, 
and  to  be  present  at  and  to  communicate  papers  to  the  meetings. 

9.  The  general  direction  of  the  Society  shall  be  committed  to  a  Council, 
ConsLsting  of  a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  two  Secretaries, 
a  Librarian,  and  not  more  than  twelve  nor  less  than  seven  other  Members. 
Each  Member  of  the  Council  shall  have  notice  of  the  meetings  of  that  body, 
at  which  not  less  than  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  Except  for  grave 
cause  such  meetings  shall  be  held  within  the  limits  of  University  Full  Term 
only,  and  shall  be  summoned  by  the  President  in  consultation  with  the 
Secretary. 

_  10.     All  questions  involving  extraordinary  expenditure  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Society  at  one  of  its  general  meetings. 

11.  The  President,  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  Librarian,  and  at  least  three 
ordinary  Members  of  the  Council,  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  at 
a  general  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  Lent  Temi,  the  three  senior  Members 
of  the  Council  retiring  annually,  and  the  President  being  capable  of  being 
elected  two  years  in  succession  and  no  more. 

12.  Of  the  three  Vice-Presidents,  one  shall  retire  annually  by  rotation, 
and  be  incapable  of  re-election  for  the  two  years  next  following. 

13.  No  Member  whose  subscription  is  more  than  one  year  in  arrear 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  or  read  papers  at  any  meeting. 

14.  The  names  of  any  Members  whose  subscription  is  more  than  two 
years  in  arrear,  may,  after  due  notice,  be  removed  from  the  list  of  the  Society, 
and  such  removal  may  be  announced  at  the  next  general  meeting  and 
published  in  tlie  proceedings  of  the  Society  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council. 

15.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Chairman  fw  tern.,  shall  have, 
in  addition  to  his  own  vote,  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  equahty  of  numbers 
in  any  division. 

16.  The  accounts  of  the  Society  shall  be  audited  annually  by  two 
auditors,  to  be  elected  at  a  general  meeting  in  the  Lent  Term, 

17.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  take  place  at  least  once  in  each 
term,  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  being  determined  by  the  Council  from 
time  to  time. 
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18.  Members  may  introduce  to  the  meetings  of  the  Society  strangers, 
not  being  resident  members  of  the  University,  who  may,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Council,  read  communications  to  the  Society. 

19.  No  communication  shall  be  read  to  or  published  by  the  Society 
without  the  approval  of  the  Council  and  the  author's  name. 

20.  Any  proposed  change  in  these  laws  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the 
Council,  and,  if  approved  of  by  them,  to  the  Society  at  one  of  its  general 
meetings. 

21.  No  law  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  and  no  fresh  law  enacted, 
without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  voting. 

By  resolutions  of  the  Society  it  is  directed  that  ordinary  meetings  of 
the  Society  shall  begin  at  4.15  p.m.  in  the  Michaelmas  and  Lent  Terms 
and  at  4.45  p.m.  in  the  Easter  Term,  and  shall  close  at  5.45  p.m.  at  the 
latest  in  the  Michaebnas  and  Lent  Terms,  and  at  6.15  p.m.  in  the  Easter 
Teim,  unless  on  the  motion  of  a  member  to  be  put  from  the  Chair  it  shall 
be  resolved  on  any  occasion  to  extend  the  meeting  to  a  later  hour.

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AHSTllACT   OF   THE   LAWS 

I'lJKSC'KIHKI)  BY  TIIK  CIIAUTKH 

IT  is  expressly  provided  by  the  Charter — 

1.  That  the  Society  shall  consist  of  such  Graduates  of  the  University 
as  were  then  Fellows  thereof,  or  shall  at  anj'  time  become  Fellows  thereof, 
agreeably  to  the  Bye  Laws  of  the  Society. 

2.  That  there  shall  always  be  a  Council  to  manage  the  concenvs  of  the 
Body  Corporate,  and  that  the  said  Council  consist  of  a  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  one  Trecisurer,  not  more  than  three  Secretaries,  and  not 
more  than  twelve  nor  less  than  seven  other  Fellows,  to  be  elected  out  of 
the  Fellows  of  the  said  Body  Corporate. 

3.  That  General  Meetings  of  the  Body  Corporate  shall  be  held  once 
in  the  year,  or  oftener  ;  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  Officers  and  Council 
of  the  Society,  and  determining  the  period  of  their  continuance  in  office  ; 
and  also  of  enacting  such  Bye  Laws  as  may  seem  useful  and  necessary  tor 
the  regulation  of  the  said  Body  Corporate — for  fixing  the  days  on  which 
the  ordinary  Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held — for  determining  the 
mode  in  which  Fellows  and  Honorary  Members  shall  be  elected,  admitted, 
or  expelled — and  for  managing  the  affairs  of  the  said  Body  Corporate. 

4.  That  the  Fellow  who  has  filled  the  office  of  President  for  two  succes- 
sive years  shall  not  be  again  eligible  to  the  same  situation  until  the  expiration 
of  one  year  from  the  temiination  of  his  office. 

^.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  at  the  General  Meetings  of  the  Body  Corporate 
to  alter  or  revoke  fonner  Bye  Laws,  and  to  make  such  new  Bye  Laws  as 
they  shall  think  good  and  expedient. 

6.  That  no  such  General  Meeting  shall  (without  the  consent  of  tha 
Council)  have  the  power  of  altering  or  repealing  any  Bye  Law  or  making 
any  new  one,  unle-ss  the  Fellow  or  Fellows  of  the  Society  desirous  of  altering 
or  repealing  any  Bye  Law  or  of  making  any  new  one  shall  have  given  to  the 
Council  one  month's  previous  notice  of  such  his  or  their  intention. 

7.  That  no  Bye  Law  shall  on  any  pretence  whatsoever  be  made  in 
opposition  to  the  true  intent  of  the  Charter,  the  Laws  of  the  Realm,  or  the 
Statutes  of  the  University  of  Cambridge. 

8.  That  the  Council  shall  (in  conformity  mth  the  Charter  and  Bye 
Laws  of  the  Society)  have  the  sole  management  of  the  Fmids  and  affairs 
of  the  Society,  and  do  all  such  acts  as  shall  appear  to  them  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  and  views  of  the  Body  Corporate. 

9.  That  the  whole  property  of  the  Body  Corporate  shall  be  vested  in 
the  Fellows  thereof :  but  that  no  disposition  of  any  lands,  tenements,  or 
hereditaments  belonging  to  the  said  Body  Corporate  shall  be  made  except 
with  the  approbation  and  concurrence  of  a  General  Meeting. 


BYE  LAWS 

I.     Of  the  Election  of  the  Members  of  the  Council 

1.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  Secretaries,  and  at  least 
three  ordinary  Members  of  the  Council,  shall  be  annually  elected  by  ballot 
from  amongst  the  Fellows  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  same  Fellow  shall  not  be  eligible  to  fill  the  oflice  of  Vice-President 
for  more  than  two  years  succassively. 

3.  The  three  senior  ordinary  Members  of  the  Council  shall  retire  annually. 

4.  No  Fellow  under  the  degree  of  M.A.,  I\LB.,  or  LL.M.,  shall  be  a 
Member  of  the  Council. 
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II.     Of  the  Election,  Admission,  Withdrawal,  and 
Expulsion  of  Fellows 

1.  Any  Graduate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge  desirous  of  becoming 
a  Fellow  of  the  Society,  shall  be  proposed  and  reconmiended  by  a  certificate 
in  writing,  signed  by  "three  or  more  Fellows.  The  certificate  shall  specify 
the  Christian  and  surname  of  the  Candidate,  his  Degree,  the  name  of  his 
College  and  his  usual  place  of  residence  ;  all  of  which  must  be  certified 
from  the  personal  knowledge  of  at  least  one  of  the  subscribing  Fellows. 

The  following  shall  be  the  Fonn  of  the  Certificate. 

Name.  Degree.  College  and  place  of  residence. 


being  desirous  of  becoming  a  Fellow  of  the  Cambridge  Philosophical 
Society,  we,  whose  Names  are  underwritten,  do  recommend  him  as 
a  proper  person  to  be  a  Fellow  of  the  said  Society, 

(Signed) from  personal  knowledge. 


This  certificate  shall  be  read  by  one  of  the  Secretaries  at  tlie  Meeting 
at  which  the  Candidate  is  proposed,  be  suspended  in  the  Library  of  the 
Society,  and  remain  there  till  he  be  balloted  for. 

2.  The  F>allot  shall  take  place  on  the  second  Meeting  (Ordinary  or 
Extraordinary)  after  that  at  which  the  Candidate  is  proposed  :  but  all 
Heads  of  Colleges,  Doctors,  and  Professors  of  the  University,  and  all  persons 
who  have  been  admitted  to  Honorary  Degrees,  shall  be  balloted  for  at  the 
Meeting  at  which  they  are  proposed. 

3.  No  pereon  shall  be  declared  elected,  unless  he  have  in  his  favour 
at  least  two-thirds  of  the  Fellows  voting  by  ballot,  and  if  it  appear  upon 
the  ballot  that  the  person  proposed  is  not  elected,  no  notice  thereof  shall 
be  taken  in  the  minutes. 

4.  The  Vice-Chancellor  for  the  time  being,  when  regularly  proposed. 
shall  be  admitted  a  Fellow  without  a  ballot. 

5.  No  person  who  has  been  elected  a  Fellow  shall  be  entitled  to  any 
of  the  privileges  of  the  Society  till  he  has  paid  his  admission  fee,  and  also 
his  subscription  for  the  current  year,  or  the  sum  specified  in  lieu  of  his  annual 
contributions. 

6.  If  the  annual  subscription  of  any  Fellow  be  twelve  montlis  in  arrear, 
the  Treasurer  shall  make  application  for  it,  and  if  it  be  not  paid  within  one 
month,  a  notice  of  the  same  shall  be  suspended  in  the  Library,  and  the 
Secretary  shall  infomi  the  Fellow  thereof ;  and  if  the  said  subscription  be 
still  due  at  the  expiration  of  the  succeeding  twelve  months,  the  name  of 
such  person  shall  be  annoimced  at  the  next  Annual  General  Meeting  as 
having  been  struck  ofi  the  list  of  the  Society. 

7.  Any  person  whose  name  has  been  removed  from  the  list  of  the  Society 
on  account  of  the  non-payment  of  his  subscription,  may,  on  payment  of 
the  arrears  due  from  him  at  the  time  when  his  name  was  removed  from  the 
list  of  the  Society,  be  re-admitted  by  ballot  without  a  fresh  admission  fee. 
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8.  The  death  or  withdrawal  of  any  Fellow  having  been  signified  to 
one  of  the  ^secretaries,  he  shall  jjreserve  a  record  of  it,  and  caase  it  to  be 
annoujiced  at,  and  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the  next  Annual  General 
Meeting. 

9.  No  Fellow  shall  be  underetood  to  liave  withdrawn  himself  from  the 
Society  until  he  shall  have  signified  such  his  intention  by  letter,  under 
his  hand,  addressed  to  one  of  the  Secretaries,  or  to  the  Treasurer,  and  shall 
have  paid  all  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  due  from  him  to  the  Society. 

10.  If  any  Fellow  of  the  Society  shall,  contemptuously  or  contumeli- 
ously,  disobey  the  Laws,  Bye  I^aws  or  other  regulations  of  the  Society  ; 
or  shall  by  speaking,  writing  or  printing,  publicly  defame  the  Society  ;  or 
advisedly,  maliciously  or  dishonestly,  do  anything  to  the  damage,  detriment 
or  dishonour  thereof,  he  shall  be  Uable  to  expulsion  from  the  Society. 

11.  Whenever  there  shall  be  cause  for  the  expulsion  of  anj'  Fellow 
from  the  Society,  the  President  shall,  at  some  ordinary  or  extraordinary 
meeting,  propose  the  expulsion  of  such  Fellow  ;  and  at  the  next  General 
Meeting,  either  Annual  or  special,  the  question  shall  be  put  to  the  ballot, 
and  if  two-thirds  of  the  Fellows  present  vote  for  it,  the  President  shall 
pronounce  such  person  to  be  expelled  from  the  Society  ;  the  Secretary 
shall  record  the  expulsion  of  such  person  in  the  Minute  Book  of  the  Society, 
and  his  name,  as  expelled,  shall  be  read  at  the  next  Annual  General  Meeting. 

12.  All  persons  expelled  from  the  Society  shall  be  thereby  rendered 
incapable  of  belonging  to  it  in  future. 

III.     Of  Honorary  Members 

1.  No  Graduate  or  Member  of  the  University  of  Cambridge  shall  be 
an  Honorary  Member. 

2.  The  number  of  Honorary  Members  shall  not  exceed  sixty ;  not 
more  than  thirty  of  whom  shall  be  British  subjects  or  usually  resident  in 
the  British  Dominions. 

3.  Honorary  Members  shall  be  proposed,  after  a  sanction  of  the  Council, 
by  at  least  six  Fellows  of  the  Society.  The  Certificate  of  recommendation 
shall  specify  the  grounds  on  which  each  Honorary  Member  is  proposed ; 
and  the  mode  of  his  election  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  that 
of  the  Fellows. 

IV.     Of  the  Funds  of  the  Society 

1.  The  amiual  subscription  of  each  Fellow  shall  be  one  guinea,  and  shall 
be  due,  in  advance,  on  the  first  of  January  in  every  year. 

2.  Every  Fellow,  upon  his  election,  shall  pay  an  admission  fee  of  one 
guinea,  and  also  the  subscription  for  the  current  year  :  but  a  Fellow  elected 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  October  Tenn  in  any  year  shall  not  be  required  to 
pay  the  subscription  which  became  due  on  the  preceding  first  of  January. 

3.  Any  Fellow,  or  Fellow  elect,  may  compound  for  all  annual  subscrip- 
tions by  the  payment  of  ten  guineas. 

4.  Fellows  of  ten  years'  standing,  if  non-resident,  may  compound  for 
all  future  annual  subscriptions  to  the  Society  by  the  payment  of  five  guineas  ; 
it  being  understood,  that  their  subscription  is  to  be  renewed,  or  a  second 
sum  of  five  guineas  paid,  in  case  of  their  returning  into  residence. 

5.  Resident  Fellows  of  fifteen  years'  standing  may  compound  for  all 
future  annual  subscriptions  by  the  pajnnent  of  five  guineas. 
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6.  The  Society  shall  not  make  any  dividend,  gift,  division,  or  bonus 
in  money  unto  or  amongst  any  of  its  members. 

V.     Of  thk  Council 

1.  The  Council  shall  meet  in  the  Library  of  thr  Society,  at  least  once 
in  every  fortnight  during  full  term,  and  not  less  than  five  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  Due  notice  of  each  Meeting  shall  be  sent  to  every  member  of 
the  Council. 

2.  All  questioas  shall  be  determined  in  the  Council  by  open  vote,  unless 
a  ballot  be  demanded.  The  determination  of  the  Council  shall,  at  the 
desire  of  any  two  members  present,  be  deferred  to  the  next  succeeding 
Meeting.  If  the  number  of  votes  be  equal,  the  Chairman  shall  have  the 
casting  vote. 

3.  Nothing  shall  be  published  by  the  Society,  wWch  has  not  been 
previously  approved  by  the  Council ;  and  the  Council  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  call  in  the  aid  of  any  Fellow  of  the  Society,  well  skilled  in  the  particular 
branch  of  science,  which  may  happen  to  be  the  subject  of  any  paper  under 
consideration. 

YI.     Of  the  Ordinary  Meetings 

1.  The  JNIeetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  Mondays,  once  in  every 
fortnight,  during  full  Term. 

2.  The  President  shall  take  the  Chair  at  5  p.m. 

3.  The  basiness  of  each  Meeting  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following 
order : 

(1)  TheMinutes  of  the  preceding  Meeting  read  and  approved. 

(2)  Notices  of  new  MotioiLS  presented. 

(3)  Members  proposed. 

(4)  Members  balloted  for. 

(5)  Presents  acknowledged. 

(6)  MiscellaneoiLS  business. 

(7)  Communications  read. 

4.  Each  Fellow  shall  be  at  liberty  to  introduce  a  visitor  on  delivering 
his  name  to  the  President  or  Chairman  at  the  time. 

5.  The  Treasurer's  Accounts  for  the  past  year,  having  been  examined 
and  approved  by  two  Fellows  of  the  Society  appointed  by  the  Council  for 
that  purpose,  shall  be  laid  before  the  first  Ordinary  Meeting  in  the  Lent 
Term. 

^'1I.     Of  the  Annual  General  Meeting 

1.  The  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  take  place  on  the 
last  Monday  in  October.  At  this  Meeting  the  Officers  and  new  Members 
of  Council  shall  be  elected  for  the  succeeding  year. 

2.  The  election  of  the  Officers  and  new  Members  of  the  Council  shall 
be  made  by  means  of  Balloting  Lists.  Each  List  shall  consist  of  the  names 
of  those  Fellows  who  are  suggested  by  the  Council  for  election  as  Officers 
and  as  New  Members  of  Council,  and  shall  have  a  blank  column  opposite 
to  the  names  for  such  alterations  in  them  as  any  Fellow  may  wish  to 
make. 

3.  The  Balloting  Lists  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Council,  and  printed 
and  sent  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretaries  to  the  Fellows  of  the  Society 
resident  in  Cambridge,  at  least  three  days  previous  to  the  Annual  General 
Meeting. 
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4.  If  any  Fellow  shall  not  approve  of  the  Fellows  named  on  the  Balloting 
List,  but  be  desiroas  of  altering  the  List,  he  must  strike  his  pen  across  the 
printed  name  or  names  to  which  he  objects,  and  write  on  the  adjoining 
blank  column  the  name  or  names  of  the  Fellow  or  Fellows  for  whom  he 
may  desire  to  give  his  vote. 

5.  Two  Scrutators  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Chairman,  at  the  Meeting, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Society  as  there  assembled,  who  shall  receive 
and  examine  the  Balloting  Lists  and  report  to  the  meeting  the  names  of 
those  Fellows  having  the  majority  of  votes  for  composing  the  Officers  and 
New  Members  of  Council ;  the  names  of  which  Fellows  sliall  be  announced 
from  the  chair  as  elected. 

6.  Any  Balloting  List  which  contains  more  than  the  proper  number 
of  names  of  Fellows  recommended  for  election  into  either  of  the  offices  or 
as  New  Members  of  Council  shall  be  set  aside  by  the  Scrutators,  and  not 
taken  into  account  by  them  in  adding  up  the  number  of  votes. 

7.  In  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  for  the  election  of  two  or  more  Fellows 
whose  number  together  exceeds  the  total  number  to  be  elected,  exclusive 
of  those  having  a  majority  of  votes,  the  election  of  one  or  more  of  them  shall 
be  determined  by  the  casting  vote  of  the  Chairman. 

YIII.     Of  Special  General  Meetings 

1.  The  Council  may  at  any  time  call  a  Special  General  Meeting  of  the 
Society. 

2.  At  least  three  days'  notice  of  such  Meeting  shall  be  giveri  by  one 
of  the  Secretaries  to  the  5lembers  of  the  Society  resident  in  Cambridge. 

3.  The  Council,  on  receiving  a  requisition  to  that  effect,  signed  by  not 
less  than  six  Fellows  of  the  Society,  shall  call  a  General  Meeting,  to  take 
place  within  a  week  after  the  expiration  of  the  month's  previous  notice 
prescribed  by  the  Charter. 

IX.     Of  the  Dutiks  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents 

1.  The  duty  of  the  President  shall  be,  to  take  the  Chair  at  the  Meetings 
of  the  Society  and  Council ;  to  regulate  and  keep  order  in  all  their  proceed- 
ings ;  to  state  questions  and  propositions  to  the  Meeting  ;  to  rejjort  the 
result  of  ballots  ;   and  to  carry  into  effect  the  regulatioas  of  the  Society. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Chair  shall  be  taken  by  one  of 
the  Members  of  the  Council  in  the  following  order ;  viz.  the  Senior  Vice- 
Pr&sident,  Treasurer,  or  Senior  Ordinary  Member  of  the  Council  then  present. 

X-     Of  the  Duties  of  the  TiiEAsiREi; 
The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  simis  of  Money  due  to  the  Society,  transact 
all  its  pecuniary  affairs,  and  keep  a  regular  account  of  receipts  and  payments, 
in  the  mode  which  may  seem  most  proper  to  the  Council. 

XL     Of  the  Duties  of  the  Secretaries 

1.  The  Secretaries  shall  have  the  management  of  the  correspondence 
of  the  Society  and  Council. 

2.  They  shall  attend  all  Meetings  of  the  Society  and  Council ;  take 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  enter  them  in  books  provided  for  that 
purpose  ;  transact  the  business  of  the  Ordinary  Meetings  according  to  the 
mode  specified  in  Section  vi.  Rule  3  ;    have  the  care  of  the  Library  and 
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Museum  of  the  Society  ;  exaiiiiiie  and  sign  all  tradesmen's  bilLs  due  from  the 
Society,  and  send  them  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment. 

3.  The  Secretaries  shall  have  the  charge,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council,  of  printing  the  Transactions  of  the  Society,  and  of  correcting  the 
press. 

XII.     Of  the  Society's  Propekty 

The  Common  Seal,  Charter,  and  Deeds  of  the  Society,  shall  be  kept  in 
an  Iron  Chest  with  two  locks  and  two  different  keys,  the  one  to  be  kept  by 
the  President,  and  the  other  by  the  Treasurer. 

Xni.     Of  the  Society's  Library.     See  p.  102  above. 

XIV.     Of  Benefactors 
The  names  of  Benefactors  to  the  Society  shall  be  read  at  the  annual 
General  Meeting,  and  shall  be  inserted  in  the  Society's  Memoirs. 

XV.    Miscellaneous  Regulations 

1.  All  communications,  presents,  etc.  shall  be  sent  to  one  of  the  Secre- 
taries, if  not  personally  presented  by  a  Fellow  at  a  Meeting  of  the  Society. 

2.  The  Author  of  any  communication,  if  a  Fellow,  shall  have  the  liberty 
of  reading  his  own  paper. 

XVI.     Of  Associates 

Residents  in  Cambridge  or  the  neighbourhood,  not  being  Graduates, 
may  be  elected  Associates  of  the  Society.  Each  one  shall  be  proposed  by 
three  Fellows  of  the  Society,  nominated  by  the  Council,  and  elected  by  the 
Society.  An  Associate  shall  be  elected  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and,  if 
not  then  a  Graduate,  shall  be  eUgible  for  re-election.  Associates  shall  have 
the  privilege  of  attending  the  Meetings  and  consulting  the  books  in  the 
Library  of  the  Society. 

Associates  being  either  Teachers  recognised  by  the  University  or  engaged 
in  investigations  of  a  scientific  character  may  upon  application  made  to  the 
Council  through  one  of  the  Secretaries  receive  permission  to  borrow  books 
from  the  Society's  Library  on  the  same  conditions  as  Fellows  of  the  Society. 
Associates  availing  themselves  of  such  pemiission  shall  pay  a  subscription 
of  half-a-guinea  per  annum.

LAWS 

1.  The  Society  shall  have  for  its  object  the  promotiou  of  research  in 
couuexiou  with  Theological  Studies. 

2.  Memliers  shall  be  either  Graduates  of  the  University  of  Cambridge, 
or  Graduates  of  other  Universities  resident  in  Cambridge. 

3.  Any  such  Graduate  who  is  desirous  of  becoming  a  member  shall 
be  proposed  by  two  members  at  any  ordinary  meeting,  and  may  be  offered 
for  election  at  the  next  meeting,  his  name  having  been  meantime  com- 
municated to  the  members  of  the  Society;  provided,  however,  that,  if  his 
name  have  been  previously  approved  by  the  Council,  he  may  be  offered 
for  election  at  the  same  meeting  at  which  he  has  been  proposed.  No 
candidate  shall  be  declared  to  have  been  elected  unless  he  have  in  his 
favour  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present. 

4.  The  general  direction  of  the  Society  shall  be  entrusted  to  a  Council 
consisting  of  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary  who  shall  also 
act  as  Treasurer,  and  four  other  members.  Four  members  of  the  Council 
shall  fonn  a  quorum. 

o.  The  Officers  and  Council  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  first  meeting 
in  the  Michaelmas  Term. 

6.  An  ordinary  meeting  for  the  reading  and  discussion  of  papers  and 
for  other  business,  if  anj\  shall  be  hehl  at  least  once  in  each  term,  the  time 
and  place  to  be  determined  by  the  Council.  The  President,  or  in  his 
absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  preside.  If  neither  is  present  a  chairman 
shall  be  elected  by  the  members  present. 

7.  Members  may  introduce  to  the  meetings  of  the  Society  strangers, 
whether  resident  Graduates  or  others,  and  persons  so  introduced  may  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Coimcil  read  communications  to  the  Society. 

8.  The  annual  subscription  shall  be  half-a-crown,  due  at  the  first 
meeting  in  the  Michaelmas  Term;  but  any  member  may  on  entrance 
compound  for  all  future  subscriptions  by  the  payment  of  one  guinea. 

9.  The  accounts  of  the  Society  shall  be  audited  annually  by  an  auditor 
to  be  appointed  before  the  end  of  the  Easter  Term. 

10.  Any  proposed  change  in  these  regulations  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Council  and,  if  approved  by  the  Council,  to  the  Society  at  one  of  the 
ordinary  meetings ;  but  no  regulation  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  and  no 
fresh  regulation  shall  be  added  without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present.

The  Union  Society  was  founded  in  1S1.5  as  a  Debating  Society 
by  the  union  of  three  other  Societies,  the  first  Debate  being  held 
on  Monday,  February  20.  The  original  founders  are  said  to  have 
been  Henry  Bickersteth,  of  Caius,  afterwards  Lord  Langdale 
(1783 — 1851),  who  was  Senior  Wrangler  and  First  Smith's  Prize- 
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man  in  1808  and  was  appointed  Master  of  the  Rolls  in  1836  ; 
Sir  Edward  Hall  Alderson  (1787—1857),  also  of  Cains,  who  was 
Senior  AV rangier,  First  Smith's  Prizeman  and  First  Chancellor's 
Medallist  in  1809,  and  afterwards  became  a  Judge  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  (1830),  but  is  better  known  as  a  Baron  of  tiie

Henry  Pakenham  is  also  sometimes  associated  with  these. 

Tlie  Society  held  its  earlier  meethigs  in  a  room  at  the  back  of 
the  Red  Lion  Inn  in  Petty  Cury,  but  about  1832  it  migrated  to 
premises  erected  for  its  special  use  behind  what  used  to  be  the 
Hoop  Hotel  in  Bridge  Street,  now  occupied  by  the  A.D.C.  In 
1850  these  were  exchanged  for  a  room  in  Green  Street,  and  here 
the  Society  remained  until  the  opening  of  the  present  buildings 
behind  the  Round  Church  on  October  30,  1866.  A  later 
enlargement  was  opened  by  Prince  Albert  Victor  of  Wales  on 
February  24,  1886. 

The  Union  has  now  become  the  largest  club  in  the  University, 
having  more  than  13,000  members  of  which  about  2000  are  in 
residence.  [The  management  of  the  Society  is  almost  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  its  resident  undergraduate  members,  who  constitute 
a  lai^e  proportion  of  the  undergraduates  in  residence.  The  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary,  and  a  Standing  Committee  of  six 
members  are  elected  every  term  ;]i  and  the  Treasurer,  Steward, 
and  Librarian  are  elected  annually.  The  last-named  are  usually 
resident  members  of  the  University  of  M.A.  standing.  The 
premises  of  the  society,  situated  in  Bridge  Street,  immediately 
behind  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre,  include  a  large  Library 
containing  about  40,000  volumes,  Debating  Hall,  Drawing  Room, 
Smoking  Room,  Writing  Room,  [Luncheon  and  Dining  Roomji, 
and  a  Reference  Library,  where  a  complete  collection  of  the  Times 
from  the  year  1812  is' kept.  [Debates  are  held  every  Tuesday 
in  full  term.Ji 

The  subscription  is  i'l.  \s.  a  term,  with  an  entrance  fee  of 
£1.  \s.  Nine  terms'  subscrijition  constitutes  life  membership, 
which  may  also  be  obtained  by  a  compounded  subscription 
(including  entrance  fee)  of  £1.  lis.  6d.  on  joining.  Any  member 
of  the  University  is  admitted  on  the  proposal  of  a  member  of  the 
Society. 

The  Union  is  open  from  8.45  a.m.  till  10  p.m.  on  week-days, 
and  from  10  a.m.  to  10  p.m.  on  Sundays.  [The  Luncheon  and 
Dining  Room  is  open  daily  from  12.30  to  8.30  p.m.]i.  Subscrip- 
tions may  be  paid  at  the  office  on  any  day  (except  Svmdays)  from 
10  a.m.  till  7  p.m.
